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¥714. EORGE I, duke of Brunf- 
Aug. 1. wick-Lunenburgh, and elec- 
tor of Hanover, fucceeded to the crown on 
the demife of queen Anne, by virtue of fe- 
veral acts of parliament, for fecuring the 
Proteftant fucceffion. 

He was born May 28, 1660, and was the 
eldeft fon of Erneft-Auguftus, bithop of Of- 
naburg, duke of Hanover, and eleftor of 
Brunfwick-Lunenburg, by the princefs Sopbia, 
fifth and youngeft daughter of Frederic V, 
elector Palatine and king of Bohemia, and 

the princefs Elizabeth, daughter of Fames I. 
king of England. 

Upon the death of the Queen, the Privy- 
council being aflembled according to the 
att of 4. & 5 of Anne, for the better fecu- 
rity of her Majefty’s perfon, and the fuc- 
ceffion of the crown of England in the 
Proteftant line; three inftruments of the 
fame tenor were produced by the arch- 
bithop of Canterbury, the Lord-chancellor, 
and Monficur Kreynberg the refident of 
Hanover, under the hand and feal of the 
eleCtor of Brunfwick, his then Majetty, 
nominating nineteen perfons, to be added 
to the feven great officers appointed by the 
faid a€t, to compofe the Regency. The firft 
Seven were, Thomas Tenifin, lord archbifhop 
of Canterbury; Simon Harcourt lord Har- 
court, lord high chancellor; Fobx Sheffield 
duke of Buckingham, lord prefident ; Charles 
Talbot duke of Shrew/bury,

furer ; William Legg earl of Dartmouth, lord 
privy-feal ; Thomas Wentavorth earl of Straf- 
ford, firft lord commiffioner of the admi- 
ralty 3 and Sir Thomas Parker, knight, lord 
chief-juftice of the King’s-bench.

ends, They recommended to the Com- 
mons the fettling the King’s revenue, and 
eftablithing the public credit ; and defired, 
the Houfes would proceed with unanimity, 
and a firm adherence to the King’s intereft, 
as the only means to continue the prefent 
tranquility.

mitted to his Majefty by the Regency.

., Aug. 24. . The private interment. of her 
late majeity queen dane, was folemnized in 
the collegiate church of Wefminfter. The 
lords, the peerefles, lords fons, privy-¢oun- 
fellors, judges, and others who were to at-. 
tend this folemnity, met about feven in the 
evening in the Houfe of Peers, the Painted

interred. The royal corpfe was borne un- 
der a canopy of purple velvet, preceded by 
a great number of her late Majefty’s fer- 
yants, the judges, privy-counfellurs, the 
Jords fpiritual and temporal, and the great 
Officers. The pall was fupported by fix 
dukes, Her grace the duchefs of Ormond 
{in the abfence of the duchefs of Somerfer, 
who was indifpofed) was chief mourner, 
fupported by the dukes of Somerfet and Rich- 
mond, in long robes, wearing theit collars 
of the order, her train borne by two 
ducheties, aflifted by the King’s vice-cham- 
berlain, and followed by two otherduchefles 
at the head of fourteen counteffes as affif- 
tants, alf in long veils of black crape; and 
after them the ladies of the bed-chamber, 
and the maids of honour, in like veils ;

After fermon, his Majefty repeated and 


figned the declaration or teft eftablifhed by 


act of parliament, and then took the coro- 
nation oath, which he likewife fubfcribed, 
and in King Edward’s chair, placed in the 

middlg 
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miiddle of the area before the altar, was 
anointed by the Archbifhop in the form of 
a crofs, on the crown of his head, breaft, 
and palms of his hands, and prefented with 
the fpurs, and girt with the {word, and 
vefted with his purple robes; and having 
received the ring, the orb, and fcepters, 


was folemnly crowned about two o’clock, . 


the people exprefling their joy with loud 
acclamations, the drums beating, trumpets 
founding, and the great guns ‘being dif- 
charged; whereupon his royal highne(s the 
Prince of Wales, and the Peers, put on their 
coronets, and the Bithops their caps; the 
dukes of Aguitaine and Normandy their hats, 
and the Kings of Arms their coronets. 

Then the holy bible was prefented to his 
Majefty by the Archbithop, and his Ma- 
jefty having received the benediction, fat 
down in his chair, and then vouchfafed to 
kits the Archbifhops and Bifhops; and be- 
ing inthroned, his royal highnefs the Prince 
of Wales, and the Lords tpiritual and tem- 
poral, did their homages, and feemingly 
kiffed his Majefty’s left cheek, and after- 
wards touched the crown, while the Trea- 
furer of the Houthold threw about the coro- 
nation medals, they having the King’s ef- 
figies on one fide, and on the reverfe, the 
King fitting in an elbow chair, and Britan- 
nia crowning him, with this motto, 
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Then his Majefty made a fecond obla- 

tion, and received the holy communion, 
and after the final prayers, retired into 
King Edward's chapel, and being vetted 
in his robes of purple velvet, and the whole 
proceeding being again put in order, his 
Majeity returned to Weftminfter-hall, wear- 
ing his crown of eftate, and the Peers and 
King of Arms, their coronets, 
_ The King dined at the table at the upper- 
end of the hall, with his royal highnefs the 
Prince of Wales on his lett. hand, and the 
Nobility and other Perfons of Quality were 
feated at their refpeGtive tables, which 
were ready furnifhed before their coming 
in; the hot meat, or firt courfe, for his 
Majefty’s table, for which {pace was left, 
was fervyed up with proper ceremony, being 
preceded by the officers, &c. of the Board 
of Green-cloth, and by the Lord High 
Steward, between the Lord High Conftable, 
and the Lord Marfhal, on horfehack, 

And jut before the fecond courfe, his 
Majefty’s Champion, in complete armour, 
rode into the hall, between the Lord High

May 5+ The artillery company prevail- 
ed with the prince of Wales to be their 
captain-general ; and his Majefty declared 
his royal highnefs the prince of Wales eap- 
tain-general of the artillery company ac- 
cordingly. 

His Majefty having granted his royal 
licence to the Convocation to enter wpon 
bufinefs, dire€ted them what fubjeéts they 
fhould take under their confideration, in a 
letter to the archbifhop. 

May 11. The royal affent was given to 
an at for granting an aid to his Majefty, 
to be raifed by land-tax in Great Britain, 
for the fervice of the year 1715. ‘This tax 
was two fhillings in the pound. ; 
‘May 15. Charles Montague, earl of Ha- 
iifax, and firft commiffioner of the trea- 
fury, died. 

May 18. A fquadron of twenty men of 
war, commanded by Sir Fobn Norris, ad- 
miral of the blue, failed to the Baltic. 

‘ Ma 20. Richard earl of Burlington, was 
made lord lieutenant of the county of York, 
and of the city of York. 


_ Robert Clavering, M.A, was conftituted |

Major Thomas Talmafb was made lieutee 
nant governor of the ifland of Montferrar. 

The earl of Halifax dying, Charles earl 
of Carlifle was made firft commiffioner of 


the Treafury; Sir Richard Onflow, barte 


chancellor and under-treafurer of the Ex- 
chequer 3 and Sir William St. Quintin, barte 
Edward Wortley Montague, and Paul Me- 
thuen, ef{qxys. were commiffioners for exe- 
cuting the office of treafurer of his Ma- 


jefty’s Exchequer. 


May 22. Charles earl of Carlifle, Sir 
Richard Onflow, Sir William St, Quintin, 
barts, Edward Wortley Montague, and Paué 
Methuen, efgrs. were made lords commif- 
fioners of the Treafury. ; 

May 24+ The princefs Carolina, youngeft 
daughter of the prince of Wales, arrived 
from Hanover. 

May 28, 29. The firft being the King’s 
birth-day, and the laft the anniverfary of 
the reftoration, there were very great mods 5 
but the Whigs complained, that, on the 
29th, they were infulted by the Tories, if 
they refufed to cry out, bigh church and the 
duke of Ormond. The windows of feveral 
houfes. were broken, that were not illumi- 
nated ; and feveral companies of the trained 
bands, being upon guard at the Exchange 
apprehended fome of the rioters. ' 

The guards alfo began to grow mutineus, 
on their receiving fuch coarfe cloaths, and 
efpecially linen, as was not fit to be worn, on 
the King’s birth-day ; and particularly the 
firft regiment of guards, of which the duke 
of Marlborough was colonel, ‘The foldiers 
threw fome of their fhirts over into the 
King’s and Duke’s gardens in the Park 3 
and others they expofed in the ftreets,. 
crying, thefe are Hanover fhirts : and fuch. 
confequences were apprehended from the 
fraud, that the duke of Marlborough thought 
fit to make a fpeech to his regiment, and 
promife them new cloaths, laying the 
blame upon the agent, and tradefmen- that 
were concerned in cloathing them: where- 
upon the latter endeavour to juftify them~ 
felves in the daily papers; and, though the 
roguery was fo notorions, that orders were 
fent to the guards at Whitehall to burn the 
new fhirts, yet nobody was punifhed. And 
indeed the foldiers were too often impofed 
upon in this manner in the war with Francey 
when it was not uncommon for the offi- 
cers of the guards to burn the newlinen fent 
them over to Flanders, at the head of the 
battalions of guards, being not only coarfe, 

but 
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but damaged cloth, good for nothing; and 
the foldiers have had money deducted out of 
the poor remainder of their pay to find 
them more. 

The reafon of this is, the agent too of- 
ten gives the colonel money to have the be- 
nefit of cloathing the regiment, which he 
endeavours to repay himfelf, in the firft 
place, by purchafing cloaths of lefs value 
than the government allows, and the agent 
and his tradefmen ufually fharp a great deal 
more ; fo that it often happened, there was 
not, in reality, a third part of the money 
Jaid out in the cloathing, which the go- 
yernment provided for that purpofe. 

June 9. The committee of fecrecy made 
their report; but firft Mr. Walpole, the 
chairman, moved, that a warrant fhould be 
iffued by Mr. Speaker, to apprehend fuch 
perfons as he fhould name, in order to their 
being examined; andthat no member might 
be permitted to go out of the Houfe: which 
being agreed to, Mr. Speaker iffued war- 
rants for apprehending Mr. Matthew Priory 
and Mr. Thomas Harley, and feveral others ; 
and accordingly Mr. Prior was apprehended 
fome bours after. 

Mr. Walpole delivered in two books at 
the table, one of which, he faid, contained 
the report ; and the other was an appendix 
toit, which contained at large thofe letters 
and papers, which were referred to in the 
report. 

The report was in reading from one 
o’clock to half an hour paft eight at night, 
when the farther confideration thereof was 
adjourned till the next morning. Thenext 
day it was read afecond time, and ordered 
to be printed, 

Sune 10. After the fecond reading the 
report, Mr. Walpole, moved to impeach the 
Jord vifcount Bolingbroke of high treafon, 
and other high crimes and mifdemeanors ; 
and the lord Coningfoy alfo moved to im- 
peach the earl of Oxford in like manner; 
which impeachments were agreed to.

Fune 13. The Danes and Pruffians made 
themfelves mafters of the ifle of Ufedom, 
belonging to Sweden. 

Fune 14. Majorca was reduced to king

Fune 17. The Commons ordered Mr. 
Prior into clofe cuftody ; and that no per- 
fon fhould be admitted to fee him, without 
leave of the Speake... 

Fune 21. Mr. Secretary Stanhope im- 
peached Fames duke of Ormond of high- 
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treafon, and_other high crimes and mifde« 
meanors. Whereupon the Duke, fhortly 
after, withdrew out of the kingdom, by 
bifhop tterbury’s perfuafion, as it wag 
thought 5 and arrived at Paris on the 8th 
of Auguft. 

Sobn Aiflabie, efq. impeached Thomas earl 
of Strafford of the like crimes. 

July 4. The duke of Argyle, and his 
brother the earl of J/la, were removed from 
all their places. . 

Fuly 8 The duke of Bolton was made 
lord chamberlain of the houwfhold, in the 
room of the duke of Shrewfbury. 

July g- The articles of impeachment 
againit the earl of Oxford having been read . 
this day in the Houfe of Commons, and 
agreed to, after feveral debates; the lord 
Coning/by carried them up, and at the 
bar of the Houfe of Lords impeached the 
earl of Oxford of high-treafon, &c. pray= 
ing in conclufion, that he might be fequef- 
tered from Parliament, and committed to 
fafe cuftedy. Whereupon he was put into 
cuftody of the Black Rod at his own houfe, 
And having received a copy of the articles 
againft him, and being allowed a month to 
anfwer them, he was fent to the Tower. 

Fuly 20. The royal aflent was given to 
an act for charging and continuing the du- 
ties on malt, mum, cyder, and perry, for 
the fervice of the year 1715; and for 
making forth duplicates of Exchequer bills 
and lottery tickets loft, burnt or deftroyed 5 
and for inlarging the time for adjufting 
claims in feveral Jotteries ; and for making 
forth new orders in lieu of certain lottery 
orders obliterated or defective; and for cone 
tinuing certain duties on hops until the firt 
day of Auguff 1715. 

An aét for the better regulating the forces 
to be continued in his Majefty’s fervice, 
and for the payment of the faid forces, and 
of their quarters. : 

An aé to explain the a€t made in the 
twelfth year of the reign of king William 
III. intitled, an a& for the further limita- 
tion of the crown, and better fecuring the 
rights and liberties of the fubje&t. 

An at for preventing tumults and riotous 


_affemblies, and for the more fpeedy and efe 
fectual punifhing rioters, 


An act for making perpetual an aét of 
the feventh and eighth years of the reign of 
his late Majefty king William MI. intitled, 
an act that the folemn affirmation and de- 
claration of the people called Quakers thall 
be accepted inftead of an oath in the ufual 
form; and for explaining and enforcing the 

C2 . {aid 
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faid att, inrelation to the payment of tythes 
and church rates; and for appointing the 
form of an affirmation to be taken by the 
{aid people called Quakers, inftead of the 
oath of abjuration. 

An aé for the continuing the imprifon- 
ment of Robert Blackburn, and others, for 
the horrid confpiracy to aflafiinate the per- 
fon of his late facred Majefty king William 
Ill. 

After which, his Majefty made a fpeech 
to both Houfes; wherein he acquainted 
them with the advice he had received, that 


the Pretender was preparing to invade his 


dominions, being encouraged, he faid, by 
a reftlefs party here ; and defired they would 
make provifion for their defence. Where- 
upon the Houfes refpectively addrefied his 
Majefty, afluring him, they would ftand 
by him with their lives and fortunes, Ge. 

They alfo voted, that 3000 dragoons, 
and 4000 foot, fhould be raifed, and four 
companies be added to the Coldfream regi- 
ment of guards. 

Addreffes came from all parts of the 
kingdom. +. 

The Parliament paffed an att, for fuf- 
pending the Habeas Corpus at; anda claufe 
was added toa money bill, for a reward of 
100,000/. to fuch as fhould feize the Pre- 
tender dead or alive. 

Fuly 25. Commiffions were iffued for 
raifing thirteen regiments of dragoons, and 
eight regiments of foot. 

Fuly 28. The royal affent was given to 
an aét to impower his Majeity to fecure and 
detain fuch perfons as his Majefly fhould 
fufpeét were confpiring againft his perfon 
and government. — 

Fuly 29. The Commons addreffed, that 
the half-pay officers might be allowed full 
pay, that they might be ina readinefs to 
ferve. 

July 30. Orders were given for fitting 
out a fquadron of men of war, under the 
command of Sir George Byng- 

Fuly 31- The horfe and foot guards en- 
camped in Hyde-Park ; and a train of artil- 
lery was fent thither from the Tower. 

The Danes and Pruffians reduced the 
ifland of Ufedom in Sqwedifh Pomerania. 

Aug. 1.. The earl of Mar retired from 
court, and went by fea to Newcafle, and 
from thence to Scotland; where he affem- 
bled the friends and adherents of the Pre- 
tender on the 16th 5 wiz. the marquifes of 
Huntley and Tullibardine ; the earls of Ni- 
thifdale, Linlithgow, Traquair, Soutbefk, 
Marifcball, and Carnwath, the vifcounts 
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Kilfyth, Kenmure, Kingfton, and Stormount 
and the lords Drummond and Rollo, &c. 

Aug. 2. The royal affent was given to 
an aét for the better preventing mutiny and 
defertion, by enforcing and making more 
effeétual an aét of this prefent Parliament, 
intitled, an aét for the better regulating 
the forces to be continued in his Majefty’s 
fervice, and for the payment of the faid 
forces, and their quarters. 

An att for making more effectual her late 
Majefty’s moft gracious intention for aug- 
menting the maintenance of the poor clergy. 

An aét to reftrain all waggoners, carriers, 
and others, from drawing any carriage with 
more than five horfes at length. 

The lord Coning by carried up further ar- 
ticles of impeachment againft Robert earl of 
Oxford. 

Aug. 3. A cobler of Highgate was whip- 
ped from Holloway to that place, for re- 
flecting on the government. 

The mob demolifhed the pulpit, pews, 
&c. in a meeting houfe at Nuneaton in 
Warwick/bire; as they did at Oxford, and fe- 
veral other parts of England, about this time. 

Upon advice of an intended invafion, and 
infurre€tion, two affociations were formed 
and figned at Edinburgh, by feveral perfons. 

The earl of Oxford defired a longer time 
to anfwer the farther articles exhibited 
againft him the day before, being fick in 
bed; and had a fortnight’s further time 
allowed him. ; 

Aug. 4. The articles of impeachment 
againft the lord Bolingbroke were read and 
agreed to in the Houfe of Commons, and 
carried up to the Lords by Robert Walpole, - 
efq. two days after. 

Aug. 5+ ‘fames duke of Montrofe refigned 
the place of fecretary of ftate for Scotland. 

Aug. 6. Mr. Secretary Stanhope carried 
up the impeachment aguinft Fames duke of 
Ormonde 

Aug. 8. A proclamation was iflued, pro~ 
mifing a month’s pay to fuch feamen as 
fhould enter themfelves on board his Mas 
jefty’s fhips of war. 
~The duke of Ormond having withdrawn, 
went to France. 

_ Aug. 10. Dr. Henry Penrice was made 
judge of the court of Admiralty, in the 
room of Sir Henry Newton, deceafed. 

Thomas Harley, efq. who was in cuftody 
of the Serjeant at Arms, was committed to 
the Gate-houfe by the Commons. 

Aug. 11. Nicolas Rowe, efq. was made 
poet Jaureat , in the reom of Nahum Tate, 
efq. deceafed. 

Aig. 
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Aug. 12. Sir Henry St. George, Garter 
principal King at Arms, died in the gift 
year of his age; and was fucceeded by 
“‘Fobn Anftis, efq. member of Parliament for 
Launceftons 

Aug. 13. A new lieutenancy was ap- 
pointed for the Tower hamlets. 

Aug. 15. The regiments of Grove and 
Harrifon arrived from Flander. 

Aug. 16. The Venetian ambaffador made 
his public entry. 

Aug. 17. Don Bertran de Zara, the Mo- 
yocco ambaflador, died;°and was buried in 
Weliminfter-abbey at the King’s charge. 

Aug. 20. The royal affent was given to 
an act for inlarging the fund of the go- 
vernor and company of the Bank of Eng- 
land, relating to Exchequer bills; and for 
fettling an additional revenue of 120,000/. 
per annum upon his Majefty, during his 
life, for the fervice of the civil govern- 
ments ‘and for eftablifhing a certain fund 
of 54,600/. per annum, in order to raife a 


fum not exceeding g10,000/. for the fer-. 


vice of the public, by fale of annuities after 
the rate of 5/. per cent. per annum, redeem- 
able by Parliament; and for fatisfying an 
arrear for work and materials at Blenheim, 
incurred whilft that building was carried 
on at the expence of her late Majefty queen 
Anne, and for other purpofes therein men- 
tioned. 

An a& for the further fecurity of his 
Majefty’s perfon and government, and the 
fucceffion of the crown in the heirs of the 
late princefs Sophia, being Proteftants ; and 
for extinguifhing the hopes of the pretended 
prince of Wales, and his open and fecret 
abettors. 

An aét for making the militia of that 
part of Great Britain called England more 
ufeful, and for obliging an annual account 
to be made of trophy-money. 

An act to make an att of the tenth year 
of her late Majefty, intituled, an a& for 
vegulating, improving, and encouraging of 
the woollen manufaéture of mixed or med- 
ley broad cloth, and for the better payment 
of the poor employed therein, more eftec- 
tual, for the benefit of trade in general; 
and alfo to render more effectual an aét of 
the feventh of her faid Majefty’s reign, in- 
titled, an aét for the better afcertaining the 
Jengths and breadths of woollen cloth made 
in the county of York. 

An act for the attainder of Henry vifcount 
Bolingbroke of high treafon, unlefs he thall

An act for the better preventing freth 
fith taken by foreigners being imported into 
this kingdom, and for the prefervation of 
the fry of fith, and for the giving leave to 
import lobfters and turbots in foreign bot- 
toms; and for the better prefervation of 
falmon within feveral rivers in that part of 
this kingdom called England ; 

And to fix private bills. 

General Cadogan was made governor of 
the ifle of Wight, in the room of general 
Webb. 

Aug. 23 Charles earl of Sunderland, 
having refigned the poft of lord-lieutenant 
of Ireland, the duke of Grafton and the earl 
of Galway, were appointed lords juftices of 
that kingdom, : 

Orders having been difpatched to Edix- 
burgh, for apprehending feveral fulpected 
perfons, 

Aug. 24. The earls of Hume and Wigtoun, 
and George Lockart, efq. were committed 
prifoners to Edinburgh caftle. 

Aug. 28. The earl of Sunderland was ape 
pointed lord privy-feal. 

Aug. 30. The royal affent was given to 
an act for raifing g10,000/. for public fer- 
vices, by fale of annuities, after the rate of 
5/. per'cent. per annum, redeemable by Par- 
liament; and to authorize a treaty concern- 
ing private rights claimed by the proprietors 
of the fugar houfes in Scotland. 

An att for encouraging all fuperiors, 
vaflals, landlords, and tenants in Scotland, 
who do and hall continue in their duty and 
loyalty to his Majefty king George; and 
for difcoutaging all fuperiors, vaffals, Jand- 
lords, and tenants there, who have been, 
or fhall be, guilty of rebellious praétices 
againft his faid Majefty; and for making 
void all fraudulent entails, tailzies and 
conveyances made there, for barring or ex- 
cluding the effect of forfeitures that may 
have been, or fhall be, incurred there on 
any fuch account; as alfo for calling any 
fufpected perfon or perfons, whofe eftates 
or principal refidence are in Scotland, to ap- 
pear at Edinburgh, or where it hall be 
judged expedient, to find bail for their good 
behaviour; and for the better difarming 
difaffeted perfons in Scotland. 

Captain Fobn Shaftoe, Fohn Hunter, ane 
Robert Talbot, came to Newcaftle, in order 
to promote there the Pretender’s intereft. 

About this time, two thips from Havre 
de 
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de Grace, landed officers and ammunition 
in Scotland. 

The earl of Oxford petitioned again for 
a longer time to put in his anfwer ; which 
was granted him. 

Several ftate prifoners were brought to 
London from divers parts. 

Sept. 1» N. S. Lewis XIV. king of 
France, died in the 77th year of his age, 
and the 73d of his reign; whereupon his 
great grandfon Lewis XV. was proclaimed 
King, and the duke of Orleans was confti- 
tuted regent. 

Sept. 1. Mr. Aiflabie carried up the im- 
peachment to the Lords againft Thomas earl 
of Strafford, for high crimes and mifde- 
meanors, 

Sept. 2- One Fafeph Sullivan, a foldier 
fn the firft regiment of foot-guards, was 
feized, with two others, for lifting men in 
the fervice of the Pretender; as was, the 
mext day, lieutenant-colonel Paul, who 
had a command in the firft regiment of foot- 
guards. 

Sept. 3. The earl of Mar affembled his 
forces at Aboyne in Aberdeenjhire, and pro- 
claimed the Pretender king, by the name 
of Fames VUI. Gc. and fet up his ftan- 
dard the 6th following. . 

Sept. 4. George Paddon, efq. was con- 
ftituted plenipotentiary to treat with the 
emperor of Morocco. - 

The lord Powis was taken into.¢uftody, 
and ten days after was committed to the 
‘Tower, on fufpicion of his being difaffected. 

Sept. 6. Two regiments of dragoons 
were ordered to march for Scotland. 

Sept. 8. An attempt was formed to fur- 
ptifed the caftle of Edinburgh, but was 
timely difcovered, and difappointed. 

Sept. 9. Fobn duke of Argyle, being ap- 

ointed commander in chief of the forces 
in Scotland, fet out for that kingdom, and 
arrived at Edinburgh the 14th, 

At the fame time, the ear] of Sutherland 
offered his fervice to go and raife the High- 
land Clans, which was readily accepted ; 
and the duke of Roxburgh, the marquifes 
of Annandale and Tweedale, the earls of 
Selkirk, Loudoun, Rothes, Haddington, and 
Forfar, the lords Torpichew, and Belbaven, 
é?c. embraced this opportunity of fhewing 
their loyalty to king George. 

The ear) of Mar fet up his ftandard at 
Kirk-Michael, and proclaimed the Pretender. 
He continued here four or five days, and 
then, with his company, confifting of no 
more than 60 men, marched to Moulin, 
thence to Logarth, thence, encreafed to 
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1000, to Dunkeld, and from thence being 
2000 ftrong, they fet forward. for Perth. 
This town was feized Seprember the 16th, 
by Fobn Hay, brother to the earl of Kin- 
noul, at the head of 200 horfe, preventing 
the earl of Rothes, who was then marching 
to fecure it for the King, with 500 men. 
Here the rebels furnithed themfelves with 
arms, by fending out parties for that pure 
pofe, and by feizing a fhip bound for the 
north to the earl of Sutherland, who was 
raifing his tenants for the King, in which 
they found 300 complete ftand. Mackine 
tofh now joined them at Perth, with 509 
ftout mien, well difciplined, and armed 5 
thefe marched to the fea coaft of Fife, and 
there with five other regiments, viz. Mar’s 
own, Strathmore’s, Nairn’s, Murray’s, and. 
Drummond’s, in all 2500, having feized 
al] the boats on that coaft, embarked, and 
in fpite of the King’s fhips in the Firth, 
1500 of them got fafe on fhore, the reft’ 
putting back. Mr. Yames Murray arrived 
at Perth from France, and took the cha- 
racter of fecretary of {tate to the Pretender. 
About this time a ftrong party attempted 
to furprife the garrifon of Inverlochy, and 
took two redoubts, in which were an of- 
ficer and twenty men, but the main gar~ 
rifon being on their guard, obliged them 


to retreat, and they marched thence into 


Arp ylefhire; they alfo, juft before this, at- 
tempted to furprize the caftle of Edinburgh. 


‘Lord Drummond, with ninety choice per- 


fons, all gentlemen, were picked out for 
the enterprize; they had corrupted one 
Ainefly, a ferjeant, a corpora), and two 
centinels in the caftle ; thefe were to affift 
upon the wall near the fally port, by draw- 
ing up a fcaling ladder ; but all the joints 
of it not coming at once, it proved too fhort ’ 
for any one to get over the wall. 

The univerfity of Oxford, elected the 
earl of Arran their chancellor, in the room 
of his brother the duke of Ormond, who 
was attainted of high treafon; and this, 
notwithftanding the Prince was propofed to 
them to be their chancellor. : 

Two men executed at Worceffer, on the 
new act againft riots. 

Sept. 11. The court went into mourning 
for the French king. 

Sept. 21. The lord Lanfdown, and the 
lord Duplin, fon-in.law to the earl of Ox- 
ford, were apprehended on fufpicion of their 
difatteftion to king George.

An act for inlarging the capital ftock and 
yearly fund of the South Sea company, for 
fupplying thereby 822,032/. 4s. 8d. to pub- 
lic ufess and for raifing 169,000]. for the 
like ufes, by fale of annuities upon divers 
encouragements therein mentioned; and 
for appropriating feveral fupplies granted to 
his Majefty. 

An aét for making provifion for the mi- 
nifters of the fifty new churches, which 
were to be built in and about the cities of 
London and Wefiminffer, and {uburbs thereof ; 
and for rebuilding and finifhing the parifh 
shurch of St. Mary Woolnorth, in the faid 

city of London. 

An att to prevent difturbances by feamen 
_ and others, and to preferve the ftores be- 
longing to his Majefty’s navy royal ; and 
alfo, for explaining an act for the better pre- 
venting the imbezzlement of his Majefty’s 
ftores of war, and preventing cheats, frauds, 
and abufes in paying feamen’s wages ; and 
for reviving and continuing an att, for the 
more effectual fupprefling of piracy.

The lieutenancy of Middlefex, 
by virtue of an order of council, apprehend- 
ed feveral Papifts, Nonjurors, and other 
difaffected’ perfons, who were committed 
to Newgate, and other prifons, for refuf- 
ing the oaths. 

Sept. 26. Mr. Harvey, while he was in 
cuftoay of a mefienger, ftabbed himfelf 
with a knife ; but his wound did not prove 
mortal. 

A proclamation was iffued, offering a 
reward of rooo/. for apprehending Sir Wi/- 
liam Wyndbam, who had made his efcape 
from the mefienger, who went to take him 
at his houfe in Somerfetire.

Francis Francia, called the 
Few, was committed to Newgate for trea- 
fonable praétices. 

Sept. 29. Sir Charles Peers, knt. was 
ele&ted Lord Mayor of London. 

Sept. 30. The earl of Scarfdale was taken 
into cuftody ; and the fame day Sir Fob 
Pakington was brought to town by a meffen- 
ger, and difcharged Oéfober s. 

This month the Turks made a conqueft of 
the Morea, and expelled the Venetians. 

O&. 3. Sir William Wyndham furrender- 
ed himfelf to the earl of Hertford, captain 
of a troop of horfe-guards, 

O&. 4, Advice came from Bruffels, that 
the lord North and Grey had been fecured 
there, at the inftance of the Britifb court. 

The honourable ames Murray landed 
near Edinburgh, and joined the earl of 
Mar at Perth, who had affembly there 
about 
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about 5000 men}; afterwards, their num- 
ber being increafed to above 10,000 men, 
the earl of Mar detached 4000 men, who 
took: pofleffion of Bruntifland, Kirkaldy, 
Kinghorn, and other towns upon the coaft 
of Fife.

O&. 10. - Robert Walpole, efg. chancel- 
for and under-treafurer of the Exchequer, 
lord Finch, Sir TVilliam St. Quintin, bart. 
Paul Methuen and Thomas Newport, efqrs- 
were made lords commiffioners of the Trea- 
fury. 

The earl of Carlifle made conftable of the 
‘Tower. 

Three regiments of dragoons, viz. Cob- 
hants, Churcbill’s, and Molefworth’s, were 
detachéd towards Northumberland. 
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Mr. Forfler, with the Northumbriants 
marched to Morpeth, where he was joined 
by feventy Scorch gentlemen from the bor- 
ders. 

O&.11. A proclamation was iffued, of- 
fering a reward of roo/. for apprehending 
‘fames Painter, junior, efq. and others of 
St. Columbes in Cornwall, who had proclaim- 
ed the Pretender.

O0&.14. Brigadier Mackintofb, who was 
detached over the Firth with a body of 
Highlanders by the earl of Mar, took pof- 
feflion of Leith, but foon after abandoned 
it, and marched fouthward. 

_ O&. 17. Lord Dunbar, Sir Francis Warre 
and Sir Marmaduke Conftable, barts. brought 
to town by the meflengers. . 

O&. 18. Fofeph Sullivan, alias Silver, 
Robert Whitty, and Felix Hara, were con- 
victed of high-treafon, in lifting men in 
the fervice of the Pretender, and on the 
28th were hanged at Tyburn. 

O&. 19- Theearl of Derwentwater, lord 
vifcvunt Kenmure, the earls of Nitbifdale, 
Carnwath, and Winton, joined Mr. Forfler, 
with about 200 Scotch horfe they had raifed 
in Nithifdale and the weft of Scotland. 

O&.20. A party of 2300 weftern High- 
landers attempted in vain to make them- 
felves mafters of Inverary. 

O&. 22. Several perfons were feized at 
York upon fufpicion. 

O&.24. Mr. Forfter, with his Northun- 
brians, joined brigadier Mackiato/h, at Dunfe, 
ten miles from Berwick. 

Colonel Cathcart attacked 300 of the re- 
bels, killed and wounded feveral, and toolg 
feventeen prifoners. 

O&.25. Charles, duke of Somerfet, re- 
figned his place of mafter of the horfe, being 
difgufted at his fon-in-law, Sir William 
Wyndbam, not being admitted to bail. 

Affociations were entered into throughe 
out the kingdom, for the defence of the 
King’s perfon and government, and the 
lords lieutenants of the counties were im- 
powered to form into troops or companies 
fuch as fhould be willing to affociate. 

Lieutenant-general Carpenter, who was 
appointed to go againft the Northumberland 
rebels, fet out from MNeqcaftle, with Ho- 
tham’s foot, and Cobbam’s, Molefworth’s, and 
Churchill’s dragoons, and on the 27th lay 
at Wooller, intending the next day to face 
Kelfo, where the rebels were. ‘ ‘ 

Upon that, lord Kenmure called a coun- 

cil 
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eil of war, wherein lord Wintoun prefled 
them earneftly to march into the weft of 
Scotland, join the clans there, and either 
crofs the Forth fome miles above Stirling, 
or fend word to the earl of Afar, that they 
would fall upon the duke of Argy/s’s rear, 
whilit he fell on his front.. Others pro- 
pofed to pafs the Tqweed, and attack gene- 
ral Carpenter 3 but thele propofals were re- 
jected. In the end, they decamped from 
Kelfo the 27th, and marched to Fedsurgh, 
where they ftayed two days. 

Having an opportunity of avoiding gene- 
tal Carpenter, who was fome marches be- 
hind them, they refolved, according to the 
advice of the nglife, to crofs the moun- 
tains, and march into England. but the 
Highlanders, as they had been advifed by 
the earl of Wiutoun, refufed abfolutely to 
enter England, and about.s5o0o of them de- 
ferted. “The reft, allured by money and 
large promifes, followed the Northumberland 
and other rebels into England 3 and, in the 
way thither, came to Hawick, Langholme 
and Langtown, the 30th. 

Mr. Forfier having opened his commif- 
fion, brought by Mr. Douglas from the 
earl of Mar, to a&t as general in England, 
marched with the confederate English and 
Scots towards Lanca/hire, and proclaimed the 
Pretender inal] the towns they came into. 

Nov. 1. They cameto Brampton, where 
they halted one night. 

Nov. 2. The next day they came to 
Penrith : the poffe comitatus, and the mi- 
litia of the county, had been drawn toge- 
ther by the Sheriff, lord Lonfdale, and W, 
Nicholjon, bithop of Carlifle, to the number 
of above 12,000 men, in order to ftop their 
progrefs, but at the rebels approach they 
fhamefully difperfed. 

Nov. 3. The rebels came to Appulby, 
where they ftayed two days. 

Nov. 5. The Parliament met, and ad- 
journed to the 21ft inftant. 

The barrier-treaty was figned at Ant- 
werp by the Imperial, Britifh and Dutch 
minifters, : 

Nov.6. The rebels advanced to Kendal, 
and the next day to Kirby Londfdale, where 

ey were joined by fome Papifts from Lan- 
eafpire. The next day, they arrived at 
Lancafter, where they ftayed till the gth, 
. and then proceeded to Preffon; the horfe ar- 
rived there that night, and the foot the 
nextday, They were joined by a confide- 
rable number of gentlemen, &c. all Papitts, 
which highly difgufted the Highlanders. 

Nov. 9. 
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Mr. Forfter advanced towards

Preflon, andentered that place the sot h 
General Wiles arrived at Manchefler, and 

prepared to attack Mr. Forfter. 

~The archbishop of Canterbury publithed 
a declaration, figned by himfelf and thir- 
teen of his fuffragans, teftifying their ab- 
horrence of the rebellion. Dr. Atterbury, 
bifhop of Rochefer, and Dr. Smaliridce, 
bifhop of Brifol, refufed to fign it, and the 
latter was removed from the poft of lord al- 
moner to the King. 

Nov. 11. The earl of Tanterwville was 
made lord chief juftice and juftice in Eyre of 
all his Majefty’s foretts, &c. fouth of Trent, 
in the room of the earl of Abingdon. 

Nov. 12. General Willes advanced to- 
wards Preffon, to attack Mr, Forfler, and 
patied Ribble bridge, about a mile from 
Preffon, without oppofition. To the neg- - 
lect of fecuring this pafs, the ruin of the 
Northumbrians is, in a great meafure, im- 
puted; but their great misfortune was, 
that they were under no command ; for, 
though Mr. Forffer bore the name of gene- 
ral, every gentlemen expected his own ad- 
vice fhould be followed. 

However, when general Willes attacked 
them inthe evening at Preffon, they be- 
haved themfelves very gallantly, and re- 
pulfed him, killing at leaft 300 of his men} 
nor could the common foldiers (who were 
moft of them new raifed men) be brought 
without difficulty to renew the attack. 

The Parliament of Ireland met, and the 
lords juflices pafled feveral a€tson the asth, 
particularly one for recognizing his Ma- 
jefty’s title to the throne of Great Britain, 
France and Ireland. 

Now. 13. General Carpenter, with 800 
dragoons, joined general Willes ; when lord 
Derwentwater, and fome other of the gen« 
tlemen in Preffon, apprehending it im- 
poffible to refift their united forces, offered 
to capitulate, without the knowledge of 
the reft, but they obtained no betterterms, 
than to be made prifoners at difcretion. 

The number of the prifoners taken in 
Preftcn was about 1500 men 3 among whom 
were Mr. Forffer the general, the earl of 
Derewentwater, lord Widdrington, the earls 
of Nithifdale, Winton, and Carnwath, lord 
vifcount Kenmure, and lord Nairn, with 
about feventy-two Englifh gentlemen, and 
138 Scotch officers and gentlemen. . 

The fame day, 3000 of the Dutch troops 
came up the river, and landed at Deptford. 

Nov. 15. Simon Frazer lord Lovat, took 
Inverziefs from the Pretender’s adherents. 

The fame day, the earl of Mar attacked 
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the duke of Argyle at Dunblain, between 
Perth and Stirling. The Jeft wing of each 
army was beaten, and confequently the right 
victorious ; and however each fide might 
claim the victory, neither of them thought 
fit to advance, but retreated to their former 
potts 5 the duke to Stirliag and the earl of 
Mar to Perth. The lofs was pretty near 
equal. The Duke hadin his army about 
4000 veteran troops, and the Earl is faid 
to have had 8000; but thcy were all new 
raifed mén, and but iJl fupplied, and their 
horfes were much inferior in fize to the 
Englih. At the fame time, the Highland 
foot were acknowledged’ to have behaved 
themfelves very gallantly, and much be- 
yond what could be expected from new 
raifed men. 

Nov. 16. Colonel Stern’s regiment ar- 
rived in the Thames from Ghent, and brought

Now. 17. Major-general Wiles made 
Hieutenant-general. 
Nov. 21. The Parliament met and ad-

next day a proclamation was iflued for their 
fitting to do bufinefs the 14th of December. 

Lord Charles Murray, (major Nairn, cap- 
tain Lockart, captain Erefkine, captain Shaf- 
tec, and captain Dalziel, were tried by a 
court-mattial at Preffon, as deferters ; and 
all but Dafxiel were found guilty. 

Nov: 22. The Pretender landed near Aber- 
deen, from whence he marched to Scoon, 
two miles from Perth, and iflued out fe- 
veral proclamations ; one for a general 
thankfeivitig for his fafe arrival, another 
for praying for him in the churches, a 
third for the currency of foreign coin, a 
fourth for fummoning the convention of 
ftates, and a fifth for arming all effective 
men, from fixteen to fixty, and ordering 
them to repair to his royal ftandard. He 
was here addrefled by the epifcopal clergy, 
the magiftrates and citizens of Aberdeen ; 
and in the mean time, the earl of Mar, to 
raife the affections of the people, publithed 
a circular letter full of his mafter’s praife ; 
who foon after [Yan. 17] iffued an order 
for burning the country. 

The warrant for éxercifing ‘this cruelty 
was directed to ‘fames Grabam, junior, of 
Braco, and’ the reafon of it was ‘to’ deprive 
the King’s army, which was advancing to- 
wards the rebels, of forage’ or quarters : 
but it was of no fervice to them, for the 
duke of Argyle ‘having got 2000 waggons 
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and fourteen days provifions, he proceeded, 
and put them in fuch contternation, that 
feveral of their pofts were abandoned; as 
the caftles of Bracoand Tullibarding. 

Nov. 22, 23. Mr. Dorrel, Mr. Gordon, 
and Mr, Ker, were tried and convicted of 
high-treafon at the King’s-bench bar, and 
executed the 7th of December following. 
‘Nou. 24. The earl of Sutherland de- 
clared lieutenant-general. 

Nov.25. SirW. Carew and Sir Edward 
Seymour brought to London in cuftody.  ~ 

Nov. 30. The Trifh Houfe of Com- 
monsrefolved, ‘That an addrefs of a former 
Houfe of Commons, for removing Sir Con- 
frantine Phipps from his place of lord chan- 
cellor, was at that time neceffary to fecure 
the Proteftant fucceflion, and intereft of 
the kingdom, to both which he was an in- 
veterate enemy: ‘and ordered, that fuch 
members of their houfe, as had figned ad- 
drefles in oppofition to the faid addrefs, and 
were then prefent, fhould be called upon 
in their places, and give their reafons for 
figning them, Whereupon Mr. Beau= 
champ, Mr. Hans Hamilton, Mr. Staunton, 
Colonel Henry Edgeworth, Mr. Ludhw, 
Mr. Henry Bingham, Mr. Hoghton, and Mr. 
Lehbunt, who had figned the faid addrefles, 
made their fubmiffion, and begged pardon. 

The duke of Argyle paffed the Em, and 
advanced within eight miles of Perth, which 
the rebels alfo immediately abandoned, paf- 
fing over the river Tay on the ice, and the 
Pretender and the earl of Mar followed 5 
whereupon the duke of Argyle ordered 400 
dragoons and rooo foot to take poffeffion of 
the place.

fix {quadrons of dragoons, three battalions,

After which his Majefty acquainted both 
Houles, that the Pretender was certainly 
landed in Szct/and, and affumed the title of 
King of thefe realms; and.that his adhe- 
rents: affirmed, that they had affurances 
given them of fupport from abroad, In 

thefe circumftances he hoped, every fincere 
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Proteftant,, and every. true Briton, would 
look. upon the extraordinary expence, which 
a timely preparation. might require. at this 
time, as the beft hufbandry, fince it would 
prevent that defolation, which, would una- 
voidably enfue, if the rebellion was fuffered 
to {pread, and was fupported by forces from 
abroad. 

Fane 22. Mr. Chorley and his fon, and 
one Drummond, a Scot, three of the Prefon

werpool; but Mr, Walmfley, of Sholey, was 
acquitted at the {ame time, 

General Cadogan continued his march 
towards Perth, ‘the ways having been open¢ 
ed by the country people. 

The duke of Argyle, with 
the rear of the army, advanced towards 
Perth. 

Yane27. Twenty of the Py cfton prifo- 
ners received fentence of death at Liverpool.g 
andthe da following, Mr. Shuttleworth 
and four others, were executed. 

‘fan. 30... The earl of Stairs, the Britifh 
ambaffador at Paris, prefented a memorial 
to theduke.of Orleans, the regent ; .where- 
in he obferved, that, notwith fanding the 
Regent had frequently affured this rainifter, 
that he would faithfully obferve thé treaty 
of Utrecht; and would not fuffer arms, am- 
munition, or foldiers, to be fent out of the 
harbours of France for the fervice of the 
Pretender, yet fuch things were. daily car- 
ried from France: and the duke of Ormond 
and the Pretender had. feveral times gone 
on board of fthips at St. Malo, laden with 
arms and ammunition for the fervice of the 
Pretender, with troopers. and officers of 
Nugent’s regiment : that the Pretender and 
the duke of Qrimond afterwards embarked at 
Dunkirk ; but not judging it expedient to 
land in England, they returned to Morlaix, 
whither the faid troopers returned, with 
the faid arms.and ammunition, which were, 
at that time, put on board another fhip at 
Morlaix. That within five weeks. feveral 
fhips had. failed from Dicpe and Havre dé 
Grace, with arms, ammunition, money, 
and officers, for the fervice of the Preten- 
der, and were actually arrived in Scotland 3 
and that other officers, and confpitators 
againft the king of Great Britain, were pre- 
paring at Bourdeaux and Bayonne, to make 
adefcent on the coaft of Ireland, as: they 
gave out, 

The Parliament of Ireland, about this 
time, entered into an Aiea tian to defend 
king George’s title againft the Pretendet, 
and all his adherents : and the Commons 

sefolved, 
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refolved, that whatever forces his Maje- 
fty fhould think fit to raife, and whatever 
expences his Majefty fhould judge neceflary 
for the defence of the kingdom, they would 
enable him to make good the fame. 

“Fan. 31. The duke of Argyle being 
advanced to Tullibardine, received advice, 
that the enemy had abandoned Perth that 
morning, ‘ 

Feb. 1. The duke of Argyle arrived at 
Perth with 400 dragoons, 

* Febs3. He advanced to Dundee; which 
the enemy alfo abandoned,

he received advice, that the Pretender, the 
earl of Mar, and fome others, embarked 
the night before at Montrofe, for France.

haber; where they feparated and went to 
their refpective homes: nor was the duke 
of Argyle able to make 100 prifoners in 
this long march, though he purfued them 
with the utmoft diligence. 

Feb. g. The fix impeached lords, who 
had pleaded guilty, were brought to the 
bar of the court ereéted for their trials in 
Weftminfter-hall, where lord Cowper, who 
was lord high fteward on this occafion, 
made a fpeech, and endeavoured to fhew 
the heinoufnefs of their offence; after 
which he pronounced the ufual fentence in 
cafes of high-treafon ; and they were re- 
manded to the ‘Tower, | 
~ Feb. 17. The royal ‘affent given to an 
act for granting an aid to his Majefty by a 
land-tax in Great Britain, for the fervice 
of the year 1716, of four fhillings in the 
pound. 

An aét to attaint Sfobn earl of Mar, 
William Murray, efq. commonly called 
marquis of Tillibardive, Sames earl of Lin- 
lithgew, and Fobn Drummond, efq. com- 
monly called lord Drummond, of high trea- 
fon ; and to one private bill. 

After which his Majefty acquainted the 


houfes, that his forces had obliged the Pre- . 


tender to fly out of Scotland; and he was 
informed, he landed near Gravelin: and 
he told them, he hoped they would take 
fuch meafures,; as might deprive his ene- 
ties at home of the power (fince that alone 
would deprive them of the inclination) 
again to attempt the difturbance of his go- 
vernment, 

Great interceffion was made in behalf of 
the fix condemned lords ; and the countefs 
of Nithifdale, and lady Nairn, and alfo the 


countefs of Derawentwatery petitioned the 
King for mercy, but in vain, 

About this time the college of Dublis 
chofe the prince of Wales their chancellor. 

Feb, 18. The writs for executing the 
fix condemned lords in the Tower were de- 
livered to the lieutenant, and the therifts 
of London and Middlefex.

Feb, 22. The condemned Lords petitioned 
both Houfes of Parliament to intercede 
with the King in their behalf: and the 
Lords accordingly prefented an addrefs, but 
did not prevail. 

The Commons, to avoid importunity, ad- 
journed till after the day appointed for the 
execution. 

Feb. 23. Orders of council iffued for exe- 
cuting the earl of Derwentwater, the earl 
of Withifdale, and the lord vifcount Ken- 
muve, the next day; and for reprieving the 
other three till the 7th of March. but the 
earl of Nithifdale made his efcape out of the 
"Tower that night. 

The debates in council ran high upon 
this occafion; and the lord Prefident, the 
earl of Nottingham, who had taken the 
merciful fide, foon felt the refentment .of 
the court, himfelf, and al! that were rela- 
ted to him, being turned out of their places 
foon afters 


and William vifcount’ Kenmure, 
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Feb. 244 Fames earl of Deraventwatery 
were be- 
headed on Tower-hill. 

The earl of Deraventevater had fuch af- 
furances-given him of his life by his friends, 
that he was under fome furprize on being 


brought to execution ; but the lord Kenmure 


feemed well prepared for the fatal ftroke. 
The compofure and ferenity of his mind 
was admired by all that faw him 5 he made 
no fpeech ; but the lord Derawentqwater, left 
a paper behind him, aflerting the juftice of 
the caufe he died in, 

Feb. 9, 10, 115 Befides thefe Lords, there 
had been feventy of the Preffon prifoners 
tried at'Liverpool by a commiffion of Oyer 
and Terminer, of whom fixty-fix were found’ 
guilty, and twenty-two of them were exe- 
cuted. 

The reft of the prifoners joined ina pe- 
tition to the court, acknowledging their of- 
fence, and defiring tranfportation, which 
was granted to fome of them ;, but many died 
in prifon, by the feverity. of the feafon and 
want of necefiaries, : 

Feb. 25. Anexprefsarrived from Madrid, 
which brought his catholic Majefty’s. rati- 
fication of the treaty of commerce. be- 
tween Great Britain and Spain, concluded, 
the rath ef December 1715. 

The Pretender, upon his return to France, 
deprived Henry, earl of Bolingbroke, of the 
place of fecretary of ftate he enjoyed un- 
der him, for negle& of duty. 

Feb 27. Dr. Nicolfon, bithop of Carlifle, 
was appointed high almoner 

Feb. 28. The Dean and Chapter at Wef- 
minfter elected Charles earl of Arran high 
fteward of that city, in the room of the 


duke of Ormond, : 


Feb..29. The earl of, Aylesford was te- 
moved from the chancellorfhip.of the du- 
chy of Lancajter, the lord Finch from being 
commiffioner of the treafuty, and the lord 
Guernfey from being mafter of the jewel 
office. 

March 2, The marquis of Huntley, and 
lord Ro//o, furrendered themfelves to briga- 
dier Grant, in the north of Scotland. 

March G. The royal, affent was given to 
an act for the more eafy and fpeedy trials of 
fuch perfons as have levied, or fthall levy, 
war, againft his Majefty. 

The fame evening was feen a very, fur- 
prifing phenomenon, it appeared at firft 
like a great body of light towards the north- 
eaft.; after fome time it {pread further, and 
formed feveral columns or ‘pillars of Jight, , 
flafhing continually upwards as fwift as light- 

ning 3 
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ning; and was the firft appearance of the 
northern lights, or Azrora Borealis. 

Mar, &. About this time Sir Fobn Shelly, 
bart, abjured the Roman-catholic religion ; 
as did alfo the lord Teynbam, and took his 
feat in the Houfe of Peers. 

March 9. The earl of Stairs prefented 
another memorial to the Regent on the 9th 
of March, after the retreat of the Cheva- 
lier from Scotland, wherein he defired, that 
neither the Pretender nor his adherents 
may be fuffered to remain in Frawce, and 
that he would ufe his intereft with the 
duke of Lorrain, that the Pretender might 
not find a refuge in his territories. 

To which the Regent anfwered: He was 
heartily glad to hear of the King’s fuccefs 
againft his enemies, and that he had al- 
ready employed his authority to oblige 
the Chevalier to quit the kingdom of 
France; that it was very well known his 
Royal-highnefs had hindered feveral arma- 
ments and embarkations defign’d againft 
Great Britain, and nothing could better 
prove that the Chevalier de St. George was 
not aflifted by France, than the condition 
he appeared in in Scotland, deftitute of all 
_ things*neceffary for fuch an enterprize; 
and as he truly defired to preferve his 
Britannic Majefty’s friendfhip, he fthould 
omit no opportunities of tettifying the re- 
gard he had for him. 

The like memorials were prefented by 
the Britifh minifter, Mr. Bubb, to the 
court of Spain, which promifed likewife 
not to.afford the Pretender or his adherents, 
any countenance. 

March 11. The lord chancellor Coqper, 
was made Lord-high-fteward for the trial o 
the earl of Wintoun. | 

—March 12. Mr. Ifaac Briand was fined 


2000/, by the court of Aldermen, for mar-. 


rying Mifs Elizabeth Watfon, an orphan of 
thirteen years of age, and a great fortune, 
without their confent. 

March 14. Several of the Preffon pri- 
foners endeavouring to make their efcape 
out of Newgate, they were loaded with 
irons, 

March 15. George eatl of Wintown’ was 
brought to his trial before the Peers, in 
Weftminfter-hall, on the impeachment of 
the Commons for high-treafon, and con- 
victed the r7th. 

_ March 18, Dr. Hoadley, bithop of Bangor, 
was confecrated in Ely chapel. 

March 19. Sentence of death was paffed 
upon the earl of Wintous as a traitor, by 
the Lord-high-fteward, 
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March 23. The royal affent was given to 
an act for preventing mutiny and defertion, 
and for the better payment of ‘the army 
and their quarters. 
And to an aét for appointing.a Commif- 


| fioner for taking, examining, and ftating 


the debts due to the army, in the room of 
Thomas Smith, efq. deceafed; and for con- 
tinuing the former act until the zoth of 
March, 1716. 

March 24. ‘fames Lyttleton, efg.. was 
made rear-admiral in the room of Sir Tho- 
mas Hardy. 

1716, March 29. Alexander lord Pof- 
worth, fon to the earl of Marchmont, was 
appointed envoy extraordinary to the courts 
of Denmark and Pruffias the earl ef Dum- 
barton, envoy extraordinary to the court of 
Mofcovy; and William Leathe, efq. refident 
in the Auffrian Low-countries. 

April 7. Bills of indiétment for high- 
treafon, were found by the grand jury of 
Middlefex, againt Thomas Forfter jun. efg. 
Wiliam Mackintofb, ef{q. and eleven more of 
the Prefton .prifoners, 

April 10, Thomas Forfter, efq. commonly 
called general Forfter, made his efcape out 
of Newgate; and, notwithftanding a pro- 
clamation was iffued the nextday, offering 
a reward of roco/, for apprehending him, 
he efcaped to France. 

April 14. Samuel Shute, efq.. was ap-= 
pointed governor of New England. . 

Wortley Montague, efg..was appointed to 
fucceed Mr. Switon, as ambaflador at Cone 
frantinople. 

April. 18. About fifty Perfons were 
brought to London, and confined in the Sa- 
voy, in orderto make them witnefles againft 
their brethren the Preffon prifoners. 

fipril26. About this time general Cado- 
gan finifhed the redu@tion of the Highland- 
clans and the reft of the Scots, who laid 
down their arms, and fubmitted to mercy. 

May 2. Athoufand pounds was paid te 
Sir Ibomas’ Fobn, for tranfporting 130 of 
the Preffon prifoners, from Liverpool to the 
Plantations. ; 

May 4. Brigadier William Mackintofh, 
Fobn Mackintofo, Charles Wogan, Robert 
Hebburne, Fames Talbot, William Delmaboy, 
Alexander Delmahoy, and Fobn Tafker, eight 
of the Preffon prifoners, made their efcape 
out of Newgate; whereupon a proclama- 
tion was iflued the next. day, offering a 
reward of 1000/. for apprehending the firft, 
and soo/. for each of the reft;. but all of 
them, arrived fafe on the other fide the wa- 
ter, except Mr, Talés, who was ae 

The 
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The duke ef Marlborough was taken ill 
about this time, after which he had very 
little enjoyment of himfelf, being rendered 
incapable of bufinefs, or any rational plea- 
fure. 

May 7. The royal affent was given to an 
act for charging and continuing the duties 
en malt, mum, cyder, and perry, for the 
fervice of the year 17163 and for compel- 
ling feveral receivers to finifh and clear 
their accounts-; and for making duplicates 
of Exchequer bills, lottery tickets and or- 
ders, loft, burnt, or deftroyed; and for in- 


larging the time for adjufting claims in_ 


eertain benefit-tickets ; and for allowing 
the charge of executing the lottery a&t for 
the fervice of the year 17103 and for re- 
covering monies of feveral land-taxes retted 
in the hands of collectors or conftables at 
St. Albans; and for preventing frauds in 


the duties upon foap; and for limiting a - 


time for perfons who have certain annuities 
for life or lives, to demand the payments 
thereupon at the Exchequer 5 and for pre- 
venting frauds in the, duties relating to 
printed and painted paper, calicoes, and 
ether things therein mentioned. 

An a& to enable his Majefty to grant the 
regalities and lands now remaining in the 
crown in Worth-Wales and South-Wales, and 
county of Cheffer, to his royal highnefs the 
prince of Wa/es, in fuch manner and form 
as the principality of Wales, and earldom 
of Cheffer, have formerly been granted to 
the princes of Wales; and alfo to enable 
his faid Royal Highnefs to make. leafes of 
lands, being parcel of his Royal Highnefs’s 
duchy of Cornwal/, or annexed to the 
fame. 

An att for inlarging the time of conti- 
nuance of the Parliament, appointed by an 
aét made in the fixth year of the reign of 
king William and queen Mary, intituled, 
an act for the frequent meeting and calling 
of Parliaments. 

Some of the reafons given for repealing 
the triennial at were, That it kept up par- 
ty divifions, occafioned great expences, and 
ebftruéted foreign alliances. That there 
was fuch a ferment in the nation, that an 
election would probably occafion another 
rebellion, That frequent elections render- 
ed the gayernment dependent on the ca- 
price of the multitude. Another Parlia- 
ment might imitate the laft, forfake and 
defert our beft allies, who could not depend 
upon us, while we were every day changing 
hands. A triennial Parliament would make 
a triennial adminiftration, That when 
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they had, with much difficulty and dangety 
fecured their religion, laws, and liberties; 
when all was at {take from the treachery of 
the late miniftry, and the unnatural pro- 
ceedings of the Jaft triennial Parliament, 
why fhould they rifque the having anew 
one chofen by Fre#ch money, and then vot- 
ing by French dire€tions? Why fhould not 
this Parliament continue till they had 
finifhed what they had fo happily begun ? 
The people had been brib’d, and preached 
into the Pretender’s intereft, anda diflke 
of the Proteftant fucceffion, for feveral 
years. It became, therefore, rather necef- 
fity than choice to apply an extraordinary 
remedy to fuch an extraordinary difeafe. If 
the peuple had exprefled fo much fatisfac- 
tion at his Majefty’s acceflion as was pre- 
tended, what had the King done to lofe 
their affe€tions? Probably thofe who pre- 
tended zeal for the King’s fervice, a¢ted on- 
ly an hypocritical part, and meant nothing 
efs. 

To which it was enfwered, That the lat 
Parliament had not deferved thee fevere re- 
fletions. They had been very forward in 
expreffing their affe€tions to his Majefty, 
and fettled the fame revenue on him that 
was given the Queen, as foon as they were 
aflembled. That when his Majefty came 
to take poffeffion of the throne, he was re- 
ceived with the general acclamations of the 
people, and it would have been very eafy at 
that time to have united the whole king- 
dom, and confirmed the people in their loy- 
alty. That it was a great miftake in fome 
of the King’s friends not to. preferve peace 
at home, after his Majefty was come to the 
throne, with the univerfal applaufe and fa- 
tisfa€tion of his fubje€ts. That the divifi- 
ons, difcontents, and uneafinefs, that fol- 
lowed, was to be afcribed to the unreafo- 
nable refentments, avarice, and ambition of 
fome, and to the unaccountable folly and 
madnefs of others. That the people had an 
indifputable right to appoint their reprefen- 
tatives in Parliament, and by a late law te 
do this every three years. That they were 
chofen reprefentatives in purfuance of that 
law; and therefore whenever that triennial 
term expired, the people had a right to 
chufe new reprefentatives. That it could 
never be fuppofed to be the defign of the 
people, that their reprefentatives fhould de- 
ftroy thofe that made them, ‘That if they 
had a right to continue themfelves one year 
beyond théir triennial term, they had it in 
their power to make themfelves perpetual, 
They could no longer be faid to fubfift by 

the 
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the choice of the people, but by thei own 
appointment, whenever the three years for 
which they were: chofen’ thould. expire. 
That the people were guarded: by frequent 
and new Parliaments againit the weaknef4, 
folly, and corruption: of their reprefenta- 
tives; and the pafling this bill-was an open 
Violation of the people’s liberties; a breach 
of their truft sa that pert which moff fenf- 
bly affe€ted the people, who chofé them 
» their reprefentatives, And as nothing but 
the fecurity of the minifiry could make it 
heedful, nothing but the ftanding army 
could make it laftings That this. bill was 
fo far from preventing expences and corrnp= 
tion, that it would rather increafe them ; 
for the longer a Parliament twas to lat, the 
» more valuable their feats would be in it, and 
better worth the purchafitg j and it would 
be better woith the while of thé court to 
purchafe the eleCtors and the eleed: The 
people would by this bill bé deprived of the 
only remedy they had againit’ thofe who 
“- €ither did not underftand thei? interefts, or 
who, through. corruption; wilfally betiay- 
ed them; namely, by choofing better men 
in their places. isrte

were detatched for Scotland ; and all fea and 
and officers were commanded to repair to 
their refpective pofts.

An a& to enable his Majefty to appoint 
commiffioners to take, examine, ftate, and 
determine the debts due to the army. 

An act. for explaining an att paffed the 
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laft feffion of Parliament, intitled, an a& 
to oblige Papifts to regifter their names and 
real eftates, and for inlarging the time for 
fuch regiftering, and for fecuring purchafes 
made by Proteftants, 

An aét for repairing the highways, from 
that part of Counter’s bridge which lies in 
the parifh of Kenfington, in the county of 
Middlefex, to the powder-mills in the road 
to Staines, and Cranford bridge in the faid 
county, in the road to Colnebrooke. 

An aét for explaining and making more 
effectual the a€ts of the fifth and eighth 
years of her late majefty queen Anne, for 
amending the road between Hockley, in the 
county of Bedford, and Stonyftratford, in. 
the county of Bucks. 

An act for the King’s moft gracious, ge~ 
neral, and free pardon, 

The following money-bills received alfo 
the royal affent April 10 and Fune 22% 
for a land-tax of three fhillings in the 
pound; for continuing the duties on malt, 
mum, cyder, and perry, for the fervice of 
the year 17173 and to authorize allowances 
to be madeto certain receivers ; and to ob- 
viate a doubt, concerning goods imported 
from theiflands of Ferfey, Guernfey, Sarky 
and dlderney 3 and to afcertain the duties 
upon fheep-fkins and lamb-fkins ; and to 
prevent frauds in the duties upon ftarch ; 
and in the duties on low wines and {pirits, 
carried coaft-wife ; 

And to eighteen private acts. 

After which, his Majefty declared from 
the throne, that he had ordered his Lord 
Chancellor to deliver his fpeech to both 
Houfes; wherein he told them, the mea-~ 
fures they had taken this Parliament had 
effectually defeated all the attempts of their 
‘enemies, both at home and abroad. He. 
thanked the Commons for their fupply, and 
that conftancy and zeal they had fhewn in 
reducing the national debts ; and faid, he 
could not but afcribe, in a great meafure, 
the happy profpeé& of their affairs abroad 
to that public fpirit which had appeared in 
their proceedings, and had convinced the 
world, that no infinuations or artifices 
could divert them from their duty to their 
fovereign, and a difinterefted regard to their 
fellow-fubjects. 

Then the Parliament was prorogued to 
Monday, the 12th of Auguft. 

Out of the a& of grace were excepted 
Robert ear) of Oxford, Simon lord Harcourt, 
Matthew Prior, Thomas Harley, Arthur 
Moor, ‘Fames-Duke Crifpe, Butler Nodes, 
Daniel Obrian, Willicm Redmayne, and. rs 
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bert Thomfon, as alfo Counter, Sc. who were 
confined, on fufpicion of being concerned in 
the affaffination plot againft king William. 

Upon the paffing the act of grace, the re- 
mainder of the Preffon prifoners were dif- 
charged, and particularly 200 from the 
caftle of Cheffer; but they had undergone 
fuch hardthips in prifon, that many of them 
reaped little benefit by it, being fo difabled, 
that they could not ftand when they were 
difmiffed to their refpeCtive homes, where 
they had leifure to lament their rath under- 
taking. 

Fuly 17. William lord Cadogan was made 
general of all his Majefty’s foot-forces em- 
ployed, or to be employed, in his fervice. 

George lord Forrefer made captain and 
colonel of the fecond troop of horfe grena- 
dier guards. 

Lieutenant-general Henry Withers made 
governor of the port of Sheerne/s, in the ifle 
of Shippey. j 

July 18. The earl of Dorfet furrender- 
ing his places of gentleman of the bed- 
chamber, lord warden of the Cinque-ports, 
and governor of Dover caftle ; when the earl 
of Leicefer was made lord warden of the 
Cinque-ports, and governor of Dover cattle, 
in his room. 

Fuly 21,22. There were dreadful ftorms 
of thunder and lightning in feveral parts of 
England. 

Fuly 24. The earl of Carnqwath, and 
the lords Widdrington and Nairn, were re- 
leafed out of the Tower, upon giving bail 
to appear in the Houfe of Lords onthe r2th 
of Auguft. 

Aug. 15. Count Gyllemberg, the Swe- 
difh envoy, was fent home, and exchanged 
for Mr. Fackfon, the Britifh refident there. 

Aug. 16. N.S. The Imperialifts, un- 
der prince Eugene, gained a compleat vic- 
tory over the Turks, near Belgrade : where- 
upon the town capitulated the 18th, having 
endured a fiege of two months. 

4ug. 22. An order of council was if- 
fued, that the military officers upon the 
coaft fhould affift the officers of the cuf- 
toms, in preventing the exportation of 
wool and running of goods. 

The marquis de Lede, the Spanifh ge- 
neral, made a defcent on the. ifland of 
Sardinia, with 6000 foot, and 600 dragoons ; 
and in a few days made himfelf intirely 
mafter of that ifland. 

Aug. 30. Dr. William Lloyd, bithop of 
Worcefier, died, in the g1ft year of his age ; 
he was one of the feven fent to the Tower 
in the reign of king Fame: II, ; 
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Horatio Walpole, efq. made auditor of 
trade and accounts in the plantations, in 
the room of William Blaithwaite, efq. 

Sept. 5, A proclamation was iflued for 
fuppreffing of pirates. 

Sept. 13. ‘The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued to the gth of Oéfober. 

The earl of Peterborough was feized at 
Bologna by two Irifh officers in the Pre 
tender’s fervice, and carried to Urbino, up- 
on fufpicion he had fome defign upon thé 
Pretender’s perfon 3 but he was foon after 
fet at liberty. 

Sept. 14. Redmayne, the printer, pleaded 
guilty to the indi€tment againft him, for 
printing Mr. Hoqve//’s Cafe of Schifm in the 
Church of England truly flated; and was 
fentenced to pay a fine of 500/. to remaina 
prifoner five years, and to find fureties for 
his good behaviour during life. 

Sept. 15. Several frigates were fent to 
the Wef Indies, to fupprefs the pirates, and 
diflodge them from the Bahama iflands, 

Sept.17. Lord Cadogan, ambaflador-ex- 
traordinary and plenipotentiary to the States 
of Holland, arrived at the Hague. 

Sept. 18. The Rolls in Chancery-lane, 
the refidence of the Mafter of the Rolls, 
begun to be rebuilt; towards which his 
Majefty gave so00o/. @ 

Sept. 19. The abbot du Bois, counfellor 
in ordinary to his moft Chriftian Majefty, 
had audience of the King at Hampton- 
court. 

The Irifh Houfe of Lords refolved, that 
whoever fhould appeal from any decree of 
their Houfe to the Britifb Houfe of Peers, 
were enemies to their country, 

This was occafioned by the appeal of 
Maur. Annefley to the Houfe of Peers of 
Great Britain. 

Sept. 20. ohn Fuller, efqy. appointed 
conful at Leghorn. 

Sir William Lewen, kunt. eleted lords 
mayor of London. 

O&.2. His Majefty went from Hamp- 
ton-court to Newmarket. z 

O&. 4. Mr. Gregg, the vice-chancellor 
of Cambridae, with the heads of that Uni- 
verfity, attended the King at Newmarket, 
and invited him to Cambridge. 

O@. 6. His Majefty came to Cambridge, 
and was entertained at dinner by the Uni- 
verfity in Trinity college, and returned the 
fame night to Newmarket. 

0&. 7. His Majefty returned from News 
market to Hampton-court. 

0.8. <A proclamation was iffued, for 
proroguing the Parliament from the oth 
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jnftant to the 21ft of Nowember, when, it 
was declared, they fhould fit for the dif- 
patch of bufinefs. 

O08. 13- Captain Woods Rogers made 
gevernor of the ifland of Providence, and 
captain of the independent company in the 
Bahama iflands in the Weft Indies, where 
the pirates had taken their ftation, and 
begun to fortify. 

Lord Lovat had a penfion fettled upon 
him of 400]. per annum, in confideration of 
his fervices in the late infurreétion. 

O&. 22. Colonel Heary Lutterel was 
fhot by an affaffin, as he was going in a 
hackney-chair tu his houfe in Stafford- 
ferect, in Dublin, and died the next day of 
bis wounds. 

Abrabam Staryan, efq. late envoy-extra- 
ordinary and plenipotentiary at the Impe- 
vial court, appointed ambaflador in ordi- 
nary to the Grand Seignior. 

Nov. 1 Orders were given for dif- 
banding fifteen men out of each company 
of foot guards ; ten out of each troop of 
horfe and dragoons ; and ten out of each 
company of the marching regiments: which 
reduced the forces in England to about 
16,000 men. 

Nou. 2. The princefs of Wales was de- 
livered of a ptince at St. James's. 

Nov. 8. The Convocation was pro- 

rogued to the 14th of February next. 
. Nov. 11. Dr. Welton, 
Whitechapel, with his congregation, con- 
fifting of about 250 nonjurors, was furprifed 
by the juftices of peace and conftables ; and 
moft of them refufing the oaths, they were 
ordered to be profecuted. 

Nov. 21. The Parliament met, and his 
Majefty delivered a fpeech to be read to 
both Houfes, wherein he told them, that 
he never kept up any troops, but for the 
protection of his people; and had reduced 
the army to very near one-half, fince the 
beginning of laft feffion, and leffened them 
to fuch a number, as would neither be a 
burden to his good fubjeéts, nor an encou- 
ragement to their enemies to. infult them. 
That they could not but be fenfible of the 
many attempts which had been fet on foot 
to difturb the peace of thefe kingdoms; 
and that they only pretended not to fee, 
who were not afraid of them. And that as 
pone could recommend themfelves more ef- 
fe€tually to his favour and countenance, 
than by a fincere zeal for the juft rights of 
the crown, and the liberties of the people, 
fo he was determined to encourage all thofe 
who aéted agreeably to the confiitution, 
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and confequently to the principles on which 
his government was founded. 

Nov. 22. Lord Widdrington and the earl 
of Carnwath pleaded the King’s pardon at 
the bar of the Houfe of Lords, and were dif- 
charged; as was alfolord Naira the 6th of 
December. 

Nov. 28. The young prince, fon of the 
prince of Wales, was chriftened, by the 
name of George-William, at St. Sfames’s, by 
the archbifhop of Canterbury. The King 
and the duke of Newca/tle godfathers, and 
the duchefs of St. 4/Lans godmother.

Mr. Shippen, member of Par- 
liament for Salta/b, was fent to the Tower 
for faying, that the fecond paragraph in 
the King’s fpeech feemed rather calculated 
for the meridian of Germany, than Great 
Britain ; and thatit was a great misfortune 
the King was a ftranger to our language 
and conftitution. 

The Commons voted 10,000 men for the 
fea-fervice, and granted 224,857/. 145. 11d. 
for the ordinary of the navy. 

After fome debates about the army, Mr. 
Walpole and others thinking 12,000 men 
fufficient, the Commons voted at laft, 16,347 
eftective men, for guards and garrifons, for 
the year 1718, and granted for their main- 
tenance 650,000/. and 94,000/, for the half 
pay officers, 

Dec. 22. A proclamation was iffued, de- 
claring, that guineas fhould be current at 
no more than one-and-twenty fhillings; and 
half-guirneas, double-guineas, and five- 
pound-pieces proportionably; that broad 
pieces of three-and-twenty shillings and fix- 
pence fhould be reduced to three-and-twen- 
ty fhillings, and thofe of five-and-twenty 
fhillings and fix-pence. to five-and-twenty 
fhillings; and fmaller pieces proportion- 
ably. 

Upon lowering the gold coin, to prevent 
the filver being exported, Sir Jfaac Newton 
calculated, that a pound weight Troy of 
gold, wiz. eleven ounces fine, and one 
ounce alloy, might be cut into forty-four 
guineas and an half ;.and a pound weight 
of filver, wiz. cleven ounces two penny- 
weight fine, and eighteen pennyweight al- 
loy, might be cut into fixty-two fhillings : 
according to which rate, a pound weight 
of fine gold was then worth fifteen pounds 

weight 
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Weight fix ounces feventeen penny-weight 
and five grains of fine filver; but filver in 
bullion is ufually worth two-pence or three- 
Pence an ounce more than incoin. A gui- 
nea is worth fo much filver as will make 
twenty fhillings and eight-pence. When 
thips are lading for the Zaft Indies, the de- 
mand of filver for exportation raifes the 
price to five fhillings and fix-pence and five 
fhillings and eight-pence per ounce, or above, 

Gold in Spain and Portugal is of fixteen 
times more yalue than filver; fo that a 
guinea there is worth two and twenty fhil- 
lings and one penny. 

dn France, a pound weight of fine gold 
is worth fifteen pounds weight of fine filver. 
In Holland and Hungary, a guinea is worth 
twenty fhillings and feven-pence halfpenny. 
In Italy, Germany, Poland, Denmark, and 
Sweden, a guinea is worth twenty fhillings 
and feven-pence, fix-pence, five-pence, and 
four-pence. 

In Sweden, gold is loweft in proportion 
to filver; which made Sir Tfaac Newton 
fufpect, that crown-pieces, and other coin- 
ed filver, were fent thither for iron, copper, 
and naval ftores, 

_In China and Fapan, one pound weight 
of fine gold is worth but nine or ten pounds 
weight of fine filver; and in Eaft India 
twelve pounds weight; which carried all 
the filver out of Europe to China and India. 

Dec. 24. The royal affent was given to 
a bill for granting an aid to his Majefty by 
aland-tax in Great Britain, for the fervice 
of the year 1718, This was three fhillings 
in the pound. 

His Majefty fignified his pleafure to the 
peers and pecrefles of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and to all privy-counfellors and their 
wives, that if any of them fhould go to 
the court of the prince and princefs of Wales, 
they fhould forbear to come into his Ma- 
jefty’s prefence. 

One occafion of the King’s refentment 
is faid to be, fome warm expreffions that 
fell from the Prince upon the duke of Meq- 
caftle’s ftanding godfather to his fon, when 
he had pitched upon his uncle the duke of 
York to ftand: but, it feems, there were 
other reafons of this mifunderftanding, with 
‘which we are not to be acquainted. 

A terrible inundation this year in Holland 
and Germany.

A petition of the commiffioners 
for building fifty new churches was pre- 
fented to the Commons, praying, that the 
duties appropriated for building the faid 
new churches might not be applied to the 
rebuilding old ones ; but was rejeéted.

Feb. 28. Ferdinando marquis de Palcotti, 
brother to the duchefs of Shrew/fbury, was 
condemned for the murder of his fervant ;

Thomas lord Parker, was made 
lord high chancellor of Great Britain. 

The. government having notice that the 
Roman Catholics were about to celebrate 
the feaft of St. W,; inifred, at Holiqvell in 
Wales, with great folemnity, fent down a 
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party of dragoons thither, who feized their 
prieft as he was officiating, with the image, 
plate, and other utenfils; and found a par- 
cel of writings, which difcovered feveral 
eitates fettled to feveral fuperftitious ufes.

The Spaniards having made great prepa- 
rations, tor above two years paft, to fit out 
a great fleet, confifting of 30 fhips of the 
line and frigates, and prodigious quantities 
éf ammunition and provifions, &-. in order, 
as it was apprehended, to difpoffefs the 
émperor of his Italian dominions, all which, 
y/as owing to cardinal A/beroni’s intrigues ; 
king George, on his part, fits out alfo a 
{trong fquadron, in order to maintain the 
néutrality of Italy. 

Fune 4. Sir George Byng failed from St. 
Helens, with this fquadron, contifting of 
twenty fhips of the line, two fire-fhips, 
two bomb-veflels, a hofpital-fhip, anda 
ftore-fhip ; and arrived the rgth off cape St. 
Vincent, from whence he fent notice of his 
arrival to colonel Stanhope, the Briti/b en- 
voy at Madrid: which, being notified to 
cardinal Alberoni, threw him into a violent 
rage. 

The Spani/b fleet fet fail from Barcelona 
to Sicily, then in the pofleffion of Viétor- 
Amadeus I. duke of Savoy; and Janding 
there, the 21ft, about 30,000 men under 
the command of the marquis de Lede, they 
foon made themfelves mafters of the city 
‘arid caftles of Palermo, of the town. of 
Meffinay and of great part of the ifland. 

' Fune 18. The Convocation met, and 
were further prorogued to the g1ft of 
OFfobers 
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Sune 26. The czar of Mofcovy having 
caufed his eldeft fon prince Alexis Petro- 
qwitz to be condemned to death, the dread of 
his approaching fate, as fome fay, threw 
him into a fit of ficknefs, which put an 
end to his life; but others fufpeéted, that 
he was taken off by poifon. 

King George's pi€ture in the Tholfel at 
Dublin was defaced by fome rioters in the 
night-time; and 1000/. was offered for dif- 
covering them. 

Fuly 1, 2 The marquis de Lede, gene- 
ral of the Spanifb forces, made a defcent on 
the ifland of Sicily near Palermo, with about 
17,000 men, and were well received by the 
inhabitants, moft of the towns in that 
ifland fetting open their gates, and offering 
to {ubmit to king Pdilip. 

Suly 7. A Convention between Britain 
and France, for fettling terms of peace be- 
tween the Emperor and Spain, @c. figned 
at Paris, by the earls of Stanhope and Stairs 
on the part of Great Britain, and the mar- 
fhal d’'Uxelles and the count de Chevency on 
the part of France. 

Fuly 10. Robert Harrifon was convicted 
of crying out in the ftreets, King James 
the third for ever! God damn all his foes! 
Who dare oppole king James the third ? For 
which he was adjudged to ftand in the pil- 
lory, to pay a fine of twenty marks, and ta 
fuffer fix months imprifonment. 
_ The treaty of peace between the Emperor 
and the Venetians on the one part, and the 
Turks on the other, was figned at Pa/faro- 
WitB. 

Fuly 22. The Parliament met, and was 
prorogued to the 16th of September. 

The treaty of an alliance between the 
Emperor, Great Britain, and France, in 
order to fettle the terms of treaties of peace 
between the Emperor and the king of 
Spain and between his Imperial Majefty 
and the king of Sici/y, was this day figned 
at the fecretary’s office at the Cock-pit, by 
the plenipotentiaries of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, and by feveral lords of his Majefty’s 
privy-council, thereunto authorized ; and by 
the abbot du Bois, plenipotentiary of France. 

This alliance, upon the States General 
coming into it, afterwards obtained the name 
of the Quadruple Alliance; the principal de- 
fign whereof was, to guatantee the fuccef- 
fion in Great Britain and France 3 and to con= 
firm the partition of the Spani/b monarchy. 

There had, for fome time, been a great 
intimacy between the court of Great Britaix 
and the duke of Or/eans, regent of France. 
It was the duke of Or/eané that Cparanted 
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the Pretender’s fchemes againft England, 
by fending king George advice of all his 
motions, and ftopping the fhips, forces, 
and arms, with which the Pretender and 
the duke of Ormond defigned to have made 
a defcent in the weft of England, at the 
fame time that the earl of Adar was in arms 
in Scotland, 

And no doubt but the court of England 
would have affifted the Duke, had he been 
in the like circumftances ; and, had not a 
difcovery been made ot a confpiracy of the 
malecontents in Frazice, to join the forces of 
the king of Spain, and depofe the Regent, 
he might foon have wanted the affiftance 
of the Exg/ifh to fupport him in his admi- 
niftration, and even in maintaining his title 
to the throne of France, if the infant-king 
had died, who was thought to enjoy no 
great ftate of health, 

Thus we fee king George and the Regent 
were engaged by the ftrongeft ties of mu- 
tual intereft to fupport each other; and if 
there was a good underftanding between the 
courts of Great Britain and France in the 
Jatter end of Queen Anne, it was much in- 
creafed in the reign of her fucceffor. 

The natural iflue of Lewis XIV. whom 
he had legitimated, were in the King’s bed 
of juftice, declared to have no other prece- 
dency or feat, than according to the date 
and creation of their duchies and peerages, 
and particularly the duke of Maine and 
count de Touloufe were declared degraded and 
fallen from all the advantages and preroga- 
tives granted them by the late King, to the 
prejudice of the dukes and peers. 

The houfe of Mi? the printer was fearch- 
ed, and his fervants taken into cuftody, for 
printing fome unlucky queries on the Spa- 
nifh war 5 as, Who are you going to fight for ? 
What have we to doin that quarrel ? What 
will be the confequences ? Whether the French 
will not run away with your trade? Ge. 

Fuly 312 Sir George Byng fell upon the 
Spanifb fleet, confifting of twenty-fix men 
ef war, near Syracufa, and took and de- 
ftroyed about fifteen of them. 

Aug. 21. The Rev. Mr, Edward Byffe 
was convicted at the affizes at Wells in So- 
merfetfbirey on four feveral informations 
exhibited by the Attorney-general ; two 
for feditious fermons preached by him at 
his parifh church of Portbury in that coun- 
ty; and the other two for feditious words 
againit the King and government. The moft 
obnoxious expreflions were, that king George 
was an ulurper, and that we had neither 
King, Parliament, or Laws, thefe thirsty 
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years, Nov. 27. he was adjudged by the 
court of King’s-bench, to ftand twice in 
the pillory, to be imprifoned four years, 
and to find fureties for his good behaviour 
during life, and fined fix hundred pounds. 

The Pretender was married about this 
time to. the princefs Sobiefki, third daugh- 
ter to prince Fames Sobiefei, the eldeft fon 
of Fobn Sobieski, king of Poland, who 
gained that remarkable victory over the 
Turks, when they were befieging Vienna. 
Her mother was daughter of the duke of 
Newburg, the eldeft branch of the Palatine 
family. This Princefs was feized at In- 
Jpruck, in her way to Italy, by the Emps- 
ror’s orders, and kept prifoner there a con- 
fiderable time ; but found means to make 
her. efcape. ‘The marriage was confum- 
mated 5 and fhe brought the Pretender two 
foas.

Dr. Bentley was declared, in a 
full fenate of the univerfity of Cambridge, 
to be dejefius G exclufus ab omni gradu, 
jure & titulo, by 108 voices againft 50. 
Bowes was taken into cuftody, for 
propofing to a certain minifter of ftate, to 
go to Italy, and affaffinate the Pretender.

tion and contempt. 

That it wastheir happinefs at that junc- 
ture to find themfelves affifted by the great-

He fucceeded with 
the three firft, but could not with the laft. 

King George embarked at 
Gravefend, and after a fhort paflage of fe- 
venteen hours landedin Ho/laxd, He ftaid 
two days at O/naburg, and cathe to Heren- 
haufen the 18th. 

Admiral Byng failed from the bay of 
Baia, with eight men of war and above 
200 tranfports, having on boatd 10,006 
foot and 3500 horfe, which landed in the 
bay of Patti without oppofition: where~ 
upon the marquis de Lede raifed the fiege 
of Melaxzo. . 

May 16. The French, under the coms 
mand of the duke of Beravick, laid fiege to 
Fontarabia, which furrendered Fuze 5. 

A reprefentation was made of the ifland 
of Barbadoes, againft the tyranny and ops 
preflion of Robert Lowber, efq. their gos” 
vernor. 

May 17. Elizeus Burgefs, efq. appoint- 
ed his Majefty’s refident with the republic 
of Venice. 

Thomas Burnet, efq. appointed conful ges 
neral in the dominions of the kingdom of 
Portugal, 2nd agent and conful-general in 
the iflands of Madeira. 

Henry Worfeley, efq. his Majefty’s envoy 
extraordinary to the king of Portugal, ap- 
pointed his Majefty’s plenipotentiary to the 
faid King. 

May tg. The Parliament met, and was 


further prorogued to the 30th of Fune. 


May 21. The earl of Mar and Mrs 
Stuart were feized by the regency of Geneva. 

Sune 7. Sir Yobn Norris failed with a 
{quadron of Eaglifh men of war to the 
Baltic. 

June to. There was an engagement at 
Glenfbields, in Scotland, between king 
George’s forces, commanded by general 
Wightman, and the Spaniards and High- 
landers, commanded by earl Marifchal, lord 
Seaforth, @c.. wherein the latter were de- 
feated, and the next day the Spaniards fur- 
rendered prifoners at difcretion to general 


Wightman, The Spaniards were computed 
ta 
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to be about 300 men, and the Highlanders 
in arms abcut 1000. 

The King’s troops that attacked them 
were fatd to amount to about the fame 
number. Thus ended this mighty Spanifp 
invafien, which had fo much alarmed the 
three kingdoms. 

June 16. Fontarabia furrendered to the 
French. 

June rz. Fofeph Addifon, efq. late one 
of his Majeity’s principal fecretaries of 
ftate, died An.

St. Sebaffian, 

Sune 20. The Imperialifts attacked the 
Spaniards near Franca-Villa, in Sicily ; but 
were repulfed with the lofs of s0co men, 
and their general, count Merci, dangerouily 
wounded. . 

Sir George Byng’s fon was dangeroufly 
wounded at the battle of Franca-Villa. 

“fune 30. The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued tothe 18th of Auguff. 

July i. Devenifb, a foldier in the foot 
guards, tied to a tree in the park, and 
whipped a fourth time by the third regi- 
ment of guards, for words fpoken in dero- 
gation of king George's title to the crown. 

Fuly 11. The Mofcovites made a defcent 
in Sqweden, and burnt and ravaged the coun- 
try in a terrible manner 3 but upon the ap- 
proach of Sir ‘fohn Norris with the Britifh 
{quadron, they retired. 

Fuly 13. The duke of Ormond’s houfe at 
Richmond purchafed by the prince of Wales. 

July 2%. A proclamation iffued for ap- 
prehending Wm. Murray, commonly called 
Marquis of Tullibardine, George Keith, late 
ear] marefchal, and William Mackenzie ear| 
‘of Seaforth, fuppofed to be concealed in the 
Highlands ; and a reward of 2000/. offered 
for the taking of any one of them. 

Aug. 1. Thetown of St. Sebafian fur- 
rendered to the duke of Berwick; and about 
the fame time the whole province of Gui- 
tufeca made their fubmiffion to the Duke, 
offering to remain under the obedience of 
the crown of France. 

Aug. 9. Charles Hodgfon, ef. appointed 
Conful at Algiers. 

Aug. 11. The Engli/b feamen of captain 
Fobnfon’s {quadron, which laid before St. 
Sebaftian, being joined by fome of the French 
troops, which formed the fiege of that place, 
attacked St. Antonio, and took and deftroyed 
three large men of war which were upon 
the ftocks, with a prodigious quantity of 
timber, and other materials, that the Spa- 
aiards had provided for building more, ,

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King George having formed the projeét 
to make himfelf matter of Peru in America, 
admiral Hoffer fails towards thofe parts with 
a fquadron of men of war, and was to be 
joined by others ; but this expedition was 
fruftrated by the winds. 

4ug.17. The caftle of St. Sebaftian fur- 
rendered to the duke of Berdvick. 

Vice-admiral Migbels, with a fquadron 
of men of war, and a body of 6coo land- 
forces, commanded by lord vifcount Ccb- 
ham, fet failfrom St. Helen’s for the coaft 
of Spain, and being driven back by contrary 
winds, failed again the 21ft. 

The Parliament met, and was further 
prorogued to the rft of Ovfober. 

Sept. 29. A proclamation iffved for pro- 
roguing the parliament to the 23d of No- 
vember, when it was declared they fhould 
fit for the difpatch of bufinefs. 

The lord vifcount Cobham made a defcent 
with the land-forces under his command, 
in the harbour of Vigo. 

Sir George Thorold, knight and baronet, 
eleéted lord mayor of Leadon: 

O&. 1. The town of Vigo futrendered to 
the lord vifcount Cobham ; and on the roth 
the caftle furrendered to him 3 where he 
found fome thoufands of fimall arms, and 
other warlike ftores, faid to be defigned for 
a defcent upon Great-Britain the laft year.

O%.24. The duke of Ormond fails from 
St. Andero with feven men of war, having 
on board 10,000 arms, and.1800 men, in- 
tending to make a defcent on fome part of 
Great-Britcin. 

O&.25, 26. The lord vifcount Ccbham, 
with the Briti/b forces reimbarked at Vigo, 
to return to England. 

OG. 28. Sqweden and Denmark accept the 
mediation of his Britannic majeity, and 
agree to a ceflation of arms. 

This month king George ftrenuoufly in- 
terpofed by his minifters, in favour of the 
Proteftants in Germany who were grievouf- 
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ly oppreffed by the Eleétor Palatine and 
other powers. 

04.30. Mr. Fobn Matthews tried and 
convicted of high-treafon, in printing the 
paper called Vox Pcpuli, &c. and executed at 
Tyburn the 6th of November. 

Nov. g. A treaty was concluded at Stock- 
bolm, between Ulrica Eleonora queen of 
Sweden, and king George as elector and 
duke of Brunfwick ; by which, in’ purfu- 
ance of the preliminary treaty, concluded 
Fuly 11, 1719, the duchies of Bremen and 
Verden were yielded to his Majefty, as elec- 
tor and duke of Brun [wick. 

Nov. 14. King George arrived at St. 
Sames’s from Hanover. — 

Nov.21+ Charles Spenfer, earl of Sunder- 
land, ele@ted knight companion of the moft 
noble order of the garter. 

Nov. 23. ‘The Parliament met, and 
the King made a fpeech to both Houfes, 
in which he faid, he was perfuaded it 
would be accounted by all his good fubjects 
a fufficient reward for fome extraordinary 
expence, that all Europe, as well as thefe 
kingdoms, was upon the point of being 
delivered from the calamities of war, by 
the influence of Britifb armsand councils. 

He faid, They muit all be fenfible of 
the many undeferved and unnatural trou- 
bles he had met with during his reign: 
that their divifions at home had gone mag- 
nified abroad 3 and, by infpiring into fome 
foreign powers a falfe opinion of his force, 
had encouraged them to treat him in this 
manner, which the crown of Great Britain 
{hould never endure while he wore it. 

‘That, by their affiftance he had hitherto 
got through all his difficulties; and, by the 
‘continuance of their help, he hoped very 
foon to overcome them, fince the hand of 
God had fo vifibly been with him in all his 
undertakings« 

Then he recommended to them the com- 
pleting what they left imperfeét the laft 
feflions, viz. the peerage bill; and con- 
cluded, that all he fad to afk of them was, 
that they would agree to be a great and 
flourifhing people, fince it was the only 
means by which he defired to become a 
happy King. 

Nov.25. The peerage bill was again 
brought into the Houfe of Lords. 

Decs 2» ‘Fhe Commons voted 13,500 
men for the fea feryice, and 14,469 for 
the land fervice. . 

Dec. 4. The Convocation was pro- 
rogued to the 23d of March. 

Dec. 6. The king of Spain, in order to 
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make peace with his enemies, difcharged 
his prime minifter, cardinal Alberoni, and 
commanded him to quit his dominions the 
12th inftant. 

Dec. 7. ‘There was a Jong debate in the 
Houfe of Commons concerning the com- 
mitting the peerage till, and it was carried 
in the negative, by 269 voices againft 177. 

Dec. 8. The gevernors of the bounty of 
queen Anne, for the augmentation of the 
maintenance of the poor clergy, gave no- 
tice, that they had agreed to augment fixty- 
three {mall livings, éach with the fum of 
200/. to be laid out in a purchafe of lands 
or tythes. 

Dec. 22. The royal affent was given to 
a bill for granting to his Majefty an aid by 
a land tax, to be raifed in Great Britain, 
for the fervice of the year 1720. This 
was three fhillings in the pound. 

This month a great many petitions were 
prefented to the Houfes of Parliament 
againft printed calicoes. 

The court of Ruffia publifhed a memo- 
ria), complaining, that the king of Great 
Britain had entered into an alliance with 


‘the Sqwedes, and fent a fleet of men of war 


into the Baltic to their affiftance. 

The court of England replied, that Ruf- 
fia was in aconfederacy with the Pretender ; 
and, to induce Sweden to make a feparate 
peace with Ruffia, the Czar had offered the 
Swedes to affitt them in recovering Bremen 
and Verden from king George. 

1719-20, Jan. 13. The minifters of the 
Emperor, Great Britain, and France, met at 
lord Cadogan’s houfe at the Hague, and ex- 
changed the ratifications of the late con- 
vention, for prolonging the time allowed 
to Spain by the quadruple alliance, to ac- 
cept of the conditions thercin ftipulated in 
favour of fhat crown. 

Fane 18. The royal affent was given to 
an at for continuing the duties on malt, 
mun, cyder and perry, for the fervice of 
the year 17203 and for enabling the lords 
commiffioners of his Majefty’s treafury to 
call in fuch Exchequer-bills as were to be 
cancelled and difcharged with money ap- 
pointed for that purpofe.

Fan. 28. Refolved, that Feffery Gil- 
bert, efq. lord chief baron of the court of

obedience to the orders of this Houfe, (the

O.S. A proclamation was if- 
fued, fora fufpenfion of arms at fea between 
Great Britain and Spain. 

March 16. Sir William Thompfon, foli- 
citor-general, before a committee of the 
Commons, charged Nicolas Lechmere, efq. 
chancellor of the duchy, attorney-general, 
and one of his Majefty’s privy council, with 
breach of his oath, truft, and duty, as a pri- 
vy counfellor, in that he aéted as counfel, 
and received divers fums of money for his 
advice, in matters to him referred by the 
privy council as attorney-general. 

March 19. Overtures were made about 
this time for a ceffation of arms in Sicily, 
between the Imperialifts and the Spaniards.

After which, his Majefty made a fpeech 
to both Houfes ; and told the Commons, - 
that the good foundation they had prepare 

this 
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this feffion for the payment of the national 
debts, and the difcharge of a great part of 
them, without the leaft violation of public 
faith, would, he hoped, ftrengthen the 
union he defired to fee among all his fub- 
jects, and make their friendfhip yet more 
valuable to foreign powers. 

He faid, he propofed very fpeedily to vifit 
his dominions in Germany, hoping to put 
an end to thofe troubles in the north, which 
were now reduced to a very narrow com- 


pafs; and he flattered himfelf, that his 


prefence this fummer in thofe parts would 
prove ufeful to their poor Proteftant bre- 
thren, for whom. they had expreffed fuch 
feafonable and charitable fentiments. 

He could wifh, he faid, that all his fub- 
jects, convinced by time and experience, 
would lay afide thofe partialities and ani- 
mofities which prevented them from living 
quietly, and enjoying the happinefs of a 
mild, legal government. It was what he 
ehofe to recommend at this time, when he 
was fenfible, that all oppofition to it was 
become vain and ufelefs, and could only end 
unfortunately for thofe who fhould fill 
perfitt in ftruggling againft it. 

Then the Parliament was prorogued to 
the 28th of Fuly. 

The fame day, a proclamation was iffued, 
- for putting in execution an act for the bet- 
ter fecuring certain powers and privileges 
intended to be granted by his Majefty by 
two. charters, for affurance of fhips and 
merchandizes at fea; and for lending mo- 
ney upon bottomry; and for reftraining fe- 
veral extravagant and unwarrantable prac- 
tices therein mentioned. 

Sune 11. Charles lord vifcount Towwz- 
frend was declared prefident of the council 5 
Evelyn, duke of Kingfton, lord privy-feal ; 
and Charles, duke of Grafton, lord lieuten- 
of Ireland. 

His Majefty declared at the fame time 
his intention of vifiting this fummer, his 
dominions in Germany, and named fifteen 
of the principal nobility and great officers 
of the crown, to be lords juftices of the 
kingdom during his abfence. 

A proclamation was publithed, declaring 
that all the new projeéts, or bubbles, then 
on foot, and which were above 100 in num- 
ber, fhould be decmed common nuifances, 
and profecuted as fuch; with the penalty 
of 500/. for any broker to buy or fell any 
fhares in them. It was computed, that 
above a million and a half of money was 
won and loft by thefe unwarrantable prac- 
tices, 
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The whole nation was now become ftock- 
jobbers ; perfons of all ranks and profeffions, 
of both fexes, being wholly employed in at- 
tending fome bubble or other. 

June 14+ King George went in the even~ 
ing from St. Fames’s to Greenwich. 

June 15. Lhe King embarked at Green- 
wich for Holland; where he arrived the 
next day. 

Upon the King’s going abroad, many of 
thofe, that went with him, withdrew their 
money out of the South Sea; which funk 
the ftocks confiderably : but the direétors, 
by promifing prodigious dividends, and other 
indirect arts, afterwards raifed it again, and 
even advanced it to 1000, and held it up 
almoft all the month of July to between 
goo and 1000. 

Fune 23. Charles earl of Sunderland, Jobs 
Aijlabie, and George Bailie, ef{qrs. Sir Charles 
Turnor, knt. and Richard Edgecumbe, efqe 
were appointed commiffioners for executing 
the office of treafurer of his Majefty’s Ex- 
chequer. 

Paul Methuen, efq. was made comptroller 
of his Majefty’s houfhold, 

Robert Walpole, efq. was made paymafter- 
general of his Majefty’s forces; and colone} 
Charles Churchill, governor of the royal hof- 
pital at Chelfea. 

The lord Glenochy was appointed ambaf- 
fador to the court of Denmark, in the room 
of the lord Polevorth. 

une 27. About this time, the Mi/ifippi 
company in France, from whence our South 
Sea gentlemen took their medel, vanithed 
into air. 

The Mififippi company pretended to 
lend their government fifteen hundred mil- 
lion of livers to pay their national debts, 
without raifing a penny of money; where- 
hy the government eafed themfelves of a 
great load of debts ; but the fubjeéts, who 
took paper inftead of money, were abfolute- 
ly ruined. Mr Law, the projeftor, run 
away, or rather was conveyed away by the 
miniftry, whom he aflifted to cheat the 
people. A certain Scotch nobleman, when 
Mififippi actions were at the height, fays, 
in a public advertifement, that ** Mr. Laay 
appeared a minifter; he was comptroller of 
the finances, far aboye all that the paft age 
had known, the prefent could conceive, or 
the future could believe: that he had 
eftablifhed public faith in a country that 
was become a proverb for the breach of it: 
that he had fhewn the people af France, 
that their late king Lewis XIV. with his 
unlimitted authority, was not able to take 

more . 
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more from them, than Mr. Law had re- 
ftored.”’ 

Before another year expired, he was 

surfed by all mankind; and yet fuffered to 
enjoy his ill-gotten plunder, and live un- 
molefted in Léoidon the remainder of his 
life. 
_ The lord Kinfale was prefented to the 
King by the duke of Grafton 5 and afferted 
the ancient right of his family, of being 
covered in his Majefty’s prefence. 

Fuly 12. An order of council was made, 
for difmiffing about feventeen petitions, 
that lay before the privy-council, for pa- 
tents to raife joint flocks for various pur- 
pofes; many of his Majefty’s fubjects 
having been drawn in to part with their 
Money, on pretence of affurances, that 
their petitions for patents and charters to 
enable them to carry on the fame, would 
be granted. 

This ruined the feveral proje€ts for car- 
tying on the fifhing-trade, infarance froin 
fire, manufacturing of fail-cloth, curing 
tobacco for fnuff, &c. 

There was a multitude of other bubbles 
on foot at this time, the fums propofed to 
be raifed by which did not amount to lefs 
than 300,000,000 fterling. 

Fuly 23. ‘The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued to the 2sth of Auguft. 

Aug. 1. About this time, a fhip, that 
came from Sidon to Marfeilles in France, 
brought the plague into that city. 

Jug. 6. Madam Dacier, famous for her 
feveral books of criticifm, and tranflations 
from Greek and Latin authors, died at Paris, 
in the 68th year of her age. _ 

Aug. 3. The Imperialifts made a ceffion 
of the kingdom of Sardinia to the late king 
of Sicily. 

The powers lately engaged in the war 
with Spaia, chofe the city of Cambray for 
the place of cotigrefs, to treat of a general 
peace; which his Catholic Majefty agreed 
to; and the congrefs was appointed to be 
Opened the rsth of Offcber 1720. 

Aug. 15. The Lords Juftices gave orders 
to the Attorney-general to bring writs of 
Scire Facias againft thé chatters or patents 
of the York-Buildings company, the Lufring 
company, Englifh copper, and the Wel 
Copper, and Léad Company ; and alfo 
againft any other charters or patents, where 
the patentees had exceeded the powets 
grantéd then. 

_ Aug. 17- South-Sea tock fell to $30, in- 
cluding the Midfummer dividend : but, the 
directors buying the fame day a confiderable 
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quantity of ftock, it rofe to 880, How- 
ever, the humour of felling cotinuing the 
two following days, the ftocks fell again to 
about $20, at which price the transfer- 
books were opened on the 22d. 

4lug. 24. This day, the direétors came 
to a fudden refolution, te-fhut the transfer 
books ; and, the next day, to open other 
books for taking ina money-fubfcription of 
1,000,000/. to the capital ftock, at the 
rate of 1000/. for every 100/. capital ftock: 
accordingly the books being opened, the 
intended fum was fubf{cribed in lefs than 
three hours. 

4ug. 25. The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued to the 20th of Oober. 

The fame day, a proclamation was iffued, 
requiring all fhips coming from the Medi- 
terranean to perform quarentine. 

Aug. 26, ‘The transfer-books were opened 
again; but Sourh-Sea ftock, inftead of ad- 
vancing, being fallen under 800, thé di- 
rectors thought fit to lend their proprietors 
4000/. upon every rooco/. ftock for fix 
months, at four per cent. But the annui- 
tants being very uneafy and clamorous, the 
directors came toa refolution, that thirty 
per cent. in money fhould be in the half- 
year’s dividend due at Chriftmas next; and 
from thence for twelve years, not lefs than 
fifty per cent. in money fhould be thé 
yearly dividend on their ftock. Though 
this refolution raifed the ftock to about 
8co/. for the opening of the books, yet it 
foon funk again. / 

Sept. The marquis de Grimdldo, fecretary 
of ftate to the king of Spain, wrote a letter 
to colonel Stanhope, the Britifh minifter at 
Madrid, to affure him, that the warlike 
preparations the Spaniards were making, 
were not defigned againft Great Britain. 
However, the marquis de Lede, affembling 
his troops near Gibraltar, put our ftock- 
jobbers into the utmoft coniternation, and 
did not contribute a little to the falling 
of their ftocks. 

Sept. 8. South-Sea ftock fell to 640; and 
the next day to 550; and, by the roth in- 
ftant, it came to 400. . 

The number of thofe who died of the 
plague at Marfeilles, were computed, at this 
time, to amount to about 18,000. 

Sept. 23. The Bank of England agreed 
with the South-Sea company to circulate 
their bonds, &c. and to take their ftock at 
402 per cent. in lieu of 3,775,000/. the 
South-Sea company was to pay them. j 
_ When the books were opened at the 
Bank, for taking in a {ubfcription for fip- 
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porting the public credit, the concourfe of 
people was at firft fo very great, that it 
was judged, the whole fubfcription, which 
was intended for 3,000,000 would have been 
filled that day. But the fallof the South- 
Sea ftock, and the difcredit of that com- 
pany’s bonds, occafioned a run upon the 
reo{t eminent goldfmiths and bankers, fome 
of whom having lent out great fums upon 
South-Sea ttock, and other public fecuritics, 
were obliged to fhut up their fhops. 

The Sword-blade company alfo, who had 
been hitherto the chief cath-keepers of the 
South-Sea company, veing almoft drained 
of their ready-money, were forced to ftop 
payment. All this occafioned a great run 
upon the Bank. 

Sept. 27. Francis Nichelfon, efq. being 
conitituted captain-general and governor in 
chief of the province of South Carolina, 
took the oaths accordingly before the lords 
juftices in council. 

Sept. 29. Sir Fobn Fryer, 
elected Lord Mayor of London. 
Sept. 30. South-Sea ftock tell to 150. 

The South-Sea company agreed to admit 
the proprietors of the redeemable annuities, 
and other funds, on the fame terms with 
the Bank, wiz. at 400 per cent. 

03. 6. The lords commiffioners of the 
Treafury came to the Bank of England, 
and fubfcribed, in his Majefty’s name, and 
on his behalf, the fum of 100,000/, to- 
wards fupporting the public credit. 

Sir George Byng, was appointed treafurer 
to the navy, and rear-admiral of Great 
Britain. 

O&. 10, Sir Fobn Sfennings was confti- 
tuted mafter of Greenwich hoipital, and one 
of the governors thereof; as alfo houfe- 
keeper of the royal palace of Greenwich, 
and keeper of Greenwich park, in the room 
of the lord Aylmer, deceafed. 

Charles Whitworth, efq. was created an 
Trib baron ; and appointed one of his Ma- 
jefty’s ambafiadors extraordinary and pleni- 
potentiary for the congrefs at Brunfwick. 

O&. 12. A proclamation was iflued, for 
proroguing the Parliament from the 2oth 
of O&ober to the 25th of November, when, 
it was declared, they fhould fit fur the dif- 
patch of bufinels. 

Another proclamation was iffued, re- 
guiring quarentine to be performed by fhips 
coming from Bourdeaux, or any of the ports 
or places on the coaft of France in the bay 

of Bifcay. 
'- O&. 24. The marquis de Lede, having 
affembled the king of Spain’s forces near 
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Gibraltar, -tranfported them to Africa, in 
order to drive the Moors from betore 
Ceuta. ' 

Dr. Kennet, archdezcon of Peterborough, 
was elected bifhop of Pererborough. 

The lord chief baron Gilbert was made 
lord chance}lor of Ireland, in the room of 
the lord Middleton. 

Dr. Francis Huchinfon was eletted bifhop 
of Down and Connor in Ireland. 

The lord vitcount Jrqwin was made go- 
vernor of Barbadoes, in the room of Mr. 
Lowtber. 

The lord vifcount Lonfdale was made go- 
vernor of the Leeward illands, 

O&. 25. -Robert Lowther, efq. late go- 
vernor of Barbadoes, was taken into cuftody- 
of a, mefienger, by order of the privy-coun- 
cil, for his arbitrary and tyrannical admi- 
niftration in that ifland. 

It appeared, that the faid governor had | 
taken from the affembly, contrary to his 
Majefty’s exprefs inftructions, 2%,000/. 
Barbadoes money. 

The lords of the Admiralty complained, 
the governor had imprifoned-two captains 
of men of war, who were going in purfuit 
of the pirates: that he had taken away 
their commiffion from Mr. Ha//, who was 
appointed judge of the Admiralty there by 
their lordfhips: that he had proceeded ar- 
bitrarily and tyrannically againit the mif- 
fionaries for propagation of the Gofpel. 
And his cafe appeared fo black, that the 
Attorney-general, one of his counfel, re- 
fufed to plead for him. However, he was 
admitted to bail by the lord chief jufice 
Pratt. 

O&.27. Another proclamation wasiffued, 
requiring quarentine to be performed by all 
fhips coming from any place in the bay of 
Bifcay, or from the ifles of Guernfey, Fer- 
Jey, Alderney, or Sarke. 

Nov. 10. King George landed at Mar- 
gate; and, the next day, came to St, 
Fames’s. . 

Nov. 15. Two proclamations were iffued, 
one for England, and the other for Scotland, 
for a faft, on account of the fpreading of 
the plague in France, to be obferved in 
both kingdoms on Friday the 16th day of 
December 5 and prayers were compofed by 
the Archbifhop, to be ufed on litany days, 
while the plague continued to rage in 
France. 

The King fent to acquaint Monf. Be- 
flufof, refident of the czar of Mofcovy, that 
it was his pleafure he fhould depart the 
kingdom in fourteen days,

The Parliament met, and his 
Maijefty made a fpeech to both Houfes, ac- 
huainting them, that the.face of affairs 
abroad was become more favourable fince 
their laft meeting: but, 2t the fame time, 


he faid, he could never fufficiently exprefs’ 


his concern for the unhappy turn of affairs, 
which had fo much affected the public cre- 
eit at home; and recommended it to. the 
Commons, to confider of the moft effectual 
and {peedy methods to reftore the national 
tredit, and fix it upon.a lafting foundation. 

He faid, he was glad to obferve, that 
our trade appeared to have been more ex- 
tended this years than in the, preceding; 
and that he had the moft flourifhing navy of 
any nation whatever to protect it. He 
hoped they would turn their thoughts to 
the beft methods for the fecurity and in- 
larging their commerce; and they might 
depend on his hearty concurrence to all 
fuch provifions, as fhould appear neceffary 
for the good of his people. 

Dec. 12. The Commons ordered, that 
the directors of the South Sea company 
 fhould forthwith lay before that Houfe, an 
account of al] their proceedings. — . 

Dec. 17: Refolved, that 10,000 men be 
allowed for the fervice of the year 17213; 
and 14,294 men for guards and garrifons in 
Great Britain, and for Guernfey and ‘Fferfey. 

Dec. 18. The Convocation was further 
prorogued to the ift of March. 

Dec. 20. The princefs Clementine Sobiefai, 
the Pretender’s confort; was brought to 
bed at Rome of a fon. 

Dec. 21. Mr. Robert Walpele laid before 
the Commons a fclieme to reftore public 
credit, namely, by ingrafting nine millions 
of South Sea ftock into the Bank of Eng- 
land; and the like into the Eaf India com- 
pany: and a committee was accordingly ap- 
pointed to receive propofals from the Bank, 
the South Sea company, and the Eaf India 
company. 

The Spaniards obtained another victory 
over the Mpors. 

Dec. 24, The South Sea company laid 
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feveral books and papers before the Houfe 
of Commons; whereupon Mr. Shippon 
moved, that the directors might lay before 
the Houfe, the inducements on which they 
took in the third and fourth money fub- 
{criptions at 1000 per cent. and alfo the 
{cheme or calculation, or other induce- 
ments, upon which they grounded the re-. 
folutions of making a dividend of 30 per 
cent. at'Chriftmas, and of not lefs than 50 
per cent. per annum for twelve years after ; 
and an order was made accordingly. 

1720-21, fan. 4. At the meeting again 
of the Houfe, Sir Fofeph Fekyll having re- 
prefented, that, before they proceeded any 
farther, they ought to fecure the perfons and 
eftates of thofe they had reafon to look 
upon asthe authors of the public misfor- 
tunes; he therefore moved for a bill to 
reftrain the. fub-governor, deputy-gover- 
nor, directors, treafurer, under-treafurer, 
cafhier, fecretary, and accountants of the 
South Sea company, from going out of the 
kingdom for the {pace of one year and till 
the end of the next feffion of Parliament, 
and for difcovering their eftates and efteéts, 
and preventing the tranfporting or alienate 
ing the fame: which was agreed to. 

Next, they réfolved, that a committee 
fhould be appointed to inquire into all the 
proceedings relating to the execution of the 
South Sea a& 3 and that the number fhould 
be thirteen, and chofen by ballot. To 
them were referred the feveral books and 
papers, which were laid before the Houfe 
by the South Sea company; and they were 
afterwards voted a committee of fecrecy. 

The lord Hinchinbroke moved, that the 
dire€tors, @c, might be immediately taken 
into cuftody, for fear the moft criminal 
might withdraw out of the kingdom, be- 
fore the bill againft them was gone through 
both Houfes. The diretors petitioned, in 
vain, to be heard by their counfel againt 
the bill. 

Earl Stanhope propofed, that the eftates 
of the criminals, whether direétors, or not, 
fhould be confifcated, to make good the 
public loffes. ° 

Fan. 6. A felec&t committee of thirteen 
Commoners were appointed to examine into 
the tranfaétions of the South Sea company. 

‘fan. 11. The King gave orders, that 
fuch of the dire€tors of the South Sea com~ 
pany as werein any employment under the 
crown, fhould be forthwith difcharged his 
fervice. 

Dec. 12. The fub-governor, deputy-go- 
vernoy, and about twenty-four of the di- 

rectors, 
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rectors, and Mr. Robert Knight their cafhier, 
were examined by the Houfe of Lords; af- 
ter which, their Lordfhips refolved, that 
they had prevaricated with them, in giving 
falfe reprefentations of feveral matters of 
fact; that, by lending money on ftock 
and fubfcriptions, they were guilty of a no- 
torious breach of truft; and that they 
ought to make good the loffes the company 
had fuftained by their fraudulent manage- 
ment. 

Fan. 14. The fecret committee of the 
Commons repaired to the South-Sea houte, 
and took pofleffion ef it, and of all the books 
belonging to the feveral offices. 

Fan. 22. Mr. Knight, cafhier of the 
Scuth-Sea company, abtconded, and the next 
day embarked on board a veflel in the ri- 
ver that carried him to Calais. 

Yan. 23. A proclamation was iffued, of- 
fering a reward of 2000/. for fecuring and 
apprehending the perfon of Robert Knight, 
cathier of the Sourh-Sea company. 

Sir Theodore Fanfen, and Mr. Sawbridge, 
two of the members, coming into the Houfe 
of Commons, were voted guilty of a noto- 
rious breach of truft, as direétors of the 
South-Sea company, expelled the Houfe, 
and taken into cuftody; with Sir Rodert 
Chaplin and Francis Eyles, two other di- 
reétors, and members of Parliament. 

The Lords examined Mr. ‘foye, deputy- 
governor of the South-Sea company, who 
made avery frank confefiion, and commu- 
nicated Mr. Knight's letter to Surman. 
After which, Sir William Chapman, Mr. 
Holditch, Mr. Hawes, Mr. Gibbon, and 
Mr. Cheffer, all late directors, were ordered 
to be feized with their papers. 

Two days after, Sir Harcourt Mafters, 
and Mr. Affel/, were examined by the Lords, 
and difcovered, that large fums in the 
Scuth-Sea ftock had been given to feveral 
perfons, both in the Adminiftration, and in 
the Houfe of Commons, for procuring the 
pafling the South-Sea aét; which occafioned 
tome vigorous refolutions. 

Fobn Aiflabie, efq. refigned the feals of 
chancellor of his Majefty’s Exchequer. 

Fan, 24. The Lords ordered feveral of 
the Dire@tors to be taken into cuftody of 
the Black rod, and the Commons, and fe- 
veral others to be taken into the cuftody 
of the Serjeant at Arms.

The Czar of Mofcovy fent a declaration 
to the Engiifb factory at Peterfburgh, where-

This occafioned fome warm reflections 
on the Miniftry ; and earl Stanhope grew fo 
exceeding warm and vehement in the de- 
fence of himfelf and his brethren, that he 
was taken with a violent pain in the head, 

and 
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and forced to go home, where he died the 
nextday, 

Feb. 5. A proclamation iflued, requir- 
ing quarentine to be performed by fhips 
coming from the Medjterranean, Bourdeaux, 
or any of the ports or places on the coaft 
of France in the Bay of Bifcay, or from 
the ifles of Guernfey, Ferfey, Alderney, 
Sarke or Man.

The Commons addreffed his Ma- 
jefty, to give orders to his Minifters to ufe 
the moft effectual inftances, that the perfon 
of Mr. Robert Knight, with his papers and 
effects, might be delivered up; and that, 
upon his being broughtinto Great Britain, 
he might forthwith be delivered into the 
cuftody of their Serjeant at Arms, 

The Lords addretied his Majefty to pro- 
cure Mr. Knight to be delivered up. 

Feb. 11. The royal affent was given to 
an aét for granting an aid to his Majefty 
by a land-tax (three fhillings in the pound) 
to be raifed in Great Britain, for the fer- 
vice of the year 1721. 

Feb. 13. Colonel Charles Churchill was 
difpatched to Vienna, to make the moft 
prefling inftances, in his Majefty’s name, 
to the Emperor, that Mr. Knight, now pri- 
foner in the citadel of Antwerp, might 
forthwith be delivered up, with his papers 
and efteéts, but was refufed. 

Nathaniel Miff, the printer, being con- 
_ viéted of printing, in his Weekly Journal, 
fome refleftions on his Majefty, for his 
interpofing in behalf of the Proteftants of 
the Palatinate, was adjudged to ftand twice 
in the pillory, to pay a fine of fifty pounds, 
fuffer three months imprifonment in the 
King’s-bench, and to give fecurity for his 
good behaviour for feven years. 

Feb. 16. The committee of fecrecy, to 
whom it was referred to inquire into the 
proceedings of the South-Sea company, 
made their report ; whereby it appeared, 
that the following parcels of South-Sea 
ftock, were taken in for the feveral perfons 
following; wiz. at 150 to 180.

by him againft all traiterous and feditious 
attempts; and defired that his Majefty 
would give orders for the punifhing the 
printer, publifhers, and authors of this, 
and all other feditious libels.

After which, his Majefty madea fpeech 
to both Houfes: he faid, He could not in 
juftice part with this Parliament, without 
returning them his fincereft thanks for their 
fteady and refolute adherence to his perfon 
and government, and to the intereft of the 
Proteftant caufe, both at home and abroad. 

That they muft be fenfible, that his 
enemies were, at this junéture, reviving, 
with the greateft induftry, the fame wic- 
ked arts of calumny and defamation, which 
had been the conftant preludes to public 
troubles and diforders: but he had fo jufta 
confidence in the afteétions of his fubjetts, 
and in regard for their own welfare, that, 
he was perfuaded, they would not fuffer 
themfelves to be thus impofed upon, and 
betrayed into their own deftrudtion. 

For his part, as the prefervation of the 
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conftitution in church and ftate fhould al- 
ways be his care, he was firmly determined 
to continue to countenance fuchas had ma- 
nifefted their zeal for the prefent efta- 
blifhment, and had the religious and civil 
rights of his fubjects truly at heart. 

Then the Parliament was prorogued to 
the 15th inftant. 

A lift was publifhed about this time, of 
fixty Peers, created, advanced, or called up 
to the Houfe in this reign. 

March 10. A proclamation was iffued 
for diffolving the Parliament, and declaring 
the fpeedy calling of another. :

A proclamation was alfo iffued for the 
eleGting and fummoning the fixteen peers 
of Scotland. 

A pamphlet was publifhed about this 
time, called The Frecholder, who declares, 
he will not give his vote for any one, who 
will not promife to re-eftablith triennial 
Parliaments, and make a firidt enquiry 
into the application of the public money, 
particularly 250,000/. given to end the war 
in the north; the deficiency of 800,000/. 
in the civil lift, fince fupplied by Parlia- 
ment 3 the reafons why the debt of the 
army, firit eftimated at 400,000/. had {wel- 
led to above two millions, where 1,200,000/. 
was certified to belong to foreigners ; and 
who fhall not ftrictly enquire into the ad- 
vantages accruing to Great Britain by the 
Baltic and Mediterranean {quadrons, where- 
by the expences of the fleet were increafed 
mofe than three millions fterling above 
what was neceflary in time of peace. 

Spencer Compton, ef4. made receiver and 
paymatter general of all his Majefty’s guards 
and forces; as alfo paymafter of the royal 
hofpital at Chelfea. 

Waller Bacon, .efg. made commiflary-ge- 
neral of his Majefty's ftores of war and pro- 
vifions in the ifland of Minorca. 

N.B. There were bonfires, illumina- 
tions, ringing of bells, and other demon- 
itrations of joy, in the cities of London and 
Weftminfter, upon the diffolution of the 
feptennial Parliament. 

March 15. Arundel Coke, efq. and Fobn 
Woodburne, labourer, were tried at the af- 
fizes at Bury in Suffolk, upon the sed 

att; 
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act, for flitting the nofe of Edward Crifpe, 
efq. (whofe fifter Coke had married) with 
an intent to maim and disfigure the faid 
Crifpe, (though Coke’s defence was, that 
they defigned to murder him). The faét 4 
appeared fo very barbarons, that it raifed a 
general deteftation in the nation againft the 
criminals, and the King’s counci! was or- 
dered to profecute them. They were both 
convicted before Sir Peter King, and re- 
ceived fentence¢ of death ; and were executed 
the 31 inftant. 
January. 

March 19. Dr. Willis, bithop of Sarum, 
and lord almoner, on behalf of his Majetty, 
laid the firft ftone in the foundation of the 
parith church of St. Martin’s in the Fields ; 
and prefented the workmen with an hun- 
dred guineas from his Majefty, 

About this time a pamphlet appeared, 
Rtiled, The laft Will and Tefament of an old 
deceafed Parliament; being a recapitula- 
tion of moft of their extraordinary votes 
and refolves the laft feffion. 

The grants for this year amounted to

cteMTS March 25. Lord Polworth, am- 
baffador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
for the congrefs at Cambray, made his 
public entry into that city. 

April4. Hugh Cambel, earl of Loudon, 
appointed high commiffioner of the general 
afiembly of the kirk of Scotland, in the 
room of Fobn Leflie, earl of Rothes. 

April 6. The government offered a re- 
ward of 5oo/, for apprehending Mr. Weffon, 
formerly clerk of Gray’s-Inn chapel, for 
publifhing a treafonable libel, intitled, The 
fecond Part of the Advantages accruing by 
the Hanover Swcceffion. 

A Roman urn, fullof antient Roman coins, 
difcovered at Equclme in Oxford hire. 

April17. The fmall-pox was inoculated 
on the two young princefles, Amelia and 
Carolina, daughters of his royal highnefs 
the prince of Wales 3 and both recovered. 

May 4. Sir Fames Montague, knt. one 
of the barons of the Exchequer, was made 
lord chief baron, in the room of Sir Thomas 
Bury, deceafed. 

The beginning of this month, his Ma- 
jefty had full information of a confpiracy 
formed againit him; the firft notice of 
which came from the duke of Orleans, re- 
gent of France. 

Upon this information, acamp was mark- 
ed out in Hyde-park, to which the guards 
marched the next day. Orders were iffued 
to all military officers immediately to repair 
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to their refpeCtivecommands. Lieutenant- 
general Macartney was difpatched to Ires 
land, to bring over fume troops from thence 
into the wett of England. Meflengers were 
fent to Scotland, to fecure fome fuipected 
perfons ; and the States of Holland were de- 
fired to keep in readinefs the guarantees 
troops, in order to be fent into England in 
cafe of neceffity, 

May 8. The lord vifcount Town/bend, 
one or bis Majeéty’s principal fecretaries of 
ftate, by his Majefty’s command, fent a 
letter to the Lord Mayor of London, to ac- 
quaint him, that his Majefty had received 
repeated and unqueftionable advices, that 
feveral of his fubje&s had entered into a 
wicked confpiracy in concert with traitors 
abroad, for raifing a rebellion in this king- 
dom, in favour of a Popith Pretender; but 
at the fame time he was firmly afiured, that 
the authors of it neither were nor would be 
fupported, nor even countenanced by any 
foreign power 3 and that this effort of the 
malice of his enemies would be turned to 
their own confufion : and recommended the 
prefervation of the public peace, and fe- 
curity of the city, to his lordfhip and his 
brethren, 

May 9. The Lord Mayor and aldermen 
prefented an addrefs to his Majefty, affur- 
ing him of their fteady and unalterable af. 
fection and zeal for his perfon and govern- 
ment, and for the continuance of the Pro- 
teftant fucceffion in his family. 

They faid, when they refe&ted on the 
many bleffings which Britains enjoyed under 
the protection of a Prince, who made the 
laws of the land his rule for the govern- 
ment of his people ; when they confidered, 
that neither the civil or religious rights of 
his Majefty’s fubjeéts had met with the leat 
inftance of violation fince his acceffion 5 
when they recollected his Majefty’s royal 
clemency and benevolence fince the lat 
rebellion ; they could not but exprefs the 
utmoft abhorrence of thofe vile ond detefta- 
ble perfons' who fhould again confpire to 
bring a free and happy people under the 
yoke of tyranny and fuperftition, and ine 
volve the nation in a ftate of blood and mi- 
fery, and the utmoft confufion. 

And they d.clared, that they would exert 
themfelves with the utmof care and Vigi- 
lance for the prefervation of the public 
peace, and the firm fupport of his Majefty 
upon the throne, &¢. 

This addrefs of the city of London pro- 
duced others of the like nature from feveral 
parts of the kingdom, 


A pro- 
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A proclamation Was iffued for putting the 
laws in execution againft Papifts and Non- 
jurors; and for commanding all Papifts and 
reputed Papifts to depart from the cities of 
London and Weftminffer, and from within ten 
miles of the {ame}; and for confining Pa- 
pifts and reputed Papifts to their habita- 
tions; and for putting in execution the 
laws againft riots and rioters. 

A petition from fome eminent merchants 
of the city of London, was prefented to 
one of the fecretaries of ftate, wherein 
they fet forth, that, confiding in the law 
of nations, and in the faith of the treaty of 
peace and friendfhip between Great Britain 
and France, they remitted to Paris, and 
other places in France, merchandize and 
{pecie to the value of 1,400,000/, fterling : 
but that when they were difpofed to call in 
their effects, they were paid in ftate-papers, 
which were funk to nothing: therefore 
they humbly prayed his Majefty’s reyal pro- 
tection to procure them a reimburfement 
from the crown of France. 

A warrant pafied the feals this month for 
the payment of 225,c12/. 2s. 8d. to the 
captors of the Spani/h prizes taken by Sir 
George Byng’s {quadron in the Mediter- 
ranean, in the year 1718, 

May 10. The Parliament met, and were 
prorogued to the sth of Fune, purfuant to 
an order of council of the 5th inftant. 

May 16. Charles Douglas duke of Queenf- 
bury was made Jord admiral of Scotland, in 
the room of Fobn Leflie earl of Rothes, de- 
ceafed. 

May 18. The Convocation was prorogu- 
ed to the 2oth of Fune. 

May '20. Charles Mordaunt earl of Pe- 
terborough and Monmouth was appointed ge- 
neral of all his Majefty’s marine forces. 

Sir Fames Montague was made lord chief 
baron of the Exchequer, in the room of 
lord chief baron Bury, deceafed, 

May 24. Feffery Gilbert, efq. lord chief 
baron of the Exchequer in Ireland, was 
made one of the barons of the Exchequer 
in England. 

May 28. Charles lord Cornwallis of Eye, 
was appointed warden, chief juftice, and 
juftice in Eyre, of all his Majefty’s foretts, 
chaces, &c. fouth of Trent, in the room 
of Charles Bennet earl of Tankerwville, de- 
ceafed, 

Fune §. The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued to the ad of Fuly. 

June 11. His Majefty having reviewed 
the foot-guards encamped in Hy de-park, 
was magnificently entertained by earl Ca- 
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dogan, general oP the foot, with the Prince, 
and a great number of the nobility, ina 
pavillion that prince Eugexe formerly took 
from the Grand Vizier. 

Fune 16. About fouro’clock this morn- 
ing, died at Windfor, Fobn Churchill, duke 
and earl of Marlborough, marquis of Bland- 
ford, lord Churchill of Sandridge in the 
county of Hertford, baron of Aymouth in 
Scotland, Prince of the holy Roman empire, 
captain-general of his Majefty’s forces, ma- 
fter-general of the ordnance, colonel of the 
firft regiment of foot-guards, privy-coun- 
fellor, knight of the moft noble order of 
the Garter, @c. 

He was one of the moft fuccefsful gene- 
rals that ever appeared in the world, and 
had amaffed the greateft eftate of any fub- 
ject of the three kingdoms, What advan- 
tages his country reaped by all his mighty 
victories, and what returns of gratitude he 
made to the feveral Princes who advanced 
him, is tranfmitted to pofterity in the moft 
advantageous light, by thofe who have fince 
attempted his hiftory. 

June 18. William Cadegan, earl Cadogan, 
appointed made mafter general of the ord- 
nance, &c. 

June 22. Sir Fobn Blancee, knt. one of 
the juftices of the Common Pleas, being old 
and infirm, refigned that office. 

June 23. The king of Spain, at the in- 
ftance of colonel Stanhope, the Britifo am- 
baffador, fent directions to all the ports in 
the Spanifh dominions to hinder the em- 
barking of any perfons who were fufpected 
to have intercourfe with the Pretender ; and 
not to fuffer any Jrifh officers to quit the 
dominions of Spain, without particular li- 
cence, 

Funerg. Alexander Denton, of Hiller fden, 
in the county of Bucks, efq. and member of 
parliament for Buckingham, was {worn one 
of the juftices of the Common Pleas. 

The foundation ftone of the new theatre 
at Cambridge, laid by do¢tor Crofs, the vice- 
chancellor. 

June 28. An order of council was made, 
that the Parliament, which ftood prorogued 
to the 3d of uly, fhould be further pro-

His Majefty fignified to the juttices of 
peace of Middlefex, his approbation of their 
endeavours to fupprefs gaming-houfes. 

Suly 30. Captain Dennis Kelly committed 
to the Tower for high treafon, by a com- 
mittee of council. 

Aug. 2. The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued to the 4th of September. 

Count Staremburgh arrived from the Im- 
perial court, with the character of the Em- 
peror’s embaflador extraordinary, and pleni- 
potentiary to his Majefty. 

Aug. 7. A proclamation iffued offering a 
reward of roool.for apprehending FobuSam- 
ple, alias Semple, who had efcaped out of the 
cuftody of a Meffenger, to whom he was 
committed for high treafon. 

Aug. 9. The funeral proceffion of his 
grace Yobr, late duke of Marlborough, was 
performed with the greateft folemnity and 
magnificence. 

At Marlborough houfe, at St. Fames’s, 
the firft room was hung with bays, the fe- 
cond with cloth, where was a chair of ftate 
at the upper end, with a majefty fcutcheon 
over it; the third was hung with velvet 
floored with bays, having at the upper end 
an afcent of three fteps, where ftood a bed of 
ftate of black velvet, properly adorned with 
black plumes at the corners of the tefter ; at 
the head of the bed a majefty fcutcheon ; 
the coffin was covered with crimfon velvet, 
over which was a fine Holland fheet, and on 
that a pall of black velvet, upon which was 
Jaid a compleat fuit of armour gilt, with 
the General’s truncheon in the right hand, 
the great collar of the order of the Garter 
about the neck, with the Gearge appendant, 
and the garter on the left leg, a rich {word 
in a crimfon velvet fcabbard, being buck- 
led to the fide by a like velvet belt ; on one 
fide of the head was laid the cap of a prince 
of the Empire, and on the other fide a du- 
cal coronet, under the head a crimfon vel- 
vet cufhion, with gold fringes and taffels; 
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the feet refting on a lion couchant holding 
a banner, being his Grace’s creft; and 
round about the body were placed the feve- 
ral enfigns, which will be afterwards men- 
tioned in the proceffion, with feveral fcut- 
cheons on the columns of the bed, properly 
difpofed. The faid three rooms were 
adorned with a great number of fcutcheons 
of feveral forts, with cyphers and badges 
interfperfed, and with filver fconces and 
large filver candlefticks, having wax tapers 
burning inthem. ‘Two other large rooms 
were hung with cloth, and adorned in the 
like manner, for the reception of the no- 
bility and others, who were invited to the 
funeral. 

About half an hour after twelve the pro- 
ceffion began, and paffed along the road 
through St. ‘fames’s-park and the Upper~ 
park to Hyde-park-corner, thence through 
Piccadilly, down St. Fames’s-fireet, through 
Pall-mall, and by Charing-crofs, thro® 
King-jtreet to Weftminfter-abbey. 

A proper difpofition had been made of 
fuch of the forces as were drawn from the 
camp in Hyde-park, to attend the funeral. 

The firft regiment of his Majefty’s foot 
guards was drawn up in the Upper-parky 
with their right next Buckinghgm-boufe 5 — 
the reft, both foot and horfe guards, and 
horfe grenadiers, were drawn up facing the 
road through that park on the left of the 
firft regiment of foot guards, in the order 
they were to file off after each other; a train 

* of artillery (confifting of 15 pieces of cannon 
and two mortars, with the great kettle 
drums belonging to the artillery, on a car- 
riage drawn by two horfes) and the two 
companies of cannoneers and bombadiers 
were drawn up in Hyde-park, near the gatey 
towards Piccadily; and a detachment of the 
fecond and fourth troops of horfe guards 
was drawn up on the Parade in St. Fames’s- 
park, in order to clofe the proceffion.

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A horfe of honour, richly caparifoned, led with a filken rein by captain Fi/f, in his mi- 
litary mourning, walking on foot, affifted by two grooms on foot. 
His Majefty’s coach. 
His royal highnefs the prince of Wales’s coach. ‘ 
Then followed the coaches of the nobility, &c. according to their feveral precedencies 
and degrees, 


Being arrived at the weft door of the ab- 
bey of Weftminffer, only thofe perfons who 
bore the ftandard, guidon, and banners 
above-mentioned, and their fupporters, as 
alfo the heralds, with his Grace’s fecre- 
tary, two chaplains, and his four white 
ftaft-officers, and thofe who carried the ban- 
nerets, entered the church. The chariot 
coming to the door, the armour was taken 
off, the body was carried into the church, 
and refted near the entrance, while the chief 
mourner, his fupporters and affiftants, the 
pall-bearers, and the nobility and others 
attending, alighted out of their coaches, 
the organ playing during that time. Hay- 
ing all entered into the church, a velvet ca- 
nopy being held over the body, and the pall- 
bearers having taken up the corners of the 
pall, the prebends in their rich copes, and 
the choir in their furplices, placed them- 
felves after the great banner, and before the 
heralds who carried the trophies, and fung 
the fentence in the office for burial, IJ am 
the Refurreétion and the Life, with the two 
following fentences, and continued finging 
till the body was placed in king Henry the 
V Ilth’s chapel, 

Garter King of Arms, 
The chief mourner with his two fupporters, 
Sir Robert Rich bearing his train, 
The ten affiftants. 
The nobility according to their feveral pre- 
cedencies, 

In this manner they proceeded through 
the fouth ifle of the church till they came 
near to the choir, and then crofling into the 
north ifle went up toking Henry the VIIth’s 
chapel, where the bedy was refted on a ftand, 
prepared for itin the middle of the area: 
the pall-bearers were feated on ftools at each 
corner of the body; at the head the chief 
mourner, with his two fupporters, one on 
each hand ; and his ten affiftants were feat- 
ed five on each fide of the body; the no- 
bility placing themfelves in the ftalls. 

During the whole folemnity, in the 
church and alfo in this chapel, the ban- 
nerets were held over the body. 

An altar by the Dean’s order was ereéted 
at the head of king Henry the VIIth’s tomb. 
After the body was fet down in the chapel, 
an anthem was performed with vocal and 


inftrumental mufic, the performers being 
placed on a fcaffold hung from top to bote 
tom with mourning, erected for that pure 
pofe crofs the chapel at the entrance. 

The anthem being ended, the body was 
carried to a vault, at the foot of king Henry 
the VIIth’s tomb, the choir finging, Man 
that is born of a Woman, and the three fol- 
lowing fentences; and continued finging 
them till the body was depofited in the 
vault. Then the lord bifhop of Rochefter 
dean of Weffminffer in his cope, read Foraf- 
much as it hath pleafed Almighty God, Gc. 
Then the choir fung, I beard a Voice from 
Heaven, &c, ‘The fervice being ended, 
Garter King of arms proclaimed the ftile 
of the deceafed; and then his Grace’s of 
ficers breaking their ftaves, delivered the 
pieces to Garter, who threw them in upon 
the coffin, 

During the proceffion and till the body 
was depofited, the guns at the Tower fired, 
every minute. 

The detachments of the horfe-grenadiers, 
and of the firft and third troops of horfe- 
guards, having paffed by the weft door of 
the Abbey, went through Tothill-/treet 
to Buckingham-hovfe, and entering St. 
Fames’s-Park at the gate there, marched to 
the parade, and drew up. 

The artillery, with the two companies 
of cannoniers and bombardiers made the 
fame march, and drew up alfo on the pae 
rade. 

The detachments of the third, fecond, 
and firft regiments of foot-guards, having 
marched by the faid Abbey door, paffed 
through Queen’s-fquare into St. Fames’s- 
Park, and drew up on the parade. 

The detachments of the fecond and fourth 
troops of horfe-guards, commanded by the 
lord Forrefter, (which clofed the proceffion) 
after they came to the faid Abbey-doory 
returned by the way they went, marched 
into St. ‘fames’s-Park through the great 
gate at the Horfe-guards, and drew up alfo 
on the parade. 

All the troops and artillery being drawn 
up on the parade in St. Fames’s-Park, at 
a fignal given that the body was depofited, 
fired three volleys, Then they returned to 
the camp in Hyde-Park; the horfe, firft ; 
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the foot, next; and after them the ar- 
tillery. 


Aug. 13. A proclamation iffued, offering 
a reward of roool. for apprehending Mr.

Aug.24. The lord bifhop of Rochefter, 
after having been examined By a committee 
of lords of the Privy Council, was commit- 
ted prifoner to the Tower for high treafon. . 

Aug.25. This day Simon lord vifcount 
Harcourt was {worn of the privy council, 
and took his place accordingly. 

The fame day a proclamation iffued, that 
the Parliament, which ftood prorogued to 
the 4th of September, fhould be further pro- 
rogued to the gth of Oéfgber, when it was 
declared, they fhould fit for the difpatch of 
bufinefs. 

Dr. Thomas Bowers, archdeacon of Can- 
terbury, nominated lord bifhop of Chichefter, 
in the room of Dr. Thomas Manningham, de- 
ceafed. 

Aug.28. There happened a hurricane at 
Famaica, whereby 26 fhips were caft away, 
a third part of Port Royal deftroyed, and 
many families loft, by the fea breaking in; 
and the damage done to the plantations, 
throughout the country, was inconceivable. 
Not many days after, there happened alfo a 
dreadful ftorm in South Carolina. 

His Majefty fet out this day from his 
palace of Kenfington; and, being joined in 
his way by the prince of Wales, who ac- 
companied him in his progrefs, went to the 
duke of Bolton’s feat at Hackwood, where he 
lay that night; on the 29th he came to 
Salifbury, and fupped and lodged in the 
Bifhop’s palace; the 30th he reviewed the 
forces encamped on the plain, and returned 
to Salifbury again in the evening ; on the 
arf his Majefly went to Portfmouth, and 
the fame day to the earl of Scarborowgh’s at 
Stanftead, where the King lay that night, 
and the next day, being the firtt of Sep- 
tember, he returned to Kenfington. 

Sept. 1. His Majefty, in this progrefs, 
gave orders for the releafing of fuch crimi- 
nals as he thought proper objects of his 
clemency and alfo for releafing, at his 
own expence, all prifoners for debt in the 
gaols of thofe towns through which he 
patfed ; and at Salifbury only he gave be- 
tween 2000 and 3000). to releafe infolvent 
debtors, and for other pious and charitable 
ufes. 

Sept. 20. Chrifiopber Layer, efq. was com- 
mitted to the Tower for high-treafon, 
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Sept. 28. Charles earl of Orrery, having 
been examined by a committee of the lords 
of the Privy-council, was committed pri- 
foner to the’ Tower for high-treafon. _ 

Mr. Philip Neynoe, a ftate prifoner, was 
drowned, in making his efcape from a mef+ 
fenger’s houfe. / 

Sept. 29. William \ord North and Grey, 
having been taken on the 25th in the Ifle 
of Wight, was committed to the Tower. 

The north-weft provinces of Perfia on 
the Cafpian fea, revolted to the Czar of 
Mofcovy. # 

Sir Gerard Conyers was elected lord mayor 
of London. 

O&. 9. The parliament met, and, being 
ordered to choofe a Speaker, elected Spencer 
Compton, efq. 

OG. 10. Charles Paulet, duke of Bolton; 
Fobn Manners duke of Rutland; Fobn Ker, 
duke of Roxborough; were elefted knights 
companions of the noble Order of the 
Garter, in the room of Charles Paulet, duke 
of Bolton; Sobn Churchill, duke of Marl- 
borsugh 3 and Charles Spencer, earl of Sun- 
derland; deceafed. 

O&. 11. The Commons prefented their 
Speaker to the King, who, having approved 
their choice, delivered a fpeech to the Lord- 
chancellor to read, wherein he acquainted 
them that a dangerous confpiracy had been 
formed againft him in favour of the Pre- 
tender; that the confpirators had folicited 
the affiftance of foreign powers, in which 
being difappointed, they refolved to attempt 
the fubverfion of his government by their 
own ftrength ; that they had provided mo- 
ney, officers, arms, and ammunition; and 
had before this involved the nation in blood 
and confufior, if not timely difcovered ; 
that fome of the confpirators had been fe- 
cured, and endeavours ufed for apprehend- 
ing others, and he left it to the parliament 
to confider what was proper to be done for 
the fafety of the kingdom: and having 
fummed up the benefits the nation reaped 
by his government, he concluded with'the 


‘ufual requeft of a funply, and that they 


would exert themfelves with more than or- 
dinary vigour againft his enemies. 

As foon as the King was withdrawn the 
duke ‘of Grafton propofed the fufpending 
the Habeas Corpus agt for a year, which oc= 
cafioned warm ‘debates, but it was however 
carried. . 

O&. 12. The Lords prefented an addrefs 
to the King, expreffing their deteftation of 
the confpiracy, and their happinefs under 
his Majefty’s adminiftration, and promifed 

te 
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to affift him againft all his enemies at home 


and abroad. : 
The fame day the Convocation met, and 


chofe Dr. George Stanhope, dean of Canter- - 


bury, prolocutor of the lower Houfe. 

O08. 14. The French king, Lewis XV. 
crowned at Rheims. 

O04. 17. The Commons prefented an ad- 
drefs to his Majefty, congratulating him on 
the difcovery of the plot, and applauding 
the wifdom of his condu& in ordering an 
encampment, fending for forces from Ire- 
Jand, and requiring the affiftance of the 
Dutch. They promifed to do every thing 
an their power for his Majefty’s preferva- 
tion, who fecured their liberties and pro- 
perties, and all that is valuable to them, 
and expreffed their abhorrence and detefta- 
tion of the confpiracy. 

The fame day the King pafled the bill 
for fufpending the Habeas Corpus act for a 
year. 

As foon as the King was withdrawn, the 
lord Carteret acquainted the Houfe of Peers, 
that the bithop of Rocheffer, lord North and 
Grey, and the earl of Orrery, had been ap- 
rcbcsited for high-treafon, and defired the 
confent of the Houfe for detaining them, 
to which the Houfe agreed. 

O&. 22. A {pecial commiffion of ayer 
and terminer for the county of Effex was 
opened at Rumford, where the grand jury 
found anindi€tment of high-treafon againit 
Chriftopher Layer, efq. 

OG. 23. Sir Robert Raymond, attorney~- 
general, moved the King’s-bench for a 
certiorari, to remove the indi€tment againft 
Layer into that court, which was granted. 

O04. 24. Ten thoufand men were voted 
for the fea fervice. : 

The duke of Norfolk was apprehended 
and brought up from Bath, on fufpicion 
of being in the plot, and committed to the 
‘Tower. 

O&. 26. An addition of 4000 men were 
yoted for guards and garrifens, &c, which 
gade the ftanding forces in Great Britain 
38294 men. 

George Kelly, alias Fobnfon, was committed 
to the Tower on fufpicion of high-treafon. 

The fame day a proteft was entered in 
the Houfe of Peers againft the commitment 
of the duke of Norfolk: for that it was one 
of the undoubted privileges of that Houfe, 
that no member be imprifoned during the 
fitting of the parliament, until the caufe 
of fuch fufpicion be communicated to the 
Houfe. — 
 O&. 31. An addrefs of the convocation 
was prefented on the plot, | 


Chriffopher Layer, efq. being arraigned at 
the King’s-bench bar, pleaded a mifnomer in 
abatement, which he afterwards retracted. 

Mr. Layer infifted to have hisirons taken 
off before he pleaded he; faid he was fa 
loaded, that they were extremely painful to 
him, and had given him the ftrangury; he 
hoped they would order them to be taken 
off, that he might have the free ufe of his 
reafon. 

The court anfwered, that as to his chains, 
it muft be left to thofe to whom the cuftody 
of him had been committed, but when he 
came to his trial, they fhould be taken off. 

Mr. Hungerford, the prifoner’s counfel, 
replied, that his irons had been fo grievous 
to him that he could not fleep but in one 
pofture, and that he could not ftand at this 
time, if the gentleman gaoler did not help 
to hold up his fetters, and he thought he 
might challenge the King’s counfel to give 
an inftance where any prifoner was ever 
fhackled with irons in the Tower before 
Mr. Layer : that his irons ought to be taken 
off when he is brought before the court to 
plead, as well as at his trial, that his mind 
might not be difturbed by any uneafinefs 
his limbs fhould be under; and as there 
was no reafon a prifoner fhould be in irons 
at all, but to fecure him, that could be no 
reafon here, for it was impoffible he fhould 
efcape out of court. That what they had 
to fay in relation to his plea, might take up 
as much time as his trial, and therefore 
there was as much reafon for taking off his 
irons now as then; and cited lord Coke, 
That when prifoners come in judgment, 
they fhalibe out of irons 3 and the Mirronr, 
which fays, it is an abufe, that prifoners be 
charged with irons, or put to any pain, be- 
fore they are attainted. And at the ar- 
raignment of Cranburne, the lord chief 
juftice Ho/t ordered his irons fhould be taken 
off before he pleaded; but the court refufed 
to order the prifoner’s irons to be taken off, 
notwithftanding the arguments on, his plea 
of mifnomer lafted feveral hours. 

The prifoner, in the debate concerning 
taking off his irons, obferved, that they 
were not put on till a fourth or fifth exami- 
nation, infinuating, that there was another 
reafon for loading him with them, befides 
the keeping him in fafe cuftody. | 

The Commons voted two fhillings in the 
pound. 

Nov. 3. The Convocation was prorogued 
to the 23d of anuary. 

Colonel Williamfon was made deputy~ 
governor of the Tower, in the room of 

Robert 
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Robert Doyley, efs. who refigned for a va- 
luable confideration. 

Nov. 9. William Montague duke of Man- 
chefter appointed lord heutenant of the 
county of Huntingdon. 

About this time came advice, that three 
Englifb, fix Dutch, and one French thip, 
perifhed in a {torm at the cape of Good 
Hope, in their return from India. 

Intelligence was alfo brought, that the 
French in Canada had incited the Indians to 
fall on the Englijh plantations. 

We received advice alfo, that, ‘on the 
28th of Auguff laft, there happened a ter- 
rible hurricane at Famaica; whereby 26 
thips were’ caft away, one-third part of 
Kingfion deftroyed, and many families loft 
by the fea breaking into it; and the da- 
mage done to the plantations throughout 
the country, in the language of the Gover- 
nor, was inconceivable. 

A terrible ftorm happened in Georgia 
and Florida. 

Nov. 16. The King fent a meflage to the 
Houfe of Peers by the lord vifcount Zozwn- 
jfeend, importing, That many of the Pre- 
tender’s declarations had been difperfed in 
England; among which was an original, 
which, his Majefty believed was figned by 
the Pretender himfelf. This, with one of 
the printed copies, was ordered to be Jaid 
before the Houfe for their confideration. 

The Lords hereupon refolved, ‘That the 
paper communicated to them, intituled, 
A declaration of James ITI. king of England, 
&c. to all bis loving fubjeéts of the three na- 
tions, and to all foreign princes and ftates, 
to ferve as a foundation of a lafting peace, 
and figned Yames Rex, was a falfe, infolent, 
and traiterous libel, full of arrogance and 
prefumption, in fuppofing the Pretender 
in acondition to offer terms to his Majefty, 
&e. 

Refolved alfo, That the copy of the faid 
declaration be burnt by the hangman: in 
which refolutions the Commons agreed, 
and joined with the Lords in an addrefs on 
the occafion. 

Nov. 17. The addrefs of the Lords and 
Commons was prefented to his Majefty, 
importing, That they were filled with afto- 
nifhment at the prefumption of the Pre- 
tender, in declaring himfelf in a condition 
.to capitulate with his Majefty for the fur- 
render of their religion and liberties ; that 
nothing could have raifed his hopes to fo 
extravagant a degree of prefumption, but 
repeated encouragements and affurances 
from the confpirators, founded on the moft 
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injudicious and grofs mifreprefentations of 
the inclinations and affections of his Ma- 
jefty’s fubjeéts ; and they begged leave to 
affure his Majefty, in the moft folemn man- 
ner, that neither the impotent menace of 
foreign affiftance, or the utmoft efforts of 
domeftic traitors, fhould ever deter them 
from ftanding by his Majefty with their 
lives and fortunes, in fupporting his title 
againft the Pretender. 

Nov. 21. Chriflopher Layer tried at the 
King’s Bench bar for high treafon, and 
found guilty. 

The principal overt-aéts of the treafon 
laid in the indi€tment, were, the prifoner’s 
publifhing a declaration, containing incite- 
ments, and promifes of rewards, to ftir up 
his Majefty’s fubje€ts to take up arms, and 
levy war againft his Majefty 3 and his drawe 
ing up a plan of the infurre€tion, and com- 
municating it to his accomplices ; whereby 
it appeared, they were to feize the King, 
the Prince, lord Cadogan, and other great 
men; to furprife the Tower, and the pofts 
about Whitchall and St. ‘fames’s, and to 
plunder the Bank. This was to be done 
at the breaking up the camp in Hyde park, 
when they expected to be joined by many 
of the officers and foldiers in the army. 

Nov. 23. A bill was brought in for raifing 
100,000/. on Papifts and popith recufants. 
which was oppofed, as louking a little toa 
much like perfecution, but was carried by a 
great majority. 

Dec. 2. Samuel Redmayne was tried for 
printing a feditious libel, intitled, The 
Benefits and Advantages of the Hanover Suc- 
ceffion, and convicted. 

Dec. 1. The execution of Chriftopber 
Layer was refpited, from time to time, 
til] the May following, to fee if they could 
fift any thing out of him againft the other 
ftate prifoners. 

Dec. 13. Gang Hi, the emperor of China, 
died about this time ; and was fucceeded by 
Yong Ichinz, which fignifies lafting peace, 
the name he made choice of when he af- 
cended the throne. 

He banifhed the Jefuits, and all other 
Popith miffionaries ; and imprifoned his 
fubjeéts that refufed to renounce Chriftia- 
nity. Before this reign, there were near 
two hundred Chriftian churches in China ; 
and feveral of the Jefuits were minifters 
and officers in the Chinefe court. Their 
guarrelling with the miffionaries of other 
orders, and endeavouring to render one 
another odious to the Chinefe, contributed 
very much to their expulfion ; but their in-

finuating, that the Pope was fuperior to all 
earthly powers, and ought to be obeyed ra- 
ther than their temporal fovereigns, has 
made all the Afatic princes cautious how 
they admit the Latin Chriftians into their 
dominions. ' 

The earl of Effex took the oaths ag lord 
lieutenant of the county of Hertford. 

Dec. 19. The King gave the royal affent 
to the land-tax at 2s. in the pound. 

Dec. 31. Henry Clinton, earl of Lincoln, 
made conftable of the Tower, in the room 
of Charles Heward, earl of Carlifle. 

Fan. 23, 1722-3. The Convocation was 
prorogued to the 29th of March; nor were 
they ever fuffercd to fit or tranfaét any bu- 
finefs, unlefs the addrefs exprefling their 
abhorrence of the plot. 

San. 28. About this time, there came 
advice, that the governors of New York, 
Virginia, and Penfylvania, had held a con- 
grefs at Albany, with the Sachims, or kings 
of the Indians, called the Five Nations, or 
River Indians, in which all former leagues 
were confirmed between thefe governments 
and the faid Indians. 

Sit William Keith, governor of Penfylva- 
nia, entered alfo into a treaty with the 
Sufquebana Indians, wherein thofe Indians 
agreed to remove back into the woods, and 
eave a tract of an hundred thoufand acres 
of land, for the ufe of the Eng/ifh planters. 

The emperor granted letters patent for 
eftablifhing an Eaf India company at Offend, 
in the Axffrian Netherlands; whereupon 
the States General of the United Provinces 
iflued a placart, prohibiting their fubjects, 
under fevere penalties,to intereft themfelves 
in the Offend Eaft India trade. But, not- 
withitanding all the oppofition they met 
with from the Englik and French, as well 
as the Dutch, they opened a fubfcription 
for their capital tock, which was filled in 
afew days, and fevera] Englifb merchants 
became contributors. 

A patent granted to William Wood, efq. 
for coining farthings and halfpence for Ire- 


land ; alfo halfpence and two-pences for the 


plantations in America. 

The malt ac pafled. 

Fan. 31. Henry Roper lord Teynbam, made 
one of the lords of the bed-chamber. 

Feb. 1. The Commons refolved, That 
the Harburgh lottery, carried on in London, 
was an infamous and fraudulent undertak- 
ing. 

Feb. 2. That the managers of the faid 
lottery did frequently make ufe of his Ma- 
jefty’s name to countenance the faid infa- 


mous project, and induce his Majefty’s un- 
wary fubjeéts to engage therein; and a bill 
was brought in to fupprefs the {aid lottery, 
and to prevent any foreign lotteries being 
carried on in this kingdom ; and to oblige 
the managers of the Hamburgh lottery to 
make reftitution for the money they had 
received of the contributors. 

Feb. 4. A proclamation iffued, promifing 
a reward of roo/. for difcovering perfons 
hunting in difguife in the counties of Berks 
and Southampton, who had obtained the 
name of Blacks, and had occafioned the 
act for making it felony, without clergy, 
to hunt in difguife. 

Feb. 13. Charles Strickland, efq. made 
vice-admiral of ‘the White, in the room of 
Fobn Littleton, efq. deceafed. 

Sir Sames Walton, knt. rear-admiral of 
the Blue, in the room of ames Mighells, 
efq. made comptroller of the navy. 

Feb. 15. The Commons refolved, nemi- 
ne contradicente, That ‘fobn lord vifcount 
Barrington, a member of that Houfe, had 
been notorioufly guilty of promoting and 
carrying on that fradulent undertaking cal- 
led the Hamburgh lottery : and 

That the faid lord vifcount Barrington 
be, for the faid offence, expelled the Houfe. 

Feb. 24% The princefs of Wales was de« 
livered of a Princefs at Leicefter-houfe, bape 
tized by the name of Mary. 

Feb.25. Sir Chrifiopher Wren died in the 
o1ft year of his age., After the fire of Lon- 
don, he was conftituted furveyor-general 
for rebuilding the cathedral of St. Paul’s, 
the parochial churches, and other public 
buildings of that city; all which he lived 
to finifh, In 1669, he was conftituted 
furveyor-general of all the royal works ; 
which office he held till the 26th of April, 
1718, when he was ungratefully difplaced by 
a party. In 1680, he was eleéted Prefi- 
dent of the Royal Society, of which he had, 
been one of the firft promoters, 

March 1. A report of the plot made by 
William Pultney, chairman of the fecret 
committee. 

March 3. The bifhop of Rochefer hav- 
ing written a letter to Mr. Morrice, his fon- 
in-law, concerning his defence, it was 
taken away by force from himin the Tower, 
and the King ordered it to be laid before 
the Commons, who referred it to the com- 
mittee for examining Layer, 

Then the Commons refolved, that a de- 
teftable and horrid confpiracy had been 
formed and carried on by perfons of figure, 
and their agents, in conjunétion with trai- 
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tors abroad, for invading thefe kingdoms 
with foreign forces; for raifing infurrec- 
tions and arebellion at home ; for feizing 
the Tower and city of London; for laying 
violent hands on his Majefty and the prince 
of Wales, in order to fubvert the govern- 
ment, and place a popifh Pretender on the 
throne. 

Refolved alfo, that Chriftoper Layer, in 
his feveral examinations before the Lords 
of the council, and the committee of the 
Commons, had grofsly prevaricated, fup- 
preffed the truth, contradifted himfelf, and 
endeavoured to difguife and conceal the faid 
deteftable confpiracy. 

Refolved alfo, that Sohn Plunket had 
been a principal agent in the faid confpi- 
racy, and that a bill be brought in to inflict 
pains and penalties on the faid Plunket. 

It being demanded of Mr, Layer, at his 
examination, if Plunket, one of the con- 
fpirators, ever explained to him who were 
meant by the Burford-club, he anfwered, 
Plunket told him, it was an appellation 
made ufe of by the Pretender, and his agents, 
to denote a club of Tory-lords, and others, 
of which the lord Orrery was chairman ; 
and lord Strafford, Sir joo Goring, lord 
Cowper, Mr. Hutchefon, the bithop of Ro- 
chefter, Sir Conftantine Phipps, general Webb, 
lord Bingley, Mr. Dawkins, lord Craven, 
Mr. Shippen, lord Scarfdale, lord Bathurf, 
and lord Gower, were members, and fevera] 
more he could not recolle&t; but that this 
club met monthly at one another’s houfes. 

Whereupon earl Cowper, to clear him- 
felf of this afperfion, publifhed a declara- 
tion in print, wherein he faid, 

‘©¥ do hereby declare, upon my honour, 
that I do not know or believe, and never 
heard, before the faid examination was 
talked of, that there was any fuch club, nor 
have I been but little in the company of 
the faid lords ur gentlemen, for fome 
years. 

«¢ And whereas Layer, in his‘examination 
of the 19th of September laft, faid, That 
lord Orrery told him, that lord Couper told 
him, (lord Orrery) that two hundred To- 
ries, and ninety Grumbletonians (or an- 
gry Whigs) would try their laft effort in 
the Houfe of Commons; I do declare, I 
never faid fo to lord Orrery, fior to that ef- 
fe&t, or any thing Jike it ; and I do verily 
believe lord Orrery never faid it.” 

Mr. Hutchefon made the like declaration 
as to himfelf, 


March 9. The earl of Strafford and 


jord Hay complained to the Houfe, that, 
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in the depofition of one Pancier, in the 

printed report, it is faid, one Skeene told 

him, that lord Strafford and lord’ Hay 

(Kinoule) were privy to the defigns againft ' 
the government 5; and moved, that the faid 

Pancier and Skeene might be required to-at- 

tend immediately at the bar, in order to 

their being examined: but the queftion 

being put, it paffed in the negative, fixty- 

four againft twenty-nine ; which occafion= 
ed a proteft by twenty-four Peers, the like 

requeft for clearing the reputation of any no- 

ble lord having never been denied before. 

Earl Cowper alfo made a fpeech in the 
Houfe of Peers, on the 21ft of March, come 
plaining of the fmall regard that had been 
fhewn to the members of that illuftrivus 
aflembly, whofe honour and reputation had ~ 
been attacked, by being mentioned in the 
{aid report; and that he himfelf had juft 
reafon to be offended, to fee his name ban- 
died about in a lift of a chimerical club of 
difaffected perfons, on the bare hearfay of 
an infamous perfon, which alone was fuf- 
ficient to give an air of fiction to the whole 
confpiracy ; and moved, that Yobn Plunkets 
of whom Layer pretended he had the lift of 
the Burford club, might be immediately 
fent for to the bar and examined 3 but it 
was carried in the negative, eighty-one 
againft twenty-fix. 

The earl of Strafford afterwards come 
plaining, that his name was printed ina pre- 
tended lift of the confpirators in the Weeki; 
Sfournal, F. Read, in White-Friers, the- 
printer thereof, was ordered to appear at the 
bar; and, on his abfconding, was ordered 
to be taken into the cuftody of the black 
rod. 

March 11%» George Kelly andthe bithop 
of Rochefter voted guilty of the confpiracy. 

March 14. The earl of Orrery admitted 
to bail. 

March 15. Dr. Sfobn Friend committed 
to the Tower for high-treafon. 

March 16. The Lords appointed a com« 
mittee to inquire into the plot. 

About this time, the Revolution, one of 
the Pretender’s fhips, having been feized 
at Genoa by a captain of a Britifb man of 
war, was brought to Port/mouth 5; and four 
perfons, taken on board her, were brought 
up to be examined concerning theit know= 
ledge of the plot. 

A proclamation was iffued, for a thankf- 
giving for our prefervation from the plagues 

Advice came about this time, that the 
Englifh colony, which landed in the ifland 
of St. Lucia, on the 15th of February latt, 
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intending to fettle there, had been driven 
from thence by the French. 

March 20. The Commons prefented an 
addrefs to his Majefty, expreffing again 
their abhorrence of the plot, and their re- 
{ulutions to maintain his title; affuring 
him, that they would take care, thatthe 
wicked authors of the confpiracy thould not 
eicape punifhment. 

March 22. An act was paffed, for re- 
deeming certain annuities of the Bank. 

An act foramending the laws relating to 
the poor. 

An a& for adding two millions to the 
ftock of the South-Sea company. 

An a€&t for improving the harbour of 
Yarmouth. 

An ac to prevent mutiny and defertion. 

An aé& for the continuance of feveral acts 
near expiring. 

1723, March 25. Upon the petition of 
the bifhop of Rochefer, the Commons af- 
figned him Sir Con/fantine Phipps, and Wil- 
liam Wynue, efq. for his council 5 and Mr. 
Fofeph Taylor, and Mr. William Maurice, 
for his folicitors. 

March 28. The bill for infli€ting pains 
and penaltieson ‘fohn P/unket was read a {e- 
cond time in the Houfe of Commons, to 
which Plunket did not think fit tomake a 
defence; and on the 2gth ‘it pafied the 
Houfe. 

April 1. The bill for inflicting pains 
and penalties on George Kelly, was read a 
fecond time, and council heard in his de- 
fence. . 

Mr. Bevil Higgins was apprehended, as 
the reputed author of a book, intitled, 4 
View of the Englith Hifery; and almof 
the whole impreffion was feized. 

April 3. The bifhop of Rocheffer {ent to 
the Speaker of the Commons, intimating, 
he fhould make no defence before that 
Houfe ; whereupon they examined the wit- 
neffés, and paffed the bill againft him. 

April 10. The royalaffent was given to 

An att for the more eafy afligning and 
transferring certain redeemable annuities 
payable at the Exchequer. 

An act for repairing the road to Nortb- 
ampton; and : 

An a& for continuing the duty of two 
pennies Scots on every pint of ale fold in 
Edinburgh. 

After which the Houfes adjourned for the 
holidays. 


April 11. Fobn Plunket was fent to the 
ower, 
April 13. A Congé dElire pafled the 
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feals, for tranflating Dr. Edmund Gibjon 
bithop of Lincola, to London, in the room of 
Dr. Robinfon, deceafed. 

April 18, Dr. Richard Reynolds, bithop 
of Bangor, tranflated to Lincoln. 

Dr. William Baker, rector of St. Giles’s, 
made bifhop of Bangor. 
~ April23. The duke of Dorfer, chair- 
man of the feleét committee of the Lords 
for examining the plot, delivered their ree 
port of that matter to the Houfe. 

Aprilz4. The Lords refolved, that a des 
teftable and wicked confpiracy had been car- 
ried on, to deftroy the King and the Prince, 
our religion, and happy conititution, and 
to place a Popifh Pretenderon the throne. 

April26. Fobn Plunket heard at the bar 
of the Houfe of Lords, having only a fo- 
licitor. 

The King’s counfel offering to read 
Neynoe’s confeffions before a committee of 
council, Plunket oppofed the reading of 
them, obferving that the examinations of 
adead man, neither figned or fworn to by 
him, ought not to be admitted in evidence : 
but the queftion being put, whether the ex- 
aminations of Philip MNeynoe, fince dead, 
fhould be read, in proof of the confpiracy in 
general ; it wascarried, after along debate, 
in the affirmative: and it is remarkable, 
that the Lords who voted for the reading 
them, refufed to infert the words, nor taken 
upon oath, or figned by him, though this 
was admitted to be the faét on all hands. 

The next day, the bill of pains and pe- 
nalties to be inflicted on Plunket, being 
read a third time, was pafled; againft 
which feveral Lords protefted. 

His Majefty was pleafed to grant to Her 
St. Sohn, lord vifcount Bolingbroke, his 
pardon about this time. 

April 30. George Kelly was heard at the 
Lords bar, againft the bill for infli€ting 
pains and penalties on him ; affifted by his 
counfel, Sir Confiantine Phipps and Mr. 
Prat. 

Kelly made the fame objections to the 
reading the confeflions of Neynoe, which 
were neither figned nor fworn, as Plunket 
had done, but was over-ruled in like man- 
ner. Mr. Bingley, who was taken up with 
Neynoe at Deal, alfo depofed, that Neynoe 
owned to him, that, in order to humour 
thofe in power, and to get money from 
them, he had told them feveral ftories of 2 
pretended confpiracy, and by this means 
got three or four hundred pounds of Mr. 
Walpole; and among other drudgeries Mr. 
Walpole required of him, he prevailed on 
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him to convey into one of Mr. Kelly’s 


drawers, a lift of names of perfons con- ° 


cerned in the confpiracy, that the faid lift 
might be feized when Kelly was appre- 
hended. 

This being a heavy charge upon Mr. 
Walpole, it was thought proper to adjourn 
the hearing till next day, that Mr. Walpole 
might have an opportunity of clearing him- 
felf. 

Whereupon Mr. Walpole attended the 
Houfe the next day, | May 2] and gave the 
following account of the matter upon oath, 
viz. That on the 28th of Fuly laft, he re- 
‘ceived a letter, fubfcribed S$. 7. intimating, 
that if the writer received encouragement, 
he would make confiderable difcoveries : 
that he (Walpole) thereupon put an adver- 
tifement in the Gazette, that he would com- 
ply with the writer’s propofals. 

Whereupon Neynoe came to him (Wal- 
pole) next day 5 and that he, finding Ney- 
noe at firft very ready to tell all he knew of 
the confpiracy, gave him, as an encuurage- 
ment, 200/. by the King’s order, and after- 
wards 150/. that as he never faw Neynoe 
till thelaft of Zuly, or beginning of Augu/t, 
it was impoffible he could tamper with 
Neynoe to convey a lift into Kelly’s drawer, 
who was taken the preceding May, 

May 6. The bifhop of Rocheffer heard 
at the Lords bar, againft the bill for in- 
AiGing pains and penalties on him, af- 
fifted by his counfel.

and for the more fpeedy bringing the of- 
fenders to juftice. 

An aét to enable lords of manors the 
more eafily to recover their fines, and to 
exempt infants and: femme-coverts from 
forfeitures of their copyhold eftates. 

An a& for the more effectual execution 
of juftice in a pretended privileged place, 
called the Mint, in the parith of St. George, 
in the county of Surrey; and for giving re- 
lief to fuch perfons as are proper objects of 
charity there.

An a& to infli@ pains and penalties on 
George Kelly, alias Fobnfon. 

An aét to infli&t pains and penalties on 
Francis lord bifhop of Rochefter. 

The preamble of thefe three aéts recited, | 
that in the years 1721 and 1722, there had 
been a horrid confpiracy to invade this 
kingdom, raife a rebellion, feize his Ma- 
jefty and the prince of Wales, furprife the 
Tower and city of London, @c. and fub- 
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vert the conftitution, and place a Popifh 
Pretender on the the throne, of which 
Chriftopher Layer had been attainted ; and 
in carrying on of which deteftable confpi- 
racy, the bifhop of Rocheffer, @c. had been 
principal a€tors, traiteroufly confulting and 
-correfponding with divers perfons to raife a 
rebellion, and procure a foreign force to in- 
vade this kingdom, and depofe his Majetty : 
therefore to manifeft their abhorrence of fo 
abominable a confpiracy, and their regard 
for the prefervation of his Majefty and the 
government, they enaét, that the faid Fran- 
cis lord bifhop of Rocheffer, from the rift of 
“Fune, 1723, hall be deprived of all his of- 
fices, dignities, promotions, and benefices 
ecclefiaftical, and be for ever rendered in- 
capable of any fuch ; and fhall be for ever 
banifhed this realm, and all other his Ma- 
jefty’s dominions, from the 2gth of Fuly, 
1723, and if he return into the fame, {hall 
be adjudged guilty of felony without benefit 
of clergy, and be incapable of a pardon 5 
and all perfons who {hall aid or affift in his 
return, or harbour him, fhall alfo be ad- 
judged guilty’ of felony without benefit of 
clergy; and all perfons who fhall hold any 
corre{pondence with him, fhall in like man- 
ner be adjudged guilty of felony, unlefs li- 
cenfed by the fign manuel. 

Plunket and Kelly were adjudged to be im- 
prifoned during his Majefty’s pleafure, and 
were imprifoned in the Tower accordingly 5 
but Kel/y made his efcape from thence to 
France. 

An att for repairing the roads to Glo- 
cefter.

An aét for laying a duty of two pennies 
Scots, or the fixth part of a penny fterling, 
on every Scotch pint of ale fold in Lialitb- 
gow, for paying the debts of that town ;

Then his Majefty acquainted both 
Houfes; that he had ordered the Lord 
Chancellor to declare to them, in his name 
and words, the reafon of his coming that 
day to Parliament: whereupon the Lord 
Chancellor read a paper, called The King’s 
Speech, wherein he applauded the prudent 
meafures they had taken for the defence of 
the kingdom ; and affured them, the con- 
fidence they had repofed in him, fhould ne- 
ver be made ufe of, but for their fafety and 
defence: that the confpirators had brought 
their wicked arts to fuch perfection, that 
they confidently carried on their traiterous 
projects in defiance of law, from an aflurance 
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of their being able to elude it; which’ 
made it neceflary for the legiflature to exert 
itfelf in punifhing the offenders; and yet 
the juftice of Parliament had been fo tem- 


_pered with mercy, that the moft diflatisfied 


muft acknowledge the lenity of their pro- 
ceedings. 

That their firmnefs muft convince all the 
world, how much they were miftaken, 
whofe chief hopes were founded on the dif- 
affection of his people ; and their enemies | 
would now ceafe to flatter themfelves with 
the vain imagination of being able to fub- 
vert the eftablifhment. 

He acknowledged their readinefs in raif- 
ing the fupplies, and commended them for 
doing it without laying any new burdens on 
his people ; he congratulated them, that, 
notwithftanding the late alarms and diftur- 
bances, credit fhould fo far revive and flou- 
rifh, that the fupplies were raifed at a lower 
intereft than formerly, and part of the na- 
tional debt reduced from an intereft of five 
to three per cent, and put in a courfe of 
being foon difcharged. i 

He acquainted them with his defign to 
go abroad, andconfided in their wifdom, 
to prevent the enemy taking any advantage 
in his abfence; and faid, that it fhould al- 
ways be his firft defign to gain the affec- 
tions of his people, and they might depend 
on his proteétion in the full enjoyment of 
their religion, liberty and property. 

The good bifhop of St. Afaph was under 
fo much concern left his brother of Rochefter 
fhould efcape, that when his counfel had 
endeavoured to prove, that he did not dic- 
tate the treafonable letters in queftion, be- 
caufe at the time they were fuppofed to be 
written, he was not in a condition to write 
or diftate them, he (the bifhop of St. 
Afaph) rofe up, and faid, He thought it 
his duty to acquaint the Houfe, that atthat 
very junéture he received a letter from the bis 
fhop of Rocheffer, of his Lordfhip’s own hand 
writing. This voluntary evidence feem- 
ed to have a great effect upon the Houfe s 
but the bithop of Rocheffer challenging his 
brother of Afaph to prove it, and offering 
to put the whole of his caufe upon that fin- 
gle point, the bifhop of St. A/aph, in great 
confufion, was obliged te acknowledge he 
was not certain of the time 3 and the prifon- 
er’s fervant, who was at the bar, andcharged 


’ with carrying the letter, denying he care 


ried any fuch, and the bifhop of St. 4/aph 
not being able to produce the letter, he 
was obliged to take fhame to himfelf ; and 
his impotent attempt to convict the bifhop 
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of Rochefter was looked upon as an argu- 
ment of his innocence. 

| The deprived bifhop of Rocheffer, with 
Mr. Morrice, his fon in law, and_ his’ 
daughter, embarked on board the A/dbo- 
rough man of war, onthe 18th of Fune, and 
on the arft arrived at Calais, where he met 
lord Bolingbroke returning to England: 
whereupon heobferved they were exchanged. 

There is a paflage or two in Mr. Weary, 
the folicitor general’s fpeech, in his obfer- 
vations on the punifhment defigned to be 
inflicted on the bifhop of Rochefter, that 
deferves our confideration. { 

The Solicitor fays, he will venture to af- 
firm, that this is the mildeft punifhment 
that ever was infliéted for fuch an offence, 
(viz. high-treafon) his life was not touch- 
ed; his liberty or property affected; he 
was only expelled that government he dif- 
approved ; which was abfolutely neceffary 
for its fecurity. 

But was it from any tendernefs for the 
Bifhop, or fome doubts of his guilt, that 
this lenity proceeded ? Was there not fome- 
thing of pique that made fome men of figure 
his enemies, who could not be eafy while 
he fate in the fenate, and therefore promoted 
his excile? |

in their hands, to declare in fome pub- 
lic place, thatthey have wickedly difobeyed 
the orders of his Majefty concerning reli- 
gion, in performing their fun@tions ; and 
having begged pardon of God and the King, 
to be hanged till they were dead. Thofe 
who entertained them, or heard them, were 
condemned to the Galleys, or perpetual im- 
prifonment ; and the houfes*where their 
aflemblics were held, were ordered to be 
razed to the ground. 

This year came advice from Famaica, 
that captain Taylor, commander of a pirate- 
fhip, called the Caffandra, formerly belong- 
ing to the Eaft India company, made an 
offer to the duke of Portland, governor of 
Famoica, to furrender himfelf and his crew, 
with moft of their riches, upon condition 
of a pardon ; but that the duke refufed his 
offer, and iffued his orders for deftroying or 
apprehending the faid pirates: whereupon 
the captain of the Caffandra made the like 
ofter tothe governor of Porto Bello, who ace 
cepted of the terms; and therethe captain and 
his crew went afhore to enjoy their plunder 
among the Spanifh Indians. It is faid the 
value of the goods in this fhip amounted to 
a million fterling ; one-fourth part where- 
of the pirates agreed to give the Spanifh go~ 
vernor, and the reft they divided among 
themfelves, being 144 men, moft of them 
Englifh. . 

About the fame time came advice from 
Rhode Iftand, that at a court of admiralty 
held there in uly, twenty-five pirates, 
taken by captain Peter Solgard, commander 
of the Greyhound man of war, were found 
guilty, and ordered to be executed on the 
1gth of that month.

Aug. 20. Lewis 1. king of Spain, died of 
the {mall-pox in the eighth month of his 
reign ; whereupon king Philip, his father, 
at the inftance of the grandees, refumed 
the government of that kingdom. 

The Dutch prefented a memorial to the 
French court, in behalf of the merchants 
of Holland refiding there, or trading thither, 
for an explanation of the edié concerning 
religion, in relation to foreigners.

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The court of France declared, that the 
edict againft Proteftants fhall not affe@ the 
inhabitants of Al/faria, their religious rights 
being founded on treaties of peace; but it 
is prefumed, if they were not afraid of the 
Alfatians putting themfelves under the pro- 
tection of Germahy, in café of perfecution 
there, they would not be more complai- 
fant to them than to the other Proteftants, 
whofe rights were fecured by the ediét of 
Nantz, and feveral treaties of peace.

A tumult having been raifed at 
Thorn, in Poland, in Fuly lat, occafioned 
by a Popifh proceffion, the Proteftants, 
whom the government charged to be the 
authors of it, had the following fentence 
paffed on them by the Chancellor of Poland, 
viz. The Prefident and Vice-prefident of 
the town, for negleéting their duty, and 
thereby countenancing the tumult, were 
adjudged to be beheaded, and their eftates 
confifcated. 

Fifteen more, for affaulting the Jefuits 
college there, were condemned to be be- 
headed. 

Several others, for having profaned the 
image of the Bleffed Virgin, to have their 
right hands cut off, and. afterwards to be 
quartered and burnt. 

A multitude of other Proteftants were 
fined and imprifoned, for being acceffary to 
the tumult. 

The Proteftant magiftrates were difpla- 
ced, and their church taken from them. 

All the Proteftant powers in Europe in- 
terpofed to get that fentence reverfed, and 

N threatenes 
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threatened Poland with a war in cafe of re- 
fufal, but to very little purpofe. 

Nov. 12. The Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain met, when the lord Chancellor read 
his Majefty’s {peech to both Houfes ; where- 
in he tells them, He is perfuaded they 
fhared with him in the fatisfaétion he felt 
in the profperous fituation of affairs: peace 
with all the powers abroad, at home perfect 
tranquility and plenty, and an uninterrupt- 
ed enjoyment of all civil and religious 
rights. 

That the fame provifion by fea and land 
as they made laft year, would render them 
refpected abroad, and fecure at home; the 
fame attention to the improvement of the 
public revenues, and encouragement . of 
trade and navigation, would eftablifh credit 
on the ftrongeft bafis, enable them to dif- 
charge the national debt, and increafe the 
wealth of the kingdom. 

He recommends the making provifion 
for difabled feamen, and unanimity and dif- 
patch in their deliberations. 

Nov. 13. The Peers prefented an addrefs 
to his Majefty, wherein they acknowledge 
the profperous fituation of their affairs to 
be owing to the wife meafures his Majefty 
had taken; and affured him, that they 
were ready to concur im whatever he had 
propofed. 

The Commons prefented an 
addrefs, wherein they congratulate his Ma- 
jefty on the profperous fituation of affairs : 
they tell him, that peace, plenty, and tran- 
quility, with a full enjoyment of all that 
was.valuable to them, were peculiar marks 
of his Majeity’s government ; and that they 
will ufe their utmoft endeavours the fame 
may be tranfmitted to pofterity, by chear- 
fully raifing the neceflary fupplies, by im- 
proving the public revenues, difcharging the 
national debt, and encouraging trade and 
navigation, and affifting his Majefty in eve- 
ry thing that might tend to the fecurity and 
grandeur of the kingdom.

24th w/t, where having put on the pontiffi- 
cal veftments, he proceeded in this pompous 
drefs to Sixtus’s chapel, and offered incenfe 
to the Holy Sacrament, which was there 
expofed, according to cuftom. This cere- 
mony being ended, his Holinefs began the 
Veni Creator; and while that hymn was 
finging he got into his chair, and itaid till 
it was. over. 

Then the clergy began the proceffion, 
the Pontiff being carried in his chair, un- 
der a canopy, fupported by the referendari- 
us of the fignature, drefled in his cope and 
mitre, and holding a burning taper in his 
hand. He was furrounded by his grooms 
in long red robes, and his mace-bearers, 
meflengers, and the Swifs guards. The 
clergy of both orders placed themfelves ac- 
cording to their ranks in the fquare before 
St. Peter’s, which reached as far as the Obe- 
hifk, fet off with their fineft and richeft or- 
naments. The portico of the great church 
‘of St. Peter was adorned with the moft ex- 
quifite tapeftry 5 as were alfo the balconies 
for the Chevalier de St. George, and for the 

princes and ladies of quality. 

The Pope being come to the place of 
ceremony, got out of his chair, and feated 
himfelf cn a magnificent throne, erected 
for that purpofe. The Penitentiary Fathers 
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ranged themfelve on one fide of the Holy~ 
gate, having at their head cardinal Conti, the 
Great Penitentiary. Then his Holinefs 
came down with his lighted taper in one 
hand, and a hammer of polifhed gold in 
the other, and having repeated this verfe, 
Open unto me the gates of righteoufnefs; and 
the finging men made the following refpon- 
fe; which, when I have entered, I will give 
glory unto the Lord. Benediét X1M. gave 
the firft blow with his hammer. 

Before he ftruck the fecond blow, his 
Holinefs repeated this verfe, I quill enter, 
O Lord, into thy boufey and with holy fear 
will I worfhip in thy temple. ’ 

At the third ftroke, he repeated this other 
verfe, Open the gate, becaufe the Lord is with 
us, who is mighty in Ifrael. Then the Pope 
took off his mitre, delivered his hammer 
to the Grand Plenitentiary, and re-afcended 
the throne, where he fat while the mafons, 
&c. pulled down the wall of the Holy-gate, 
and carried off the ftones upon hurdles. 


Then the Pope ftood up bareheaded, and 


faid, Ihe Lord hear my prayer, and let my 
cry come unto thee. And turning towards 
the ftanders-by, he faid tothem, The Lord 
be with you. Then he continued to pray 
thus, O Lord, we pray thee to prevent our 
aétions by thy grace, and to continue thy af- 
jiflance to us, tothe end that all our prayers, 
and ail our aétions may end, as they beginy 
with thee. 

After this the muficians ftruck up the 
ggth pfalm, Sing all ye inhabitants of the 
dower world; during which they cleared . 
the entrance of the gate from the mortar 
and loofe ftones, with which it was encum- 
bred. The Penitentiaries washed the leaves 
of the gate with fpunges, foaked in confe- 
crated water, and odoured with precious 
perfumes. The Pope rifing up bare- headed, 
faid, This is the day the Lord bath made ; 
bleffed are thy people, O Lord, this is the 
gate of the Lord; and he concluded with 
the following prayer : 

O God, who didft enjoin the children of U- 
rael by thy fervant Mofes, to celebrate the 
year of the jubilee and the remiffion of fins, 
grant that we, who are thy fervants, may ce- 
lebrate the year of the faid jubilee which thou 
baft eftablifhed by thy authority; and that 
thy people, qwho are to pafs through this gate, 
which thou haft been gracioufly pleafed that 
we fhould open, to put up their prayers tothe 
divine majefty, wiay happily begin this years 
and that having obtained a full and entire re- 
miffion of our fins, we may at the moment of 
death he called to thy glory. 
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When this prayer was ended, the Pope 
fat.down, put on his mitre again, and then 
defcended to the Holy-gate, where he-un- 
covered himfelf, and kneeled down upona 
cufhion of white damafk ; then taking the 
crofs in his right hand, and the burning 
taper in his left, with a ftrong voice, he 
ftruck up Te Deum, which was continued by 
the mufic. Then letting go the crofs and 
taper, she entered through the Holy-gate, 
and went to the chapel of the Crucifix, 
which is contiguous toit. There he plac- 
ed himielf on a throne ere@ed on purpofe 
for him, and calling to the knights of St. 
Peter and St. Pau/, he admitted them to 
kifs his feet, after which he exhorted the 
to take care of the Holy-gate. 

The Cardinals followed two and two, 
with. tapers intheir hands, kiffing the 
threfhold of the gate, and after them the 
Archbifhops, Bifhops, Abbots, Penitenti- 
aries, the duke of Graviana, the fervators 
of Rome, the foreign minifters and nobility. 
The ceremony was concluded by the ho- 
mage which the Cardinals patd to the Pope 
in the: chapel of Sixtus, to which he was 

, conducted in proceffion. Monday being St. 

Stephen’s day, the Pope gave his-bleffing 
to the people from the balcony, as ufual,

At the fame time his Majefty affigned the ~ 
chapel of king Henry VII. in Weftminfter- 
abbey, as the chapel of the order 5 and or- 
dered banners of the arms of the knights, 
with plates alfo of their arms and ftiles, to 
be placed on their feveral ftalls, in the fame 
manner as the knights of the Garter, in St. 
George’s chapel at. Windfor, allowing them 
fupperters to their arms, and a ribband of 
the order. 

This day his Majefty being in his clofet, 
conferred the honour of this order of knight- 
hood on his royal highnefs prince Wi/liam, 
and put the red ribbon, having the badge or — 
fymbol of the order of the Bath, over his 
fhoulder ; and his Royal Bighnefs having 
kiffed his Majefty’s hand, Garter king of | 
arms was commanded to adminifter the oath 
to the duke of Montague, whotook itkneel- _ 
ing, and then his Majefty put the like rib- © 
bon about his Grace’s neck. After which 
his Majefty knighted feveral other lords and 
gentlemen hereafter named, and put the 
ribbons with the badges over their fhoulders. 
His grace the duke of Richmond, who was 
abfent, by reafon of his late ficknefs of the 
fmall-pox, and lord Glenorchy, who was 
beyond fea, were at the fame time declared 
knights of this order.

May 28. His Majefty was pleafed to 
confer this order of knighthood of the Bath 
onthe two following lords, and to put the 
ribbons with the badges over their fhoulders : 

Their ftalls,

Which completed the number of ftalls of 
this order. 

The antiquity of this order is very great ; 
as it was derived from the antient Franks 
by the Saxons, who with other cuftoms 
introduced it into- England. When the 
Franks conferred knighthood, they ob- 
ferved among other folemn rites, that of 
bathing before they performed their vigils; 
which rites continued to be practifed in 
England ; and from thence were termed 
Knights of the Bath. 

In 1399, on the 13th of O&sber, Henry 
IV. for his coronation, conferred a degree 
ef knighthood, under the exprefs appella- 
tion of Knights of the Bath, when he con- 
ferred the fame on forty-fix efquires, who 
had watched all night before, and had 
bathedthemfelves, From that time it was 
cuftomary with our Kings to confer this 
dignity preceding their coronations ; the 
€oronations of their Queens; the birth 
and marriages of the royal iffue, and their 
firft advancement to honours; upon their 
defigned expeditions againft their foreign 
énemies 3 upon inftallations into the moft 
noble order of the Garter ; and when fome 
grand anniverfary feftivals were celebrated. 

The lat knights of the Bath that were 
made before this year, were at the corona- 
tion of Charles Il. 
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May 31. The royal affent was given to 
an act for preventing frauds in the public 
revenues in the falt duties, and for fe- 
curing the ftamp-duties on policies of in- 
furance,- &c. 

An aét for the more effectual difarming 
the Highlands, and for fecuring the peace 
of Scotland. 

An aé to continue the aéts for prevent- 
ing frauds committed by bankrupts; for 
encouraging the filk manufaétures ; for 
preventing the running of goods; and for 
explaining an att for the punifhment of 
thofe who wilfully deftroy thips, &c. 

An aé& for the relief of infovent debtors. 

An aé& for the better regulating of build 
ings, and preventing mifchiefs that may 
happen by fite. 

An a&t for preventing mifchiefs by keep~ 
ing too great quantities of gun-powder in 
Londons 

An aét for regulating the manufacture 
of cloth in the weft-riding of Yorkpire. 

An aét for repairing the roads near the 
Devizes in Wilts. 

An att for repairing the roads from 
Stratford to Dunchurch, in the counties of 
Northampton and Warwick. 

An att for enabling Henry St. Fobn, late 
vifcount Bolingbroke, ‘dni the heirs males of 
his body, notwithftanding his attainder, to 
take and enjoy feverat manors, lands, &c. 
according to fuch eftates and intereft as are 
limited by certain indentures guinguepar- 
tite executed on his marriage. 

An aé& to diffolve the marriage of Frar- 
cis Annefly the younger, efq. with Eliza- 
beth Sutton, and to enable him to marry 
again. 

After paffing thefe aéts, his Majefty gave 
the Speaker a fpeech to read, wherein he 
thanked the Commons for raifing the fup- 
plies, and paying his debts: he exprefted 
his fatisfa€tion in their difarming the High- 
lands, and the other inftances of their af- 
fection. 

And then the Houfe was prorogued to 
the ift of Fuly. 

Sune 4. Vhe general-affembly of the 
kirk of Scotland met at Edinburgh. 

Fune 13. Talbot Yelverton, ear) of Suffex, 
was appointed deputy to Dhomas Howard, 
duke of Norfolk, hereditary earl marfhai 
of England. 

Paul Methuen, efq. appointed treafurer 
of his Majefty’s houfhold, in the room 
of Hugh earl of Cholmondeiey, deceafed. 

Daniel lord Finch, eldeft fon of the earl 
of Nottingham, was made comptroller of 

his 
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his Majefty’s houfhold, in the room of 
Paul Methuen, efq. 

Fune 15. “tunathan Wild, the infamous 
thief-catcher, who had for many years 
fereened from juftice fuch criminals as 
obeyed his orders, and hanged multitudes 
of others, received fentence of death at the 
Old Bailey, having been convicted of re- 
ceiving ftolen goods, and taking a reward 
of the owners for returning them, without 
difcovering the robbers. And the 24th of 
May being appointed for his execution, he 
took a large quantity of liquid laudanum 
the night before 3 but brought it up again, 
and lived to be hanged at Tyburn the next 
day, though he was pelted with ftones, and 
almoft knocked on the head, before he got 
there. Was the fame exemplary juttice 
done upon criminals of. figure, the nation 
would probably have faved millions of trea- 
fure; but thefe feldom want a fcreen. 

June 27. Thomas Parker earl of Macelef- 
field was carried to the Tower. 

The fame day Sir Robert Eyre, knt. lord 
chief baron of the Exchequer, was made 
lord chief juftice of the Common-pleas, 
in theroom of Peter lord King. 

Lionel Cranfield Sackville duke of Dorfet 
was made lord fteward of his Majefty’s 
houfhold, in the room of the duke of 
Argyle. 

Fobn Campbell duke of Argyle and Green- 
wich, was made mafter-general of the ord- 
nance, in the room of the earl Cadogan. 

May 31. Charles Paulet, duke of Bolton, 
was appointed conftable of the Tower of 
London, and lieutenant of the Tower-ham- 
lets, inthe room of Henry Clinton, earl of 
Lincoln. 

Henry Clinton, earl of Lincoln, was made 
cofferer of his Majefty’s houfhold, in the 
room of William Pultney, efq. 

The Commons having prefented an ad- 
dre{s to his Majefty, that the fine of 30,000/. 
impoted on the earlof Macclesfield by the 
Houfe of Lords, might be paid into the court 
of Chancery, and applied towards making 
good the lofies of the fuitors, occafioned by 
the deficiencies of the mafters in Chancery. 
His Majefty anfwered he would give the 
neceflary orders for it. 

Richard Weft, e{q. was appointed lord- 
chancellor of Ireland, in the room of Alan 
Broderick, vifcount Middleton. 

Fobn Weft lord Delawar, was made one 
of the lords of the bed-chamher. 

Fuly 1. His Majefty was pleafed to ap- 
point the right hon. Fobn Sidney, earl of 
Leidefer, to be captain of the yeomen of 
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the guards, in the room of Pdilip lord 
Stanhope. mt 

Sir Robert Walpole knt. of the Bath 3 Sir 
Charles Turner ; Sir William Yonge, knt. of 
the Bath ; George Doddington, efq. and Sir 
William Strickland, to be commiflioners of 
the Treafury. 

James earl of Berkley; Sir Fobn Fen- 
nings, knt. John Cockburne, William Chet- 
wynd, efqrs; Sir Sohn Norris, Sir Charles 
Wager, knts; and Sir George Oxendon, bart. 
to be commiffioners of the Admiralty. 

Peter lord King was {worn lord high chane 
cellor of Great Britain. 

The king, having declared his intention 
of going abroad in the fummer, appointed 
to be lords juftices during his abfence, the ~ 
archbifhop of Canterbury, the lord chancel 
lor, and fourteen other great officers of ftates 

A patent pafled the feals about this time, 
for erecting a collegein the ifland of Bermu- 
das, for the propogation of the gofpel among 
the Indians in America. 

Sir Feffery Gilbert, knt. one of the Bas 
rons of the Exchequer, made lord chief ba- 
ron. 

Bernard Hale, efq. lord chief baron of 
the Exchequer in Ire/and, made one of thé 
barons of the Exchequer in England. 

Fuly 3. The king embarked at Greene 
wick tor Hanover. 

Dr. Samuel Bradford, bithop of Rochefter; 
appointed dean of the order of the Bath. 

Grey Longueville, efq. appointed king of 
arms by the title of Bath; Edward Monta- 
gue, efq. appointed fecretary ; Edward Yonge, 
efq. regifter ; Fobn Anftis, efq. genealogitt ; 
and Edmund Sawyer, eiq. gentleman ufher 
of the revived order of knighthood of the 
Bath. 

Fuly 7. A treaty of peace between the 
emperor Charles WI. and Philip V, king of 
Spain, isconcluded at Vienna, This treaty 
with the three others concluded in gril 
and May laft, where negotiated by the ba- — 
ron de Ripperda.

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Ceremonies obferved at the Inftallation of the 
Knights Companions of the moft honourable 
noble Order of the Bath, upon Thurfday 
June 17,1725. 

The knights having apparelled them- 
felves in their furcoats of red, lined and 
edged with white, girded about with a 
white girdle, without any ornament there- 
On, andin mantles of the fame colour and 
lining, made faft about the neck with a 
lace of white filk, having a pair of white 
gloves tied therein, with taffels of filk and 
gold at the end, which mantles were 
adorned upon the left fhoulders with the 
enfign of the order, being the Imperial 
crowns, or, furrounded with the ancient 
motto of this knighthood, Tria junfa in 
“no, wrought upon a circle, gules, with a 
glory or rays ifluing from the centre, and 
under it the lace of white filk heretofore 
worn by the knights of the Bath, which 
being done in the chambers belonging to 
the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, 
and the proxies of the abfent knights 
taking upon their right arms the mantles 
of their principals, from thence repaired 
to the Prince’s chamber (their chapter-room) 
about ten o'clock in the forenoon; and 
the perfons, who were to attend in this 
ceremony, being ranged according to their 
degrees, and waiting upon the ftairs, and 
at the bottom of the ftairs that led from 
that room ; a folemn proceflion was made 
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) To) 
from thence to the weft door of the abbey- 
church of Weftminfier, through St. Marga- 
ret’s church-yard, by a paflage railed in, 
floored with boards, and covered with cloth, 
in the following method : 

The drums of his Majefty’s houfhold, 
the drum-major attending. 

A kettle-drum, and his Majefty’s trum- 
pets, the ferjeant-trumpeter attending, 

Twelve alms-men of the church of Wef- 
minfler, going two and two in their gowns, 
having three Imperial crowns embroidered 
upon that part which covered their right 
fhoulders. 

The meffenger of the order in a furcoat 
of white filk, lined and edged with red, 
having an hood of the fame thereto affixed, 
and upon his right fhoulder the plain ef- 
cutcheon of the order, azure, three Impe- 
rial crowns, or. 

The efquires of the knights-companions 
in the like furcoats, going three and three, 
all of them in red ftockings ; thofe of the 
knights in the loweft ftalls foremoft, ac- 
cording to their courfes. 

The prebendaries of the church of Weft- 
minfier, proceeding two and two in white 
mantles lined with red, having the like 
badge on their right fhoulders. 

The purfuivants of arms in their tabarts 5 
the heralds in tabarts and collars; the pro- 
vincial kings ef arms in tabarts, collars, 
and their badges. 


Then the Knights-companions, all habited in their mantles and furcoats, and each 
carrying in his hand the white hat, adorned with the plume of white feathers; 
the proxies only carrying the mantles of their principals upon their right arms, 
going by pairs, according to the following fcheme, wherein thofe in the loweft ftalls 


went foremott :

Edward Yonge, efq. regifter of the order, 
habited in amanner like to that of the pre- 
bendaries, having under it afurcoat like to 
that of the efquires, and on his breaft, hang- 
ing to a gold chain, an efcutcheon, ena- 
melled on a field azure, three imperial 
crowns or the arms of the order, having in 
the centre, the reprefentation of a book 
bound gules, the leaves or, and carry- 
ing the ftatutes of the order, covered with 
red velvet, with the arms of the order em- 
bofled thereon with gold; having on his 
right hand Edward Montague, efq. fecre- 
tary of the order, in the like mantle and 
furcoat, wearing in like manner his ef- 
cutcheon, being enamelled with the arms 
of the order, having in the centre two pens 
placed faltirewife; and on his left hand, 
Edmund Sawyer, efq. the gentleman ufher 
of the order, in the like mantle and fur- 
coat, and having ata golden chain an ef- 
cutcheon enamelled with the arms of the 
order hanging upon his breaft, and carrying 
in his right hand the fcarlet rod, furmount- 
ed with three imperial crowns ; all three 
of them carring their red caps or bonnets in 
their hands. 

Fobn Anffis, efq. Garter principal king 
at arms, in his tabert over a white furcoat, 
and with his collar and badge of his office 
upon his breaft, hanging to a gold chain, 
with his hat in his hand; having on his 
right hand Sohn Anftis, junior, the genealo- 
sift of the order, habited in a mantle and 
furcoat like to the other officers, and wear- 
ing pendent toa golden chain an efeutcheon, 
enamelled with the arms of the order, with 
the cypher or letters G interlaced in the 
centre ; and on his left hand, Grey Longue- 
ville, eq. Bath king at arms, in the like 
mantle and furcoat, having on his breaft, 
hanging to a gold chain about his neck, 
the efcutcheon of the arms of the order, em- 
paling thofe of the Sovereign, furmounted 
with an imperial crown, and the white rod 
or fcepter in his right hand, the two latter 
having their red caps or bonnets in their 
hands. 

The right reverend the lord bifhop of 
Rocheffer, dean of Weftminfler, and dean of 
this order, in his mantle and furcoat, like 
to the companions, and with the badge of 
the order pendent to a red ribbon, carrying 
the forms of the oaths and admonitions to 


be given to the knights and proxies, fairly 
engroffed upon vellum. 

The Great Mafter in his full habit, and 
with the collar of gold, compofed of feveral 
imperial crowns, tied or linked with knots 
of gold, reprefenting the white laces men- 
tioned in theancient ceremonials of confer- 
ringthe knighthood of the Bath, weighing 
thirty ounces troy weight, having the badge 
or fymbol of the order thereto pendent, his 
Grace being covered with the white hat, 
adorned with a plume of white feathers. 

Sir Andrew Fountain, proxy for prince 
William, went therefore covered with his 
hat in this proceffion, carrying the mantle 
upon his right arm. 

In this form they proceeded to the 
chapel of Henry VII. at the eaft end of 
the Abbey of Wefminfter. 

The twelve alms-men there entered two 
and two, and coming tothe middle of the 
the choir, did altogether, in a body, make 
their joint and low reverences to the altar, 
and turning about, then made their obei- 
fances to the Sovereign’s fta!l, and divid~ 
ing themfelves, ftood on each fide ina row 
down from the rails of the altar. 

The meffengers of the order, in like 
manner, and ftood below the alms-men. 

The efquires, having made a fhort ftand 
at the door, while the alms-men and mef- 
fengers placed themfelves, entered three and 
three, and being in a body, made the like 
reverences together in the middle of the 
choir, and ftood before their refpe€tive feats, 
which were underneath the ftalls of their 
knights. . 

The prebendaries of the church of Wef- 
minfier, two and two in the fame manner, 
placing themfelves within the rails of the 
altar to afift at divine fervice, 

The purfuivants, heralds, and the pro- 
vincial kings of arms, likewife entered, 
and were permitted to ftand before the 
forms, under prince William’s ftall, who 
had command given them by the great 
matter to take efpecial care to fhew the 
knights their refpective banners upon their 
entries. 

The two knights in the loweft {talls en- 
tered, and paffing up near to their banners, 
made their double reverences together in 
the middle of the choir, and then rétired 
under their banners, 

Who 
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Who being thus placed, all the other 
knights and proxies, by pairs, or fingly, 
according to the method obfervyed in the 
proceifion, took their ttations under their 
banners, with the like ceremonies. 

Then the regifter, in breaft with the 
fecretary and gentleman-ufher, in the fame 
method, who ftood before their bench at 
the foot of the Sovereign’s ftall. 

Garter, the genealogift, and Bath king at 
arms, did the fame, and ftood before their 
bench. 

The dean in like manner ftood before his 
chair. 

The Great Matter entered fingle with the 
like obeifances, and retired under his ban- 
ner. 

The proxy of prince William entered 
alone in the like manner, 

Prince William, who by the ftatutes is 
declared to be the firft and principal com- 
panion of this order, and to be placed next 
to the Sovereign, at this time came into the 
chapel in perfon; and the Sovereign having 
been pleafed, in regard to the tendernefs of 
his age, to difpenfe with his obfervance of 
all the rights of this order that might give 
him any fatigue, he therefore immediately 
afcended into his ftall, being invefted in his 
mantle and collar, and fat down there co- 
vered, 

Bath king of arms then made his reve- 
rences in the middle of the choir, and 
turning himfelf to the great mafter, who, 
making his double reverences in the choir, 
‘took his ftall, and there repeated his ‘obei- 
fances, and fat down covered with his white 
hat. 

Then the proxy of the duke of Rich- 
mond a{cended into the ftall of his principal 
in like manner, and ftood there uncovered, 
folding the mantle upon his right arm. 

Then Bath turned himfelf to the two 
knights in the next ftalls, who, at the 
fame inftant, made the like obeifances be- 
low, and repeated them in their ftalls, and 
fat down uncovered. 

In like manner, all the refidue of the 
companions and proxies, having waited the 
feating of thofe in the upper ftalls, in their 
courfes, took their refpeétive ftalls, by 
pairs, through fuch paffages, as the trou- 
bling any knight in an higher ftall might 
beft be avoided. 

Which being done, the efquires, having 
made their reverences in a body, retired to 
their feats, after them the officers of arms, 
and the officers of the order, placed them- 
felves on their forms with the like cere- 
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monies. The provincial king of arms, 
and the herald, according to a reque{t 
made to the Great Maifter, were allowed 
to fit on benches in this prefent ceremony, 
placed at the foot of prince William’s ftall, 
the purfuivants ftanding before them. 

Bath and the gentleman-ufher, forth- 
with arofe, made their reverences in the 
middle of the choir, and being followed 
by the dean in like manner, proceeded to- 
wards the ftall of the Great Mafter, who, 
making his obeifances in the middle of the 
choir, proceeded to inftal the knights in 
the following manner. 

The Great Mafter entered into the ftall 
of the knight companion next in height to 
his own, and having there given the proxy 
of the duke of Richmond the tranf{cript of 
the ftatutes attefted under the feal of the 
order, the dean adminiftered unto him the 
oath in the name of his principal, Bath 
holding the book of the Gofpels, and the 
Great Mafter then feated the proxy down in 
the ftall, who, rifing, made his double re- 
verences, and continued ftanding holding 
the mantle. 

The great mafter, with the like atten- 
dance, having made his obeifance in the 
middle of the choir, then repaired to the 
ftall of the duke of Mancheffer, delivering 
to him the copy of the ftatutes; and the 
dean having adminiftered the oath, which 
was of the tenour following,—* You thall 
honour God above all things; you fhall be 
ftedfaft in the faith of Chrif#; you hall 
love the King, and him and his right 
defend to your powers; you fhall defend 
maidens, widows, and orphans, in their 
rights, and fhall fuffer no extortion as 
far as you may prevent it; and of as great 
honour be this order unto you, as ever it 
was to any of yaur progenitors or others.” 
—Bath then delivered the collar of the or- 
der to the Great Mafter, who put it about 
the neck of the duke of Manchefter, and 
placing the white hat on his head, feated 
him down in his ftall, covered with his 
white hat, adorned with plumes of white 
feathers, 

The Great Mafter thus proceeded through- 
out the refidue of the ftalls, performing 
the like ceremonies to the knights and 
proxies refpectively, 

Which being finifhed, and the Great 
Mafter returned to his own ftall, the dean 
was conducted tothe altar; and Bath and 
the gentleman-ufher being returned to their 
benches, which ceremonies were perform- 
ed-with the due obeifances, divine fervice 
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then began, during which time the knights 
placed their hats upon the cufhions laid 
before them. 

Upon the firft fentence of the offertory, 
Let your light fo frine, &c» the mufic play- 
ing, Bath ftepped from his bench, made his 
double reverences in the middle of the 
choir, and, coming before the {tall of the 
junior knight, bowed to him, and imme- 
diately turned himfelf to the oppofite fide, 
bowing to the knight in that ftall, who 
arofe, and making their double obeifances 
both at one time in their ftalls, defcended 
into the middle of the choir, where they 
repeated the fame, and retired under their 
banners. Bath then, inlike manner, fuin- 
moned the knights in the next ftalls, and 
fo throughout the next courfe of ftalls, 
fummoning them by pairs, and the proxy 
of the duke of Richmond fingle, and then 
the Great Mafter, and after him prince 
William alone, who all of them, with the 
like ceremonies, placed themfelves under 
their banners. 

Bath returned to his bench; and the 
provincial kings of arms, making their 
reyerences, waited upon prince William, 
who, upon, his going from under his ban- 
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to come down from their feveral ftalls in 
the former method, who all ftood under 
their banners. 

Which being done, prince William was 
conduéted to the rails of the altar, with the 
like ceremonies as in the former offering, 
where the Prince unfheathed his fword, 
and offered it himfelf naked to the dean, 
and having redeemed it, the dean return~ 
ed it with the following admonition : 
“ T exhort you and admonifh you, to ufe 
your fword to the glory of God, the defence 
of the Gofpel, the maintenance of your 
Sovereign’s right and honour, and of all 
equity and juftice, to the utmoft of your 
power.” And foon afterwards the Prince 
retired out of the chapel, leaving Sir da- 
drew Fountaine to be his proxy in the pto- 


_ ceflion for the return to the Chapter-houfe, 
' Then the Great Mafter covered ; after him 
the proxy of the duke of Richmond unco~ 


vered, each fingly, and all the other knights 


‘ covered, and proxies uncovered, by pairs, 


being refpcétively attended as at the firft 


| offering, were conduéted to the rails of the 


ner, made his double obeifances, and being | 


thus preceded, made his double reverences 
near the rail of the altar, and at the rails, 


to the altar only, where kneeling down, his , 
being all feverally reconduéted back to the 


highnefs made his offering into the bafon 
held by the dean, affifted by the preben- 
daries. And he repeated the fame re- 
werences inhis return, and entered into his 
‘ftall, where he again made his double obei- 
fances, and fat down. 

Bath king of arms then arofe, and being 
joined by the eldeft herald, in like manner 
repaired to the Great Mafter, who carrying 
his white hat in his hand, offered in the 
fame manner, and returned and fat down 
in his ftall with the fame ceremonies. 

And then the proxy of the duke of Rich- 
mond in the fame method, and ftood in the 
ftall holding the mantle. 

And afterwards all the knights and 
proxies in like manner; wherein this rule 
was obferved,, that the knights and proxies 
in the oppofite ftalls offered by pairs toge- 
ther; and the heralds, according to their 
feniorities, took and repeated their turns 
in going with Bath king of arms, before 
the knights and proxies. 

Divine fervice being ended, the knights 
companions put on their white hats; and, 
while the mufic was playing, Bath king of 
arms fummioned alk the knights and proxics 


altar with the ufual obeifances, where each 
knight and proxy ftanding, unfheathed his 
fword, and offered it naked to the dean, 
who, upon the redemption of it, reflored 
the fame with the proper admonitions, 
according to the oaths they had taken 
this day: and thefe knights and proxies, 


places under their refpective banners, the 
alms-men begun the proceflion, and were 
followed by all others, having firft pere 
formed their double obeifances in the chapel. 
And this proceffion was made in the fame 
form back to the chapter-room, as in the 
firft proceffion to the chapel, except in the 
following particulars: that at the outfide 
of the weft doot of the Abbey, the Soves 
reign’s mafter-cook, having a linen apron, 
and a chopping-knife in his hand, feveral+ © 
ly faid to each companion, “ Sir, you 
know what great oath you have taken, 
which if you keep, it will be great honour 
to you; but, if you break it, I fhall be 
compelled, by my office, to hack off your 
fpurs from your heels:"—~and that the 
prebendaries had leave to retire to the Jeru- 
falem-chamber from the weft end of the 
Abbey church; the efquires, officers of 
arms, and of the order, after they came 
out of the church, were allowed to be 
covered ; and at the door of the Chapter- 
room, Bath king of arms took the mantles 

from the proxies. 
Dinner being ready, the Great Mafter, 
being 
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being preceded by the officers of the order, 
and Garter king of arms, came into the 
court of Requefts, proceeded down to the 
lower end thereof, and entered into the 
way at the farther fide of the table, and 
came up to the top of it, being followed by 
all the knights in courfe according to the 
height of their ftalls ; and when grace had 
been faid, they all fat down in that order, 
in the fame row upon one fide of the table, 
each of them having an efcutcheon of his 
arms and titles fixed to the wall over the 
feat: the dean was placed next to the ju- 
nior knight, and the proxies of the duke 
of Richmond and of the lord Glenorchy, fat 
uncovered at the bottom of the table. 

The officers of the order, covered with 
their bonnets, fat at a table placed oppo- 
fite the knights table, towards the lower 
end of the room ; the officers of arms dined 
4t a table in the paflage from the Houfe 
of Lords to the Houfe of Commons, and 
the prebendaries in the Jerufalem-chamber. 

The efquires, having for fome time at- 
tended behind their refpeétive knights, had 
leave given them to retire to their dinner 
in the Painted-chamber, who went thither 
in their courfes, where they dined. 

At the fecond courfe, Bath king of arms 
arofe, and the mufic ceafing, made his re- 
verence in the middle of the room, and 
there, according to the command given 
him, proclaimed the ftile of prince Wil- 
liam, the firft and principal companion of 
this moft honourable order, who is always 
to be placed next to the Sovereign ; and 
then coming up near to the Great Mafter, 
who ftood up uncovered, while Bath pro- 
claimed his ftiles; and the Great Matter 
then fitting down, the ftile of each com- 
panion prefent, in the like manner, was 
refpectively proclaimed, at which fome he- 
ralds and purfuivants attended. 

The whole ceremony was performed 
with great regularity, magnificence, and 
fplendor, 

As we have given fo full an account of tbe 
order of the Bath, we prefume it will not be 
improper, as they belong to Great Britain, 
to give fome aljo, of the Orders of the Gar- 
ter and Thiftle, as handed down to us 
by authentic tefimonies. 


The OnDER of the GARTERs 


This moft noble and illuftrious order, if 
we confider either its antiquity, or the 
noblenefs of the perfonages that have been 
enrolled therein, excels and outvies all 
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other inftitutions of honour in the whol® 
world, and owes its original to the great 
hero of that age, Edward III. who con- 
quered France and Scotland, and brought 
their kings prifoners to Englagd. 

It began in 1350, the twenty-fourth of 
his reign, viz. one hundred and nineteen 
years before the foundation of the order of 
St. Michael, by Lewis 1X. king of France, 
anno dom. 1469 3 eighty years before the in- 
ftitution of the order of the Golden Fleece, 
by Philip IJ. the fecond duke of Burgundy, 
anno dom. 14303; and one hundred and 
ninety years before king James V. of Sore 
Jand, reftored the order of St. Andrew, or 
the Thiftle; andtwo hundred and nine years 
before the order of the Elephant was initis, 
tuted in Denmark. 

King Edward upon a view of recovering 
France, which defcended to him by right 
of his mother, made it his bufinefs to 
draw the beft foldiers in Europe into his 
intereft, and thereupon projecting and fet- 
ting up king Arthur’s round table, he pro- 
claimed a folemn tilting, to invite foreign- 
ers of quality and courage to the exercife. 

The place for the folemnity being fixed 
at Windfor, he, upon New-Year’s day, in 
1344, publifhed his royal letters of pro- 
te€tion for the fafe coming and return of 
fuch foreign knights as had a mind to ven- 
ture their reputation at thofe jufts and 
tournaments, which were to be held the 
1gth of Fune enfuing. . 

Moreover, he provided a great fupper, te 
begin the folemnity : and then ordaining 
this feaft to be annually kept at Whit- 
funtide, he for that purpofe erected a pare 
ticular building in the caftle, wherein he 
placed around table of two hundred feet 
diameter, in imitation of king Arthur's at 
Winchefier; and thereat entertained the 
knights, at the expence of 100/. per week, 

This mighty and invincible prince Ede 
ward, being endowed with great piety, 
commended himfelf and his companions 
to the protection of St. George of Capa- 
docia;, whofe parents being Chriftians, af- 
forded him the advantage of being educated 
in that religion; and he taking upon him 
the profeffion of a foldier, was made a tri- 
bune or colonel (in Paleftine, his mother’s 
country) in which poft behaving him- 
felf. with great courage and conduét, he 
was preferred to higher ftations in the 
army, by the emperor Dioclefian : but the 
faid George afterwards complaining of the 
faid Emperor for his feverities againft the 
Chriftians, and arguing in their defeats 
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he was thereupon imprifoned and cruelly 
treated; and the Emperor perceiving his 
conttancy to the Chriftians was not to 
be fhaken, he was on the 23d of s4pril, 
anno dom. 290, drawn through the city and 
beheaded ; and thus he received the crown 
of martyrdom. And that his memory 
might fti]l] be continued, king Edward 
gave his companions, for part of their 
daily habit, the image of the faid Saint, 
fitting on horfeback, encountering a dra- 
gon (with a tilting fpear) appendant to a 
blue ribbon, continually to be worn about 
their necks. 

In 1347, the faid king iffuing out his 
garter for the fignal of a battle that was 
crowned with fucce's, which is fuppofed 
to be the battle of Cref/y, where he took 
“fobn the French king prifoner, and brought 
him prifoner to England; at which time 
he had alfo prifoner David, king of Scots, 
as before-mentioned 3 arid Ecqward, his fon, 
the Black Prince, expelling the rebels of 
Cajtile, and enthroning Dez Pedro, their 
Jawful king, he upon thefe mighty and glo- 
rious exploits, inftituted this order, giving 
the Garter pre-eminence amongtt its en- 
figns, whence the fele&t number, whom 
he incorporated intoa fratenity, were ftiled, 

uites auree perifcelidis, viz. knights of 
she Golden Garter, and the habit and en- 
figns of the order, together with the forms 
of inveftiture, as follow, wiz. 

Garter, furcoat, mantle, hood, George, 
collar, cap, and feather; the four firft 
whereof were afligned by the founder, and 
the reft by king Henry VIII. And all 
thefe together are called the whole habit 
or enfigns of the order, which we fhall 
treat. of fuccin€tly, beginning with the 
Garter, 

‘The royal Garter, which, as aforefaid, 
challengeth the pre-eminence, by reafon 
the noble order from thence is denominated, 
is the firft part of the habit prefented to 
foreign princes and abfent knights, who, 
and all other knights elect, are therewith 
firft adorned; and is of fo great honour and 
grandeur, that, by the ‘bare inveftiture 
with this noble enfign, the knights are 
efteemed companions of the greatcft mili- 
tary order in the world. 

This noble enfign, the Garter, which 
3s worn on the Jeft leg, between the knee 
and calf, was fo inftituted by the founder at 
~ the ere€tion of the order ; and was to put 
the companions in mind, that, as by their 
order they were joined in a firm league of 
amity and concord ; fo by their Garter, as 
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by a fait tie of affeGtion, they were obliged 
to love one another. 

He alfo caufed to be enamelled on it 
this motto, Honi foit qui mal y penfe, figni-' 
fying that the magninimity and bravery of 
thofe knights, whom he had eleéted into 
this order, were fuch as would impower and 
enable them to maintain the quarrel againft 
all who thought ill of it. 

The materials whereof the Garter was 
compofed for king Charles 11. were blue 
velvet, bordered with fine gold wire, the 
letters of the motto, and ftops, rofe and 
table diamonds, the whole contained two 
hundred and fifty, and the hiage of the 
buckle was pure gold, whereon was the 
Sovereign’s pi€ture to the breaft, crowned 
with a laurel, the military garb of the 
firft Roman emperors, on the backfide of 
the pendant, which was alfo of gold, was 
engraved St. George on horfeback, encoun= 
tering the dragon. 

When the Sovereign defigns to ele& a 
companion into this moft illuftrious order, 
the chancellor belonging to the faid order 
draws up the letters, which, pafling both 
under the Sovereign’s fign manuel, and 
the fignet of the order, are fent to the 
perfon by Garter principal king of arms, 
and are to this effect. 

“ We with the companions of our moft 
noble order of the Garter, affembled in 
chapter holden this prefent day, at our 
caftle at Windfor, confidering the virtuous 
fidelity you have fhewn, and the honourable 
exploits you have done in our fervice, by 
vindicating and maintaining our juft right, 
&c. have eleted and chofen you one of 
the companions of our order. Therefore 
we require you to make your fpeedy repair 
unto us, to receive the enfigns thereof, and 
be ready for your inftallation upon the... 
day of this prefent month, &.” 

The Garter which, as aforefaid, is of 
blue velvet, bordered with fine gold wire, 
having commonly the Jetters of the motto~ 
of the fame, is buckled upon the leg at the 
time of the election, with this ceremony :~ 

*« To the honour of God omnipotent, 
and in memorial of the bleffed martyr St. 
George, tie about thy leg, for thy renown, 
this noble Garter; wear it as the fymbol 
of the moft illuftrious order, never to be 
forgotten or laid afide ; that thereby thou 
mayeft be admonithed to be courageous ; 
and having undertaken a juft war, in 
which tho fhalt be engaged, thou mayeft 
ftand firm, valiantly fight, and fuccefsfully 
conquer. 

The 
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The princely Garter being thus buckled 
on, and the words of its fignification pro- 
nounced, the eldeft knight is brought be~ 
fore the Sovereign, who puts about his 
neck a fky-coloured ribbon, whereunto is 
appendant, wrought in gold, within the 
Garter, the image of St. George on horfe- 
back, with his drawn fword, encountering 
with the dragon; the admonition being 
thus : 

‘¢ Wear this ribbor about thy neck, 
adorned with the image of the bleffed mar- 
tyr and foldier of Chrif?, St. George, by 
whofe imitation provoked, thou mayeft fo 
vverpafs both profperous and adverfe ad- 
ventures, that having ftoutly vanquifhed 
‘thy enemies, both of body and foul, thou 
mayeft not only receive the praife of this 
tranfient combat, but be crowned with the 
palm of eternal vi€tory.”’ 

Having thus far fpoken of the Garter 
and George, wherewith a knight compa- 
nion is adorned at the time of his elec- 
tion, we fhall defcribe the remains of 
his habit, together with his inftalation, 
which is always performed at the caftle of 
Windfor. 

His ftockings and breeches, being the 
fame, are of pearl-coloured filk, and called 
pantaloons. On the outfide of the right 
knee is fixed a knot of open filver lace and 

_ ribbons intermixed, in form of a large rofe, 
and a little below the knee is placed the 
Garter. His fhoes, which are of white 
fhamoy, with red heels, have each a knot, 
as the former, on the exterior fide. - His 
doublet is cloth of filyer, adorned before 
and behind, and down the fleeves, with 
feveral guards, or rows of open filver lace, 
each Jace having arow of fmall buttons 
fet down the middle. 

The cuffs are open, and adorned with 
the aforementioned lace and ribbons fet in 
fmall loops. At the bottom of the upper 
feam of each cuff, is fixed a knot of filver 
ribbons that fall over his gloves, which are 
of kid, laced at the top with filver, and 
adorned at the opening with a knot, as 
that on the cuff. Then his trowfers, 
which are of tiffue, the fame of his dou- 
blet, and adorned with two rows, or. bars 
of lace and ribbons, as before. mentioned, 
intermixed and fet at a {mall diftance, that 
the ground appears between them, being 
buckled round his waift, are in form of a pair 
of puffed breeches, reaching to the middle 
of his thighs. And in.this habit, having 
ablue ribbon fpread over the left fhoul- 
der, and brought under the right arm, with 
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the George appendent, he proceeds from hi8 
lodgings in the caftle, to the chapter- 
houfe, where difrobing himfelf of his up- 
per garment, he is invefted with afurcoat | 
of crimfon velvet, lined with white taffata, 
during which time the admonition is given 
him as follow: . 

‘s Take this robe of crimfon, to the in- 
creafe of your honour, and in token or fign 
of the moft noble order you have received, 
wherewith you being defended, may be bold, 
not only ftrong to fight, butalfo offer your- ~ 
felf to thed your blood, for Chrif?’s faith, 
the liberties of the church, and the juft 
and neceflary defence of them that are op- 
prefied and needy.” 

After this, his fword is clofe girt about 
him over his furcoat, with a belt the fame 
as the coat, and then bearing his cap in his 
hand, which is of black velvet, adorned 
with a diamond band, anda plume of white 
feathers, with a heron fprig in the middle, 
he proceeds to the inftallation in St. George’s 
chapel, being conducted between two knights 
companions of the order, to the feat below 
his ftall, where he, Garter king of arms 
having on a crimfon velvet cufhion, laced 
and tafielled with gold, brought the mantle, 
collar, hood, and the book of ftatutes, laying 
his right hand on the New Teftament, 
the oath is adminiftered to him in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

“© You being chofen one of the honoura-. 
ble company of this moft noble order of the 
Garter, fhall promife and fwear by the 
Holy Evangelifts, by you here touched, 
that wittingly or willingly you fhall not 
break any itatute of the faid order, or any 
articles in them contained, the fame being 
agreeable, and not repugnant tothe laws of 
Almighty God, and the laws of this realm, 
as far forth asto you belongeth and apper- 
taineth : fo help you God and his holy word.’? 

As foon as the knight eleé&t hath taken 
the oath, he is conducted to his appointed 
ftall, where he is invefted in manner fol- 
lowing : 

The mantle, which is lined as the fur- 
coat, is of fky-coloured velvet, adorned on 
the left fhoulder with St. George’s crofs, 
encircled with the Garter wreathed on the 
edges with blue and gold; and the faid 
mantle being put on him by the two knights 
that led him into the choir, is faftened 


- about his neck witha cordon or robe-ftring, 


made of the fame coloured filk and Venice 
gold twifted,.the ends whereof are made 
into large knobs or buttons enriched with 
acaul, and fringed. And whilft the cerg- 
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mony of inveftiture with the mantle, which 
3s tied upon the right fhoulder, is perform- 
ing, the words of admonition proper there- 
unto are thus pronounce by the regifter : 

“© Receive this robe of heavenly colour, 
the livery of this moft excellent order, in 
augmentation of thy honour, ennobled with 
the fhield and red crofs of our Lord, by 
whofe power thou mayeft fafely pierce 
troops of thine enemies, and be over them 
ever victorious ; and being in this, temporal 
warfare glorious in egregious and heroic 
actions, thou mayeft obtain eternal and tri- 
umphant joy.” 

Next, the hood, which is made of crim- 
fon velvet, and lined with white taffata, 
was formerly worn upon the head; but 
now the cap taking place, it is laid upon 
the right fhoulder over the mantle, and 
faftened by the tippet, which comes athwart 
his breaft, and tucks under his girdle; but, 
this having no ceremony, we proceed to the 
collar. 

The collar, which weighs thirty ounces 
troy, of pure gold, was brought in by 
Henry Vill. and contains twenty-fix gar- 
ters enamelled, and as many knots, allud- 
ing to the Sovereign of the order, and his 
twenty-five companions, whereunto St. 
George on horfeback, in armour, is appen- 
dant, encountering the dragon with a tilting 
fpear; which medal, being alfo of gold, 
may be enriched with jewels at the plea- 
fure of the poffeffor, And this collar with 
the George, being part of the habit, is put 
over the mantle and hood, being faftened 
on each fhoulder by a filver ribbon, with 
the following ceremony : 

sé Wear this collar about thy neck, 
a&dorned with the image of the blefled 
martyr and foldier of Chriff, St. George, 
by whofe imitation provoked, thou mayeft 

‘overpafs both profperous and adverfe en- 
counters, that, having ftoutly vanquifhed 
thy enemies both of body and foul, thou 
mayeft not only receive the praife of this 
tranfient combat, but alfo, at the laft, the 
endlefs and everlafting reward of victory.” 


Then the cap and feathers being put on’ 


the head of the eleé&t knight, his invefti- 
ture is completed; and after divine fervice, 
and feveral religious ceremonies, and offer- 
Angs at the high altar, they, with trumpets 
founding, march to dinner. 

About the latter end of the reign of king 
Fames I. it was decreed, that the lefler 
George, which heretofore was daily worn 
before the breaft, in a gold chain, fhould, 
for the more conveniency of riding or ac- 
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tion, be worn appendant at a blue ribboa, 
{pread over the left fhoulder, and brought 
under the right arm, as before-mentioned 5 
which method has fo continued to this day, 
and evenin the time of mourning. And 
this medal, which repefents St. George in 
a riding pofture, with his fword drawn, 
encountering the dragon, is likewife of 
pure gold, and may be enriched as the 
former ; but is always encompafled with 
the Garter, which that is not. 
In the reign of king Charles I]. it wa 
ordained, that the Sovereign and knights 
companions, as alfo the prelate and chan- 
cellor, fhould at all times, and in all places 
and affemblies, when they were not adorn~ 


| ed with their robes, wear upon the left fide 


of their coats, cloaks, or riding caffocks, 
the crofs of the order, encompafled with the 
Garter, as has been obferved, to fhew the 
world, what height of honour they are ar- 
rived to, from the faid moft noble order, in« 
ftituted for perfons of the greateft merit and 
worth. And to the faid crofs and Garter, 
the faid king Charles added a filver ftar of 
eight points; and for the greater conve» 
nience of travelling, the companions of 
the order were permitted to wear the blue 
ribbon under their boot, inftead of the 
Garter: but without that and the leffer 
George, and ftar, &c. they, by the ftatutes 
of the order, are never to appear in public,. 
except upon the principal and folemn feafts 
of the year, when they wear their collars, 
and then the ribbon and George is- laid 
afide. 

After the great folemnity and the inftal- 
lation of a knight of the Garter, his hel- 
met, creft, fword, banner, and plate, are 
to be fet over his ftall in the chapel of St, 
George at Windfor, a3 a mark of honour, 
and are there to remain during his being 
of that order, the plate containing the ime 
{cription of his name, titles, &c. 


The OrnvER of the Tuistre. 
This order was founded in 1540, by 


| ames V. of Scotland, who being honoured 


with the order of the Garter from his un- 
cle, king Henry VIII. of England, with 
the Golden Fleece from the Emperor, and 
the order of St. Michael from the king of 
France, refolved to be in the royal mode, 
and fo made this order for himfelf and 
twelve knights, in imitation of Chrif and 
his twelve apoftles. Then celebrating all 
the feftivals of thefe orders, he fet up their 
arms and badges over the gate of his palace 
at Lithgow, Joining St. Andrew with them. 

Some 
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Some Scotch writers, very fond of anti- 
quity, not fatisfied with the novelty of this 
inftitution, affect to call it the moft antient 
as to its derivation. But for this they have 
no better warrant than the dream of king 
Fungus the Pif, to whom St. Andrew 
making a midnight vifit, promifed him a 
fure victory over his foes, the Northum- 
brians ; and the next day St. Andrew’s crofs 
appearing in the air, he made his words 
good, and the Northumbrians were defeated, 

On this ftory, as they fay, king Achaius, 
about the year 800, framed the order of St. 
Andrew, 700 years before Fames V. re- 
vived it ; but, after fo many ages, ’tis re- 
markabJe, that no foreign teftimonies or 
authors are produced, no cotemporary vouch- 
ers to conrfim, or even mention it. They 
who dreamed one part of the fable forgot 
to dream the other : for we ought to have 
had a copy of the rules, habits, and cere- 
monies of the order, with a long lift of the 
knights in fo many hundred years ; but as 
nothing of that-is pretended, the whole 
muift be rejected as a vain empty fiction. 

And if derivation be any plea for antiqui- 
ty, the order of the Garter is an undeniable 
confequence of king Arthur's round table of 
twenty-four knights, which was devifed 
and inftituted about the year 500, on pur- 
pofe for martial exercife, being 300 years 
before the fabulous account of Hungus and 
Achaius, and isthe firft military order of 
knighthood any where left upon record ; 
being alfo praétifed long after the Norman 
fettlement, till near the time of the glo- 
tious king Edward III. who founded the 
moft noble order of the Garter. 

As for the Thiftle, which is the princi- 
pal badge in the order of St. Andrew, it 
was rather tranfplanted from France, than 
any device of king Hames V ; for the houfe 
of Bourbon had formerly fuch a fraternity, 
called the order of the Thiftle, with the 
very fame motto. 

Immediately after the faid King had efta- 
blithed this order, he died in 1542, which 
put an end to the defign; for it being in 
the religious times of reformation, it was 
thought impious to make fo free with 
Cdrift and his apoftles ;_ nor was it any more 
heard of till king Fames II. of England ree 
newed it, by making eight knights on the 
29th of May, anno dom. 1687, from which 
time the beginning of this order is more 
truly to be dated: but the revolution inter- 
vening, no more knights were added till 
December 1703, when queen Anne made 
the number twelve, according to-the firft 
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plan, adding alfo fome new rules to the 
order, Sia ; 

In 1714, king George I. was pleafed ta 
confiim the ftatutes of queen Anne} with 
the addition of feveral more, particularly 
that of making rays of glory to furround the 
figure of St. dudrew, which hangs at the 
collar; and as elections and inftallments 
were both wanting, his Majefty ordered 
that chapters of election fhould thenteforth 
be held in the royal prefence; and the great 
wardrobe to provide fuitablé mantles, and 
other veftments for the knights and of= 
ficers. 

The enfigns are the image of St. Ane 
drew in a purple robe, irradiated, as before 
obferved, and vefted in cloth of gold, with 
the white crofs of martyrdom on his_breaft 5 
and is pendent to the collar of the faid order, 
as worn by the knights on their feaft day, 
being the 30th of November, and other 
great occafions. 

The collar is made of gold, with thiftles 
and {prigs of rue linked together, enamelled 
green, being the two antient fymbols of the 
Scots and Pigs ; the one not to be handled 
without being hurt, and the other being an 
antidote againft infection : hente the motto, 
Nemo me impune laceffit.

And it is obfervable, that the Byi- 
tifh court tell out with Spain juft at the time 
the French were reconciled to them 3; for 
at this time it was that Mr. Sranbope, the 
Britifh minifter at Madrid, demanded fa- 
tisfaction of the king of Spain, for taking 
the duke de Riperda out ot his houte.

1726-7, Yan. 17. The Parliament of 
Great Britain met, and the King gave the 
Lord Chancellor his fpeech to read to both 
Houfes ; acquainting them, that a fecret 
and offenfive alliance had been concluded 
between the Emperor and Spain; that the 
placing the Pretender on the Briti/b throne 
was one of the fecret articles of that treaty ; 
that Ruffia had been concerned in the in- 
vafion, if they had not been prevented by 
the Britifh fleet fent to the Baltic: where- 
upon his allies of France and Holland had 
augmented their forces, and Sweden and 
Denmark were about to accede to the Hano- 
wer alliance ; and he did not doubt but his 
Parliament would affift him to perform his 
part: that the Spari/b minifter was re- 
called abruptly, and had Jeft a memorial be- 
hind him, little fhort of a declaration of 
war ; wherein he demanded the reftitution 
of Gibraltar, and made the recalling the 
fguadrons his Majefty had fent to the A#- 
diterranean and the Wejf?-Indies, the condi- 
tion of any further correfpondence between 
the two crowns, looking upon the con- 
tinuance of thofe fleets abroad, as actual 
hoftijities, and threatening to repel them 
by force: that the king of Spain was ac- 
tually affembling an army in the neigh- 
bourhood of Gifraltar, but he had un- 
doubted intelligence, their firft and pringi- 
pal defign was to invade thefe kingdoms: 
he demanded therefore of the Commons 
the fupplies neceflary for the defence of 
their country; and, as they had the laf 
year enabled him to lay out what money 
he thought neceflary, he hoped they would 
repofé the fame truit and confidence in him 
again: that his neceffities fhould never 
make him to touch the finking fund, but 
defired they would apply it to the ufe it 
was defigned for. 

Fan. 138. The Lords prefented an ad- 
dreis to his Majefty, thanking him for 
communicating the fituation of affairs to 
them, and forthe wife meafures he had 
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taken for their fecurity ; promifing to 
maintain his Majefty’s right and title to 
the crown, and the prefent happy eftablith- 
ment. . 

The fame day a motion was made in the 
Houfe of Commons for an addrefs to his 
Majefty ; in which it was propofed to thank 
him for acquainting them with the ftate of 
affairs; to declare their refentment at the 
unjuft demand of Gibraltar, and the Em- 
peror’s ufurpations on our trade; but, 
above all, at the engagements to. fet the 
Pretender on the throne; to thank the 
King for employing his fleets for their fe- 
cutity, and to defire his Majefty to give 
orders for putting the kingdom in a {tate of 
defence ; and tha! they would ftand by and 
fupport him in fuch meafures as he fhould 
take for the fecurity of his people, and the 
common intereft of Europe. 

To which it was antwered, that things 
of this importance required more delibera- 
tion ; that the motion implied an approba~ 
tion of the meafures to prevent dangers, be- 
fore they knew either what thofe meafures 
were, or whether thofe dangers were real 5 
that our meafures of late years had been in 
a perpetual fluctuation, fometimes depref- 
fing France, and fometimes. the Emperor, 
and, under pretence of holding the balance 
of Europe, we fhould be engaged in per- 
petual wars. Another faid, that a defign 
of invading us with five or fix men of 
war was altogether romantic, and confe- 
quently the fears of the Pretender ground- 
lefs and chimerical. A third was of opi- 
nion, that the acquifition of fome domi» 
nions abroad were the true caufes of the 
divifions and diftraétions which threatend 
Eurepe. ' 

However, the queftion being put, it was. 
carried for the addrefs, by a majority of 2s¢ 
againft 81 3 and the addrefs was prefented 
the next day.

quire a further expence, and therefore they 
ought to enable his Majefty to anfwer fuch 
contingencies : that the houfe had feveral 
times repofed'the fame confidence in his 
Majefty, which had never been abufed, &c. 

The gentlemen on the other fide urged, 

that the granting fupplies without an efti- 
mate of the expence was unparliamentary : 
that the claufe moved for was inconfiftent 
with that part of the bill, which forbids the 
iffuing of the fupplies thereby granted to any 
other purpofes than thofe fpecified ; and 
rendered ineffectual that appropriation of 
public money, which the wifdom of all 
parliaments had thought a neceflary fecu- 
rity againft the mifapplication of it; that 
vaft fums had already been granted; and, 
if any unexpected emergency fhould de- 
mand a further fupply, that might be pro- 
vided for in the ufual manner, and with 
lefs inconvenience, than by fuch a delega- 
tion of almoft a diétatorial authority to the 
minifters; that fuch an unlimited and ab- 
folute power ought never to be given ina 
free government but upon evident neceffity, 
when the very being of the government is 
in imminent danger: that the precedents 
urged to juftify this claufe were far from 
being full to the point; and, if they were, 
ought not to be followed, left claufes of 
the fame nature might become fo frequent, 
asin time to lodge in the crown and the 
minifters, an abfolute and uncontroulable 
power of raifing money upon the people, 
which by our wife conftitution is, and with 
fafety can only.be, lodged in the whole le- 
giflature. 

Another faid, they had already given four

tion, at the higheft pitch of glory and re- 
putation, holding the balance of Europe, 
defending their juft privileges and poflef- 
fions, and vindicating the honour” of the 
crown of Great Britain. 

At home he found among his Proteftant 
fubjects fuch mutual charity and forbear-

Pulteney, Shippen, and the reft 
of the oppofite party, {till infifted, that 
there had been a great deal of artifice ufed 


in ftating thefe accounts: that, in order to | 


{well the fums faid to have been iffued and 
applied towards the difcharge of the public 
debts, there had been added above three 
millions for the advanced price given in 
1720, in order to make the irredeem- 
ables redeemable, which could not properly 
be called a payment of debts; whereas, on 
the other hand, in the account of the 
prefent national debt, or of the increafe of 
that debt fince Chrifmas 1716, feveral large 
fums were omitted, particularly one million 
raifed upon the credit of the civil lift, and 
feveral deficiencies on the land-tax, malt, 
and other funds, which ftill remained a 
public debt.

and arrived at Newmarket at fix the fame 
evening. The next day the univerfity of 
Cambridge in a body, with Dr. Lambert, 
their vice-chancellor, at their head, at- 
tended the King at Necumarket, and con- 
gratulated his Majefty on his arrival there, 
and defired he would honour them with his 
royal prefence at Cambridge: whereupon his 
majefty appointed the next day to dine with 
the univerfity at Cambridge; and came 
thither accordingly the next morning, at- 
tended by the dukes of Dorfet, Grafton, 
Richmond, Ancafter, Newcafile, and Man- 
chefier, the earls of Effex, Cardigan, Scar- 
borough, Sir Rebert Walpole, and many 
other perfons of diftinétion, 

His Majefty was met at fome diftance 
from the town by the corporation in their 
formalities on horfeback 3 and at the regent- 
walk was received by the chancellor, (the 
duke of Somerfet) and the whole body of 
the univerfity, and conduéted into the 
Senate-houfe; from whence his Majefty 
went to King’s college chapel, and then to 
Frinity college, where he dined in the 
hall; and having made the univerfity a 
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prefent of two thoufand pounds, in con- 
fideration of the expences of his enter- 
tertainment, which was extremely mag- 
nificent, his majefty returned to New- 
market the fame Evening, and on the 27th 
inftant the King and court returned to Sr. 
ames’S. | 

The preliminaries being adjufted between 
the courts of Great Britain and Spain, the 
fiege of Gibraltar was raifed; the Britifp 
fleets recalled; and his majefty’s plenipo- 
tentiaries, Stephen Poyntz, efq. and the 
right hon, William Stanbope, efq. fet out 
for the congrefs, which was agreed to be 
held at Soiffons in France, in order finally to 
adjuft all matters in difference between the 
contending parties, by the mediation of

About the fame time the court received 
advice, that Fobn Ruffel, efq. his Majefty’s 
conful-general and envoy to the emperor 
of Morecco, had renewed the articles of 
peace with that prince, and obtained the 
liberty of feveral Britifp captives. 

About the fame time died Dr. Sohn 
Woodward, who ereéted a profeflorthip for 
natural philofophy in the univerfity of 
Cambridge, and left a handfome annual 
revenue for the endowment of it: he alfo 
left the univerfity the refufal of his col- 
leCtion of foffils, and other natural curiof- 
ties, if they would purchafe them, which 
the univerfity afterwards did for 2000/.

which was read by the Speaker; wiz. 
‘That his Majefty being under fome en- 


gagements entered into, and concerted, 


with the advice and concurrence of the laft 
Parliament for fecuring the trade and 
navigation of this kingdom, and for re- 
ftoring and preferving the peace of Eurcpe; 
and haying been enabled to anfwer and 
defray the charges and expences thereof, 
as far as they have hitherto become due 
and payables and there being ftill wanting 
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afum not very confiderable to perfect and 
fulfil thefe engagements; relying upon 
the duty and affections of his Commons; 
hopes they will enable him to difcharge 
fuch engagements a8 ftill remain unfatisfied 
upon this head of fervice. 

Several of the members appeared fur- 
prifed at this unexpected meffage: however, 
taking into confideration, the next day, 
after fome warm fpeeches by Mr. Pulteney, 
and others; it was refolved by a great ma-~ 
jority, 237 againft roi, thatan addrefs be 
prefented to his Majefty, to aflure him they 
would enable his Majefty to anfwer and 
defray the charges and expences that’ {till 
remained unfatistied of the engagements 
entered into, and concerted, for fecuring 
the trade and navigation.of this kingdom, 
and for the reftoring and preferving the 
peace of Europe: and the faid addrefs was 
prefented to his Majefty the next day. 

For which his Majefty thanked. the 
Houfe; and affured them, that it thould be 
employed forthe public good, andin fupport 
of the common caufe. 

A motion was made in the Houfe of 
Commons for an addrefs to his Majefty, 
that the proper officer might lay before the 
Houle an account of the fale of woods, and 
grants of falls of woods by his late Majefty, 
which occafioned a debate; wherein Mr. 
Pulteney reprefented, that through the con- 
nivance of fome menin favour, in the late 
reign, his Majefty’s goodnefs had been 
abufed in feveral grants of confiderable falls 
of woods, to the great detriment and watte 
of the royal forefts, at a time when the 
mation flood in great need of timber for 
repairing and building fhips. 

But it was anfwered by Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, That fuch an inquiry might*be in- 
jurious to the memory of fome that were 
gead; and after all, might be unprofitable 
te the living: and the previous queftion 
being put, it pafled in the negative. 

Vice admiral Hopfon, who commanded 
the fleet on the coaft of Spanifh America, 
met with the fame fate his predeceffor ad- 
tniral Hofer had done: he died on board his 
fhip on the 8th of May, in that unhealth- 
ful climate, which carried off not only the 
two admirals, but the whole: fhip’s crews 
twice over almoft ; and the thips were fo eaten 
up with the worms, that it was with diffi- 
culty they returned to Europe again, where 
moft of them were rebuilt, or broken up. 

The lord Carteret, lord lieutenant-of Ire- 
land, returning to England about this time,

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_ Some members fhewed a furprize at this 
petition, Sir Theodore Fanjfen having been

many friends, that a claufe was ordered to 
be received for the petitioner’s relief, in the 
South Sea bill that was depending. 

_ Upon this fuctefs, a petition from Mr. 
Robert Surman, late deputy cafhier of the 
South Sea company, was prefented to the 
houfe, praying a further allowance foér 
himfelf and family, in tegard of the great 
éftate taken from him by aét of Pafliament, 
though he was only a clerk to the compa- 
ny, and had not the Jeaft conccrn in the 
direétion of their affairs; and had of late 
yeen of great fervice to the company by his 
affiftance and informations: but, notwith- 
ftanding the cafhier feemed to have better 
pretenfions to be relieved than Yanffen the 
direétor, he had not fo many friends, and 
his petition was rejected. 

The Commons having taken into their 
eonfideration the ftate of the colony of Ca- 
rolina, refolved; that an addrefs be prefent- 
ed to his Majefty, that he would contraét 
with the lords proprietors of Carolina for 
the purchafe and furrender of their title and 
intereft in that province; and aflured his 
Majefty, that they would make good the 
expence of the purchafe out of the next 
aids. 

May 27. Charles Leopold duke of Meck- 
lenburgh was depofed by the Emperor, and 
his younger brother duke Chrifian Lewis, 
was appointed adminiftrator of the duchy, 
with an allowance of 353000 dollars per 
nunum. The troops of execution were or- 
dered to evacuate the country, which from 
thenceforth was to be proteéted by the king 
of Praffia out of the revenues. 

_ On the other hand, the kings of France, 
Great Britain, Sweden, Denmark, the Czar, 
and the duke of Brunfwick-Wolfembuttle, as 
guararitees of the treaty of Weflpbalia, re- 
prefented to the Emperor, that the manner 
of proceeding againft duke Charles Leopold, 
of Mecklenburgh was contrary to the contti- 
tutions of the empire; according to which 
his Imperial Majefty had no right to make 
any change in the empire, without the con- 
fent of the princes who compofe it.

Feb, 18. The act for continuing the 
duties upon malt, mum, cyder, and perry, 
for the year 1729 5 and for making good the 
deficiency of a late malt ad, received the 
royal affent. 

About this time Fames Oglethorpe, ef. 
a member of the Commons, having a friend 
in the Fleet-prifon, named Caffel, an’ in- 
genious architect, whom he ufed to vifit 
there; and being informed, that the hard- 
fhips Cafel fufered in that prifon, had been 
the occafion of his death, he moved that a 
committee might be appointed to inquire 
into the ftate of the gaols of this kingdom. 
And acommittee being appointed accord- 
ingly, of which Mr. Oglethorpe was chair- 
man, they vifited the Fleet-prifon on the 
27th of February, and examined feveral of 
the prifoners 5 and among the reft Sir 
William Rich, bart. whom they found load- 
ed with heavy irons by the warden Mr. 
Bambridge; whereupon they ordered his 
irons to be taken off: but the committee 
were no fooner withdrawn, than Bambridge 
ordered Sir William to be put in irons again, 
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in which condition they found Sir William 
the nextday. Whereupon the Houfe re- 
folved, that Thomas Bambridge, efq. warden 
of his Majefty’s prifon of the Fleet, be 
taken into cuftody of the ferjeant at arms. 

Feb.27. Leopold Charles duke ot Lorrain 
died. 

William Chapple ferjeant at law, made 
judge of the counties of Carnarvon, Meric- 
neth, and Anglesey, in North Wales. 

March 5. A falary of 2500/. per ann. 
fettled on lord Londonderry, governor of the 
Leeward-iflands, and a prefent of 6000/. 
made him. 

March 14. The Commons refolved, 
that from the peace concluded at Utrecht in 
the year 1713, to this time, the Britip 
trade and navigation, to and from the fe- 
_veral Britifh colonies in America, has been 
greatly interrupted by the continual depre- 
dations of the Spaniards, who have feized 

*very valuable effects, and have unjuftly 
taken and make prize of great numbers of 
Britifh thips in thufe parts, to the great lofs 
and damage of the fubjects of this king- 
dom, and in manifeft violation of the trea- 
ties fubfifting between the two crowns 3 and 
they prefented an addrefs to his Majefty, 
that he would ufe his utmoft endeavours to 
prevent fuch depredations, and procure a 
reafonable fatisfaétion for the loffes fuftain- 
ed; and fecure his fubjeéts the free exer- 
cife of commerce and navigation to and 
from the Britifb plantations in America. 
This being prefented by the whole houfe, 
his Majefty anfwered, he was fenfibly af- 
fected with the loffes fuftained by his trad- 
ing fubjects; that he had given the ftritteft 
orders for procuring a juft and reafonable 
fatisfa€tion, and would ufe his beft endea- 
vours to anfwer the expectations of his peo- 
ple, upon an affair of fo much importance. 

March 18. In the Houfe of Peers, their 
Lordthips having confidered the ftate of the 
nation, particularly with relation to the de- 
mand made by the court of Spain, for the re- 
ftitution of Gibralter ; founded on a letter 
written in the year 1721, by his late Ma- 
jefty to the king of Spain: and a copy 
of the faid letter having been laid be- 
fore the Houfe, wherein his Majefty has 
thefe expreffions: “* I do no longer hefitate 
to affure your Majefty of my readinefs to fa- 
tisfy you with regard to your demand con- 
cerning the reftitution of Gibraltar, pro- 
mifing you to make ufe of the firft favoura- 
ble opportunity, to regulate this article, 
with the confent of my Parliament.” 

Dated Fune 1, 1721, and directed to the 
king of Spain. ; 
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It was moved, after a long debate, te re- 
folve, that it was the opinion of that Houfe, 
that for the honour of his Majefty, and the 
prefervation and fecurity of the trade and 
commerce of this kingdom, efte€tual care 


fhould be taken in the prefent treaty, that 


the king of Spain do renounce all claim and 
pretenfion to Gibraltar and the ifland of 
Minorca) in plain and ftrong terms 3 but 
after a warm debate, it was carried in the 
negative ; content thirty-one, not content 
eighty-four. 

Diffentient’ ; 

1. Becaufe we think our right to a place 
of fuch importance to our commerce as Gib- 
raltar, fhould be fecured by more than ge- 


neral ftipulations, which may be liable to 


different conftructions. _ 

2. Becaufe the king of Spajn having 
claimed it feveral times, not only from the 
late King’s pofitive promife, as he afferts, 
but from our forfeiture of it by infraGtions 
of thofe conditions on which he gave it up; 
and having a¢tually befieged it, fince he 
yielded it to us by treaty 5 it feems reafon- 
able we fhould infift upon his making a ree 


nunciation of it in wordsas plain and ftrong- 


as he madehis claim toit, fince our pleni- 
potentiaries have not been able to prevail on 


him to relinquith his pretenfions, during 


the long courfe of thefe perplexed negocia- 
tions, in which we have been unfkilfully, 
as we fear, (and we are fure we have been 
unfortunately) involved. 

3. We think it incumbent on us to take 
particular care, that our right toit fhould 
not in the leaft be precarious; becaufe we 
apprehend we have great reafon to fear, that 
the king of Spain’s allies are very defirous to 
have it again in his hands: and no reafon 
at all to believe, that our own allies are 
folicitous to have it continue in ours. If 
there fhould be the leaft room left upon a 
peace, for the king of Spain’s pretenfions to 
it, from any Joofe or doubtful expreffions, 
we are apprehenfive it may lay a foun- 


dation for uneafinefs and animofity, and 


might interrupt a perfe& harmony between 
us, and a nation whofe friendfhip muft 
always be of the greateft advantage to 
use We think our zeal to preferve our ti- 
tle to itin the manner we propofed, would 
have terrified any wicked minifters from 
the thoughts of giving it up, if ever we 
fhould be in fuch wretched circumftances 
as to have any who mightthink a war more 
dangerous to themfelves than the nation, 
and might, for that reafon, bé tempted ta 
purchafe an inglorious peace, at the high 

price 
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price of fo valuable a part of the Briti/h do- 
minions. 

Mr. Speaker acquainted the Houfe, that 
the high-bailiff of Wefminfter had informed 
him, that feveral footmen in the court of 
Requefts had infulted the conftables in wait- 
ting, for endeavouring to put in execution 
the orders of the Houfe, to prevent gaming 
and other diforders : a committee was ap- 
pointed, to confider of more proper me- 
thods for the more effectual preventing fuch 
diforders 

March 20. ~ Mr. Oglethorpe, from the 
committee to inquire into the ftate of the 
gaols of this kingdom, reported the refolu- 
tions of the committee thereupon 3 and the 
faid refolutions were agreed to by the 
Houfe, being of the following tenor : 

Refolved, Nemine contradicente, that Thom. 
- Bambridge, the acting warden of the Fleet- 
prifon, hath wilfully permitted feveral 
of the debtors to the crown in great fums 
of money, as well as debtors to divers of 
his Majefty’s fubjeéts, to efcape ; that he 
hath been guilty of the moft notorious 
breaches of his truft, great extertions, and 
the higheft crimes and mifdemeanours, in 
the execution of his faid office ; and hath 
arbitrarily and unlawfully loaded with 
irons, put into dungeons, and deftroyed, 
prifoners for debt, treating them in the moft 
barbarous and cruel manner, in high viola- 
tion and contempt of the laws of this 

kingdom. 

Refolved, that Fobn Huggins, efq. late 
warden of the Fleet-prifon, did, during 
his wardenfhip, wilfully permit many con- 
fiderable debtors in his cuftody to efcape; 
and was notorioufly guilty of great breaches 
of his truft, extortions, cruelties, and other 
high crimes and mifdemeanours in the exe- 
cution of his faid office, to the great op- 
prefion and ruin of many of the fubjeéts 
of this kingdom. 

Refolved, that Fames Barnes, William 
Pindar, Fohn Everett, and Thomas King, 
were agents of, and accomplices with the 
faid Thomas Bambridge, in the commiffion 
of his faid crimes, And it was agreed to 
addrefs his Majefty, to order the Attorney- 
General to profecute the faid offenders : and 
they were ordered to be committed clofe 
prifoners to Newgate: and two bills were 
ordered to be brought in, the one to difable 

the faid Thomas Bambridge to hold the of- 
fice of warden of the Fleet, or exercife any 
authority relating thereto ; the other for 
the better regulating the Fleet-prifon, and 
more effectually preventing and punifhing 
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arbitrary and illegal praétices of the warden 
of the faid prifon, 

March 24. The following atts received 
the royal affent, viz. é 

The land-tax for the year 1729, three 
fhillings in the pound. 

An att for raifing the fum of 1,250,000/, 
by fale of annuities to the bank of Eng- 
land, after the rate 4/. per cent. and for ap- 
plying the finking fund. 

An act for making good the lofs occa- 
fioned by a fum of money being ftolen out 
of the Exchequer, in the year 1724, 

An act for punifhing mutiny and defer- 
tion. 

An att for repairing the roads from Litch- 
Jield to the county of Stafford, in the poft 
road towards Cheffer ; and alfo from Burton 
upon Trent to Litchfield, ec. 

The grants for this year amounted to 


351235449/. 15s. 6d. 


1729, March 25. Both Houfes addreffed 
his Majefty, that he would, for maintain- 
ing and fecuring the trade of this kingdom, 
take effectual care in the prefent treaty, to 
preferve his undoubted right to Gibraltar 
and the ifland of Minorca. 

April t. The jubilee began at Rome. 

April 3. The duke of Wharton (faid to 
have been in the enemy’s army before Gi- 
braltar ) was proclaimed a traitor. 

The earl of Buchan appointed his Ma- 
jefty’s high commiffioner in Scotland. 

Francis George count de Schonborn, chofen 
archbifhop and eleétor of Triers, in the room 
of prince Francis Leqvis of Newbourg. 

April 13. Several papers relating to the 
Spanifb depredations having been read in 
the Houfe of Peers, the following refolu- 
tion was propofed, viz. that it appears to 
this Houfe, that the expence of the {qua- 
dron fent to the Weft Indies, under the 
sommand of yice-admiral Hofer, having 
been borne by this nation alone, though 
defigned to prevent the Spaniards from 
feizing the effects belonging to his Ma- 
jefty’s allies, as wellas his fubjeéts, which 
were on board the flota and galleons, and 
from applying the treafure to difturb the 
peace, and invade the liberties of Europes 
has been an unreafonable burden to this 
kingdom. 

It paffed in the negative after fome de- 
bate. 

Diffentient’ ; 

1. Becaufe we conceive, that our allies 
were at leaft as much concerned to prevent 
the Spaniards difturbing the peace of Ex- 
rope, if there was at that time fuch a 

oune 
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foundation to apprehend fuch attempts on 
the part of Spain ; and becaufe our allies, 
the French in particular, ‘had a much great- 
er fhare in the effeéts of the galleons than 
this nation, and by confequence were much 
more concerned in intereft to prevent the 
king of Spain from feizing thofe effects. 

2. Becaufe we not only took the whole 
charge of this expedition upon ourfelves, 
but have increafed our national forces, taken 
great numbers of foreign troops into our 
pay, and contracted to pay divers fubfidies 
to foreign princes, when it has nat appear- 
ed to us in any authentic manner, that our 
allies have taken upon themfelves any ex- 
pence proportionable to this, in confequence 
of the Hanover treaty. 

3» Becaufe we are convinced, that the 
mational expence, and lofles occafioned by 
this expedition, do not only very far ex- 
ceed any intereft which the fubjects of this 
nation can be fuppofed to have in the gal- 
Yeons, but have likewife been much more 
confiderable, than any detriment which has 
accrued to Spain, by delaying the return of 
the galleons. 

4. That, by taking this expedition folely 
upon ourfelves, we drew the whole refent- 
ment of the court of Spain upon this nation, 
and gave the French an opportunity of heal 
ing the breaches which had been made be- 
tween thofe two courts, of acquiring a 
greater fhare than ever they had in a moft 
beneficial branch of trade, and of aéting 
the part of mediators, rather than that of 
parties in the difpute. 

5. We cannot help being of opinion, that 
this burden was the more unreafonable, 
fince it does not appear that this expedition 
has had the effect of obliging the Spaniards 
clearly to adjuft the points in difpute be- 
tween us, or effectually to fecure to our 
merchants a juft facisfa€tion for the great 
loffes which they have fuftained, by the 
feizurez and captures made by the Spaniards. 

April 23. It being reprefented in the 
Houfe of Commons, that the’civil lift re- 
venues fell fhort of producing the annual 
fum of 800,000/, it was moved, that the 
fum of 115,000/, be granted to his Majefty, 
upon account of the arrears of his civil lift 
revenues, to be replaced and refunded out 
of fuch arrears of the faid revenues as fhould 
be ftanding out at his Majefty’s demife, 
This was a furprize to a great many mem- 
bers, becanfe in the former feffion the fe- 
veral duties and revenues granted for the 
fapport of his Majefty’s houfhold appeared, 
by the accounts then laid before the Houfe, 
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to produce more than the annual fum ef 


800,000/. for which they were given : how. 
ever it was carried in the affirmative, by — 


241 voices againit 115. 

It was refolved to lay a duty of five fhil- 
lings a gallon on geneva and compound 
waters, 


May 10. The Lords taking into confi- 


deration the granting the King 115,000/¢ 


to make good what his annual revenue fell 
fhort of 800,c00/. it was refolyed in the 
affirmative. 
Diffentient? hot 

Becaufe it has appeated, by thé accounts 
laid before this Hovfe, that the real pro- 
duce or the civil lift revenues is confidera- 
bly more than fufficient to anfwer the fum 
of 800,000/, nor is it pretended there is any 


fuch deficiency, but only fo much in ars ~ 


rear 5 fo that we conceive this to be a new 
grant to his Majeity, and a new burden on 
the people; and this at a time when the 
public debts are increafed, the taxes heavy, 
our foreign trade interrupted, manufaétures 
decaying, the poor multiplied,and many other 
national calamities furrounding us: thefe 
confiderations in themfelves are very mo- 
ving, but muft appear much ftronger, when 
it is confidered, his Majefty is poflefed of a 
much greater revenue than king Williani, 
queen Anne, or even his late Majefty en- 
joyed ; and yet his prefent Majefty, when 


prince of Wales, received out of the civil ‘ 


lift revenues, during the reign of the late 
King, 100,000). per annum, befides the in- 
tire revenues of the principality ofWales, ane 
the duchy of Cornwall : whereas it does not 
appear to us, that the like fum of 100,000/. 
a year, or even the revenues of the princi 
pality of Wales, have yet been fettled on his 
royal highnefs prince Frederic. 

We cannot but be extremely apprehenfive 


of the znany ill confequences that may fol- 


low, from a grant of money tothe crown fo 
ill-grounded, and fo unreafonable, as we con- 
ceive thistobe. The advantage in favour of 
his Majefty, eftablifhed by the civil lift a, 
is very great, fince, if the produce of the 
revenues granted and appropriated to the 
ufe of the eivil lift, does not anfwer to the 
yearly fum of 300,000/. the deficiency is to 


be made good to his Majefty by the public; _ 


whereas no provifion is made, by which, if 
the produce of thofe revenues exceeds the 
fum of 800,000/. the furplus fhall accrue to 
the benefit of the public. By this prece= 
dent, not only rea) deficiencies are to be 
made good, but fupplies are to be given for 
arrears ftanding out at the end of every te 

ang. 
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and not only for arrears ftanding out, but 
even for atrears which fhall come in before 
the fupplies can be granted. The revenues 
appropriated to the ufes of his Majefty’s 
civil lift are fubje€t in their own nature to 
vary 3 and even when there is no deficiency 
in the produce, there may be arrears in the 
receipt, which arrears may be eafily in- 
creafed, by the management of defigning 
minifters, by private directions to receivers, 
and by artful methods of ftating the ac- 
counts. And now this precedent is made, 
we may have frequent accounts of arrears, 
and a grievous and even intolerable load, 
may be brought upon the nation in a fhort 
time.

That Sobn Darby, the keeper; having, 
contrary to law, let to farm his faid office 
unto the faid William Afton, and having 
grofsly neglected his duty, in not prevent-' 
ing the faid inhumanities, cruelties, frauds, 
and abufes, was guilty of a high mifdemea- 
nour, and notorious breach of truft, to the 
great oppreffion and ruin of many of his 
Majefty’s fubjeéts. | 

And it was agreed to addrefs his Majefty, 
to direct the Attorney-general to profecute' 
the faid William AGon and Fobn Darby, for 
their faid crimes.

And that they might reap the earlieft 
fruits of this advantageous peace, he had 
already ordered a reduction of his forces, 
and laid up part of his fleet. 

They were the beft judges, whether the 
circumftances of the finking fund, and of 
the national debt, would yet admit of giving 
any eafe where the duties were moft 
grievous. He had the greateft regard for 
the finking fund, and looked with com- 
paifionon the hardfhips of the poor arti- 
ficers and manufa¢turers; but he left it 
to their determinat?on what might reafon- 
ably be done on this critical confideration :. 
and, having exhorted them to unanimity, 
concluded, That he defired the aftections of 
his'people might be the ftrength of his 
government, as their intereft had always 
been the rule of his actions, and the obje& 
of his wifhes. 

The Houfe of Peers addreffed his Ma- 
jefty, thanking him for his fpeech, and 
congratulating his arrival in England; fene 
fible, that nothing could alleviate his ab- 
fence but the Queen’s happy adminifiration. 

They wanted words to exprefs their 
joy and gratitude for the peace; and, when 
they reflected on the tender and anxious 
concern his Majefty had fhewn, during the 
Jate uncertain ftate of affaissin Europe, they 
could not but look npon this happy event 
as a public reward from heaven for his 
Majefty’s love of his people; and, having 
repeated and applauded every paragraph of 
his Majefty’s {peech, they aflured him they 

| would 
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would exert themfelyes to the utmoft to fup- 
port and aflift his Majefty. _ vig 
They obferved, that his Majefty had com- 
pleted the withes of all his good fubjeéts, 
~ and the defpair of the bad: that he had ob- 
viated all the groundlefs clamours and 


cavils which even malice itfelf could in-’ 


vent; and the infinuations of any remnant 
of faétion would ferve only to excite them 
all to aét with the greateft zeal and har- 
mony, fo as to make his government as 
eafy and happy for his Majefty as it was 
for them, 

Jan 15. The addrefs of the Commons, 
which was prefented to his Majefty, differs 
very little from that of the Lords; and 
they aflure his Majefty, that, if, in refent- 
ment of his juft and prudent meafures, any 
new troubles fhould arife to difappoint the 
execution of the prefent engagements (this 
muft bave an eye to the Emperor’s oppofing 
Don Carlos’s taking pofleffion of Tufcany 
and Parma), they thought themfelves ob- 
liged by the ftrongeft ties of duty, affection 
and gratitude, to aflure his.

number of years, or any other gratuity or 
reward whatfoever, or any office from the 
crown to be held for me, or for my benefit, 
in part or in the whole thereof, by any 
perfon whatfoever, without fignifying the 
fame to this Houfe within fourteen days 
after I have received or accepted the fame, 
if the parliament be then fitting, or within 
fourteen days after the next meeting of 
the parliament. So help me God.” 

An order of council was made, that the 
mafters of fhips fhould pay no-more ‘thaa 
25 thillings for a new Mediterranean 
and 1§ fhillings for a renewed pafs, 

March 24. His Majefty came to the 
Houfe, and gaye the royal aflent to the 
following bills, viz. :

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that by denying this liberty, and reftraining 
all loans or afliftance of money to foreign 
powers, we made Hol/and the market of 
Exrope, the mart of money to the nations 
on the continent; the Dutch would not 
refufe to furnifh the Emperor whenever he 
afked it, and it was imprudent to deny the 
fubjects of Britain the advantage that might 
be made of fuch a loan. 

To which the courtiers replied, that this 
bill was promoted with no other view than 
its being abfolutely neceflary for the peace of 

- Europe ; for there was a fubfcription tranf- 
acting for the fervice of the Emperor at this 
time, and no lefs than 40,000/. raifed for 
his ufe, who could not march his armies, 
or cloath his troops, without thefe fupplies 
of money 5 and it was not juft or reafonJble 
he fhould have fuch affiftance from us, 
againft whom he was meditating a war, 
and projecting a difturbance. 

_ That it was no objection to the bill, 
_ that other princes and ttates were intended 
_ as wel] as the Emperor; but to have named 
him diftinét from all others, would have 
amounted to a declaration ef war: befides, 
his Majefty would readily grant an allow- 
ance of loans to the king of Portuga/, or 
any other prince in alliance with us.

The colony of Penfylyania was greatly 
ftrengthened this year, by the arrival of 
6200 people there, chiefly from Ireland. 

The whale fithery appeared to be very 
confiderable on the coaft of Neev England, 
New York, and New Ferfey; there having 
arrived in Old England 154 tons of train or 
whale oil, and g200 of whalebone, from 
thofe coafts about this time. 

In the firft fifteen days of this month, 
there arrived from our American fugar colo- 
nies, upwards of 10,000 hogtheads of fugar, 
and 15,000 gallons of rum: befides great 
quantities brought to Briffol, Liverpool, and 

- Glafgow, which is computed to be half 
as much more. And in the laft fifteen 
days of the preceding month of Sune, were 
brought into the port of London, 8175 
hogtheads of fugar, and 36,866 gallons of 
rum. 

Advice came, that fifteen galleons con- 
voyed by fix men of war, failed from Cadiz 
for'Carthagena on the 26th of Fune. 

The Spaniards hired above threefcore 
Exglify merchant fhips in the ports of 
Spain, to tranfport their forces to Italy. 
‘They hired alfo a great number of French 
veticls for the fame purpofe, 

Advice came, that Ferdinand duke of 
Ccurland died on the 28th of Sune, and that 
there was like to be a warm conteft about 
the choice of another, between the neigh- 
bouring powers of Ruffia and Poland; but 
the Courlanders, who are generally Prote- 
fiants, feemed moft inclined to be governed 
by Ruffa in their ele€tion ; dreading to fall 
under the dominion of a bigotted Pc/ander. 

The duke of Meck/enburg returned to his 
territories, and demanded the fubmiffion of 

-his fubjeéts to his authority: he alfo in- 
troduced fome forces, and drove the Han- 
werians from fome of their pofts. But the

The Czarina lately finifhed the canal be- 
tween the lake Ladoga and the great river 
lea; fo that there is at prefent a commu- 
nication by water between the Baltic and 
Cafpian Seas, for veflels of cighty tons bur- 
den; being a navigation of 2800 miles, 
through the heart of Mifcovy.

every where expected. kedielz> sot 
That he was incapable of attempting to 
influence their proceedings by groundlefs 
fears, and as incapable of amufing them 
with vain expectations ; but that the great 
event uf peace or war would be very much 
affected by their firft refolutions; the con- 
tinuance of that zeal they had hitherto 
fhewn to fupport his engagements, mutt 
now be of the gregteft weight with his al- 
Jies who could not then think their intereft 
~negleéted,” before the conditions of their 
treaties were accomplifhed, The plan for 
executing the treaty of Seville by force, if 
they thould be under that neceffity, wag un- 
der confideration. And till the proportion 


of the confederate forces fhould be adjufted, 


it was not eafy to determine how far the 
expences of the enfuing year might extend, 
and exceed the provifion made for the laf 
year’s feryice. If it fhould be neceffary, 
therefore, he fhould afk ‘their further ad- 
vice and afliftance, when any proper occa- 
fion fhould require it. 

' He did not doubt, that the Commons 
would grant him the neceffary fupplies, and 
enable him to make good his engagements, 
with that chearfulnefs which became a Bri- 
2h Houfe of Commons, jealous of the 
honour of the crown, and folicitous for the 
glory and profperity of the kingdom, 
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If the tranquility of Europe could be fet~ 
tled without the effufion of blood, orthe 
expence of treafure, that was certainly mot 
defirable: but if that bleffing could not 
be obtained, honour, juftice, and the fa. 
cred faith due to folemn treaties, called on 
them to exert themfelves, to procure by 
force what could not be obtained on juft and 
reafonable terms. 

A motion was made the fame day in the 
Houfe of Peers, to return his Majefty 
thanks for his fpeech; and declare, they 
would perfevere in their zeal for his Ma- 
jefty’s honour, and the public faith of the

Feb. 2. Orders were fent to the Englifh 
ambaflador at Conftantinople to congratulate 
the Grand Signior on his advancement to 
the throne. 

Feb. 3. An eftimate of the charge of the 
- Heffian troops being laid before a committee 
of the Commons, objections were made 
againit the continuing thofe troops in 
Britifb pay, which occafioned great debates, 
however, it was at length carried to con- 
tmue the Heffans in Britijb pay. 

Feb. 10. The fubfidy of 25,000/. per 
annum paid to the duke of Wolfembuttle, 
came under debate; and it was infifted by 
the country party, that fuch fubfidies were 
of no fervice to Great Britain; they were 
only paid to Hide his Majefty’s foreign 
dominions, which was contrary to the act 
of fettlement, It was at length refolved, 
that the fum of 25,000/, be granted for one 
year’s fubfidy to the duke of Brunfwick- 
Wolfembuttle.

Orders were fent to the Wfi-Indies, for 
his Majefty’s fhips to repel by force, and 
make reprifals on all Guarda Cofta’s, 
that fhall moleft any Englifh merchant 
fhips. 

About the fame time a petition was pre- 
fented by the merchants of Briffol trading to 
America, complaining of the great inters | 
ruptions of their trade, and depredations of 
the Spaniards, who, notwithftandcing the 
refolutions of that Houfe, and his Majefty’s 
endeavours to obtain a juft and reafonable 
fatisfaction for his fubjeéts, had lately taken 
and plundered feveral fhips and veflels be- 
longing to Briftel and other ports, and had 
treated the men who had fallen into their 
hands in a very barbarous manner; and 
therefore defired, that fome adequate re- 
medy might be applied, to prevent fuch 
lofies and outrages for the future, from a 
power at prefent in alliance with us. 

During this feffion a fecond penfion- 
bill was brought in, and paffed the Houfe 
of Commons with great unanimity; but 
was rejected again by the Houfe of Peers 
without being committed, 

Diffentient ; 

x. Becaufe the reafons entered on our 
Journals the laft feffion, againft reje€ting 
this bill, have had nothing of weight faid 
againft them: and this refufal may be 
looked on by the Commons as an unkind 
and an unprecedented treatment, and may 
too jufily create in them a refentment that 
may interrupt the harmony between the 
two Houfes, which is neceffary for carrying 
on the important affairs of the nation. 

2. Becaufe it is earneftly defired by the 
people, and fo wifely contrived by a folemn 
oath of purgation, to guard againft fecret 
corruption in that place; where, if ever it 
fhould be prevalent, its confequences would 
be moft pernicious and extenfive; and we 


fhould 
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fhould be expofed to fome uncharitable fuf- 

picions, if we did not, inthis moft authen- 
tic manner the conititution of parliament 
will allow, give an undeniable proof we are 
untainted with it ourfelves, 

3» Becaufe a member of parliament, who 
is not afhamed to accept a gratuity for any 
fervice which he is afhamed publicly to 
avow, muft be conicious to himfelf, that 
he is guilty of an immoral a¢tion; and 
therefore we conceive ourfelves not only 
obliged in policy, but in confcience, to 
yield our afient to a bill that contains a 
proper expedient in this limited monarchy, 
_.to preferve both the innocence and inde- 
pendency of elected legiflators; and would 
in a great meafure have prevented the 
danger of an infamous breach of truft of the 
higheft nature repofed in every fingle mem- 
ber of the lower houfe, for the benefit of 
-the whole community; which we think a 
«rime that ought to be dreaded by us as 
good patriots, and that we are bound to 
abhor as &ncere Chriftians. 

4- Becaufe we cannot but lament the 
Jofs of that opportuity, which, enacting 
this bill intoa law, we aflure ourfelves his 
Majelty would have embraced with par- 
ticular fatisfaction, of demonftrating to all 
his fubjeéts, that he is incapable of fuf- 
fering an improper ufe to be made by any 
of his fervants of that large revenue, which 
a parliament, liberal beyond any example 
of their predeceflors, fo chearfully gave 
him; or of entertaining the leaft thought 
himfelf to the prejudice of the Jibezties or 
propertics of his people, by any unjuftifia- 
- pic influence on their reprefentatives. 

The gentlemen on the other fide faid, 
the queftion was not, whether bribery was 
a bad thing or not; but whether the method 
propofed to puta ftop to bribery was an 
effectual method, and confifteat with our 
conftitution. 

By this bill every member of the com- 
Mons was to fwear, that he would not di- 
rectly or indire€tly receive any reward or 
gratuity from the crown during the time of 
his being a member; or, if he did, that he 
would declare it to the Houfe of Commons 
in fourteen days: and if any member ne- 
glected to take this oath, or took any gra- 
tuity or reward afterwards, and did not de- 
clare it to the Houfe, he was made fubje@ 
to the penalties of perjury, 

So that the members might take what 
tewards or gratuities they pleafed, provided 
they declared what they had taken within 
fourteen days: but the bill does not inti- 
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mate what ufe was to be made of this de” 
claration: but whatever ufe was to be 
made of it, it muft be by the Houfe of 
Commonsonly. There the declaration was 
to be made ; and it would probably be deemed 
a breach of privilege for any perfon in the 
kingdom to take cognizance of what pafled 
there: it was obfervable alfo, that this ufe 
was to be difcretionary and arbitrary; there 
was nothing inthe bill to reftrain or limit 
the ufe of this declaration; and if the 
Houfe fhould refer the confideration of all 
fuch declarations to the committee of 
elections, there the merit of the perfon 
that receives the reward, and the view and 
defign of the crown in giving that reward, 
muft come in queftion: and though they 
fhould be judged of, and determined there 
with the fame honour and juftice as elec- 
tions ufually are, yet it was highly proba- 
ble the confequence of ereéting fuch a 
judicature would be injurious to the confti- 
tution: fuch a power, where ever it is 
placed, muft draw the fupreme power 
after it. 

We fhould do well to confider, if fuch a 
power thould ever be allowed, how farit may 
extend 3 it isto comprehend all rewards and 
gratuities whatever, received dire@ly or 
indireétly by any member of the Commons : 
there is nothing in the power of the crown 
to grant but may be taken in under thefe 
general words, There are great offices ia 
the kingdom which do not at prefent 
difqualify thofe that hold them from fitting 
in the Houle of Commons: but if they 
were confidered as rewards or gratuities 
given by thecrown, they would beaffeéted 
by this bill; and thofe who hold them 
made fubject to fuch difcretionary judg- 
ment as fhould, in confequence of this 
bill, be exercifed in the Houfe of Com- 
mons. 

Ifthe relation of any member fhould be 
advanced to an office, it might be conftrued 
as a reward indireétly at leaft to the mem- . 
ber, and he made anfwerable to the Houfe 
under the fufpicion of bribery: the Houfe 
might either turn out fuch members as 
corrupt mep3 or, by the terror of fuch 
ufage, make them fubfervient to their own 
ends. 

There was but little difference between 
a power to give places, and a power to ap- 
prove to difapprove the gift of them by 
another: and what muft this power be in 
the hands of the Commons, joined to the 
fole right they claim of giving money, te 
the right of determining all difputed elec- 
tions, 
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tions, to the right of calling to account 
every officer and minifter in the kingdom ? 
Would they not grow too great to be con- 
trouled by the other branches of the legif- 
lature? And might they not, in fuch 
plenitude of power, think the Houfe of 
Lords to be of no ufe? Should a republi- 
can fpirit pofefs the Houfe of Commons, 
as it once did, how long would our ancient 
conftitution be able to fubfift ? 

«¢ For though (in the words ofa right 
«¢ rev. prelate) this bill at firft fight, feems 
s* to be a felf-denying bill, and to fome 
*¢ particular members may perhaps prove 
«< fo; yet the Commons, coafidered as an 
s¢ Houfe of Parliament, will find it, I 
“¢ fufpeét, a very great enlargement of 
“© power: and, whatever tends to break 
s* the balance between the powers effential 
«¢ to this conititution, mutt fooner or Jater 
*¢ prove the ruin of the whole. An inde- 
¢¢ pendent Houfe of Commons, or an inde- 
«¢ nendent Houfe of Lords, is as incon- 
‘*¢ fiftent with our conititution, as an in- 
** dependent, that is, an abfolute King: 
s¢ and whoever loves the liberties and laws 
«¢ of his country, will no more defire to 
4¢ fee one than the other: let bribery be 
«¢ punifhed, let corruption be punifhed; 
<< but not by giving fo much ftrength to 
*¢ one power of this conftitution as fhall 
«¢ mdke it able to overbear the reft.” 

To this it was replied, that the Roman 
ftate ‘was ruined by bribery: that their em- 
perors governed as arbitrarily and tyran- 
nically with the approbation of the fenate, 
whofe confent they obtained by bribery 
and corfuption, as if there had been no 
fenate at all. 

That though this bill fhould pafs into a 
law, the crown would ftill have power 


enough to reward thofe who deferved of. 
their country, unlefs it was fuppofed, that | 


every man was to have a reward who voted 
as the minifters of the crown direéted him: 
that the crown had it ftillin their power 
to give fuch rewards 4s was thought proper, 
by granting a penfion for life to any perfon 
who had done a fignal fervice to his cown- 
try, without fubjecting him to any of the 
forfeitures or difabilities in the bill; and 
thofe who had done fuch fignal fervice 
ought to be provided for fot life, and not 
to he left dependent on the caprice of a 
-minifter or fayourite. 

They withed a more effetual method 
“ gould’ be contrived to prevent bribery and 
corruption: they were forry to fee the fanc- 
tity of oaths ridiculed, and {9 little regarded 5 


~villain. 
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but they hoped it was no crime to lay # 
man under the neceffity of incurring the 
guilt and punifhment of perjury, before he 
could be guilty of that other crime of be- 
traying his country: though fome men _ 
might be hardy enough to declare a falfity 
upon oath, where there was no man pre- 
fent that knew the contrary; yet they 
believed no mam would have affurance 
enough to declare vpon oath, that he had 
no penfion, in the very face of the man 


who paid him his money, and who, upon 


hearing fuch a declaration, muft know 
and muft think him a moft abandoned 
In anfwer to that reverend pre- 
late, that had appeared fo zealous againit 
the bill, they were far from endeavouring 
to weaken that legal dependence which each 


of the branches of our conftitution had 
upon the other two; nor did they obferve 


any fuch tendency inthe bill: all that they 
intended, was to prevent any pernicious and 
corrupt dependence of theHoufe of Commons - 
upon the fervants or minifters of the crown. 
There was no clavfe in the bill that could 
give occafion to the Houfe of Commons to 
afflume a new or extraordinary power; it 
was indeed provided by this bill; that every 
member, refufing to take the faid oath, 


‘fhould by his refufal forfeit his feat in 


parliament: this bill fubjeéted the mem- 
ber to a forfeittre, it is true; but gave no 
new power to the Houfe, except that of 
adminiftering the oath: if he had fuch a 
penfion, he was by former laws declared 


incapable of having a feat in parliament: 
~fo that all that was new in this bill, was 


only a new method of difcovering, whether 
aman was capable of being a member by 
the Jaws of the realm already made of not. 
If the gratuity he had received from the 
erown did not difable him to continue 4 
member by former laws, the Houfe could 
not by any claufe in the bill determine that 
to be an incapacity which was not declared 
fo by former difabling laws. 
They could not from any words in this 
bill affume a power of judgment whether 


‘any perfon, receiving a gratuity from the 
-crown, deferved fuch a gratuity or not; 


they could only determine, whether the 
accepting fuch a gratuity came under any 
of the difabling laws in being: arid without 
fuch declaration, where the Houfe could 
prove, that a man had accepted ah office or 
gratuity, which fubjeéted him to any legal 
incapacity, they were alteady judges, ahd 
could declare his feat in parliament vacant 
by. the laws formerly enacted: fo that oe 

; that” 
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that. was intended in the. bill before them 
was, anew method of difcovering whether 
any of their members had fallen. under the 
defcription of any former laws, difabling 
perfons from fitting or voting in the Houfe 
of Commons. Thefe difabling laws were 
certainly thought reafonable, or they would 
not have been enaéted ; they were deemed 
neceflary for the prefervation of the con- 
itution: and if the methods formerly pro- 
vided were found infufficient for difcovering 
thofe incapacities, new methods muft be 
contrived for the difcavery of them ; which 
was the only intention of the bill before 
them. 
_. Advice was received this month, that 
the whole kingdom of Chili had been 
fwallowed up by an earthquake that had 
lafted twenty-feven days, when innumera- 
ble perfons perifhed, with all the city of St. 
ago. The inundation overflowed the city 
of Conception, and even reached as far as 
Calloo, where it mounted the walls, and 
filled the fquare with water. 

Feb, 18. A petition was prefented to the 
lord mayor, aldermen, and common coun- 
cil of the city of London, by the merchants, 
and other traders of this city, againft that 
fociety of pawnbrokers, who afflumed the 
name of The Charitable Corporation ; fet- 
ting forth, that the practices of the prefent 
proprietors were fo far from anfwering the 
ends of their charter, by preventing the 
impofitions and ill pra¢tices of others, that 
they were themfelves become the greateft 
pawnbrokers, and more pernicious to trade 
than all the reft: and fuch feenes of vil- 
Jany have been difcovered fince, in the 
management of the corporation, as none 
of the bubbles in the South Sea year 1720 
can parallel. 

Feb. 19. The malt-tax received the royal 
affent. 

Two regiments of foot were fent from 
Gibraltar to Famaica, in order to reduce 
the rebellious Negroes, arrived there the lat- 
ter end of this month; but colonel Hayes, 
major Ballandine, and eight or nine cap- 
tains, or other officers, with abundance 
of the foldiers, died there, foon after their 
arrival. 

March §. A ‘convention was concluded 
between Great Britain and the Emperor ; 
whereby it was agreed, that 6000 Spaniards 
fhould be admitted into Tuscany and Parma ; 
that the Offend company’s charter fhould be 
cancelled ; and that the Pragmatic fanétion, 
containing a fettlement of al] the Emperor’s 
hereditary dominions on his‘female iffue for 
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want of males, fhould be guaranteed by Great 
Britain, and particularly thofe of Italy 3 
which was the principal inducement the 
Emperor had to confent to the admitting of 
the Spaniards into Tufvany and Parma, being 
apprehenfive, that it ever the Spaniards got 
footing in Italy, they would endeavour to 
drive the Houle of Auffria from thence, if 
that Houfe was not fupported by the mari- 
time powers in defence of them: in which 
conje€ture a very few years manifefted he 
was not miftaken. 

March 12. The duke of Brunfwick Wol- 
fembuttle died. 

March 22. Advice was received from 
Teneriffe, that a violent ftorm had done in- 
credible damage there, by blowing down 
houfes andchurch fteeples, deftroying vine- 
yards, and carrying away goats and fheep 
into the fea. 

March 24. The roya) affent was given 
to the bill for preventing mutiny and de- 
fertion 3 and to feveral private bills. 

About the fame time the city of Londor 
prefented a petition to the Houfe of Com- 
mons, complaining of the frauds and op- 
preffion of the Charitable Corporation. 

A patent was ordered to be prepared this 
month for peopling the colony of Georgia 
with foreigners as well as natives. 

The right honourable the earl of Effex 
was appointed ambaflador extraordinary to 
the king of Sardinia. 

The grants for this year amounted to 
24166,400/. 

1731, April. A petition was about this 
time prefented to his Majefty from Barbadces, 
fhewing, that this colony was very much de- 
clined of late, for feveral reafons: 1. That 
his Majefty’s fubje<ts of this ifland pay ten 
per cent. more than the French or Dutch by 
way of duty. 2. That the French and 
Dutch fell their fugar, rum, moloffes, &c. 
to Ireland and the northern colonies in 
America, and can afford them cheaper than 
the fubje€ts of Britain, on account of the 
heavy duties the inhabitants of Barbadoes 
pay. ~And, 3. Becaufe the French and 
Dutch carry their rum and fugar dire¢tly to 
any ports in Europe or America; whereas 
the Britifh fubjets are obliged to carry their 
goods firft to England, whereby they lofe 
their market, and are put to extraordinary 
expences: and further, that the Jrifh and 
Britifh northern colonies fupply the French 
and Dutch {ugar iflands with lumber, beef, 
pork, and other provifions, without which 
the French and Dutch could not well fub- 
fift in their colonies, and take fugar, rum, 

and 
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and moldffes in return. They therefore 
pray, that a law may be made to prohibit 
the importation of fugar, rum, and mo- 
lofies, of the growth of foreign plantations, 
into any of his Majefty’s dominions; and 


that no horfes, lumber, or provifions, may , 


be exported from any of the Briti/: colonies 
in America to any of the foreign colonies 
there; and that they might be at liberty to 
carry their fugars, and other produce of the 
ifland, to any country of Europe direétly, 
without landing them firft in England, 

April 8. Mrs. Elizabeth Cromwell, daugh- 
ter of Richard Cromwell the protector, and 
grand-daughter of Oliver Cromwell the pro- 
tector, died at her houfe in Bedford-Row, 
in the 2d year of her age. 

April g. The royal affent was given to 
the land-tax, being two fhillings in the 
pound.

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time the water wheel goes round, which 
is thrice in one minute, and 318,504,960 
yards in one day and night 5 one water 
wheel gives motion to all the reft of the 
wheels and movements, of which any one 
may be ftopt feparately ; one fire engine 
conveys warm air to every individual part 
of the machine ; and one refulator governs 
the whole work :

William Leland, gent. of LifnafRen in 
Ireland, died, being 139 years of age, born 
IN 35 Eliz.

vaftly tall and big-boned,

The Lords attended his Majefty with an 
addrefs of thanks for his fpeech ; and faid, 
jt was owing tothe happy fuccefs of his 
Majefty’s councils and negociations, that 
he had no other reafon for affembling them 
but the ordinary difpatch of the public 
bufinefs; and that no unreafonablJe ani- 
mofities fhould interrupt their delibera- 
tions for the intereft of their country, and 
the future eafe of their fellow-fubjeéts,which 
they were confident would render their 
refolutions agreeable to his Majefly. 

It being moved in the Houfe of Com- 
mons to thank his Majefty for his fpeech, 
and to exprefs their fatisfa€tion at the pre- 
fent fituation of affairs; to declare they 
would chearfully raife the fupplies; and in 
the raifing and diftribution of the revenue 
they would purfue fuch meafures as fhould 
conduce moft tothe eafe of their fellow.

Dutch have monopolized all the fine fpices; 
and drove the Englifb and the reft of the 
Europeans from thote iflands, where they 
are produced ; and now are in great pain, 
left fome European power fhould put in for 
a fhare of them, the Dutch having no other 
title to thefe than a lawlefs torce.

A motion was made to addrefs his Ma- 
jefly, that there might be laid before the 
Houfe copies of the reports made by the 
commiflaries in Spain, as tothe fatisfaCtion 
tnade to the fubjects of Great Britain for the 
loftes they had obtained by the depredations of 
the Spaniards, purfuantto the fecond article 
of the treaty of Seville, concluded g Nod. 
1729, for thofe affairs were to have been 
adjufted within the fpace of three years, 
which were now expired. 

After fome debate, an addrefs was agreed 
en, and prefented to his Majefty, who 
anfwered, thatcommiffaries were appointed 
to treat with thofe of Spain on the 2d of 
Apri’, 1730, but, by fome unforefeen acci- 
dents, the meeting of the commiffaries in 
Spain was fo long delayed, that they did 
not meet till the 23d of February, 1732, 
N.S, and it had been fince agreed between 
the two crowns, that the three years for 
finifhing the faid commiffion fhould com- 
mence from their firft meeting on the 
23d of February Jatt; which made it im- 
practicable for his Majefty to give orders 
for laying a perfect cccount of thofe ne« 
gotiations before the Houfe. 

Fch, 21. A proclamation was iffued, pros 
hibiting all perfons to receive or utter, in 
payment by tale, any broad pieces of twenty-

The hherifts of London prefented 
a petition to Parliament for leave to fill up 
Flect ditch, and ereét a market on the 
fpot.

Houfe of Lords (and not allowed afecong | 
reading), as it had been in former feflions. 

We received advice this month, that the 
emprefs of Ruffa had relinquifhed all the 
Ruffian conqueits in Perfay and withdrawn 
her forces from thence.

The excife {cheme was firft in- 
troduced into the Houfe of Commons, 
which oecafioned very great debates that 
continued feveral hours, 

Mar. 15. About two o'clock in the 
morning, the queftion was put, and car- 
ried in the affirmative. 

Then a fecond queftion was put; viz. 
that it was the opinion of that committee, 
that, in lieu of the duties mentioned in the 
firft refolution, there fhould be granted an 
inland duty of four-pence a pound on all 
tobacco imported, to be paid before the 
taking it out of the warehoufe. 

A third queftion was put, viz, that it 
was the opinion of that committee, that the 
inland duties to be levied on tobacco fhould 
be appropriated to the fame ufes as the 
former duties were appropriated.

The bill being brought 
in for repealing feveral fubfidies, and an 
impo now payable on tobacco, and for 
granting an inland duty in lieu thereot; a 
great number of eminent merchants and 
tradefmen appeared in the court of Re- 
quetts, and lobby of the Houfe of Com- 
mons, to folicit their acquaintance in the 
Houle againft pafiing the faid bill: How- 
ever, the bill was read, and pafled the firtt 
time, by a majority of 36, the numbers 
being 236 againft 200. 

’ April 9. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and common-council, drew up a petition 
againft the faid bill, wherein they reprefent 
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to the Houfe of Commons, That if the 
excife-laws are extended to other fpecies of | 
merchandize not yet exercifed, and a door 
opened for extending them to all, they 
could not, in juftice to themfelves, to the

Earl Cowper made gentleman of the bed- 
chamber, inthe room of lord Clinton. 

April 18. An account was ‘received 
from Naples, that the territory of Nova 
Cafa in Calabria, was by an earthquake, 
funk 29 feet into the earth without throw- 
ing down a houfe. The inhabitants warn- 
ed by a prodigious noife in the air, efcaped 
into the fields, and only five perfons loft 
their lives. 

Jpril20. A petition of the druggifts, 
grocers, chinamen, and other dealers in 
coffee and tea, was prefented to the houfe ; 
fetting forth, that by anaét of king George I. 
intituled, an act for repealing certain du- 
ties therein mention, payable on coffee, 
and tea, @c. and for granting certain inland 
duties in lieu of them, they were made 
fubjeé& to moft oppreffive laws, ruinous to 
trade, and put in a worfe condition than 
any of his Majefty’s fubjedts, to the pre- 
judice of the revenue, &c. and praying re- 
lief: but, upon a motion to refer the pe- 
tition to a committee, it was refolved in the 
negative, 250 to 150. 

The earl of Star was about this time 
removed from being vice-admiral of Scot- 
land. 

April 27. The Interregnum diet was 
opened in Poland, to confider of the choice 
of anew King. 

May 2. The duke of Devon appointed 
Jord Reward ofthe houfhold, in the room of 
the earl of Chefterfield. 

May 4. The earl of Burlington refigned 
his gold {taf as captain of the band of 
penfioners. 

May 5- The lord vifcount Lonfdale made 
keeper of the privy-feal, in the room of the 
duke of Dewca.

May 6. A fire broke out at Aylefbury, 
which in lefs than two hours coniumed 
30 houfes, together with barns, &c. anda 
large quantity of corn, hay, &c. 

May 7. Lord Walpole appointed lord 
lieutenant and coffos rotuwlorum in the county 
of Devon, in the room of lord Clinton. 

The earl of Marchmont refigned his place 
of lord regitter of Scotland. 

An old and a young grampus were taken 
near Sandwich. The old one was 11 feet 
long, and weighed 7oolb. and had a teat 
near her tail, in which was about a quart 
of milk; and on being opened had above a 
bufhel of fith in her bélly; the young one 
had no fith in her, weighed about soolb, 
and was 7 feet long. 

April-8. Lord Lovel appointed captain 
of the band of penfioners, in the room of 
the earl of Burlington. 

Gilbert Fleming, efq. made lieytenant- 
general of the Caribbee iflands in the room 
of William Matthews, efq. 

His Majefty communicated the intended 
marriage between the Princefs Royal -and 
the prince of Orange to both Houfes of Par- 
liament; in which he prumifed himfelf the 
concurrence and affliftance of the Commons, 
to enable him to give fuch a portion with 
his eldeft daughter as fhall be fuitable to the 
ocecafion: whereupon the Commons ade 
dreffed his Majefty, and promifed to enable 
him to give fuch a portion. 

May 10. The Commons refolved, that 
out of. the money arifing by the fale of 
lands at St. Gdriftopber’s, his Majefty fhould 
be enabled to apply the fum of 80,000/, 
for a marriage portion with the Princefs 
Royal. 

Refolved alfo, that the fum of 500,000/. 
oyt of the finking-fund fhould be applied to 
the ferviceof the current year. 

The fame feffion a memorial of the 
council and reprefentatives of the Aluf/a+ 
chufets bay in New-England was prefented 
to the Houfe, complaining of the difficul- 
ties and diftreffes they laboured under from 
a royal inftruction given their governor, in 
relation to the difpofal of the public money 
of that province, and defiring that their 
agent might be heard by counfel on that 
affair; and defiring the Houfe would be in- 
terceffors to his Majefty to withdraw his 
faid inftruftions, as contrary to their char 
ter, and tending to their ruin. 

After fome debate it was refolved, that 
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their complaint and petition were frivolous 
and groundlefs, and a high infulton his Ma- 
jefty’s government, and tending to fhake 
eff the depency of the faid colony on this 
kingdom, to which they ought to be fub- 
ject; and thereupon the petition was re- 
jected. 

Immediately after a complaint was made 
by colonel Bladen, that the Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives or the faid province had ceifured 
Feremiab Dunbar, efy. for giving his evi- 
dence before the Parliament in relation to 
the trade of the fugar-colonies: whereupon 
it was refolved, that the prefuming to call 
any perfon to account, or pafs a cenfure 
epon him, for evidence given before this 
Koufe, was a high violation of their privi- 
leges: and a committee was appointed to 
inguiré into the authors of thefe proceed- 
ings. 

A motion was made in the Houfe of 
Lords, that the dircétors of the Seuth-Sea 
company might be ordered to lay before that 
Houfe an account how the produce of the 
forfeited eftates of the late direétors of that 
company had been difpofed of; but this, 
being oppofed by the courtiers, occafioned 
a lorigdebate: at length the queftion being 
put to agree to the motion, it was carried 
in the affirmative, and the Sourh-Sea com- 
pany were ordered to lay the account before 
them: and it was accordingly brought in 
the 24th of May ; but not being very in- 
telligible, the Houfe ordered the prefent 
directors, and alfo the late directors of the 
South-Sea company, to attend and be ex- 
amined; as alfo the late infpectors of that 
company’s accounts.

The infamous cardinal Cofcia, who had

time, and a motion made for committing 
it, this alfo oceafioned a confidetable de= 
bate. c HRI 
It was objeéted; that it was a moft dif- 
refpe€tful way of providing a marriage- 
portion for the princefs in a bill with fo 
many other Items; as 500,cco/. for the 
fervice of the current year, r0j000/.. by 
way of charity to the diftreffed perfons who 
were tranfporting themfelves ‘to Georgia 5 
Item, fo much by way of charity for re- 
pairing an old church; Item, fo much by 
way of charity for repairing a dormitory 3 
Item, 80,000/. for the marriage-portions 
They did not approve the tacking fo many 
articies together, whereby they might be 
obliged to pafs fome articles they did not 
approve of: however, the bill was paffed.. 

Then it was moved to refolve, that it 
was the opinion of that Houfe, that the 
produce of the finking-fund fhould be ap- 
plied for the future towards redeeming fuch 
taxes as were moft grievous to the fubjeét, 
Oppreffive to the manufacturer; and detri- 
mental to trade; but; upon the queftion, 
it was carried in the negative. 

Which occafioned a proteft, among other 
reafons, for the following, wiz. That the 
method of applying large proportions of thé 
finking-fund to the fervice of the current 
year, ruft in effect perpetuate the debt and 
taxes, 

Had this fund been ftri€tly applied to its 
proper ufe, great part of the national debt 
would have been difcharged; and the taxes, 
which are moft oppreflive to the poor, and 
prejudicial to trade, might have been taken 
off, 

If the whole produce of the finking-fund 
were not to be applied to the difcharge of 
the public debts, it would be much more for 
the eaie of trade, and the advantage of the 
nation, that fome of thcfe grievous taxes; 
out of which it arifes, fhould ceafe. 

It muft create the utmoft uneafinefs in 
the minds of his Majefty’s fubje€ts, and 
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tend to diminifh their affe@tion for his 
perfon and government, when they faw 
this fund continued to be mortgaged, and 
applied to the fervice of the current year 
in the midft of a profound peace; they wilt 
then defpair of ever feeing theirtaxes taken 
off, or the public debts difcharged. 

William-Anne Keppel earl of Albemarle 
made captain of the third troop of life- 
guards, in the room of George earl of Chol- 
mondeley, deceafed. 

Sune r. The Houfe of Lords proceeded to 
examine into'the conduét of the South-Sea 
company; and the prefent directors were 
firft called in and examined; then the late 
infpectors of the company’s accounts; and, 
laftly, the former dire¢tors were examined. 

Then it was moved, that the difpofing of

Lord Harry Pow/et made one of the lords 
commiffioners of the Admiralty.

‘Lhis morning early the tickets were di- 
ftributed for feeing the ceremony and pro- 
ceffion of the royal marriage of his high- 
nefs the prince of Orange with the Princefs 
Royal, when fix tickets were delivered to 
every nobleman and, foreign ambaflador, 
four to each of the foreign minifters, and 
two te every member of Parliament, officer 
of ftate, &c. 

March 14. This night the nuptials be- 
tween his ferene highnefs the prince of 
Orange and the Princefs Royal were fo- 
lemnized in a moft magnificent and grand 
manner, in the French chapel at St. Fames’s. 
The proceflion from St. Fames’s houie, 
through the gallery that was built for that 
purpofe, to the chapel, was very fplendid. 
In the cities of London and Wefiminjier, the 
morning was uihered in by ringing of bells 
and firing of guns. All the fhips in the 
river were adorned with flags and ftreamers, 
and fired their guns.. The evening con- 
cluded with general acclamations, and other 
figns of joy ; the houfes being illuminated, 
and bonfires blazing through all the ftreets : 
Ludgate was alfo finely illuminated by a 
great number of lamps, in a very curious 
manner, at the charge of Henry Vander 
Efch, efq. and fire-works were played off 
from the leads on the top; feveral pieces 
of cannon were alfo difcharged at every 
Joval health that was drank by the gentle- 
men who met at the Croguz tavern on Lud- 
gate-bill, to celebrate the happy day. 

There having been no fuch thing in 
England, fince the marriage of the princefs 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sfames I. and great 
grand-mother to his prefent Majefty, with 
the elector Palatine, we fhall give our rea- 
ders an account of the whole ceremony.

An edi& was publithed in 
France, requiring all the Englifb, Scotch, 
and Jrifi in that kingdom, who were in no 
employment, from the age of eighteen to 
fifty, whether they had or had not been 
formerly in the Jri/h regiments in the French 
fervice, to repdir to enlift in fome of thofe 
regiments, in fifteen days, on pain to fuch 
as have already ferved, to be treated as de- 
ferters; and that the reft be treated as va-- 
gabonds, and fent to the galleys. 

At the fame time the officers of the Trifb 
regiments enlifted recruits bothin Great Bri« 
tain and Ireland, for which but one of thofe 
officers was profecuted; and, being con- 
victed, only paid a very moderate fine.

againft the abovefaid edi&t ; it being thought 
a little ungrateful, that the Britih fubjeéts 
fhould be treated worfe than any other na- 
tion, after they had fuffered the houfe of 
Bourbon to ravith the Spanifb dominions in 
Italy frem the Emperor. 

Nov. 9. The princefs of Orange return- 
ed to Holland by way of Dover and Calais. 

One hundred and thirty captives, re- 
deemed from flavery in Morocco, were 
brought to. Londen,

Fan. 8. There wasaterrible ftorm of 


wind that did a great deal of mifchief both 
at fea and on fhore; great damage was done 
at en out of one hundred fhips in 
the Texel, only feventeen rid out the ftorm ; 
anda fourth part of the houtes at Newport 
wore blown down. 
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A fire broke out at the Queen’s-hesa 
punch-houfe, at St. Katherine’s near the 
Tower, aboyt three in the morning, which 
in a few hours, the wind being high, con~ 
fumed near forty houfes. About an hour 
before noon, the wind increafed tua ftorm, 
at W. and W. S. W. fo violent as has not . 
been known fince that memorable one Wo- 
vember 27, 17033 in comparifon of whick 
it was of longer continuance, but fome 
think not quite fo violent. In London it 
threw down feveral houfes and ftacks of 
chimneys, fhattered windows, and almoft 
covered every ttreet with tiles ; in the coun- 
try, churches were ftripped, many barns and 
fome houfes blown down, and trees with- 
out number torn up by the roots, and laid 
crofs the roads. But the greateft damage 
was done to the thipping; wrecks were to 
be feen every where along the coafts; feve- 
ral fhips of the royal navy, at Portfinouthy 
and Plymouth, were driven afhore, ‘or loft 
mafts, and rigging; feveral boats were cat 
away on the Thames, but larger veflels 
efcaped better there than in other harbours. 
Thirty-fix large trees were laid flat in St. 
Sames’s-park—360 inthe parith of Stockton, 
Wilt/bire—100 in the duke of Queenfbury’s 
paddock, at Amefbury—8o in St. Pier’s-qvalk 
in Monmouthfoire—2oool. damage done to the 
fine grotto, park, and park wall, of Mr. Sca- 
wen, at Carfpalton, Surrey. The rivers being 
high from the great rains before, and during 
the ftorm, the waters were forced over their 
banks and overflowed the low lands; fheep 
and other cattle were loft in fome places; 
in others the people took to their upper 
rooms to fecure themfelves from the inun- 
dations that were on every fide. But we 
have not room to enumerate more particu- 
lars of the damage done before. fix o’clocle 
in the evening, about which time it abate 
ed; nor indeed is it neceffary; for the ef- 
fects of it were perceived in much the fame 
manner, at the fame time, in every cor- 
ner of the kingdom, and confequently by 
all its inhabitants. But we muf not omit 
the good, occafioned by this dreadful tem- 
peft, to the harbour of Wifbich, which is 
deepened by the frethes to above fifteen foot 
water, fo that thips come up to the town, 
which faving lighterage, has been of great 
fervice to the trade of that part. The 
price of tiling and workmen were raifed 
double in many places on this occafion. 

Jan. 314. The fourth feptennial Par- 
liament met, and his Majefty dire&ted

pofition to put an end to the prefent trou- | 


bles upon honourable terms, he had con- 
curred ina refolution with the States Ge- 
neral, to employ their joint inftances to 
bring matters toa f{peedy accommedation, 
before they afforded the fuccours demanded 
by the Emperor: and that the powers in 
war having at length accepted their good 
offices, he had the fatisfa€tion to acquaint 
his Parliament, that things were brought 
to fo great a forwardnefs, that he hoped in 
a fhorttimea plan would be offered to the 
parties engaged inthe prefent war, asa bafis 
for a general peace. 

That he had made ufe of the power 
the late Partament had entrufted him with, 
with great moderation, and had concluded 
a treaty with Denmark of great importanee, 
which would be attended with fome ex- 
pence; but hedid not doubt he fhould find 
in the Houfe of Commons the fame zeal, 
duty, and affection, he had experienced in 
the whole courfe of his reign; and that 
they would raife the neceflary fupplies with 
chearfulnefs, unanimity, and difpatch. 

That the fenfe of the nation was beft 
known in the choice of their reprefenta- 
tives; and he was perfuaded their be- 
haviour would demonftrate to the world 
_the unfhaken fidelity and attachment of 
his good fubjeéts to his perfon and govern- 
ment. > 

That if their expences were in fome 
degree increafed, to prevent greater, he 
hoped his good fubje€ts would not repine 
at the neceffary means of procuring the 
bleffings of peace, or of putting themfelves 
in @ condition to aét that part which it 
might be neceffary for them to take. 

A motion was made in the Houfe of 
Lords to return his Majefty thanks for his 
{peech, and to acknowledge his Majefty’s 
care of his people, in preventing their be- 
ing unneceffarily engaged in war, and con- 
certing meafures with the States General 
for“reftoring the public tranquility: that 
it was to be afcribed only to his Majefty’s 
uncommon Wigilance for the welfare of his 
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people, and the repofe of Chrifferdim, that 
the falutary work he was engaged in was fo 
far advanced: that they trufted in the 
good harmony which fubfifted between him 
and the States General: and affured his 
Majefty they would fupport him in alk 
fuch meafuses as might be neceflary for 
fecuring the bleflings of peace, or putting 
the nation in a condition’ to act another 
part; and then convince the world, by a 
fteady courfe of loyalty, that they confi- 
dered the maintenance of their religion 
and liberties, as being involved in the fup- 
port of his Majetty’s perfom and govern- 
ment. / 

An amendment was propofed to the ad= 
drefs, viz. that all the intermediate para- 
graphs between the firft and laft fhould be 
left out, which occafioned a warm debate. 

The queftion being put to agree to the 
amendment, it was rcfolved in the nega= 
tive, 89 againft 375 and the addrefs was 
prefented in the terms firft propofed. 

fan. 27. An addrefs, anfwering every 
particular in his Majefty’s fpeech, being 
moved for in the Houfe of Commons, and 
his Majefty’s wifdom and goodnefs in the 
conduct of affairs highly applauded therein 5 
this occafioned a confiderable debate in that 
Houfe, where much the fame arguments 
were ufed on both fides as had been offered. 
in the Houfe of Peers; but at length the 
addrefs was agreed to without any amend- 
ment, 265 againft 1853; and the addrefs 
was prefented to his Majefty on the 29th 
inftant, 

Books were opened at the bank by public 
authority, on the roth inftant, for taking 
fubfcriptions for a loan of 2¢0,000/. to be 
made to the Emperor on fecurity of the 
filver mines in Silefia; and the fubfcription 
was filled in three hours time, and foon 
after bore a premium. 

Fan. 30. Some noblemen and gentlemen 
met at a French tavern in Suffolk-ftreet, and 
had an entertainmentof calves heads, foe 
of which they dreffed up in bloody cloths, 
and expofed them to the mob, whom they 
treated with wine and ftrong drink, and 
caufed a bonfire to be made before the doer

A petition was prefented to the Houfe of 
Lords by the duke of Hamilton, duké of 
Queenfeury, duke of Montrofey and the earls 
of Dundonald, Marchmont, and Stair; thew- 
ing that at the eleGtion of the fixteen Scors 
Peers feveral undue methods and _ illegal 
practices were ufed towards engaging peerg 
to vote for the lift of peers that were 
chofen; and praying their Jordthips would 
take this important affair into their con- 
fideration: it was moved to appoint that 
day month to confiderit. 

Another lord moved their lofdfhips not to 
receive the petition, but to appoint a fhort 
day to confider what was to be done in this 
cafe; and propofed this day fe’anight, which 
was agreed to. ; 

Feb. 14. The Convocation addreffed the 
King, Dr. Lifle having been chofen pro- 
locutor on Dr. Waterland’s declining the 
office. oe 

A motion was made in the Houfe of 
Commons, that the forces for the year 
1735, fhould be increafed to 25,744 men: 
which, being oppofed, occafioned a debate 5 
but it was at length refolved to have the 
number propofed in the motion, 208 againft 
201,

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And the fum of 794,529/. was granted 
for defraying the charge of the faid 25,744 
men. 

Feb. 20. This day being appointed for 
taking into confideration the petition pre- 
fented by fix Scotch peers; the dukes of 
Buccleugh and Athol took notice, that the 
petition was conceived in fuch general 
terms, that they could not determine 
whether the petitioners defigned to contro- 
vert the laft election of the fixteen peers 5 
and defired that point might be cleared up, 
before they proceeded any further: and 
thereupon a motion was made, that the 
petition fhould be adjourned toa fhort day; 
and the petitioners fhould be ordered to 
declare againft that day, whether they in- 
tended to controvert the laft election of all 
the fixteen peers to reprefent the peerage of 
Scotland, or the election of any, and which 
of them. 

The lord Chancellor accordingly ac- 
guainted the petitioners, by letter, with 
the order of the Houfe; and thereupon the 
petitioners figned a declaration, fhewing, 
that they did not intend to controvert the 
election of the fixteen peers, or any of 
them, but to lay before their lordthips the 
evidence of fuch faéts, and undue methods, 
mentioned in general in their petition, as 
appeared to them dangerous to the con- 
flitution. 

The petitioners hereupon mentioned fe- 
veral illegal practices at the Jaft eleCtion in 
their anfwer, viz. 

That a lift of the fixteen peers had been 
framed by perfons in high truft long before 
the election. 

That the peers were folicited to vote for 
the crown-lift without alteration. 

That promifes of penfions and offices 
were made them, and fums of money 
offered for their votes, and actually given 
to fome voters. 

That on the day of election a battallion 
was drawn up in the Abbey court, and 
kept under arms, from nine in the morning 
till nine at night, when the eleétion ended; 
for no other reafon than to overawe the 
election, as they could fee. 

And thefe inftances of undue practices 
they hoped would fatisfy their lordfhips, 
that they had juf reafon to petition them 
to take this matter into their confideration, 
to preferve the freedom of ele€tions. 

A. motion being made, that the petition- 
ers had not complied with the order of the 
Houfe, it was carried in the affirmative. 

Then another motion was made, that 
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the petition be difmiffed; which was like- 
wife carried in the affirmative. 

There were warm debates on thefe mo- 
tions; and, on difmifling the petition, a 
proteft was made. 

An attefted copy of the protefts made by 
the Scotch lords at Edinbargh, on the day of 
election (as tothe illegality of that elec- 
tion), being produced, and a motion made 
by a noble lord, that it might be read3 
another motion was made by the’ oppofite 
party, that the Houfe adjourn, it being then 
ten at night. 

It was refolved to adjourn. 

Feb. 21. A motion being made for a fe- 
le&t committee to inquire into the accompts 
of the navy; it was, after a long debate, 
refolved in the negative, 198 againit 1638. 

Feb. 26. It was propofed to add a claufe 
to the mutiny-bill; that perfons inlifting,

The princefs Sobje/ki died at Rome lately, 
and was carried to her interment with all 
the folemnity formerly paid to Cbriftina 
queen of Sweden; her death was lamented 
by all, particularly the pope, who requefted 
he might have her heart to keepin an urn 
of gold. 

It being moved that 56,250/, be granted 
to his Majefty on account of the fubfidy 
payable to the king of Denmark, purfuant 
to the treaty of the 19th of September 1734, 
it was, after fome debate, refolved in the 
affirmative. 

From Madrid came advice, that two of 
the fervants of the Portuga/ ambaflador 
having refcued a criminal from juftice as he 
came by the ambaflador’s houfe, the king 
of Spain fent a party of foldiers, who forced

An Account of the Charity Schools in Great 


Britain and Ireland. 


All the charity fchools, except thofe of 
St. Margaret, Wefiminfter, and at Norton- 
Falgate, have been fet up fince the year 
1697. ‘here are at prefent within the bills 
of mortality 132 fchools; boys in them, 
3158, girls, 1965 3 in all 5123. The num- 
ber of children educated fince their begin- 
ning to. 1734, is 21,399 3 of which 8678 
have been put out apprentices, and 7598 
to fervices, the reft provided for by their 
parents, @c.

xP Account of the Hofpitals in London. 


There were 1138 children were boarding 
and educating in Chrift’s hofpital; 125 were 
put out apprentices laft year, and eight 
died in the hofpital. In St. Bartholcmew’s 
hofpital, 4803 perfons, as well foreigners 
as natives, were Jaft year cured, and many 
of them relieved with money to carry them 
to their habitations; 316 died, and 684 
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were remaining under cure: in all 5303. 
In St. Thomas's hofpital there were 4688 
perfons cured and relieved in like ‘manner, 
307 died, and 666 remained under cure; in 
all for one year 5661. At Bridewell, 325 
miferable and indigent people were fuftained 
and relieved, and ninety-one apprentices 
brought up-in divers arts and trades. At 
Bethlem, r4o diftraéted perfons were ad- 
mitted, of which 107 were cured, and thirty 
three died; there were remaining 197 pa- 
tients.

They 18th of this month, at Wirkfworth 
in Derbyfhire, a poor labouring man, as 
he was working in a lead mine near that 
town, found above 100 pieces of Roman 
Gilver coin, being the Roman Denarii; the 
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neweft of thefe pieces were above 1600 
years old: the buits of the five firft em- 
perors of Rome appeared exceeding full and 
clear upon feveral of them, and the in- 
{criptions very legible. ‘There were the re- 
mains of a pot in which they were hid, but 
very much decayed. 

May 27. Sir Fobn Norris failed with 
the grand fleet to Li/on, to protect the 
Portuguefe againft the Spaniards. 


May 29. The Perfians entirely defeated 
the Turks. Thamas Kouli Kan, foon atter 


the battle began, ordered his troops to fly 
before the Turks, towards a wood, where 
they were purfued by the Ottoman army ; 
upon a fignal given, the Perfians faced 
about, and opening in the middle, a train 
of artillery, which was concealed in the 
wood, began to fire upon the Turks, making 
a terrible flaughter: being immediately 
charged by the Perfians, they turned tail, 
leaving near 60,000 killed and wounded, 
among which were Kinperli, who com- 
manded the Ottoman army, and fix bafhaws. 

Both the Imperialiff’s and the French de- 
Clared themfelves diilatisfied with the plan 
of peace propofed by the maritime powers. 

The elector Palatine protefted againit the 
eleGtor of Hanover’s taking the title of 
arch-treafurer of the empire. 

Two very fine tombs were finifhed at 
Hanover this month, (viz.) for his late 
majeity king George I. and his brother, the 
late duke of York and bithop of Ofnaburg 3 
being of copper gilt, and enriched with the 
moft confiderable a€tions of the perfons they 
were to contain, in baffo-relivo of mafiy 
filver, as are the reft or the ornaments. 

une g. Sir Sobn Norris arriving at 
Lifbon this day, was received by the Por- 
tuguefe as their gnardian angel, and all man-~ 
ner of refrefhments fent on board the fleet, 
which were fupplied gratis with provifions 
duting their ftay there. 

Sune 10. That celebrated antiquary 
Thomas Hearne, M. A. of Edmund hal) in 
Oxford, died; 1500/. was found in his 
{tudy. 

About this time the deputies of the pro- 
vince of Gelderland, moved tne States Ge 
neral to conftitute the prince of Orange, ge~ 
neral of their foot; as the deputies of 
Frifeland had done a little before, but the 
provinces of Holland and Zeland oppofing 
it, the matter was dropped, 

Queen Caroline ordered a cave to be erected 
at Richmond, and adorned it with aftronomi- 
cal figures and charatters, to which fhe 
gave the name of Merlin’s Cave, 
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The French, with their allies, made 
themfelves mafters of all the Auffrian do- 
minions, except thecity of Mantua. 

The fortrefs of Trepani, the laft place in 
the ifland of Sicily which held out for the 
Emperor, furrendering, don Carlos made 
his public entry into the capital city of Pa- 
lermo, on the 30th inftant, NV. S. and three 
days afterwards the ceremony of his coro- 
nation was performed. 

A committee of the aldermen of London 
reported, that Stocks-market appeared to be 
the propereft place to build a manfion-houfe 
fer the Lord Mayor. 

Funerhe Sir Fobn Barnard and Robert 
God{chall, e{q. were elected fherifts of Lon- 
don and Middlefex. 

The court of King’s-bench made a rule 
for a mandamus to iffue, requiring the vice- 
mafter of Trinity college in Cambridge, to 
read the fentence of deprivation againft Dr. 
Bentley ; but the vicemafter, being a friend 
of the doétor’s, quitted his office, and the 
fentence was never executed. 

The Proteftants in Bohemia were feverely 
perfecuted by the Auffrians at this time, 
and the king of Pruffa interpofed in their 
behalf, 

Suly. <A treaty of fubfidy was figned be- 
tween France and Sweden. 

Dr. Rundle ele&ted bifhop of Derry in Ire- 
land. 

The earl of Middlefex, eldef%t fon to the 
duke of Dorfct, made gentleman of the bed- 
chamber to the prince of Wades. 

A manifefto was drawn up and publifhed 
at Koning/fburgh by the partifans of king 
Staniflaus, dated Fuly 30, 1735, and inti- 
tled, The folemn Manifefte of the confederate 
Republic of Poland, addreffed to all Patriots, 
and to all the Powers of Europe, in order to 
foew them the prefent State of this Kingdom. 
The Polifh lords who publifhed and figned 
it, are tothe number of 165, authorized or 
deputed from fifty-five palatinates, duchies 
and diftriéts, 
~ The Czarina, in a declaration concerning 
the enfuing diet of pacification, faid, that 
fhe had declared, not only to the maritime, 
but alfo to all the other powers, that fhe 
wouldnever fuffer kingStaniflaus, her enemy, 
to mount the throne of Poland, was fhe to 
hazard her own empire for it. 

A new hofpital was founded near Mile- 
End, by the Draper’s company, in pur- 
fuance of the will of Mr. Bancroft, for 
twenty-four old men and roo boys: for 
which ufes the teftator left about 28,000/. 

The court of Spain having publithed fe- 
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veral memorials, fhewing the ill confe- 
quences of fending the Britifh ficet to the 
coalts of Spain and Portugal, in regard to 
the Spanifb commerce : admiral Norris de- 
clared, that the king of Great Britain did 
not propofe, by fending that fleet to Portu- 


gal, to make himfelf a party in the quar-- 


rel ; he fhould only endeavour, by his good 


| Offices, to make up the differences between 


thofe two powers; and that the principal 
end in fitting outthat Briti/b {quadron, was 
to protect the Brafil fleet, in their return to 
Portugal. 

The Czarina about this time fent 30,000 
Ruffians to the affiftance of the Emperor. 

Auguft 1. The Parliament was pro- 
rogued to Offober 14. 

Sir Everard Fawkener, knight, fent am- 
baflador to the Grand Signior, in the room 
of the ear] of Kinnoul. 

Philip Honeywood, e{q. made governor of 
Berwick upon Tweed. 

Sir Thomas Lombe made a trial of the filk 
brought from Georgia; and declared it to 
be the beft working filk he ever faw. 

About the fame time 160 Highlanders, 
men, women and children, were fent to 
Georgia, to be pofted on the river Alata- 
maba, the fouthern frontier of that pro-+ 
vince.

f{quander it away in idle expences, but reap- 
ed no other fruit by their travels, than a

feryed to drain the German nation of money.

2. The Emperor fhall have the Mantuvan, 
Parma, Placentia, and the Milanefe, re- 
ferving Vigevanefco and Nowaro, and their 
dependencies, which fhall be given to the 
king of Sardinia, with the liberty of build- 
ing fortreffes in what part of thofe countries 
he fhall at any time think proper. 

3. Theduchy of Tufcany, afier the death 
of the prefent Grand Duke, fhall“be given 
to the duke of Lorrain, at which time Lor= 
rain fhall be put into the hands of his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and remain annexed to 
his monarchy. 

4. King Staniflaus thall be acknowledged 
by allthe powers of Europe, king of Poland, 


and fhall enjoy all the honours and preroga- 


tives of a crowned head; after which he 
fhall refign voluntarily the poffeflion of the 
kingdom of Poland in favour of king Au- 
gufius, who fhall reftore to him all the 
eftates in Poland, which either belonged to 
him or to his Queen. 

5. King Staniflaus fhall have, by way of 
equivalent for Poland, the immediate pof- 
feffion of the duchy of Barr, 

6. Don Carlos fhall be acknowledged 
king of Naples and Sicily, and fhall have 
the ttate del Prefidii, with the ifland of Elbe; 
as for Leghorn, it fhall be declared a free 
port. 

7. France fhall guaranty the Pragmatick 
fanétion. : 

8. The kings of Spain and Sardinia to 
be invited to accede to this treaty; and 
England, Holland, Portugal and Venice to 
guaranty it. 

There are befides fome fecret articles, 
which, as the minifters who have commu- 

nicated 
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nicated the preliminaries buth at the Britih 
court and at the Hague are faid to have af- 
fured, relate folely to the method to be taken 
to remove all impediments to the execution 
of this treaty, and no way concern the 
maritime powers in any point whatfoever.

The Parliament meeting, the 
King made a fpeech to both Houfes, where- 
in he tells them, that the happy turn the 
affairs of Europe had taken fince the laft 
feffion, muft give them all the greateft fa- 
tisfaction as it did him, 

That the Emperor, and the moft Chrif- 
tian king, had agreed upon preliminaries, 
and a ceffation of arms; and had commu- 
nicated the preliminaries to him: defiring 
his concurrence for effecting a general paci- 
fication. 

That thefe articles not varying effentially 
from the plan propofed by him and the 
flates; nor containing any thing prejudicial 
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tothe equilibre of Europe, or the interefts 
of their refpective fubjects, they had de- 
clared to the courts of Vienna and France, 
their approbation of the faid preliminaries, 
and their readinefs to concur in a treaty for 
bringing them to perfection. 

That Spain. and Sardinia had not yet 
agreed to the preliminaries: but there was 
little reafon to doubt of their concurrence, 
upon giving them a reafonable fecurity for’ 
the peaceable pofleffion of the countries al- 
lotted to them. 

In thefe cireumftances his firft care had 
been to eafe the burdens of his people, and 
therefore he had ordered a confiderable re 
duction of his forces by fea and land: and 
if the influence of Great Britain had had 
any fhare in compofing the prefent troubles, 
or preventing new ones, he was fure they 
would be of opinion, that it would be ne- 
ceflary to continue fome extraordinary ex- 
pence till there was a more perfeét recon- 
ciliation among the powers of Europe. 

He hoped this pleafing profpe& of peace 
would produce good harmony at home: 
that thofe who wifhed the peace and prof- 
perity of their country, could never havea 
more favourable opportunity of diftinguifh- 
ing themfelves than now offered, by de- 
claring their fatisfa€tion in the progrefs 
already made towards reftoring the public 
tranquility, and promoting what was ftill 
neceflary to bring it to perfection. 

A motion being made in the Houfe of 
Lords, for an addrefs of thanks; and to 
exprefs their fatisfaction in every thing 
mentioned in the King’s fpeech; and to 
declare, That the Houfe faw with pleafure, 
in their prefent fituation, the happy effects 
of the extraordinary fupplies of late years 
granted by Parliament, which occafioned a 
long debate, and the addrefs was pre- 
fented, 

‘fan. 17. The Commons alfo prefented 
an addrefs of the fame tenor, to which 
there was no oppofition in that Houfe, 

The eftimate of the expences of the navy 
being Jaid before the Houfe, a motion was 
made, that it fhould be referred to a feleét 
committee, to confider and examine it. 
But after fome debate it was refolved in the 
negative. : 

The juftices of peace having inquired 
into the number of houfes, which fold Ge- 
neva, found there were in the limits 
of Weftminfter, the Tower, and Fin/bury 
divifions, exclufive of London and South- 
qwark, feven thoufand and forty-four Houfes 
and fhops where that liquor was publickly

Feb. 5. ‘Two of the members, of the 
privy-council carried a meflaye trom his 
Majefty to his royal highnefs the prince, 
propofing a marriage between his royal 
highnefs and the princefs of Saxe Gotha: 
to which the prince anfwered, he could not 
but be extremely well-pleafed with what- 
ever his Majefty propofed.

Feb. 16. This day, being the day after 
the laft full moon before the equinox, there 
was a {pring tide which exceeded near a 
foot and half, all that had been known 
before. In Weftminfter-hall the counfel 
were carried out in boats to their coaches : 
the Privy-garden, and the Parade in St. 
James's Park, were overflowed, as was part 
of the Tower-wharf, The marthes in the 
hundreds of Ejfex were overflowed, and 
great numbers of cattle drowned. And 
above bridge, a breach was made at Mi//- 
Bank, and the fields and gardens there- 
abouts overflowed, and the Cbel/ea~- water- 
works very much damaged. 

Feb. 18. Count Kinfgi, the imperial am- 
baffador, gave a grand entertainment at So- 
merfet-Houfe, to the nobility, foreign mi- 
nifters, Jc. on account of the marriage of 
the firft archduchefs to the duke of Lor- 
rain, ‘There were feyeral tables and courfes, 
and near 300 of the nobility and gentry 
were there by particular invitation: at 
night there was a fplendid mafquerade, and 
tables covered with the choiceft fweat- 
meats. His Majefty and moft of the royal 
family were prefent; the King was drefied 
in a blue Turkifphabit, the veft white, with 
a turband buttoned up with diamonds of 
-immenfe value, and went away between 
one and two, when the nobility and gentry 
unmafked: the prince of Wa/es was mafked, 
and dreffed in the habit of a Venetian mer- 
chant; the duke was firft in a Poli/b drefs, 
but changed his habit to that of an Imperial 
huffar, with a fine Turki {cymiter by his 
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fide, ‘prefented him by the ear] of Cyaq- 
furd; the princefs Amelia was in a rich, 
green velvet habit, reprefenting a fultana, 
and a turband with a large diamond button 
on it of an immenfe value, and adorned 
with crefcents, &c. the princefs Careline 
was,in that of a fhepherdefs, but exeeed- 


ing rich: the dutchefs of Marlborough and 


the duchefs of Portland were in the old 
Englifo drefles worn in queen Elizaberb’s 
days, richly adorned with jewels; the lady 
vifcountefs Weymouth was in a Spani/> 
drefs; the Spanifa ambaffadrefs and the 
duchefs of Wharton were defied alike in 
two pilgrim’s habits, and talked very much 
with the King. Moft of the company had 
fine gold and filver favours, the noblemen 
on their heads, like cockades, and the la- 
dies at their breafts, At one.o’clock the 
great gallery was thrown open, where was 
a fine cold fupper in an ambigu, confifiing 
of, 150 difhes. 

Feb. 19. The royal affent was given to 
the a& for continuing the duties on malt, 
cyder, &c. 

Feb. 20. A petition was, prefented to the 
Houfe, defiring they would take into their 
confideration the mifchiefs that attend the 
exceffive drinking of geneva, and other 
{pirituous liquors: whereupon the Houfe re- 
folyed, that the low, price of fpirituous 
liquors was the principal inducement to the 
exceflive and pernicious ufe thereof: and 
that, in order to prevent thefe abufes, a 
duty be laid on all fuch liquors fold by re- 
tale, of twenty fhillings a gallon; and fifty 
pounds per ann. fhould be paid for a licence 
to retale it. 

To which it was obje€ted, that the lay- 
ing fo high a duty on all {pirituous, liquors 


- amounted toa prohibition: however, after 


fome debate, it was agreed to. 

Mar. 2. The Quakers petitioned. the 
Houfe of Commons, that they might not 
be fued in. any court for tythes. Anda 
bill was ordered to be brought in accord- 
ingly: againft which all the clergy in Eng- 
land almoft petitioned ; and counfel were 
heard both for and againft the bill; which 
was pafled in the Houfe of Commons by a 
great majority. .

On the oth of this month, 0. S. the 
prince of Orange, ftadtholder, and captain 
general of Groningen, made his public entry 
there, together with his confort, the prin- 
cefs royal, in avery grand and magnificent 
manner, on account ef the homage which 
her royal highnefs came to receive from the 
inhabitants of that province.

Apr. 14. Andrew Wilfon, condemned 
for robbing colleétor Stark, was executed at 
Edinburgh, attended with numerous guards, 
to prevent a refcue, which was appre- 
hended; but though nothing of that kind 
was attempted, captain Porteous the come- 
mander of the city-guard, on a parcel uf 
boys throwing ftones at the executioner as 
he was cutting him down, as is ufual at 
executions, fired among the people, as did 
alfo his guard, after his example, and about 
twenty perfons were unhappily killed or 
wounded. The captain, and others, guilty 
of this rafh and barbarous aétion, were 
committed to prifon, to anfwer for it ac- 
cording to law. Afterwards it was added, 
according to a paper publifhed by the ma- 
giftrates, that the captain fired firft, and 
then ordered his guard to fire, making 
ufe of thefe words, ‘* Fire! bougars, and 
be damned!” without the leaft orders from 
the magiftrates who attended, and were 
themfelves in danger of being killed, a ball 
having grazed on the fide of the window up 
ftaits, where they ftood.

where the crowd of people was very great,

felf for upwards of half an hour from the 
gallery of the palace; which drew the 
loudeft acclamations. 

Apr.27. This morning her highnefs came 
in his Majefty’s coach drawn by fix horfes, 
from Greenwich to Lambeth; there -was a 
train of coaches for her highnefs’s retinue, 
the officers and ladies of the houfhold, &c. 
Her highnefs croffed:'the water at Lambeth, 
and was brought from Whiteball to St. 
James's Houfe in the Queen’s chair, where 
was a court numerous and fplendid beyond 
expreffion.. Her .highnefs was there in- 
troduced to their Majefties, who came for- 
ward to meet her, and received her with 
extreme tenderne’s.. She dined with the 
princeffes, the prince of Wales being like- 
wife prefent. 
to the chapel, where the marriage was fo- 
Jemnifed by the lord bifhop of Londoa, dean 
of the chapel, and the joining of hands 
was proclaimed to the people by firing of 
guns. 

The fupper, which was as magnificent 
ascan be imagined, was ferved up about 
ten o'clock in the great ftate ball-room, 
which was crowded with f{peétators.. The 
bride in her robes of filver, ftuff, with a 
coronet on her head, and a train. fupported 
by four dukes daughters, and two of earls, 
fat on the Queen’s left hand, the prince on 
the King’s right hand, and next to him the 
duke; the princeffes Amelia and Caroline fat 
on the left hand’ of the princefs. About 
twelve the illuftrious pair were put to bed, 

when the king did the bride the ufual ho- 
_mours, and company were admitted to fee 
them. . 

The evening was folemnifed through 
every part of thetown with ringing of bells, 
bonfires, and illuminations.

For his Majefty could not but obferve 
the many contrivances and attempts carried 
on in various fhapés, and in different parts 
of the nation, tumultuoufly to refift and 
obftru@ the execution of the laws, and 
violate the peacé of the kingdom: and that 
thefe difturbers had levelled their fedition 
againft the Parliament, as well as his Ma-

poffefled the city.gates, fet fire to the prifon 
of the Tolbooth, and fet at large feveral 
ptifoners. 

“‘ And whereas captain Sobm Porteouss 
then a prifoner under fentence of death, 
but reprieved, was, by the, faid rioters, 
dragged from the faid prifon, hanged and 
murdered, in defiance of the government, 
to the moft unparallelled obftruction of thé 
royal mercy. “ 

«* And whereas, before the committing 
the faid murder, it was commonly reported 
in Edinburgh, that fome fuch attrocions aé 
would be atterapted, which, by proper care 
of the magifirates, might have been pre- 
vented: notwithftanding which, Alexander 
Wilfon, efg. then provoft of the faid city, 
did not take any precautions to prevent the 
faid murder and riot, nor ufe proper means 
“to fuppréefs the fame, or afterwards difcover 
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ot apprehend the authofs 
thereof. 

«¢ Now to the intent the faid enormous 
behaviour and negleét of duty might not go 
unpunifhed, and that other perfons might 
not prefume to be guilty of the like for the 
future, it is enacted, that the faid Alexan- 
der Wilfon be difabled to hold, exercife, or 
énjoy, the faid ofice of provoft of Edin- 
burgh 3 and be difabled for ever to hold or 
enjoy any office or place of magiftracy in 
the faid city of Edinburgh, or elfewhere in 
Great Britains and that he thould be kept 
clofe prifoner for onc year. 

«© And whereas the faid town-guard ap- 
peared to have been of no ufe, it is further 
enacted, that from the ft of Fuly, 1737, 
the faid guard fhould be abolifhed, and no 
Yonger kept up; and that the gates of the 
Netherbow-port be taken down, and the 
communication between the city and Ca- 
* nongate be hereafter kept open night and 
day.” 

This bill was ordered to be read a fecond 
time in May, and the Lord Provoft and the 
city of Edinburgh, to be heard by their 
counfel againft the bill, upon the fecond 
reading.

And it was 
refolved, they fhould be examined at the 
bar, fixty-three againft fifty-one, 

Whereupon the Scotch judges were called 
to the bar; where they appeared in their 
robes, and fome queftions were put to them. 

The difputes between Spain and Portu- 
gal were intifely adjufted about this time, 
and Sir Fobn Norris returned with the fleet 
from Lifbon.

in the kitchen of Mr. Bafket’s dwelling.

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toaches and fix horfes belonging to the 
royal family, and efcorted by a party of the 
horfe guards, with twelve yeomen, and 
twelve flambeaux, carried by her own foot- 
men. 

“The funeral of her late Majefty was 
performed between the hours of fix and 
nine o'clock at night, from the prince’s 
chamber to king Henry the VUth’s chapel, 
with. great folemnity, peace, and order ; 
her Majefty’s pall was fupported by fix 
dukes, four being knights of the garter, 
and two of them knights of the bath, viz. 
the duke of Richmond, the duke of Mon- 
tague, the duke of Argyle, the duke of . 
the duke’ of St. Albans, and the duke of 
Manchefter. The fcaffolding on which the 
proceffion pafled was lined on each fide with 
the foot guards, bearing wax torches in 
their hands; the foot were fupported by the 
horfe guards, who were poited on both fides 
of the fcaffold in the ftreet, the horfe 
grenadiers were pofted at all the avenues 
Jeading to the Abbey. 

Their graces the dukes of Dorfer and 
Grafton, were the, fupporters to her royal 
highnefs the princefs Amelia. 

There were ten bifhups walked in their 
robes in the proeeffion. 

At fix o'clock at night, when the pro- 
ceffion began, the tower guns began to fire, 
and continued firing every minute till her 
Majeity .was interred ;,at the fame time 
St. Paul’s bell began tolling, and ended at 
the fame time. 

The drawing the lottery, to raife money 
for building the new bridge at Wefminfler, 
ended. 
~ Dec. 2%. In the morning, a great crack 
was heard from the cellar of the Spaw- 
houfe, at. Scarborough in Yorkjbire, and 
upon fearch the cellar was found rent. 
The night following, the inhabitants heard 
another crack, and in the morning entering 
the cellar, they were furprifed to fee the 
ftrange pofture it flood in, and then got 
feveral gentlemen to view it, who were of 
opinion that. the houfe would foon fall. 
On, Thurfday following, between two and

yards: the folid ground thus funk was 
computed at 261,360 tons. The fides of 
the cliff neareft the {paw ftood as before, 
but rent and broken in many places, and 
forced forwards to the fea; the ground, 
when tunk, lay upon a level, (and the 
cattle the next morning feeding on it) the 
main land being as a wall on the weft, and 
fome part of the fide of the cliffasa wall 
on the eaft, and the whole was. fuch a con, 
fufed profpect as is fcarce ‘to be expreiied : 
the rent. of the top of the cliffas aforefaid 
from the main land, was 224 yards. The 
rent continued from each énd down the fide 
of the chfto the fands, was‘meafured on 
the fands frum one end to the other.268 
yards, wiz. 143 fouth of the wharf aad 
{paw-wells, and too to the north of the 
fpaw. As»the ground funk, the earth or 
fand, which the people ufed to walk on 
under the cliff, arofe upwards out of its 
natura! pofition for above 1oo yards in 
length, on each fide of the wharf, north 
and fouth, and was fix and in fome places 
feven yards above its former level; but as 
foon as it began to rife, the water at the 
{paw-well ceafed running, and was gone, 
The ground thus rife was twenty-fix yards 
broads; the ftone key or wharf, which was 
computed at 2463 tons, rofe entire and 
whole, twelve feet higher than its former 
pofition (but rent a little in the front) and 
was forced forward towards the fea twenty 
yards. ;

Several 
merchants,’owners and commanders were 
called in and examined by the Houfe, as to 
the allegations of their petition; and the 
vaffair was ‘adjourned till the Tue/day next 
for a further hearing. ‘There were about 
450 members of Parliament in the Houfe 
of Commons. 

A printed lift of the Englifh thips taken 
and plundered by the Spaniards, fince the 
treaty of Seville; fpecitying the names of 
the ‘captains, fhips, their value, places 
taken at, barbarous ufage received, &c.

1738-9, Jan. The duke of Afarlberough 
was appointed lord lieutenant of Oxfordjbire, 
in the room of the earl of Godolphin; and 
of the county of Bucks, in the room of the 
lord vifcount Cobham. 

Dr. Mawfon, matter of Corpus Chrifti col- 
lege in Cambridge, was appointed bithop of 
Landaff, in the room of Dr. Harris de- 
ceafed.

Feb. 1» The Parliament being met, 


.the King made a fpceech to both Houfes ; 
wherein he acquainted them, That a con- 
vention was concluded, and ratified, be- 
tween him and the king of Spain, who had 


obliged himfelf to make reparation to his 
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fubjects for their lofles, by a certain ftipu- 
lated payment: and. plenipotentiaries were 
appointed for regulating all thofe grievances 
and abufes which had hitherto interrupted 
the Britifh commerce and navigation in the 
American feas 5 and for fettling all matters 
in difpute, in fuch a manner as might for 
the future prevent and remove all new 
caufes and pretences of complaint; which 
convention, with the feparate articles, he 
would order to be laid before them: and if 
all the ends which were to be hoped for, 
even from fuccefsful arms, could be obtain- 
ed without plunging the nation into a wary 
it muft be thought by all reafonable and 
unprejudiced perfons, the moft defirable 
event. 

He wifhed the pofture of affairs would 
have permitted him to retrench the public 
expences, for which he was obliged to de- 
mand fupplies; but he did not doubt, 
their affection for him would induce thera 
to grant him fuch fupplies as were neceflary 
for the honour and fecurity of the king-

And recommended it to them not te. 
fufter any prejudices or animofities to have 
a fhare in their deliberations. 

The fame day a motion was made in the 
Houfe of Lords, to anfwer his Majetty’s 
fpeech verbatim, and applaud the conven- 
tion, and all the meafures that had been 
taken to effect it; and it was prefented ace 
cordingly. 

An addrefs of the fame tenor was moved 
for inthe Haufe of Commons, viz. 4. To 
thank his Majefty for his fpeech. 2. To 
acknowlege his great goodnefs in the re- 
gard he had exprefled to the petitiens and 
complaints of his fubjeéts, the advice of his 
parliament, and the intereft of his people. 
3- To congratulate him on concluding a 
convention, and to affure him, they would

4. That they would grant the neceflary 
fupplies, and avoid all heats and animofi- 
t1l€S. 

Feb. 8. The duke of Newcaftle laid bee 
fore the Houfe of Peers, a copy of the con- 
vention between Great-Britain and Spain, 
concluded at the Pardo, 14 January 1739 
iV. S. with the feparate articles. 

A motion was then made, that the con- 
vention, with the feparate articles and ra- 
tifications, might be read immediately: and 
they were read accordingly, 

Feb. 9. A motion was made in the 
Houfe of Peers, That a paper, intituled

racter of fevera] noble lords in that Houfe ; 
having been lately publifhed; the author 
and printer might be ordered to attend that 
Houfe on Monday next. 

Feb, 12+ The faid paper being read, 
was voted a falfe, fcandalous, and malici- 
ous libel: And, the author abfconding, 
Dodfley the printer, who attended, was or- 
dered to be taken into cuftody; after fome 
debate, wherein the lords who were againft 
it, obferved, that it was not ufual to take 
a printer or publither into cuftody, where 
he appeared and difcovered his author. 

Feb. 14. A motion was made in the 
Houfe of Commons, that the number of 
forces for the current year fhould be 17,704 
men: Whereupon an amendment was of- 
fered for reducing them to 12,0003 but it 
was carried for 17,704 (253 againft 183) 
after fome {mart réflections made on the 
convention in that Houfe. 

Feb, 23. The theriffs of London, by 
order of the Lord Mayor, aldermen, and 
common-council, prefented a petition to 
both Houfes of Parliament; wherein they 
fet forth, That it was with a concern the 
petitioners were unable to exprefs, that 
they perceived the trade of his Majefty’s 
American colonies till continued expofed to 
the infults of the Spaniards, who, under 
unwarrantable and injurious pretences, con- 
tinued to ftop, fearch, and make prizes, 
of Britifh veflels navigating the American 
feas: Lhat the American colonies was al- 
moft the only profitable trade this nation 
now enjoyedunrivaled by others: And they 
were induced to hope, from his Majefty’s 
paternal care of his fubjeéts, fupported by 
the vigorous refolutions of both Houfes of 
Parliament, and the equipment of a very 
powerful fleet, that his Majefty’s trading 
jubjeéts would not only have received full 
fatisfa@tion for their loffes, occafioned by 
the depredations of Spain; but alfo an un- 
doubted fecurity for their commerce for the 
time to come: And that reafonable and 
adequate reparation would likewife have 
been obtained, for the barbarities and in- 
human cruelties exercifed by that nation 
on the Englifh feamen; but beg leave to 
teitify their great concern and furprize, to 
find by the convention, that the Spaniards 
are fo far from giving up their unjuft pre- 
tenfions to vifit and fearch our fhips in the 
American feas, that this pretenfion of theirs 
is referred to the future regulation and de- 
‘cifion of plenipotentiaries; whereby the 
petitioners. apprehended, it was in fome 
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degree admitted; that fuch 4 precdriouf 
fituation muft inevitably expofe the tradé 
in the American feas to continual interrups 
tions and alarms, as well as to feveral 
loffes: and to thefe unhappy caufes they 
apprehended, the prefent low ftate of the 
Britifb colonies might, in a great meafure; 
be afcribed. And having thus reprefented 
the fatal confequences of leaving the freedom 
of navigation any longer in fufpenfe, they 
humbly hoped, this honourdble Houfe 
would take it into mature deliberation, and 
do therein as to their great wifdom fhall 
feem meet.

tenor. 

Feb..26. The bill for laying a duty on 
malt, &c. received the royal affent : as alfa 
fome naturalization bills. 

The declaration made by Don Sebaftian 
de la Quadra, firft plenipotentiary to the 
king of Spain, before he ratified the cons 
vention; and which fome peers infifted on 
feeing, was of the following tenor, wiz.

We received advice about this time, that 
Edward Trelawny, efq. governor of Fas 
maica, on the yf of March, 1738, had. 
made a peace with the rebellious negroes of 
that ifland; whereby it was agreed, That 
the negroes fhould remain in a ftate of free- 
dom ; and that they fhould have the pro- 
perty of 1500 acres of land, north-eaft of 
Trelawny town; and fhould have liberty to 
hunt within three miles of the Englifh fet- 
tlements ; that they fhould fubmit to the 
orders of the governor, and affift in the de= 
fence of the ifland; and fhould deliver up 
all fugitive negroes.

faid convention 3 relying on his royal wif- 
dom, that in the treaty to be concluded in 
purfuance thereof, proper provifions would 
be made for the redrefs of the grievances 
complained of ; particularly, that the free- 
dom of navigation in the American feas 
would be fo effeétually fecured, that his 
fubje&ts might enjoy unmolefted their un- 
doubted right of navigating and trading 
from one part of the Britifk dominions to 
another, without being liable to be ftopped, 
wifited, or fearched: they depended alfo, 
that in the treaty to be concluded, the ut- 
moft regard would be had to the adjufting 
the limits of his Majeity’s dominions in 
America : and gave his Majefty the ftrongeft 
affurances that, in cafe his juft expectations 
fhould not be anfwered, they would hear- 
tily and zealoufly concur in fuch meafures 
as fhould be neceflary to vindicate his Ma- 
jefty’s honour, and preferve to his fubjects 
the full enjoyment of thofe rights, to which 
they were entitled by treaty, and the law 
of nations. 

March 3. The affair of the convention 
was debated in the Houfe of Commons: 
after which they refolved to addrefs his 
Majefty in the fame terms the Lords had 
done. There were 480 members prefent; 
but it was carried only by a majority of 23, 
to approve of the convention. 

March 12. The Houfe of Commons 
attended his Majefty with their addrefs of 
thanks, for his obtaining the convention, 
Ge. 

March 14. The princefs of Wales was 
brought to bed of another prince, at Nor- 
folk-boufe. When her Royal Highnefs was 
in labour, the Prince fent a meflage, by the 
lord of the bed-chamber in waiting, to ac- 
-quaint his Majefty with its whereupon his 
Majefty fent a meflage to the Houle of 
Lords : and the Houfe thereupon adjourn- 
ing, the lord chancellor, the duke of Dor- 
fet, with the bifhops, and feveral of the 
privy council, went to Nerfolk-houfe, and 
were prefent at the birth, which happened 
about two in the afternoon.

The fame day the mutiny bill received 
the royal affent. 

March 16. The Lords congratulated his

The Lord Mayor and aldermen of London 
alfo congratulated his Majefty on the joyful} 
occafion. 

1739, April 3. Near Kate’s-cabin, on 
the north road, about a mile beyond Sti/ton, 
there was lately dug up in the high road 
a leaden coffin near 4colb, that had lain 
there from the year 1308. It contained a 
very frefh fkeleton, and at the fame place 
were found many Roman coins in filver and 
brafs, and an urn which contained afhes, 
and on it the effigies of a woman. 

April 7. As the workmen were digging 
in Srocks-market for the foundation of the 
Manfion-houfe, they took up a grave ftone 
which had been there 297 years: the let- 
ters and figures, with a curious coat of 
arms upon it, appeared but very little de- 
faced. 

April 11. The young Prince was bap- 
tized at Norfolk-houfe, by the bifhop of Ox- 
ford, and named Edward-Auguftus. The 
f{ponfors were, the king of Pruffia, the duke 
of Brunfwic-Wolfenbuttel, and the duchefs 
of Sax-Weffeenfels ; reprefented by the duke 
of Queenfeerry, the marquis of Carnarwon, 
and the lady Carlotte Edwin. 

April 19. The following bills receive 
the royal affent.

An a to continue the duties for en= 
couragement of the coinage of money. 

An aé& to indemnify perfons who have 
neglected to qualify themfelves for offices. 

An aét to enable the inhabitants of St, 
Nicholas parith in Worcefter to raife money 
for difcharging the debts they have con- 
tracted, in rebuilding their church.

Lincoln. 

An a& for mending the roads from the 
north-weft parts of the county of Lincoln, 
to the Wolds in the north-eaft ; 

And to 13 private bills. 

Sir Fobn Eyles appointed joint poft~ 
mafter-general with the lord Lowve//, in 
the room of Edward Carteret, efq. de- 
ceafed, 
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Dr. Nicholas Saunderfon, profeffor of the 
mathematics in the univerfity of Cambridge, 
died : he had been blind from two years of 
age, and yet a very learned man, and the 
greateft mathematician of his time: he 
formed an orrery himfelf, with which he 
xead leétures to his pupils. 

An earthquake happened at Smyrna the 
Taft month, which overturned and demo- 
lithed a great many public and private 
buildings, and buried many of the inhabi- 
tants in the ruins. 

April 27. This day came on at Dublin 


the trial of the right honourable Henry , 


Barry, lord baron of Saatry, for the mur- 
der of Laughlin Murphy, a running foot- 
man, and formerly his father’s fervant, in 
Auguft laf, at Palmerffown fair. About 
eight in the morning, his Lordfhip was 
brought to the Parliament-houfe, the ax 
being carried before him. At ten the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord High’ Steward on this 
occafion, went thither in flate, firft to the 
Houfe of Lords, and from thence in pro- 
<eflion to the Commons Houfe, the place 
appointed for the trial, which began about 
eleven, and lafted till ffx in the evening ; 
- when the Lords, 23 in number, unani- 
moufly pronounced him guilty; after 
which, fentence was given for his execu- 
tion, and his Lordfhip was guarded bya 
company of foldiers to Newgate. The lady 
dowager Santry, with, feveral perfons of 
diftin€tion embarked for England, to fo- 
Hicit his Majefty’s pardon for the faid Lord : 
and feveral Lords prefented a memorial to 
the Lords Juftices, to be tranfmitted to his 
Majefty for that purpofe, lord Santry being, 
very young, and the laft of the family. 
In confequence of a favourable report to 
his Majefty, joined with a powerful folici- 


tation, this young nobleman was reprieved | 


during his Majefty’s pleafure. 

May 3. His Majefty fent a meffage to 
both Houfes of Parliament; wherein he 
defires, that 15,000/. a year may be fettled 
on his fon the duke of Cumberland, and his 
3Mfue; and an annuity of 24,o00/. on the 
Sour princeffes, to take effeét after his de- 
mife. Whereupon a bill was immediately 
brovght in, for enabling his Majefty to 
make the fettlement therein propofed ; and 
it paffed without committing it, after fome 
debates on that fubjed, 

May 10. Another meffage was fent to 
both Houfes by his Majefty, acquainting 
them, that he had concluded with the king 
of Denmark, a treaty agreeable to that which 
expired in 1737, and defired their fugport 
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and concurrence, in making good the ene 
gagements he had thereby entered into : 

And as events might happen, when it 
would be impoffible for his Majefty to have 
the immediate advice and affiftance of his 
great council, upon any emergency arifing 
from the prefent pofture of affairs; he 
hoped he fhould be fupported by the Par- 
liament, in making fuch further augmen- 
tation of his forces as might be abfolutely 
neceflary; and in concerting fuch meafures 
as the exigency of affairs might require, 
Whereupon a motion was made in the 
Houfe of Peers, to addrefs his Majefty, to 
thank him for laying the treaty with Den- 
mark betore them: and to affure him, they 
would concur in enabling him to make good 
his engagements, and fupporting him in 
making good fuch further augmentation of 
his forces as might be neceflary. 

The Commons, in compliance with the 
{aid motion, voted 70,583/. for the fubfidy 
to Denmark, and 500,000/. for augmenting 
the forces in any exigency. 

There being at prefent a great fcarcity of 
corn in many of the provinces of France, 
the duke of Orleans caufed 2,000,000 of 
livres (near 100,000/, fterling) to be expend- 
ed in the purchafe of corn from this coun- 
try, to be diftributed at a moderate price 
among the poor in thofe provinces where 
he had any intereft. . 

Lord Walpole, eldeft fon of Sir Robert, 
made auditor of the Exchequer, in the room 
of the late earl of Halifax, a place for life 
worth 5000/. per annum. 

Edward Walpole, efg. fecond fon of Sir 
Robert, made clerk of the pells in the Ex- 
chequer, in the room of his brother. 

Fobn Philipfon, efq. made a commiffioner 
of the navy. 

Robert Byng, efq. made governor of Bar- 
badoes. 

The Danes, by the fubfidy treaty, engaged 
to keep, during three years, 5000 foot and 
1000 horfe in readinefs, for the feryice of 
Britain. 

The plenipotentiaries of Great Britain and 
Spain had their firft conference, in purfu- 
ance of the convention, or preliminary trea- 
ty, the beginning of this month. 

May 25. The Commons having fent up 
the bill to the Houfe of Lords, for granting 
500,000/, out of the finking fund, for the 
year 1739, and for enabling his Majefty to 
raife the further fum of 500,000/. out of the 
faid fund: amongft other appropriating 
claufes, there was one in the bill, for ap- 
plying 60,o00/. towards the making. good 
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the loffes of our merchants, becaufe that 
fum had, by the convention, been allowed 
to Spain, in confideration of their fhips de- 
ftroyed in 1718. Lord Bathurfi, on the 
fecond reading of this bill, [May 31] ob- 
ferved, that the time was expired which 
was ftipulated by the convention, for the 
payment of the 95,o00/. and that, as we 
were fo very punétual in fulfilling our en- 
gagements with that crown, he thought 
they ought to addrefs his Majefty, to know 
if that crown had fulfilled her part of her 


engagements to us, and moved for an ad-' 


drefs accordingly : but the queftion being 
put, it was carried againit addrefling, fifty- 
one to thirty-eight. 

Then it was moved to refolve, that the 
nonpayment of the 95,o00/, agreed by trea- 
ty to be due from the crown of Spain, as a 
balance to the crown and fubjects of Great 
Britain, and exprefsly ftipulated to be paid 
within four months, which were now ex- 
pired, was a manifeft infraétion, on the 
part of Spain, of the convention, an high 
indignity to his Majefty, and an injuftice 
to the nation. 

- But the previous queftion being put, it 
was carried againft putting the main quef- 
tion, fixty-three to forty-four. 

Whereupon a proteft was entered,

Becaufe we think the main queftion 
Should have been put, and pafied in the af- 
firmative, fince every Lord agreed, that it 
was ftriétly true ; and we are convinced, by 
‘the experience of many years, that the 
‘councils of the adminiftration, far from 
procuring any reparation and fatisfaction for 
the infults and injuries this nation has re- 
ceived, have only expofed it to further dif- 
honour and centempt. 

The duke of Helffein-Gottorp, aged thir- 
ty-nine, died about this time, and was fuc- 
ceeded by his only fon, born Fes.

This 
young Prince was heir both to the crowns 
of Sweden and Rufia, his grandmother 

being the eldeft fitter of Charles XII. king 
of Sweden. . 
une t. The conferences between the 
commiflaries of Great Britain and Spain 
were fufpended : the king of Spain having 
declared to Mr. Keene, that fince the South 
Sea company perfifted in their refufalto pay 
the 68,o0o0/. which appeared to be due to 
him on the Spanifb calculation, his Majefty 
gould not difpente with himfelf, from re- 
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voking the privilege granted that company 
for the negro trade 3; and that, in confe- 
quence of this revocation, he fhoudd be 
obliged to feize on the company’s effects in 
Mexico, that he might procure himfelf the 
payment of the fum in queftion. 

We received advice about the fame time, 
that the Spaniards at fort St. Auguftin in 
Florida, had publifhed a proclamation, pro- 
mifing freedom to all white fervants and ne- 
groes belonging to Carolina and Georgia, 
that would defert over to them, and had al- 
lotted fuch deferters lands near St. Auguffin, 
where above 700 Britifb flaves had already 
Deen received, 

About the fame time the Emperor and 
the French king entered into an offenfive 
and defenfive alliance : this probably the 
Emperor did, to exprefs his refentment 
againft Great Britain and the States Gene- 
ral, who refufed to affift him in the pre-" 
ceding war with France, Spain, and Sardi- 
nia, but fuftered him to be deprived of his 
Italian dominions, though they had gua- 
ranteed them to his Imperial majefty and 
his heirs. 

A difcourfe ef a war with Spain, and 
preparations for the fame, which continued 
through the month. ‘Ten regiments were 
ordered to be embarked from Ireland. Ten 
thoufand additional land forces were to ba 
levied, and incorporated with the other re- 
giments. Several men of war were put in 
commiffion, and there was a very hot prefs 
for feamen. Orders were fent to the Bri- 
tifh governors in the Weft Indies, &Fc. . Ad 
miral Haddock’s fquadron in the Mediterra« 
mean was alioreinforced. Sir Fobn Nora 
ris hoifted the union-flag on board the Na- 
mur at Chatham. The deputy-governor of 
the South Sea company was fent for by the 
duke of Newcaftle, and advifed how to aét, 
in regard to the company’s affairs in Old 
and New Spain, im the prefent conjuncture ; 
and the company difpatched proper orders 
to all their agents and factors in Spain. 
Sir Chaloner Ogle fet out poft for Port/moxths 
to fail immediately in the Auguffa for the 
We/t-Indies. Therulers of the Watermen’s 
company received orders to fupply the go- 
vernment forthwith with a certain num- 
ber of men for the fea fervice. An em- 
bargo was laid on all outward bound mer- 
chant fhips. A proclamation was iffued 
for allowing fix months pay certain to all 
feamen and able-bodied land-men, who 
had before the firft inftant, or fhould before 
Fuly 14 next, enter themfelves as volun- 
teers on board his Majefty’s fhips ; and 
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another for calling home all Englifh failors, | and that all houfes, lands, plate, jewels, 


in foreign fervice.

of one witnefs, forfeit 200/. to be levied by

“not goods, and do not immediately pay the 
penalty, or give good fecurity for it, he 
may be committed to the county-gaol for 
fix months. 

The fame penalty is inflited on every 
perfon who thal] make, print, or advertiie 
propofals or fchemes for advancing {mall 
fums, amounting in the whole to large 
fums, to be divided amongft them by. 
chances inthe prizes in any public lotteries, 
or thall ‘be concerned in delivering out tic- 
kets to perfons advancing fuch fums, inti- 
tling them to a fhare of the money fo ad- 
vanced. 

The games of the ace of hearts, pharaoh, 
baffet, and hazard, are fpecially declared to 
be games or lotteries by cards or dice within 
the meaning of the a&. The penalty for 
playing fuch games is so/. 

Yt is declared alfo, that all fuch games, 
lotteries, and fales, thall be abfolutely void, 


and other goods, expofed to fale in this 


manner, fhall be forfeited to any perfon 


who will fue for the fame.

Francis Godolphin, efq. made lieutenant- 
governor of the ifle of Scilly. 

At this time there were upwards of 260

Fuly 21. Notice was given by the Jords’ 
of the Admiralty, that letters of marque, 
or general reprifals, againft the fhips, goods, 
and fubjects of the king of Spain, were 
ready to be iflued; and thirteen or four- 
teen letters of marque were granted the 
fame month, 

The right honourable Sir William Yonge, 
bart. and knight of the Bath, made cuffos 
rotulorum of the county of Carnarvon. 

A large horfeman’s {word, which was 
fuppofed to be made between three and 
four hundred years ago, was dug up neat 
the fhore of the Woolftaple, where the 
abutments of the new bridge were to be 
built. It hada bafket hilt, and thé pomel 
as big asa fmallturnep 5 and although it had 
been buried in the fhore fo long, under 
water for the moft part of the time, the 
goodnefs of the fteel had prevented its 
being much injured. Several antient’ coins 
were likewife dug up. particularly one of the 
emperor Domitian, of copper; alfo feveral 
coins of copper and brafs of queen Eliza-. 
beth, king James 1. and king Charles I. 

Fuly 26. The Parliament which ftood 
prorogued to Thurfday, Aug. 9, was order- 
ed to be further prorogued te Tbwr/day, 
Of. 18. 
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\ The embargo was ordered to be taken off ; 
the fhipping, and the next day the Admi- 
ralty fent diretions to all the fea ports ac- 
cordingly. 

Auguf}. Mr. Keene declared tothe court 
of Spain, that though the King his mafter 
had permitted his {ubjects to make reprifals, 
he would not be underftood thereby to have 
broken the peace; and that as foon as his 
Catholic Majefty fhould be difpofed to make 
the fatisfa&iom demanded of him, reprifals 
fhould ceafe. 

Yo which the Spani/h minifters anfwered, 
that their King was very far from confider- 
ing things in the fame light as the court of 
Great Britain did, and therefore could not 
help looking on the making reprifals as an 
aév of hottility, and hoped, with the af- 
fiftance of heaven, and his allies, he fhould 
be able to fupport a good caufe. 

The marquis de Fenelon, the French am- 
baffador at the Hague, at the fame time de- 
clared, that the King his mafter was obliged 
by treaties to fend an army to the affiftance 
of the king of Spain, if he was attacked by: 
Jand, and a fquadron of men of war, ifhe 
was attacked by fea; and therefore he muff 
fook upon them as his enemies, who were 
enemies to his Catholic Majefty: and dif- 
fuaded the States General from taking the 
part of Great Britain. 

To which the minifters of the States an- 
fwered, that they had refolved to take no 
part in the differences of thofe powers; but 
that, they muit, however, fend fuch forces 
to the affiftance of Great Britain as they 
were obliged to do by their treaties, if tley 
were required. . 

About the fame time we received advice, 
that the Sha Nadir, ufually called Koulj 
Kan, had invaded India, and penetrated in- 
to the heart of that country ; whereupon 
the Turks were at liberty to recal their 
troops from Perfia, and bend their whole 
force againft the Chriftians: that the Im- 
perialifts had been defeated at Krofka near 
Belgrade; and that the Turks had laid fiege 
to that city. 

Aug. 16. His grace the duke of Atho/ 
was received as King in Man, by the inha- 
bitaitants of that ifland, with great expref- 
fions of joy. The firing the great guns was 
heard diftin@ly on the coaft of Galloway. 

The prince of Naffau-Dilingbourg died ; 
whereby his principality in Germany de- 
volved on the prince of Orange. 

Sept. 5. Sir Thomas Giraldino, the Spa- 
nif) avabaffador at~this court, fet out for 
Dover, accompanied by Mr. Terry, the 
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king of Spain’s agent for the Afiente cor 
tract, on their wayhome. His Excellensy 
had an order from his grace the duke of 
Newcaftle to the King’s agent of the pac- 
quet boats at the faid port, to accommo- 
date them with a boat for Calais, if re- 
quired. As foon as they took coach, a 
Spanifo courier, ready mounted, rode off 
with an exprefs to Madrid, to acquaint the 
court of Spain with their departure. Mr. 
Keene left Madrid about the fame time. 

Sept. 10. This night was a mott vio- 
lent ftorm of Hghtning and thunder, ac- 
companied with an exceflive rain. The 
flathes‘of lightming:-were as quick, and at the 
fame tinre as ftrong, as perhaps were ever 
knowin this part of the world ; though 
the thunder was not fo violent. It began 
at feven o’clock in the evening, and the 
flafhes continued, more or lefs, till twelve 
at night. The next day the wind was ex- 
ceeding high from morning till nighty 
which did confiderable damage to the thip- 
ping, Gc.’ 

We had an account from Bremen, that 
about half an hour paft one in the morn- 
ing, the lightning ftruck into their fort 
called Brotde, which fivod near and‘covered. 
the bridge between the old and new cities, 
and above forty thoufand pounds of gun- 
powder laid up there, took fire, and blew 
up the whole fort, with feveral adjacent 
houfe and mills, and {preading over both: 
Cities, fet fire in about twenty-five different 
places, which put all the inhabitants under 
a great confternation: but a heavy rain fal- 
ling, and by the help of the people, the: 
flames round about were happily extin- 
guifhed: About forty perfons living near 
the: fort were killed, and near 1000 houfes 
damaged. 

By the South Sea company’s anfwer to 
the Spanifh manifefto, as far as relates to 
the 63,000/. faid to.be due from the com- 
pany to his Catholic Majefty, it is faid, it 
is manifeftly made out, that on the balance 
of accounts there was due from the crown 
of Spain to the company above 130,000/. 2 
{ufficient reafon for their general court to 
refufe the payment of the 68,o00/. de- 
manded. 

Sept. 12. Peace was concluded between 
the Emperor and the Turks, by the me- 
diation of France; wherein it was agreed, 
that the Imperialifts fhould yield. up Be/- 
gradeand Servia to the Turks; and that the 
Danube and the Save fhould be the boundary 
of the two empires; that the Bannat and 
town'of Lamefwatr thould remain in the 
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poffefion of the Emperor, together with 
Meadia : and that the caftle and fortifica- 
tions of Belgrade fhould be demolifhed. 
This peace was made by the Emperor 
without including his ally the Ruffians; for 
which he made an apology to the Czarina : 
and indeed he was compelled to it by a 
kind of peftilence, which deftroyed his ar- 
my: and though the Ruffiens were every 
where viétorious, they found themfelves 
under a neceffity of purchafing a peace, by 


the ceffion of Afoph, and all their con- 


quefts on the Black Seay to the Turks foon 
after. 

An ambaflador arrived at London from 
France about this time, and offered his me- 
diation between Great Britain and Spain ; 
which not being accepted, he declared his 
matter would affit the Spaniards againit 
Great Britain. 

Sept. 15. Advice came from the Downs, 
that admiral Bakhen, with, the Namur, 
Ruffel, Buckingham, Prince of Orange, Su- 
‘pero, Orford and Lyon men of war, were 
failed from thence for Spirhead, to join the 
Kent, Lenox, Elizabeth, @:. which latt 
fhips left admiral Vernon, who was bound 
for Jamaica, and arrived at Spithead about 
three weeks ago, in order to join Sir obn 
Norris's {quadron. 

Sept. 16. His Majefty’s thips the Tyger, 
Mercury, ‘Duke and Anne fire-thips, and the 
Salamander bomb-ketch, fet fail from the 
Downs for the Mediterranean, with the fleet 
of merchant-fhips bound to Lifhon, Oporto, 
Leghorn, &c. under a convoy. 

Sept- 20. The king of Spain granted 
commiffions to cruize upon the Englijh, 
feized the Exglifh thipping in his ports, and 
make prizes of all the merehant-fhips his 
men of war met with at fe:. 

Sept.21. A proclarnation was publithed 
for the Parliament to meet on the 15th of 
November. 

Sept. 22. Was fixed on a marble pedeftal, 
in the middle fquare of St. Thomas’s hofpi- 
tal, the ftatue of the founder, king 2d- 
ward VI. in brafs, which was left by 
Charles Foy, efq. deceafed, late treafurer of 
the faid hofpital. 

Sept. 29+ Sir Fobn Salter was chofen 
lord mayor, though Sir George Champion 
vias the mext alderman to the chair; Sir 
George having voted with thofe who ap- 
proved the convention. 

Letters from rear-admiral Haddock, dated 
Sept. 26, gave an account, that on the 23d 
of September, a rich Spanifh thip, called 
the St. Fofeph, bound trom the Carraccas, 
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and belonging to the Guipufcoan company, 
was taken off Cadiz. The faid thip arrived 
at Spitbead the 28th of Odober, under con= 
voy of his Majefty’s thip the Chefer. The 
money and goods on board, as mentioned in 
the bill of lading, were computed to be 
worth upwards of roo,ooo/, fterling; be~ 
fides filyer and other valuable effects not ex- 
prefled in the bill of lading. The faid fhip 
was above 800 tons burden. She had ‘on 
board forne diamonds, with a diamond foli- 
taire, diamond necklace, and feveral dia- 
mond rings for her Spanifh Majefty, and 
about feventy men, who were all made pri~ 
foners. 

Oé.1. We received advice about this time, 
that Sha Nadir (Kouli Kan) had defeated 
the Great Mogul, and made him prifoner 
in his capital city of Debli. 

A proclamation was iffued for the further 
encouragement of failors to enter into his 
Majefty’s fervice ; able feamen, not under 
twenty years of age, nor upwards of fifty- 
two, to have two guineas advance over and 
above all other rewards, and fix months pay 
certain; but to be feverely punifhed if they 
entered into feveral fhips for the fake of the 
advance-moncy. 

His grace the duke of Devonfhire, lord 
lieutenant of Freland, arrived in that king- 
dom, 

08.2. The lords of the Admiralty gave 
notice to the merchants, that they had or- 
dered a grand convoy to fee the ships fafe 
into Oporto, Lifbon, and the feveral ports, 
up the Straits; that a twenty gun fhip 
fhould be ordered to cruize continually off 
Oporto Bar, and alfo one of fifty guns to 


cruize between the faid port and Lifbon, 


which would, in all probability, feeure the 
trade to that kingdom. 

O&. 3. Orders were iffued from the. 
War-office, for augmenting the regiments 
in Minorca and Gibraltar from fifty to fe- 
venty private men in each company ; and 
the fame augmentation in all the marching 
regiments throughout Great Britain. 

Rear-admiral Haddock, in the Somerfet, 
with three other fhips under hiscommand, 
cameiatothe bay of Gibraltar, and brought 
with him a Spanifh fhip of about 250 ton, 
and fourteen gens, (the name unknown) 
bound from the Carraccas to Cadiz, which 
ke had taken within gunfhot of Cadiz. Mr. 
Harriot faid, that the proper officers at Gi- 
braltar were taking an account of the cargo 
of the faid Spanifh thip, which they had not 
finifhed when he failed from Gibraltar on 
the 7th; but that it was generally thought, 
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the value was greater than that of the St. 
Tofeph. 

Od. Q+ Horace Walpole, efq. his Ma- 
jefty’s late ambaflador to the States Gene- 
ral, with his lady and family, arrived from 
Holland at his houfe at Whitehall. 

O&, 12. Several Italian and Spanifh mer- 
chants of this city waited on his grace the 
duke of Newcaftle with a petition for his 
Majefty, praying that his Majefty would 
be pleafed to give orders to the lords of the 
Admiral, that fhips might be ftationed off 
the neutral ports in Italy, the navigation 
there being at prefent very hazardous, by 
reafon of the many privateers which infett 
thofe parts ; and met with a kind reception. 

Letters of marque had been already taken 
out of the high court of Admiralty for 
twenty-three fhips, and the merchants were 
foliciting more, Letters of marque were 
alfo given. out in our colonies and: planta- 
tions in America. Several Spanifh hips 
were taken, but they took more of ours. 

O&,.17. Acharter pafled the feals, for 
erecting an hofpital for foundling children ; 
for which it was computed the fum of 
30,0co/. was collected among the nobility 
and gentry before the patent pafled. 

O&. 19. The following order was fent 
to the heralds at arms. 
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Our will and pleafure is, that you attend 
the proclamation of our declaration of war 
againit Spain, that is to be made on Tuefday 
the 23d inftant, in the ufual places, and 
with the folemnities cuftomary on the like 
occafion: and for fo doing this fhall be your 
warrant. Given atour court at Kenfington, 
the roth day of Oéfobery 1739, inthe 13th 
year of our reign. ’

Parliament 3 and did not doubt, but he 
fhould meet with a ready and vigorous fup~ 
port in this neceflary war, which the re- 
peated injuries and violences committed by 
that nation upon the navigation and com- 
merce of theie kingdoms, and their noto- 
rious violation of the moft folemn engage- 
ments, had rendered unavoidable, 

That the heats and animofities which 
had been fomented throughout the king- 
dom, had been the chief encouragement to 
the court of Spain, to hold fuch a conduc 
towards us, as to make it neceffary to have 
recourfe to arms 5. and their unhappy divifi- 
ons were the only hopes of the enemies to 
his government: but it was in their power 
to defeat the one, and difappoint the other 5 
to vindicate their injured honour, and defend 
themfelves againft all their open and fecret 
enemies, both at home and abroad. 

His Majefty being returned to St. Fames’s, 
it was moved in the Houfe of Lords, to 
prefent him with an addrefs of thanks ; 
wherein they fhould exprefs their concur- 
rence and approbation of every thing his 
Majefty had mentioned in his fpeech— 
Concluding, that it gave them an inex- 
preffible concern, that there fhould be any 
occafion for his Majefty to repeat his graci- 
ous admonitions againft thofe heats and 
animofities which had been fomented 
throughout the kingdom: and that as they 
could not but moft ferioufly lament the 
unhappy divifions, thereby occafioned, fo 
nothing fhould be wanting on their part to 
heal them, @c. 

An addrefs of the fame tenor was agreed 
to by the Commons: to which his Majefty 
returned the following anfwer : 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I thank you for this dutiful addrefs, 
which is fo agreeable to former refolutions 
of both Hontes of Parliament. Your una- 
nimous and vigorous fupport in carrying on 
the war, will be the beft means of procur- 
ing fafe and honourable terms of peace ; 
and you may rely on my utmoft care and 
endeavour, to obtain effeCtual fecurity for 
the juft rights of navigation and commerce 
belonging to my fubjeéts,

And that all 
fecretaries and feryants fhafl be annually 
appointed (or oftner, if needful) by the go- 
vernors at the general meeting; and that 
four general meetings be in a year. 

Nov. 26. <A proclamation was iffued 
for a public faft throughout the kingdom, 
on Wednejday the gth day of January next, 
for imploring God’s bleffing and affiftance 
on our arms againft Spain. 

There were at this time 30,000 men 
on the eftablithment of Great-Britain, 
12,000 on that of Ireland, and 6000 ma- 
vines to be raifed as fatt as poflible, and 
6000 Danes to be taken into our fervice, if 
wanted 5 which, with 30,000 men in his 
Majefty’s eleGorate of Hanover, would make 

- upwards of 30,000 troops under his Ma- 
jefty. 

_ By the accounts from Paris we were told, 
that an exprefs was arrived there with the 
king of Spain’s declaration of war againit 
Creat-Britain; and that they were extreme- 
jy bufy in all the ports of France, fitting 
our their old and building new fhips of war. 
One could judge for what end thefe prepara- 
tions were making; buat the court of France 
had not at this time declared in favour of 
Spain, nor would they declare, till they 
had fufficiently encreafed their naval force ; 
and before they could do this, it was hoped, 
we fhould be able to force Spain to agree to 
reafonable terms. 

“=We had alfo an account from Vienna, 
that-couriers had been difpatched to Lon- 
don, Paris, and Lijbon, with the Emperor’s 
refolution to obferve an exaét neutrality in 
the intended war between Great- Britain and 
Spain, provided no other powers meddle 


with that difpute, and that no difturbance | 
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be given to his Imperial Majefty’s heredi- 
tary countries; which was as favourable a 
refolution as we could defire; for, if no 
other power intermeddled, the event of the 
war could be eafily foretold. 

We alfo had a confirmed account, that 
the famous Kouli Kan had aétually-taken 
poilefiion of the great Moguls country, and 
had put the Mogul and his prime minifter 
into a caftle, and caufed their eyes to be 
put out. The inhabitants of the city of 
Deb]i murmured at this treatment, and 
began to mutiny, upon which Kou/j Kan 
ordered his army to fall upon them, which 
they did for two days together, and in that 
fpace of time it is computed near 300,600 


men, women, and children,’were killed. | 


When the letters came away, they were 
rifing in feveral parts of the Empire, in 
order to make head againft the new ufurper.

1739-40, Fan. 7. A moft melancholy ac- 
cident happened near Kirkaldy in Scotland. 
As fourteen apprentices and fervants were 

making merry and diverting themfelves 
with play (according to the cuftom there 
on the firft Monday of the year) in a 
large hollow below a rocky eminence, the 
rock tumbled down and crufhed them to 
pieces. 

We hear from Rome, that on the i8th, 
the Pope departed this life; having a tew 
days before figned an indulto, whereby he 
gave the king of Spain leave to raife 
2,000,000 of crowns upon the clergy of 
Spain, not even excepting the Jefuits. 

‘fan. ge This day was obferved as a 
faft, for the fuccefs of the war. 

The following extract of a letter from 
an Englifh gentleman at Leyden in Holland, 
dated ‘fanuary 1. is too extraordinary to 
be omitted: “ Books being now laid afide, 
our chief ftudy and care is how to thaw our 
eatables and drinkables, as water, milk, 
beer, &c. My wine is tolerably ftrong, 
yet the whole freezes into a folid mafs; 
bread cannot be cut, without being firft 
fet by the fire near an hour; in the fame 
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manner we ferve our butter, ahd alfo our 
oranges, which are otherwife as hard as 
ftones: boiling ftrong punch, put into a 
bowl, prefents us with ice in eight mi- 
nutes: my barber coming yefterday to fhave 
me, put a little Hot.water into his bafon 
below ftairs, and in the time he was coming 
up to my chamber it began to freeze : warm 
urine from a man’s body freezes in fix mi- 
nutes: fpittle direftly, as it falls to the 
ground. But what is yet more remarkable, 
a gentleman of my acquaintance having a 
bottle of water from a pump that was not 
frozen, going directly to pour fome into a 
glafs, it was immediately ice: but what 
is more furprizing, part of the ftream from 
the bottle to the glafs froze, and ftood up 
in the tumbler like an ificlé; the like 
certainly was never known in thefe cli- 
mates. ‘Three perfons were found frozen 
dead in one houfe yefterday morning, and 
fome others are fince dead.” 

As intenfe a froft as perhaps was ever 
known in thefe parts, began on Chriffmas- 
day, and continued through this month. 
A few days after it began, the wind was 
very high, which did confiderable damage. 
The Thames was froze over, fo that multi- 
tudes of people walked acrofs it above 
bridge, and a great many booths were erettw 
ed upon it. The damage below bridge to 
the fhipping was very great. Several fhips 
loaded with corn, and others with coals, 
were funk by theice; many lay on anchors, 
which made holes in them; fome on their 
fides, foul of others; feveral lighters and 
boats under the ice; and on the whole, 
whoever looked onthe river Fbames, might 
behold a fcene of greater damage than had 
been known there in the memory of man 3 
there fcarce ever having been more fhips in 
the river at one time, than now: water 
and coals exceffive dear; though coals were 
2s. a bufhel at London, water was a greater 
expence than coals. 

The damage done to the fhipping and 
other veffels, between the Medqway and 
London Bridge, was computed at 100,000/. 

The neceffities of the poor, and handi« 
crafts, were very great, not being able to 
work at their trades this fevere weather; 
but there never were greater charities and 
benefactions than were beftowed upon the 
poor at this time. ; 

A confpiracy againf the Czarina was dif- 
covered about this time; for which four 
princes of the Dolghoruky family were exe- 
cuted at Novogrod: this plot was formed 
in favour of the princefs Elizabeth. 

Hh Advice 
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Advice came, that Sha Nadir (Kouli 
Kan) had plundered India, and carried off 
an immenfe treafure; but fuffered the 
Mogul to remain emperor of India; only 
adding thofe provinces that lie weft of the 
rivers Attock and Indus to the Perfian em- 
pire. There being an infurrection at 
Debli, while Kouli Kan remained there, 
many thoufands of the inhabitants of that 
city were maflacred by the Per/ians; andthe 
Indian nobility and courtiers were grievoufly 
tortured, to make them confefs their trea- 
fure, and bring in what was demanded of 
them: fome of their greateft men killed 
themfelves to avoid the torture, and others 
died under the executioner’s hands. 

We have an account from Peterfburgh, 
that on the 27th, captain Nepleyew arrived 
there, with the Grand Signior’s ratifica- 
tion of the late peace concluded between 
the Ruffian and Ottoman empires; the next 
day the Czarina declared the pregnancy of 
the princefs. Anne, confort to prince An- 
thouy of Brunfwick-W olfenbuttel; and that 
captain Spanberg, lately fent to make dif- 
coveries upon the north coaft of Mofcovy 
and Tartary, has difcovered thirty-four 
iflands in thofe feas; from whence it is 
thought they may fail to Japan, China, and 
fo round to the Eaff Indies, Perfia, Sc. 
which will greatly increafe the trade and 
commerce of Mofcovy. 

Feb. 2. An. order came to the cuftom- 
houfe, for laying an embargo on the fhips 
in the port of London; and accordingly 
directions were immediately fent. to Grave- 
end. Exprefles were alfo difpatched for 
ae an embargo at all the ports in Great- 
Britain and Ireland. 

Three hundred workmen were ordered 
from Deptford and Woolwich yards to Chat- 
bam and Port{mouth, to affitt in getting ready 
three firft rates.” 

There were. remarkable accounts of the 
feverity and intenfenefs of the, froft, not 
only from Scotland, and Ireland; but from 
Germany, Holland, France, &c. . By let- 
ters from the north of Ireland, we .were 
affured, that the great frefh water lake, 
called Lough. Neagh, was entirely frozen 
over, and the ice fo very hard, that feveral 
perfons walked direétly acrofs the Lough 
from Montjoy-caftie, and other places in the 
county of eee, to the market of Antrim, 
which is upwards of twenty miles. But 
feveral. perfons in croffing thefe extenfive 
lakes, by. the. ice breaking, fell in and 
were drowned... > 

From Vienna, Drefdeny and Dantzick, we 
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were advifed, that the cold weather there 
was feverer than it was in 17093 that 
many people in the fuburbs of Vienna had 
perifhed with it: from Stockholm, Poland, and 
Lithuania, that it had forced the bears and 
wolves out of the woods to feek for prey in 
the open country, whereby many perfons 
Joft their lives: and from Bru/fféls, that all 
the rivers were frozen up 3 and particularly 
the Scheld as- far as Antwerp; and that 
feveral perfons had been found dead of the 
exceffive cold, and many trees were {plit 
with it. 

Feb. 5. A proclamation was publifhed, 
offering every able failor, who would enter 
into his Majefty’s fervice, two guineas 
bounty-money; and every ordinary man 
thirty fhillings: and conftables were offere 
two guineas for every failorthey fhould im- 
prefs. 

A. bill was brought into the Houfe of 
Commons, for regiftering all feamen and 


watermen in his Majefty’s dominions; it 


was oppofed by great numbers, particularly _ 
by Sir obn Barnard, who obferved, that, 
if this fhould pafs, a failor and a flave 
would be terms of the fame fignification 5 
and if fuch a bill was become neceffary, it 
was only fo by the fault of thofe who pro- 
pofed it. : 

That it was impoffible to hear the bill 
read, without being alarmed at an open 
attack on the liberty of many thoufands: 
if the defign was to propagate flavery, and 
regifter one clafs of men after another, let 
the failors be the laft to lofe their freedom : 
let the firft regifter be filled with the 
defpicable names of penfioners, placemen, 
fycophants, and dependents. 

A regiftered feaman, by this bill, muft 
appear whenever he is fummoned, whatever 
the circumftances of his family, or the flate 
of his private affairs are; and if he fhould . 
by his induftry acquire a fortune, or an 
ample inheritance defcend to him, he may 
be torn from his poffeflions, and forced into 
hardfhips which few would undergo, but 
from the fenfe of fear or want: nor was it 
lefs detrimental to the merchant than the 
failors, who might be taken out of mer- 
chant-fhips in America; and confequently, 
the merchants be difabled to bring their 
effects home. an 

The bill, having been debated fome time, 
was ordered to be printed, and read a fecond 
time on Tuefday the roth inftant, when 
there was a further debate upon it> buta 
motion being made for committing it, the , 
inconveniences and dangerous eee a 

Qo 
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fo evidently appeared, that the bill was drop- 
ped. 

Feb. g. The city remembrancer at- 
tended the Houfe of Commons with a 
petition, that the laws might be put in exe- 
cution for lowering the exceffive price of 
coals. 

Feb. 10. Orders were iffued, for the en- 
campment Of the horfe and foot guards in 
Hyde-Park, on the xsth of March; and 
for the encampment of other forces on 
Hounflow and Blackheath. 

Feb. 14. A fire broke out at Mr. Wilfon’s, 
a folicitor, in Chancery-Lane, which de- 
ftroyed fix houfes. 

Fires alfo happened at Dublin and Exeter, 
which the fcarcity of water permitted to 
rage uncontrouled. 

Feb. 16. The great froft, rather more 
fevere than thatin 1715, after having con- 
tinued, with fume fhort intermiffion, near 
eight weeks, began this day to abate, and 
continued flowly to abate to the end of the 
month ; it ftill remained confiderably cold, 
with pretty {mart frofts almoft every night. 
However, by about the 20th, the Thames, 
to the great joy of every body, was again 
open above bridge, and boats plied as 
ufual, @c. It is faid, the damage done to 
London-Bridge, and the houfes thereon, by 
the froft, amounted to: 3000/. repairing. 
The fpirit of charity, which fo laudably 
fhewed itfelf in and about London, on occa- 
fion of this fevere winter, feemed happily 
to prevail throughout Great Britain and 
freland. 

Feb. 24. In the evening, a violent fhock 
of an earthquake was felt at Salemi, a town 
not far from Palermo. Some capuchins of 
that place, at the fame time, heard a great 
noife under their convent. The next 
morning they caufed mafons to examine, 
whether the houfe had received any damage, 
who, after fearching, affured them, that 
they perceived nothing, which in the leatt 
threatened ruin. The capuchins frightened, 
however, with what had happened, paffed 
the next night in the church, and at five 
o’clock in the morning they heard the fame 
noife as before, whereupon they ran, in 
the greateft confternation, into a neighbour- 
ing field, where they were fcarcely arrived, 
before they heard a dreadful crack, and at 
the fame time faw their conyent, church 
and all, overturned, and, with the garden 
that belonged to it, buried in the earth, no 
other footfteps of what was before upon the 
furface remaining, but the appearance above 
ground of the tops of two cyprefs trees; fo 
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that Providence feems to have taken care of 
the poor monks, which is what very few 
focieties of monks deferve, 

Feb. 27. The embargo on fhipping was 
taken off. 

Feb. 28. The King having fent a mef- 
faze to the Houfe of Commons, on the 8th 
inftant, defiring a further fupply, and no 
meflage being fent to the Houfe of Peers, 
fome of the peers apprehended it to be a 
great flight and difhonour done them: 
whereupon a motion was made, that it was 
contrary to the cuftom of Parliament, and 
derogatory to the privileges of that Houfe, 
that a meffage, figned by his Majefty, 
afking a further fupply for carrying on the 
war, fhould be fent to the Houfe of Com- 
mons fingly, without taking any notice of 
the Houfe of Peers. 

After a long debate, the previous quef- 
tion being put, it was refolved in the ne- 
gative, 68 to 32. 

The Commons having pafled a bill, 
ufually called the Penfion-Bill, for making 
more effectual the laws in being for dif- 
abling perfons from being chofen members, 
who had penfions during pleafure, or for 
any number of years, @c. the bill was 
read a fecond time in the Houfe of Lords, 
on the fgth of the next month, and thrown 
out without committingit, after a long and 
warm debate. 

The bifhop of Salifoury, by an eloquent 
harangue, contributed very much to the 
lofs of this bill. 

There were fifty-two non-contents to 
forty contents. 

Feb. 29. Thirty fhips of 200 tons bur 
then, were taken up for tranfports, and 
two fhips of 400 tons and fixteen guns, 
to carry coals and provifions to the fleet. 

By a lift publifhed at Madrid, they ac 
knowledged to have Had forty-feven fhips 
taken by the Englifh in the laft four 
months, whofe value is 936,750 piafters. 

Mar. 6. His Majefty fent a meffage ta 
the Houfe of Lords, and another to the 
Commons, to acquaint them he was about 
to marry the princefs Mary, his Majefty’s 
fourth daughter, to Frederic prince of Heffe, 
fon of prince William, Landgrave of He/fe, 
and brother to the king of Sweden: where- 
upon it was refolved by the Commons, to 
advance forty thoufand pounds for the 
princefs’s fortune. > 

Mar. 7. Upwards of 100 fail of colliers

_Mar.13.Capt. Renton artived exprefs from 
admiral Vernon, with advice, that the admiral 
failed on the sth of Nowember laft from 
Famaica towards Porto-Bello, on the ifthmus 
of Darien, where he arrived on the 20th in 
the evening; and, attacking that fortrefs 
on the 21ft inftant, the governor Capjtu- 
lated on the 22d; and the feamen had the 
plunder of the place diftributed amongft 
them. This congueft was made with only 
fix men of war, without any land forces, 
except two hundred which the admiral car- 
ried from Famaica; and the admiral, hav- 
ing blown up the fortifications of Porto- 
Belloy and the caftles which defended it, 
returned to Port Royal.. 

Both Houfes of Parliament congratulated 
his Majefty on this fuccefs the 18th in- 
ftant ; and afterwards the city of London.

with fuccefs equal to their juft expetta- 
tions.

Then his Royal Highnefs the Duke took 
her Royal Highnefs the Princefs Mary by 
the right-hand 5 and the duke of Nezca/tle 
read to his Royal Highnefs the following 
words ; his Royal Highnefs repeating the 
fame after him audibly and diftin¢étly. 

“ The moft Serene ‘Prince Frederick of 
Heffz Cafél, doth by me William Duke of 
Cumberland, duly authorized and appointed 
for this purpofe, by letters of procuration 
now read and publifhed, take thee Princefs

«* With all you therefore who have the 
pleafure of being here prefent, and the reft 
of our fellow fubjeéts who forely regret 
their abfence from this folemn aflembly, 
we truly and heartily congratulate on the 
profperous beginning of fuch a weighty af- 
fair, in confidence that by the bleffing of 
God it will not fail of as happy an iffue. 

‘* But to you, O King ! of monarchs the 
beft and greateft, of our country the father, 
glory and pillar, with the moft grateful 
hearts we render thee thanks, that, without 
thinking it a diminution, or foreign to that 
high dignity, to which the difpofer of all 
things has, in his great goodnefs to us, ad- 
vanced your Majefty, you are always watch 
ing diligently for our fafety, and that even 
in your private family (if it may be allowed 
to call any thing private which cme 

uc 
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fuch and fo great a King) you don’t futfer 
any thing to be done or undertaken but what 
may alfo tend to the good of the public. 
Therefore to God, the creator of heaven 
and earth, we moft ardently pray, that he 
will very long preferve you, Sir, in fafety 
for our fakes; that he may be ever propi- 
tious to all your royal family, and crown 
all your wifhes, efpecially thofe of this day, 
with fuccefs. 

“* And laftly, to the end thatin this fo 
grand a choir of illuftrious perfons of both 
fexes, every one may offer their joint fup- 
plications in our mother tongue, Let us 
pray,” @c. 

May 10. The lord mayor and aldermen 
of London waited upon his Majefty with 
their compliments upon the efpoufals of 
her Royal Highnefs, when Sobn Strange, 
efq. their recorder, made the following 
fpeech to his Majefty. 

“© May it pleafe your moft excellent Majefty, 

‘© To permit the Lord Mayor and alder- 
Men of your great city to approach your 
Majefty with their humble and fincere con- 
gratulations upon the efpoufals of her royal 
highnefs the princefs Mary with his mof 
ferene highnefs prince Frederick of He/fe. 
This happy event your loyal fubjeéts confi- 
der as a farther inftance of your Majetty’s 
fteady attention to the honour and intereft 
of your crown and kingdoms, and of your 
care and regard for the Proteftant caufe.

To which his Majefty réturned this mot 
gracious anfwer. ot 

<¢ T return you my thanks for your du- 
tiful congratulations upon the efpoufals of 
my daughter with the prince of Heffe. You 
may always depénd upon my favour and 
protection.” : 

They all had the honour of kiffing his 
Majefty’s hand. : 

‘Shey afterwards waited on the princefs 
Mary, when the Recorder made the fol- 
lowing fpeech to her Royal Highnefs, 

‘* May it pleafe your Royal Highgefs, 

«© The Lord Mayor and aldermen of his 
Majefty’s great city beg leave to exprefs the 
fincere joy they fee} upon your Royal 
Highnefs’s efpoufals with his moft ferene 
highnefs prince Frederick of Heffe: this 
alliance fo wifely calculated for the further

indebted for his future felicity, and who is 
now impatiently waiting to receive that 
greateft of earthly bleffings, a confort emu- 
lating the virtues of her royal parents. 

« Permit thefe, Madam, to exprefs their 
firm aflurance, that in the midft of all 
your greatnefs your Royal Highnefs wilt 
never forget this the land of your nativity « 
and though Great Britain is thus by degrees 
deprived of her daughters, yet it will be 
her confolation to fee them fo defervedly 
placed at the head of the moft confiderable 
Proteftant familiesin Europe.

May 31. N.S. His Pruffiazn Majefty 
died in the fifty-fecond year of his age, and 
was fucceeded in his dominions by prince 
Charles Frederick his fon, now king of Pruf- 

fia, who was born Fan. 24, 1712. The 
Jate king was fon of Frederick ILI, elector 
of Brandenburg, who was made a knight of 
the Garter by king William, and in 1700 
took upon himfelf the title of the king of 
Pruffia, which was acknowledged by France 
and Spain in the treaty of Utrecht. The 
Jate King’s mother was Sophia Charlotta, 
princefsof Hanover, fifter of king George I. 
and he married Sophia Dorothea, princeis of 
Hanover, his coufin german, and only fifter 
to our prefent moft gracious fovereign. Be- 
fides his eldeft fon and fucceflor, He has 
left three fons and five daughters, four of 
whom are married... The family of Brazs- 
denburgh is reckoned next in ftrength to the 
houfe of Auffria, and their dominions are 
Yarge and fruitful. 

‘tune 6. The princefs of Heffe embarked 
for Holland. 

Fune g. The duke of Argyle having 
laid down his employments, returned to 
Edinburgh. 

Sune 24. Mr. alderman Marfhal and 
Mr. alderman Floare chofen fherifts of Lon- 
don and Middlefex.. 

Fuly 1. Heir excellencies the lords juf- 
tices, in confideration of the high price of 
corn, publifhed an order for inforcing the 
act of the sth and 6th of Edward V1. 
againft all ingroffers of that commodity, 
whereby they are, upon conviction, to fuf- 
fer imprifonment for two months for the 
firft offence; half a year for the fecond, and 
for the third, the pillory, and to forfeit all 
their guods and chattels, and be imprifoned 
during the King’s pleafure. There were 
great mobbings and tumults in fevera] parts 
of the kingdom, on account of the expor- 
tation of corn, as at Wi/bech in the ifle of 
Ely ; Norwich, where the foldiers being 
forced to fire upon the mob, feveral were 
killed ; and Newcafile upon Tyne, where 
the colliers rufhing into the town, in a 
great meafure deftroyed the town-houfe,. 
with the records and town-cafh, and feve- 
ral houfes of gentlemen, fuppofed to be 
concerned in fending corn abroad: the ma- 
giftrates did all in their power to prevent it, 
by. fettling the prices, but had it not been 
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for the very lucky arrival of three cotpay 
nies of foot, it is thought there would not 
have been an exporter’s houfe left ftanding, 

July 4. His Royal Highnefs the Duke 
arrived at Port/mouth, and embarked the 
next day at Spithead, on board the Vifforyy. 
with Sir ohn Norris; for the intended ex- 
pedition. 

July 6 Cardinal A’bertini being elected 
Pope, took the name of Benedi& XIV. 

Fuly 8 ‘The Parliament met at Weff- 
minfler, purfuant. to their laft prorogation, 
and. were farther prorogued, by a commif- 
fion.from the lords jufticesy. to. the 19th of 
Augufi next. 

July 16. The dowager queen of Spain, 
widow of. the late king Charles TI. died at 
Guadalaxara in Spain, aged 73. 

‘uly 172 Came to an anchor in St, 
Helen's road,. Sir ‘fobn Norris, admiral Ca~ 
vendify and Sir Chaloner Ogle, with the re& © 
of the fleet, and the convoy with the mer- 
chant fhips for Portugal and the Streighrs, 
having met with a hard gale of wind at 
S. W. The Liow man of war ran foul of 
the Viffory, Sir ohn Norris’s fhip, and car- 
ried away her:bowfprit, and the fine lion at’ 
the head; and the Lion loft her fore-maft, 

The Duke of Cumberland went on. fhore 
at Torbay in Devonfbire, and from thence 
returned to London. 

His Majefty granted his royal difpenfa- 
tion to his ferene highnefs prince Frederick 
of Heffe-Caffel, to wear the enfigns of the 
order of the Garter without the ceremony 
of inftalJation: and.the Czarina has con- 
ferred the order. of St.. Catharine on her 
royal highnefs the princefs Mary. of Heffe. 

Auguff. A fubfidy treaty was concluded 
between Great Britain and Heffe for four 
years; whereby Heffe was obliged to keep 
4800 foot and 1200 horfe for the fervice of: 
Britain, for which Britain. was to pay 
250,000. crownsa year. 

September. The French and Spanifh 
fquadron failed to the Wef-Indies with 
land-forces on board, 

The king of Pruffa having a difpute with 
the bifhop of Liege, about the barony of 
Herfial, that King ordered his troops to 
march into the bifhoprick, and live at dif- 
cretion till the bifhop complied with his 
demands, 

Sept. 14 Theking of Pruffia withdrew 
his forces ont of the territories of Leige, on 
being paid 200,000 German: crowns. 

Sept. 18. Admiral Anfon failed with his 
fquadron from Spithead towards. the coafts 
of South Americas

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A fquadron affembled under Sir Chaloner 
‘Ogle, defigned for the Wef-Indies. 

Sept. 29. Alderman George Heathcoat 
was elected Lord Mayor of London, Sir 
‘Gearge Champion being put up by his turn 
a fecond time. 

We received a long account of the vaft 
stiches which Thamas Kouli:Kan had brought 
from the great Mogu/’s country. it would 
be too long to give the particulars, but the 
whole amounted to near 550,500,000/, fter- 
‘ing; and he obliged that Prince to pro- 
‘mife him an annual tribute of 7,500,c00/. 
fterling; which fums, were perhaps, too 
large for the belief of thofe that are un- 
-acquainted with the immenfe riches of that 
part of the world. 

Offcber. A difmal infurre€tion was ‘car- 
‘ried into execution this month, at Batavia 
an the Fajt-Indies, by the Chinefe againft 
the Dutch in that ifland, it began at five 
o'clock inthe morning end Jafted till night, 
~when the kennels of the ftreets ran with 
‘blood : it was computed, that near 12,000 
‘Chinefe were maffacred in that time; and 
‘the lofs of the Dutch in the infurrection 
“was not believed to be more than 200 killed 
and wounded, 

O&. 13. An exprefs was brought to his 
Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, with 
an account that her Serene Highnefs 
Magdalen Augufta, of Anbalt-Zerbft, Duch- 
éfs of SaxesGotha, mother ‘to her Royal 
Highnefs the Princefs of Wales, died a few 
days before. 

His Majefty left Hanover on Tuefday the 
yth inftant, and arrived at Helwoetfluice on 
Friday; the next day at noon his Majefty 
vembarked on board the Carolina yacht, and 
failed immediately, attended by the other 
royal yachts, and the convoy commanded 
by vice-admiral Balchen. On Sunday about 
five in the evening they came to an anchor 
about two leagues from the North Fore- 
dand; and this morning about ten o'clock 
this Majefty landed at Deal, and arrived at 
‘St. Fames’s in perfe& health between eight 
and nine at night. 

O&. 14. Alderman Heathcote dechining 
‘to ferve as Lord Mayor for the city of Lan- 
dion, alderman Parfons was eleéted in his 
ftead. 

Lord Waldegrave, the Britifh ambaffador 
an France, reprefented to the French court, 
that the fortifications of Dunkirk were 
repairing, contrary to the treaty of Ut- 
recht. 

O&. 172 The czarina Anne, emprefs of 
Rufia, died, and was fucceeded by prince 
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Fobn, fon of Antony Ulrick duke of Brunf- 
wick-Wolfenbuttel, and Anne princefs of 
Mecklenburgh, an.infant about three months 
old. 

The deceafed czarina, Anne Ivanawnay 
was the daughter of Iwan or ohn Alexo- 
qwitz, elder brother of the czar Peter I. 
calied Peter the Great, and for a time af- 
fociate with him on the Imperial throne; 
but -he died in May 1696, whereas Peter 
the Great reigned till the 8th of Februaryy 
1725. She was born the 28th of May, 
1693, and married the 13th of February, 
1710, to Frederic William, duke of Cour- 
land, nephew to the late king of Pruffia, 
who died in fanuary, 1711, in the 19th 
year of ‘his age, as he was returning with 
his then lovely Princefs from -Peterfourgh te 
his own country. ‘She was proclaimed 
Emprefs on the zgth of Fanuary, 17305 
upon the death of Peter Ii. her coufin, and 
grandfon to Peter the Great, when he was 
on the point of being married to the princefs 
Katharine Dolghorucki, niece to the velt- 
marfhal of that name. ‘The friends of 
princefs Elizabeth, daughter to Peter I. 
thought it very had that fhe fhouid be fet 
afide, to make room for another princefs, 
who was not fo near the throne; but as 
the fucceflion of that empire varies from 
the rules obferved elf{where, the event was 
mot fo unexpected. 

“Lhe late Emprefs having converfed much 
with foreigners, and underftanding their 
languages, The proteéted the ftrangers that 
were invited to Ruffia by Peter 1. favoured 
the arts and fciences that then began to 
flourifh there ; and, in fhort, governed ac- 
cording to the maxims obferved and recom- 
mended by that truly great monarch. 

O&. 26. Sir Chaloner Ogle, failed with 
a {trong fquadron of men of -war.and ‘tran- 
fports to the Weff-Indies. 

The following gentlemen were appointed 
commiffioners of the Admiralty; viz. Sir 
Robert Walpole, William \ord Sundon, Tho- 
mas Winnington, ‘Giles Earl, and George 
Treby, efqrs. 

Charles V1. emperor of Germany, died 
OSocber 20, IN. S. He was born the 1ft of 
October, N. S. 1685, and was elected Em- 
peror on the 2d of Ofober 1711, leaving 
only two daughters: of which’ the eldeft 
was married to ‘the duke of Lorrain, anno 
1736. 

Upon the death of the emperor of Ger- 
many, his eldeft daughter, Maria Therefa 
Walpurge, married to the duke of Lorraiz 
and Tufcany, was the fame day proclaimed 
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queen of Hungary, and Bohemia, princefs of 
Tranfilvania, archduchefs of Auftria, and 
univerfal fucceffor to all the hereditary do- 
minions of the houfe of Ayfria, in purfu- 
ance of the Pragmatic fan@tion made by 
the late Emperor, in the year 2713, which 
was ‘guaranteed by Spain in 1725, by Great 
Britain, and foon after by the United Pro- 
winces in 1731, by the diet of the Empire 
in 1732, and by France, Savoy, and Spain 
a fecond time, in 1739. However, this 
fucceflion was difputed by the eleétor of 
Bavaria, who founded his pretenfion on 
the will of Ferdinand I. who married his 
eldeft daughter to Bawaria. 

A great ftorm happening foon after Sir 
Chaloner Ogle and the Jand forces failed to 
the Wef-Indies, the Buckingham, captain 
Mitchell, was fo difabled, that he was forced 


to return; and fome other fhips were difa- | 


bled, and obliged to go to Lifbon, 

 O&. 29. ‘She right hon. Humpbrey Par- 
fons, efg. the new Lord Mayor of London, 
was with the ufual folemnity {worn into that 
office at Weftminfter, for the year enfuing. 
This is the fecond time of his Lordthip’s 
ferving in this imptroant poft, he having 
executed the office of Lord Mayor, in the 
year 1731. 

Nov. 1, This: night was a moft dreadful 
hurricane, which continued from between 
five and fix o’clock to ten or eleven, and 
‘did a great deal of mifchief, as well on the 
Fiver, as in and near London. At Tuk stan 
ftack of chimnigs belonging to the reverend 
Mr. Dormer, who kept a boarding-fchool at 
Kenfington, fell down upon the houfe, and 
by their great'weight made their way quite 
into the cellar: Mr. Dormer was in the 
room next under the garret, and a fon of 
Sir Rickard Mill, bart. with him; Mrs, 
Dormer, was in the room under them, and 
another fon of Sir Richard’s with her, 
being juft come down from his brother, and 
they were all covered with the ruins: Mr. 
Dormer and his wife were both killed, but 
the two young gentlemen were taken out 
alive, very much bruifed. The reft of the 
boarders were happily at another part of 
the houfe. About eight, one of the {pires 
of Weftminfter-abbey was blown down: as 
was alfo great part of Hyde-park wall, be- 
tween Kenfington and Hyde-park corner, 
About ten, part of the houfe of Mr. Prince, 
of Hollis-firect, Cavendifp-[quare, was blown 
down, and the mafter and fervants efcaped 
with the utmoft hazard of their lives. At 
the coach and horfes ale-houfe in Proog- 
firect, Grofvenor-[quare, a ftack of chimnies

fell into a room where feven men were drinks 
ing, and killed one Thomas Gaull on the 
fpot, and bruifed fome of the reft. At the 
Royal-Exchange a brick chimney was ina 
very furprizing manner parted, and turned 
almoft round, where it hung by an iron 
hold-faft till Sunday inthe afternoon, when 
fome workmen were employed to take it 
down. Jn the Bluc-coat hofpital two ftacks 
of chimnies fell on the roof of one of the 
wards, broke through, and alarmed them 
very much, but did no other damage. A 
great many other chimnies were blown 
down, the tiling ftript off the houfes in moft 
places; and in fhort a greater defolation 
has not been known for many years. But 
the damage on the water was much more 
confiderable: for we had moft melancholy 
accounts from Lynn, Yarmouth, and feveral 
other places, that many fhips and veflels 
were loft, and others very munch damaged ; 
that fome were without mafts, fome with- 
out anchors, and fome without men, and 
feveral dead bodies were drove afhore. A 
paflage-boat going from Sheerne/s to Chaz 
tham was loit, and feventeen or eighteen 
people drowned, Captain Sohn Peddie, wha 
Jately made a brave defence againfta Sparil 
privateer, unfortunately loft his fhip, the 
Prince of Orange, in the Margate Road ; of 
which, among the reft, he gave the follow-~ 
ing particulars: ‘At ten we drove afhore 
ona ledge of rocks called the Waylins, where 
we lay till twelve, Sunday noon, when mer- 
chant Brooks got two boats carted from to 
windward of the wreck. The fhip had not 
been half an hour on fhore, before the fterny 
cabbin, and round-houfe, broke in pieces. 
We then got to the fore-caftle, and by morn- 
ing all was gone abaft the windlafs. Thus 
twenty-three of us continued, the fea 
making a frefh paflage over us fourteen 
hours. Five perifhed with cold before we got 
off, and I could not have furvived an hour 
Jonger. I loft the ufe of my limbs, and 
wrote this in bed, where by having hot 
cloths applied to me, I am much recover- 
ed. J have not faved any thing, The 
height of the gale was at north, and the 
people here fay, they never knew fo vio- 
lenta gale.” Amidft the damages fuftained, 
by the violence of this form, it was a con- 
folation to hear, that the fleet under Sir 
Chaloner Ogle in great meafure efcaped its 
fury 5; and that very little of it was felt to 
the weftward, our letters from Plymouth, 
Dartmouth, Falmouth, &c. making no men- 
tion of any loffes fuftained there by this 
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Nov, 4. <Auguftine Earl, efq. was made 
g@ commiffioner of the excile. 

Mr. juftice Probyn was made lord chief 
baron, in the room of the lord chief baron 
Cummyns, deceafed. 

Mr. baron Wright, was made one of the 
judges of the King’s-bench, 

“Sir Tbomas Abney was made one of the 
barons of the Exchequer. 

The king of Prujjia, having declared he 
would fupport the Pragmatic fandtion, 
thought fit, however, to invade Silefa this 
month, 

Nov. 12» The queen of Hungary and 
Bobemia, and archduchefs of Aufiria, Ge. 
declared the duke of Tufcany her hufband, 
to be her affociate in the regency of her do- 
Minions; and was daily receiving afiurances 
from moft of the princes of the Empire, 
and from feveral potentates of Europe, that 
they would make good their guarantee of 
the Pragmatic fanction. 

The duke of Courland, having by the will 
of the late czar of Ruffia been appointed jole 
regent of that vaft empire, during the mi- 
pority of the young Emperor, in exclufion 
of the Emperor’s father and mother. The 
Regent accordingly entered immediately 
upon the exercife of the government, with- 
out any feeming-oppofition or difcontent, 
except what was fhewn by the father and 
mother, who couid not diffemble entirely 
their difpleafure at the affront that had been 
put upon them by the laft will of the late 
Czarina, which the Duke, it feems, had 
the abfolute modelling of. The populace, 
as ufual, ufhered in this new government 
with great joy and acclamation ; and the 
Regent with feveral popular regulations and 
{fpeeches; but fee the ficklenefs of human 
grandeur, efpecially that which is built in 
injuftice, and the fole favour of princes; 
The duke of Brunfwick, confort to the 
princefs Anne, and father of the young Em- 
peror, having thrown up all his employ- 
ments, and the Regent having arrefted fix 
Ruffian lords, who, he thought, were con- 
{piring with the Duke againft him, it oc- 
cafioned feveral fecret conferences to be held 
at the princefs Anne's on the feventh and 
eighth, between the Duke, the princefs. Anne, 
count Munich, count Ofterman, and fome 
~ others of their moft particular confidents, 
at which it was refolved, to arreft the Re- 
gent, in the name of the young Emperor, 
and diveft him of the regency. For this 
purpofe, an order was figned by all prefent, 
in the name of the young Emperor, and on 
ghe gth, between three and four in the 
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morning, count Munich, accompanied by 
his Adjutant-general, and general Ufcha- 
hoff, went with a ftrong detachment of the 
guards, to the fummer palace where the 
duke Regent refided. They smmediately 
fecured the guard, threatening to kill who- 
ever fhould dare to refit. ‘Then count Mx- 
nich caufed, in the name of the Emperor, 
the apartment of the Regent, who was ia 
bed, to be opened, having firft fecured all 
the avenues about the palace. The noife 
having awakened the Regent, he leaped out 
of bed in his fhirt, and got hold of his 
fiword. At this inftant count Munich en- 
tered, and faid, “I arreft your Highnefsoa 
the part of the Emperor, and here is my 
order.” The Duke defended himfelf as long 
as he could with his f{werd; and after being 
difarmed, he ftill ftruggled with fo much 
force, that his fhirt was torn all to pieces, 
and it was yet with fome trouble before the 
guards could make themfelves abfolute ma~ 
ftersef him. His Duchefs, on her part, did 
not make lefs refiftance, who, with a fabre 
fhe had got hold of, defperately wounded one 
of the guards, before they could wrench it 
from her. Count Guflavus Biron, the Re- 
gent’s brother, taking his {word in one 
hand, and a piftol in the other, endeavour- 
ed to efcape through the garden, but he was 
intercepted, taken and difarmed, by the 
guards pofted to fecure that avenue. After 
the Regent and his Duchefs were drefied, 
they were conducted, with their family, to 
the winter palace, where the Emperor and 
Imperial family were, and from thence they 
were carried in four covered waggons to the 
fortrefs of Schluffelbourg. Immediately af- 
terwards a general difcharge of the artillery 
was made, the princefs Anne, mother of 
the Emperor, was declared Regent of the 
empire, and afolemn Te Dewm was fung, 
upon the happy delivery of the Emperor and 
royal family from aman whofe ambition 
had made it almoft abfolutely neceffary for 
for him to deftroy them; for after he had 
got himfelf declared fole Regent by the 
will of the late Czarina, he had certainly 
but two ways to take, one of which was, 
to recommend himfelf to the father and 
mother of the infant Emperor, by refigning 
his regency to them 3 and the other was, 
to cut them both off as foon as poffible s 
the former, his ambition, it feems, pre- 
yented him to take; and in the latter, he 
was probably prevented by this fudden, 
well-concerted, and providential revolution. 
Next day a declaration, figned by the whole 
fynod, the minifiry, and the generals 
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the army, was printed and publithed in the 
» Emperor’sname, which fet forth the crimes 
of the Regent, andthe reafons tor divefting 
him of the regency ; and the populace re- 
joiced as much at his downfal, as they did 
at his elevation. The duke of Brunfwick 
was afterwards declared generaliffimo of the 
forces, and lieutenant-colonel of the horfe- 
guards, count Munich prime minifter, count 
Offerman high admiral, the knees T/cherkaf- 
&oy grand chancellor, the count Gallosufin 
vice chancellor and minifter of the cabinet, 
and the prince of He e-Hombourg licute- 
mant-colonel.of the I/mailoufRi guards, in the 
room of general Gujtauus Biron. 

Nov. 14. At Irwin, fixty miles from 
Edinburgh, they had a heavy rain, which 
ended ina fall of Jarge hail, fo that every 
body betook themfelves to dhelter. This 
was followed by a fudden and moft dreadful 
Hath of fire and a crack of thunder, fuch as 


neither they, nor their fore-fathers had feen _ 


or heard of: the lightning gave no warning 
but accompanied the thunder, which was 
fhort and quick ; but the noife as great and 
frightful as if all the ordnance on earth had 
been at one inftantdifcharged. The whole 
feemed to break upon the Tolbooth and 
fleeple, which were much fhattered. The 
town-clock was broke to pieces, the work 
either.calcined or melted. The {trong door 
of the prifon was burft up, notwithftand- 
ing its large iron bars, wherein were five 
prifoners. A lad of fourteen, was killed 
zs he ftood at a window, and every ftitch of 
his clothes confumed; his brother, aged 
twelve, was knocked down near him, fo that 
his life was defpaired of ; another brother of 
theirs was ftruck blind; theiraunt had alfo 
her clothes burnt to afhes on one fide, and 
even her fkin flayed off, worfe than-could 
have been done by a bliftering plaifter: not 
one bone of any of them was broke, though 
every hair was finged ; andthe fulphureous 
ftench about them was intolerable. Several 
were thrown down in the ftreets and in their 
fhops, and much hurt. | Two failors coming 
from the key faid, that a large pillar of fire 
met them in the face, which brought them 
on their knees. Mr, Cunningham {aid, it 
appeared to him like a voluminous pillar 
of fire, proceeding quick as from the mouth 
of acannon; and that he thought, from 
the uncommon fmoke over the Tolbooth, 
that the fame had been all on fire; he 
was tumbled down and his foot much hurt. 
The people had fearce recovered their fenfes, 
when two other cracks of thunder gave frefh 
geounds of terror; but thefe lat, though 
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very terrible and uncommon, weré nothing 
to the firft. Great hewn ftones were care 
ried violently out of the fteeple to baillie 
Wifbet’s houfe, where they left impreffions, 
The manner in which the flates were car- 
ried off from feveral houfes was furprizing, 

Nov. 18. The Parliament meeting, his 
Majefty made a fpeech to both houfes, 
wherein he acquainted them, that ftrong 
fquadrons were prepared, and ordered to 
fail to the Weft-Indjes ; and that a confider- 
able body of land forces were embarked, 
which were tobe joined by others raifed in 
America, 

That the court of Spain not being able 
alone to defend itfelf againft the Britifb na- 
tion, if another power fhould interpofe, and 
pretend to prefcribe or limit the operations 
of the war againft his declared enemies, we 
muft lofe no time in putting ourfelves in 
fuch a condition as might enable us to repel 
any infults, and fruftrate any defigns form- 
ed againft Great Britain, in violation of 
treaties; and he hoped fuch fteps would in- 
fpire his allies with a true fenfe of the 


common danger, and unite them in defence | 


of the common caufe, 

That the Emperor's death opened a new 
{cene, in which all the powers of Europe 
might be immediately or confeguentially 
concerned. It fhould be his care to obferve 
their motions, and adhere to the engage- 
ments he was under, in orderto obtain the 
balance of power. 


The Commons were put in mind, that 


fome augmentations would be neceflary, not 
only for carrying on the prefent war, but to 
put themfelves in a condition to be prepar- 
ed for all events, in this new and uncertain 
{tate of Europe; and he depended therefore 
upon their granting him efte@tual fupplies. 

His Majefty advifed them to prevent the 
exportation of corn, which was very fcarce 
in moft countries in Europe, and not very 
plentiful in Exg/and at this time; and ob- 
ferved, that it wouldibe an inexcufable neg- 
le&t, if they fuffered their enemies to be 
fupplied with any kind of provifions from 
the Britifh dominions. 

His Majefty alfo recommended to their 
confideration the difficulties there were in 
manning the fleet, and defired they would 
find out a fpeedier way of doing it. , 

His Majefty being returned to St. Fames sy 
the duke of Argyle rofe up, and, among 
other things, faid, that the King’s fpeech 
was always confidered in that Houfe as the 
{peech of his minifters; and it had gene- 
rally been, as they expected it would al- 

ways 
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ways be, a fhott narrative of the meafures 
they had purfued, and a fort of panegyric on 
all they had done: therefore they ought 
to be extremely cautious of faying any thing 
that might imply a tacit apgrobation of any 
thing they had done, or advifed to be done, 

When no meafures had been purfued but 
fuch as feemingly appeared to be right, a 
little complaifance in their addrefs might 
admit of fome excufe ; but when the mea- 
fures purfued, and referred to in his Ma- 
jefty’s fpeech, were fuch as feemingly ap- 
peared to be wrong, the leait complaifance, 
with regard to fuch meafures, would be cri- 
minal in the higheft degree. ,' 

The methods taken for profecuting the 
war, or rather the furprifing neglect we 
had been guilty of, had been condemned by 
all ourenenies. Inhis Majetty’s fpeech they 
tell us, they have profecuted the war in 
the proper places, and in the moft vigorous 
and efteétual manner: Could they fay fo 
in their addrefs ? Would any man in the na~- 
tion, befides the creatures of the minittry, fay 
fo? They had profecuted the war no-where, 
except a little privateering could be called 
profecuting the war ; and even In that way 
we had negleéted our own trade fo much, 
that the enemy had greatly the advantage 
of us. As for what admiral Vernon had 
gone in the Weft-Indies, he was perfuaded it 
was not owing to the orders or inftructrons 
he had from our minifters; but becaufe 
they durft not give him any orders or inftruc- 
tions for preventing it; and becaufe they 
knew, he had a fincere regard for the honour 
and intereft of his country, and, of confe- 
quence, would to the utmof of his power 
profecute the war in the moft proper place, 
and in the moft vigorous and effectual man- 
ner; therefore they fent him thither with 
a force from which nothing could be ex- 
peéted, and with which no man but him- 
felf would have attempted any thing of con- 
fequence. 

For the fame reafon they found pretences 
to delay fending him proper fupplies, for 
above a yearand a half after they might and 
ought to have been fent; and he doubted 
they would not have been fent yet, if it 
had not been for the exprefs orders given, 
as he fuppofed, by his Majefty, after his 
return from his German. dominions. 

The wefterly wind, he knew, afforded 
fome excufe: but if the neceflary prepara- 
tions had been made with any forefight or 
difpatch, the fleet might have failed be- 
fore the wefterly winds fet in 3 and even 
after thofe winds had fet in, there were 
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feveral opportunities of the fleet’s getting 
out of the channel, if they had been provided 
with neceffaries, and received orders to fail. 

There feemed to be a defign formed to 
prevent admiral Vernon’s being able to pro- 
fecute the war in the Weft-Indies, till the 
Spaniards had provided for their defence. 
But this was not the only wrong meafure 3, 
he thought he could demonftrate, that no 
one right ftep had. been taken, either in the 
commencement or the profecution of the 
war; and concluded with a motion for am 
addrefs of thanks to his Majefty, to con- 
gratulate his return to his regal dominions 3, 
and to affure him, they would ftand by him 
with their lives and fortunes in the profe- 
cution of this juft and neceflary war ; and to 
affure him, they would exert themfelves in 
their high capacity, as the hereditary great 
council of the crown, to which all other 
councils were fubordinate and accountable, 
in fuch a manner as might beft tend to the 
promoting the true intereft of his Majefty 
and their country, in. this. critical jun@ture. 

After a long debate, and the previous 
queftion put, upon theduke of Argyle’s mo- 
tion, it was rejefted, 66 again 38.. 

A motion being made, to addrefs his Ma- 
jefty, as ufual, on every paragraph in his 
fpeech, and approving the meafures of the 
miniftry, it was carried without a divifion.. 

And an addrefs of the like tenor was pre- 
fented by the Houfe of Commons. 

Charles-town in South Carolina was al- 
moft burnt down ; the fire began about twe 
o’clock in the afternoon, in a fadler’s houfe, 
in Broad-fireet, and in four hours, by a 
ftrong N. W. wind, all the houfes on the 
fouth-fide of that ftreet, alfo all the houfes 
in every ftreet from the river to Church- 
fireet, including both fides.of it, in a line 
fouth to Granville’s baftion, werein a flame, 
and burnt all the wharfs and ftore-houfes 
on them,. in that part of the towa, which 
was the chief for trade ; in fhort, except 
the north-fide of Broad-ftreet, and north- 
end of the bay, the whole trading part of 
the town was entirely deftroyed, not one 
houfe left ftanding, wood, ftone, or brick, 
all in ruins; the numbergreat and {mall at 
leaft 300, and included moft of the beft 
houfes in town, Great quantities of alk 
kinds of goods were deftroyed, in particular 
all the rum, wine, and other goods in the 
cellars, all the rice on the keys and ftore- 
houfes, feven or eight thoufand deer-fkins, 
above 200 tons of Brazifetto wood, in gene- 
ral all fort of goods on the wharfs, and a 
great part of what was in the merchants 
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ftore-houfes, &c. Many of the confufed 
inhabitants moved their beft effects to the 
Curtain-line, which was alfo confumed by 
the fheds and ftore-houfes taking fire, At 
the fame time many wretches took the op- 
portunity to carry off in boats, petiaugers, 
&c. large quantities of goods. The Mer- 
maid of Briffol had put her cargo, of goo 
barrels of rice, on fhore, to ftop a leak, 
which with all her fails was burnt. Many 
of the gun carriages and wooden platforms 
on the Cxrtain-/ine, and in Granville’s ba- 
ftion were alfo burnt. In fhort, from one 
of the moft flourifhing towns in America, 
Charles-town was at once, in five hours time, 
reduced to afhes. The lofs of the houfes 
may be valued at near roo,o00/. fterling, 
and of goods twice as much, if not more. 

Dec. 1. A motion was made in’ the 
Houfe of Lords, to addrefs his Majefty, 
that admiral Vernon’s inftru€tions might be 
laid before the Houfe; but, after a long 
debate, it was carried in the negative: 
whereupon feveral lords entered their pro- 
teft. 

A mction was afterwards made, for the 

copies of all letters which had been written 
by admiral Vernon to the Admiralty, or fe- 
cretaries of ftlate; and of the letters that 
had been fent to him by either: but, af- 
ter fome debate, this alfo was refolved in 
the negative: which occafioned another 
proteit. 
Dec. 8. A motion was made, to ad- 
drefs for admiral Haddock’s inftruétions : 
but this Hkewife was rejected, and occa- 
fioned another proteft, 

The earl of Holdernefs was made lord 
Heutenant of the north-riding of the coun- 
ty of York. 

News came that the king of Pruffia had 
taken poffeffion of Breflaw, the capital of 
Silefia, on the 2d inftant. 

Dec. 18. The land tax, four fhillings 
$n the pound, received the roya! affent. 

After which both Lords and Commons 
adjourned to the 7th of Sanuary. 

Dec. 19. Sir Chaloner Ogle, with the 
fleet under his command, came to an an- 
chor in St. Dominica, one of the Caribbee 
iflands, where he was joined by his Ma- 
jefty’s thips the Rippon and York, which, 
with the Cumberland, Prince of Orange, Su- 

erbe, Buckingham, Montague, and Princefs 
Royal hofpital hips, had been feparated from 
him about fixty leagues from the Lizzard, 
on the rift of November. 

We had accounts from Antigua and the 
other Leeward iflands, that a tertible hur- 
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ricane happened there about the end of 
Auguft, which drove feveral fhips on thotey 
and did a great deal of damage.

Feb. 13. A motion was made in the 
Houfe of Commons, that an humble ad- 
drefs be prefented to his Majefty, that he 
would pleafe to remove the right honoura- 
ble Sir Robert Walpole, firft commiflioner 
of the Treafury, and chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, &c. from his prefence and coune 
fels for ever. . | 

A motion of the like nature was moved 
in the Houfe of Lords the fame day ; but 
in both Houfes it was refolved in the ne- 
gative. 

The king of Spain publithed a memorial 
about this time, claiming all the dominions 
poffeffed by the late Emperor; and affem- 
bled an army in Cata/onia, which he was 
preparing to tranfport to Italy. 

March 10. The right worfhipful Henry 
Combe, efq. mayor of Briffol, the aldermen, 
and the reft of the corporation, went from 
the Tolzey in a body, to lay the foundation 
of the Exchange, to be’ ereéted in Corn- 
frreet, when the firft ftone was laid by Mr, 
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Mayor with the ufual ceremony; under 
which were put feveral pieces of gold and 
filver coin oF his Majefty, and on it were 
engraven the following words :

further meafures, to difappoint the at- 
tempts that were forming againft the houfe 
of Auftria, and to maintain the liberties 
and balance of power in Europe; and re- 
commended it to the Commons, to grant 
fuch fupplies as might be neceflary for thefe 
ends. 

Apr. to. In anfwer to this fpeech, both 
Houfes prefented very loyai addrefles, and 
afflured his Majefty, they would enable him, 
in the moft effeétual manner, to fupport 
the queen of Hungary. 

Apr. 16. The fons of the clergy held 
their annual feaft, at which were prefent a 
number of reverend gentlemen, and other 
perfons of diftin€tion. ‘The colle€tion for 
that charity this year amounted to upwards 
of $20/. : 

Apr. 21. The dukes of St. Albans, Marl- 
borough, Portland, and King fton, were in- 
ftalled knights of the garter with the ufual 
ceremonies at Windfor, where was a ny- 
merous and {plendid company. 

Apr. 25. His Majeity made a fpeech to 
both Houfes, wherein he returned them 
thanks, for the many eminent inftances © 
they had given him of their fidelity and 
affection, and their unfhaken adherence to 
the true intereft of their coyntry; and 
faid, he would immediately give directions 
for calling a new parliament; and had fuch 
an intire confidence in the afteétion of his 
people, that it was with the greateft fatis- 
faction he faw this opportunity put in their 
hands, of giving him freth proofs of it in 
the choice of their reprefentatives.

An aét for furveying the chief ports and 
headlands on the coafts of Great-Britain and 
Treland, and the iflands and plantations 
thereto belonging; in order to determine 
the longitude and latitudethereof. 

An aé&t for reftraining and preventing 
feveral unwarrantable fchemes and under- 
takings in his Majefty’s colonies and plan- 
tations in America, 

An aét to enable the commiffionets for 
building a bridge from Weffminfter to the 
oppofite fhore, to raife a further fam to- 
wards finifhing of it, and for providing for 
the tickets loft in the bridge-lottery. 

An a& to enable Thomas Smith, efq. to 
fupply the town of Port/mouth, and parts 
adjacent, with good water, at his own 
charges. 

Then the Parliament was prorogued ; 
and on the 28th inftant a proclamation was 
publithed for diffolving it; the writs being 
being made returnable on the 25th of Fune 
next. 

Horatio Walpole, e{q. made one of the 
tellers of the Exchequer, in the room of 
lord Onflow, deceafed; Sir William Yongey 
bart. fucceeded him a cofferer to his Ma- 
jefty 3; Thomas Winnington, efq. fucceeded Sir 
William, as fecretary at war; and Mr, 
Clutterbuck facceeded Mr. Winnington, as one 
of the lords of the treafury. 

Duke of Kingffon and earl of Holdernefs 
made lords of the bed chamber, in the room 
of the earl of Selkirk and lord Cathcart, de- 
ceafed. 

Benjamin Keene, efq. and Thomas Pelham, 
jun. efq. made commiffioners of trade and 
plantations. 

May 2. Was held a chapter of the mot 
noble order of the garter at St. “ames’s, 
when the chancellor, by the fovereign’s 
command, declared his moft ferene highnefs 
Frederick, duke of Saxe-Gotha, duly eleéted 
one of the knights companions of the faid 
order. 

May 6. His Majefty having appointed 
the fame lords juftices as laft year, fet out 
for Hanover. He went through bridge in 
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his barge, attended by feveral other barges, 
in which were a great many perfons of 
quality, in order to embark on board the 
Carslina yacht. The guns were fired at the 
Tower, as his Majefty paffed by. He 
landed at Helvoetfluys on Friday, and arrived 
at Hanover the Tuefday following. 

May 17. This day captain Laws, com- 
mander of the Spence floop, arrived, with 
letters to his grace the duke of Newca/fley 
his Majefty’s principal fecretary of fate, 


from vice-admiral Vernon, and _ brigadier 
Wentworth, commander in chief of his 


Majefty’s forces in the Weff-Indies, dated 


from the harbour of Carthagena, the 1ft of 
April, which gave an account of admiral 
Vernon's attacking Cartbagena, and taking 


the caftle of Boccachica. 


May 18. This day, when the aétion at 
Carthagena was known as a certainty, there 


were all the public demonftrations of joy; 


the guns at the Tower and from the fhip- 
ping in the river were fired; the bells 
through the cities of London and Weftmin- 
fer, and the fuburbs, were rung, and at 


night were bonfires and iJluminations. And 


thefe rejoicings were continued on the next 


day, and fpread themfelves through Great- 


Britain and Ireland as foon as this moft 


agreeable news was received. 


We were informed, that what greatly 


contributed to the taking of Boccachica caf- 
tle, the flrongeft fort about Carthagena, with 


fo inconfiderable a lofs, was, the conduét 
and addrefs made ufe of in raifing a battery 


of twenty twenty-four pounders againft it. 
The Savedes feeming bent on a war with 


Rufia, a refolution was paffed unanimoufly 


in the diet of that kingdom, to reinforce 
their army in Finland with 7000 men; 
which reinforcement failed from Care//croon 
and Robbefchiagen on the 25th paft, 0. S. 
under the convoy of four men of war. On 
the other fide, the Mofeovites were pre- 
paring for their defence, by augmenting 
their troops, repairing the fortified places, 
and filling the magazines in all the con- 
guered provinces; and probably would be 
more than a match for the Swedes; but 
they feeming to be in danger of an attack 
atthe fame time from the Turks; for the 
Yartars had already begun to make fome 
inroads upon their fouthern territories ; in 
which cafe they ftood in need of fome 
affiftance, and they accordingly met with it, 
from their old friend Kouli-Kan 3 whofe 
ambaflador lately arrived at Conftantinople, 
and behaved in a moft haughty provoking 
manner. * 
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Letters’ from feveral parts of Germany 
informed us, a treaty of alliance was on the 
point of being concluded between the em- 
peror of Ruffia, the king of Poland, the 
queen of Hungary, and his Britannick Ma- 
jefty, for fupporting the interefts of the 
houfe of Atria; and letters from Italy 
faid, that the old alliance was upon the 
point of being renewed between the united 
courts of France, Spain, and Sardinia, who 
very politically were not for fupporting the 
interefts of the houfe of Aufria. This 
article was fully comfirmed by fome other 
advices from France and Spain, which {aid, 
that his moft Chriftian majefty had iffued 
orders for augmenting his grenadiers with 
fifteen, and the reft of his foot with ten 
men a company; and that they talked at 
Paris of a fecond augmentation to be fpeedily 
ordered, of five men more to every com- 
pany, which would be an augmentation of 
upwards of 45,000 men, to the infantry 
alone. And thofe from Spain faid, that 


the tranfports had fet fail from Barcelona 


for Majorca, in order to embark the troops 
and artilleryin that ifland; and that fome 
of their troops, defigned to march through 
France, were already arrived upon the fron- 
ters between the two kingdoms. 

Fobn Harris, efq. made mafter of the 
houfhold to his Majefty, in the room of 
Geerge Treby, efq. appointed one of the 
lords of the treafury.

Sune 2. Early this morning began the 
hoteft prefs below bridge that had been 
known fince the commencement of the 
war againft Spain. They took all they 
could lay hands upon, whether they had 
protections or not, on board or afhore; and 
in thirty-fix hours the number taken and 
inrolled in the navy books was 2370. — 

fune 13. Came onthe eledction of fix- 
teen peers for Scotland, to fit in the Briti 
Parliament : many of the moft eminent of 
the nobility did not attend, viz. the dukes 
of Hamilton, Buccleuch, Queenfbury, Argyle, 
Montrofe, the marquiffes of Tzveedale and 
Annandale, the earls of Aberdeen, March- 
mont, Stair, Gc. Gc. There were thir- 
ty-five Peers prefent, befides ten proxies, 
and eight figned lifts. The ele€tion unani- 
moufly fell on the following noblemen, 
wiz. the marquis of Lothian, earls of Craw- 
ford, Loudon, Broadalbin, Hyndford, Hop- 
ton, Morton, Sutherland, Finlater, Dunmore, 
Portmore, Ia, Lauderdale, Murray, Hume, 
and lord Somerville. The four laft in the 
room of the dukes of Athol and Buccleugh, 
earl of Bute and lord Cathcart. 

Sune 14. The ftates of Hungary refufed 
-to receive the duke of Bawaria’s proteft 
againft the coronation of the Queen, which 
was performed at Prefbourg, with great fo- 
lemnity, inthe metropolitan church of St, 
Martin, by the count Efferbafi, primate 
of the kingdom, and archbifhop of Graz, 
Her Majefty was afterwards conducted: in 
her coach, with the crown on her head, 
and the fceptre in her hand, preceded by 
all the grandees, prelates, @c. in their pro- 
per habits on horfeback, to the Francifcan’s 
church without the city; where her Ma- 
jefty with the primate, palatine, bifhops 
and barons afcended a fcaffold, erected in the 
open field, and holding up her right hand 
_in public view, took an oath to maintain 
the liberties and privileges of the kingdom. 
Thence the proceflion moved to a certain 
rifing ground near the Danube, where, ac- 
cording to ancient cuftom, fhe mounted a 
horfe richly caparifoned, and flourifhed a 
naked {word towards the four quarters of 
the world ; thereby figniiying that the would 
defend the kingdom againft its enemies on 
every fide, When her Majefty demanded 
the confent of the ftates of Hungary.to the 
affociation of the Grand Duke with her in 
the regency of that kingdom, feveral of the 
grandees declared, at the firft mention of 
it, that the Queen’s wifdom was fo confpi- 
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cuous, that fhe needed no partner in the 
adminiftration. But upon the propofal of 
it a fecond time, they confented to it for 
ten years. 

Roger Talbot, efq. was made one of the 
commiffioners of the taxes and duties on 
houfes. 

William Adams, efq. was made one of 
the commiffioners for granting wine li- 
cences. 

Sir Thomas Fanfon, bart. was made chief 
porter of the Tower of London, in the room 
of SFocelin Sidney, efq. now earl of Lei- 


coach, they robbed them of a confiderable 
booty. 

une 19. Captain Wimbleton, comman- 
der of his Majefty’s floop the Cruizer, are 
rived here yefterday inthe evening, from 
Port{mouth, having been difpatched from the 
harbour of Carthagena, the 26th of April, 
with letters for his grace the duke of New- 
caftle his Majefty’s principal fecretary of 
ftate, from vice-admiral Vernon, and from 
brigadier-general Wentworth. 

Upon the whole of this expedition, fix 
Spanifh men of war had been burnt or de- 
ftroyed, with fix galleons and ali the other 
fhipping that were in the harbour of Car- 
thagenz ; all the forts and ftrong caftles for 
the fecurity of that harbour entirely de- 
molifhed, and feveral hundred guns, as well 
in the forts as inthe men of war, deftroyed 
or rendered unferviceable. 

Sune 24. For the benefit of trade, the 
pott-mafter-general thought proper this day, 
to put in praétice a fcheme, for making 
the correfpondence between feveral con- 
fiderable towns and London, more frequent 5 
and according to previous notice given by 
advertifements in the news-papers, letters 
for the future were to be taken in at the 
letter office in London, and difpatched away, 
inftead of three times, fix times a week, 
every night except Sunday, for the follow- 
ing places, and as often in return to London 

Between London and Briftol: Southall, 
Uxbridge, Gerrard’s-crofs, Beransfield, High 
Wycombe, Thame, Tetfryorts, Oxford, thefe 
as ufual, ta which are now added, bing- 
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don, Farringdon, Cirencefter, Glocefler, and 
Bath and Briftol, with the places adjacent. 

Between London and Norwich: Enfield; 
Hertford, as ufual, extended forward, Roy- 
Sion, Cambridge, Newmarket, Bury-St.-Ed- 
munds, Thetford, Stone, Lynn, Attleborough, 
Wyndham, Norwich, and the places ad- 
jacent. 

Between London and Yarmouth : Rumford, 
Brentwood, Ingftone, Chelmsford, Witham, 
Kelvedon, Colchefter, as before, Ipfwich, 
Saxmundham, Beccles, Lowftoff, Yarmouth, 
and the places adjacent to thefe. 

A new conveyance for crofs-poft letters, 
three days in every week was alfo fettled 
between Briftol, Bath, and the following 
clothing towns, Frefbford, Bradford, Trow- 
bridge, Melkfham, Devizes, Lavington, Weft- 
bury, Froom, Warminfter, Heitfoury, Wilton, 
and Sali/bury. 

At acourt of huftings held at Guildhall, 
Mr. alderman Willimot, and Francis Mufters, 
efq. were unanimoully elected therifts of 
London and Middlefex, for the enfuing year. 

Sune 25. ,The new Parliament met at 
Wefminfter, and by virtue of a writ, under 
the great feal, figned by the lords of the 
regency, were prorogued to Thurfday, the 
6th of Auguft. 

June 260. Sir Fobn Norris in the Vidory 
failed from Spithead to St. Helen’s, in com- 
pany with the St. George, Cambridge, Buck- 
ingham, Bedford, Nafjau, Lenox, Argyle, 
Affiffance, and the Blaze and Lightning fire- 
fhips.. The fame evening the Gofport an- 
chored in St. Helen’s road from the Downs ; 
and on Saturday morning the 27th, Sir Fobn 
was joined by the Royal Sovereign, Royal 
George, Duke, Marlborough, and Effex from 
the Downs, and the Elizabeth and Ruby 
from Plymouth; when the whole fleet, th 
Marlborough excepted, put to fea. 

Fune_30. ‘fobn Penny, efq. late prin- 
cipal of Clement’s-Inn, and deputy pay- 
mafter of the penfions, who had been mif- 
fing ever fince the 18th, was found in the 
bog-houfe of the faid Inn, with his throat 
cut almoft from ear to ear, and a great hole 
en the right fide of the head, where his 
brains came out; and upon fearching his 
chambers, it appeared he had been robbed 
of feveral fums of money, diamond-rings, 
and other valuable effects. ‘Two days after, 
the coroner’s inqueft finifhed their examina- 
tion, and brought in their verdié wilful 
murder againit ‘fames Hall, his late fervant. 

une 31. Anacademy was ordered to be 
built at Woolwich for inftructing the gentle- 
men belonging to the train of artillery. 
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Fuly 4. The late duke of Courland fet 
out with his family from Peter/burgh for 
Borofewa, an ifland in the river Oby in Sj- 
beria. They are to live in the fame caftle 
wherein prince Menzikoff, and the two 
princes Dolghorucki ended their days. At 
his departure, the filver plate with which he 
ufed to be ferved, was fupplied with pewter, 
and he and his fpoufe were obliged to deli- 
ver up the remainder of their jewels. All 
the plate taken from him and his adherents, 
had been carried tothe mint to be melted 
into fpecie; which, befides 300 ounces of 
gold, amounted to 382, 500/. , 

July 7- William Smith, efo. was eleéted 
one of the fheriffs for London and Middlefex, 
and gave bond for ferving that office, in 
theroom of Francis Muffers, efq. who was 
excufed on paying his fine. 

The cuftom of the therifts of London de- 
livering horfe-fhoes and nails to the Exche- 
quer, ufually makes its droll appearance in 
the public papers ; the reafon of it is fo little 
known, that it is generally looked on asa 
foolith cuftom of antiquity : in former times, 
when money was very fcarce, and we had no 
larger coin than a penny, the referved rents 
on grants of lands or tenements, efpecially 
{mall ones, were ufually paid in fomething 
that had a reference to the nature of the 
thing granted, or the occupation of the 
grantee. It is unneceflary to produce in- 
ftances of this kind, as they would give 
no information to our learned readers, 
or make the point clearer to the un- . 
learned. 

The two following extraéts from records 
in the Exchequer, which I fhall give in 
the original words, and a tranflation of 
them, will foon clear up the point:

The firft of thefe points out the beginning, 
as well as reafon of the payment of thefe 
herie-fhoes and nails; for it was to haye 
a piece of ground to build a forge on, there- 
fore that muft be the firft payment. The 
roth year of king Henry II. falls in with 
1234, now 507 years ago. In procefs of 
time, this piece of ground, and buildings 
on it, came to the mayor and citizens of 
London, and they, by the fherifts, have 
continued to render them into the Ex- 
chequer annually to this day. 

. The fpot where the ftone crofs once 
ftood, had afterwards a may-pole erected 
wpon it.

Aug. 4. Their excellencies the lords 
juftices in council were pleafed to order, 
that the Parliament, which ftood prorogued 
tothe 6th inftant, fhould be further pro- 
rogued to Thurfday the 1oth of September = 
and that the convocations of Canterbury and 
York, which ftood prorogued to the 7th tn- 
ftant, fhould be further prorogued to Sep- 
tember I1- 

Aug. 8. Their excellencies the lords juf- 
tices publifhed an order for fufpending part 
of the late aé&t that prohibits the exportation 
of all kinds of grain (rice excepted) till the 
25th of December next, fo far as it relates 
to malt; judging it to be very detrimental 
to the kingdom at prefent, confidering the 
plentiful harveft, to prevent its being carried 
abroad. 

Aug. 2%. Was publifhed by authority, 
that his Majefty was pleafed to grant to the 
mayor, commonalty, and citizens of the 
city of London, and their fucceffors, that 
the mayor, recorder, and all the aldermen 
of the faid city of London for the time being, 
and every of them, be for ever hereafter a 
juftice and juftices of the peace of his Ma~ 
jefty, his heirs and fucceffors, within the 
{aid city of London and liberties thereof; 
and that the mayor, recorder, and all the 
aldermen above the chair, fhall be of the 
quorum. 

The eleétor of Bavaria publifhed his 
declaration of war againft the queen of 
Hungary, and immediately entered the do- 
minions of Aufria. On the zoth he took 
poffeffion of Lintz, the capital of Upper 
Auffriay without oppofition; from whence 
he marched to Ens, where likewife he met 
with no oppofition; and by our laft ac- 
counts from Paffau of the 7th inftant, he 

was 
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was then within four days march of Vieana, 
where they expect to be befieged by him, 
and made all poflible preparations for a vi- 
gorous defence. 

The gueea of Hungary being thus in a 
moft diftrefled and difmal condition, the 
fent for the four orders that compofe the 
ftates of the kingdom of Hungary, and made 
a Latin fpeech tothem, with fuch a dignity 
and courage at the fame time, as won the 
hearts of every one prefent. . 

The ftates foon refolved, in the mean 
time, to publifh a manifefto againft the 
eletor of Bavaria, and to eftablifh a per- 
petual law, for excluding that prince and 
bis family for ever from the crown of Hun- 

ary. 

‘Lhe city of Prague was taken by affault, 
and the electur of Bavaria proclaimed king 
of Bohemia. 

Fuly 12. The ftates of Courland notified 
the election of prince Lewis Erneff, of 
Brunf{wick-Wolfenbuttel, for their duke, to 
the fenate of Poland, and defired the repub- 
lic to grant him the inveltiture of that 
dutchy.. That prince, the beginning of 
this month, figned at Mi:taw the capitula- 
tion prefentead him by the ftates, for the 
confirmation of their privileges. 

A new court of Common-pleas, upon a 
Yevel with the court of Exchequer, has 
fately been elegantly built, on the fame 
fide of Weftminifter-hall with the latter. 

Fuly 19. A detachment of Bavarian 
troops from their camp at Schardingen, fur- 
prifed and took pofleflion of the city of 
Paffau, which is a fort of key for entering 
from Bawaria into the Auffrian dominions, 
and intended an attack upon thofe domi- 
nions. 

Suly 20. A terrible tempeft deftroyed all 
the country about Geneva, fo that it would 
take up three years to reftore the vines 
to their former condition, and nine the 
chefnut trees. The cantons of’ Berne and 
Fribourg \ikewife fuffered much, and the 
country was covered with hail two foot in 
depth. 

Fuly 24. Was publifhed in Sweden a 
formal declaration of war againft the czar 
of Mofcovy. 

Fuly 25. About eleven o'clock, a fire 
broke out at a cyder houfe in Fox-court, 
Gray’s-Inn Lane, which confumed three 
houfes, and damaged fome others before it 
could be extinguifhed. Three young per- 
fons, as they were looking at the ruins, 
were killed the next day, by the fall of a 
wall. 
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Fuly 28, A violent ftorm of thunder ang 
hail happened inthe fouth ecaft parts of the — 
weit riding of Yorkfhirey part of Nottingham. 
jpire, and Lincolnfhire. The hail-fiones 
were generally as ‘large as mufket-balls, 
many as big as pigeons eggs, and fome two 
or three inches long, and an inch diameter, 
of various fhapes, like broken  ificles, 
which tore and cut up the ftanding corn, 
and beat, as with a flail, the corn that was 
reaped; broke off Jarge branches of trees, 
and tore up fome by the roots; knocked 
down and broke the heads of feveral people, 
and killed birds and hares. Thus it raged 
ten miles in length, and one in breadth, 
and did much damage forty miles in length 
and two in breadth. The hail lay in 
heaps half a yard deep two days after 
like ice,, The lofs of the poor. farmers is 
computed at 4000/. 

July 31. By an a& of parliament paffed 
laft feffions, power was given to the com- 
miffioners of the Court of Requefts, com- 
monly called the Court of Confcience, 
to hear and determine all matters and dif- 
putes, touching any debts not exceeding 
forty fhillings, and all houfekeepers or 


‘Jodgers, within the city or liberties of Lon- 


don, or perfons who fhall keep any fhop,. 
fhed, ftall, or ftand, within the faid city or 
liberties, though living without the liber- 
ties, are fubje€&t to the jurifdi€tion and de- — 
termination of the faid commiffioners, and 
may be compelled to pay fmall debts in a 
fummary way. 

War being declared between Szveden and 
Mofcovy, and the velt-marfhal count Lacy 
being appointed general in chief of the Mof- 
covite forces in’ Finlater, this old expe- 
rienced general finding that a large body of 
Swedifb troops was pofted at Willmanftrand, 
the firft fortrefs on the Swedifb frontier, he 
marched, on the 23d of laft month, with a 
fuperior body of Ruffian troops, and having 
that evening carefully reconnoitred the ene- 
my’s fituation, he attacked them next day, 
when after a very fharp battle, which lafted 
feveral hours, and a vigorous refiftance from 
the enemy, who fought like defperadoes, 
they were intirely defeated, with the lofs of 
feveral thoufand men killed in the field of 
battle, At the fame time the Ruffans at- 
tacked and took the fortrefs. General 
Wrangel, who commanded the Swedes, was 
taken prifoner, together with feveral colonels 
and other officers, befides above 2000 private 
men. The Ruffians alfo took the Swedes 
artillery, baggage, and every thing nae 
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had in their camp, as well as in the for- 
trefs. The Swedifh colours and ftandards 
taken at the battle and in the fortrefs, 
were brought in triumph to Pererfburgh. 

The Swedes took feveral Briti/h mer- 
chant fhips in the Ruffian trade. 

Sept. 8. Their excellencies the lords 
juftices in council were pleafed to order, 
that the Parliament, which ftood prorogued 
to the roth inftant, fhould be further pro- 
» rogued to O&. 27. 

About eleven this morning, the wind 
due fouth, we had a prodigiqus ftorm, 
which might be called a hurricane, confi- 
derable damage being done on the river 
Thames, and many trees torn up by the 
roots. We had accounts alfo from feveral 
places, as Neqcaftle, &c. of great damage 
being done to the fhipping. At Canter- 
bury, by the fall of chimneys, and untiling 
of houfes, feveral parts.of that city looked 
as if it had been bombarded. Near Cdi- 
chefter, very large trees were torn up by the 
roots, and the roads and fields around were 
ftrowed with the boughs of others, and the 
fruit remaining ungathered was almeft en- 
tirely blown off. Alfo from Lymm and fe- 
veral other places we had accounts of this 
hurricane. To this we fhall add an extract 
of a private letter from St. Ives in Hun- 
tingdonfhire, fent by a gentleman who was 
on the road thither the day that this hurri- 
cane happened. ‘¢ As we were going be- 
tween Stevenage and Baldock, the wind rofe 
very fuddenly, and blew very hard fora few 
‘minutes : but we faw no effects of the tem- 
peft till we came to Biggt [wade where it 
threw down feveral houfes, malt-houfes, 
barns and trees. At Huntingdon we heard 
that feveral windmills were overthrown, 
‘and in one of them the miller was killed. 
But I never faw fuch defolation in my life, 
as here at St. Ives; abundance of houfes 
ftript, fome thrown down, and the fine 
fpire of the fteeple fell and demolifhed 
great part of the roof of the church ; the 
fheets of lead were rolled up, and carried 
with fuch force, as to beat down part of a 
houfe at a confiderable diftance : but what 
is moft’ remarkable, a little boy, who ran 
into the church-porch, and ftayed till it 
was full of ftones, endeavouring to get out 
at a window in the fide of it, was taken 
up by the wind and carried a great way, by 
‘which means his life was preferved. The 
fteeple of a church about a mile from hence 
was alfo thrown down. At Bigglefwade 
the ftorm lafted not above twenty minutes. 

The feat of Sir’ Wilkam Keyte, bart. at 
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Norton, in the parith of Mickleton, in Glos 
cefterfhirey Was aboutthis time entirely con- 
fumed by fire, and he himfelf wilfully pe- 
rifhed in the flames, notwithftanding the 
utmoft endeavours of his fervants to fave 
his life ; by which it appeared that he was 
difordered inhis fenfes. Tis faid, that he 
fet it on fire himfelf. 

Sept. 21. In the north of Ireland, wheat 
fold for fixpence a ftone, beef at one penny 
a pound; and other provifions in propore 
tion. 

Admiral Vernon failed from Kingffon in 
Jamaica with the fleet to attack the town 
of St. Fago de Cuba; but the army con- 
tinued intheir camp. The Shoreham, capt. 
Broderick, brought in a Spanifb thip with 
70,000 pieces of eight on board, bound 
from Carthagena ; by whom we had advice;. 
that Don Blafs de Liz, the governor of 
Carthagena, was dead ; and the place im 
great want of all forts of provifions,: and 
very fickly. 

Sept. 22. The Hanoverian minifter at 
Ratifoon declared publickly, that his mafter 
the king of Great Britain had not only 
made the neceflary difpofitions for defend- 
ing his territories in Germany, but that he 
would act offenfively, and was refolved to 
defend with all his force the liberty of the 
Germanick body 5 and about the fame time 
Mr. Trevor, the Britifh minifter at the 
Hague, declared to the deputies of the 
States General, that his Britannick Majefty 
had received the propofitions of Mr. Buffy, 
the French envoy, with no other view than 
the better to defeat the defigns of France, 
and that he would enter into no negociation 
with that minifter, without giving advice 
thereof to the Republick. 

Sept, 28. The Nancy arrived at Fal- 
mouth, whith letters from Maderia of the 
18th, WV. S. giving an account, that his 
Majefty’s fhip the Succe/s, capt. Thampfon, 
arrived there the 2d, with a large fhip of 
300 tons, laden with fugar, cochineal, co- 
coa, &c. She hadon board 180,000, dol- 
lars, 60 bars of gold and filver, fome cafes 
directed to Don Blafs, &e. 

Sept. 28. Mr. alderman Willimot, and 
William Smith, efq. the two new fheriffs, 
were fworn in at Guildhall; and on the 
zoth they were fworn in at Weftminfter. 

Sept. 29. Sir Robert Godfcbail, knt. 
ahd alderman, was chofen Lord Mayor for 
the year enfuing, after having been feveral 
times fet afide by the court of aldermen. 

Kouli Kan invaded Turkey, and advanced 
with his army as far as Erzerum, 
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Lieutenant-general Parker made general 
and commander of his Majefty’s forces in

An account of the Pragmatic San&ion. 


The late Emperor’s father Leopold fore- 
fecing the fatal confequences that would 
attend the failure of a male-ifiue, in his 
family, by difturbing the peace of the Em- 

_pire, as wellas of all Europe, formed a de- 
fign to fettle the fucceflion in the female 
line, as the only way to prevent the revolu- 
tions that might attend it; accordingly, 
about forty years ago, he communicated 
this fcheme to his two fons ‘Jofeph and 
Charles, afterwards Emperors, who approv- 
ed it; he then delivered it to his minifters 
who carried it through the feveral diets of 
the Empire, where it received all the vali- 
_dity which they could give it. Upon his 
death his eldeft fon Fofepb fucceeded 5 who 
dying without male iffue, the late Empe- 
ror Charles fucceeded him}; who likewife 
having no male heirs, fome doubts arofe 
with regard to the rights which the arch- 
duchefs his daughter could claim by virtue 
of this fettlement, which was called the 
Pragmatic Sanétion. The late Emperor, 
feven years after his acceffion, had it drawn 
up anew, in favour of his pofterity, whe- 
ther male or female, and it was agreed to 
in a couhcil held by him for that purpofe, 
fix months after; inthe year 1720 it was 
_approved of by the hereditary dominions, 
and fworn to by the ftates and magiftrates. 
Great-Britain’s refufing to guarantee the 
Pragmatic San@tion, @&c. which the late 
Emperor refented, produced in1725 the fa- 
mous treaty of Vienna betwixt Spain and 
him, by the z2th article of which Spain 
guaranteed it. In 1726, Mofcovy virtually 
guaranteed it; and fome months after, by 
a conclufion of the general Diet of the Em- 
pire, it was declared a public law. In 
1731, by the 2d article of: the 2d treaty of 
Vienna, Great-Britain guaranteed it; and 
in 1732, the Dutch became fpecial guaran- 
teesof it; as did Denmark the fame year. 
The Frencb, after many traverfes and dif- 
ficulties, agreed to guarantee it by the de- 
finitive treaty, figned by the Emperor at 
Vienna in 1738, whereby the duke of Lor- 
rainy upon ceffion of the duchies of Lor- 
rain and Bar, in favour of the king Sta- 
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niflaus for life, and to France for ever, was 
made grand duke of Zfcany, upon the death 
of Soba de Medicis, the laft male of that 
ancient family, So that had France now 
fupported the eleétor of Bavaria, in his pre- 
tenfions to the Imperial dignity, they could 
not ayoid being deemed the groffeft viola~ 
ters of the moft folemn engagements. 

The princes who oppoted the Pragmatic 
Sanction were the ele¢tors of Saxony, Ba- 
varia and Palatine, andthe bithop of Frey-. 
fengen and Ratifbon; but the prefent elector — 
of Saxony was brought over and acquiefced 
in the difpofition, on condition that the 
Emperor fhould put fome crown upon his 
head, which had been effected, by procuring 
him to be elected king of Poland. 

His Majefty, who left Hano- 
wer the 13th, embarked at He/woet/luys the 
18th, landed fafe at Aldborough the 19th; © 
and at three this afternoon arrived at St.

O&. 22. The Lord Mayor and court of

Fames’sy when Sir Fobn Strange, the re- 
corder, made their compliments in the fol- 
lowing fpeech, |

tain being a matter of univerfal joy to every 
part of it, the Lord Mayor and court of al- 
dermen of your capital city, have humbly 
taken this opportunity of laying themielves 
at your Majefty’s feet, with their fincere 
and moft dutiful congratulations upon fo 
happy an event.

beg leave to affure your Majefty, fhall ac- 
cordingly be applied. 

«© May God long preferve your Majefty, 
and accomplith all your defigns tor the good 
of your people.” 

J’o which his Majefty was pleafed to re- 
turn this moft gracious an{wer. 


‘¢T thank you for this mark of your duty 
and affection, You may be affured of my 


conftant and firm refolution to affert and 


maintain, inthe moft effeétual manner, the 
rights of Great-Britain; and to carry on, 
with vigour, thofe juft and neceflary mea- 
fares, which have been fo unanimoully fup- 
ported, till the trade and commerce of thefe 
kingdoms fhall be eftablifhed upon a firm 
and Jafting foundation.”’* 

A grand council was held at St. fames’s, 
when a proclamation was ordered to be iffu- 
ed out, for fummoning the parliament to 
meet and fit for the difpatch of divers weigh- 
ty and important affairs, on Tuefday the 1ft 
of December next. 

In the evening was held a council at the 
Cockpit, when it was ordered, that the 
asth of November next be kept as a day of 
folemn fafting and humiliation, for im- 
ploring the blefling of God on his Majefty’s 
arms. 

Thefame day, captain Boys, commander 
of the ina fire-fhip, arrived here exprefs 
with letters from vice-admiral Vernon in 
Cumberland harbour, formerly called Wal- 
thenbam, on the fouth fide of the ifland of 
Guba, and from major-general Wentworth 
from his camp on the faid ifland, bearing 
date from ‘Fuly the 28th to September the 
3d, and containing an account, that on Fuly 
the rf, they fet fail from Port-Royal in 
Sfamaica, and arrived the 18th of the fame 
month, with 41 fail of tranfports and ftore- 
fhips, and with his Majefty’s fhips and ten- 
ders, 61 fail in all, at the place above- 
mentioned, where they had the pleafure to 
find themfelves pofleffed of the fineft harbour 
in the Weft-Indies, capable of containing 
any numoer of fhipping, and fecure.againit 
hurricanes; to which the Admiral imme- 
diately gave the name of Cumberiand, in 
honour of his Royal Highnefs the Duke. 

The Admiral immediately fent fome light 
veffels about five leagues up the river. The 
troops were landed and incamped by the 
25th, from which time the General had 
made feveral detachments to reconnoitre and 
fcour the cquatry, who hadrepulfed feveral 
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advanced guards of the Spaniards, and 
brought in plenty of provifions for the ufe 
of the fleet and army. 

Both the fea and land forces were pofted 


in fuch-a manner, and fuch preparations 


made for the reception of the enemy, that 
they were fn no apprehenfion as to the fe- 
curity of the pofleffion they had taken, but 
were taking proper meafures, when the 
letters came away, for advancing further 
into the country. 

The place of their encampment was about 
twenty-three leagues diftant from St. Fage 
de Cuba. The country which his Majefty’s 
forces have thus taken poffeffion of, is pro- 
vided with a very fine frefh-water river, 
(called in the papers Aguina-Anima, ) navi- 
gable for feveral leagues, and abounding 
with cattle and provifions. 

O&. 27. This day two Englifh privateers, 
took a Spani/b regifter fhip, named the St. 
Fofeph, valued at 12,0001, fterling, befides 
private property on board,which was eftimat- 
ed at go,00e pieces of eight. 

O&. 29. The right hon. Sir Robert 
Godchall, knt. the new Lord Mayor of 
London, was with the ufual folemnity fworn 
into that high and honourable office at 
Wefiminfler, forthe year enfuing. 

Soon after the beginning of this month, 
the Ruffian court at Peterfburgh received the 
joyful news, that all the difficulties fubGt-~ 
ing between them and the Porte were termi- 
nated by a convention figned the 7th of laft 
month: this convention was immediately 
communicated by the grand duchefs regent 
tothe French minifter, and at the fame time 
her Imperial highnefs told him, that the felt 
the more fatisfa€tion on that occafion, inas 
much as nothingcould now hinder her from 
faccouring the queen of Hungary as effectu- 
ally as fhe intended, 

O&. 30. Thecity of Prague was taken 
by aflault, and the ele€tor of Bawaria pro- 
claimed king of Bobemia. 

Nov. 1. The new academy at Woolwich, 
for the erudition of the young gentlemen’ 
belonging to thetrain,in the mathematicks, 
the art of gunnery, &c. was finifhed about 
this time. 

Sir Fobn Norris, with the fleet under his 
command, returned to Spithead. ; 

Nov. 8. A fleet, confifting of four men 
of war, fourbomb-ketches, and about forty 
tranfports, having between 3 and 4000 
land forces on board, fet fail from Cork in 
Ireland, to reinforce the army at Cyba. 

Nov. 10. This evening there was a 
meeting of the merchants at the Crown 
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tayern behind the Royal-exchange, whena 
petition to his Majefty was drawn, and 
figned by upwards of 300 of the principal 
merchants of the city, befeeching, that he 
would be gracioufly pleafed to give inftruc- 
tions to the lords of the admiralty, to fend 
out fhips of force, &c. to cruize on the 
Spaniards, in ofder to protect their trade 
againit the privateers, 

Purfuant to an order of the Lord Lieute- 
nant in 1740, a return was made of the 
number of proteftant inhabitants in Ireland, 
the amount of which was above 96,067 
families. 

Nov. 16. ‘This day’s letters brought the 
melancholy news, of no lefs than nine of 
our merchant-thips being taken by the 
Spaniards. 

Nov. 17. Commodore Lefock fet out for 
Port/mouth, in’ order tu koift his flag on 
board the Neptune of go guns, and take 
upon him the command of a f{quadron of 
five men of war and an hofpital thip, to fail 
direétly to the Adedjterranean, in order to 
reinforce admiral Haddock. 

fVov. 18. The convocations of Canter- 
bury and York, which ftood prorogued to 
the 28th, were further prorogued to De- 
cember 2. 

Nov. 21. A proclamation was publith- 
ed, allowing the exportation of all forts of 

orn, grain, meal, malt, flour, bread, bif- 
cuit and flarch, excepting oats and beans. 

Nowy. 23. The. drawing of the bridge 
lottery began at Stationer’s Hall. 

Upwards of 1009 quarters of wheat were 
entered for exportation, it being now per- 
mitted to export all forts of grain, Ge. 
{oats and beans excepted.) 

William Fortefcue, efq. one of the judges 
of the Common-p}zas, made matter of the 
rolls. 

Thomas Burnet, efq. ferjeant at law, made 
one of the judges of the Common-pleas, in 
his room. ; 

Stephen Martin Leake, efq. made Claren- 
cieux king at arms, in the room of Knox 
Ward, efq. deceafed; and p-—= Cheils, of 
Finden, efq. made Norroy. 

_ Now. 24. In the evening, an extraordi- 
nary agitation was. perceived in the city of 
Peterfourgh, the caufe of which nobody 
could at firft find out. The two regiments 
of guards took poffeflion of all the avenues 
of the imperial palace; and the other re- 
giments jn garrifon, of al] the principal 
poftsin-the city. The grand. duchefs-hav- 
ing heard of thefe commotions, fent. to de- 
gaand the caufe of them, but in vain; for 
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the troops had orders to let nobody. pafs; 
and befides, guards were alfo placed at the 
avenues to the houfes of feveral of the court 
minifters, and the chancery. 

In the mean time the minifters of the 
empire, the generals, and the members of 
the fynod, attached to the prince{s Eliza- 
Leth, were aflembled at her palace, where 
her chief favourites fet forth the inexecu- 
tion of the declarations which Peter the 
Great had fo folemnly made concerning his 
laft will; the ufurpations which enfued 
upon the death of Peter 11. for a feries of 
years; the abufe made of their authority 
by thofe who had been charged with the 
chief management of affairs, the number- 
lefs actions capable of fullying the glory of the 
empire, and the neceffity there was of ob- 
viating fuch horrid diforders by a fpeedy 
and happy change. . Whereupon the whole 
affembly unanimoufly declared, that this 
change could not be brought about, but by 
conforming to the laf will of Peter the 
Great, according to which the princefs 
Elizabeth was the fole heirefs tothe throne. 


The ftates then intreated her to sere the, 


crown, and to comply with the 
the troops and the whole nation. Upon 
this the chief officers of the regiments of 
guards came in, and throwing themfelves

at her feet, joined their fupplications to. 


thofe of the ftates. The princefs Eliza- 
beth, touched with fo much zeal, accepted 


the crown, and was faluted by the ftates in, 


quality of emprefs and autocratrix of all the 
Rauffias. 


‘Whe grand duchefs and her party, who, 


were all fhut up in the royal palace, or in 
their own houfes, were never fully informed 
of the reafon of thefe commotions in the 
city, till the fecret was difcovered by a trig 
ple volley of fmall arms from the regiments 
of guards, and the repeated acclamations 
of, ‘* Long live the Emprefs Elizabeth.” 
The reft of the troops in garrifon, confifting 
of upwards of 30,000 men, followed the 
example of the regiments of guards. At 
break of day the empreis was proclaimed, 
and a manifefto publifhed to inform her 
people, that fhe had taken the reins of 
government, which manifefto was imme- 
diately fent all over the Ruffianempire, and 
to moft of the minifters at foreign courts 5 
and was as follows, wiz, 

* We Elizabeth, the firft of the name, em 
prefs and fovereign of all the Ruffias, Ge. 
make known to all,and every one by thefe 
pretents, 

* All the world knows'that in confe-

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quence of the letters patent iflued the 16th of 
O@ober 1740, the late grand lady and em- 
prefs, Anne Foannowna, appointed, before 
her deceafe, her nephew to fucceed to the 
throne of Rujfia, who was then but a few 
months old. But whereas, on occafion of 
this minority, feveral perfons have mana- 
ged the affairs of this empire in fo unbe- 
coming a manner, that many troubles and 
inconveniencies have enfued thereby, as well 
at home as abroad, and might have been 
followed by ftill greater mifchiefs; our 
faithful fubjeéts, the {piritual and temporal 
eftates, and in particular our regiments of 
guards, have unanimoufly invited us to af- 
cend the throne of our fathers, which by 
right belongs to us as the neareft heirefs by 
our birth, and thereby to prevent all the fu- 
ture troubles that are to be apprehended: in 
_ confequence of this invitation, and by vir- 
tue of the right of fucceflion, which belongs 
to us, and which we derive from our moft 
dear father and mother, the emperor Peter 
the Great, andthe great lady and emprefs 
Catherine Alexewna, as likewife to conde- 
fcend to the unanimous wifhes of our faith- 
ful fubjects, we have moft gracioufly ac- 
cepted. the paternal crown and the empire 
of all the Ruffias, as will be more amply 
fet forth in another manifefto. In the 
mean time we have been pleafed to impart 
this event to our faithful fubjeéts, that they 
may in confequence thereof take the oaths 
of allegiance to us. 

Done at Peterfbourg, Dec. 6. N.S. 1741.” 

After her Imperial majefty had received 
the oaths of fidelity from the regiments of 


guards, and the principal officers of the 


garrifon, fhe declared the prince of Heffe 
Hombourg veldt marthal and general of her 
armies, in confideration of the great fhare 
he had in bringing about this important 
-event; and then the emprefs fent to relieve 
the grand duchefs’s guard, and fignified to 
that princefs to remain in her palace, with 
the prince her confort, and her iamily, and 
that all proper regard fhould be fhewn to 
them. 

Nov. 25. The third faft, on account of 
the war, was obferved throughout the 
nation. 

Dec. 1» The new Parliament met, at 
Weftminfter, when the King went to the 
Houfe of Peers; and the Commons being 
come thither, purfuant to a mefflage from 
his Majefty to that Houfe, his pleafure was 
fignified to them by the Lord Chancellor, 
that they fhould return to their Houfe 
and chufe a Speaker, and prefent him te his 
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Majefty on Friday. They returned accord- 
ingly, and unanimoufly chofe the, right 
hon. Arthur Onflow, efq. who had been 
Speaker in the two laft Parliaments. 

Dec. 2. The Convocation met at St. 
Paul’s, when after prayers and a Latin fer-_ 
mon, preached.by the rev. Dr. Pearce, dean 
of Winchefer, on Aéts xx. 28, they pro- 
ceeded to the choice of a Prolocutor, (to 
be prefented to the Archbifhop) and. re- 
chofe the rev. Dr. Lifle, archdeacon of Can- 
terbury, and warden of Wadham college in 
Oxford. 

Dec. 4. His Majefty went again to the 
Houfe of Peers, and (the Commons being 
fent for and attending) made the following 
moft gracious fpeech to both Houfes. 

‘¢ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

<¢ It is always a great fatisfaction to me, 
to meet you afiembled in Parliament ; and, 
efpecially at this time, when the pofture of 
affairs makes your counfel and affiftance fo 
neceflary ; and when, by means of the new 
eletions, I may have an opportunity of 
knowing the more immediate fenfe and dif- 
pofition of my people in general, from their 
reprefentatives, chofen during a feafon 
which has been attended with great. va- 
riety of incidents of the higheft confequence 
and expectation, and during the courfe of 
the war, in which. we are engaged againft 
the crown of Spain: a wary in itfelf jut 
and neceflary, entered into by the repeated 
advice of both Houfes of Parliament; and 
particularly recommended to me to be car~ 
ried on in America, which has been my 
particular care. Ican therefore make no 
doubt, but that you are met together fully 
fenfible of our prefent fituation, and. pre- 
pared to give me fuch advice, as fhall be 
moft conducive to the honour and true ine 
tereft of my crown.and kingdoms, 

«© You cannot but have obferved, with 
an attention fuitable to the occafion, the 
impending dangers. that threaten Europe, 
and more immediately fuch parts of the 
continent, as fhall withftand or refift the 
formidable powers, which are confederated 
for the fubverfion or. reduction of the Houfe 
of Aufiria. The apprehenfion of thefe 
things was communicated to the laft Par- 
liament ; when both Houfes exprefied 
their great concern for the troubles which 
were. then broke out in the Auffrian domi-~ 
nions, and came to the ftrongeft.refolutions 
in fayour of the queen of Hungary ; for the 
maintenance. of the, Pragmatic fan¢tion, 
and for the prefervation of the balance of 
power, and the peace and liberties of, Eu- 
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rope. And had other powers, that were 
under the like engagements with me, an- 
» fwered the juft expectations they had fo fo- 
Jemnly given, the fupport of the common 
caufe had been attended with lefs diffi- 
culty. 

«© T have, purfuant to the advice of 
my Parliament, ‘ever fince the death of the 
late Emperor, exerted myfelf in the fup- 
port of the houfe of Auftria. I have en- 
deavoured, by the molt proper and early 
applications, to induce other powers, that 
were equally engaged with me, and united 
by common intereft, to concert fuch mea- 
fures as fo important and critical a junc- 
ture requited ; and where an accommoda- 
tion {eemed to me to he neceffary, I labour- 
ed to reconcile thofe princes, whofe union 
would have been the moft efteétual means 
to prevent the mifchiefs that have hap- 
pened, and the beft fecurity for the intereft 
and fafety of the whole. © , 

‘¢ Although my endeavours have not hi- 
therto had the defired effeét, J cannot but 
ftill hope, that a juft fenfe of the common 
and approaching danger will produce amore 
favourable turn in the councils of other 
nations. In this fituation, it is incumbent 
upon us to put ourfelves in a condition to 
improve all opportunities that fhall offer, 
for maintaining the liberties of Europe; and 
to affift and fupport our friends and allies, 
at fuch times, and in fuch manner, as the 
exigency and circumftances of affairs fhall 
require 3 and to defeat any attempts that 
Shall be made againft me and my domi- 
nions, or againft thofe whom we are moft 
nearly concerned for, and, in honour and 
intereft, engaged to fupport and defend. 

“¢ Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

«< J have ordered eftimates to be laid be» 
fore you for the fervice of the enfuing year ; 
and I mutt defire you to grant me fuch fup- 
plies, as the circumftances of affairs re- 
quire; which, you may depend upon it, 
fhall be duly applied to the purpofes for 
which they fhall be given. 

sé My Lords and Gentlemen, 

«“ T have, during the courfe of my reign, 
had fo much experience of the duty and af- 
fection of my Parliaments to my perfon and 
government, and of their zeal for the good 
of their country, and the fupport of the 
common caufe, that Ido, with the greateft 
. reafon, rely upon the continuance of them, 
in the prefent conjunéture. There never 
was atime in which your unanimity, vi- 
gour, and difpatch were neceffary for fo 
many great ends, as thofe which are now 
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before you, J will do my part. Let it ape” 
pear, by your proceedings and refolutions, 
that your have that juft and hearty concern 
for them, which their importance requires.”? 

Fhe next day the Houfe of Lords pre- 
fentented their addrefs, and received a moft 
gracious anfwer ; and foon after the Houle 
of Commons and Houfes of Convgcation 
prefented theirs. 

Dec. 11. At forty-five minutes after 


twelve, (the fun fhining) appeared at Bufhy, 


a ball of fire, forty-five degrees high in the 

clouds, which run about the feeming dif- 

tance of four yards, and then difappeared.

aftonifhment of the inhabitants. | 

Dec. 22. This day was held a court of 

chivalry at the college of heralds, when 
Sohn Kettell, efq. was created Windfor he- 
rald, Steven Martin Leake, late Norroy,’ 
was created Clarencieux, and Fobn Cheal, 
efq. of Suffex, Norroy. The ceremonial 
part, viz. the giving the oath of office on’ 
the gofpels and drawn fword of Fames V, 
of Scotland, taken at Floddenfield; the in- 
vetting with the coat, putting on the col- 
lars, pouring the wine on the forehead, and 
giving the names, were performed by the 
right honourable the earl of Effingham, de- 
puty earl marfhal, and Yobn Anftis, junior, 
Garter king at arms, who read the warrants 
and patents. 
' At night there was a numerous meeting

The affairs of the queen of Hungary, 
who had returned 40 Vienna, continued ina 
melancholy fituation. The grand duke of 
Tufcony, her huiband, was advanced with 
his army within eight leagues of Prague, 
but retired when he heard of its reduction. 
The enemy there took 2780 prifoners, with 
112 pieces of cannon, befides a great quan- 
tity of ammunition and provifions, which 
made thé {peedy conqueft of it more re- 
maricable. 

The elector of Bavaria made his public 
entry into that city the 9th inftant, lV. S. 
and was that evening proclaimed king of 
Bobemia, and appointed the 16th for his 
coronation, . Mean while both armies pres 
pared to enter into winter quarters. 

Notwithftanding all that had been faid, 
relating to an accommodation between their 
Hungarian and Pruffian Majefties, there 
appeared very little probability of it; the 
10,000 Pruffians who entered Bobemid, 
having joined the French, Bavarians, and 
Saxon fortes: . ; 

In Hanover the warlike préparations were 
carried on with the utmof diligence; the 
French having not only taken up their 
quarters in Ofnaburgh, which was exprefsly 
contrary to the late treaty of neutrality, 
but even threatened to approach to the 
frontiers of the electorate. 

1741-2,’ Fan. 2. About oneinthe morn- 
ing, the powder mill at Malden three miles 
from Kingffon in Surrey, was blown up 
with the magazine, containing forty bar- 
rels of gunpowdere Great damage was done 
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to the houfes, the windows of the church 
at 400 yards diftance were entirely fhattered. 
The explofion was heard in London, and 
twelve miles round, and occafioned great 
confternation. ; 

Fan. 20. ‘The merchants of London went 
up to Parliament with their petitions, and 
prefented them to both Houfes ; when that 
delivered to the Houfe of Lords was ordered 
to be heard on February 4, and that to the 
Houfe of Commons, the 27th inftant, by 
themfelves or council. 

The petitions fet forth, as follows: 
** We your petitioners, with the utmoft 
concern, have found ourfelves under the 
neceflity of reprefenting to this Houfe, that 
the navigation and commerce of thefe king- 
doms have been continually expofed to the 
growing infolence of the Spanifh privateers, 
from the commencement of this juft and 
neceflary war; that during its whole pro- 
grefs and continuance, notwithitanding the 
repeated applications of the fuffering mer- 
chants, for protection and redrefs, their 
loffes and misfortunes have confiderably in- 
creafed of late, to the impoverifhing of 
many of his Majefty’s fubjeéts, the great 
detriment of trade in general, the diminu- 
tion of his Majefty’s revenue, and the dif- 
honour of the nation; that upwards of 
300 fhips and veffels have been already 
taken, the greateft part of them in or near 
the Britifh channel and foundings, and car- 
ried into St. Sebaftian, and other ddjacent 
ports; by which, numbers of his Majefty’s 
moft ufeful {ubjects have been reduced to 
want and imprifonment, &c. &c. 

Petitions of the fame nature were like- 
wife prefeated from Bideford, Southampton, 
Liverpool, Lancafter, Gc. 

‘fan. 26,°:The_ theriffs of London went 
up to Parliament with the petition of the 
Lord Mayor, aldermen, and Commons of 
the faid city, to the following effects 

*¢ At atime when a feeble enemy holds 
our naval power in derifion, and the con- 
dué and diftribution of our fhips of war, 
are the fubject of univerfal cenfure, to re- 
main unconcerned and filent, would ill be- 
come the reprefentative body of this great 
metropolis, which fo fenfibly -fhares: in 
every public misfortune ; > your: petitioners 
therefore beg leave humbly to. reprefent, 
that it 1s with the utmoft grief we have feen 
the navigation and commerce of thefe king- 
doms fo conftantly interrupted, on ourown 
coafts, and almott in fight of our late power- 
ful naval armaments, by the privateers of 
Spain, to the ruin of our trade, the en- 
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riching of the enemy, and the difgrace of 
the Britifh name; that the loffes hereby 
fuftained, the manner in which applications 
for redrefs have been often evaded, and 
other numerous inftances of negligence and 
difregard of the commercial intereft of thefe 
kingdoms, whilft a neighbouring nation is 
every day converting thefe errors to their 
own advantage, have given us the moft 


dreadful apprehenfions, left our trade, the — 


foundation of our wealth and power, and 


which has formerly enabled us to maintain ~ 


the liberties of Europe, fhould be transfer- 
red into the hands of our potent and dan- 
gerous rival; that we cannot but obferve 
with concern, that thofe fhips of war, 
which we might reafonably have expected 
would have been employed in proteéting our 
trade, have not contributed either thereto, 
or to the intereft or honour of this nation; 
and that we have feen a powerful and well- 
provided fleet remaining ina¢tive in our 
own ports, or more inglorioufly putting to 
to fea, without the appearance of any en- 
terprize in view, or even the poffibility of 
meeting an enemy worthy of its attention, 
whilft our trading veffels have been daily 
expofed in the Britifb channel and found- 
ings, to the privateers of a place fo incon- 
fiderable as St. Sebafiian. Notwithftand- 
ing thefe various fubjeéts of complaint, 
your petitioners do not hereby intend to 
fignify the leaft defire of a peace with Spain, 
until his Majefty fhall, by a vigorous pro- 
fecution of the war, have obtained from the 
enemy an ample acknowledgment of his 
people’s juft rights, and the poffeffion of 
fuch a pledge, as may effe€tually fecure the 
freedom of navigation to our lateft pofte- 
rity.”

When Sir Robert Walpole found 
he loft the majority, he is faid to have de- 
clared, that he would give the Houfe no 
farther trouble, ner return to it again. 

Feb. 3 His Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Peers, and paffed the malt-bill, &c. 
And the Lord Chancellor having fignified 
that it was his Majefty’s pleafure both 
Houfes fhould adjourn to the 18th, they 
adjourned accordingly. 

The new Parliament having met on the 


aft of December, both parties purfued their 


feparate views with uncommon ardour and 
affiduity, and equal confidence of fuccefs, 
which was confirmed in the adherents to 
the miniftry by the determination of the 
Boffiney ele€&tion in their favour, by a ma- 
jority of fix; this encouraged them to pro- 
pofe Giles Earle, efq. to be again chairman 
of the committee for examining contefted 
elections; in oppofition to whcm Dr, Lee, © 
a civilian, was chofen, by a majority of 
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two only; a queftion of great importance, | 


Ihe next affair was the contefted elec- 
tion of Weftminfter, which was carried alfo 
againft the miniftry, by a majority of feven. 
Alarmed by this defeat, they endeavoured to 
recover their ftrength by a reconcilation of 
his Majefty and the prince of Wales; for 
which purpofe the bithop of Oxford was on 
January 5, fent with a meflage delivered 
to him by the earl of Cholmondeley, “that 
if his Royal Highnefs would write fuch a 
letter as it might be confiftent with his 


Majetty’s honour to receive, his’ Royal. 


Highnefs, and all that were'in his counfels 
and confidence, hould be kindly received at 
court; §$0,000/., per annum fhould be added 
to his revenue, ‘200,000/, fhould be: dif- 
burfed to pay his debts, and his followers 
in due time be provided for.” To which his 
Royal Highnefs immediately anfwered with- 
out confulting any one, ** That he ha&the 
utmoft duty for his Majefty, and whenever 
he thought fit to. ddmit him to: his prefence 
he fhould throw himfelf at his Majefty’s 
feet, without infifting upon any terms for 
himfelf ; but that while Sir Robert Wal- 
pole managed the public affairs, he could 
not prevail with himfelf to give any coun- 
tenance to them. That Sir Robert Wal- 
pole was a bar between his Majefty and) the 
affections of his people; between his Ma- 
jefty and foreign powers, and between his 
Majefty and himfelf. This is my anfwer, 
but I would have it underftood that I take 
this meflage to come from Sir Robert Wal- 
pole and not from the King.” Difappoint- 
€d in their expeétation from this attempt 
they continued the ftruggle in the Houfe of 
Commons to-the adjournment for the holi- 
days, during whichtime, it was given out, 
that their numbers would be fufficiently 
augmented by fome new eleétions, but the 
event deceived them. A queftion againfta 
fecret committee was carried by three ; 
but con the 2d of February, when the elec- 
tion for Chippenham came to be examined, 
Sir Robert Walpole declared, that if the de-

The immediate confequence of the late 
revolutions in Mofcovy was, the com- 
mencement of a negociation for reftoring 
peace between that empire and Sweden, 
which foon ended in a fufpenfion of arms 
for three months; and the French minifter 
at Peterfburgh laboured as afiduoufly to 
bring about a reconciliation, as he formerly 
did to bringabout a rupture between thefe two 
crowns; a proof that the new government 
in Ruffia had no inclination to fend any 


affiftance tothe queen of Hungary, though 
} ; it 
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it is certainly the intereft of that empire to 
preferve intire the dominions of the houfe 
of Auffria, as being her moft natural and 
beft ally againft the Turks. 

The trials of the counts Oferman and Mu- 
nich, baron Mengde, and their confederates, 
being over, the commiffion eftablithed for 
that purpofe made their report toher Ruffian 
majefty, which was, that they all deferved 
death, by the laws of God and man, 
and by their own confeffions. Accordingly, 
on the 7th of laft month, thefe: three gen- 
' tlemen, together with count Golofkin, the 
grand marshal count Loqwenwold, and a fe- 
cretary, were brought from the citadel], to 
a place b-tween the colleges, wherea f{catfold 
was erected, upon which, about ten o’clock, 
count Offerman was carried ina chair; when 
his charge was read to him, his excellency 
being all that time bare-headed, and with an 
attentive but firm countenance liitening to 
it; after which, his fentence was pro- 
nounced, which was, to be broke upon the 
wheel, No preparations, however, had 
been made for fo terrible an execution, but 
inftead thereof, there were two blocks with 
axes upon them, and he being taken out of 
the chair, and carried forward by the fol- 
diers, his head was laid on one of the blocks, 
when the executioner advanced, and unbut- 
toning the collar of his night-zown and 
Shirt, laid bare his neck; but juft as he 
was expeCting the fatal ftroke, his head 
was raifed up, and it was declared to him, 
that the Emprefs had changed his.capital 
punifhment into perpetual banifhment, 
whereupon he was lifted up by the foldiers, 
and replaced on his chair, without any per- 
ceptible change in his countenance during 
the whole time of this awful ceremony. 
‘The other five, who were ftanding round 
the fcaftold below, had then their fentences 
read to them, that of the veldt marfhal 
Munich to be quartered, and the other four 
beheaded; but at the fame time the change 
into banifhment was declared to each. 
Thefe Jaft had all long beards; but the 
yeldt marfhal was clean fhaved, well drefled, 
and with as erect, intrepid, and uncon- 
cerned a countenance, as when he was 
leading the victorious armies, of Ruffia 
againft the Yurks, but a little more than 
three years before. As another initance of 
the fudden and great changes in the fortunes 
of menin this empire, “drabam Petrovitz 
Arabsff, a negroe, was lately recalled from 
the banishment he had been in: ever fince 
Peter Il.’s time, and. her Ruffian majefty 
not only made‘ him a ‘major general, and

commandant at Revel, but gave him a pre~ | 


fent of an eftate and 600 boors about Pief= 
kow 5 for in Ruffia the boors are all a fort 
of flaves, or what the civilians call Adjcrip- 
titti Glebe, being bought and fold with the 
land to whick they belong. This negro 
was made a prefent of to Peter the Great, 
by the captain of an Exglifh thip; and in 
1717, his Majefty left him at Paris to learn 
mathematics and engineering ; and upon 
his return made him firft a Heutenant in 
his guards, and then a captain of bombar- 
diers.

concert proper meafures, and form fuch 
alliances with other powers, as may be 
neceflary for attaining thefe defirable ends, 
which they have in fo particular a manner 
xecommended to him. 

Apr. 2. Lord Cartaret prefented the fol- 
Jowing meflage from his Majefty to the 
Houle of Lords. 
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His Majefty received with the greateft 
fatisfaétion the aflurances given him by this 
Houfe, at the beginning of this feffion, of 
the juft fenfe they have of the dangerous 
fituation of affairs in Hurope, arifing from 
defigns and enterprizes carrying on for the 
fubverfion of the houfe of Auffria, and of 
’ their zeal and earneftnefs in promoting all 
juft and neceflary meafures for the mainte- 
nance of the balance of power, and for the 
afiftance of his allies. His Majefty firmly 
depends on their unalterable perfeverance in 
the fame fentiments; and as the late events 
in favour of the queen of Hungary aftord 


a reafonable profpect of fuccefs, he»makes © 


no doubt, but that he fhall have the ready 
concurrence and fupport of this Houfe, 
in concerting fuch meafures, and forming 
fuch alliances, with other powers, as may 
be moft effe€tual for the prefervation of the 
houfe of Auffria, and for reftoring the. ba- 
Jance of power in Europe. 

April 3. The earl of Stair, ambaflador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary to the 
States General, embarked this day for 
Holland. 

The right hon. the lord Limerick, mem- 
ber of parliament for Taviffock, was chofen 
chairman of the committee for inquiring 
into the conduét of the earl of Orford for 
ten years paft. : 

Lord Limerick’ acquainted the Houfe, 
that the folicitor of the treafury, having 
been examined upon oath, did refufe to 
anfwer the queftions put to him by the 
committee ; and it was moved, that he 
be committed to the cuftody of the ferjeant 
atarms, and debarred the ufe of paper, pen 
and ink. Qn this motion a warm debate 
arofe. On one fide it was urged, that ex- 


cept the Houle was made acquainted with 
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the queftions that had been propofed, if 
was itnpoflible to judge whether they had 
been properly put or not, and therefore they 
could not judge of the offence, for it was 
poflible that the queftions were of fuch a 
nature as might involve himfeif, and no 
man was obliged to turn his own accufer. * 

On the other fide it was argued, that 
if the Houfe was to be made acquainted 
with every queftion that the committee 
might, in the courfe of their enquiry, 
propofe, it was nolonger a feleét committee, 
that its defign was loft, and that as nothing 
was more ordinary than to examine- and 
confine a man by a warrant froma fingle 
fecretary of ftate, fo it was not to be pre- 
fumed that twenty-one gentlemen, whom 
the Commons of Great-Britain had repofed 
fo much confidence in, would have lefs 
difcretion, or propofe any thing improper, 
On a divifion it was carried, yeas 196, noes 
136, majority 61.. As he perfifted in his 
obftinacy, it was moved on the 14th, that 
he be committed to clofe confinement, in 
Newgate, which motion was carried, yeas 
180, noes 1283; majority 52. He was ace 
cufed of being profufe of the public money, 
beyond example; and, of this, we are 
furnifhed with fuch glaring proofs, as can~ 
not be aggravated on one hand, nor paliliat- 
ed on the other, 

For example, we have the particulars of 
difburfements amounting to 50,0771. 175. 
tod. (of which no lefs than 10,997/. 650 
$d. was paid within four years only, to the 
celebrated Francis Walfingham, efq.) being 
the ten years ftanding charge of Gazetteers 5 
and a lump of 127,532/. 16s. 6d. more, 
under the head ef bounties, to the faid in- 
genious, and no lefs ferviceable perfons. 

We find one item of 30,119/. 4s. toa 
noble earl, for which no feryice at all is 
{pecified; though it is underftood to fignify 
a complication. 

We find another to a noble duke, of 
7000/, which, through their excefs of can- 
dor and charity, our readers may account 
for as they pleafe.

And to give his Majefty the ftrong- 
eft affurances, that they will vigoroufly and 
chearfully fupport his Majefty in concert- 
ing fuch meafures, and forming fuch al- 
liances with other powers, as may be moft 
éffe€tual for attaining thofe great and de- 
firable ends expreffed in his moft gracious 
mefiage. . 

His Maiefty in his anfwer, thanked the 
Houfe for this dutiful and affectionate ad- 
drefs, andexpreffed the greateft fatisfaction 
in their feafonable zeal for the fupport of the 
houfe of Auffria, and of the balance of 
power in Europe. 

The Houfe of Lords adjourned to the 
27th, and the Houfe of Commons to the 
26th, on account of the Eaffer holidays, 
but the committee of fecrecy continued 
fitting.

This month the Czarina 
publifhed a manifefto, for encouraging 
the ftates of Finland to throw off their 
fubjection to the crown of Sweden, pro- 
miffing to affift them with her forces, and 
reprefenting that Finland, having by thefe 
means eftablifhed a form of government 
of its own, would ferve as a barrier be- 
tween Ruffia and Sweden. The king of 
Sweden fenfible of the pernicious tendency 
of fuch a propofal, publithed an anfwer, 
perfuading the Finlanders to continue in 
their allegiance, and inveighing againft the 
injuftice of the Ruffian emprefs. 

His Majefty, the Prince of Wales, and 
the Duke of Cumberland, reviewed on 
Blackheath the regiments that were to 
compofe the firft embarkation, who went 
on board the fame day at Woolwich and 
Deptford. ;

On the approach of the Auffrian army 
under prince Churles of Lorrain, the Pruf- 
fians abandoned O/mutz the r1ith paft, 
and left behind them feveral pieces of 
cannon, and a large quantity of provifions. 
On the other hand the caftle of Glatz in 
Bobemia, built on almoft an inacceflible 
rock, furrendered to the Pruffians; the 
garrifon of 432 men being ftarved out, but 
allowed all the honours of war, and were 
conducted to the 4uffrian camp. His 
Pruffian Majefty received in Bobemia a 
reinforcement of 23,000 men, under the 
command of the prince Regnant of Anbale 
Deffau. 

On the duke of Modena’s refufing to de~ 
clare for or againft the queenof Hungary, 
in twenty-four hours, the Auffrians in- 
vetted Mirandola, and the forces of the 
king of Sardinja threatened Modena with 
a bombardment. The duke of Montemar 
advanced into the Bolognefe with 20,000 
men, to wait the arrival of the Sicilian 
auxiliaries. :

Fuly 10. By letters from vice-admiral 
Matthews, dated ‘June 14, in Villa Franca 
harbour, and brought by captain Ca/lis, 
commander of the Duwke firefhip, there was

Then the Lord Chancellor prorogued the 
Parliament to Tburfday, Sept. 16, next.

Preparations were making for his Mae 
jefty’s going over fea, in order to have an 
interview with the king of Pruffia. 

By letters of the rgth and 24th of May, 
brought by the Vefuvius firefhip, captain 
Thomfon, from Famaica, there was advice of 
the return of his Majefty’s land and fea 
forces from Porto Bello to that ifland, ex- 
cepting fome few of the tranfports which 
were not yet arrived; and by the fame let 
ters there was an account, that commodore 
Anfon, after having plundered Payta, upon 
the coaft of Peru, and Realojo on that of 
Mexico, taken many prizes, and got-a booty 
of near two millions of pieces of eight, wag 
fuppofed to be gone to Acapulco 3 and that 
five Spanifb thips, which were fent in pur- 
fuit of them, were returned to Panama. 

A fire broke out.in the houfe of a Fez at 
Smyrna, which not only burnt it to the 
ground, but feveral of the edifices adjacent. 
The flames at laft took hold of the Turki—fz 
tribunal, fo that in a short time the whole

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weftern fide of the city was in flames; but 
they were at Jatt extinguished. In the mean 
time the wind shifting, drove the fire with 
fuch violence towards the N. N. E. that on 
the zoth the Fewi/p quarter was again in 
flames, and every houle of it deftroyed: 
_ from thence the fire’communicated itfelf to 
the Greek quarter, and deftroyed all the ma- 
gazines of the .d/exandrian traders, and even 
puthed its conqueft to the Dutch burying- 
ground. It run alio along the corn. and 
wood markets, till it came to that which 


is called Menaffali-Ghan, and even half of | 


that was confumed before the Dutch could 
bring their engine to play, which preferved 
their faétory. The French alfo plied theirs 
with fo great diligence, that they faved 
their quarters, The diftrefs brought upon 
them by it was inexpreffible. The European

their beft effects in time on board the fhips.

Whe earl of Northefk, captain of his Ma- 
jefty’s thip the Loo, being on acruize off 
Cape Finifterre, and the parts adjacent, re- 
ceived intelligence of a fmall privateer 
being at Porto Nova, upon which he ftvod\in 
there on the 30th of Fune; but the priva- 
teer difcovering him, got higher up the ri- 
_ ver than the Loo could venture, and it fal- 
ling calm, lord Northe/k was obliged to an- 
chor clofe by the towns of Porto Nova and 
St. Fago, into which he fired a few fhot, 
then landed fome men, and difmounted 
four guns, which were on a battery at Porto 
Neva, and fet fire to feveral houfes at St. 
Fago. On Fuly 7, lord Northefe met with 
his Maiefty’s thip the Dealcaffle, command- 
ed by captain Eltcn, and receiving intelli- 
gence that fome veffels being at Vigo, they 
run up the river and anchored before that 
town, where they made prizes of four vef- 
fels, two of which they fet on fire, being 
light, and not having fails on board to bring 
them out. They fired feveral fhot into the 
town, to cover the boats while they cut 
away the veffels, there being a pretty {mart 
fire at them with {mall arms from the fhore. 
On ‘uly 19, upon intelligence that the 
privateer was ftill about the river of Porto 
Neva, the Loo run in, and anchored under 
the ifland of Blydoxes, where lord Northefk 
put alicutenant and fixty men, with two 
of the fhip’s fix poundérs, into a Noop taken 
at Vigo, and {ent her up the river in queft 
of the privateer; the floop could fee no- 
thing of her, but in her return chafed a 
bark on fhore, and fet her on fire; and lord 
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Northefe landed fome men, and burnt 4 
village of about forty houfes.

be glad to receive them as friends, defiring 
nothing more than the amity of his Bri- 
tannic Majefty. The Confui, upon that, 
went on board the Commodore, who com- 
municated to him the purport of the orders 
he had received from the vice-admiral Mar- 
thews, anda meflage to be delivered in the 
King’s name to his Sicilian Majefty, which 
was, that his Britannic Majefty being in alli- 
ance with the queen of Hungary and the 
king of Sardinia, and the king of the Two 
Sicilies having joined his forces with thofe 
of Spain, in declared war with England, 
to invade the queen of Hungary’s dominions, 
contrary to all treaties, he, the Commo- 
dore, was fent to demand, that the king of 
the Two Sicilies thould not only forthwith 
withdraw his troops from a€ting in con- 
junction with thofe of Spain, but that his 
Sicilian Majefty fhould promife not to give 
them any further affiftance of any kind 
whatever. Captain Del’ Angle, of the Dur- 
fley Galley, was charged with this meflage, 
and the Commodore defired the Conful to 
accompany the Captain to be his interpre- 
ter. ‘They went to the fecretary’s office at 
five of the clock, The King was then at 
church, and was not to return till fix. 
But the duke of Monteallegre received the 
meffage, and told them, that when the 
King returned he would give the anfwer. 
Accordingly at eight the duke of Monteal- 
legre came. down from the King in council, 
and told them the demand would be com- 
plied with, and in writing, as required ; but 
defiredto have fome anfwer alfo in writing, 
importing, that upon the faid compli- 
ance no hoftilities fhould be committed on 
their fide. They then returned on board 
with general Bourke, who was fent from 
his Sicilian Majefty to defire this of the 
Commodore; but he faid his orders were 
abfolute, and did not authorize him to give 
any an{wer, but that he expeéted a com- 
pliance in half an hour’s time, or at far- 
theit, an hour, after the Conful and Cap- 
tain’s being on fhore. The duke of Mon- 
teallegre then defired that he might infert in 
his letter, that upon the Conful and Cap- 
tain’s aflurances by word of mouth that no 
hoftilities fhould be committed, his Sicilian 
Majefty did promife, @c. Captain De [ An- 
gle defired the Conful to tell the Duke, ie 
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he apprehended the Commodore would not 
be fatisfied with that condition; upon 
which the Duke defired the Conful to afiure 
the Commodore, that if he objected to it, 
it fhould be left out, and that the fubitance 
of the letter being fully what was required, 
he hoped it would be fufiicient for that 
night, It was two hours paft midnight 
when the Conful returned on board, and 
the Commodore was fo far fatisfied, as to 
promife he would not commence any ho- 
ftilities, upon the aflurances given him by 
the Conful, that any thing he objeéted to 
in the form would be altered; and ‘accord-. 
ingly in the morning, another letter was 
wrote in the exact words required, and upon 
the receipt of it, the Commodore ordered 
all the fhips to prepare for failing, and 
they were under fail before night, and out 
of fight the next morning, the 2ift, N.S. 
having been only twenty-four hours at an- 
chor in the bay. The whole city was in 
the greateft alarm and confternation ima- 
ginable during the faid negociation. 


Fhe following is ‘a tranflation of the letter 
abovementioned, written by the duke of 
Monteallegre to commodore Martin. 

‘¢ Sir, Naples, Aug.20, N.S. 
s¢ The King had already refolved, and 
given orders, that his troops, which are 
joined-with thofe of Spain, fhould withdraw, 
in order to the defence of his own domi- 
nions, His Majefty commands me to pro- 
mife you, in hisname, that he will forth- 
with repeat his orders, that his troops, with- 
drawing from the Romagna, where they are 
at prefent, fhall immediately return into 
this kingdom, and that he will not, in any 
manner whatfoever, either aid or affift thofe 
of Spain any more in the prefent war in 
ftaly. Signed,

Dr. Hugh Boulter, archbithop of Armagh, 
was ten times one of the lords juftices of 
Ireland. Xn 1727 and 1728, two years of 
dearth, he diftributed great quantities of 
corn to the poor throughdht Ireland, for 
which the Houfe of'Commons, of that 
kingdom pafled a vote of public thanks to 
him; he alfo ordered all the vagrant poor 
to be received into the poor-houfes of Dub- 
lin, where they were maintained at his pri- 
wate expence. In the fearce years of 1739 
and 1740, he, at his own charge, fupported 
the poor, from all parts, without diftinc- 
tion of religion, in the work-houfe of 
Dublin. He gave 1000/, to build a market- 
houfe at Armagh; and alfo 1o00/. towards 
rebuilding the Blue-cvat hofpital at Dublin. 
Befides thefe and many other public dona- 
tions, his private a¢ts of charity were in- 
numerable; for he took the pains to en- 
quire after thofe perfons in diftrefs, whofe 
modefty and former condition in the world, 
made them afhamed to apply for relief; and 
his charities for the kingdom of Irelard 
alone are computed at above 40,coo/, He 
died without iffue, and, except a few in- 
confiderable legacies, and a proper provi- 
fion for his lady during her life, bequeathed 
all his fortune (above 30,c00/.) to charitable 
ufes, and appointed the archbithop of Dub< 
lin, the bithop of Kildare, and Mr. Thomas 
Morgan his executors. This unbounded 
generofity was attended with no manner of 
pride; he was eafy of accefs, affable and 
polite, and remarkable for a peculiar chear- 
fulnefs and fweetnefs of temper.

requifition made by Sweden, of my good 
offices, for procuring a peace between Ruffia 
and that crown; and the defenfive alliances

«© The importance of your deliberations 
at this time is fo evident, that I will fay 
nothing to enforceit. The honourand in- 
tereft of my crown and kingdoms; the fuc- 
cefs of the war,- wherein I am engaged 
againft Spain, and the re-eftablifhment of 
the balance and tranquility of Europe, 
will greatly depend on the prudence and 
vigour of your refolutions. Let it be your 
care to avoid every thing that may either 
delay or weaken them; and convince 
the world, that you are determined to make 
a right ufe of the prefent opportunity.” 

Nov. 17. The right honourable the 
Houfe of Lords prefented their addrefs of 
thanks for his Majefty’s fpeech. 

Nov. 18. The honourable Houfe of 
Commons waited on his Majefty with their 
addrefs on the fame occafion. 

The addrefs of the Upper Houfe paffed 
without a divifion, that of the lower was 
carried by 259 againft 150. A fupply was 
voted, 40,000 feamen, and a land-tax 4s. 
inthe pound. Eight new regiments of ma- 
rines, and fome others, were ordered to be 
raifed, 

Nov. 18. This day was figned at White- 
bail by the plenipotentiaries appointed by 


his Majefty, with M. Andrie, minifter and” 


plenipotentiary from the king of Pruffa, 
“a treaty of mutual defence and guarantee, 
between the King and his Prujfian ma- 
jefty. 

; The honourable William Murray, efq. 
made his Majefty’s folicitor general, in the 
room of Sir ‘foba Strange; knight, who 
refigned. 

’ As fome labourers were digging up the 
foundation of the old tower, which for- 
merly ftood near the caftle-gate, Dubjin, 
they found two {mall images of filver, about 
three inches in height, reprefenting men 
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in armour, with very high helmets on 
their heads, and rufts round their necks, 
and ftanding on a pedeftal of filver, hold- 
ing a fmall golden fpear in their handse 
One of the figures was perfeét and very beaue 
tiful, the face remarkably fine, and the 
proportions jut; the other fomewhat dee 
faced; part of the helmet being broke off; 
they alfo found near them an iron ball of 
twelve ounces weight. Some time ago, a 
fine fpring was difcovered near the fame 
place ; alfo fome diamond rings, a crown 
and other marks of regalia, thought to have 
belonged to the ancient kings of Leinfter. 
The images muft be of great antiquity, 
the tower having been built above 600 
years. 

Dec. 10. The Commons, in a grand com- 
mittee on the fupply, refolvedthat 265,191/. 
6s. sid. be granted for defraying the charge 
of 5513 horfe and 10,755 foot of the troops 
of Hanover {together with the general 
officers and the train of artillery} in the 
pay of Great-Britain, from Auguft 31 to 
December 25, 1742, inclufive. On this 
occafion there was a long debate. 

The queftion was carried by 67, the 
ayes being 2603; noes 193. 

This affair was again debated with vehe- 
mence upon the report on Monday, Deceme 
ber 13, 1742, upon a queftion, whether 
the levy money fhould ftand part of the 
general queftion; which was carried by 53 ; 
ayes 230, noes 177. 

Dec. 13. The froft having continued near 
three weeks, the ftreets, in fome parts of 
the city, though there had been no fnow, 
were rendered very incommodious, and fe- 
veral accidents happened. Moft of the 
merchant fhips in the river, unloaded, were 
hawled on fhore, to prevent any damage 
they might receive from the vaft floats of 
ice, and crofiing in wherries was bee 
come almoft impracticable. On the 16th 
at night, two boats, one with four women 
and a waterman, and the other with a 
waterman only, were jammed in by the ice 
at Weftminffer, and the paffengers got not to 
land till nine next morning at Fulbam; 
having loft the ufe of their limbs. 

Arrived here a meflenger from the right 
honoorable the earl of Hyndford, his Ma- 
jefty’s minifter plenipotentiary at the court 
of Berlin, with the king of Pruffia’s ratifi- 
cation of the treaty of defenfive alliance, 
concluded at Weftminfter, the 18th day of 
November laft, between his Majefty and that 
Prince.

It was fad that the French forces 
in Gamany amounted to near 80,000, that 
the count Seckendorff was already at the head 
of 35,000, and that levies were carried on in 
Bavaria by the moft rigorous compulfion, 
every fifth man among the unmarried, 
and every fixth among the married men 
being obliged fo take arms; yet the Ay- 
firians continued a body of troops near Egra, 
though that garrifon had received a rein- 
forcement, and appeared to fet their enemies 
at defiance, however numerous of deter- 
mined, 

April 1. There was a violent ftorm of 
wind about fix o’clock this morning, which 
did great damage among the fhipping on the 
coat, particularly northward. 

April 2, The new bill for regulatin 
the fale of gin, paffed the Houfe of Lords, 
59 to 38.° There had been long and warm 
debates on it for feveral days, and the re- 
verend bench apprehending very pernicious 
confequences from it, fpoke, voted, and 
fome of them protefted againtt it.

fix horfes covered with black velvet. There 
were twelve mourning coaches with fix 
horfes each, befide feveral coaches with fix, 
belonging to the prime nobility of the 
kingdom. The pall was fupported by the 
dukes of Cleveland, Norfolk, Portland, and 
Richmond; the lady Phipps, daughter to 
the right honourable the lord Harvey, and 
grand daughter to her Grace, was chief 
mourner.

they fent on the 22d inftant to Worms from 
Heidelburgh, and on the 25th fetched them 
back again. 

Several rich Spani/h prizes were taken 
during the courfe of this month. 

une. Braunau was taken {word in hand 
by the Auffrians, the 1ft of Fune, N.S. 
and between four and five thoufand French 
killed or taken, 

June 16. This day a cefperate battle 
was fought between a body of the forces com- 
manced by his Majefty in Germany, and ano- 
ther of French commanded by M. Noailles, 
near Dettingen, when victory declared in fa- 
your of the Heffians and Hanoverians. His 
Majefty was all the time in the heat of the 
fire; but in perfect health. The duke of 
Cun:berland received a fhot in the leg which 
pierced the calf; but the bone was not 

~ hurt. 

The French army, amounting to near 
30,000 men, was drawn up in two lines 
and an arriere guard; it was commanded 
by the duke de Noailles, the duke de Char- 
tres, and feveral other princes of the bloud 
were prefent; and the houfhold troops made 
the centre, fupported by the infantry. 

The King having given his orders to the 

refpe€tive generals of the army, with the 
greateft calmnefs and refolution, placed 
himfelf on the right wing, at the head of 
the Britifo infantry, on foot, fword in 
hand. 
* The Britifh troops, and all the forces of 
the allied army, who were engaged in this 
action, behaved with the utmoft refolution, 
bravery, and intrepidity. 

The Hancverian artillery had a very con- 
fiderable fhare in this vitory, The battle 
began at ten in the morning and Jafted to 
four, when the enemy repaffed the Main 
with precipitation. 

The French had 3000 men killed on the 
fpot, befides a great number made prifoners ; 
amongft whom there were fome lieutenant- 
generals, and abundance of field-officers. 
The houthold fuftered the moft ; they hav- 
ing loft ten pieces of cannon, with feveral 
colours and ftandards. The allies had near 
1500 killed,- and amongft them general 
€/aytor,who was very much regretted. Their 
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army pafled the night under arms in the 
field of battle, and continu d their march 
next day towards Hanau; the, French did 
the fame on the other fide the Main, to- 
wards Offenbach. 

June 23. Univerfal rejoicings were 
thewn in ail parts of the city, for his Ma- 
jefty’s fuccefs in Germany, the great guns 
were fired, the ftreets were illuminated, 
bonfires lighted, &c. 

His Pruffian Majefty remitted 500,000 
crowns to pay off fo much of the feven per 
cent. loan to the late Emperor. 

Gune 24. At Guildhall the honourable 
Horatio Townfhend, and William Chefelder, 
efqrs. were chofen therifts of this city ; but 
the latter fwore off. Mr. Cutts, Mr. Quil- 
ter, and Mr. Walker paid the fine. 

William Williams, efq. was appointed 
receiver-general of Monmouthfpire, in the 
room of Mr. Clifford, who retigned.

The plague continued to rage at Meffinay 
in a moft dreadful manner, fo that the con- 
fufion and terror of the people were not 
to be defcribed; the dead bodies lay in the 
ftreets mangled by the dogs for want of 
people to bury them. The Galley flaves 
who were fet at liberty for that purpofe, 
fickned and died; no fervants, furgeons, 
nor chaplains were left in the hofpitals to 
attend the fick, 

By the treaty concluded between the eme 
prefs of Ruffia and Great Britain for fifteen 
years, it was ftipulated, that the Emprefs 
fhould furnifh his Britannic Mayjeity, as 
foon as required, with a body of 12,000 
troops, to be employed according to the exi- 
gency of affairs; and that Great Britain, 
fhould furnith Ruffia with twelve men of war 
on the firit notice, in cafe either of them 
were attacked by an enemy, and demanded 
fuch fuccour. # 

There was an engagement between the 
Ruffian and Swedifh fleets, and both fides 
claimed the advantage.

‘A very unufual ftorm of hail, with 
thunder and lightning, did much damage 
in the north weft part of the kingdom. 
The hail-ftones were as big as hen’s eggs, 
and broke the church and other windows 
in Tewke/bury tothe value of rooo/. ftruck 
off the ears of the corn, and killed feveralk 
pigeons; The ftorm was felt almoft with 
the fame violence as far as Cheffer, fo that 
in fome places little of the wheat could be 
reaped, and they were obliged to turn their 
hogs out, to eat up the reft. 

4ug. 20. The confederate army was 
near Worms and Reichbaufen in the camp 
which the French lately had, and was to 
advance to Spire and Frankendale, which 
the eleGtor Palatine’s troops had quitted, to 
make room for them. ‘The king of Great 
Britain’s quarters were in the bifhop’s pa~ 
Jace at Worms, near 100 miles from prince 
Charles’s army, which was at the fame time 
near Mullen, four leagues above Brifca, not 
far from Switzerland, and the Dutch troops 
were then got as far as Frankfort, within 
eight leagues of Worms. 

The Emperor, though difpoflefied of his 

hereditary 
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hereditary dominions, and obliged to take 
fanctuary in a neutral town for the fecurity 
of his perfon, remained fteady in his al- 
hance with France, and was confirmed in his 
adherence, by the remittance of one hundred 
ixty thoufand florins; a fum which might 
fupport for fome time the {plendor of his 
court, and exempt him from the necefiity 


of living by plunder, but could not enable 


him to re-enter his own country, or make 
any confiderable effort to affitt his ally. 

‘ihe Spaniards fill attempted to force a 
paflage into Piedmont, and were fill re- 
pulfed wherever they endeavoured it; hav- 
ing lately been mortified with a defeat, 
which im attacking one of the pafles, they 
received from the peafants of the country. 

The plague which ceafed at Meffina, as 
it appears, only becaufe there remained no 
more to be deftroyed, ftill continued in 
Calabria, and threatened the adjacent pro- 
vinces. “The dread of this horrible invader 
produced a kind of truce in this country ; 
fo is the balance of nature fupported ; a 
peftilence puts a {top to the devaftations of 
a war. 

“lug. 24. After the highland regiment 
left Scotland, the gentlemen of Arg ylefpire 
were obliged, at their own expencey to 
raife a company of thirty men to proteét 
their cattle, @c. from the inroads of the 
neighbouring clans, 

The French and Spanifh fleets blocked 
up in Toulon, the former confifting of 
eighteen fhips, and the latter of fixteen, 
well equipped, though not fully manned. 

The fortifications on the coafts of both 
France and England, were put in order, to 
prevent hoftilities. rm

dlefex, having fat during the time’ of Welfh 
fair to put the laws in execution againft va- 
grants, Gc. it was reduced to three days, 
during which time no diforder was fuffered ‘. 
for which piece of public fervice'the thanks 
of the county were given the faid juftices at 
their general meeting. . 

Sept. 2. About 159 debtors from the fe- 
veral prifons in the county of Middlefex, 
were cleared at Hick’s-Hall, as were alfo at 
the quarter feffions at Guildhall, fevera) 
others from the Fleet’ prifon, Ludgate, ‘and 
two Compters, purfuant to the late a&’ of 
parliament for the relief of infolyent deb- 
tors. 

Sept. 8. By order of the juftices of South- 
wark, the bell-man cried downthe Borough- 
sar, fetting forth, that all perfons who

fhould offer any interludes, &c. fhould be 


taken up as vagrants, and punifhed accord-— 


ingly. 

It having been a cuftom for many years 
for thofe who kept booths for interludes at 
Southwark fair, to makea col eétion tor the 
debtors in the Marthalfea pr.fon; but the 
fair this year being for three days only, 
they could not afford it; which the debtors 
refenting, got together a large quantity of 
ftones and flung over the prifon-wall upon 
the bowling-green, whereby a child was 
killed in a woman’s arms, and feveral 
people wounded and bruifed. 2 

Sept. 19. At a court martial held at Portf- 
mouth, admiral Stewart, prefident, a captain 
of one of his Majefty’s thips of war being 
acquitted of cowardife, was found guilty oF 
negleét of his duty in the late expedition to 
La Guira in the Weft-Indiss, and difmified 
from his command. 

This month feveral fhips of the Famaica 
fleet fuffered in a hurricane at fea, 


Sept. 21. The lords juftices ordered all — 


the filk which was on board the Mermaid 
from Meffina, (notwithftanding their per- 
forming quarantine) to be burnt, and the 
merchants to be paid the value by the pub- 
lic. 

The new exchange at Briffol, was opened 
in a very grand and pompous manner. The 
morning being ufhered in with ringing of 
bells, and firing of canon from Brandon Hill, 
about eleven o’clock the mayor, aldermen, 
and common-council, met at the Guildhall 
in their fcarlet robes, from whence, being 
attended by the mafter, wardens, affiftants, 
and fociety of merchants, @c. they pro- 
ceeded in the following manner. 1. French 
horns. 2. Colfon’s hotpital boys, preceeded 
by their mafter. 3» Queen Efizabeth’s hof- 
pital boys preceded by their mafter. 4. The 
trading companigs in their formalities, 
5: The city mufic. 6, The corporation 
officers, “7, The mayor, aldermen, and 
common-council, accompanied by the ho- 
nourable Edward Southwell, efy. 8. The 
mafter, wardens, affiftants, and fociety of 
tmherchants. In this manner they proceeded 
from the Guildhall up Broad-firect, down 
Higb-fireet, along the back, into King- 
frreet, Queen’s-[quare, Prince’s-freet, along 
the key, and up Smali-fireet to the Exchanges 
where ‘being entered, counfellor Stephens, 
fteward of the fheriff’s court, made a 
{peech upon the occafion, addreffing himfelf 
to the matter and fociety of merchants, and 
to the other trading companies. 

From the Exchange the company proe 

bats ceeded 
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eeeded to the council-houfe, where they 
were regaled with wipe, @c. and from 
thence to the merchants-hall to an elegant 
dinner, provided by Sir Abraham Elton, 
mayor, for the entertainment of the corpo- 
ration and merchants. The other trading 
companies retiring to the like repaft, at 
their own halls, were likewife prefented 
-with wine at the mayor’sexpence. And to 
complete the general joy, the inferior 
workmen, concerned in building the Ex- 
change, had twenty-five guineas given 
them, to treat themfelves in their own way. 
_ This day was ratified by the lords juftices 
the treaty lately made between his Majefty, 
the queen of Hungary and the king of Sar- 
dinia. 

Sept. 22. On board his Majefty’s thip 
Squirrel, an experiment was tried in Dept- 
ford dock, a quantity of brimftone, ftraw, 
and other combuftibles heing laid upon the 
baliaft (the ihip having in it nothing elfe) 
and fet on fire, the air-holes were imme- 
diately ftopped, and being foon atter opened, 
upwards of soo rats were found fuffocated 
in the hold. 

Sept, 28. Alderman Ladbroke and alder- 
man Calvert were {worn in fheriffs for 
London and Middlefex. 

Sept. 29. Came on the election of a Lord 
Mayor of London, when alderman Weflley, 
was chofen. 

Proteétions were granted to fuch failors 
as fhould be engaged by the merchants 
for a little fleet of fix privateer fhips, the 
biggeft the Spanifh thip St. Fafeph ot fifty- 
two guns, and 350 men.

Being the birth-day of king 
Edward I. the Confeffor, a great number 
of Koman Catholics were prevented from 
paying their devotions at his thtine, as 
ufual; orders having been given that the 
tombs in Henry the Seventh’s chapel, in 
Wettminfter-abbey fhould not be fhewn that 
day. 

“0a. 1g. At the Seffions-houfe in the 
Old- Bailey a Special verdi& was found againft 
Williom Chetrvynd, a young gentleman, for 
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the murder of Mr. Dbomas Rickets, his 
fchool-fellow. 

O&. 14. Ended the Seffions at the O/d 
Bailey, when Chriftopher Smith, a German,, 
for a robbery, received fentence of death, 
eight to be tran{ported, and twelve ac- 
quitted. 

O&. 19. This morning her royal high- 
nefs the princefs Lowifa, fet out from St. 
‘Fames’s, andembarked atGreenwich tor Hol 
land. She arrived at Hanover on the 27th, 
and was efpoufed to the duke of Cumberland, 
as proxy for the prince royal of Denmurk, 
and then proceeded to Alterna to meet him. 

OG. 29. Was {worn in at Wefiminffer, 
Robert Wefiley, efq. Lord Mayor of London, 
who made his progrefs through the city 
with a coach and fix horfes. 

Nov. 1. The Jords juftices’ ordered all 
fhips that arrive from Smyrna, or any other 
places infeéted with the plague, to perform 
quarantine. 

In fearching the hold of the Pierre Fofeph, 
taken by his Majefty’s thip the Sgwirre/, 
for diamonds fuppofed to be hid, were found 
dollars to the amount of above 1oo0o0/. fo

Dec. 17. A furprifing phenomenon was 
obferved at Carthagena, in old Spain, about 
five in the evening, on the fide of mount 
Orlando, fome leagues weft of that city. 
There firft appeared a vaft ftream of light 
refembling a river of fire falling in a caf- 
cade, then it formed a fheet of flame, ex- 
tending feveral leagues to the eaft giving fo 
bright a light, as dazzled the eyes of the 
beholders. Afterwards appeared a great 
globe of fire beneath it, which in the fpace 
of fome minutes, broke into four leffer 
balls, which flew off towards the four car- 

_ dinal points. This explofion was attended 
with a clap of thunder, fo loud, that it 
aftonifhed the inhabitants for feveral leagues 
round. The four leffer balls broke each, 
but with a clap not fo loud. It was re- 
markable, during the whole time, the fky 
was ferene, and the ftars fhone very 
bright.

his hands, and concur in all fuch meafures 
as fhall be neceflary for difappointing and 
defeating fo dangerous an attempt, and for 
the fecurity of his perfon and government, 
and the religion, laws, and liberties of thefe 
kingdoms.” 

The fame day the Houfe of Commons re- 
ceived a meflage from his Majefty to the 
fame effec. 

Feb. 16. At a court of common coun- 
cil held at Guildhail, it was moved by Sir 
Febn Bernard, to addrefs his Majefty on the 
prefent crifis, and agreed to, nem. con. 

General Wentworth fet out for Holland, 
as it was faid, with a commiffion to folicit 
the 6000 men the Dutch was bound to fure 
nifh us with in cafe of an invafion. 

Feb. 17. Eighteen French thips were off 
the ifle of Wight. 

The money raifed by licenfing retailers 
of f{pirituous liquors in England fince the 
commencement of the late aét, amounted 
to 123,486/. And on diftillers for the ad- 
ditional duty to 75,227/. 

Feb. 18. Both Houfes waited on his 
Majefty with the following addrefs, 

“© Moft gracious Sovereign, 

«© We your Majefty’s moft dutiful and 
loyal fubjeéts, the Lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral, and Commons, in Parliament af- 
fembled, retusn your Majefty our humble 

Rr thanks 
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thanks for having been gracioufly pleafed 
to acquaint us, that you have received un- 
doubted intelligence of the Pretender’s el- 
deft fon being arrived in France, and of the 
preparations which are making there to in- 
vade this kingdom, in concert with difaf- 
fected perfons here. — 

«© As this mark of your Majefty’s juft 
confidence in us demands our mott grateful 
acknowledgments, fo we cannot but look 
upon fuch a defign with the utmoft indig- 
nation and abhorrence. 

« Loyalty, duty, and affection to your 
Majefty, concern for ourfelves and pofterity, 
every intereft aid every motion that can 
warm or engage the hearts of Britons and 
Proteftants, calls upon us, on this impor- 
tant occatian 1, to exert our utmoft endea- 
vours, that, by the blefling of God, your 
enemies may be put to confufion 5 and we 
do, with the greateft fincerity and firm- 
nefs, give your Majefty the ftrongeft aflu- 
rances, ‘that we will, with the warmeft 
zeal and unanjmity, take the moft effec- 
tual meafures to enable your Majeity to 
fruftrate and’defeat fo defperate and info- 
lent an attempt, and to fecure and preferve 
your royal perfon and government, and the 
religion, laws, and liberties of thefe king- 
doms. 

«¢ And we beg leave to declare to your 
Majefty, and to the whole world, that it 
is the fixed refolution and purBofe of our 
hearts, at the hazard of our lives and for- 
tunes, to fupport and defend your Majefty, 
and your undoubted fight and title to the 
crown of thefe realms, and the Proteftant 
fucceffion in- your royal houfe, in oppofi- 
tion to, and defiance of the Pretender and 
his adhere: nts, and all other your Majetty’s 
enemies.” 

To which addrefs his Majefty was pleafed 
to give the following anfwer. 

6s My Lords and Gentlemen, 

«¢ I thank you heartily for this zealous 
and affe€tionate addrefs. I make no doubt, 
but the vigour and unanimity which you 
have expreffed on‘this occafion, will, by 
the blefling of God, enable me to defeat 
the evil defigns of our enemies ; and you 
may be affured, that no care or precaution 
has been or fhall be wanting on my part, 
for the defence and welfare of my king- 
doms.”” 

Feb. 18. Sir ‘Sfobn Norris arrived about 
two o'clock in the afternoon,in the Dowzs, 
withy his Majefly’s fquadron under his com- 
man 

T 2 lords of the Admiralty ordered the 
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men in his Majefty’s yards to have arms and 
accoutrements, and to. be exercifed every 
morning. 

The right honourable the Lord Mayor. 
court of ‘aldermen and common council, 
waited on his Majefty at St. James s with 
the following addrefs. 

“© Moft gracious Sovereign, 

“We your Majefty’s moft dutiful and. 
loyal fubjects, having heard that attempts 
are forming ‘by the common difturbers of 
the peace and tranquility of Europe, in fa- 
vour of a Popith Pretender, to interrupt that 
happinefs we thankfully enjoy under your 
Majefty’s government,’ humbly beg Jeave 
to take this firft opportunity to exprefs our 
greateft concern for, and abhorrence of this 
indignity intended againft your Majefty and 
thefe kingdoms. 

«We have no reafon to doubt but that 
by the bleffing of God on your Majefty’s 
arms, our enemies will be difappointed in 
their’ expectations, as your Majefty’s fub- 
-jects muft be too fenfible of the bleflings of 
liberty, property, and the free exercife of 
their religion, which they enjoy under your 
moft aufpicious reign, to exchange them 
for a certain arbitrary, and tyrannical go- 
vernment ; fo the loyalty and unanimity of 
your faithful fubjeéts will greatly tend to 
difcourage thefe defperate endeavours to de- 
ftroy and fubvert our excellent conftitution. 
We therefore beg leave moft humbly to af- 
fure your Majefty, of our firm and fincereft 
attachment to your facred perfon and go- 
vernment, and our prefent happy eftablifh- 
ment in church and ftate ; and that no en- 
deavours of ‘ours fhall, even at the hazard 
of our lives and— fortunes; be wanting to 
fruftrate thefe attempts, to the prejudice 
of both, and to fecure the laws and liberties 
of this country, and the Proteftant fuccef- 
fion in your Majefty’s moft ‘illuftrious 
Houfe, to the lateft generations.” 

To which his Majefty was pleafed to 
return this moft gracious anfwer,. 

«IT take very kindly this feafonable 
mark of your duty and affeétion to me. 
The city of London may always depend upon - 
my protection and favour; and I have the 
firmeft confidence, that you will exert your 
authority upon this occafion for the fecus 
rity of the city, and the prefervation of 
the public peace, and for the fupport of my 
government.’ 

After which they had the honour to kifs 
his Majefty’s hand, and his Majefty was 
pleafed to confer the honour of knighthood 
on the ea honourable Robert Wefley 
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efq. lord mayor, Mr, ferjeant Simon Uriing, 
recorder, Mr, aldermen Lambert and Willi- 
mot, and Mr. theriffs Ladbroke and Calvert. 

An embargo was laid in Ireland, on all 
fhips laden and loading with provitions. 

Feb. 19. A general embargo was laid 
on the fhipping on the French coaft, and 
all communication on their part cut off. 

The French court ftopped all the packets 
and paflengers on the frontiers of Flanders. 

There were ten fail of French tranfports 
in Dunkirk harbour, and feventeen fail in 
that road, anda body of forces between 
twenty and thirty thoufand was in the 
town. 

Feb. 20. The defign of taxing fugars 
was laid afide by the Houfe of Commons. 

Feb. 21. The court of lieutenancy wait- 
ed on his Majefty with their addrefs, when 
William Smith, Charles Egleton, and Fames 
Creed, ef{qrs. were knighted. 

The duke of Marlborough and the earl of 
Stair waited on his Majefty at St. Fames’s 
to offer their fervices, who were gracioufly 
received ; and the latter was made com- 
mander in chief of the forces in South 
Britain. 

Feb. 23. A very loyal addrefs from the 
city of Weftminfter, was prefented to his 
Majetty. 

Orders were fent for repairing and forti- 
fying Upnor cattle, and Gillingham fort on 
the river Medway. 

Fourteen fail of French men of war, were 
on the 22d in the morning off Brighthelm- 

one in Suffex, fteering to the eaftward. 
At five in the afternoon they pafled by Rye, 
fteering eaftward; and anchored that night 
under Dungene/s. 

A perfon, who found means to get away 
from Calais the 22d, brought certain ad- 
vice, that he faw the Pretender’s eldeft fon 
there, alfo count Saxe, with three lieute- 
nant generals: that they had been very 
bufy in embarking troops for feveral days 
paft, and that 4ooo men were actually on 
board: that there had been an engagement 
between admiral Matthews’s fquadron and 
the combined fleets off Toulon, to the ad- 
vantage of the former. 

Feb. 24. A loyal addrefs from the city 
of Briffol was prefented to his Majefty ; 

As were feveral others, among whom 
were thofe of the two univerfities; and 
were moft gracicoufly received. 

This day Sir Fobn Norris, with his fleet 
came round the South Foreland, and was 
off Foulkffone, in fight of the French fleet 
at Dungenefs, but in the evening a ftorn 
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arifing at north-eaft, the latter flipt away to 
the weftward, leaving feveral anchors and 
cables behind them, which were after- 
wards taken up. 

His Majefty fent a meflage to both Houfes 
of Parliament, to communicate fome letters 
received from Mr. Thompfon, his minifter at 
the French court, and the information of 
captain Ridley, which papers were immedi- 
ately read, and the Houfe of Commons re- 
fulved, that an humble addrefs be prefented 
to his Majefty, ‘¢ That he would be gra- 
cioufly pleafed, in this dangerous and cri- 
tical conjun@ture of affairs, when this nation 
is threatened with an invafion by a French 
power, in favour of a Popifh Pretender to 
this crown, to augment his forces by fea 
and land, in fuch manner as he fhall think 
proper and neceflary 3 and to affure his Ma- 
jefty, that this Houfe will make good all 
fuch expences as his Majefty fhall be at, 
for the defence of his facred perfon, and for 
the fecurity of thefe kingdoms.” 

And his Majefty was pleafed to fend this 
moft gracious an{wer. 

‘* His Majefty thanks his faithful Com- 
mons for their dutiful and affectionate ad- 
drefs: the beft return hé can make them 
for the confidence they repofe in him, is 
to. aflure them, that no further expence 
fhall be brought upon his people on this 
occafion, than what fhall be found abfo~ 
lutely neceffary for the defence and fecurity 
of thefe kingdoms, and for the prefervation 
of our happy conftitution.”’ 

The Houfe of Lords on perufing the faid 
papers, ordered an humble addrefs to be pre- 
fented to his Majefty. 

<¢ To return his Majefty the thanks of 
this Houfe, for communicating to us the 
intelligence which he has lately received, 
relating to the invafion of this kingdom, 
defigned to be made by France, in favour of 
a Popifh Pretender, and to exprefs the ut- 
moft indignation of this Houfe, at the eva- 
five and prefumptuous anfwer which has 
been returned by the court of France to the 
reprefentation made in his Majefty’s name 
by his minifter at Paris, upon this occa- 
fion; and to give his Majefty the ftrongeft 
affurances, that this Houfe will, at the 
hazard of their lives and fortunes, ftand by 
and fupport his Majefty againft France, 
and any other power whatfoever, that fhall 
prefume to aflift or countenance the Pre~- 
tender, or any of his defcendants, or ad- 
herents; or to invade, or commit any hoe 
ftilities againft his Majefty’s kingdoms; 
this Houfe not doubting, that fo defperate 
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and daring an attempt againft his Majetty’s 
crown, and the religion, laws, and liber- 
ties of this nation, will create the higheft 
deteftation in all his Majefty’s fubjeéts, and 
raife a truly Britifh fpirit in defence of his 
Majefty’s facred perfon, and in mainte- 
mance of thofe invaluable rights; againft 
France, or any other power that fhall pre- 
fume to attack or difturb thefe kingdoms, 
in the quiet poffeflion of the many bieflings 
we enjoy under his Majefty’s aufpicious go- 
vernment.” 

Which addrefs being prefented by the 
Lords with white ftaves, they reported the 
anfwer, that 


“His Majefty thanked the Houfe of 


Lords for the repeated affurances of their 
unalterable zeal, duty and affection to his 
Majefty on this occafion, and, has the ut- 
moft confidence in their vigorous fupport.”” 

Feb. 25. A proclamation was iffwed ‘for 
ageneral faft to be kept upon Wedzefday 
the rith of April next. 

A proclamation was alfo publifhed to re- 
quire the juftices, &c. to put the laws in 
execution againft Papifts, Non-jurors, and 
for commanding all Papifts and reputed 
Papifts, to depart from the cities of Bondon 
and Wefiminfter, and from within ten miles 
of the fame by the 2d of March; and for 
confining Papifts and reputed Papifts to 
their habitations; and for feizing the arms 
and horfes of fuch as refufe to take the 
oaths, &c. and for putting the laws in 
execution againft riots and rioters. 

Feb. 27. “At fix this morning, the earl 
of Barrymore was taken into cuftody by a 
meffenger, at his houfe in Henrietta-ftreet, 
Cavendifb-fguare, and a file of mufqueteers 
was poited init. Several others were alfo 
apprehended, and William colonel €ecil, efq. 
having been examined by a committee of 
the privy council, was committed prifoner 
to the Tower for high treafon. 

The Houfe of Commons granted 4o00/, 
for the repairs of Weftminfter-abbey, and 
and alfo the like fum for rebuilding the 
church of St. ‘Yobn the Evangelift near the 
Hor fe-ferry, which was burnt fome time 
ago, and 15000/, for finifhing the new bridge 
at Wefiminfter. 

The merchants of the city of London 
waited on his Majefty with the following 
addrefs. | 

<< We your Majetty’s moft dutiful and 
loyal fubjects, the merchants of your city of 
London, having obferved, by your Majefty’s 
moft gracious meflage to your Parliament, 
that defigns are carrying on by your Maje- 
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fty’s enemies, in favour of a Popifh Pretes- 
der, to difturb the peace and quiet of thefe

your Majefty’s kingdoms, think it our in- 
difpenfable duty, not to omit this opportu- 
nity of expreffing our juft refentment and 
indignation at fo rafh an attempt. 

“* We have too lively a fenfe of the hape 
pinefs we enjoy in our religion and liberties 
under your Majefty’s mild and aufpicious 
reign, and of the flourifhing condition of 
our trade and commerce, even in the midf 
of war, under your paternal care and Vigi- 
lance, not to give your Majefty the ftrongeft 
aflurances of our higheft gratitude for fuck 
invaluable bleflings; nor can we doubt, but 
by the bleffing of God upon your Majetty’s 
arms, and the unanimous fupport of your 
faithful fubje&ts, the attempts of your enc- 
mies will recoil upon themfelves, and end 
in their own confufion. 

“* We therefore humbly beg leave to de- 
clare to your Majefty our unfhaken refolue 
tion, that we will, on this critical conjune- 
ture, exert our utmoft endeavours for the 
fupport of public credit, and at all times ha- 
zard our lives and fortunes in defence of 
your Majefty’s facred perfon and govern- 
ment, and for the fecurity of the Proteftant 
fucceffion in your royal family.”

*« J thank you very heartily for this du- 
tiful and affe€tionate addrefs. This feafon- 
able mark of zeal and attachment to my 
perfon and government, from fo confiderable 
a body of my trading fubjects, cannot but 
be moft agreeable to me, and muft, at this 
time, greatly conduce to fupport the public 
credit, which I fhall always ufe my utmoft 
endeavours to preferve and maintain.” 

They were very gracioufly received, and 

all had the honour to kifs his Majelty’s 
hand. 
* Feb. 28. A commiffion paffed the great 
feal, appointing William Baker, efq. alder- 
man of London, William Fawkener, Ezekiel 
Hall, Fobn Hyde, Robert Fackfon, and Fobn 
Cafe, ‘efqrs. commiflioners for the dif- 
tribution of all prizes taken from the king 
of Spain and his fubjects by his Majefty’s 
thips of war. 
‘ A mob of nailers, confifting of feveral 
thoufands, haying got together in Stafford- 
rire, in order to raife their wages, and 
having proceeded to plunder houfes, the 
mayor of Walfall affembled the populace of 
that town, led them out, and entirely de- 
feated the other mob; after which he took 
away their plunder, and made proclama- 
tion, that people might have their goods 
again. 
Feb. 29. His Majefty having acquainted 
the Houte of Commons, that he had been 
obliged to fecure the earl of Barrymore, one 
6f their body, for treafonable practices ; 
the Houfe prefented an addrefs to thank his 
Majefty for communicating it to them, and 
to defire that every fufpeted perfon may be 
fecured. 

Upwards of 26,coo/. was brought 
into the revenue, by excife and cuftom- 
houfe feizures, from ‘fanuary 1742 to 
1743+ : 

The gth day of laft month having been 
appointed for the journey of the Pretender’s 
fons from Rome to Cifferna, the eldeft fet 
out accordingly in his poft ‘chaife with his 
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ufual fervants, at ten hours in the morning, 
leaving behind him his youngeft brother, on 
pretence of his delicate coniftitution, who 
was 
Rome, called St. Sohn, were by a previous 
order left there for this purpofe the night 


to follow. The keys of the gate of 


before. At his arrival at the gate, it was 
opened for him, and fhut again. A {mall 
diftance from the gate, he ordered his chaife 
to be ftopped, telling his governor, who 
was with him in the chaife, that he would 


goon horfe-back, and by way of Albano, 


in order to arrive the fooner at Cifferna; to 
which end, three of his own faddle horfes 
and a groom were ready, as he himfelf had 
ordered the day before, with the moft rigo- 
rous injunctions of fecrecy, that it fhould 
not be known to his father or brother, left 
he might be prevented going poft. The 
governor, who was acquainted with all this, 
feemingly oppofed the defign, and fpoke 
aloud, fometimes in Englifb, and fometimes 
in Italian, entreating him in the ftrongeft 
manner not to expofe himfelf to the danger 
of catching cold, and the accidents of riding 
poft fo far in fuch bad roads and bad weather, 
with which his father would be highly 
offended. But the governor at laft yielded 
to his entreaties, and the young man being 
on horfeback, attended by one perfon and a 
groom only, went full gallop towards /- 
bano: the governor apparently affli€ted, be- 
fore he got into the chaife again, fell on 
purpofe into a ditch to divert his poftillion 
and people from obferving which way the 
Pretender’s fon went. About half a mile 
out of the gate, the Pretender’s fon quitted 
the great road, turning by a crofs way that 
leads to Frafcati; where being out of fight 
of his own people, and being too early for 
any paffengers, he changed his wig and hat, 
and every thing that could difeover him, and 
put on another wig andacourier’s cap. The 
French groom likewife changed his cloaths. 
The other perfon who was with them went 
on by Frafcati to Albano, with the cloaths 
the young man and the fervant had quitted, 
and according to his inftru€tions went from 
thence to Cifferna the fame evening, to ac~ 
quaint the younger brother with the reafon 
of the elder’s not coming, pretending that 
he had fallen from his horfe and hurt bim- 
felf a little, which obliged him to ftay at 
Albano, entreating him in the ftrongeft 
manner, not to mention the accident to 
alarm their father. He afked for two of 
the young man’s fhirts, with which he re- 
turned immediately to Albano. The Pre- 
tender’s eldeft fon, after having changed 

his 
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cloaths, returned by the way of Frafcati, 
towards Rome, and going round the walls, 
proceeded to Caprarola cardinal Acquaviva’s 
houfe, with his own horfes, ftopping only 
an hour at Monte Roffo to refreth them. 
He arrived there at nineteen hours, his 
fervant perfonating an officer in the S, anifb 
fervice,, and he a Spanifp courier from Cj- 
wita Cafiellana. Cardinal Acquaviva had 
caufed two poft hor/es to be ready for him, 
with which he proceeded poft with the 
greateft difpatch, notwithitanding the great 
tnows that fell that day, and the extreme 
difficulties he met with in the night pafling 
the mountain of Radicofani. He was pro- 
vided with a badge of a Spanifb courier, 
and paflports, which cardinal “Acquaviva 
had obtained frem the foreign minifters at 
Rome in the name of marquis Spinelli, a re- 
fation of his, which paflports were to be 
made ufe of in Tufcany, and to facilitate 
his being readily furnifhed with horfes on 
thecrofsroads. Travelling in this manner 
might and_day, he arrived in the afternoon 
of the rith at Maffa, whence he wrote the 
firft Jetter to his tather. Avter a fhort reft 
at Majfa, he continued his journey towards 
Genoa, where he arrived the 13th in the 
morning, addrefling himfelf to the Spani 
poft-matter there, to whom he had been 
previoufly recommended by cardinal Acgua- 
viva, as an officer and a courier with dif- 
patches of the laft confequence. "lhere he 
went to bed for the firfl time, and took 
half a day’s reft. From Gerea he was to 
proceed poft to Finale, where an embarka- 
tion was ready to convey him to Antibes. 
To conceal his departure, the duke Gearani 
continually wrote letters from Cifferna to his 
acquaintance in Rome, to inform them, that 
both the Pretender’s fons were in good 
health, and diverted themfelves extremely 
well, having plenty of game, large quan- 
tities of which were feveral times fent to 
Rome to divers people. Thefe accounts alfo 
faid, he was joined at Genoa by an Englifp- 
man, and that from thence he went to Sa- 
vona, where he was obliged to ftay three 
days on account of the bad weather: from 
thence he embarked for Antibes, where he 
arrived in good health. 

Letters from Madrid mentioned, that 
the French minifter there, the bifhop of 
Rennes, had received an exprefs from his 
court, upon which he had immediately an 
audience of his Catholic majefty to acquaint 
him, that the eldeft fon of the Chevalier de 
St. George landed at Antibes, Fanuary 27, 
and was embarked on board the Bref fqua- 
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dron, in which he was to be+tran{ported tg | 
Scotland. : 

March 1% A fire broke out in the town 
of Debenham, Suffolk, which, in a hort 
time, burnt down thirty-eight houfes. 

March 2. General Wade's regiment of 
horfe went through the city, for the Kentifh 
coaft, . 7 

March 3. A very Yoyal addrefs was pre- 
fented from the archbifhops, bifhops, &c. 
and another from the diflenters, which were 
moft gracioufly received, as was alfo the 
quakers, 

Orders were fent to Flanders for the re- 
turn of 6000 Britifh tvoops, on the firft 
notice of a French invafion. 

The cannon of Tilbury fort were ordered 
to be mounted, and the tankard filled with 
water, and a regiment of foot ordered 
thither for its defence. 

The duke of Newcafte, lord lieutenant, 
Gc. of Middlefex, ordered the commanding 
officers of the Wefminfler militia to be 
ready upon any emergency, on a day’s 
notice, 

His Majefty came to the Houfe of Peers 
with the ufual folemnity, and gave the 
royal affent to the following aéts, 

An act for continuing tHe duties upon 
malt, mum, cyder, and perry in Englaud, 
and for granting certain duties upon thé 
fame in Scotland, for the~ fervice of the 
year 1744. . . 

An act to empower his Majefty to fecure 
and detain fuch perfons as his Majefty fhall 
fufpect are confpiring againtt his perfon and 
government. 

An a& to amend laws relating to rogues, 
vagabonds, and other idle and diforderly 
perfons, and to houfes of correétion. 

An a& to oblige overfeers of the poor to 
give public notice of rates, and to produce 
the fame. 

An act for taking affidavits in any of the 
courts of the county palatine of Lancafir. 

An a& to prevent abufes in weighing 
and packing butter in the town of New- 
Malton, York pire. 

An aé& for raifing and eftablifhing a fund 
for a provifion for the widows and children 
of the minifters of the church of Scotland; 
and of the heads, principals, and mafters of 
the univerfities of St. Andrews, Glafgow, 
and Edinburgh. 

To fix road-bills and to eleven private 
bills, one of which was to diffolve the mar- 
riage of the duke of Beaufort. 

March 4. Three hundred horfes were 


fitted at the tower with harneffes, &c. to © 


draw 
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raw a train of artillery of 150 pieces de- 
frgned for the Engli/b coaft. 

Was feized at the Be/l-favage inn, on 
Ludgate-hill, a large cheft of bafket-hilted 
fwords and a cafk of fkull-caps, which 
came from Birmingham, and were to be 
fent to Dorfetfhire. 

Lord Mark Ker’s dragoons were ordered 
to Maidftone. 

Several meffengers were difpatched to 
the feats of the earl of Barrymore in Chefhire 
to feize all his papers. 

The fecretary at war, fent orders to the 
feveral regiments of horfe and foot in Kent, 
to eafe the inns by quartering no more 
than fix at a houfe. 

A fire fuppofed to have been malicioufly 
kindled, at Haxey, in the ifle of Axholme, 
Lincelnfbire, burnt down fifty-fix houfes, 
and a hundred and nineteen barns, out- 
houfes, &c. the damage computed at 
10,000/. 

March 5. General Bowle’s regiment of 
horfe landed at Park-gate, from Dublin 3 
they had fo bad a paffage in the late ftorm, 
that upwar-'s of fifty of the horfes died. 

A proclamation was iffued by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, offering a reward of 
yooo/, for the firft perfon who fhall be dif- 
covered and conviéted for enlifting any of 
his Majefty’s fubjects, for foreign fervice, 
300/. for each of the next fix perfons, 100/. 
for every other perfon and a pardon, and a 
reward of so/. for any perfon concerned in 
the {aid offences, who fhall difcover any of 
his accomplices within two years after the 
date hereof. 

March 7. Captains O’Brien and O'Hara, 
of the Irif; troops in the French fervice, 
coming to Harwich in order to go in the 
packet to Holland, were, by order of Lord 
Carteret, apprehended and carried to town 
in cuftody of two meffengers. 

The city of Dublin unanimoufly agreed 
to array their militia, and provide necefia- 
ries for three regiments of foot and one of 
horfe, and offered'a reward of 6000/. for 
apprehending the Pretender, or his fon, 
either alive or dead, fhould they attempt to 
land in that kingdom, and fixty thoufand 
fireearms and other acoutrements, were 
feized in fufpeéted houfesin the fouthern- 
moft part of Ireland. 

In the town of Huthersfield, York/hire, 
was difcovered the foundations of a Roman 
Temple, where were feveral beautiful Ro- 
man bricks, and an altar entire, with a 
kind of Patera at the top, on one fide a 
Cornucopia, and on the other an augural 
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ftaff: it was dedicated to the goddefs Fore 


tune by one Antonius Modeftus, or Modefti- 


nus, for there were only the two firit fyl- 


lables, of the fixth conquering legion. 

March 10. By an order from the war 
office, 10,000 fkull caps, and 10,000 breaft- 
plates, with axes, faws, @c. were fhipped 
at the Tower, for the ufe of his Majeity’s 
forces in Germany: alfo 1000 barrels of 
gunpowder, 1000 cartouches, 1000 belts, 
5000 mufkets and 40 tons of balls. 

About soo Swifs in and about London 


and Weftminfter, ofiered to form a regiment 


and enter into the King’s fervice, in cafe of 
an invafion: their regimental cloaths were 
ordered to bemade, and to be grey turned 
up with red. 

The reluétance of the French foldiers at 
Dunkirk, to go on board their tranfports, 
was fo great, that it was found neceflary to 
execute one of them upon the ftrand, to 
ftrike terror into the reft. 

March 14, Several noblemen and gene 
tlemen, waited on the King at court, and 
voluntarily offered to raife whole regiments, 
both horfe and foot, in the defence of his 
Majetty’s facred perfon and the rights of his 
crown againft the French, or any other 
power who fhould efpoufe the caufe of a 
Popifh Pretender, by invading thefe king- 
doms. 

Upwards of 20 Britifh fhips were feized 
at Dunkirk, and the captains with their 
crews made prifoncrs. 

An embargo was laid.on all French vef- 
fels in the river Thames. 

March 17. Landed at Gravefend, three 
regiments of Dutch troops, viz. Lindeman’ ss 
Eck van Pantalion’s and Glinfira’s, com- 
manded by major-general Rompf. 

March 19. A great number of papifts 
took the oaths before, the juftices at We/t- 
minfters 
March 20. The French declared war 
againit England, the declaration was as 
follows : 

«¢ By the King. 

<¢ Upon the breaking out of the troubles 
after the death of the emperor Charles 
VI. the King took all opportunities of 
fhewing, that his Majefty defired nothing 
more earnettly than to fee them fpeedily 
concluded, by an equitable accommodation 
between the parties in war. 
« The conduét which his Majefty has 
ever fince obferved, has fufficiently de- 
monftrated, that he conftantly perfifted in 
the fame difpofitions ; and his Majefty, not 
being defirous of forming any pretenfions 
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for himfelf which might in the leaft obftruét 
the re-eftablithment of tranquility in Euv- 
rope, had no notion of being obliged to take 
partin the war, otherwife than in fupply- 
ing his allies, with the fuccours which he 
was engaged to give them. 

«¢ Such difinterefted views would foon 
have feftored peace, if the court of London 
had thought with as much equity and mo- 
deration, and if it had confulted nothing 
but the welfare and advantage of the Englifb 
nation; but the king of England, eleétor 
of Hanover, had very eppofite intentions, 
which, as it was foon perceived, aimed at 
nothing lefs than kindling a general war. 
Not fatisfied with diffuading the court of 
_Vienna, from entertaining any notion of a 
reconciliation, and with nourifhing its 
animofity by the moft violent councils, it 
has taken all opportunities of irritating 
France, by every where difturbing her 
maritime commerce, in contempt of the 
law of nations, and the moft folemn treaties. 

«¢ The convention of Hanover in O&ober 
1741, feemed at leaft to have affured his 
Majefty of the difcontinuance of fuch ex- 
cefies. The king of England, during the 
-ttay he made in his German dominions, ap- 
peared to liften to the complaints which 
were made to him on this occafion, and to 
perceive the jufticeof them; he gave his 
royal word that he would caufe them to 
ceafe, and he formally engaged himfelf not 
to difturb the allies of the King in the pur- 
fuit of their rights; but fcarce was he re- 
turned to London, before he forgot all his pro- 
mifes ; and as foon as he was certain that 
the King’s army had entirely quitted Wef- 
phalia, he caufed it to bedeclared by his mi- 
nifters, that the convention no Jonger fub- 
fifted, and that he looked upon himfelf as 
difengaged from it. 

«s He then thought there was no longer 
neceflity to act with circumfpection: being 
himfelf a perfonal enemy of France, he 
feemed to have no other views than to raife 
up fuch every where againft her: this be- 
came the principal point inthe inftru@tions 
of his minifters in all the courts of Europe. 
The piracies of the Englifh men of war en- 
creafed with cruelty and barbarity; even 
the ports of the kingdom were no longer an 
afylum againft their infults, The English 
have at length dared to block up the port of 
Toulott, to ftop all fhips, to feize upon the 
merchandize which they carried, and to 
take even the recruits and ammunition 
which his Majefty was {ending into his 
firong places. 
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*¢ So many repeated injuries and outs 
rages have at laft tired the patience of his 
Majefty, who can no longer bear with 
them, without failing in the protection 
which he owes his own fubjeéts, and the af- 
fiftance he owes his allies, in the defénce 
of himfelf, his honour and glory. ‘Thefe 
are the juft motives that no longer permit 


his Majefty to keep within the bounds of 


moderation which he had prefcribed to 
himfelf, and which conftrain him to de« 
clare war, as he does by thefe prefents, 


againft the king of England, ele€tor of Ha- f 


nover, both by fea and land. 

‘© His Majefty ordains and enjoins all his 
fubjeéts, vaflals and fervants, to fall upon 
the fubjects of the king of England, eleGtor 
of Hanover ; forbids them in the moft ex- 
prefs manner from hereafter having any 
communication, commerce, or intelligence 
with them, on pain of death 3 and confe- 
quently his Majefty hath from henceforward 
revoked, and does revoke all permiffions, 
paflports, fafe-guards, and fafe-conduéts, 
which may have been given by himfelf, or 
by his lieutenant-generals, end other his 
officers, contrary to thefe prefents, and 
hath declared them, and does declare them 
null, void, and of no effeét, forbidding all 
perfons from having any regard thereto. 

‘¢ His Majefty orders and commands the 
duke de Penthieurz, admiral of France, the 
marfhals of France, the governors and 
lieutenant-generals, for his Majefty inhis 
provinces and armies, camp-marfhals, co- 


lonels, captains, heads and conduétors of 


his military people, as well horfe as foot, 
French and foreigners, and all other his 
officers whom it fhall concern, that they, 
and each of them, caufe the purport of 
thefe prefents to be executed, in the extent 
of their powers and jurifditions, for fuch 
is the will of his Majefty. He wills and 


intends that thefe prefents fhall be. publifh- > 


ed and fixed up in all the cities, as well 
maritime as others, and in all the ports, 
harbours, and other places of his kingdom 
and territories under his obedience, where 


it thall be needful, that none may pretend 
ignorance thereof.

March 21. The duke of Neweaftle fent 
for the Lord Mayor, fheriffs, and repre- 
fentatives of London, and acquainted them, 
that an exprefs was atrived from Mr. 
Tbhompfon, our ambaflador at Paris, with 

an 
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an account, that the faid ambaflador was 
fent for by M. Amelot to Verfailles, who 
acquainted him in the name. of the King 
his matter, that things were come to fuch a 
pafs, that a declaration of war muft foon 
enfue, on their part; upon which Mr. 
Thompfon replied, that his nation was 
thoroughly prepared to take the proper mea- 
fures. And Sir William Calvert and Sir 
Robert Ladbroke, acquainted the merchants 
and traders therewith, that they might act 
accordingly, 

March 22. His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the royal affent to 
the following bills. 

Anaé& for raifing by annuities and a 
lottery 1,800,000/. at 3 per cent. per anne 
for the fervice of the year 1744. 

Anat for granting to his Majefty the 
furplus of the monies arifen, or to arife by 
the duties on fpirituous liquors, granted 
by an act of laft feffion, amd for explaining 
the faid act, in relation to the retailers of 
fuch liquors, and for eftablifhing an agree- 
ment with the Eaf-India company. 

An a&t for punifhing mutiny and defer- 
tion, and for the better payment of the 
army and their quarters. 

An aé& for the more effectual recruiting 
his Majefty’s land forces and marines. 

And to feveral road and private bills ; 
after which both Houfes adjourned to 
Luefday April 3. 

The fubfcription for 1,200,000/, by 3 
per cent. annuities, and 600,000/. by a 
lottery for the current fervice, was fuil in 
one day. A fubftantial proof of the rea- 
dinefs of the merchants of London to fup- 
port their King and country againft the in- 
tended invafion. 

March 23. The remainder of the 6000 
Dutch troops arrived at Gravefend from 
Holland. 

Mareh 25. Count Buffy’s chapel was 
fhut up, and his baggage packing for 
France. 

March 27. The magiftrates of Edin- 
Zurgh publithed a proclamation, offering a 
reward of §000/, to any who fhall appre- 
hend the Pretender and his eldeft fon, or 
either of them, dead or alive, if they, or 
either of them, land or attempt to land in 
Scotland ; which proclamation was to conti- 
nue in force for twelve months. 

Several French fhips arrived in Dublin 
harbour and were immediately feized by or- 
der of government. 

His Majefty in council was pleafed to 
eyder that a commiffion fhould be paffed 
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forthwith under the great feal, to impower 
the Lords of the Admiralty to grant letters 
of marque to privateers, for the feizing 
and taking the fhips, veffels and goods be- 
longing to France or the French king, or 
others inhabiting within any of his coun- 
tries, territories or dominions, and fuch 
other fhips, veflels and goods as are or fhall 
be liable to confifcation, purfuant to the 
refpective treaties between his Majefty and 
other princes, ftates and potentates. 

A proclamation was likewife iffued for 
the encouragement of his Majefty’s fhips of 
war and privateers, 

March 31. War was declared againwt 
France in London and Weftminjter. ‘The 
declaration was as follows : 

‘¢ The troubles which broke out in Ger- 
many, on account of the fuccefiion of the 
late emperor Charles the Sixth, having been 
begun and carried on by the inftigation, af- 
fiftance, and fupport of the French king, 
with a view to overturn the balance of 
power in Aurope, and to extend the dan- 
gerous influence of that crown, in direct 
violation of the folemn guaranty of the 
Pragmatic fanétion, given by him in the 
year 1738, in confideration of the ceffion 
of Lorraine 3; and we having on our part 
executed our engagements for maintaining 
the Pragmatic fanétion, with that good 
faith which is infeparable from us; and 
having oppofed the attempts made againft 
the dominions of the queenof Hungary, we 
are not furprifed that our conduét in this 
refpeét fhould have drawn upon us the 
refentment of the French king, who has 
found hisambitious views, in a great mea- 
fure, difappointed by the affiftance we have 
furnifhed to our ally, unjuftly atiacked by 
him 5 or that he fhould alledge it as a prin- 
cipal reafon for his declaring war againft us. 

<¢ From thetime that we found ourfelves 
obliged, for the maintenance of the juft 
rights of our fubjeéts, to enter into a war 
with Spain, inftead of obferving a ftriét 
neutrallity, which we might have promifed 
ourfelves on the part of the French king, 
from whom we were even founded by trea- 
ty to have demanded affiftance, he has given 
encouragement and fupport to our enemies, 
by conniving at his fubjeéts, acting as pri- 
vateers under Spani/h commiffions, both in 
Europe and America; and by fending, in the 
year 1740, a ftrong fquadron into the Ame- 
rican feas, in order to prevent us from pro- 
fecuting the juft war we were carrying on 
againft Spain in thofe parts ; and we have 
the moft authentic proof, that an order 
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was given to the commander of the French 
{quadron, not only to aét in a hoftile man- 
ner againft our fhips, either jointly with 
the Spaniards, or feparately, but even to 
concert meafures with our enemies, for at- 
tacking one of our principal dominions in 
America; a duplicate of that order, dated 
the 7th of Ofober, 1740, having fallen into 
the hands of the commander in chief of our 
fquadron in the Weft Indies. This injurious 
proceeding was greatly aggravated by the 
French minifter at our court, having de- 
clared, on occafion of fending the faid fqua- 
dron, that the French king was very far 
from having any defign. or intention of 
breaking with us. 

“¢ The fame offenfive conduct was con- 
tinued, on the part of the French king, to- 
wards us, by his fguadron inthe Mediterra- 
nean, inthe year 1741, joining with, and 
protecting the thips of our enemies, in fight 
of our fleet, which was preparing to attack 
them. 

‘¢ Thefe unwarrantable proceedings ; 
the notorious breach of treaties, by repair- 
ing the fortifications, and erecting new 
works at Dunkirk; the open hoftilities late- 
ly committed againft our fleet in the Medi- 
terranean 3 the affront and indignity offered 
to us, by the reception of the fon of the 
Pretender to our crown, in the French do- 
minions 5 the embarkation aétually made 
at Dunkirk, of aconfiderable body of troops, 
notorioufly defigned for an invafion of this 
kingdom, in favour of the Pretender to our 
crown; and the fending a fquadron of French 
thips of war into the channel, to fupport 
the faid embarkation and invafion, will be 
lating monuments of the little regard had 
by the French court for the moft folemn en- 
gagements, when the obfervance of them 
is inconfiftent with intereft, ambition, or 
refentment. . 

<¢ We cannot omit taking notice of the 
unjuft infinuations contained in the French 
king’s declaration of war againft us, with 
_ refpect to the convention made at Hanover, 
in O&. 17413 that convention, regarding 
our eleftorate only, had no relation to our 
conduét asking of Great Britain. ‘The al- 
legations concerning it, are groundlefs and 
injurious ; our proceedings in that refpect, 
having been perfeétly confiftent with that 
good faith, which we have always made 
the rule of our ations. 

‘¢ Tt is unneceffary to mention the objec- 
tions made to the behaviour of our mini- 
fters in foreign courts; fince it is notorious 
that the principal view and object of the 
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negotiations of the French minifters in the 
feveral courts of Europe, have been either 
to ftir up inteftine commotions in the coun- 
tries where they refided, or to create dif- 
ferences and mifunderitandings between 
them and their ref{peétive allies. 

‘© The charge of piracy, cruelty, and 
barbarity againft our fhips of war, is equally 
unjuft and unbecoming ; and we have all 
fuch proceedings fo much in abhorrence, 
that if any pra€tices of that nature had been 
made appear to us, we fhould have taken 
effectual care to put a ftop to them, and 
to have punifhed the offenders in the fevereft 
manner, 

‘¢ We being therefore indifpenfably ob- 
liged to take up arms, and entirely rely- 
ing on the help of Almighty God, who 
knows the uprightnefs of our intentions, 
have thought fit to declare, and do hereby 
declare war againft the French king; and 
we will, in purfuance of fuch declaration, 
vigoroufly profecute the fame by fea and 
land; being aflured of the ready concur- 
rence and affiftance of all our loving fub- 
jets, in fo juftacaufe: and we do hereby 
will and require our generals and comman- 
ders of our forces, our commiffioners for 
executing the office of high admiral of 
Great Britain, our licutenants of our feve- 
ral counties, governors of our forts and gar- 
rifons, and all other officers under them, 


by fea and land, to do and execute all aéts” 


of hoftility in the profecution of this war 
againft the faid French king, his vaflals 
and fubjeéts, and to oppofe their attempts ; 
willing and requiring all our fubjeéts to 
take notice of the fame, whom we hence- 
forth ftri@tly forbid to hold any correfpon- 
dence or communication with the fubjeéts 
of the French king: and we do hereby com- 
mand our own fubjeéts, and advertife all 
other perfons of what nation foever, not to 
tranfport or carry any foldiers, arms, pow- 
der, ammunition, or other contraband 
goods, to any of the territories, lands, 
plantations, or countries of the faid French 
king; declaring, that whatfoever fhip or 
veffe] fhall be met withal, tranfporting or 
carrying any foldiers, arms, powder, am- 
munition, or other contraband goods, to 
any of the territories, lands, plantations, 
or countries of the faid French king, the 
fame being taken, fhall be condemned as 
good and lawful prize. And whereas there 
are remaining in our kingdoms divers of the 
fubjeéts of the French king, we do hereby 
declare our royal intention to be, that all 


the French fubjeéts, who thall demean 
. them= 


- 
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themfelves dutifully toward us, fhall be 


fafe in their perfons and eftates. 

«¢ Given at our court at St. Fames’s, the 
e2gth day of March, 1744» in the feven- 
teenth year of our reign. 

“ God fave the King.” 

His Majefty. thips took three or four 
French prizes, and the Spaniards feveral 
Englifh. 

A pardon was offered in the Gazette for 
all foldiers that had deferted, provided they 
entered into his Majefty fervice. 

His Majefty was pleated to nominate Dr. 
Thomas Cheyney, dean of Lincoln, in the 
room of Dr. Edward Willes, bifhop of Bath 
and Wells. 

Francis Walwin, M. A, a prebendary of 
Canterbury, inthe room of Dr. Samuel Lifle, 
bithop of St. Ajaph. 

Addreffes were prefented from Edinburgh, 
Cornwall, Northampton, Se. 

April 1. Six regiments of foot were or- 
dered to be raifed with all expedition, to re- 
place thofe in England, which were to be 
fent abroad. 

April 2, Sailed for the Mediterranean 
the fleet under the command of Sir Charles 
Hardy, confifting of one man of war of 
one hundred guns, three of ninety, four of 
eighty, one of feventy, one of fixty, one 
- of fifty, a bomb ketch, a great number of 
ftore-fhips, @&c. but afterwards put back. 

April 3. His Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Peers with the ufual ftate, and made the 
following moit gracious fpeech from the 
throne. 

6¢ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

<¢ The preparations which were fo long 
carried on in France, to invade this king- 
dom, in favour of a Popith Pretender, have 
at laft been followed by a declaration of war 
by that crown againft me. The duty, af- 
fection, and zeal for me and my family, 
which have been fo fully and cordially ex- 
preffed in the unanimous refolutions of both 
Houfes of Parliament, and in the loyal and 
feafonable addrefles of all my good fubjects, 
_ ought to have convinced our enemies, how 
ill-grounded any hopes of fuccefs were, with 
which they might have vainly flattered 
them(elves in fuch an attempt. To me it 
js the trueft fatisfaction, and muft be the 
greateft fecurity to my government, that, jutt 
at the time of entering into this war, I have 
had fuch folemn affurances and pledges of 
the fidelity and good affections of my people. 

<¢ Whatever colours may be endeavoured 
to be put on thefe injurious proceedings of 
the court of France, 1 can appeal to the 
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whole world! for the rectitude and equity of 
my conduct, always fteadily directed to the 
defence of the antient allies of my crown, 
conformably to treaties, to the preiervation 
of the balance and liberties of Europe, and 
the maintenance of the commerce and ef. 
fential interefts of my kingdoms, purfuant 
to the advice of my Parliament, without 
invading the rights of any other power. 

«¢ Under thefe circumftances, Ihave de- 
clared war, on my part, againtt the French 
king, and have made the proper requifitions 
to my allics, particularly the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces, (whole firm 
friendfhip I have fo lately experienced) te 
join with me, and perform their engage~ 
ments on this important occafion. 

‘<< Gentlemen of the Hou ife of Commons, 

<< IT take this opportunity to thank you 
for the readinefs and difpatch with which 
you have already granted me fuch large 
fupplies, and that on terms fo advantageous 
to the public, although we were then ac- 
tually menaced with an invafion. It would 
give me the utmoft concern to fee our ex- 
pences increafed by this new event; but if 
you fhall find any thing further neceflary, 
for the fupport of the honour of my. crown, 
and your own fecurity, in the prefent con- 


junéture, I depend on your wonted zeal to 


provide for it. 
“6 My Lords and Gentlemen, 

‘¢ In fo jufta caufe, 1 rely on the Divine 
Prote€tion, and on your vigorous and ef- 
fe&tual fupport and affitance. Let the ene- 
mies of our peace, who have long afpired 
at the univerfal monarchy of Europe, and 
envied the liberty and flourifhing condition 
of my kingdoms in particular, fee, that 
Great Britain, in conjun@ion with her al- 
lies, is able to withftand and defeat their 
deftruétive projects. I will do my part. E 
have no intereft at heart but yours; and in 
that common intereft let us all unite.” 

Aprila, The Houfe of Lords waited on 
his Majefty with the following addrefs. 

“© Moft gracious Sovercign, 

« We your Majefty’s moft dutiful and 
loyal fubjets, the Lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral in Parliament aflembled, return your 
Majefty our humble thanks for your moft 
gracious fpeech from the throne. 

« Asthe preparations lately made by the 
court of France to invade this kingdom, in 
favour of a Popifh abjured Pretender, raifed 
in us the utmoft refentment and abhor- 
rence; fo the difappointment, which, 
through the good Providence of God, and 
your Majefty’s vigilance, that pernicious 
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defign has met with, fills our hearts with 
the trueft joy and fatisfaétion, 

“* A proceeding, fo notorioufly contrary 
tothe faith of many treaties, could have 
been aggravated by nothing but the decla- 
ration of war publifhed by the French king 
againft your Majefty: a declaration con- 
taining infinuations fo injurious to your 
Majefty’s royal dignity, and to the honour 
of che Britifb name and nation, that the in- 
dignation which we feel in ourfelves, makes 
ws not doubt, but it will have the fame juft 
effet on the minds of all your faithful fub- 
jects. 

“ Our zeat for your Majefty, your royal 
family and government, our ardour for the 
fervice and fupport of your Majefty and our 
country, at the expence of our blood and 
treafure, could not have been augmented 
by any circumftances, but the meafures now 
«taken by France, unprovoked by any thing, 
but your Majeity’s endeavours to defend the 
antient and natural allies of your crown, to 
preferve the liberties of Europe, and to 
maintain the commerce and effential inte- 
reits of your kingdoms, 

<< If Great Britain could be wanting to 
your Majefty in fo juft a caufe, it muft be 
wanting td itfelf: you may therefore firm- 
Ty rely on the utmoft efforts of your people, 
to make good the folemn aflurances, which 
they have fodutifully and fo afte Ctionately 
given you, and effectually to ftand by and 


afift your Majefty in profecuting the war 


againft France with the greateft vigour. 

** We acknowledge your Majefty’s good- 
mefs in acquainting us, that, upon this 
event, you have made the proper requifi- 
tions to your allies, particularly to. the 
States General of the United Provinces, 
between whom and this nation the ftri@tett 
ties do happily fubfift. We humbly befeech 
your Majefty to continue thofe inftances in 
the ftrongef# manner 3 not doubting but the 
fame friendthip, which that great Prote- 
fant republic has fo lately fhewn for this 
kingdom, and their juft fenfe of our com- 
mon intereft and common danger, will in- 
duce them to join with your Majefty, and 
to fulfil their engagements on the prefent 
eccafion. 

“* Your Majefty’s gracious and paternal 
declaration, that you have no intereft at 
heart, but that of your kingdoms, cannot 
§ail to excite in all your fubje&ts the warm- 
eft gratitude; and to cement that confi- 
dence between King and people, which is 
fo neceflary in this conjunéture. Permit us, 
om our part, to affure your Majefty, from 
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the bottom of our hearts, that we loolg 
upon the defence and fupport of your Ma- 
jefty, and of the Proteftant fucceffion in 
your illuftrious houfe, as the only fecurity, 
under God, of our religion, laws, and li- 
berties ; and that in this national and glo- 
rious caufe, all true Britons and Proteftants 
will zealoufly and ftedfattly unite.”

“We your Majefty’s moft dutiful and 
loyal fubjeéts, the Commons of Great Byi- 
tain, in Parliament aflembled, beg leave to 
return your Majefty our moft hearty thanks 
for your Majefty’s gracious Speech from 
the throne ; and toexprefs our utmof in- 
dignation and refentment, that, after an at- 
tempt, the moft perfidious, to furprize 
your Majefty’s kingdoms by a fudden inva- 
fion, in favour of the Pretender, the French 
king fhould publith a declaration of war, 
couched in terms, injurious to the honour 
and dignity of your Majefty’s crown, per- 
fon, and government, and avowedly found- 
ed upon your Majefly’s having fupported, 
purfuant to your engagements, an ally, op- 
prefied by the French king, contrary to his 
faith, folemnly pledged and dearly bought.

“ High and mighty Lords, our good 
friends, allies, and confederates. ‘The 
French king having received into his king- 
doms the fon of the Pretender, and having , 
in time of full peace, made immenfe pre- 
paration by land and fea, with aview to in- 
troduce him, by fore of arms, into ours, in 
order to deprive us, and our family after 
us, of our crown, and our faithful fubjects 
of their laws, their liberty, and their reli- 
gion, your republic determined to lofe 
no time in fhewing, by.a condu& direCly 
contrary to that of the faid King, how 
much fhe detefted fo enormous a violation of. 
the facred ties, by which princes and ftates 
are united. Our minifter plenipotentiary 
at the Hague has already declared to you, by 
our order, how thankfully we received the 
fuccour 
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fuccour of Gooo men, which you fent us 
upon that occafion. We would no longer 
defer repeating thofe acknowledgements to 
you, under our own hand 3 and as France 
has, fince that period, carried her ill de- 
figns to the greateft length, by openly de- 
claring war againft us, upon frivolous and 
unjuft pretences, under colour of which, 
fhe attempts to fjuftify her own conduét, 
and to blacken ours, alledging accufations 
without proof, and faéts without founda- 
tion, we find ourfelves, with great regret, 
obliged to demand the entire execution of 
the treaties between us, on your part,. by 
requiring you, in purfuance of that of the 
year 1678, to come to an open rupture with 
France, oftering to concert immediately 
with you all fuch meafures as may be ne- 
ceflary, as weil for carrying on the war 
againft the common enemy, as for provid- 
ing for our mutual fafety, in the moft 
effectual manner. You are not ignorant, 
high and mighty Lords, with how: much 
’ geal and good faith, we have oppofed the 
efforts made by that crown, towards over- 
turning that order of fucceffion eftablifhed 
by the late Emperor, which fhe had obliged 
herfelf to guarantee, in the fame manner, 
that we, and that your commonwealth had 
obliged ourfelves thereto ; and towards the 
deftruétion of a family, which fhe had en- 
gaged by the moft folemn treaties to fup- 
port : you approved the conduét which we 
held therein: you went ftil) farther; you 
concurred with usin it, and you do ftill 
concur with us. From thence proceeds the 
unjuft war, which that King has already 
declared againft us, and which he gives 
you notice to be intended at the fame time 
againft your ftate, by the armies wherewith 
he now overfpreads your frontiers, and 
threatens your barrier. In order to fecure 
that rampart of your dominions, we 
thought ourfelves obliged to exceed what 
we were ftriétly engaged to by the treaty 
of 1715, by keeping a very confiderable 
body of our troops in thofe parts, as much 
for your defence, as for that of our common 
ally, the queen of Hungary. We make 
not the leaft doubt, but that at a time when 
the Proteftant fucceflion to our kingdoms 
(the other object of that treaty) is openly 
menaced by the enterprizes of France, you 
will add that confideration alfo, to fo many 
other titles, by which our prefent requifi- 
tion to you is fupported: they are the 
moft authentic, the moft pofitive, and the 
mott facred engagements : it is the glorious 
example of your anceftors + it is the defence 
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of an opprefied Princefs ; the fupport of 4 
balance of power in Europe, neceffary to 
the maintenance of the common liberty 
and fecurity: it is, in a word, the prefer- 
vation of our holy religion, and of the true 
worfhip of God, which do all together cal¥” 
upon, and oblige you to declare war, in 
thefe circumftances, againft France, and to 
join the whole forces of your republic, 
by fea and land, to ours, in order to check 
the unjuft and dangerous ambition of an 
enemy, who has been in the courfe of for- 
mer wars, more than once obliged, by the 
union of thofe forces, to reftore peace te 
Europe ; and who will not fail by the fame 
means, and with the affiftance of Al- 
mighty God, to be again obliged to it. 
Such a number of effential motives as we 
have alledged, give us caufe to rely upon a 
favourable refolution on the part of your re# 
public: and accordingly, in that juft hope 
and expectation, we conclude this letter, 
praying God to keep you, high and mighty 
Lords, our good friends, allies, and confe- 

derates, in his holy and worthy proteétion.

To the king of Great Britain, 
“SIR, 

*¢ As foon as the arrival of the eldeft fon 
of the Pretender in France, and the prepa-~ 
rations that were making there for invading 
your Majefty’s kingdom, came to our know- 
ledge, we did not fail ‘to make very ferious 
refleCtions upon thofe proceedings, and how 
contrary they were to the moft folemn trea- 
ties, and how much they tended to over- 
turn your Majefty’s government, and the 
laws, the liberty, and the religion of 
the Briti/h nation, with the maintenance 


whereof the prefervation of thofe of our . 


republic is infeparably conneéted. Wey 
therefore, upon the firft requifition made 
by your Majefty’s minifter plenipotentiary, 
did not hefitate to grant immediately, and 
to fend into England, with all the expedi- 
tion poflible, the firft fuccour of 6000 foot, 
ftipulated in the treaties, It is a great fa- 
tisfa€tion to us, to have firft learnt, by 
your Majefty’s faid minifter plenipotentiary, 


| and to fee afterward, by the letter of 23th 


inftant, which your Majefty hath juft ho- 
noured us with, that our good faith, and 
the fulfilling of our engagements, were

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fereeable to your Majefty. France having 
afterwards thought fit to declare war againft 
your Majefty, we hefitated no more than 
in the former cafe, upon the requifition 
which was made to us on the part of your 
Majefty, to give you likewife the fuccour 
of twenty men of war conformable to the 
treaties, and we are caufing them to be 
equipped with all diligence poffible, not 
doubting, but that the effect of our good- 
will in this point, will be as agreeable to 
your Majefty, as was our firft refolution. 
And fince it has pleafed your Majefty to 
demand, in your letter, the entire execu- 
tion of the treaties, and to require us, by 
virtue of that of 1678, to enter into an 
Open rupture with France, we hope, that 
your Majefty will not take it amifs, that, 
before we explain ourfelves thereupon, we 
take the method pointed out by that fame 
treaty, endeavouring by our offices, to 
bring about an equitable accommodation 
between the parties at war, before we pro- 
ceed farther. To this end, we have re- 
folved to fend forthwith, a minifter to the 
court of France, whom we have already 
named, and whom we will difpatch without 
lofs of time. And as the order and confti- 
tution of our government does not permit 
us to come to a final refolution, in an affair 
of this importance, without confulting the 
ftates of the provinces which compofe our 
republic, we will not delay a moment to 
inform them of the contents of your Ma- 
jefty’s letter, and prefs them to explain 
themfelves thereupon. 

«¢ In the mean while we defire your Ma- 
jefty to be perfuaded, that we lay this great 
affair, and the confequences it may be at- 
tended with, to heart; that .we will give 
all the attention to it that we are capable 
of, and that we will endeavour to give your 
Majefty proofs of our attachment to your 
interefts, as far as the fituation and the 
forces of the republic will permit; defir- 
jng nothing more ardently than to convince

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ing pieces, from 17 to 48 pounders, TOO 


field piéces and feveral mortars, forty of 


which threw bombs of five hundred pounds. 
On the 15th he reviewéd his army confift- 
ing of 121,000 effective men. On the 
r7th marfhal count de Saxe ieized Courtray, 
Harlebeck, and Warneron, in which laft was 
a Dutch garrifon, who retired to Ypres. 
On the 18th Menim, whofe garrifon con 
fitted but of 1600 men, was invefted by 
40,000 French 3 the fiege was carried on 
by two attacks, which his moft Chriftian 
Majetty vifited, and gave 250 piftoles to the 
gunners. Many thoufand peafants were 
made to dig the trenches, and great firing 
was heard at Tournay the 28th, 29th, and 
goth. Soon after which the French became 
mafters of it, according to advices from 
Calais, which added, that the French were 
then befieging both Furnes and Ypres, and 
expected foon to be in poffeffion of them. 
They had feized moft of the {mall pofts on 
the Scheld and Lis, and attempted to fur- 
prize larger, but were prevented. 

May 3. The allied army confifting of 
22,000 Englifh, 16,000 Hanoverians, 18,000 
Auftrians, and 20,000 Dutch, took the field 
and encamped at Ache and Affigen, and 
from thence, after feveral movements, 
marched under the command of the duke 
d’ Aremberg to Ninoue and Grammont, in 
order to attack the French. 

General St. Clair, with 600 Britifb re- 
cruits, and as many horfes, lately landed at 
Offend, having heard of an ambufcade of 
4000 French, in his way from Bruges to 
Ghent, went back to Bruges; upon which 
moft part of the French retired, the reft 
were attacked by the Scotch highlanders, 
who killed thirty-two, and the recruits 
got fafe to Ghent. 

General Campbell, governor of that place, 
having received a meflage from count Saxe, 
that if his Highlanders continued to inter- 
rupt the convoys of provifions coming ta 
the French, he would burn the next village, 
returned for anfwer, that his people knew 
the way to French Flanders, and if he burnt 
one, they fhould burn twenty; and he ac- 
tually demanded of his lordfhip of Lifle the 
fame quantity of provifions as the French 
had demanded from the diftri€ts of Ypres 
and Dixmude. 

The great conqueror Kouli Kan, about 
this time undertook a greater fcheme 
than any he had yet executed. He re- 
nounced the Perfan religion, and folemnly 
embraced the opinion of Omar, in order to 
take upon him the dignity of Kaliff, or fu- 

Te preme 
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preme prince of Muffelmen, or true belie- 
vers, and by virtue of this title deprived 
the Turks of their fuperiority at Mecca, and 
rendered both the Grand Seignior and Mo- 
gul his fubftitutes. 

War was declared between the queen of 
Hungary and the king of France. 

May 7. The earl of Barrymore and his 
bail appeared in the court of King’s-bench 
and were difcharged from their recogni- 
zances, 

May 8. Commodore Warren, failed with 
feveral men of war from Antigua for St. 
Lucia, to poflefs himfelf of that ifland, 
which lies between Martinico and. St. Vin- 
cent, almoft within Ggst of the former, 
and in which is a good harbour. 

Several gentlemen in Ireland, on occafion 
of the French fcheme for an invafion, form- 
ed themfelves into an independent regiment 
of horfe, commanded by the honourable 
colonel Ponfonby: and Nicholas Loftus Hume, 
efq. began alfo to raife another independent 
regiment of horfe,, called the Ennifkilleners, 
to confift of ro0oo gentlemen.

«¢ Whereas divers perfons have been guil- 
ty of the illegal prattices of clandeftine im- 
porting and running of prohibited and un- 
cuftomed goods, and thereby fubjected them- 
felves to great penalties, for which fome 
have been already convicted, and are in exe- 
cution for the fame, and others are under 
profecution, and many more liable to fuch

beyond fea to avoid the fame, fhall, on or 
before the 2oth day of ‘fune next, in cafe.

«« Whereas we are informed that a great 
number of mariners and feafaring men, our 
natural born fubjeéts, are in the fervice of 
divers foreign princes and {tates, to the pre- 
judice of our kingdom ; we have therefore 
thought it neceflary, by and with the advice 
of our privy council, to publifh this our roy- 
al proclamation, and do hereby ftrily 


charge and command all mafters of fhips, 


pilots, mariners, feamen, fhipwrights, and 
other feafaring men whatfoever, and where- 
foever (being our natural born fubjeéts) who 
are in the pay or fervice of any foreign 
prince or ftate, or do ferve in any hip or 
vefiel, that forthwith they, and every of 
them, do (according to their known and 
bounden duty and allegiance) withdraw

May 17. Extraordinary rejoicings were 
made at Briffol, on bringing up to that city 
the king William’s prize. A fubf{cription 
among the merchants was opened for 
10,000/, to build privateers, when ninety 
gentlemen fubicribed 100/. each. 

At ten o’clock at night were feen Fu- 
piter’s four fatellites, all nearly in con- 
junction, about three diameters to the eait- 
ward of the planet’s body. 

May 22. One Potter a foldier was fhot 
in Hyde-Park, for defertions, having taken 
zyoo/. advance money. 

Advice came from Gibraltar that a ree 
gifter was fhip taken by the, Solebay, worth 
600,000/. to the captors, great quantities of 
gold being found amongft the cochineal, 
Each foremaft man to have near 1000/. 

May 26. Admiral Leffock, in the Sa/if- 
bury, arrived at Spitbead in twenty-nine 
days from Gibraltar. 

His Majefty’s hip, the Woolwich, eap- 
tain Herbert, took a Spanifh regifter fhip 
Valued at 250,000/, and feveral other cap- 
tures, 

Dr. Arthur St. George, made dean of St.

Tfaac Gervais, M. A. dean of Tuam, in 
the room of dean Hinton, deceafed.

May 29. A body of 6000 Briti/b troops 
was ordered to be fent forthwith to Flan- 
ders. 

Mey 21. A fturgeon upwards of fix 
feet long was taken near the horfe ferry, 
Wefiminfter. 

Fune 2. Were fhipped at the tower fixty- 
four carriages with their cannon, as alfo 
32,000 cartouches, befides belts for the 
Britifb forces in Flanders. 

A draught was ordered to be made of 
fixteen men ovt of each company in the 


foot guards, to be fent to Flanders; and for

the fame place were ordered to embark, 
with all poffible expedition, Barrells, 
Mordaunt’s, Price’s,;Cholmondeley’s, Fleming’ sy 
and lord Harry Beauclerk’s regiment of foot, 
with general Read, and feveral other general 
officers. 

Admiral Martin was ordered to fail for 
the Mediterranean, with eleven of his Ma- 
jefty’s fhips of war, of which one wasa firft 
rate, and two more fecond rates, to relieve 
admiral Matthews. 

Sune 4. At noon there began a moft vio- 
lent ftorm of lightning, thunder, hail, and 
rain at Glocefler, which lafted the whole 
afternoon, and did much damage. In the 
north Highlands, in Scotland, was a ftorm 
of thunder, Jightning, and rain, which 
caufed a great inundation, and carried away 
fome houfes, and two fine bridges built by 
general Wade. 

The twenty Dutch men of war were 
ordered to join the Englifb fleet at Port/- 
mouth. 

William Petty, ef{q. paid his fine to be 
excufed ferving the office of sheriff; as did 
afterwards Thomas Ripley, Samuel Remnants 
Andrew Felfs, Fobn Parker, and Fames 
Lang fton, efqrs. 

At Higham Park, in Northamptonfbire, 
was difcovered a great number of very large 
fheets of lead fpread {mooth on each other, 
under which was concealed a large quantity 
of plate, &c. fuppofed to have been buried 
there in the time of Oliver Cromavell. 

The king of France ftill prefied forward 
from one fiege to another, without the leaft 
fear of interruption from theallies, who were 
encamped near Oudenarde ina poft fo adyan- 
taceous, they imagined themfelves fecure 
from danger; though their enemies were 
more than double their number: but were 
obliged to fuffer the mortification of feeing 
that country recovered in a few days by the 
French; which it require years in the laft 
war to take from them. 

The governor of Menin, having obtained 
an honourable capitulation, on Fume 5, 
marched with all the honours of war, drums 
beating, and colours flying, with their 
equipages, and all guns ftamped with the 
Dutch arms, fixty carriages drawn by four 
horfes each. The Proteftant’and other in- 
habitants remained in poffeffion of all their 
rights. 

Funeg. Armbleteufe, a {mall town, two 
leagues to the eaft of Boulogne, was de- 
ftroyed by one of his Majefty’s fifty gun 
fhips. 

Several 
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Sevetal gentlemen, merchants, @c. in 
Dublin, fubfcrived to fit out privateers, to 
cruize onthe French and Spaniards. 

Fune tt. A fire broke out at Sir William 
Calvert's grainery, in Thames flreet, which 
confumed the fame with above fifty bags of 
hops, and 4600 quarters of malt, and da- 
maged near 1000 more, with part of a 
houfe. The prince of Wales was prefent 
encouraging the firemen, among whom he 
ordered 100 guineas to be diftributed, and 
a handfome prefent to Sir William’s own 
fervants. 

Sune 12. A machine invented by the late 
Mr. King, for cutting off the piles of the 
‘centres to the arches of Weffminfter bridge 
clofe to the bottom of the river, being tried 
in prefence of feveral perfons of quality, cut 


off a pile in four minutes, and met with. 


general approbation. 

The French feized and fortified the pafs 

~of Belem, which commanded the canal be- 

tween Ghent and Bruges, which enabled 
them to hinder the juntioa of the troops 
fent from England with the army; they 
Tanded at Offend, and continued part of that 
garrifon, 

Fune 13. The grand jury for the county 
of Middlefex, having found a bill againft colo- 
nel Cecil for mifprifion of treafon, he was 
ordered to continue on his recognizance till 
the firft day of next term. 

The French invefted Ypres, and opened 
the trenches before it on the 7th inftant. 
A horn work was taken on the gth, at the 
third attack, with fword in hand. They 
then carried on their attacks on three fides, 
firing from 120 cannon and 40 mortars, 
On the 12th at night, they took the co- 
vered way; upon which the lower town 
was abandoned by the troops. On the 
y4th the place furrendered on honourable 
terms. In the feveral attacks, the French 
loft between three and four thoufand men, 
and the garrifon had but three hundred 
killed or wounded. 

Fune 14. By his Majefty’s royal pro- 


clamation, the fhares which flag-officers | 


were to receive out of prices, were fettled in 
the following manner: Firft, a flag-officer 
commanding in chief, upon fervice, have 
one-eighth part of all prizes taken by fhips 
under his command. Secondly, a flag- 
officer fent to command at Yamaica, or elfe- 
where, was to have no right to any thare 
of prizes taken by thips employed there, 
before he arrives within the limits of his 
command. Thirdly, when an inferior 


flag-officer, or private fhip, fent out to, 
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reinforce a fuperior flag-officer at Famaica, 
or elfewhere, the faid fuperior flag-officer 
was to have no right to any fhare in prizes 
taken by them, before their arrival within 
the limits of his command. Fourthly, a 
chief flag-officer returning home from 
Famaica, or elfewhere, was to have no fhare 
in prizes taken by the fhips left at Famaica, 
or eliewhere, afterhe has got out of the 
limits of his command. Fifthly, a flag- 
officer fent to command in the out-ports 
of this kingdom, was to have no fhare in 
prizes taken by fhips that failed from that 
port, by order from the Admiralty. Sixth- 
ly, when more flag-officers than one ferve 
together, the eighth part of all prizes taken 
by any fhips of the fleet or fguadron, was 


‘to be divided in the’ following proportion, 


viz. If there be but two flag-officers, the 


chief to have two third parts, and the other 


to have the remaining third part; but if 
the number of flag-officers be more than 
two, the chief to have only one half, and 
the other half to be divided equally among 
the other flag-officers.. Seventhly, that 
commodores, with captains under them, 
were to be efteemedas flag-officers, with 
refpect to their right to an eighth part’ of 
prizes, whether commanding in chief, or 
ferving under command, 

“Fnne 16. ‘The parliament which ftood 
prorogued to the 21ft inftant, was further 
prorogued to the 2d of Auguft.

Fuly 10. Samuel Pennant and Walter 
Barnard, e‘qrs, aldermen, were unani-~ 
moufly chofen fheritfs of London for the 
year enfuing, 

Chriffopher Rigby, efq. was appointed a 
commiflioner of the tax-office, in the room 
of Thomas Medlicct, efq. refigning a place of 
S00/. per ann. 

The honourable Hay, efq. a 
commiffioner of the vitualling-office, in 
the room of William Thompfon, efq. de- 
ceafed, member for Scarborough. 

The fuccefs of the fhipping againft both 
France and Spain was very great, yet thofe 
taken by France and Spain were very nu- 
merous, and greatly detrimental to trade. 

Auguft. A petition having been pre- 
fented from the governor and council of 
Jamaica, for a body of 4000 troops to be 
fent thither for the defence of that ifland, 
feveral regiments of marines were ordered 
to be raifed. 

Aug, 13. At Edinburgh, and feveral 
milesto the fouth weft, was felt fuch violent 
thunder and lightning, that feverai people 
in the caftle were ftunned, fome houfes in 
the city damaged 5 a ftorm of rain was fo 
great at the fame time, that the ftreets and 
cellars were filled with water, the fleeple 
of Liberten church was ruined, and in the 
eaft end of the church a fmooth round hole 
made, asif done with the greateftart. A 
man and a horfe were killed near Strath- 
migle. The hailftones meafured five inches 
round, and entirely threfhed the ftanding 
corn. 

Aug. 16. The French and Spanifh pri- 
foners, fecured in one of the prifons near 
Plymouth, having quarrelled and fought, 
the Spaniards wanting weapons to do more 
execution than their fifts, got the nails 
out of the floor, and fharpened them to 
lacerate the French, at the next affault ; 
but this being difcovered, they were fe~ 
parated. The number of both nations in 
and near Plymouth was reckoned to be 
2,000; and of the French feamen only in

the feveral ports of his Majefty’s dominions 
above $3,000. 

Aug. 22. At a court of admiralty at 
Doétors-commons were condemned as a 
legal capture, the 4guapulca fhip and her 
treafure, amounting to 1,600,000/. 

Aug. 2%. Purfuant to a prudent refo- 
lution of the Lord Mayor and court of alder- 
men, in forbidding plays and interludes at 
Bartholemew fair in Smithfield, no booths 
were erected this year for that purpofe, and 
the fair terminated in a more peaceable 
manner than it had done in the memory of 
man. The care of the juftices alfo pre- 
vented interludes, and tippling booths, and 
the ufual diforders at the fair for Welj/b 
cattle near [jlingron. 

Aug. 29. ‘ihe lords of the Admiralty 
ordered 20co more hands to be employed 
in fitting out fhips, and to work double 
tides. 

Sept. zo. The parliament met and was 
prorogued to Nevember 27, then to fit for 
the difpatch of bufinefs. 

A grant pafted the great feal to the lord 
Carteret, and his heirs, of the eighth part 
of the province of Carelina, yielding and 
paying to his Majefty the fourth part of all 
gold and filver ore found there, and the 
annual rent of 1/. 13s. 4d. on the feait of 
All-Saints for ever. 

Sept 28. Mr. alderman Pennant, and 

Mr. alderman Barnard, were fworn in at 
Guildhall, theriffs of this city and Mid- 
dlefex. - 
The juftices of Weffminfter met at the 
Town Court-houfe, when a letter from lord 
Corteret was read, relating to the frequent 
and infolent robberies committed in the 
faid city and liberty, defiring their worfhips 
to order the conftables to be vigilant, in the 
preventing diforderly houfes and night cel- 
lars, & ce. 

The gang who committed thefe robberies 
were fo infolent, that they went to the 
houfes of peace officers, made them beg 
pardon for endeavouring to do their duty, 
and promife not to moleft them, Some 
whofe lives they threatened, were obliged 
to lie in Bridewell for their fafety; they 
having wounded a headborough in St. 
“Yobn’s-fireet, in above forty places. 

Sept. 29. Came on the election of 
Lord Mayor for the year enfuing, when 
alderman Mar/bal, was chofen, 

The earl of Holderneffe, ambaflador ex- 
trdordinary from Great-Britain to the re- 
public of Venice, having been ftopt by the 
Imperial huflars near Nuremberg, and ob-

liged to fign a paper, promifing to furrender 
prifoner of war, if he was judged one by 
the Emperor. Count Seckendorff returned 
his Lordfhip’s paper, and fent him a letter 
with many excufes. 

The fortifications of Dunkirk having been 
carried on with the utmoft diligence, feven 


batteries were compleated, and the maga- — 


zines filled with all forts of military ftores, 
among them 20,000 mufkets. 

The Grand Signior notified to the fos 
reign minifters, that Shab Nadir had at- 
tacked the Serafkier Achmet Bafhaw in his 
intrenchments under the cannon of Kars, 
and was defeated with the lofs of 19,000 
men. ‘The Ottoman minifters, in the midft 
of the rejoicings for the victory, were re- 
moving their effects into the iflands of the 
Archipelago, for fear of a revolution. 

Od. 8. Admiral Balchen, who comand- 
ed the fleet, was feparated from them in a 
ftorm, and loft, in the Viéfory of 110 brafs 
guns, between the 4th and sth, near 4/- 
derney, with 1100 men, among which were 
about fifty gentlemen volunteers. 

O&. 12. A loan was granted the king 
of Sardinia, when the following letter ap- 
peared in the Gazette. 

«¢ Whereas our good brother the king of 
Sardinia hath reprefented unto us, that he 
finds it highly neceffary, for the more vi- 
gorous and effeétual carrying on the war 
againft the French king and the king of 
Spain in Italy, that a fupply of money, 
not lefs than 200,000/. fhould be provided 
with all poffible expedition, and paid to, or 
to the ufe or order of our faid good brother 
the king of Sardinia: and his Sardinian 
majefty having given us to underftand, that 
he is willing to give undoubted fecurity for 
the faid fum, by engaging all the taxes of 
his dominions, called tail/es or tas, and all 
the revenues of or belonging to his crown; 
and he is likewife willing, that the intereft 
of the faid 200,000/. and the principal mo- 
ney, fhali be made good and payable out of 
any fubfidy or fubfidies which hath or fhall 
be granted to us by his faid Sardinia ma- 
jefty, fo long as the faid fubfidies fhall be 
granted, until the intereft and principal 
money fhall be fully paid and difcharged to 
fuch perfons as fhal] be willing to advance 
the faid fum of 200,000/. at an intereft after 
the rate of fix pounds per cent, per aanumy 
and hath therefore given authority and in- 
ftruétions to his minifter refiding 1n Eng- 
land, to negotiate the borrowing thereof, 
from any of our loving fubjeéts within this 
our kingdom, upon the faid fecurities, and 

vpon 
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tipot condition to be repaid the principal 
taoney that fhall be lent, and the intereft 
that fhall grow due thereupon, at fuch 
times, and in fuch manner, as thall be fpe- 
cified and contained in the agreement to be 
made for that purpofe on the part of his 
Sardinian majefty.. We are perfuaded, that 
divers of our loving fubjects, when they 
confider of what importance the fupply of 
the faid money, for carrying on the war in 
Italy with effe€t, may be, not only to his 
Sardinian majefty, but to the war in which 
we are engaged, will be moved to contri- 


bute or advance the faid 200,000/. upon the © 


fecurity aforefaid. Wherefore, at the re- 
gueft of our faid good brother, we have 
thought fit moft earneftly to recommend to 
our faid loving fubjeéts, the fpeedy making 
of the faid loan, as a matter which will be 
moft acceptable to us, and likely to be of 
great advantage to the affairs of the war in 
general. 
is, that you forthwith prepare a bill for our 


royal fignature, to pafs our great feal, for 


“recommending unto all our loving fubjedts 
within this our kingdom, and thereby au- 
thorifing the fpeedy making the faid loan of 
200,000/. fterling, upon the fecurity above- 
mentioned; and afluring our faid loving 
fubje€ts, who do or fhall advance or lend 
the faid fum, or any part thereof, on the 
credit aforefaid, that we fhall and will from 
time to time, by our minifter at the court 
at Turin, and otherwife, take. all poffible 
care, that the principal money, and the 
intereft thereof, fhall be punétually paid by 
our faid good brother, at the times and in 
the manner expreffed in the agreement to 
be made on the part of his Sardinian ma- 
jefty, out of the taxes of his Sardinian ma- 
jefty’s dominions, called tail/es or tas, and 
out of all the revenues of his crown, and 
alfo out of the fubfidy and fubfidies which 
hath or fhall be granted by us to our faid 
loving brother, for and during fuch time as

OG. 13. The lord mayor afd aldermen 
of the city of London waited on his Majefty 
with the following addrefs : fr 

“© To the King’s moft excellent Majefty. 

‘6 We your Majefty’s moft dutiful and 
loyal fubjeéts, the court of lord mayor and 
aldermen of the city of London, having 
taken into confideration the many diforders 
and robberies which have been commit- 
ted within thefe few weeks lait paft in the 
ftreets of your loyal metropolis, beg leave 
to approach your throne, and humbly re- 
prefent to your moft facred Majefty, 

«¢ That divers confederacies of great 
numbers of evil-difpofed perfons, armed 
with bludgeons, piftols, cutlafles, and other 
dangerous weapons, infeft not only the pri- 
vate lanes and paflages, but likewife the 
public ftreets and places of ufual concourfe, 
and commit moft daring outrages upon the 
perfons of your Majefty’s good fubjects, 
whofe affairs oblige them to pafs through 
the ftreets, by terrifying, robbing, and 
wounding them; and thefe facts are fre- 
quently perpetrated at fuch times as were 
heretofore deemed hours of fecurity. 

‘© That the officers of juftice have been 
repulfed in the performance of their duty, 
fome of whom have been fhot at, fome 
wounded, and others murdered, in endea- 
vouring to difcover and apprehend the faid 
perfons, by which means many are intimi- 
dated from duly executing their offices, and 
others put in manifeft danger of their lives, 

‘© Thefe unhappy circumftances do, as 
we apprehend, tend greatly to weaken the 
hands of the: magiitrates, and render the 
laws ineffcétual. 

«It isto usa moft alarming confidera- 
tion, and matter of great grief, that thefe 
ctimes fhould in fo fhort a time have grown 
to fo great a height; and we beg leave 
humbly to affure your Majefty, that we 
will vigoroufly, and with the utmoft dili- 
gence, apply ourfelves to refirain thefe vio- 
lences, and deteét the authors of them. 

«¢ Permit us, Sir, to exprefs our hopes, 
that a fpeedy, rigorous, and exemplary 
execution of the laws upon the per- 
fons of offenders, as they fhall fall into the 
hands of juftice, may, under your Majef- 
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ty’s princely wifdom, conduce greatly to 
the fuppreffing thefe enormities, by ftriking 
terror into the wicked, and preventing 
others from entering into fuch evil courfes. 

“© We thought it our indifpenfable duty 
to lay thefe faétsand our apprehenfions up- 
on them before your Majefty, not doubting 
but we fhall receive effectual fupport, and 
your good fubjects all poffible fecurity from 
your Majefty’s authority and fatherly pro- 
te€tion.”” 

To which his Majefty was pleafed to re- 
turn this moft gracious anfwer. 

«© The concern you exprefs for the great 
diforders mentioned in this addrefs, and the 
affurance you give me of exerting your ut- 
moft endeavours to detect and fupprefs them 
are very agreeable to me, and cannot fail to 
have a good efte€t. Nothing fhall be wan- 
ting on my part to put the laws in execu- 
tion ; to fupport the magiftrates ; rigoroufly 
to punifh fuch heinous oftenders; and to 
protect the perfons and properties of my 


good fubjeéts: and I will give immediate - 


orders, that the moft effectual methods be 
taken for thefe purpofes.”” 

O&. 18. The duchefsdowager of Marl- 
borough died in her eighty-fifth year. By 
her death, upwards of 30,000/. per ann. went 
tothe duke her grandfon, and near as much 
to his brother the hon. Yobu Spencer. She 
jeft to the earl of Cheflerfield 20,0001, and 
to William Pitt, efq. 10,000/, and about 
40,000/. more in legacies, The executors 
to her will were, the earl of Marchmont, 
the bifhop of Oxford, Mr. Filmer and Dr. 
Stephens. | 

The Dutch auxiliary fhips received orders 
to victual for the winter, and to remain in 
his Majetty’s fervice. 

O&.19- Was compleated the firft pay- 
ment of 25 per cent, onthe loan to the king 
of Sardinia, and the intereft on the whole 
commenced, though the other three equal 
payments were not to be paid in till Nov. 
1g, Dec. 19, and Fan. 19. 

It was publithed, that the king of Po- 
land had fubfcribed a like fum at 5/. per 
cent, and that the king of Portugal had 
fubfcribed 110,000/. at 6/. per cent. 

O&.20. There happened as dreadful a 
ftorm at Famaica as ever was known; it 
began about fix o’clock in the evening, and 
lated till fix o’clock in the morning ; the 
wind was all that time due fouth. By this 
hurricane, the new fort at Mefguita point 
was demolifhed, many houfes were blown 
dawn, roofs and piazzas blown off, and the 
wharts of Kingflon, Port-Royal, and Paf- 
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fage-Fort, deftroyed, anda great part of the 
goods thereon wafhed away; eight of his 
Majefty’s fhips and veffels, and ninety-fix 
merchant-fhips were {tranded, wrecked, 
and foundered, fo that out of 105 veflels, 
only his Majefty’s fhip the Ripon rid it out, 
and fhe without mafts, The people in 
Port-Royal were terribly afraid of a deluge, 
the town being two or three feet overflowed 
from the harbour, and the fea threatening 
deftru€tion, which the wall moft happily 
prevented ; they met with great damages in 
their houfes, Gc. In the country, feveral 
plantations, houfes, works, &c. were de- 
ftroyed ; many people, both white and 
black, drowned ; and cattle, fheep, poultry, 
and provifions in great quantities of all 
kinds, deftroyed by the fury of the tempef 
and rapidity of the overflowing rivers. Of 
his Majefty’s thips, the Prince of Orange, 
Bonetta, and Thunder bomb were wrecked, 
but the people faved ; the Montague aground, 
bulged, loft her, mafts, people faved ; the 
St. Alban’s and Experiment athore, the peo- 
ple faved, and both got off; the Greenwich 
funk, and captain Allen, lieutenant Bat- 
ter[worth, and feventy men drowned ; the 
Lark hulk funk, and about twenty white 
men and ninety negroes drowned ; the 
greater part of the merchant fhips got off, 
and moft of their cargoes faved. Sir Cha-. 
loner Ogle with feveral men of war were 
abroad on a cruize,. 

Of. 23. The republic of Genoa fud- 
denly puta ftop to herarmament, and feem- 
ed inclined to obferve a ftri& neutrality. 

The fleet at Mahon, the 24th of Septem- 
ber, under the command of admiral Rowley, 
confifted of forty-one fhips of war, wiz. four 
of ninety guns, eight of eighty, eleven of 
feventy, four of fixty, feven of fifty, four 
of forty, three of twenty, befides firefhips, 
bombs, floops, &c. all in good order. 

The combined army having fuffered ma- 
ny hardfhips, during the latter part of the 


campaign, from winds and rain, which 


were fo violent for three days, that great 
numbers fickened and were fent to the hof- 
pitals ; and as the continuance in the field, 
muft have been attended with greater mif- 
chiefs, it was concluded they fhould go into 


_ winter quarters; accordingly the Englifh 


horfe guards and regiments of horfe pro- 
ceeded to Bruffels, and the foot and dra= 
goons to Ghent and Bruges; the Dutch, 
Aufprians, and Hanoverians went likewifeto 

their refpeCtive quarters. 
The fuccours granted to the queen of 
Hungary by the king. of Poland, as eletor 
of

of Saxony, confifted of 6168 horfe and 
18,027 foot: in all 24,190 effective men. 
The capitulation for the furrender of 
Prague to the French was figned the 16th, 
only fix days after the trenches were opened, 
The King left a garrifon of 6000 men 
in Prague, and ordered them to lie in the 
ftreets before the burghers houfes, who 
were forbid on pain of death to ftir out at 
night; his Majefty left there likewife a 
large train of artillery, while he marched 
fouthward up the Mo/daw to Tabor, from 
whence he fent out detachments under lieu- 
tenant-general de Naffau, who after fome 
fkirmifhes took the important towns of 
Budveis and Teyn, and the ftrong caftle of 


Frauenbourg, whofe garrifons made condi-. 


tions toretire. By the conqueft of thefe 
places, he was matter of all Bobemia on the 
eaft of the river Mo/daw. 

November. The deputy- governor of An- 
guilla, affited by two privateers from St. 
Kitt’s, drove the French out of their half 
of the ifland of St. Martin’s, and took pof- 
feffion of it, fettled and provided for the 
defence thereof. The French inhabitants 
of St. Bartholomew's furrendered thatifland, 
and declared themfelves to be thencefor- 
ward his Britannic majefty’s fubjects. 

The minifters at the diet, from the elec- 
tors of Mentz, Triers, Cologne, Saxony, Ha- 
nover, and five other princes, prefented a 
memorial againft the French troops taking 
quarters in the firft-named eleCtorates. 

Sweden made a redution in their troops 
of thirty men in a company. 

Mr. Titley obtained from Denmark, that 
6000 men fhould march into Holfein, to 
be ready to aflift in the defence of Hanover. 

Nov. 9. Proclamations were iffued for 
a general faft throughout England and Scot- 
land, on the gth of Fanuary following. 

Alfo one for appointing the diftribution 
of the bounty, for taking or deftroying 
fhips of war, or privateers of the enemy. 

Another was likewife iffued, whereby a 
reward of 100/. was ordered for apprehend- 
ing and conviéting a ftreet-robber, between 
OG. 1, and May next. 

Nov. 12. Capt. Knight, in the St. /- 
ban’s, afiitted by another man of war, hay- 
ing been at Porto Bello to demand an Eng- 
lifh thip that was feized trading there, 
which the Governor refufe to deliver up, 
they bombarded the town, drove the Go- 
vernor and his garrifon out, beat down his 
houfe and all the public buildings. 

The French, after a fiege of thirty days, 
carried on by an army 9f 70,000 men, in 
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the fight of their King, at laft, with the 
lofs of 18,c00, obliged the garrifon of Fri+ 
bourg to capitulate. 

Nov. 15. A grant pafled of Sool. per 
annum during life, fram his Majefty to lady 
Balchen. . 

The King was pleafed to appoint Alexan- 
der Wallace, efq. to be conful of the Briti/h 
nation in all the ports of Norway. 

The King was pleafed to appoint Charles 

. Gordon, efq. to be his Majefty’s agent and 
conful-general at Tunis, in the room of 
Richard Lawrence, efq. deceafed. 

The right honourable the lords commif- 
fioners of the Admiralty were pleafed to ap~ 
point Robert Ofborn, efq. chief clerk in 
their office, to be deputy fecretary. 

The right honourable ‘fobn earl Gran- 
ville, having refigned the feals into his Ma- 
jefty’s hands, the King was pleafed to ap- 
point the right honourable William earl of 
Harrington, lord prefident of his Majefty’s 
council, to be one of his Majefty’s princie 
pal fecretaries of ftate. 

Nov. 27. His Majefty opened the fef- 
fions of Parliament with the following 
{fpeech : 

‘© My Lords and Gentlemen, 

“It is always a great fatisfaétion tome 
to meet you in Parliament, and it is parti- 
cularly fo at this conjuncture, as the pre- 
fent pofture of affairs abroad requires your 
moft ferious confideration. The events of 
the laft fummer have been fo various, and 
fome things have fallen out, during the 
courfe of it, fo much to the difadvantage 
of the common caufe, the confequences 
whereof remain ftill undecided, that great 
attention muft be given to them, and pro 
per meafures taken for preventing or re- 
moving the ill effects of them. 

“ Thave, in purfuance of your repeated 
advice, exerted my endeavours for the fup- 
port of the houfe of ufria, and in the 
profecution of the juft and neceflary wary 
in which we are engaged. The queen of 
Hungary, though attacked and invaded by 
powers from whom fhe had the leaft reafon 
to expect fuch a conduét, has fhewn the 
greateft conftancy and refolution; and the 
king of Poland, purfuant to his engage- 
ments with her, hath fent a very confi- 
derable force to her affiftance. The king 
of Sardinia, with a magnanimity and firm- 
nefs fuperior to the greateft difficulties, has, 
with the affiftance of my fleet, refifted the 
combined forces of France and Spain fent 
againft him ; and at laft happily defeated 
anenterprize formed for his deftruction, 
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and for the reduétion of Italy, as well as moft 
of the ports in the Mediterranean, under 
the power of the houfe of Bourbon. ‘Though 
our fuccefs has not been anfwerable to our 
withes, yet the vaft expectations and de- 
figns of our enemies, built upon new in- 
trigues and alliances, and. an additional 
ftrength, have not hitherto taken place, 
and will, I hope, by the blefling of God, 
and the mutual united vigour of Great Bri- 
tain and her allies, be difappointed. In 
conjunétion with them, and with their ef- 
fe€tual affiftance, and your fupport, I am 
determined to carry on the war in fuch a 
manner, as may be moft conducive to that 
important end, which is my fole aim, a 
fafe and honourable peace; it being my 
firm refolution, never to abandon my al- 
lies, and to procure the utmoft fecurity to 
tbe religion, liberties and commerce of my 
kingdoms. © 
<¢ For this purpofe, I have always in- 
fifted, and am ftill endeavouring with my 
allies, particularly my good friends the 
States-general of the United Provinces, to 
fix the certain proportions of forces and ex- 
pence, to be furnifhed by each of the con- 
federates, in the profecution of this juf 
and neceflary war. 
<¢ Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 
«IT have ordered the eftimates for the 
fervice of the enfuing year to be prepared, 
and laid before you, and defire you to grant 
me fuch fupplies, as fhall be requifite for 
the fecurity and welfare of the nation, and 
for carrying on fuch meafures, as it fhall 
be neceflary for Great Britain to purfue in 
the prefent extraordinary crifis. Tam deep- 
Jy fenfible of, and concerned for the bur- 
thens, which lie upon my good fubjedts 5 
and you may be affured, that no endeavours 
fhall be wanting on my part to eafe them 
in every inftance, where the confequences 
of doing fo, may not endanger their own 
true interefts. 
«© My Lords and Gentlemen, 
\ & J have laid before you my views and in- 
tentions, Your concurrence with me, in 
a fteady purfuit of them, will beft manifeft 
your zeal for the common caufe, lay the 
fureft foundation for the real fupport of our 
allies, and for the fecurity and profperity 
of your country: and nothing can add fo 
much to the weight and efficacy of your 
refolutions, as unanimity and difpatch.” 
Both Houfes voted addrefles to his Ma- 
jefty without any oppofition, 
Nov: 28. The Houfe of Lords prefent- 
ed their addrefs, as follows, to his Majefty. 
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“ Moft gracious Sovercign, 

66 We your Majeity’s moit dutiful and 
loyal fubjeéts, the Lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral in Parliament aflembled, beg leave to 
return your Majefty our humble thanks for 
your moft gracious f{peech from the throne. 

«¢ Our zeal to your Majefty, the love of 
our country, and our anxious regard for the 
welfare and liberties of Europe, have made 
us look, with the utmoft concern, on thofe 
events which have fallen out, during the 
laft fummer, to the difadvantage of the 
common caufe: and our furpize is no lefs, 
when we confider the part, which has been 
taken by fome powers, fo contrary to their 
own true and eflential intereft. The ne- 
ceflity of taking proper meafures to prevent 
or remove the ill efteéts of thefe events, is 
apparent ; and no endeavours fhall be want+ 
ing in us to obviate them. 

‘¢ We have feen, with the utmoft fatis- 
faétion, not only your Majefty’s magnani- 
mity and zeal in the profecution of the juf 
and neceflary war wherein we are engaged, 
but alfo the conftancy and firmnefs fhewn 
by the queen of Hungary and the king of 
Sardinia, under the great difficulties. The 
difappointment of an enterprize, formed 
for the deftrution of the latter, as well as 
for reducing Italy under the dominion of 
the houfe of Bourbon, is of great importance 
to this nation; fince, if fuch a defign had 
fucceeded, it muft have been attended with 
fatal confequences to the trade and na~ 
vigation of your Majefty’s fubje€ts in the 
Mediterranean. 

6‘ We acknowledge, with the greateft 
thankfulnefs, your Majefty’s wifdom and 
goodnefs in declaring to your Parliament, 
that you are determined to carry on the 
war, in conjunétion with your allies, and 
with their effeGtual affiftance, in fuch a 
manner as may be moft conducive to a fafe 
and honourable peace. In making this de- 
firable end your fole aim, your Majefty 
fhews a juft fenfe of true glory, and a ten- 
der regard, not only for your own fubjects, 
but extending to the reft of Europe. 

‘6 As your Majefty’s refolution, never 
to abandon your allies, muft be an addi- 
tional encouragement to them, ftriétly to 
perform their engagements with your Ma- 
jefty, fo your paternal care to procure the 
utmost fecurity to the religion, liberties, 
and comimerce of your kingdoms, cannot 
fail to excite in the hearts of all your faith- 
ful fubje&ts, the warmeft affection and duty 
to your facred perfon, and zeal for your 
defence and fupport. © * 

«It 
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‘Jt is with real fatisfaction we receive 
your Majefty’s declaration, that you are ac- 
tually endeavouring with your aliies, par- 
ticularly the States General of the United 
Provinces, the ancient and natural friends 
of this nation, to adjuft the proportions of 
forces and expence to be borne by each of 
the confederates in the war. Such a con- 
cert will be the bafis of great utility and ad- 
vantage to the common caufe. 

“¢ Weare truly fenfible of your Majefty’s 
goodnefs, in laying before us thefe your 
falutary views and intentions; and we do, 
with the greateft zeal and firmnefs, aflure 
your Majefty, that we are fully determined 
to fupport you in the fteady profecution of 
them, and in carryingon fuch meafures, as 
it fhall be neceffary for Great-Britain, to 
purfuein this critical conjunture. 

May the Divine Providence profper your 
Majefty’s councils and arms with fuccefs 
equal to the juftice of your caufe. For our 
part, we beg leave to give your Majefty the 
ftrongeft affurances, that we have the ho- 
nour and fafety of your Majefty, the fecu- 
rity and true intereft of your kingdoms, and 
the happy iffue of this juft and neceflary 
war, entirely at heart; and will, at the 
hazard of our lives and fortunes, ftand by 
and defend your Majefty, your roya] fa.

ed her dominions, would make reparation 
for the mifchiefs they had done.”

April 5, His royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland {et out trom St. Sames’s for 
Holland. 

April 6. O.S. The duke of Cumberland 
arrived at Helvoetfluys, and proceeded next 
day to the Hague, where he was ¢ompli- 
mented by the foreign miniiters, On the 
3th he was attended by the members and re- 
gents of the States, which the ftrictnefs 
with which Eafter is obferved in Holland, 
hindered them from doing the day before, 
His Royal Highnefs’s impatience to join 
the army, hurried him away the gth before 
break of day, and he arrived at Bru/fe’s the 
toth about nuon, and immediately applied 
himfelf to review and difcipline the troops 
under his command, rifing every morning — 
for that purpofe at day-break ; they being 


/ new Cloathed made a fine appearance, and 


were very defirous of engaging the enemy. 

April 13. Arrived at Port/mouth from 
Gibraltar and Port Mabon, the Newcaftle 
man of war, captain Fox, with near twen- 
ty lieutenants and other officers, who came 
to give their evidence relating to the ac- 
tion off Toulon. Captain Norris going on 
fhore at Gibraltar, did not come on board 
again. 

April 18, The Houfe of Commons with 
their Speaker, waited on his Majefty with 
an addrefs, that he would be gracioufly 
pleafed to give direétions, that court mar- 
tials may be held, in the moft fpeedy and 
folemn manner, to enquire into the con- 
duét of admiral Matrheqvs, vice-admiral 
Leftock, captain Burrifh, captain Richard 
Norris, captain Williams, captain Ambrofey 
captain Frogmore, and captain Di/k, in and 
relating to the late engagement between 
his Majefty’s fleet and the combined fleets 
of France and Spain, off Toulon, ang of the ~ 
lieutenants of his Majefty’s thip the Dor- 
fetfrire then aboard, and of all other offi- 
cers who are, or fhall be, charged with any 
mifconduét in that action, and to try them 
for the fame; and that his Majefty would 
he pleafed to appoint a proper perfon or per 
fons, to colleét all the evidence neceflary 
for the trials of the faid feveral command- 
ers and officers, and to profecute them ef- 
fectually ; in order to-bring thofe to con- 
dign punifhment, through whofe mifcon- 
duét it fhall be found, that fuch difcredit 
has been brought upon his Majefty’s nF 

; the 


‘ 
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the honour of the nation facrificed, and 
fuch an opportunity loft of doing the moft 
important fervice to the common caufe. 
They received the following anfwer. 

“6 Gentlemen, 

«¢ J will give proper orders for the fpeedy 
and effectual holding of courts martial, ac- 
cording to your defire. Iam fenfible how 
much depends upon preferving an exact dif- 
cipline in the fleet, and of the neceflity 
there is of bringing to juftice fuch as have 
failed in their duty on this important oc- 
cafion,” 

April19. The chevalier de Champigny, 
minifter of the elector of Cologne at this 
court, received an exprefs with the news 
of an accommodation being concluded at 
Fueffen the 29th inftant, between the houfes 
of Auftria and Bavaria. 

The empire ftill continued to be harrafled 
with the miferies of war, and perhaps fuf- 
fered equally by the alternate fuccefles of 
every power. In Silefia the Pruffians made 
many attempts to diflodge the Hungarians, 
but without fuccefs, having been repulfed 
with confiderable lofs, obliged to abandon 
the town of Rofeaberg, and deprived of a 
confiderable magazine at Neifs, which was 
fired by an duffrian emiffary, who efcaped. 

Orders were iffued from the lords of the 
Admiralty, that for the future none of his 
Majefty’s fhips were to put to fea without a 
fufficient number of marines, exclufive of 
their complement of feamen. 

April 24. Was held a chapter of the 
Garter, when the duke of Saxe Weijjenfels, 
general of the Saxon army, was elected a 
knight of that moft noble order, 

Marhhal Belleifle took Frogmore houfe, 
near Windfor, for three years, for which 
he paid 600/. 

April 29. Mr. Cooper Thornbill, inn- 
keeper at Stilton, fet out from thence at 
four o’clock to ride to London, and came to 
the King’s-arms over againft Shoreditch 
church ten minutes before eight, he turned 
back immediately to Stilten, and from 
thence came again in good fpirits to Shore- 
ditch by a quarter paft four in the afternoon ; 
the whole being 213 miles, which he was 
to perform with feveral horfes in 15 hours. 
On the 4th alfo he rode between London and 
Sti/toa in three hours and fifty-fix minutes, 
and won by thirty-four minutes. 

Admiral Anfon was ordered to be ready to 
convoy his Majefty to Holland. 

The beginning of this month Pilling

April 30. A battle was fought between 
the allied army and the French at Fontenoy, 
when the former were defeated with great 
flaughter. 

May2. Between two and three o’clock 
his Majefty went to the Moufe of Peers, 
and Sir Charles Dalton, ufher of the black 
rod, being fent for the Commons, the 
Speaker at the bar prefented the following 
bills, and made an elegant fpeech on the 
grants and bufirefs done in the feffion, 
hoping the money would be properly ap- 
plied, and that a pacification might be ob- 
tained for the honour of the’ crown and 
eafe of the fubje€t. The titles of the fol- 
lowing bills were then read, end his 
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Majefty gave his affent to each, feverally,

ment, and for giving further time for the 
payment of duties omitted to be paid for 
the indentures or contraéts of clerks and 
apprentices; and for further enforcing the 
payment of the faid debts. 

For repealing the prefent inland duty of 
four fhillings per pound, on all tea fold in 
Great Britain, and for granting other in- 
Jand duties in lieu thereof ; and for better 
fecuring the duty upon tea, and other du- 
ties of excife; and for purfuing offenders 
out of one county into another. 

For allowing certain additional bounties 
on the exportation of Britifh and Iri/h linens. 

For effectually preventing the exporta- 
tion of foreign linens under the denomi- 
nation of Briti/h or Irifh linens. 

For, prohibiting the wearing and importa- 
tion of cambricks and French lawns. 

To explain and amend the laws touching 
the elections of knights of the fhire to 
ferve in Parliament in that part of Great 
Britain called England. 

To amend and render more effectual an 
act paffed in the fifth year of his Majefty’s 
reign, intitled, An act for the further qua- 
lification of juftices of the peace. 

An aé for granting a public reward to 
fuch perfon or perfons, his Majefty’s fub- 
jet or fubjeéts, as fhall difcover a north- 
weft paflage through Hud/on’s ftreighfs to 
the weftern and the fouthern ocean of 
America. 

To continue an act, made in the fixth 
year of Geo. II, for the better regulation of 
laftage and ballaftage on theriver Thames. 

For the further regulation, and better 
governments of the navies, fhips of war, 
and forces by fea, and for regulating the 
proceedings upon courts marfhal in the 
fea fervice. 

To amend an aét of the roth of Wi//. IN. 
intitled, An aé& for the more effectual fup- 
prefling of piracy. 

To indemnify perfons guilty of unlawful 
importing, or landing of prohibited, un- 
cuftomed, or othe: goods or merchandize. 

For more effectually preventing the fteal- 
ing of linen, fuftian, and cotton goods and 
wares, in buildings, fields, grounds, and

other places, ufed for printing, whitening} 
bleaching, or drying the fame. 

For impowering the furviving commif- 
fioners and truftees for forfeited eftates to 
execute proper conveyances of the late 
lord Widdrington’s eftate in Northumberland, 
(contracted for by the York-buildings com~ 
pany) to truftees for the creditors of the 
faid company, upon payment of a fum of 
money therein mentioned, into the Ex- 
chequer. 

For making the furgeons and barbers of

and enabling them to finifh it, and to per- 
form the other trufts repofed in them.

After which his Majefty made the fol- 
lowing moft gracious fpeech : 

‘© My Lords and Gentlemen, 

‘¢ The zeal, unanimity, and difpatch of 
your proceedings, having brought the pub- 
lic bufinefs to a happy conclufion, andthe 
feafon of the year being fo far advanced, it 
is neceflary that I fhould put an end to this 
feffion of Parliament. 

«It is a particular fatisfaction to me, 
to be able to acquaint you, that fince the 
beginning of it, the pofture of affairs 
abroad has receiyed a very confiderable. al- 
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éeration, to the advantage of the common 
caufe. 

“ The late fucceffes of the Auffrian arms 
in Germany, and the conclufion of an ac- 
commodation between the queen of Hun- 
gary and the elector of Bavaria, have laid 
the bet foundations for a further happy 
progrefs. 

«© By thefe events, the influence of 
France inthe empire is much weakened and 
diminifhed, and a way is opened to reftore 
that ftrength and power to our antient and 
natural allies, which will tend greatly to 
the re-eftablifhment and fecurity of the ba- 
lance of Europe. 

“© The refolutions which have been 
taken by my good friends the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces, for exerting 
their efforts in concert with me, and the 
engagements they have entered into, for 
fettling the proportions of forces and ex- 
pence, cannot fail to give fpirit and vigour 
to the operations of our armies. 

«© From thefe good beginnings, I hope, 
by the bleffing of God on the juftice of our 
caufe, this campaign will be attended with 
fuch fuccefs, as to defeat the ambitious and 
deftructive projects of the houfe of Bourbon, 
formed againft the liberties of Europe, and 
particularly levelled againft my kingdoms, 
In this view I am determined, in conjunc- 
tion with my allies, vigoroufly to profecute 
this juft and neceflary war, in order to the 
procuring a fafe and honourable peace. 

‘¢ Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

«¢ I return you my hearty thanks for the 
ample fupplies which you have fo chearfully 
granted for the fervice of the current year, 
and which, you may be affured, fhall be 
ftriGtly applied to thofe great and national 
ends for which they were given. 

“© My Lords and Gentlemen, 

<¢ Tentirely rely on your duty, fidelity, 
and good affeétions, of which I have had 
fo many convincing proofs, Let it be your 
care to cultivate and promote the fame 
good difpofitions in your feveral counties, 
to fupport my government, and to preferve 
the peace and good order of the kingdom, 
as it fhall ever be mine to advance and fe- 
cure your lafting profperity and happinefs.” 

His Majefty in council this day declared 
his intention of going out of the kingdom 
for a fhort time, and was pleafed to nomi- 
nate the following perfons to be lords juf- 
tices for the adminiftration of the govern- 
gnent during his Majefty’s abfence :

Levefon Gower, efq. appointed 
his Majefty’s commiffioner for trade and 
plantations, in the room of Sir obn 
Philips.

The right hon. Thomas earl of Leiceffer, 
and Sir Ewerard Fawkener, knight, poft- 
mafters- general, in the room of Sir ‘Fobn 
Eyles, bart. 

May 3. The King croffed the river in 
his barge, between nine and ten o’clock in 
the morning, to Lambeth, and from thence 
proceeded to Gravefend, where he arriyed at 
one, and immediately embarked on board 
the Caroline yacht for Holland. 

May 10. The King fet fail from Haravich 
at fix o’clock in the morning for Holland. 

May 11. The earl of Chefferfield arrived 
at his houfe in Grofvenor-{quare from Hol- 
land, having concluded a new treaty with 
the States General, by which they ftipu- 
lated to maintain for the fervice of the 
common caufe, 50,000 men in the field, 
and 10,000 in garrifons, 

A great ftorm of hail, the ftones of which 

Yy2 were 
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were five inches about, fell in Yorkfire, 
and did much damage to the fields and 
gardens, 

May 12. His Majefly landed at Hel- 
woetfluys in the morning, and proceeding 
directly for Hanover. 

May 14. A fire happened at a fail-ma- 
ker’s, near George’s-ftairs, Horfley-down, oc- 
cafioned by a man’s carelefsly leaving a pot 
of tar over the fire, which confumed twenty- 
two houfes, and burnt the Beravick, cap- 
tain Kemp, of 300 tons, intended to carry 
ftores to Gibraltar, to the water’s edge, with 
feveral lighters, the lofs was computed at 
20,0001. fterling. 

The affairs of France were fo interwoven 
with thofe of other countries, as hardly to 
require a feparate article, were it not to 
mention the extraordinary rejoicing made at 
Paris tor the vitory at Fontenoy, which 
however coft them more officers, if not 
more men, than it did the allies 5; for which 
reafon they are quite filent on the head, 
The French had indeed fome reafon to ex- 
ult. asit was followed by the furrender of 
Tournay, the conqueft of which with that 
of Menin, Ypres, fort Knock and Furnes, 
which were reduced laft fummer, put them 
in pofleffion of their antient barrier, as it 
ftood before it was broken through by the 
duke of Dariborough; but they weakened 
it by demolifhing the fortifications of Menin, 


which was done from an apprehenfion that 


they muft be at fome time or other obliged 
to reftore that place to the Dutch, and was 
executed with the fame malignity or po- 
Hitical view as the demolition of Friburg and 
Dement, in order to render the powers to 
whom they belongdefencelefs, and expofed 
to their arbitrary attacks. — & ii 
May 15. The lords of the regency on 
advice received that the King was arrived at 
Helvoetfluys, met at the cockpit, and opened 
their commifiion. oe 


Three colonels, eight captains, eight | 
enfigns, four furgeons, fixteen ferjeants, | 


fixteen corporals, eight drums, and five 


hundred and forty-five private men, were | 
draughted outofthethree regiments of guards, 


and immediately took water to join the 
army in Flanders. ar 
' The Portugal fleet arrived fafe at Lifbon, 
under convoy of admiral Medley, who after- 
wards joined admiral Rowley, and blocked 
up the Spanifp fleet of near twenty fail in 
Carthagena harbour. 7. 
~The duke of Cumberland haying writ 
about an exchange of prifoners to matfhal 
Saxe, in anfwer to his Royal Highnefs’s 
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meffage, he returned, *¢ That charity and 
humanity engaged his Majefty to give orders 
that the Englifh and Hanoverian prifoners 
fhould be taken care of; but that he would 
keep them in his prifons, forts, and cita- 
dels, until the king of Great Britain did 
him juftice with regard to the arrefting of 
marfhal Belliefle and his brother, who were 
detained in England contrary to the faith 
of the cartel. That not having the fame 
reafons of complaint againft the States 

General, he had ordered the Dutch prifo- 
ners to be fet at liberty; which was done 
accordingly.” 

The lords of the Admiralty ordered a 
convoy to fail for Rotterdam monthly, and 
to return immediately with fuch fhips as 
were ready. 

' Thomas Shuttleworth, a clerk at the South 
Sea houfe, having carried off a large fum of 
money, the directors publithed a reward of 
200/. for apprehending and bringing him 
to juftice. 

A great mortality raged among the black 
cattle in Argylefpire, Scotland, of which 
above 6000 died. 

May 31. Advice came, that Cape Breton 
was tnvefted; anda French fleet being ar- 
rived at Martinico, fome of our plantations 
were in danger. 

Shah Nadir gave the Ottoman army a 
total defeat in the neighbourhood of Erze- 
rum, taking that city by ftorm, and, being 
joined by 100,000 Armenians, advanced to- 
wards Trebizond on the Black Sea. 

The Turks fuftered by a fire which hap- 
pened in the arfenal of Conftantinople, and 
which continuing five days, did more mif- 
chief than could be repaired in the courfe of 
ten years.

Fune 5. Sir Heftor M’Lean, his fervant, 
and Mr, Blair of Cafflebill, were taken into 
cuftody.at Edinburgh, being newly come 
from France, on fufpicion of bearing com- 
miffions in the French fervice, and other 
treafonable pra€tices, and after examination 
by the lord adyocate and folicitor general, 
were committed for high treafon, Sir Hecfor 
to the caftle, Mr. Blair to the city i 
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and the fervant to the Cannon-gate. They 
were ordered a few days after to London. 

Fune 6. The Weft-India merchants ap- 
prehending danger from the French {qua- 
dron, prefented a petition to the lords of 
the regency, praying that a fufficient num- 
ber of men of war fhould be fent to the 
ifland of amaica, to prote&t the trade in 
thofe parts, and received a favourable 
aniwer. 

Fune8. A little ifland called Anguilla, 
near St. Kitts, planted by the Engli/h, was 


_ attacked by 1000 French, 600 of whom 


: 


actually landed, and marched up to attack 
a breaftwork, defended by about 100 men, 
but were fo well received by a continual 
fire, as to be obliged to retire, having loft 
near 150 men, and leaving behind ‘them 
fome of their colours and fire arms. 

Sune 18. The Parliament met, and was 
further prorogued by the lords of the re- 
gency to Thurfday, Auguff 22. 

Fune24. The aé of parliament took 
place for taking off the inland duty of as. 
per pound on all tea confumed in Great 
Britain, in lieu whereof 1s. per pound and 
25/. per cent. on the grofs price of all teas 
were charged thereon, 

At a court of huftings held at Guildball, 
Fobu Pickering, and Pauncefort Green, efqrs. 
were chofen fheriffs of London and Mid- 
lefex. 

The following gentlemen, nominated by 
the Lord Mayor for the office of fheriff of 
London, paid their fines to be excufed ferving 
the fame, viz. Edward Barker, efq. falter, 
Thomas Afhurft, efg. falter, George Roberts, 
efq. clothworker, Robert Purfe, etq. grocer, 
and Abrabam Dakings, efq. clothworker, 

Robert Milner, efq. upholder, and Henry 
Flitcroft, efq. joiner, did not pay their 
fines, 

The allied army after the battle of Fon- 
tenoy lay encamped at Leffines, a fituation 
judged by all our generals proper for pre- 
ferving Flanders, as it prevented the French 
from pafiing the Scheld, or obliged them 
to fighton ground of ourown chufing, where 
our cavalry might aé&t: but to the furprife 
of all the world, a precipitate retreat was 
urged by the generals of our allies, in fuch 
a pofitive manner, as if they had fecret in- 
ftructions for their condué&. In confe- 
quence of their retreat, the important towns 
of Ghent, Bruges, Oudenarde, fell into the 
hands of France, by which means they raifed 
contributions to the gates of Lowaine and 
Bruffels. The ftates of Namur compound- 


ed, Dendermonde was invefted, and Ofend 
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threatened: The governor of the Auffrian ° 
Netherlands, apprehenfive of the lofs of 
Bratant, took care to remove the archives 
and other valuable effects of thé houfe of 
Auftria, in thirty-fix waggons from Brufféls. 
Every circumftance convinced the world of 
the infecurity of a dependance on the 
Dutch. Indeed it was but natural to think 
that the vigorous progrefs of the French 
troops would not haften their determina- 
tion, as that progrefs was but too much 
owing to their dilatory meafures. An in- 
effeCtual attempt was made to preferve Ghent 
by general Molk at the head of a detach~ 
ment of Englifh and Hanoverians, but they 
were repulfed, and general Molck was in 
his retreat refufed entrance into S/uys, by 
the Dutch governor, and with difficulty got 
into Offend. 

Fuly 10. The Prince Frederic privateer 
in company with the Duke, took two Spanih 
veflels with the following effeéts on board.

Fuly 19. Lieutenant Philipps, late of 
the Anglefey man of war, was fhot on board 
the Prince/s Royal at Spithead, purfuant te 
the fentence of a court martial. He be- 
haved with great firmnefs and intrepidity. 

About four o’clock in the afternoon the 
park and tower guns were fired, by order of 
the lords juflices, for the conqueft of Cape 
Breton, and at night were great rejoicings, 
with illuminations and bonfires, &c. in 
the city and places adjacent. 

July 23. The honourable captain Mon- 
tague, commander of his Majefty’s fhip the 
Mermaid, arrived with letters to his grace 
the duke of Newcaff/e, one of his Majetty’s 
principal fecretaries of ftate, from commo- 
dore Warren, and Mr. Pepperrell, who had 
the command of the forces employed in the 
expedition againft Cape Breton, giving am 
account of the furrender of the town and 
fortrefies of Louifbourg, and the territories 
thereunto belonging, on the 16th of Funes 

‘ohh after 
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after a fiege of forty-nine ‘days, on terms 
of capitulation, propofed by the faid com- 
modore Warren and Mr. Pepperrell, and 
agreed to by M. Chamben, the governor of 
Louifbourg. 

Fuly 29. Marthal de Belleifle and his 
brother were elegantly entertained by his 
grace the duke of Newcaffle ai his feat at 
Clermont, at which time-were prefent the 
dukes of Grafton, Richmond, and St. Al- 
bans, and divers other perfons of diftinc- 
tion. 

Fuly 30. Several foreign minifters re- 
ceived accounts that a principal officer of 
the French navy had been ‘feveral months 
raifing, on pretence for the India fervice, 
zoo men. ‘They were called Graffins de 
Mer, were cloathed in blue faced with rea, 
and embarked at port Lazare in Britany, 
on Fuly 14, on board a frigate of cighteeen 
guns, in which was the Pretender’s eldeft 
fon, who came incog. from Normandy, and 
about fifty Scotch and IJrifh. The frigate 
was joined off Belleifle by the Elizabeth of 
fixty-fix guns. They intended to go round 
Ireland, and land in Scotland, but were met 
on the 20th by fome Eng/i/h merchant thips 
conveyed by three fhips of war, one of 
which, the Lion, bore down on the Eliza- 
bcth, and attacked her. Upon which the 
Pretender failed away in the frigate. The 
fight lafted nine hours, but night coming 
on, the Elizabeth quite difabled, got away 
to Bref, the captain and fixty-four men 
killed, one hundred and thirty-fix danger- 
oufly wounded, and a greater number 
flightly. She had on board 400,000/. fter- 
ling, and arms for feveral thoufand men. 

Fuly 31. The Jords commiffioners of 
the admiralty had under {trict examination, 

‘the manner of building our fhips of war. 

The London malt-diftillery amounted laft 
year to 459,000/, 10s. 6d. 

The Genoefe at laft threw off the mafk, 
and declared in favour of the French and 
Spaniards, and, according to agreement, 
joined the army of Don Philip, with a body 
of 10,000 men, provided with a train of 
heavy artillery, and all other neceffaries. 
‘This ftep, they declared was taken in order 
to get the protection of France, Spain, and 
IWaples, againft the imminent dangers which 
threatened their ftate; and to procure fatis- 
faétton from the king of Sardinia; that 
however, the Republic was inclined to keep 
up a good correfpundence with his Majetty, 
and the Englifh fattory, merchants, and all 
others of that nation, would be entirely 
fecure in their perfons and efleéts, and 
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their fhips at full liberty to come and go as: 
before unmolefted. 

A general embargo was laid at Famajca 
on all fhipping on advice of the arrival of 
nine French men of war at Lesgane, on the 
ifland of Hifpaniola, within one day’s fail 
of Famaica. 

Augufi6. Mr. Trevor prefented a me- 
morial to the States General, declaring 
“¢ That notwithftanding all the machina- 
tions which the enemies of his Britannic 
Majefty form againit his kingdoms, he 
would on every occafion fhew the zeal with 
which he was actuated for theintere@ of the 
allies: that to this end he would not feru- 
ple to leave his own dominions bare of 
troops and fhips, to employ them for the 
prefervation of fo important a place as the 
town and port of Offend; and that he had a 
firm confidence, that if the new enterprize 
of the young chevalier de St. George thould 
have any confequence, his faithful allies 
would not fail of fpeedily furnifhing him 
with the fuccours ftipulated by treaties.” 
The Britifo minifters at the courts of Vi- 
enna, Drefden, and Peterfburgh, made the 
like declarations.

Aug. 10. In purfuance of his Majefty’s 
pleafure, the lords of the Admiralty ap- 
pointed Peter Warren, and the honourable 
Fobn Byng, efqrs, rear-admirals of the 
blue. 

Twenty-four pieces of brafs cannong 
with Cape Breton engraved on them, were 
fhipped at Woslwich, for the ufe of that 
place, with gunners, &c. 

Auguft 11. Was committed to, Edin- 
burgh jail, by warrant of his Majefty’s ad- 
voeate, Alexander Frafer, fometime fervant 
to Fobn Drummond, captain in the French 
fervice, allo one Fobn Maclecd lately come 
from Holland, as guilty of treafon, 

Auguft 13. Orders were iffued from the 
war-ofhce for all officers belonging to his 
Majefty’s land forcesin England and Scot- 
land to repair immediately to their refpective 
pofis. Marfhal Belleifle and his brother 
having obtained their liberty, on a promife 
of the difcharge of the Engli/h prifoners of 
war, went to Dover; and immediately em- 
barked for Calais. ‘They arrived there next 
morning, and were received by the com- 
mandant and garrifon under arms, and a 
difcharge of the cannon of the ramparts and 
forts. He prefented a gold {nuff box to the 
captain of the yacht, and gave fifty guineas 
among the crew, anda gold-hilted fword to 
colonel Dury, who attended him to Ca/ais. 
On his arrival at the French army he repre- 
fented to the King the polite treatment 
which he met with in England, whg gave 
immediate orders for releafing the Englifp 
and Hanoverian prifoners, who were con- 
ducted to Luxemburgb. 

Auguft 17. Notice was given from the 
Admiralty office, that the courts martial 
for inquiring into the conduct and behaviour 
of feveral commanders and officers of his 
Majefty’s fleet, in the late engagement near 
Toulon, were fixed for the firft of Offober ; 
but on their petition to be tried fooner, the 
23d of September was appointed. 

“¢ Letters from Edinburgh of the rth in- 
ftant advife, that a French veffel of fixteen 
or eighteen guns had appeared on the weft 
coaft of Scotland, which, after having cruifed 
for fome days off the iflands of Hara and 
Ueft, ftood in for the coaft of Lochaber, and 
had there landed between the iflands of 
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Mull and Skie, feveral perfuns, one of whom, 
from the general report, and from feveral 
concuring circumftances, was believed to 
be the Pretender’s fon. 

Notice was given from the board of 
ordnance at the Tower, that whoever fhould 
difcover any arms concealed in any part of 
Great Britain, fo as the fame may be pro- 
perly fecured till his Majefty’s pleafure 
fhould be known therein, would have their 
names concealed, if required, and receive 
as a reward for the fame after the rate of 
25/. turevery 100 arms. 

The Parliament met, and was prorogued 
to Sept. 19. 

General Blakeney fet out for Scotland to 
command the troops jointly with general 
Cope. 

Aug. 24. A perfon arrived at Edinburgh 
from the Highlands, and made affidavit be- 
fore a magiftrate, that he was five days in 
the camp of the rebels, near fort William ; 
that he could not form a certain judgment 
of their numbers, but that their encamp- 
ment took up about a mile fquare, and con- 
fifted of two divifions, one French, and the 


other Highlanders; that there were many 


perfons of figure and diftin@ion among 
them, particularly the fon of the Pretender, 
to whom they all thewed the higheft re- 
fpeét; they had plenty of money, provi- 
fions, and warlike ftores; that they had 
taken an officer coming out to obferve 
them from fort William, and had likewife 
furprized two companies of St. Clare’s regi- 
ment, killed five private men, fhot captain 
Scot, who commanded them, in the fhoul- 
der, and took eighty prifoners. 


An Authentic Copy of the Convention concluded 

at Hanover, Aug. 26, between the Kings 

Great Britain and Pruffia, and made 

the Bafis of the Peace between the Courts 
of Berlin, Vienna and Drefden, 


1. The prefent convention to be kept 
fecret till a treaty of peace in form is drawn 
wp between the king of Prufia and the 
queen of Hungary, which muft be done 
within the fyace of fix weeks. 

2. The king of Pruffia thal! Keep Silefia, 
. 3n the fame manner as it was ceded to him 
by the treaty of Breflau. 

. His Britannic majefty to guarantee 
Silefia to the king of Pruffia, promifing to 
‘wfe his utmoft endeavours to get it alfo gua- 
ranteed by the States General, who jointly 
fhall alfo get it guaranteed, and caufe it to 
be included in the general peace, by the 
powers at war, and by the empire. 
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4. The king of Poland ele&tor of Saxony$ 
to give to the king of Pruffia an act of cel- 
fion in Silefia. 

5. His Pruffian majefty engages to give 
his ele€toral vote to the grand duke of Tu/= 
cany for the Imperial dignity, immediately 
after the figning of the prefent preliminary 
articles, and after hoftilities have ceafed, 
and the peace been figned, 

6. The queen of Hungary and the king 
of Pruffia to guarantee all the territories of 
his Pruffian majefty, and the king of Pruf= 
fia all thofe which her Hungarian majefty 
pofleffed in Germany. 

7. Endeavours fhall be ufed to make am 
exchange of fome diftriéts of Silefia that lie 
within Lufatia, againft the little town of 
Furftemberg, with its cuftom-houfe fituate 
on the Oder, to be given to the king of 
Pruffia, fo that neither of the two parties 
may be a Jofer by this exchange.

The king of Prufia and the queen 
of Hungary mutually engage to ftart no dif- 
ficulties, nor obftru& in the leaft the com- 
merce of their fubjects. 

t1. The king of Great’ Britain, as elec- 
tor of Brunfwick-~Lunendurgh, and the king 
of Poland, as elector of Saxony, to be in-~ 
cluded in this peace, and all the reciprocal 
pretenfions occafioned by the prefent war 
between the king of Pruffia and the king of 
Poland, be annull and void.

Aug. 26. His Britannic majefty ar- 
rived at Utrechr, and next morning conti- 
nued his journey to He/voetfluys by ‘the or- 
inary rout, without being efcorted by one 
troop of thefe provinces... At Helwoetfluys 
his Majefty was waited on by general Ligo- 
nier and lord Peterfoam, from the duke of 
Cumberland; alfo by lord Harrington, who 
had received a courier from the lords re- 
gent, with advice, that an exprefs dif- 
patched from lord Glenorchy in Scotland was 
arrived, and that feveral perfons of diftinc- 
tion had joined the Pretender, whofe fon 
fet up the grand ftandard on the 12th inft. 
and publifhed a manifefto, in which he 
took the title of Carolus Princeps Cuftos 
Regni. 

Aug. 3%. Between twelve and one 
o’clock the guns were fired at the Tower, 
€c. on his Majefty’s happy arrival; and 
about one his Majefty pafied through the 
city, amidét the joyful acclamations of great 
numbers of his loyal fubjects. 

The duke of Argyle arrived in town from 
Scotland, which occafioned many {fpecula- 
tions. 

Arms were fhipped for Scotland and Ire- 
Zand to arm the militia. 

Sir Fobn Cope, general of the forces in 
Scotland, was bufy in drawing thern toge- 
ther to oppofe arifing, and publithed an or- 
der for all officers to repair to their pofts, 
alfo for all out-perifioners to repair to Edin- 
burgh on pain of being ftruck off the lift. 

Correfpondence by the packet boats to 
Offend being interrupted, notice was given 
the merchants &c. that it would be proper 
to inclofe their letters to their friends to 
Holland, to be forwarded to Flanders. 

Sept. 1. A grand council was held at 
Kenfington, when the lords of the regency 
furrendered up their commiffion to his Ma- 
jefty. 

Sept. 4. A detachment of the rebels 
took poffeffion of Perth, and proclaimed the 
Pretender the fame evening, but the Pro- 
voft and magiftrates left the place before the 
proclamation began, and others were ap- 
pointed in their room. The rebels were 
joined at Perth by the duke of Perth, lord 
George Murray, brother to the duke of 
Athol, the hon. William Murray, efq. the 
lord Nairn, Mefirs. Oliphant of Gafk, elder 
and younger, and feveral other difaffeéted 
gentlemen. George Kelly, efq. who was 
committed to the Tower with the late 
bishop of Rochefler in 1721, and made his 
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efcape fome time after, was made captain 
of a company of the rebels. The young 
Chevalier granted pafles to people who came 
from Perth, which, run in thefe terms: 
“© Charles prince of Wales, and regent of 
Scotland, England, France and Ireland, and 
of the dominions thereto bélonging. 

Sept. 5. The Lord Mayor and court of 
aldermen of London waited on the King at 
Kenfington, to congratulate him om his fafe 
return, and addrefs him conterning the in- 
vafion, when his Majefty was pleafed to 
confer the honour of knighthood on Henry 
Marfhail, efq. Jord mayor, Samuel Pennani, 
efq. one of the fheriffs, and Fobn Bofworth, 
efq. the chamberlain. 

Admiral Martin failed from Plymouth 
with five feventy gun thips and a floop, and 
was followed foon after by another fhip of 
feventy guns, and four other fixty and fe- 
venty gun fhips were to fail on the gth in- 
ftant. 

Sept: 6. At acourt of common-council 
held at Guildhall, the Lord ‘Mayor ac- 
quainted the court of a letter he had re- 
ceived from the duke of Newzcaffle, fignify- 
ing that an invafion was made in Scotland 
in favour of a Popith Pretender, with other 
particulars ; upon which a motion was made 
by Mr. 7. Hodges, for the heads of an addrefs, 
which was unanimoufly agreed to; it was 
then moved, that a committee of four al- 
dermen and eight commoners be appointed 
to withdraw and prepare an addrefs, and 
the following perfons were elected for that 
purpofe, viz.

The Lord Mayor received a fecond letter 
from the duke of Newcaftle, to defire his 
lordfhip to recommend to the lieutenancy of 
the city to put the militia in good order, to 
a€ as occafion fhall require. 

An order was iffued for the militia of the 
city and liberty of Weftminfler, to hold 
themfelves in readinefs to march forthwith. 
And the regiment of Switzers, which laft 
year entered voluntarily to ferve his Ma- 
jefty in cafe of an invafion, were fummoned 
to attend their colonel. 

Sept. 7. The king of France made his 
triumphant entry into Paris with the ut- 
moft magnificence. All the ftreets through

which he paffed were fpread with tapeftry, 
the fhops were kept fhut by an edict of 
_ Parliament for three days, and the fronts of 
the houfes were illuminated, and fountains 
ran with wine in the ftreets. 

The French by taking of Newport, the 
garrifon of which furrendered prifoners of 
war the sth infant, WV. S. were entire 
mafters of Auffrian Flanders. The allied 
army retained the fame fituation and 
firength, the place of the troops fent to 
England being fupplied by fo many Heffans. 

Sept. 7. The rebels proclaimed the 
Chevalier at Dundee, fearched the whole 
town for horfes and arms, levied the public 
money, giving receipts for the fame, and 
carried up the fhip of captain William Gra- 
ham‘of Perth, from the road of Dundee to 
“Perth, fuppofing her to have gunpowder on 
“board. 

Sept. 8. The Prince Frederick and Duke 
privateers arrived at Brifel with the trea- 
fure taken out of the two French fhips from 
the South Sea. 

Sept- 9. The court of lieutenancy wait- 
ed on his Majefty with their addrefs. 

Sept. 10. A court martial was held on 
board the Sandwich at Deal, when capt. 
Ruffane was fentenced to be fhot. 

Sept. 11 The merchants of London 
went ina folemn cavaleade of 160 coaches 
to Kenfington, to prefent their addrefs. 


Ata megting of the merchants at Mer-— 


chant-taylors-hall, it was propofed to raife 
two regiments for his Majefty’s fervice, en- 
tirely at their own expence, which was 
unanimoufly agreed to, and the propereft 
method for putting it in execution was re- 
ferred to the confideration of a committee.

Several gentlemen attended Sir William 
Yonge at the war-office, Scotland-yard, with 
propofals for raifing tooo men for his Ma- 
jefty’s ferviee, if arms be furnifhed, and 
proper officers to inftrué them. 

Sept. t7. A proclamation was publithed 
by the lord mayor of Dublin, in which the 
city offered 6000/. for apprehending the 
Pretender or his fon, if either of them at- 
tempted to land in Ireland. 

Sept. 18. ‘The Parliament was prorogued 
to the 17th of O&. when they were to fit. 

Fobn Blair of Caftle-bill, Scotland, efq. 
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who was brought to London with Sir Henry 
Maclean, after a long examination was com- 
mitted to Newgate for high-treafon. 

Sept. 20. On advice at five in the morn- 
ing, at Newcaftle, that the rebels were in 
full march that way to the number of 5000, 
having left 2000 in Edinburgh, the Mayor 
fummoned all the inhabitants to appear at 
the Guilahall, where he made a fpeech to

Soon after their mafter came ina 
Highland habit, and went to Holyrood pa- 
lace, where he changed his drefs, and the 
purfuivants being fent for and cloathed, 
they proclaimed the Pretender; the arms 
delivered to the inhabitants were returned 
to the caftle ; their new guefis behaved 
well, (only feizing the centinels) paying 
for what they wanted, all was quiet, and 
the tradefmen went regularly on in their 
bufinefs. 

Sir obn Cope with the troops under his 
command were attacked by the rebels at 
day-break, at Prefton, near Seaton, feven 
miles from Edinburgh; the King’s troops 
were defeated, and Sir ‘fobn Cope, with 
about 450 dragoons, retired to Lander ; 
brig. Fowkes and col. Lafcelles got to Dux- 
bar: the earls of Loudon and Hume, and 
fome of the gentlemen volunteers, were at 
Lauder with Sir Fobn Cope. - 

Sept. 22. Landed at Gravefend, Grays, 
and Blackwall from Flanders, the three 
battalions belonging to his Majefty’s regi- 
ments of foot guards, together with the 
feven regiments of foot, commanded by 
majors general Pulteney, Howard, Bragg, 
and Fobn/on, brigadiers general Douglas and 
Cholmondeley, and col. Scwle. 

Sept. 23. Both the Czarina and the 
grandees of Poland feemning inclined to de- 
fend Saxony, if attacked by the Pruffian 
army, the prince of Anbalt Deffau, com- 
mander of it, thought it advifeable to for- 
bear hoftilities. His Savedijh majefty. de- 
clared, that he would take no part in the 
troubles of Europe, unlefs in furnifhing his 
contingent as a member of the empire. 

Septe24. Was held a meeting at York 
(the moft numerous that ever was known) 
of almoft all the nobility, gentlemen, and 


clergy of that great county, in order to form. 


an 
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an affociation, which was figned moft 
heartily and unanimoufly. The fubfcrip- 
tion was 40,000/. towards maintaining the 
troops to be immediately raifed, for his 
Majeity’s (ervice. 

Sept. 26, Several very eminent mer- 
chants of Lowden, confiderable traders and 
‘proprietors of the public funds, met, about 
noon, at Garraway’s coftee-houfe, and with 
the utmoft alacrity came to the following 
agreement, for fupporting the public cre- 
dit. ‘* We the underfigned merchants 
and others, being fenfible how neceflary 
the prefervation of public credit is at this 
time, do hereby declare, that we will not 
refufe to receive bank notes in payment of 
any fum of money to be paid tous. And 
we will ufe our utmoft endeavours to make 
all our payments in the fame manner :” 
and by five next afternoon 1140 had figned 
it. Upon this refolution a hurry which 
had been at the bank fora few days paft, 
ceafed. ”Twas faid to be occafioned by the 
Papifts and Jacobites, with a defign to hurt 
credit as much as was in their power, and 
to get gold to fend to the rebels ; in which 
the direCtors wifely difappointed them, by 
ordering payment in filver. 

A fubicription was opened at Garraway’s 
coflee-houfe, by a great number of eminent 
merchants, who fubfcribed 200/. each, in 
order toraife a fund of 250,000/. for raifing 
and fupporting a regiment of men for the 
further fecurity of the city. 

The directors of the Eaft-India com- 
pany declared they would take in their 
bonds at par, for payment for goods bought 
at their fale, being 10s. difcount. 

The Sutherlands, Frazers, Mackays, and 
other loyal clans in the north of Scotland, 
having taken arms, marched into the low 
countries to at againft the rebels, alfo 
2009 well affefted clans raifed by Duncan 
Forbes, efq. lord prefident of the feflion, 

A large number of tranfports were taken 
up for tranfporting 12,000 Danes for the 
fervice of his Britannic Majefty, fix men 
out of each company being draughted for 
that purpofe. His Pruffian Majefty declar- 
ed, by his minifter, to the French king, 
that if he did any way affift in the invafion 
againit Great-Britain, he would caufe his 
troops to act againft him with all their 
might. 

Sept. 27. The ground was marked in 
Hyde-park, for the encampment of the 
horfe and foot-guards and horfe-grenadiers. 
Alfo for the other regiments coming from 


Flanders.

Six waggons loaded with mufkets, were 
fent to Wooburn in Bedfordjhire, for the 
duke ot Bedford, who raifed a regiment of 
1000 men. ‘T'welve other peers did the’ 
like, and gave 1s. 6d. a day to each man, 

Sept. 28. At a court of Huftings at 
Guildhall, Richard Hoare, efg. alderman 
of Farringdon-ward without, was elected 
Lord Mayor, and Sobn Blachford, and 
Francis Cokayne, efgrs. were {worn sheriffs, 

Sept. 28. The King fent orders to his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumberland, 
to fend over immediately eight battalions, 
and alfo nine fquadrons of the Briti/ troops 
from the army under his Royal Highnefs’s 
command, for the defence and fecurity of 
his Majefty’s kingdoms, 

The Turkifh army, confifting of 130,000 
men, was totally routed by Schach Nadir, 
with the lofs of their general Yeghen Ba» 
fhaw, three other Bafhaws of three tails, 
and near 30,000 men, befides all their 
cannon and baggage. 

Of, 1. Two hundred gunners, bome 
bardiers and matroffes were fent from Wool- 
wich, with a large train of artillery for the 
forts and caftles in the weft of England. 

An extraordinary guard of 70 men of the 
foot-guards received orders to be under arms 
at the guard-room day and night, againft 
any fudden emergency. 

His Majetty ordered a ftrong body of troops, 
confifting of feveral battalions of foot, and 
fome fquadrons of horfe and dragoons, to 
march directly to Scotland under the com- 
mand of field marfhal Wade. 

Sir Gregory Page muftered a body of 500 
men on Blackheath, raifed and clothed at 
his own expence, 

During the time of full change, twenty- 
two of the waggons, laden with part of the 


‘treafure taken by the Prince Frederick and 


Duke privateers, were brought to town in 
the following manner, viz. 1, Two led 
horfes, 2. One kettle-drum and fix trum- 
pets. 3. Twelve butchers with marrow- 
bones and cleavers, (who met them at 
Hyde Park-corner). 4. °A party of the 
foot-guards. 5. Several of the officers and 
failors belonging tothe Prince Frederick and 
Duke, on horfeback. 6. Twenty-two wage 
gons laden with money, &c. with the pri- 
vateers colours flying upon them, and each 
guarded by feveral failors with drawn cut- 
Jafies. 7. Another party of the foot-guards. 
8. One kettle-drum and fix trumpets. And 
g. The refidue of the privateers officers and 
failors, with drawn cutlaffes. In this form 
they went through the city, amidft the 
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ringing of bells and firing of guns, and the 
repeated acclamations of the people, to the 
Tower. 

OG. 2. The remainder came in twenty- 
three waggons, and was all carried to the 
Tower.— The whole weight of the treafure, 
including the package, amounted to feventy- 
eight tons, thirteen hundred, one quarter 
and fixteen pounds, of which a confiderable 
part was gold. 

At an aflembly of nobility and gentry at 
the caftle of Cheffer, meafures were enter- 
ed upon to raife and maintain 2500 for his 
Majeity’s fervice. Sir Rabert Grofvenor 
gave 2000/. many gentlemen fub{cribed a 
year’s income of their eftates, and the bifhop 
of Cheffer gave 200/. and even the Catholicks 
of the beft diftinétion thewed their zeal for 
the government. 

OG. 3. Fifteen cannon, three pounders, 
eleven waggons with military ftores, two 
{miths forges, and nine carriages laden with 
powder and bail], attended by one hundred 
matrofles, gunners and bombardiers, fet 
out for the north of England. More were 
fent by feato Hull and Newcafile. 

The nobility, clergy and gentry of Lan- 
cafpire, met at the town-hall of Preffou, 
and entered into an affociation to raife 5000 
men for the defence of the government. 

OG. 4. An affociation was fet on foot 
by the lord Qnjlow, the Speaker of the 
Houfe of Commons, and feveral other gen- 
tlemen for raifing a body of men in the 
county of Surrey 5 at 4/. a man entrances 

The Emperor was crowned the 4th inft. 
N.S: -at Francfort, and fet out with the 
Emprefs for Vienna on the 16th.—The king 
of Pruffia appeared to have bought his vic- 
tory at a dear rate; not only confidering 
the lofs of his papers, by which fome dif- 
coveries were made, but from his refolution 
to remain on the defenfive in Silefia. The 
_ eleGtors entered into an affociation to de- 
fend the head of the Empire, and the cir- 
cles were required to furnifh a triple con- 
tingent for that purpoie; the electoral col- 
lege vacated the inveftitute of the king of 

Pruffia for Eaft Friefland. 

_ O&. §. A proclamation was iffued by 
his Majefty for encouraging able-bodied 
men to enlift themfelves as foldiers in the 
Jand fervice, on or before the 25th day of 
December, promifing them a difcharge if 
they requeft it, at the end of fix months, 
or when the rebellion fhonld be extin- 
guifhed. 

Several hundred weight of balls of fe- 
vera] fizes, were feized in Leadenhall-ftreet, 
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by one of the chief clerks of the office of 
ordnance. 

O&. 6. <A detachment of the foot- 
guards took poffeflion-of Lincoln’s-inn-fields 
playhoufe for a guard-room. 

Field marthal Wade fet out for Doncafters 
to take upon him the command of the forces 
aflembling in the north. 

O&. 7. This day there were found 
dropt near Pool in Dorfetfiire, the following 
letter, with a piece of paper, and a hand- 
kerchief, ina wheel-rutt full of water, 

SIAR; Sept. 27, 1745s 

«“ Having this opportunity by a friend, 
who is going to Plymouth, to advife our, 
Catholic friends how to act with relation 
to the prifoners, the which alfo is to ftop 


near Weymouth, I thought proper to wifh: 


you joy of the fuccefs of our friends in the 
north. When our neighbours arrive in the 
weft, I hope you will be ready to affift 


them, as promifed in your laft, but I fear_ 


the winds have prevented themas yet. My 
humble refpeéts to S. 7. W. and all friends 
at Canford and Lulworth. » Our friend be 
ing in expedition, I conclude, Gc.” 

It was directed to Francis Weild, efq. 
in Purbeck. On the paper, which was very 
wet, could only be read, “ Call on the 
way at Port{mouth, Canford, Lulworth, 
Weymouth, Exeter, and Plymouth.” 

_ On this Mr. Weild was taken into cuf- 
tody, but after feveral examinations dif- 
charged, . 

Q&, g- eth furrendered to the French 
after the moft barbarous fiege ever known, 
carried on by a continued fhower of bombs 
and red-hot bullets, by which the build- 
ings were laid in ruins, and many of the 
inhabitants killed, while the fortifications 
received little damage, and not above eight 
or ten of the garrifon killed. Count Wurm- 
brand was obliged to furrender out of com- 
paffion, and obtained honourable terms. 
Thus the French became mafters of all Flan- 
ders except Sluys, and fome other {mall 
towns belonging to the Dutch, and of Bra 
Lant to the river Dender. 

The Venetian ambaflador came from 
Greenwich by water to the Tower of London, 


‘and then went through the city in great 


fiate, to his houfe in Thrift-freet, Sobo 3 
whence he proceeded the next day, in the 
fame manner, to have an audience of his 
Majefty at Kenfington. 

At a court of lieutenancy held at Guild- 
hall, the commiffioners ordered the fix re- 
giments of trained bands to do duty by turns 
day and night, to fecure the peace of the 

city 3 
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city; and the city gates to be fhut every 
night at ten o’clock, and not to be opened 
till fix in the morning, and none to pafs 
or repafs, without giving an account of 
themifelves. 

The lords of the Admiralty ordered all 
his Majefty’s yards to be locked up, and 
no perfon to be admitted but upon bufi- 
nefs. 

Twenty chefts, containing 2000 cut- 
laffes, were feized at the Saracen s-head 
inn on Snow-bill, on fufpicion they were 
defigned for fome dangerous attempt againft 
his Majefty’s fubjets. The cutlafles were 
fent to the Tower, and the mafter of the 
inn committed to the cuftody of a mefien- 
ger. But the owner of the arms from 
Birmingham appearing, they were reftored to 
him, and the inn-keeper releafed, 

Several Irifb papifts were committed to 
prifon for feditious words, and fome zealots 
had the affurance to contradiét our preachers 
in their pulpits. His Majefty’s bakehoufe 
at Dover, and the ftock of farmers in divers 
parts, were burnt this month, not without 
{ufpicion of thefe wicked people. 

The court. martial at Chatham fenten:+ 1 
captain Burrifa, late commander of his 
Majefty’s thip the Dorfet/bire, to be broke, 
and rendered incapable of ever ferving in his 
“Majefty’s navy. 

The Exglifh fleet bombarded Genoa and 
Final, with little effect, but St. Remo was 
almoft laid in afhes. 

The nobility, gentry, clergy, and other 
inhabitants of Norfolk, after a moving 
fpeech made by the bifhop of Norwich, 
unanimoufly agreed onan addrefs, aflocia- 
tion, and voluntary fubfcription for the fup- 
port of the eftablifhed conftitution 3 above 
10,000/. was fubicribed the fame day. 

O&. 11. The Mayor, recorder, alder- 
men, and the reft of the corporation, with 
many of the principal inhabitants of Brifto/, 
affembled at the Guildhall, when the duke 
of Newca/tle’s letter was publicly read, au- 


thorifing the magiftrates, from his Majetfty, | 


_tocallthe city to arms, and to marfhal them 
into troops or companies, and officer them 
at their difcretion, his Majefty being high- 
ly pleafed with the zeal and unanimity of fo 
confiderable a body of his fubjeéts. After 
this was read, an aflociation was entered 
into, when the Mayor fubfcribed 10,000/. 
in the name of the chamber, and the mafter 
of the fociety and company of merchants 
sooo/. in the name of the whole fociety ; 
which was followed by a fubfcription of the 
whole bench of magiftrates, fome of whom 
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fubfcribed 5oo/, others 300/. z200/. ang 
100/. 

O&. 15. Mr. Lockbart of Carnwarth, 
who furrendered himfelf after the battle of 
Gladfmuir, fet out from Berwick with 
general Cope, under a guard, for London. 

O&. 16. The proprietors of the prince 
Frederick and Duke privateers waited on the 
King, and offered 700,000/. (their fhare of 
the prizes) to be immediately enployed for 
his Majefty’s fervice, which was accepted, 
and the money to be repaid by parliament. 

His Majefty and the royal family came 
from Kenfington to St. Fames’s. ' 

Od. 17. The parliament met, when his 
Majefty made the following moft gracious 
fpeech to both Houfes. 

ss My Lords and Gentlemen, 

«© The open and unnatural rebellion, 
which has broke out, and is ftill continuing 
in Scotland, has obliged me to call you to- 
gether fooner than I intended; and I fhali 
Jay nothing before you at prefent, but what 
immediately relates to our fecurity at home, 
teferving all other confiderations to a far- 
ther opportunity. So wicked and daring an 
attempt, in favour of a Popith Pretender ta 
my crown, headed by his eldeft fon, carried 
on by numbers of traiterous and defperate 
perfons within the kingdom, and encou- 
raged by my enemies abroad, requires the 
immediate advice and affiftance of my Par- 
liament to fupprefs and extinguifh it. The 
duty and affection for me and my govern- 
ment, and the vigilant and zealous care for

The zeal 
and vigour which you have with fo much 
unanimity declared on this occafion, will, 
I truft in God, enable me to put a fpeedy 
end to this rebellion, Whatever frength 
you fhall place in my hands, you may be 
aflured fhall be employed only to promote 
the good and happinefs of my people, and 
to fecure to them the perpetual enjoyment 
of their religion, laws, and liberties. 

O&.18. This day about nine o'clock, 
his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
arrived in London, in good health, frorn 
Holland. 

Of. 19. Sir Robert Ladbrooke having re- 
ceived intimation from aman whocalled at 
his houte, to pack up hiseffe¢ts, and to depart 
the town with his family dire€tly, for that 
there was a defign to fire the city in a night 
or two, he acquainted the duke of Mew- 
cafile with it; on which double guards 
were ordered in every ftation about the 
metropolis. : 
By 
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By letters of the 20th inft. from Ber- 
qick, the rebels had not then moved from 
Edinburgh. The officers, &c. they had 
taken prifoners in the late adtion near 
Tranent, were on the 28th and 29th fent to 
Perth ; the wounded remained in the in- 
firmary at Edinburgh. The rebels took 
poffeffion of all the avenues on the 29th at 
night, leading to the caftle, in order to 
block itup. O. 1. About eleven o'clock 
in the forenoon, they began to dig a trench 
crofs the ftreet of Edinburgh, a little below 
the refervoir on the caftle-hill ; about three 
in the afternoon, the garrifon in the caftle 
fired on them with {mall arms, killed three 
of the rebels, and wounded the officer who 
commanded the party ; upon which they 
difcontinued to work at the trench. About 


four o’clock, fome great guns were fired, 


from the caftle, which did Jittle or no da- 
mage to the town; immediately on the 
firing from the caftle, the Pretender’s fon 
left the abbey, and retired to the camp at 
Dudding flon, where the main body of the 
rebels were onthe ath. The city of Gia/- 
gow received a fecond letter from the Pre- 
tender’s fon, for 15,000/. accompanied 
with threats of military execution, but got 
it leffened to 5500/. which fum they were 
obliged to pay immediately. Upon the 
4th, the garrifon of the caftle of Edin- 
burgby under favour of a great fire of their 
cannon from the half-moon, made a trench 
crofs the caftle-hill, half way between the 
gate and the houfes, fourteen feet broad 
and fixteen deep, and from the parapet, 
made by the earth dug out of the trench on 
the fide next the caftle, with the fire of 
200 men of the garrifon, cleared the bloc- 
kade. Upon the sth, by the help of the 
town’s people, they obtained twenty black 
cattle, a quantity of bread and ale, and 
water from the refervoir. About five that 
evening, a confiderable detachment of the 
rebels marched up to the caitle-hill, to at- 
tack the party of the garrifon in the trench, 
who retreated into the caftle upon their ap- 
proach without lofing a man ; the rebelsin 
creeping up the fouth fide of the hill, had 
_ twenty of their men killed by the cannon 
from the caftle. About nine the fame 
night, between four and sooo of them 
marched into the town from their camp, 
and remained in it all night, but none of 
them durit appear within the reach of the 
‘cannon. ‘They were employing all the 
farriers about the town to fhoe their horfes, 
and gave out that they intended to march 
upon the 8th towards Berwick, with goco 
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men. On the r1th, Glenbucket and lord 
Ogilvy joined them with a reinforcement of 
7oomen, They would not fuffer any pro- 
vifions to be carried out to the Fox man of | 
war, lying in the road of Leith, and the 
Captain of that fhip had taken care to pre- 
vent any veffel croffing the Firth, They 
had ordered the landlords of all the houfes 
of Edinburgh to pay in half a crown in the 
pound of all their rents as upon the 7th. 
Great numbers of the rebels having been 
pofted in the houfes near the caftle, gene- 
ral Gueft had been obliged not only to fire 
upon them, but likewife to march out 
and burn them to the ground: that there- 
upon another order for reftoring the com- 
munication was, upon the sth, pafted up 


at the feveral gates of the town, and ever 


fince the garrifon had been plentifully fup- 
plied with every thing they wanted. Five 
hundred men from Aberdeenfbire had joined 
the rebels; they marched into Dalkeith 
upon the oth and 1oth, under the com- 
mand of lord Pitfligoee—1oo horfes had been 
demanded of the duke of Buccleugh’s cham- 
berlain : the town of Leith had received 
notice to provide a large number of horfes 
and carts, which were to be ready againft 
the sth; orders had been iffued for 
20,000/4. weight of bifcuit to be ready the 
12th ; that they had feized feveral horfes 
in Edinburgh, and the adjacent country, and 
had loft feveral men by defertion ; great 
numbers of the inhabitants had retired. A 
Scotch thip arrived at Montrofe, and brought 
money-and arms, and fome officers, for the 
ufe of the rebels who continued upon the 
13th in and about Edinburgh, without any 
appearance of an immediate march from 
thence, though they continued iffuing or- 
ders for the country horfes to come in to. 
them upon the rsth, upon pain of military 
execution, Thefe orders extended not only 
to the Lothians, but even to Hamilton, of 
which place 1oo horfes had been demanded. 
The rebels had formed a fcheme for getting 
into their hands a fhip in Leith road, on 
board of which were fome new pieces of 
cannon, about twenty-five barrels of pow- 
der, and fome firelocks; four mafters of 
fhips had undertaken to go off to her with 
eighteen hands, cut her cable, and let her 
drive : but the night before this was to 
have been executed, captain Beaver, of 
his Majefty’s fhip the Fox, got intelligence 
of the plot, and immediately put twenty 
of his hands on board her, and moored her 
under his own ftern. The rebels left their 
camp at Duddingflon, and were, on the 

ysoth 


15th at midnight, in the town and fuburbs 
of Edinburgh. 

O&.21. His Majefty went tothe Houfe 
of Peers, and gave the royal aflent to the 
act for fufpending the Habeas Corpus a& 
for fix months, alfo that for preventing 
wrongous imprifonment in Scot/and, as far 
asit relates to treafon. By this aét horfes 
of fufpected perfons might be feized, and 
the owner to pay five thillings a week for 
the keeping. 

The earl of Cheferfie/d, lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, at the requeft of the Houfe of 
Commons in that kingdom, iffued a pro- 
clamation, offering a reward. of 50,000/, to 


whoever fhall apprehend alive, or bring in 


the body dead, of the eldef# fon of the Pre- 
tender, if he landed or attempted to land in 
that kingdom. 

' O&.24. Another French veffel landed 
at Stonchive fome officers and a few arms 
forthe rebels. A party of them went to 
Dougias, where they got fome {mall picces 
of cannon and thirty ftand of arms. Af- 
terwards they proceeded to Hamilton, and 
took what arms they found there, and thea 
returned to Edinburgh. 

OG. 25. Arrived in the Thames and 
landed, four troops of Sir Yobn Ligenier’s 
regiment of hore, major-general Blaid’s 
regiment of dragoons, the detachment of 
foot-guards which ferved at Offend, lieut. 
gen. St. C/air’s battalion of foot, lieut, gen. 
Harrifon’s, major gen. Hufke’s, and lord 
Harry Beauclerk’s regiment of foot, and a 
troop of huffars, 

O&.26. The fix regiments of trained 
bands paffed in review before his Majefty, 
who ftood three hours on the terras of the 
‘royal gardens at St. Fames’s, attended by 
Several perfons of quality ; they madea very 
handfome appearance. 

Marfhal Wade, with the forces under his 
command, was at Darlington, in the county 
of Durham. All the troops expeéted from 
Flanders arrived at Newcaftle, Berwick and 
Holy-Tfland. 

The St. Zirioco, a Spanih thip of fixteen 
gurs and fixty men, from Corunna for Scot- 
land, with 2500 mufkets and as many ba- 
yonets, roo barrels of powder, 150 quintals 
of mufket balls, boxes of horfefhoes and 
flints, and feven chefts of Spanifh money, 
and having an Jri/h captain of horfe, and an 
Jrifh pilot, was taken by the Trial priva- 
teer of Briffol. The Irifh captain being 
brought to London, was committed to New- 
gate by the duke of Newcafte. 

O@. 27. The men of war at Berqick 
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joined admiral Byng, who had orders to de« 
mand all the veffels out of every port in 
Scotland, or on refufal to burn them, and 
the towns that offered refiftance 3 to prea 
vent the Pretender and his adherents from 
efcaping by fea. 

Her royal highnefs the princefs of Wales 
was {Mely delivered of a fon at fix o'clock 
in the morning. 

O&,29. Theright honourable Richard 
Hoare, efq. lord mayor, was fworn at Weft- 
minfter as ufual, and returned to Guildhall 
amidft the acclamations of the greateft num- 
ber of people ever feen on the like occafion. 
His Lordihip’s coach was the grandeft ever 
kuown, and he was attended by the artil- 
lery company, the Hanover and Cripplegate 
grenadiers, a large body of affociated gen- 
tlemen out of Fleet-ftreet completely cloath- 
ed, and the dukes of Richmend, Marlbo- 
rough, Montague, Nezceaftle, the earl of 
Harrington, the Lord Chancellor, lord 
Gower, all the judges, and feveral of the 
nobility and gentry dined with his Lord- 
fhip at Guildhall, 

The earl of Loudon artived at Invernefs 
on the 11th inftant, in order to take upon 
him the command of the troops in thofe 
parts, and of twenty new independent com- 
panies.,. 

The rebels marked out a ftrong camp, 
weft of Dalkeith, about four miles fouth 
from Edinburgh, with Dalkeith on their 
left, Newbartle water in their front, and 
Melvill rivulet on their rear, but fo as to be 
open on theirright towards Policy, Thefe 
two rivulets join below Dalkeith, at a place 
called Smeaton, and fall into the fea at Muf+ 
felburgh. They had got one Dz Boyer (a ne- 
phew of cardinal Tencin ) with them, whom 
they called a French ambaflador. The Pres 
tender’s eldeft fon had his quarters at the 
duke of Buccleugh’s houfe: the rebels were 
8000 effective men, exclufive of what were 
called his guards: they had brought all 
their baggage out of Edinburgh to that camp 5 
and they robbed and deftroyed all round 
them. 

O&. 30. The rebels fent a detachment 
with three pieces of cannon to fecure the 
pafs of the Forth above Sterling, upon ad~ 
viée that the earl cf Leudon with feveral 
thoufand well affected Highlanders, anda 
body of marines, put on fhore at Aberdeen 
from admiral Byag’s fleet, hada defign to 
march thither to ftop their return. 

The parith of St. Mariin’s, Weftminfer, 
having raifed a fubfeription for fupporting 
of the conftitution, procured near 200 able 
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men at s/. each, to enlift in his Majefty’s 
foot guards, and had a fund for 200 more ; 
an example much applauded. Other fub- 
{criptions for the fame purpofe, or actual 
regiments, were raifed in moft counties 
and cities in the kingdom. ‘There were in 
money or men fufficient to add 604900 to 
his Majefty’s forces for the fecurity of the 
nation; the Spital-field’ manufacturers 
alone furnifhing 3000. 

O&. 30. Being his Majefty’s birth-day, 
was oblerved with exiraordinary figns of 
loyalty throughout the city and fuburbs.

Whereas it hath been reprefented to 
his Majefty, that feveral of his fubjects, 
inhabiting the highlands of Scotland, and 
others, have been feduced by menaces and 
threatenings of their chiefs and fuperiors, 
to take arms, and enter into a moft unna- 
tural rebellion ; his Majefty has authorifed 
me to affure all fuch, who fhall return to 
their habitations, on or before the 12th 
day of Nevember next, and become faith- 
ful to his Majefty and his government, 
that they fhall be objeéts of his Majefty’s 
clemency: but if, after this his moft gra- 
cious intention being fignified, they shall 
continue in their rebellion, they will be 
proceeded againft with rigour fuitable to the 
nature of their crime. 

Given at the camp at Newcaftle upon Tyne, 

this 30th day of O&ober, 1745. 

Nov. 1. Major-general Campbell arrived 
at Inverary in Argylefrire, from Liverpool, 
with arms, money, &c. and formed a body 
in defence of the kingdom. ‘The earl of 
Loudon had great fuccefs at Inwernefs, and 
was at the head of a little complete army. 
This day a proclamation was read at the 
high crofs in Edinburgh, inviting all able- 
bodied men to enter into his Majefty’s 
fervice, with affurances of being difcharged 
as foon as the rebellion fhould be extin- 
guifhed. The officers of excife had orders 
to repair immediately to their divifions, and 
do their duty as formerly. 

Nov. 4. Arrived in the Thames from 
Flanders, \ieut. gen.

Now. 5. The Lord Mayor went in ftate 
to St. Paul’s, where he was met by the 
dukes of Bedford, Montague, Richmond, 
Newcaftle, and Dorfet, the earl of Harring 
ton, lord Gower, the right hon. Henry Pel- 
ham, efq. and feyeral other perfons of di- 
tinction. The evening was very remark- 
ably obferved, and the Pope and Pretender 
burnt in many places, 

Nov. 9- A proclamation was iffued for 
a general faft throughout Great Britain on 
the 18th of December following. 

One Gordon, a Scotch Romifb prieft, was 
taken into cuftody, and his papers feized, 
by which it appeared, that many thoufand 
pounds had been tranfmitted through his 
hands to the rebels. 

Nov. 11. A perfon who faw the rebels 
about Rowclif, affirmed that the whole 
number did not exceed gooo men. As to 
arms, every man had a {word, target, muf- 
ket and dirk; their baggage not very con- 
fiderable, but they relieved the guard that 
marched with it every night. For provi- 
fion, they had live cattle, and kept a drove 
along with them 5; oatmeal they took where® 
they could find it, and carried it in a bag 
at their fides, and eat it morning and even- 
ing with water. They marched at a great 
rate, and expreffed a defire of getting into 
Lancaflire. Their officers lodged in vil- 
lages, but the men always encamped at 
Abowt day-break they began to 
move, or fooner if the moon fhone, and 
and pufhed on as hard as poffible. 

Nov. 12. A fire happened at Rycaut, 
the feat of the earl of Abingdon in Oxford- 
feire, by which great part of it, with the 
Earl’s fon, lord Norreys, was unfortunately 
burnt. 

The fherifts of London, attended by their 
officers, went to the Royal Exchange, and 
faw feveral treafonable papers, figned by 
the Pretender and his fon, burnt by the 
hands of the common hangman, according 
to a refolution of the Lords and Commons, 
amidft the repeated acclamations of a pro- 
digious number of people. Two of the faid 
papers were figned Fames R. and dated at 
Rome, the 23d of Dec. 1743, and four 
figned Charles P, R. dated May 16, Aug.22, 
O&.

ous, under the well eftablifhed government 
of a Proteftant prince, for popery and 
flavery, under a popifh bigotted Pretender, 
long fince excluded by the wifeft laws made 
to fecure our excellent conftitution, and 
abjured by the moft folemn oaths. 

Jou. 14. His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the royal affent to 
the bill to enable him to raife the militia in 
that part of Great-Brirain called England, 
although the month’s pay formerly advanced 
had not yet been répaid3 and to raife fuch 
part of the faid militia as fhall be judged 
moft proper, ready and convenient. 

Nov. 18. Moft of the Kendal militia 
were got home from Carlifle, who gene- 
rally complained of very ill treatment in 
that place ; and by all accounts, the conduét 
of that city fell much fhort of what was 
expected ftom a place of fo much ftrength 
and reputed loyalty. The militia were alfo 
put to feveral great hardfhips; many of the 
inhabitants making them pay an exorbitant 
price for provifions; and they could not, 
for any money, procure a fufficient quan- 
tity of ftraw to lie upon on the walls. 
Capt. Wilfon, (fon of Daniel Wilfon, efq. 
member of parliament for Weffmoreland ) 
paid 1/. 10s. for the ufe of a cobler’s ftall 
under the walls. Upon the firft approach 
ef the rebels, the garrifon gave out that 
themfelves were 3000 ftrong ; upon which 
the rebels durft not attempt the city imme- 
‘diately, but went forward towards Bramp- 
ton; from whence they returned on the 
ijths The gatrifonkept continually firing 
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continued fo all that night; during which 
time the terms of capitulation were fettled. 
Next morning they obferved that the rebels 
had entrenched themfelves before the town 3 
upon which the garriion renewed their fire 
with great fpirit and bravery, but foon re- 
ceived orders again to defift, for the capi- 
tulation was agreed upon. The duke of 
Perth, with his divifion; were the firft of 
the rebels that entered Carlifle, the Pre- 
tender being then fix miles from the city. 
They made the garrifon fwear never to ap- 
pear in arms any more againit them; and 
Perth fhaking the men by the hands, told 
them they were brave fellows; and offered 
them great fums to enlift with him. The 
rebels took above 200 good horfes, and all 
the arms from the militia, befides 1000 
ftand lodgedin the caftle. They alfo found 
arich booty in the caftle; the people of 
the country round about having brought 
thither, for fafety, the moft valuable of 
their effets. The marquis of Tullibardin 
was killed by the firft fire from the walls 
onthe toth. The town capitulated on the 
14th, in the evening; and onthe roth, 
at ten o’clock in the morning, it was given 
up. Aboutone in the aftetnoon the rebels 
entered the city, and the next morning the | 
caftle was furrendered to them. Several of 
the militia endeavoured to efcape, without 
being obliged to take the oath, as alfo did 
fome of Ccpe’s men, who had deferted from 
the rebels, one of which they fhot, as an 
example to deter others. 

Nov. 23. The right honourable the 
Jord High Chancellor, the mafter of the 
Rolls, the twelve judges, the attorney and 
folicitor-general, the King’s ferjeants, and 
council, and all the other ferjeants at law 
with the benchers and bartifters of the 
feveral focieties of the law, made a procef> 
fion of near two hundred coaches from 
Weftminfter-hall, to wait on his Majefty 
with their addrefs and affociation 5 to which 
his Majefty returned a moft gratious anfwer, 
and was pleafed privately to exprefs his 
fatisfaétion in having fuch a compliment 
paid him, as none of his predeteffors had 
ever received. They all had the honour of 
kiffing his Majefty’s hand; and his Ma- 
jefly was moreover pleafed to confer the 
honour of knighthood on four of the 
judges, two of his own ferjeants, and two 
of the gentlemen within the bar, viz. 
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Judges.

Nov. 24 The rebels entered Lancafter 
at noon, and the comm<nding officer imme- 
diately demanded the public money. 

Nov. 25. Advices from Penrith of the 
2oth at night, mention, that the rebels to 
the amount of 3000 had been entering that 
place from four in the afternoon to nine, 
and that a party of them, confifting of 120 
men, went that afternoon to Lowther-ball, 
lord Lonfdale’s feat. ' 

Letters of the 21ft from the fame place 
fay, the rebels had been coming in there all 
that day, that thofe which had arrived the 
day before were all gone the Lancafbire 
road ; that lord George Murray, lord Elcho, 
Jord Nairn, Glenbucket, and the perfon ftil- 
ing himfelf duke of Perth, were arrived at 
Penrith. - 

Leiters from Kendal of the 21ft bring ad- 
vice, that about 120 horfe, belonging to 
the rebels, were come into that town, and 
that they had prepared quarters for 2000 
foot, the 22d the rebels arrived there. 

By advices of the 22d from Penrith, the 
Highland army which marched in there on 
the 21ft halted that day. The Pretender’s 
fon, with his houfhold, came in at the 
head ofa regiment of foot, about three that 
afternoon; that ‘by the beft reckoning that 
could be made at Emont and Fallowfield- 
bridge, the whole of their army did not ex- 
ceed 7coo men; that the body of regular 
horfe was inconfiderable. There were not 
above 30 huffars, befides thofe that march- 
ed with the van-guard to Kexda/; that Car- 
fifle was Jeft with only about 100 men; that 
nine men belonging to the army of the 
rebels came into Burton about one o’clock 
in the afternoon of the 23d, and demanded 
quarters for 100 horfe and zoo foot. The 
24th, the van ofthe rebel army, confifting 
of the numbers above, arrived at Lancafer, 
and that the young Pretender, with the 
main body, lay at Kendal the night before. 
The fame day, about forty carts belonging 
to the rebels, and loaded with arms, bread,

The crew were all 
fent to Dover caftle, and the remaining 
prifoners diftributed in the feverak men of 
war inadmiral Vernon’s {quadron. By the 
accounts that fome amongft.them give, they 
failed from Dunkirk, bound for Scotland 
with two more tranfports in company, but 
were feparated by bad weather; that the 
prize came on the coaft of Scotland, but 
being chafed by a man of war put to fea, 
and was taken by the Sheerne/s, fome days 
after. Amongft the prifoners were fome 
Englifh, who were taken prifoners the lat 
campaign in Flanders, and were afterwards 
inveigled into the French fervice.

A letter from admiral Vernon’s thip where 
the prifoners were, relates, «¢ that Mr. 
Radcliffe pretended to be the father of the 
young gentleman who was fuppofed to be 
the Pretender’s youngeft fon, but that, upon 
two beds being thewn, heoftered the beft 
to his fon, who was very fullen and fpirit- 
lefs ; and every thing tended to confirm his 
being a young Pretender.” 
Now. 27. His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers and gave the royal. affent tu 
the land-tax bill, and that for continuing 
the duties on malt, mum, cyder, and perry, 
after which beth Houfes adjourned to De- 
cember the roth. 

Stockport was in the utrhoft confufion, all 
the bridges on the river Mer fey were ordered 
to be deitroyed; that at Warrington was 
demolifhed on Sunday, and that at Barton 
on Monday when, about feven o'clock, a 
party of soo men of the Liverpool royal 
blues marched with orders to deftroy the 
bridge at Srockport, and about fix o’clock in 
the morning, they beat up to affeémble, to 
put the fame in execution; fo that the 
communication with Lancafbire was cut 
off, All the principal inhabitants retired 
with their beft effects from Manchefter. 

A French thip arrived at Montrofe with 
two companies and a half of lord Sobn 
Drummand’s regiment, which landed, though 
the thip run afhore and was loft; fhe came 
from Dunkirk withthree more. The rebels 
in Perthfbire were confiderably augmented. 
The rebels were at Preffon on the 27th, 
when an advanced party went to Liverpool 
to demand quarters for 2000 men; on the 
28th, fome few of them went fo Warring- 
ton, and fome to Manchefter. Two hundred 
diforderly perfons on the 25th at night, 
proclaimed the Pretender king in Orm/Rirk,

and beat a drum for volunteers in his fer- 
vice, but the townfmen rofe and fought 
them, and took ten or twelve prifoners, 
and difperfed the reft. 

His Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cum- 
berland arrived at Litchfield the 28th, the 
horle were advanced to Newvafile; the 
town of Birmingham generoufly provided 
200 horfes to help forward the foot, and 
general Wade was at Perfbridge on the 
28th. 

Archibald Stewart, efq. late mayor of 
Edinburgh, was taken into cuftody of two 
mefiengers. 

Many fubfcriptions were promoted this 
month, to buy necefiaries for the army. 
The quakers fent down 103,000 woollen 
waiftcoats, to keep them warm, and his 
Majefty from his privy purfe gave them 
fhoes, 

Sir William Yonge, by his Majefty’s coms 
mand, thanked the Lord Mayor and feveral 
citizens for their contribution of blankets, 
watch-coats, and other neceflaries for the 
foldiers. ) 

In the tempeftuous weather from the 
18th to the zoth, feveral veffels were loft 
at fea, particularly his Majefty’s thip the 
Fox in the Frith, and all the men loft, and 
two floops of war. The fame ftorm was 
alfo felt by our enemies, and their embar- 
kations retarded.

The main body of the rebels lay at Wigan 
and Leigh upon the 28th, That afternoon 
a party of them went into Mancheffer, beat 
up for volunteers for the Pretender, inlift- 
ed feveral Papifts and Nonjurors, and offer- 
ed‘ five guineas aman to any that would 
enter: thofe who took the money had 
white cockades given them, and marched 
about the town with the drum and the fer- 
jeant. The party above ordered quarters to 
be prepared for 10,000 men. Upon the 
2zgth the main body moved towards Man- 
chefter. A party of them arrived there at 
ten in the morning, examined the beft 
houfes, and fixed upon one for the Preten- 
der’s fon’s quarters. By their order the 
bell-man went round the town to give no- 
tice to all perfons belonging to the excife, 
innkeepers, @c. forthwith to appear, to 
bring their laft acquittances ard rolls, and 
all the ready cafh they had in their hands 
belonging to the government, upon pain of 
military execution. About two in the af- 
ternoon, another party arrived there with 
the Pretender’s fon, who marched on foot 
in a Highland drefs, furrounded by a body 
of Highlanders, and was proclaimed. The 
bellman went round the town again, to or- 
der the houfes to be illuminatéd.

Nov. 20. The whole body of the rebets 
was in and about Manchefter. 

The firft battalion of guards arrived at 
Litchfield that morning, without lofing a 
man, either by ficknefs or any other acci- 
dent, and the twoother battalions the next 
day. Handafyd’s regiment was at Tams 
worth the fame day. The duke of Bed- 
ford’s regiment marched into Litchfield, 
part on the 29th at night, and part the 
next morning. 

About 200 of the rebels came to a paf$ 
three miles from Manchefter, leading to 
Knotsford, and made a fort of bridge over 
the river, by filling it with trees that they 
had felled, and advanced to Altringham : 
fifty-five the fame day croffed the river at 
Gatley-ford to Cheadle, two miles from 
Stockport, and returned dire&tly after te 
Manchefter by Cheadle-ford : Ten croffed 

the 
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the ford at Stockport that afternoon, and ftaid 
there about half an hour. They had 16 
ea of cannon at Manchefier, great num- 

ers of covered waggons, and near 100 
horfes Jaden. 

Eight hundred Jrifo and Scotch, with 
lord Fobn Drummond, in fix tranfports, 
from Dunkirk, landed at Montrofe, Stone- 
bive, and Peterbead; the rebels in and near 
Perth, by this reinforement, were 39000 
ftrong; and having advice that they in- 
tended to force a paflage near Sterling, 
lieutenant general Handa/yd had ordered a 
confiderable force to march thither, Ad- 
miral Byng, with fome of his Majefty’s 
Ships, arrived, and cruized off the har- 
bour. 

Dec. 1. His Majetiy granted a com- 
miffion to eight juftices of the peace for 
Middlefex, to enquire into the prefent ftate 
of the horned cattle in the faid county, to 
prevent the ipreading of the contagion, and 
to allow gos. to the owner of every beaft 
infeéted, and knocked on the head, as 
well as for thofe who died of it, provided 
they were immmediately buried ina pit ten 
feet deep. 

By letters of the fecond, the party which 
lay at Altringham the night before, marched 
early that morning towards Macclesfield, 
from which place about 2000 foot paffed 
by Gaw/worth at ten; that 2000 horie and 
foot came into Congleton between three and 
four in the afternoon, who gave out that 
the Pretender, with the remainder of the 
troops, would be there that evening, A 
{mall party of about thiry were detached to 
a place called Ajbbury, two or three miles 
on the Newcafile fide of Congleton. 

Dec. 3. A party of the rebels were at 
Afhbourn, fifteen miles from Derby, and 
the remainder at Leek. The former de- 
manded billets for 3000 men. An exprefs 
was fent to give notice to the duke of Cum- 
berland. 

Dec. 4. His royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland, returned to Statford with the 
army under his command, which was af- 
fembled at Stone, by four inthe morning. 

Upon pofitive advices of the rebels march- 
ing by Congleton towards North Wales, his 
royal highnefs’s van guard was in motion 
towards Newcaftle, when advice came, that 
the rebels were gone for Leek and Ajbbourn ; 
and it was thereupon refolved to march the 
army as foon as poffible to Northampton, in 
order to intercept them in their march to- 
wards the fouth. 

Dec. 5. The rebels were upon their 
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march from Afkbourn to Derby. They ap- 
peared to be a good deal fatigued, their laf 
march having been a very great one, 

Dec. 6. The duke and duchefs of Nor 
folk, being juft arrived in town from their 
houfe in Nottinghamfbire, waited upon his 
Majetty at St. Fames’s, and were very gras 
cioufly received. 

Dec. 7. At being apprehended that the 
rebels were coming forward from Derby 
for London, and that the duke of Cumber- 
land would not be able to come up with 
them, 

A proclamation was iffued for appre- 
hending Jefuits and Popifh priefts, and the 
court of lieutenancy of London refolved that 
two regiments of the trained bands fhould 
be out every night, and one in the day time, 
and the court of aldermen ordered an ad- 
ditional number of conftables and watche 
men, to preferve the peace of the city. 


A PROCLAMATION, 


For putting the laws in execution againft Fe- 
fuits and Popi 
reward for apprebending them within Lon= 
don, Weftminfter, the borough of South- 
wark, or within ten miles of the faid cities 
ef London and Weftminfter. 

CEORGE R: 

«¢ Whereas by an aé&t of Parliament made 
in the twenty-feventh year of queen E/iza- 
beth, it is ena€ted, that it fhall not be 
lawful for any Jefuit or Popifh prieft, bora 
within this realm, or any other our do- 
minions, tocome into, or be, or remainin 
any part thereof, under the penalty of being 
guilcy of high treafon, in cafe he hall not, 
within three days after he fhall come into 
this realm, fubmit himfelf to fome bifhop 
of this realm, or to fome juftice of the 
peace, and take the oaths; and every per- 
fon, who fhall wittingly and willingly re- 
ceive or maintain fuch Jefuit or Popifh 
prieft, fhall be guilty of felony without 
benefit of clergy; and by the fame aé& it is 
further enacted, that if any fubject fhall 
know that any fuch prieft is within the 
realm, and not difcover him to fome juftice 
of the peace, or other high officer, within 
twelve days next after his faid knowledge, 
but willingly conceal his knowledge there- 
in, then every fuch offender fhall be fined 
and imprifoned at the Queen’s pleafure: 
and whereas it is by an aét of the third year 
of king Hames the Firft, enacted, that if 
any perfon fhal] put in praCtice, to abfolve, 
perfuade or withdraw any of the fubjects of 
his Majefty, his heirs or fucceffors, i 
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his natural obedience to his Majefty, his 
heirs and fucceflors, or to reconcile them to 
the Pope or fee of Rome, or to move them 
to promife obedience to any pretended au- 
thority of the fee of Rome, or to any other 
prince, flate, or potentate, then every fuch 
perfon, their procurers, counfellors, aiders, 
and maintainers, knowing the fame, fhall 
‘be adjudged traitors,/and fuffer as fuch; or 
if any perfon fhall, by any means, be wil- 
lingly withdrawn, or promife obedience as 
afore‘aid, fuch perfon is thereby made guil- 
ty of high treafon: and whereas it is noto- 
rious, that great numbers of fuch Jeluits 
and Popifh priefts, taking advantage of the 
fenity of our government, in not putting 
the faid laws and other laws againft Papitts 
into ftri€ét execution, have of late come 
into or continued in this our kingdom, ex- 
ercifing their fun¢tions, and have perverted, 
or attempted to pervert, many of our (ub- 
jects from the Proteftant religion and their 
allegiance: and whereas at this time of 
open rebellion in faveur of a Popith Pre- 
teder to our crown, all fuch Jjefuits and 
Popifh priefts are more particularly danger- 
ous tothe peace and fecurity of this realm, 
and itis neceflary that the faid laws fhould 
be put into effectual execution againft them, 
and more efpecially that they fhould not be 
fuffered to come into, or remain in or near 
.to our cities of London or Weftminffer: and 
whereas by our royal] proclamation. given at 
our court at Kenfington the fifth day of Sep- 
tember laft, we did ftriétly charge and com- 
mand ail Papifts and reputed Papifts, (ex- 
cept as therein is excepted) on or before 
Thurfday the 19th day of September laft, to 
depart out of the cities of London and Wef- 
minfier, and borough of Scuthwark, and 
from all places within ten miles diftance 
from the fame: and whereas we have re- 
ceived information, that notwith{ftanding 
the {aid laws, and proclamation, many, Je- 
fuits and Popifh priefts are fo daring as {till 
‘to continue and refide within the cities of 
London and Weffminfler, and borough of 
Southwark, and within ten miles of the 
fame; we, for the better difcovering and 
apprehending fuch fefuits and Popith priefts, 
do by this our royal proclamation, by and 
with the advice of our privy council, ftriy 
charge and command all our judges, juftices 
‘ of the peace, magiftrates, officers and other 
our loyal fubjects, that they do ufe their 
utmoft care and endeavour to difeoyer, ap- 
prebend, and bring to trial, all Jefuits and 
Popith priefts, except fuch Popifh. priefts 
not being our natural born fubjects, as by 
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the law of this our realm are permitted to | 
attend foreign minifters. And for the 
greater encouragement to our loyal fub- 


je&ts in the difcovering, apprehending, | 


and bringing to juftice fuch Jefuits and 
Popifh priefts, we are gracioufly pleafed 
to promife to him, her or them, wha 
fhall difcover or apprehend, or caufe to 
be apprehended, any fuch Jefuit or Popith 
prieft, who fhall be found after Monday the 
ninth day of this inftant December, in the 
cities of London and Wefminfter, or the 
borough of Sauthwark, or within ten miles — 
of the faid cities, the fum of one hundred 
pounds for every fach prieft, which fhall 
be immediately paid upon convi@tion, by 
our high treafurer, or commiffioners of our 
treafury for the time being. And in cafe 
there fhall be any doubt, who or what per- 
fon or perfons fhall be entitled to fuch re- 
ward, and in what proportion, the fame 
fhall be fettled by the certificate of the 
judge or judges who fhall try the faid offence.

Dec. 9. A fire broke out at Mr. Torin’s, 
an exchange broker, in Nicholas-lane, Lom= 
bard-ftreet, which confumed his houfe and 
feveral others. The clerk and maid fer- 
vant perifhed in the flames, and a great 
number of Eaff-India bonds and other pa- 
pers were loft. 

Dec. 10. The guards and other regi- 
ments which were fent on the 7th to High- 
gate, Enfield, and Barnet, in order to form 
acamp at Fixch/ey common, were counter- 
manded. 

The artillery fent thither returned ta 
the Tower. ' 

The court of lieutenancy met again at 
Guildhall, and ordered, that after the 11th 
inftant the duty for the trained bands, fhould 
be difcontinued in the day time, and only 
one regiment go out at night. 

Ata general meeting of the fubfcribers 
to the fubfcription began at Guildhall the 
27th of November by the Lord Mayor and 
others, for the better relief, fupport, and 
encouragement of the foldiers during the 
winter feafon, towards the fuppreffion of 
the rebellion, a committee was chofen for 
difpofal of the money arifing from fuch 
fubftription, confifting of the Lord Mayor, 
the twelve judges, mafter of the rolls, the 
aldermen fubfcribers, the chamberlain of 
London, the mafter or prime warden of

every company who fubftribed rood the 


deputy of every ward, or any other perfon_ 


who tubfcribed too/. and feven other fele&t 
perfons ; and the faid committee from time 
to time confifting of five members, had power 
to draw upon the chamberlain for monies ; 
the LordMayor communicated thefe proceed- 
ings to the duke of Cumberland and marthal 
Wade, and defired their opinion how the 
money could be beft applied. 

His royal highnefs the duke of Cumber 
Jand arrived at Macclesfield with two regi- 
ments of dragoons, having marched from 
Litchfield in two days, through terrible 
roads: the thoufand foot were within an 
hour’s march of that place, and the duke 
of Richmond was expected there that eve- 
Ning with the remainder of the cavalry. 
Upon hearing of the arrival of the Duke’s 
advanced guard with the quarter-mafters, 
the rebels quitted Manchefer with the ut- 
moft hurry and confufion, and went to- 
wards Wigan. His royal highnefs fent an 
order by exprefs to the magiftrates of Man- 
cheffer to enjoin them to feize all ftragglers 
of the rebel army, or fuch as had abetted 
them, and to keep them in cuftody till 
further orders; andon the 12th his royal 
highnefs fent on major Wheatley with a body 
of dragoons. Orders were fent to Bligh’s 
battalion to march to Macclesfield, and to 
the Liverpool battalion to retake their for- 
mer poft at Warrington. 

Dec. 11. The lord chief juftice Lee, 
the mafter of the rolls, and the judges fub- 
{cribed 1200/. into the chamberlain’s office, 
towards the relief and fupport of the fol- 
diers, 

Dec. 12. His royal highnefs received 
intelligence, that general Oglerborpe with 
his detachment of cavalry would be that day 
at Wigan; and being at the fame time 1n- 
formed, by feveral advices from Lancafhirc, 
that the rébels were continuing their flight 
in the utmoft diforder and confufion, and 
‘with fuch a panic, that many of them 
threw away their arms upon the road, his 
royal highnefs thereupon refolved to purfue 
them with all poffible expedition.

6s Whereas we have received intelligence, 
that preparations are making by our ene- 
mies to invade this our kingdam, the fafety 
and defence of which require our utmoft 
care, and wherein, by the affiftance and 
bleffing of God, we are refolved not to be 
wanting; and to the intent that they may 
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not; in cafe of their landing, ftrengthen 
themfelves by feizing the horfes, oxen and 
cattle of our fubjeéts, which may be ufeful 
to them for draught or burthen, or be eafily 
fupplied with. provifions; we have there- 
fore thought fit, and do by this our royal 
proclamation, by the advice of our privy 
council, ftriétly charge and command the 
warden of the cinque ports, his lieutenants, 
deputy or deputies, and all and every the 
lieutenants and deputy lieutenants of our 
counties, and all fheriffs, juftices of the 
peace, mayors, bailiffs, and all and every 
other Officers and minifters, civil or mili- 
tary, within their refpettive countics, cities, 
towns and divifions, that they caufe the 
coafts to be carefully watched, and upon the 
firft approach of the enemy, immediately to 
caufe all horfes, oxen and cattle which may 
be fit for draught or burden, and not ac- 
tually employed in our fervice, or in the 
defence of the country, and alfo (as far as 
may be pratticable) all other cattle and 
provifions, to be driven and removed twenty 
miles at leaft from the place where the 
enemy fhall attempt or appear to intend to 
land, and to fecure the fame, io as they 
may not fall into the hands or power of any 
of our enemies; wherein neverthelefs it is 
our will and pleafure, that the refpeCtive 
owners thereof may fuffer as little damage, 
lofs, or inconvenience as may be confiftent 
with the public fafety. And we do her@by 
further RriGtly charge and command all 
our fubjetts to be aiding and affifting in the 
execution of this our royal command.

Theemprefs of Ruffia not only declared 
to the French minifter her abhorrence of 
the prefent rebellion in Scotland, which 
the knew to be fomented by his mafter, 
but alfo her readinefs upon the firft requifi- 
tion to fend tothe affiftance of Creat-Bri- 
tain, the troops ftipulated by treaty. Orders 


hhad been fent to general Keith, who com = 


manded in chief the Ruffian auxiliares to the 
king of Poland, that he fhould immediately 
advance againft the Pruffan dominions, as 
foon as news came that the king of Pruffia 
had committed hoftilities againft Saxony ; 
but their march was fufpended by advice of 
a peace concluded between the contending 
powers, 

The general contents of this peace were, 
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y. The king of Pruffia acknowledges the 
Emperor. 

2. The eleétor Palatine, who is com- 
prifed in this treaty, does the fame. 

3. His Imperial majefty confirms, in fa- 
vour of the king of Pruffia, certain privi- 
leges, denon evocando, conceded to his Pruf- 
fian majetty by the late emperor Charles Vil. 
with regard to certain provinces and eftates 
in the king of Pruffia’s pofleflion, not ap- 
pertaining to the electorate of Brandenburgh. 

in the treaty with Saxony it is flipulated, 

1. That all the contributions that the 
eleétorate was to furnith to his Pruffian ma- 
jefty to the 22d of December, inclufive, 
fhould be retained to his proper ufe, and 
that a million of German crowns fhould be 
paid at the next fair at Leipfick, with in- 
tereft at s/. per cent, to be counted from 
the day of figning, to the time of-his quit- 
ting the capital. . 

2. That the fubjeéts of his Pruffian ma- 

jefty, who are interefted in the Steur of 
‘Saxony, thall be exattly paid. 
- “g. That the king of Poland, as elector 
‘of Saxony, fhall not innovate any thing to 
the prejudice of the Proteftant religion in 
that electorate. 

4. It is alfo ftipulated, that the foldiers 
which have inlifted fince the Pruffians en- 
tered the electorate, fhall remain in that 
fervice.

«s Whereas for the more fpeedy augmen- 
tation of his Majefty’s forces for fupprefling 
the prefent rebellion, his Majefty was 
pleafed, on the 5th day of Oéfober laft, to 
iffue his royal proclamation, thereby pro- 
‘ming and declaring, that all fuch able- 
“bodied men, who fhould inlift themfelves 

as foldiers in his land fervice, on or before 
the 2sth day of December next, fhould, upon 
their requeft, be difcharged therefrom at 
‘the end of fix months from the refpective 
times of their inlifting, in cafe the faid re- 
bellion fhould be extinguifhed within that 
time, and if not, then as foon as the faid 
rebellion fhould be extinguifhed. And 


whereas the time thereby limited for fuch © 


inlitting is now near expiring, and that the 
continuance of the rebellion renders it-ftill 
neceflary to make fuch further augmenta- 
tion of his Majefty’s forces, as may moft 
effe@tually ferve to put an end to the faid 
rebellion: it is therefore his Majefty plea- 
fure, and it is hereby accordingly ordered, 
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that the faid time of inlifting be extended 
from the 25th of this inftant December, tu 
the 25th of March next enfuing ; and all 
fuch able-bodied men, who fhall inlif 
themfelves as foldiers in his Majetty’s land 
fervice, on or before the faid 25th day of 
March next, :fhall, upon their requeft, be 
difcharged therefrom at the end of fix 
months from the refpective times of, their 
inlifling, in cafe the faid rebellion fhall be 
extinguifhed within that time, and if not, 
then as foon as the faid rebellion fhall be 
extinguifhed, according to the terms of the 
eforefaid proclamation.

Dec. 17, Orders were fent from the 

Admiralty to all the commanders of the 
fhips in the river, not to fire a gun upon 
any account, that the fignal guns might 
be more plainly heard and diftinguifhed, in 
cafe of an invafion or infurre¢ction. 
Being a general faft, the 
Houfe of Peers went.in a grand proceffion 
to the collegiate church of St. Peter's, 
Wefiminfter, and heard a fermon by the 
right rev. Dr. Lifle, bifhop of St. Afaph 5 
Dr. Newton, rector of St. Mary le Bow, 
preached before the Houfe of Commons ia 
St. Margaret’s, Weftminfler; they both 
took the fame text, wiz. Remember whence 
There was 
the greateft attendance of Lords and Com- 
mons ever known on the like occafion. 

Deca 19. The whole amount of three 
nights aéting the Beggar’s Opera, propofed 
by Mrs. Cibber, who aéted Polly gratis, 
making 600/. was paid by Mr. Rich inte 
the chamber of London, for the encourage- 
ment of the foldiers. Every comedian 
played gratis, and the tallow- chandlers gave 
the candles. 

Dec. 21. Letters.received from the duke 
of Cumberland, by a meffenger who left his 
Royal Highnefs on Tharfday morning lat, 
brought an account, that he came up with 
the rebels on Wednefday. night with his ca- 
valry, after ten hours march, juft beyond 
Lowtber-baill, which the rebels abandoned 
on our approach, andthrew themfelves in- 
to a village called Chfton, within three 
miles of. Penrith, which village his Royal 
Highnefs immediately attacked with the 
dragoons difmounted, who behaved ex- 
tremely well, and drove the rebels out of it 
in an hour’s time, though a very ftrong 
and defenfible poft. The lofs of the rebels 
could not be known, asit was quite dark 
before the fkirmith was over: that of the 


King’s forces amounted to about forty, men 
killed

killed amd wounded, and four officers 
wounded, but not mortally, viz. colonel 
Honeyqwood, captain Eaff, and the two cor- 
nets Owen and Hamilton; the rebels cried, 
«© No quarter—murder them ;” and they 
received feveral wounds after they were 
down. Acaptain Hamilton of the rebels 
was taken prifoner much wounded. . After 
this aétian, the rebels retired to four miles 
diftance. 

About ten’ o’clock on Wednefday night, 
that corps of the rebels which was: at Pea- 
rith, and had ordered their cannon and bag- 
gage to advance during the fkirmifh, retired 
with the utmoft precipitation to Carlifle. 
It was fo dark, and the country fo covered, 
that it was impoflible to purfue them that 
night, and the troops being fatigued with 
the foréed marches they had made through 
very bad roads, they halted at Penrith on 
Thurfday. 

Dec. 20. Marfhal Wade arrived at New- 
coftle, and gave orders for the immediate 
march of rooo foot and so horfe, to join 
his royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
in the neighbourhood of Carlifle. 

Dec. 21. The rebels, in number about 
qooo, came to Annan, about eleven o’clock 
at night, and ftaid till ten the next morn- 


ing, except about four or §00, who pro- . 


¢eeded forward to Dumfries over night. 
Amengit thofe who ftaid were the young 
Pretender, the perfons ftiling themfelves 
duke of Perth, and the French ambaffador, 
asalfo Lochiel, Clanronnald, Glengarrie, and 
Keppoch. Lord Elcho went this night with 
the 400 to’ Dumfries, as did the refi the 
next day. : 

' Another body of the rebels, -of about 
2000, marched next night from the Ef to 
Ecclefechan, and ftaid there al] night. The 
Mac Pherfons were of this party, and lord 
Ogilvy was with them. 

_ Dec.23. The rebels remained at Dum- 
Fries till feven o’clock this morning,’ at 
which time they began to march, and had 
all left the town before eight. They de- 
manded 2000/. contribution at Dumfries, 
roco/. whereof was immediately paid, and 
asa fecurity for the other, they took along 
with them two gentlemen as prifoners. 
They alfo infited-on 1000 pair of thoes, 
paid nuthing for quarters, and did a prodi- 
gious deal of mifchief every where. They 
marched from Dumfries in great precipita- 
tion, being alarmed by a report, that a party 
of the army under the command of his 
royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland was 
at Annan. The rebels who went to Moffat, 
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and werecomputed about 20co in number, 
had orders not to march from that place till 
this day. The young Pretender, duke of 
Perth, lord Elcho, lord Pitfligo, Lochiel and 
Keppoch, went by Dumfries; lord Tullibare 
dine, lord George. Murray, lords Ogilvy and 
Nairn went by Moffat. 

Dec. 23. The main body of the rebels 
was in Penrith upon Wednefday the 18th, 
when their rear-guard, which confifted 
of about 1000 of their bef: men, was dri- 
ven out of the village of CJifton, by about 
300 difmounted dragoons, twelve of whom 
were killed and twenty-four wounded. As 
foon as the news arrived at Penrith, orders 
were given by the rebels for a march forth 
with, and about eight that evening they fet 
out from thence, and continued marching 
towards Car/ifle, where they arrived at nine 
o’clock the next morning. The fame morn- 
ing St. George's dragoons went into Pen- 
rith, where they continued all that night, 
and on Friday the 20th. His royal high 
nefs the Duke halted there with the reft of 
the army on Friday. At four o’clock on Sa~ 
terday morning they marched in three co 
Jumns towards Carlifle, his Royal Highaefs. 
with the infantry making the centre along 
the poftroad, and the horfe and dragoons in 
two columns, one on his right by Armath= 
wate, and the other on the left by Hurton- 
bail 5 they joined on Carlton-moor, and took 
their quarters in the villages round Carlifle, 
which place the rebels left on Friday, hav- 
ing ftaid there but one night to change the 
garrifon, Whilftthe Highlanders were in 
‘Penrith, they were guilty of great exceffes 5 
they broke open feveral houfes and fhops, 
took away great quantities of the goods, 
and threw into the ftreets, and fpoiled or 
deftroyed what they could not carry off. 

Two regiments’ of foot and two of dra- 
goons arrived at Edinburgh from Stirding. 
Lord Lowvat, whofe fon was with the re- 
bels, was made a prifoner,. by a party of 
the earl of Louden, who went to Aberdeen, 
to hinder lord Leavis Gordon's. making le~ 
vies. Abody of Highlanders who was ap- 
pointed to garrifon Car/ijJe refufed that fer- 
vice. 

The committee of the Guildhall fub- 
{cription, by the approbation of the duke 
of Cumberland-and marfhal Wade, contraét- 
ed for 12,000 pair of bréeches, 12,000 
woollen caps, 10,000 pair of woollen ftock- 
ings, 1000 blankets, 12,000 pair of knit 
woollen gloves, and gooo pair of woollen 
fpatterdafhes, to be forthwith provided for 
the ufe of the army, IJt.was alfo refolved, 
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that socol. part of the fubfcription money, 
be fet apart for the rewarding of maimed or 
wounded foldiers 3 and 300/. appointed as 
marfhal Wade fhall direét, for the recovery 
of the fick, in augmentation of the allow- 
ance granted by the crown, 
A number of boys at Stokfley in Yorkfhires 
pulled fome tiles of Mr. Pearfon’s mafs- 
houfe, the damage of which did not amount 
to eleven fhillings ; the Papifts could not 
fee their plate of worfhip thus infulted 
without refenting it ; therefore got a war- 
rant from Mr, Skottcqwe again one of the 
boys, a failor, who had been the moft 
active in the affair: the conftables ap- 
prehended the boy the next day; upon 
which his affociates were called together 
to the number of near 200, and being 
joined by feveral young fellows, marched 
in order, with drum beating and colours 
flying, to Mr. Scottowe’s, and declared to 
him, that they all acknowledged them- 
felves equally guilty with the boy charged 
with the faét: Mr. Scottowe could not 
forbear laughing at them; however, after 
giving them a gentle reprimand, he dif- 
miffed them, recommending it to the Pa- 
pifts to put up with the damage. Upon 
this the boys went to Ayton, beating up for 
volunteers for his Majeity’s fervice, and en- 
lifted about thirty or forty boys ; they then 
marched to Srokfley-crofs, fixed their colours 
upon it, and made large coal fires about‘it, 
the fpectators all wondering what were 
their intentions to aét next: when they 
had completed the fires, they marched in a 
full body to the mafs-houfe, got upon it, 
ftripped off all the tiles, ‘and beat down the 
cieling; from thence they let themfelves 
down into the chapel, pulled it all’to pieces, 
and toffed the things out of the windows 
into the yard, where they had placed a 
guard to fecure them: when they had got 
every thing out, not even {paring the doors 
and wainfcut, they marched: with their 
booty to the market-crofs, and fet the 
things round the fires ; then one of them 
puton a fine veftment and cap, with a mi- 
tre on his head, and mounted the crofs, 
called them all around him, and made them 
a fpeech, in the conclufion of which he 
told them, that in confideration of the 
great fervice they had done to their King 
and country, in deftroying the mafs-houfe 
that day, he prefumed, from the great au- 
thority he was then invefted with, to ab- 
folve them from all their paft fins, but ex- 
horted them for the future to lead a peace- 
able and godly life ; upon which they gave 
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a great huzza, ‘ God fave king George, and 
down with the mafs;” then he put off hig 
rébes, and threw them into the fire; at 
the fame time each hand was employed in 
burning the reft of the things, laid ready 
for the flames ; after which they difpetfed, 
and went to their refpeétive homes.

Dec. 29. It was found neceffary to abate 
the firing from the battery near Carlifley 
which had begun to play the day before, for 
want of ‘thot, till towards the evening, 
when a frefh fupply arriving, it was re- 
newed very brifkly for two hours, which 
fhook the walls very much. 

The fame evening a fellow attempting to 
get out of the town, was taken by one of 
the advanced parties and brought to the 
Duke. He delivered two letters, one for 
his Royal Highnefs, the other for the cem- 
mander of the Dutch troops fuppofed to be 
with his army, They were from a perfon 
ftiling himfelfthe commander of the French 
artillery, and of the French garrifon, that 
was at, or might come to Carlifle, and who 
fubf{cribed his name De Geoghegan, for the 
defence of the town and citadel 5 and the 
contents of them were to fummon the com- 
mander of the Dutch to retire with his 
troops from the Englifb army, under pre- 
tence of the capitulation of Tournay. 

The night of the 29th was fpent in rai- 
fing a new battery of three eighteen-poun- 


_ ders, which was completed by the morn- 


ing ; but on the firft platoon of the old 
battery firing, the rebels hung out the 
white flag ; whereupon the battery ceafed, 
and they called over the walls, that they 
had two hoftages ready to be delivered at 
the Englifb gate, which was on the oppofite 
fide of the town ; his Royak Highnefs then 
ordered col.

liament, I did not think it proper to lay 


any thing before you, for your confidera- 
tion, but what immediately related to the 
prefent unnatural rebellion, and our fecu- 
rity at home. The daring attempt, which 
the rebels have fince made upon this part of 
my kingdom, has been happily difappuint- 
ed; and, as their precipitate Hight, before 
a {mall number of my troops, muft greatly 
difpirit their followers ; fo, that inviolable 
duty, and loyalty, which have been fo 
univerfally and fteadily, fthewn by my 
faithful fubjects, and fhall never be forgot- 
ten by me, muft convince them how, vain 
and ill-grounded their hopes were of any 
addition of firength from fuch an enter 
prize. Ihave not only fent a confiderable 
body of our national forces into Scotdand, 
and ordered the Heffian troops, in my pay, 
to be landed there; but have alfo made 
fuch a difpofition of the reft of my forces 
by land, as well as by fea, that, I hope, 
by the bleffing of God, this rebellion will, 
in a fhort time, be extinguifhed ; and our 
enemies, who have fo long menaced us 
with an invafion, be deterred by the fea« 

fonable 
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fonable preparations made for our defence. 

«¢ The election of the Emperor, which 
Ivery zealoufly promoted, was an event 
of great importance, not only to the fup- 
port of the Houfe of Auffria, but to the 
liberties of Europein general. I did alfo, 
during the courte of the laft year, exert 
my earneft endeavours to bring about an 
accommodation between the Emprefs, the 
king of Poland, and the king of Pruffia 5 
and laid a proper foundation for it, by the 
convention, made between me, and the 
king of Pruffia. This great work being 
at length perfeCted, under my mediation, 
by the treaty lately concluded at Dre/- 
den, the interior tranquility of Germany, 
amongft the princes of the empire, is now 
reftored; my next care has been, and fhall 
continue to be, applied to improve this ac- 
commodation to the beft advantage, by pro- 
curing an immediate fuccour to be fent to 
Italy 3 and fuch a ftrength for the defence, 
and fecurity of the United Provinces, as 
may preferve that republic, the ancient, 
and natural ally of this kingdom, and one 
main fupport of the Proteftant caufe, from 
the deftruction, with which it is threaten- 
ed; as well as to attain a fafe, and ho- 
nourable peace. The States General have 
made the moft prefling inftances to me, to 
afift them in this difficult conjunéture. 
The imminent dangers, to which they are, 
at prefent, expofed, which do fo nearly af- 
fe&t the fafety of Great Britain, as well as 
the very being of Holland, call for our 
moft ferious attention: for the interefts of 
the two nations are fo united, that what- 
foever brings ruin upon the one, muft, in 
confequence, be attended with the moft 
fatal mifchiefs to the other. Thefe rea- 
fons have induced me to affure the States, 
that I will, to the utmoft of my power, 
according to the circumftances of my own 
dominions, co-operate with them, towards 
oppofing the further progrefs of our ene- 
mies in the Netherlands 3 and procuring a 
proper fupport for the Republic, againft the 
ambitious, and deftruftive defigns ot France. 
In order to this neceffary end, meafures are 
now actually concerting between me, and 
the States, for furnifhing this affiftance, on 
my part, as early, and effectual as poffi- 
ble; and for their making fuch an aug- 
mentation of their prefent forces, as their 
own immediate prefervation, and the ne- 
ceffity of affairs abfolutely require. 


«¢ The great advantages, which we have 


received from our naval ftrength, in pro- 
' tecting the commerce of my fubjects, and 
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intercepting, and diftrefling that of our 
enemies, have been happily experienced by 
the former, and feverely felt by the latter. 
I am therefore determined to be particular- 
ly attentive to this important fervice ; and 
to have fuch a Heet at fea, early in the 
fpring, as nay be fufficient to defend our- 
felves, and effe€tually to annoy our ene-

The zeal you exprefs, and 
the affurances you give, of vigoroufly fup- 


porting me in fuppreffling the rebellion, and 


in affifing my allies, are very agreeable 
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tome. You may beaffured, that in all the 
meafures [ fhall purfue for attaining thefe 
ends, 1 fhall have a conftant regard to the 
abilities of my people, as well as to the 
true intereft and fecurity of my kingdoms,” 

an.15. Was held a general court of 
the Bank of England, when the court of 
directors were impowered to draw up pro- 
pofals for converting the debt of 986,000/. 
payable out of the duty on licences at three 
per cent. into a ftanding annuity at four per 
cent. redeemable by Parliament, and to create 
the fum of 986,o00/. an additional ftock ; 
and thereby to lend government the fum of 
one million upon the malt or land tax, at 
an intereft not lefs than four per cent.

This day at noon an exprefs 
arrived from lieutenant general Hawley, 
with letters of the rgth from Edinburgh, 
containing the following particulars of the 
ation upon the 17th near Falkirk. 

The whole army being affembled, and 
Cobham’s dragoons being arrived early upon 
the morning of the 17th, it was refolved to 
march the next day to attack the rebels, 
who lay with their main body in the en- 
clofures near Torqwood; but by the report of 
feveral perfons who were fent out to recon~ 
noitre, they were obferved to bein motion 
early in the morning (as they had alfo been 
the 16th) but it was not confirmed that 
they were in full march againft us till about 
one in the afternoon, when they were feen 
at three miles diftance, marching in two 
columns towards the fouth, to fome rifing 
grounds upon a moor near Fa/kirk; upon 
which our troops got under arms, and 
formed immediately in the front of the 
camp, and bent their march towards the 
fame ground, to which it was apprehended 
the rebels were going, being a mile on the 
left of the camp: No fooner were the 
troops go} thither, but we faw the rebels 
moving 
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moving up, their right extending fouth- 
wards: as there was a morafs or bogey 
ground upon our left, we could not ftretch 
fo far as they, fothat their left was pretty 
near oppofite to our center. The dragoons 
were pofted upon the lefty and our foot was 
formed intwo lines, part upon plain ground, 
and the reft upon a declivity : when all was 
formed, and our firft line within one hun- 
dred yards of the rebels, orders were given 
for the lines to advance, and a body of dra- 
goons toattack them fwordinhand. They 
accordingly marched forwards, but upon the 
rebels giving them a fire, they gave ground, 
and great part of the foot of both lines did 
the fame, after making an irregular fire, 
except the two regiments of Barre// and 
Ligonier, under the commrnd of brigadier 
Chclmondeley, which rallied immediately ; 
and being afterwards attacked by the rebels, 
fairly drove them back, and put them to 
flight. Whilft this was tranfacting, a body 
of the foot, by the care of major general 
Hufke, formed at fome diftance in the rear 
of thefe two regements, which the rebels 
feeing, durft not advance; and about the 
fame time brigadier Mordaunt rallied the 
' {cattered battalions into their feveral corps, 
in which he was greatly affifted by the offi- 
cers, and pretty near formed them. 

For fome time before the army moved 
forwards, there was a violent ftorm of rain 
and wind, to which we may in fome mea- 
fure impute our misfortune, for it hindred 
the men from feeing before them and con- 
fequently the rebels had the advantage of us 
greatly in that particular, Befides, as it 
rained alfo before that, many of the fire- 
locks were fo wet, that it was believed not 
above one in five that were attempted to be 
fired, went off. Our lofs was very fmall, 
the greateft being that of the officers, fe- 
veral of whom, being left by their men, 
were loft. And we had reafon to believe 
that of the rebels to be very confiderable, 
by the report of fome who were.upon the 
field. It was a misfortune that we could 
not get up our artillery to us; for as it had 
rained heavily in the night, and on the 

17th in the morning, and having a fteep 
hill toafcend, and the horfes but bad, they 
could not get forward; and when we re- 
turned to our camp, we found the captain 
of the train had abandoned it, and the dri- 
vers had run off with the horfes, which ob- 
liged us to leave fome pieces of cannon be- 
hindus. The grenadiers of Barrell’s regi- 
ment drew down one to the camp, and 
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horfes were found at Falkirk to bring away 
three of them. 

The rebels by all accounts loft many more 
men than the King’s forces, and could not 
improve the advantages they had at the be- 
ginning of the a€tion, but were driven back 
by, and fled before, a handful of our army, 
and we remained matters of the field; 
though, by the inclemency of the weather, 


and want of provifions, night coming on, 


our army was obliged to march to Lin- 
lithgow, and thereby abandon what con- 
non and tents they could not find horfes 
to carry off. 

The22ddaya number of people, confifting 
chiefly of failors, went about ten o’clock in 
the morning to the Popifh mafs-houfe in 
Sunderiand, where they found feveral people 
at prayers, and a couple to be married, 
who, with Mr. Hankins, their prieft, all 
fled out; upon which, the failors imme- 
diately pulled down the altar and crucifix, 
together with all the feats, the prieft’s robes, 
all their books, the furniture, and every 
individual thing in the room, and burnt 
them in a fire in the ftreet made for that 
purpofe; and alfo a large library of books 
and papers belonging to the prieft; among 
which was found, before they were com- 
mitted to the flames, a lift of the names 
of feveral people, who were well affected to 
the prefent government. 

‘fan. 24. The committee of the Guild- 
hall fubfcription ordered, that befides 
so0o/. for rewarding fuch foldiers as fthall 
be maimed or wounded, soco/. fhould be | 
diftributed as rewards among fuch foldiers 
and non-commiffion officers who fhall, by 
their bravery, diftinguifh themfelves in fup- 
prefling the prefent rebellion. 

The fheriffs prefented a petition from the 
common-council to the parliament for a 
repeal of the negative vote of the court of 
aldermen. 

Appointed alfo a committee to examine 
the ftate and revenue of the chamber of 
London, and to make a report to the com- 
mon-council; and unanimoufly agreed to 
prefent his Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland with the freedom of the city.

‘This morning the rebels renew- 
ed their firing againft Srerling caftle; but 
general Blakeney continuing to make a good 
defence, they raifed the fiege, and blew up 
their magazines of powder, and, fpiked 
their cannon, and the whole army of the 
rebels fled with precipitation, and croffed 
the Forth at the ford of. Frew 3 and his 
Royal Highnefs fent gn the dragoons and 
Ar gyl/bire men to take pofleffion of Sterling, 
and remained with the foot at Falkirk. 

Feb. 2. His Royal Highnefs arrived at 
Sterling at one o'clock in the afternoon, 
without meeting the leaft obftacle or refift- 
ance, as brigadier Mordaunt had alfo done 
the night before, but too late to purfue the 
rebels. ‘Their precipitate flight is not to be 
defcribed; they were all tobe at Perth the 
2d; where, as their own men declared, 
they would not ftay for his Royal Highnefs 
to come up to them. When the rebels 
heard that his Roya! Highnefs was got to 
Linlithgow, they held a council, and drew 
out their men, declaring that they would 
meet him; butas foon as the baggage and 
the cannon they lately took were moved off, 
they told the country people that they were 


going 
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going to meet 4 reinforcement; but that, 
as they could not carry away all their plun- 
der, they would give it to them, and that 
it was in St. Ninian’s ehurch, where they 
had made a magazine of powder and ball; 
and when the country people came to fetch 
it away, the rebels attempted to fet fire to 
the magazine, but fortunately the firft train 
mified, fo that feveral efcaped; but the 
fecond was fo foon fired, that many poor 
people were blown up, and buried in the 
ruins,

A cartel fhip arrived at Plymouth from 
St. Mal’s, with 200 Englifh prifoners;

two of 28, with a man of war of 54 guns, 
were failed from thence, with a defign to 
intercept our Portugal fleet. 

Orders were fent to all his 
Majefty’s yards, to fit out, with all expe- 
dition, fuch fhips, as were repairing, and 
for the artificers to work double tides.

Feb. 19. The rebel clans who took 
their road to Inverne/s were much diminifh< 
ed in their numbers, occafioned, as they 
pretended, by their having detached away 
parties to bring back their deferters, and 
levy more men. Eight hundred of them 
were feen at Ruthven with the Pretender’s: 
fon, where they blew up the barracks, and 
then proceeded towards Inverne/s. . By let- 
ters from Invernefs of the 11th inftant, lord 
Loudon had got together 2000 men there, 
and fortified that town with a ditch, pla- 
cing fhip cannon at proper places, and laid 
in provifions: he daily expeéted more men 
from the earl of Sutberlaad, lord Fortrofe, 
lord Reay, the Monroes, and Sir Alexander 
Mac Donald. The Lord Prefident took up 
his quarters at fort St.George. One of his 
Majefty’s thips laid off Invernefs. And on 
the 2oth, we were informed that the Pre- 
tender’s fon had been joined again by thofe 
parties of the clans who had been feparated 
from him on the march, and had marched 
with them into Strath Spey, the county of 
the Grants, there to wait till joined by the 
other rebels coming from Aberdeen. Two 
hundred Argylefbire men were fent to fort 
William to ftrengthen that place. — bie 

Feb. 20. The {mall party of the rebels 
which accompanied the Pretender’s fon in 
his flight, and who burnt the barracks of 
Ruthven, had proceeded to Burmont, but 
were ftopt from going any further by the 
river Findorn, and had given over their 
threats againft lord Loudon and Invernefs 5 
they were ftarving with cold and hunger, 
and not more than 600 in number, though, 
they gave out they were above 3000.

light. Captain Affew's men landed firft, 

and were immediately attacked by a party 

of eighty rebels, who fired upon them, but 

without doing them any damage 3 but up- 

on the reft of the men belonging to the 

boats coming up, the rebels fled. Our 

people purfued them, burnt the ferry-houfes 

on both fides the water, and a little town 

with about twelve houfes in it, a quarter of 
a mile diffant from the ferry-houfe on the 

north fide, and deftroyed or brought off all 

their boats, Two of the rebels were killed 

in this affair, and feveral wounded, It 

was very lucky thatthe boats went down as 

they did, for there was a boat with a party 

of militia in it, that was coming hither 

from Stralkirk caftle, which would probably 

have fallen into the hands of the rebels, but. 
for the fkirmifh before-mentioned.

The increafe of the rebels was faid to be 
owing to a fcheme calculated. by a gentle- 
man of his awn accord, to prevent any fuch 
infurrections for the future, by tranfporting 
them to America. Lord Lovat getting no- 
tice of this, procured the fcheme in writ- 
ing, tranflated it into the Highland lan- 
guage, fhewed it to the rebels, told them 
the Duke was coming to put it into execu- 
tion, and admonifhed them to rife and de- 
fend their liberties, properties, wives and 
children ; and they determined to purfue 
his advice. 

George Boone, efq. late mufter-mafter ge- 
neral, was appointed gentleman of the bed- 
chamber to the prince of Wales, in the 
room of Edward Bayntun Rolt, efq. who 
trefigned.

The Englifo confuls had lately retired 
from Tetuan to Gilraltar, and Mulley Ab- 
dallab, the emperor of Morocco, declared 
war againft the Englifh, and forbid his fub- 
jects and governors from fupplying the Eng- 
lifh fhips and garrifons with provifions under 
pain of death, and had alfo given orders to 
his corfairs to take all the Britif> thips they 
could meet with. The Englifb admiral and 
governor of Gibraltar had jointly written to 
the Emperor in very polite terms, in order 
to appeafe him, promifing that he fhould be 
foon fatisfied in regard to his pretenfions, 
and have a fuitable prefent fent him. 

Affairs took a furprifing turn in Italy, 
where Don Philip, who, after a long train 
of repeated fuccefles, had poffefied himfelf, 
except two or three fortreffes, of all the 
fine country of Lombardy, in which he was 
to have erected his new kingdom, was by 
the dextrous management of the king of 
Sardinia, and the Auftrian generals, forced 
to abandon the conquered places one after 
another, and his own generals feemed in 
pain how to fecure his perfon. He was 
obliged to abandon Milan, the capital of his 
projected empire, on his birth-night, at 
the very time when a ball was celebrating 
en the occafion. 

March 25. The Hazard floop was ob- 
ferved by lord Reay and his people failing up 
the Tongue bay, and was foon followed by 
captain O” Brien, in the Sheernefs, who im- 
mediately attacked her. In the engage- 
ment the Hazard floop had feveral men 
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killed, befides a good many wounded, and 
not being able to maintain the fight, the 
run afhore on the fhallows, where the 
Sheerne/s could not follow, and there land-- 
ed her men and money. Lord Reay’s fons; 
with fome other ‘officers, gathered what 
men they could together, attacked thofe 
that landed from the Hazard floop, and, 
after killing five of them, took the reft pri- 
foners, and feized the money, faid to be 
about 12,500 guineas; but one cheft of it 
was miffing, and another broke. Lord 
Reay and his friends being apprehenfive of 
a vifit from the rebels, embarked with 
their treafure and prifoners, and arrived on 
Sunday night at Aberdeen with the Hazard

April 2._ Eight guns eighteen pounders 
were fent from the Tower to Aldborough, 
Suffolk, for a battery to fecure that coaft. 

‘T'welve pieces of cannon twelve pounders 
were alfo ordered for Carlifle, and feveral 
engineers for the defence of that city. 

Sailed from Gravefend for Scotland, feve- 
ral tranfports with Skelton’s, Mordaunt’s, 
Royal Irifi, Richbeli’s and Houghton’s regi- 
ments, making above 4000 men, 

April 3. This day the rebels left their 
batteries, and raifed the fhege of fort Wi/- 
liam. Captain Scot was in pofieffion of 
eight cannon and feven mortars, which they 
had left behind them. 

The befiegers were about 1500, com- 
manded by brig. Stapleton, and under him 
by Cameron of Lochiel, and Clanronald, with 
three or four more chiefs of the Macdo- 
nalds, Stewarts and Camerons. | 

The feizing all the cattle, and demolifh- 
ing fome of the habitations of thofe in 
Lochaber, who were out in rebellion, had 
had a very good effect, as all the rebels of 
that country deferted, to go to their own 


honfes. The rebels fitted out a ship at. 


Findorn, on board of which. they propofed 
to carry off the remainder of their prifoners 
to France; and the perfon they called the 
French ambaflador arrived there in his coach 
to embark for France. 

The rebel prifoners taken at Carlifle were 
brought tothe bar, and having anfwered to 
their names, were ordered to prepare for 
their trials againft the next feffion on the

April 14. The right honourable the 
lords of the Admiralty were pleafed to fend 
for admiral Leffock, and to ftrike his name 
off the lift of admirals. 

_ April.15. Being the birth-day of his 

royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland, who 
then entered into the 26th year of his age, 
jt was obferved with all the ufual demon- 
ftrations of joy carried to the higheft degree 
ever.

_ ‘By the bef calculation that could be 
made, it was thought the rebels loft 2000 
upon the field of battle, and in the purfuit, 
We took 222 French, and 326 rebel prifo- 
ners. Lieut. col. Howard killed an officer, 
who appeared to be lord Strarhallan, by the 
feal, and different commiffions from the 
Pretender, found in his pocket.

The battle did not aft above half an hour, 
during which time no quarter was given on 
either fide, and was exceeding bloody; 
1000 of the rebels lay dead upon the fpot, 
and about 200 were killed and wounded on 
the King’s fide. The regiments which 
diftinguithed themfelves moft were Barrel’s 
and Monro’s; and it was particularly re- 
marked, that the Scotch regiments behaved 
with an extraordinary bravery. The earl 
of Ancram faved lord Kilmarnock’s life, who 
was taken a prifoner. The greateit part of 
the rebel chiefs were killed or taken. The 
young Pretender was wounded, and fled by 
Faverne/s, being pyrfued by the light horfe.

April 17. About three o’clock, the day 
after the battle, the Pretender’s fon, with 
Sheridan and Sullivan, and no other atten- 
dants or fervants, were feen pafling fort 
Augufius in his way to Glengary. Fort 
Augufius was burnt and blown up, and there 
was neither garrifon nor provifions there. 

On Saturday the 19th, lord Perth, and 
his brother called lord Yobn Drummond, 
were at Garricmore, within twelve miles of 
fort Auguffus, on their way to Lochabar, 
attended only by their fervants. The latter 
erdered the French horfe of Fitz Fames’s 
regiment, who had followed the Pretender’s 
fon and him out of the battle, to return to 
Invernefs, and furrender themfelves prifo- 
ners: andthe general and lat order given 
by the rebel officers to their men were to 
fhift for themfelves. 

The Macpherfons were not at the battle, 
but were that day on their march to Inver- 
mefs, and upon meeting the rebels running 
away from the aétion, they returned to 
their own country. 

Lord Elcho was at the battle, and went 
off with the Pretender’s fon, but afterwards 
feparated.

The earls of Cromartie and Kil- 
marnock, and thes lord Balmerino, were 
brought up the river Thames in the Charbam 
yacht, and committed prifoners to the 
‘Tower. 

May 41. The Dobbs galley and Cali- 
fornia pafied Yarmouth under the convoy of 
the Las, of 40 guns, on their voyage to find 
out the north weft patiage by Hudfon’s 
fraits. 

The French who had taken the field 
with an army of 400,c00 men, had obliged 
the allies, who were not half that number, 
to abandon Mechlin, and the-y advantageous 
camp behind the Dy/e, and to retire to 
Antwerp, which they abandoned alfo on ap- 
proach of the enemy, leaving a garrifon of 
2000 men in the citadel, and retreated to 
Breda, where they poffefled themfelves ofan 
advantageous camp, which they fortified in 
expectation of reinforcements from England 
and Germany. Mean time the Frencb open- 
ed the trenches before the citadel of Axz- 
averp, on the 24th inflant V. 8. and the 
garriion furrendered the 31ft, on honourable 
conditions.

Sune 3- The court martial at Depiford 
for the trial of Mr. Leffock, confifting of 
admiral Mayne, prefident, admiral Byng, 
and fourteen other merzbers, after Jong de- 
bating on the evidence, gave their fentence, 
which was read by the deputy judge advo- 
cate, by which it appeared the court were 
of opinion that the information the charge

June 5. The Spaniards and French, 
having drawn together all their ftrength at 
Placentia, and the king of Sardinia being 
on the march with his Piedmontefe to join 
the Aufrians at St. Lazaro, a moft bloody 
battle was fought. The enemies, covered 
by near 200 pieces of cannon, attacked of 
a fudden, that their bufinefs might be done 
before his Sardinian majefty could arrive. 
They met with fuch a reception, however, 
that they were obliged to retreat with the 
lofs of 14,000 men. Though the Pied- 
montefe army was not prefent in this aétion, 
its van-guard was fo near as to hear the | 
firing. Eleven days after, the fhattered 
Bourbonites erofied the Po, and extended 
themfelves in the Milanefe, 

General Gueff, who commanded inthe 
the caftle of Edinburgh, when befieged by 
the rebels, and defended it in a gallant 
manner, came to his lodgings in Brook-ftreet, 
in a horfe-litter, being $6 years of age, and 
veryinfirm. ‘This venerable gentler an was 
offered 200,000/, by the Pretender, to have 
furrendered the caftle, there being computed 
about a million and half of riches in it. 
He foon after waited on the King, who re- 
ceived him very gracioufly, and talked 
much to him. 

His royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
having wrote a very elegant letter, all with 
his own hand, to the Lord Mayor of London, 
acquainting him that he had received the 
sooo/. fent by the committee of the Guild- 
hall fubfcription, for the ufe of the foldiers 
who had diftinguifhed themfelves moft in 
the field of a€tion ; and that he intended to 
to difpofe of it in the following manner, 
viz. 4000/. to the common men, and the 
other r000/. to the nen-commiffioned offi- 
cers, fuch as corporals, &c. if agreeable to 
his lordfhip and the committee. His lord- 
fhip called a council, and laid the letter be- 
fore them 3 and they immediately came to 
arefolution to return his Royal Highnefs 
thanks for the honour he had done them, 
and to defire him to difpofe of the 5000/. as 
they fir intended, and they would imme- 

diately

diately raife another rooo/, for the non-com- 
raifjioned officers. 

Sune 3- The court of feffion fat again at 
Edinburgh to the great fatisfaétion of the 
whole nation, as there wasa delay of juftice 
for ten months, on occafion of the rebellion. 

The next day fourteen colours taken from 
the rebels at the battle of Culloden, were 
brought in proceffion under a detachment of 
colonel Lee’s regiment ; the Pretender’s own 


flandard carried by the common hangman, — 


and each of the others by chimney-fweepers, 
from the caftle to the crofs, where a large 
fire was lighted for the purpofe. The Pre- 
tender’s fon’s own colours were burnt firft, 
with three flourifhes of the trumpets amidft 
loud huzzas ; and then the reft of the co- 
jours feparately ; the heralds proclaiming 
the names of the traitors to whom they be- 
Jonged ; and the ceremony concluded with 
burning lord Lovat’s camp colours. 

Fune 6. Major Grant deputy gevernor of 
fort George at Inverne{s, was tried by a court 
martial tor abandoning the fame to the re- 
bels, and adjudged to be difmiffed his Ma- 
jefty’s fervice, and rendered incapable of 
ever holding any military office or employ- 
ment unaer his Majetty. 

His Majefty was pleafed to give 500 gui- 
meas to capt. Cook of the Ambufcade priva-~ 
teer, for taking a Spanifb fhip laden with 
warlike ftores, from Ferro] to Scotland for 
the ufe ofthe rebels. Alfo soo guineas and 
a gold medal worth 200/. to capt. Phillips, 
who cut the Solebay out of St. Martin’s har- 
bour on the coaft of France. 

Fune7. The judges iflued a precept to 
the high theriff of Surrey, to fummona jury 
for the trial of the rebels, at the court-houfe 
on St. Margeret’s Hill. 

Funet1. Was obferved as the anniverfary 
of the King’s inauguration, beginning the 
twentieth year of his reign. 

Fune 17 Lord Lowat, with his two aid 
de camps, and about fixty of his clan, were 
brought in prifoners ; he was feventy-eight 
years of age, he cou}d neither walk nor 
xide, and was brought in a horfe-litter, or 
rather a cages When this Lord was taken 
he was endeavouring to get on boarda fhip 
for France; he had with him 6ooo/. in 
gold and filver, and he told the officer with 
much aflurance, he had bef ufe him well, 
for if he did not, he fhould anfwer for it 
before a fet of gentlemen, the very fight of 
-whom would make him tremble. In the 
year 1692 he had the title of captain Frafer 
in lord Tullibardine’s regiment ; but refigned, 
to profecute his claim to be chief of the 
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Frafers ; and in order to it laid a {cheme to 
get the heirefs of Levat, who in 1694 being 
about to marry lord Sa/ton’s fon, he by his 
armed clan feized him and his company, and 
erecting a gibbet, induced father and fon 
to relinguifh the contraét. But not being 
able to come at the young lady, in 1695 he 
feized lady dowager Lovat, in her houfe, 
caufed aperfon to marry them againft her 
confent, and cutting her ftays.open with 
his dirk, his Highland lads tore off her 
cloaths, put her to bed, and were witnefles 
to the confummation. Soon after he was, 
though abfent, tried and condemned fora 
rape on this lady, and for treafonin oppo- 
fing the laws with an armed force, and out- 
lawed. But though this latter king Wil- 
liam was prevailed on to pardon, he thought 
proper to fly to France for the former; were 
ingratiating himfelf with king James, and 


- turning papift, he got a commiffion, and 


in 1702, fome money from the French king 
to raife a party in Scot/and : but not having 
credit enough to doit, having hada meet- 
ing with a minifter of ftate in London, on his 
return to France, he was put in the Baftile ; 
there he lay feveral years, and to get out 
took prieft’s orders 3 he ated afterwards as 
a jefuit prieft at St. Omers, till about 1715, 
when coming over and taking a contrary 
part, he affifted in feizing Invernefs from the 
rebels, and at laft got the title Lowat, a High- 
land company, and many great favours con 
ferred on him. : 

Fune 18. The prince of Heffe with the 
Heffian troops, and three Engli/> regiments, 
landed at Williamftadt in Holland, in order 
to join the allied army. 

Fune 2X» Several fhips with rebel pri- 
foners on board came up the river, and the 
marquis of Tullibardine, Mr. Murray, and 
another perfon, were committed to the To- 
wer, two of the chiefs to Newgate, the offi- 
cersto the Marfhalfea, and about 600 com- 
mon men to the New Gaol, Southwark. 
About 200 were leftat Tilbury fort. 

Fune 23. Eighteen rebel prifoners were 
brought tu town in a waggon from Chefter, 
under a guard of dragoons, ‘fobm Betts one 
of the rebels made his efcape out of New 
Prifon in his irons, 

Eight of the judges went in proceffion 
from Serjeants Inn, Fleet-fireet, to the town 
hall on St. Margaret’s Hill, Southwark, and 
opened the fpecial commiffion for the trial 
of the rebel prifoners. The grand jury, af- 
ter hearing the charge, withdrew, and in 
an hour and half returned into court, having 
found a true bill againft the earls of Cromar- 

tie 
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tieand Kilmarnock; and the lord Balmerino, 
for high treafon in levying war againft his 
Majefty.

Steward, hound for Cape Breton, with feve- 
ral families going to fettle there, was over- 
fet between Fairlee and Beech, on the Ken- 
tifo coaft, and all but three perifited. At 
Tunbridge the tempeft blew down. feveral 
elms, and the lightning rived into fplinters 
four oaks, and fér fifteen minutes there 
was a continued thunder without intermif- 
fion of ftrokes, and a continual ftorm of 
hail, rain and’ flame, Several fheep were 
killed, and one man and two horfes were 
ftruck dead near Boughton-green fair. The 
man had his fingers and his toe nails, and 
the fkin of his legs ftript off, whence iflued 
a fulphureous fcent.

“Yune 270 The Houfe ot Lords received 
the report from the committee appointed to 
fearch-precedents for trial of criminal peers, 
with the feveral refolutions. Ordered,. that 
an addrefs be prefented to his. Majefty, to 
defire that be will be pleafed to appoint a 
lord high fteward, to continue during the 
trials of the earls of Kilmarnock, Cromartie 
and lord Balmerino, and that.a place may. be 
prepared in Weftminfter-hall for the faid 
trials; that the faid lords have notice to , 
prepare for their trials upon the 23th of 
‘Fuly.; that the Lord Chancellor do fend 
circular letters (giving twenty days notice,)., 
to all peers in town and country to attend in 
their robes, and that none be exculed their 
attendance, unlefs prevented by. ficknefs 
or other bodily infirmities.

An alteration in affairs was expe&ted in 
that country from the:acceffion of the new 
King, for as his Majefty had no reafon to 
be fond of his ftepmother’s projeéts, he 
would not be willing to expend more blood 
and treafure, though France offered 20,000 
men, in the caufe of his half-brother Don 
Philip; efpecially as through her influence 
he led a life for many years fcarce fupport- 
able to one of his high dignity; being not 
only fhut out from court and his father’s 
councils, but even deprived of the fociety he 
affeéted. He was not however the lefsa 
politician, having employed his leifure fo 
as to know perfectly every part of his do- 
minions, and found means to defeat a pro- 
je& of the French fa@tion about three years 
ago, to give up the whole ifland of Hifpa- 
niola.to France, in confideration of the 
charge that crown had been at in fending a 
fleet for defence of the Spanifh Weft-Indiese 
Being of a pacific difpofition, this prince 
had been frequently heard to fay, that if he 
were mafter, he would conclude a peace 
with England, without troubling ‘himfelf 
with France. As foon as the late King was 
dead, the queen dowager was directed to 
retire to St. I/defonfo, and at the fame time 
an embargo was laid on all fhips, either 
to prevent the exportation of the treafure, 
which the old queen had been fo long amaf- 
fing for the fervice of her family,.or any 
further recruits for the armies of Don 
Philip.

The homeward-bound French fleet from 
Cape Francois being feventy fail, was block- 
ed up there by part of admiral Davers’s 
fquadron. us 
- Marshal Maillebois having joined the 
Spaniards at Placentia, with 10,009 French, 
the combined army under count de Gages 
attacked the Germans before that place on 
the 15th inftant, JV. S, at eleven at night; 
the battle lafted with a continual fire till 
between nine and ten the next morning, 
when the Emprefs’s forces, under the 
prince de Lichtenffcin, repulfed the enemy, 
and obtained a fignal vittory.

the axe covered by him, in the third, under 
a ftrong guard of foot foldiers to Weflmin- 
fter-hall, where the lord high fteward and 
the peers having taken their feats, procla- 
mation was made forithe lieutenant of the 
Tower of London to return the precept to 
him direéted, with’ the bodies of the pri- 
foners: which done, the gentleman goaler 
of the Tower brought his prifoners to the 
bar; and the proclamation was made for 
the King’s evidence to come forth. The 
King’s counfel, by his «graces dire@tion, 
opened the indiétment, then his grace mo- 
ved the Houfe, that he might advance 
forwards for the better hearing of the evi- 
dence, (which being done, Wiiliam earl of 
( Kilmarnock was brought to the bar) and his 
bill*of indiétment for high treafon read, to 
which his lordfhip pleaded guilty, and de- 
fired to be recommended to his Majefty for 
mercy. ThemmGeorge earl of Cromartie was 
brought to the bar, Gc. who alfo pleaded 
guilty, and prayed for mercy. After which 
<rtbur lord. Balmerino was brought to the 
bar, Gc. who pleaded not guilty, alledging 
that he was not at Car/iffe at the time {pe- 
cified in the indiétment, whereupon fix 
witnefies for the crown were called in 
and examined, whofe evidence was di- 
ftintly repeated. by the reading clerk, 
proving that his lord/hip entered Carlifle, 
(though not the fame day) fword in*hand, 
at the head of aregiment called by his name 
Elpbinfion’s horfe.

lowed counfel to argue it, upon which the 
lords adjourned to their chamber, to con- 
fider of, and foon after returned; ordered 
his plea to be argued on Friday following , 
and appointed Mefits. Wilbrabam and For-' 
refter for his counfel, © mis 
About eleven o’clock, were, putrfuant te 
their fentences, conveyed on three hurdles” 
from the New-goal, Southwark, to Ken- 
nington gallows, attending by a {trong party 
of foldiers, Francis Tcwunley, George Fletcher, 
Thomas Chadwick, Sames Dawfony Thomas 
Deacon, Fobn Barwich, Andrew Blood, 
Thomas Siddall, and Thomas David Morgan, ° 
(the eight other condemned rebels’ being. 
refpited for three weeks.) A pile of faggots’ 
and a block were placed near the gallows; 
and while the prifoners were removing from’ 
the fledges into a cart drawn under the tree’ 
for that purpofe, the faggots were fet on 
fire, and the guards formed a circle round’ 
the place of execution. When they had 
{pent near an hourin their devotions, though’ 
not attended by any clergyman, they feve- 
rally delivered papers to the fheriff, and were 
foon after turned off: when they had hung 
about five minutes, Mr. Icqaley was cut’ 
down, his body, not béing quite dead, bes 
ing ftripped ‘and laid upon the block, the 
hangman with a cleaver fevered his head 
from his body, which were put into’ a~ 
coffin; then taking out ‘the bowels ynd@™ 
heart, 
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heart, threw them into the fire: he then 
proceeded to the next, cutting them down, 
beheading and difbowelling them one by one, 
in the fame manner as the firft; when the 
heart of the laft was put into the fire, the 
executioner cried out, ‘* God fave king 
George,” at which themultitude of {pectators 
gave a great fhout.. The heads and bodies 
were conveyed back in coffins to the prifon 
{rom whence they came: they behaved in 
a manner fuitable to their unhappy circum- 
tances, all of them feeming calmand com- 
pofed, though none fhed tears, Three of 
their heads were to be fet up, wiz.

Then his grace 
informed lord Ba/merino that, having ftarted 
an objection, defired counfel, and had their 
affiftance, he was now to make ufe of it, if 
he thought fit, to argue that point. His 
Aordthip an{wered,, he was forry for the

ftep, if he had not been perfuaded there 
was fome ground for the objection; but 
that his counfel having fatisfied him there 
was nothing init that could tend to his 
fervice, he declined having them heard, 
fubmitted to the court, and was refolved te 
rely upon his Majefty’s mercy. 

His grace then made a, fpeech to the pri- 
foners, almoft to the fame effect as that pro- 
nounced by earl Cowper in 1716. Butas this 
rebeilion was oppofed with more unanimity 
and zeal than the laft, his grace took occa= 
fion to obferve to their lordthips, that the 
beginnings of the rebellion * were fo weale 
and unpromifing, as to be capable of fee 
ducing none but the moft infected and 
willing minds to join in fo defperate an 
enterprize. That it was impoffible. even 
for the party of the rebels to be fo incon- 
fiderate or vain, as to imagine, that the 
body of this free people, bleftin the enjoy- 
ment. of all their rights, both civil and 
religious, under his Majefty’s protection ; 
fecure in the profpect of tran{mitting them 
fafe to their pofterity, under the Proteftant 
fucceffion in his royal houfe, would not rife 
up, as. one.man, to oppofe and cruth fo 
flagitious, fo deftru€tive, and fo unpro- 
voked an attempt. Accordingly the rebels 
foon faw his Majefty’s faithful fubjects, 
confcious both of their duty and intereft, 
contending to gutdo one another in demon- 
ftrations.of their zeal and vigour in his 
fervice. Men of property, of ail ranks and 
orders, crowded in with liberal fubfcriptions, 
of their own motion, bevond the examples 
of formertimes, and uncompelled by any 
law; and yet in the molt legal and war- 
rantable manner, notwithftanding what has 
been ignorantly and prefumptuoufly fug- 
gefted tothe contrary.” His lordfhip con- 
cluded, thus: © It has been his Majefty’s 
juftice to bring your lordfhips: to a legal 
trial: and it has been his wifdom to thew, 
that, as a {mail part of his national forces 
was fufficient to fubdue the rebel army in 
the field, fothe ordinary courfe of his laws 
is ftrong enough to bring even their chiefs 
to juftice.”” x

Yefterday the judges fatvat the court- 
houfe on St. Margaret’s Hill for the trial 
of the Scotch rebel officerss when ‘fames 
Nicholfon, lieutenant in the duke of Perth's 


‘trouble he had given his grace and the 
~ -pgers; that he would not have taken that 


regiment (who broke the capitulation at 
Carlifle, by endeavouring to efcape over the 
walls 
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walls) and Denald M‘Donald, a captain in 
Keppoch’s regiment, were brought to the 
bar, one after another, and pleaded guilty, 
begging to be recommended to his Majefty’s 
mercy. Next, Alexander M‘Gruther the 
elder, a captain in Perth’s regiment, pleaded 
hot guilty, and that he was forced; but 
after a trial of three hours, not being able 
to prove the force, he was brought in guilty 
of high treafon,. 

Auguft 2. Thecourt met again on St. 
Margaret's Hill for the trial of the rebels; 
when Fames Stratton, late a furgeon in the 
rebel army at Carlifle, was brought on his 
trial; but none of the witneffes proving 
that he bore arms, and it appearing that he 
was forced into the fervice, he was ac- 
quitted, andimmediatelydifcharged. Walter 
Ogi/vie, lieutenant in lord Lewis Gordon's 
regiment, pleaded guilty. The counfel for 
the prifoners moved in arreft of judgment, 
but after fome fhort arguments, the motion 
was over-ruled. Then the lord chief juftice 
Willes made a very pathetic fpeech, which 
drew tears from many of the auditors, at 
the end of which he pronounced fentence. 

The heads of Townley and Fletcher were 
fixed on Temple-bar, thofe of Chadwick, 
Barwick, Deacon and Syddal, were pre- 
ferved in fpirits to be carried to Manchefler, 
and there fet up in proper places. Town- 
fey’s body was buried at Pancras from an 
undertaker’s, and the heads of the others 
with their bodies were buried all together 
under the direftion of the keeper of the 
New Goal, who had a warrant for that 
purpofe. 

The papers and records were removed 
from the trade and plantation office to the 
new treafury, the office of trade, &c, be- 
ing tg be pulled down, to make room for 
continuing the new ftreet, called Parlia- 
ment ftreet, to the broad opening near 
Whithall. 7 

Auguft 3. Maddox, and many other 
witnelles againft the rebels, fet out with 
Mr. Carrington, the meflenger for Carliffe. 

Augufi 6. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and a committee of the common council of 
London went in a grand proceffion, and 
prefented his royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland with the freedom of the city in 
a gold box, curioufly engraved with the 
city arms, which his royal highnefs ac- 
cepted in a very obliging manner. 

Auguft 7. Several perfons were examined 
at the cock-pit, Whitehal/, and nine of 
them ordered into cuftody of a mefien- 
ger. 
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This day was fixed the key-kone of thé 
laft arch of Wefiminfter bridge. ¥ 

Auguftg. The earl of Traguair, who 
had been fore time in cuftody of a mef- 
fenger, was carried prifoner to the Tower. 

Auguft to. The court went into mourn- 
ing for the late king of Spain, and the late 
dauphinefs of France. 

Auguft_ 12. ‘The earl of Sandwich fet 
out for the Hague, being appointed his Ma- 
jefty’s plenipotentiary to the congrefs to be 
held at ‘Breda, for treating of a general 
peace. It is faid, that on taking leave at 
Leicefter houfe, his royal highnefs told him, 
that he had a particular friend to recom- 
mend to his care in his prefent embafiy. 
The earl affured him of the fingular refpeét 
he fhould pay to his royal highnefs’s com< 
mands; upon which the prince after pro- 
fefling a great affection for his friend, was 
pleafed to make him known by the name of 
Cape Breton. 

His Majefty went to the Houfe of Peers, 
and gave the royal affent to, 

An att for granting to his Majefty a 
certain fum of money out of the finking 
fund, for the fervice of the year 1746; and 
for enabling his Majefty to raife a farther

An aé& for the further punifhment of 
perfons going armed or difguifed, in de- 
fiance of the laws of cuftoms of excife; 
and for indemnifying offenders againft thofe 
laws upon the terms in this aét mentiened ; 
and for the relief of officers of the cuftoms 
in informations upon feizures. 

An aé& more effeétually to prohibit and 
prevent paftors or minifters from officiating 
in epifcopal meeting houfes in Scotland, 
without duly qualifying themfelves ac- 
cording to law, and to punifh perfons for 
reforting to any meeting houfes where 
fuch unqualified paftors or minifters fhall 
officiate. 

An act for the more effectual difarming 
the Highlands in Scotland, and for the 
more effectual fecuring the peace of the 
faid Highlands, and for reftraining the ufe 
of the Highland drefs; and for further in- 
demnifying fuch perfons as have aéted in 
defence of his Majefty’s perfon and govern- 
ment during the unnatural rebellion ; a

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for indemnifying the judges, and other 


- officers of the court of jufticiary in Scotland, 


for not performing the northen circuit in 
May 1746; and for obliging the mafters 
and teachers of private fchools in Scotland to 
take the oaths to his Majefty, his heirs and 
fucceffors; and to regifter the famie, 

By this bill now depending for the more 
effeétual dilfarming the highlands, it waspro- 
vided, that the’ prohibition fhould not ex- 
tend to fuch pérfons whom his Majefty, by 
licence under his fign manual, fhould permit 
to wear arms, who fhould be permitted by 
perfons authorifed by his Majefty to give 
fuch a licence. ; 

The claufe relating to the prohibition of 
the Highland habit run'thus: no perfon 
within that patt of the kingdom of Great- 
Britain called Scotland, other than fuch as 
fhall be employed as officers and foldiers in 
his Majefty’s forces, fhall, on any pretence 
whatfoever, wear or put on the clothes 
commonly called Highland clothes, that is 
to fay, the belted plaid, trowfer, fhoulder 
belt, or any part whatfoever of what pe- 
culiatly belongs to the Highland garb, under 
the penalty of, "&c. 

That part of the thire of Dunbarton was to 
be difarmed which lies on the eait, weft, and 

‘north fides of Lochlomond, to the northward 
ef that point where the water of the Leven 
runs from it. — 

The young Prétender, with a few of 
his deluded followers, efcaped from the 
ifle of Uif, in an Trip veftel, and another 
fhip of the fame nation landed feveral 
of the rebelsiat Morlaix in France.

“Majefty’s ufe, of naval ftores) brought into

the continuance of the prefent wars with 
France and Spain, or either of them. 

An aé& to regulate the infurance on fhips 
belonging to the fubjects of Grear-Bri- 
tain, and all merchandizes or effects laden 
thereon, 

An a& for amending the laws relating to 
bankrupts. 

An aét for the more effectually to prevent 
the frauds and abufes committed in the ad- 
meafurement of coals within the city and 
liberty of Weftminffer, and that part of the 
duchy of Laneaffer adjoining thereto, and 
the feveral parifhes of St. Giles in the fields, 
St. Mary le Bon, and fuch part of the parifh 
of St. Andrew, Holborn, as lies in the 
county of Middlefex. 

Ana& to indemnify perfons who have 
omitted to qualify themfelves for offices, 


‘employments and promotions within the 


time limited by law, and for allowing fur 
ther time for that purpofe. 

And to five private bills. 
~ After which his Majefty made the follow- 
ing moft gracious fpeech, and the Parlia- 
ment was prorogued to September 30. 

His Majefty’s moft gracious fpeech to 
both Houfes of Parliament, Auguff 12, 
1746. 

«¢ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

‘¢ ET cannot put an end to this feffion of 
Parliament, without expreffing to you my 
entire fatisfa€tion in your proceedings. 
The zeal and vigour, which you have fo 
unanimoufly fhewn for the fupport of my 
government ; for fuppreffing the late rebel- 
lion; and for bringing the guilty to juftice, 
in which you have been fo univerfally fe- 
conded by my good fubjeéts, have not only: 
fully anfwered my expectations, but give 
me the beft. affurance, that you are deter 
mined to perfect this good work, by fettling 
our tranquility at home upon folid founda- 
tions,-and extinguifhing the hopes of the 
Pretender and his adherents. 

«¢ The power, which you thought fit to 
tepofe in mé on this occafion, has been 
employed in the moft proper and effectual 
manner, and made firitly fubfervient to 
thofe purpofes only, for which you in« 
tended them: and it has pleafed the Divine 
Providence, in a moft fignal manner, to 
blefs the meafures we have taken with 
fuccefs, Tam very fenfible, there are mat- 
ters of great moment ftill behind, which 
are neceflary for our lafting fecuyity, and 
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preventing the like calamities for the fu- 
ture; but as a foundation is prudently laid 
for your proceeding upon them in the next 
feffion, I was unwilling to detain you longer 
out of your refpective counties, at this ad- 
vanced feafon of the year. 

«cI have the fatisfaction to acquaint you, 
that the pofture of affairs abroad appears 
more favourable than when I laft fpoke to 
you. As foon as the fafety of my own king- 
dom would permit, I fent fuch a body of 
troops, as could be fpared from hence, to 
ftrengthen the allied army in the Nether- 
lands, for the defence of the United Pro- 
vinces, and oppofing the further progrefs of 
France on that fide. By means of this 
fuccour, and other powerful affiftances, 
which you have enabled me to furnifh, 
that army has been very confiderably aug- 
mented, and is become much ftronger than 
was expected at the beginning of the year. 
This event, together with the happy fuc- 
ceffes of the Auffrian and Sardinian armies 
in Italy, and fome other incidents, which 
have happened to the advantage of the 
common caufe, give us a better profpect of 
bringing our enemies to reafon, and pro- 
curing a fafe and honourable peace, which 
is my great end and aim. 

<< Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

«c The great readinefs and chearfulnefs, 
with which you have granted me the fup- 
plies for the current year, require my par- 
ticular thanks. I arn very fenfible of the 
extraordinary difficulties, which the cir- 
cumftance of the times brought upon this 
important fervice, and upon the public 
credit in general; and which nothing but 
your prudence and firmnefs could have over- 
eome. What you have given fhall be ftritly 
applied to the purpofes you intended: and 
you cannot but have obferved my defire to 
leflen the public expence, as far as poffible, 
by taking the firft opportunity to difband 
thofe regiments, which the laudable and 
attive zeal of feveral of my faithful fubje&s, 
of the firft rank and diftinétion, had added 
to our ftrength on this occafion. 

«6 My Lords and Gentlemen, 

« J have had fuch ample experience of 
your unfhaken fidelity, and of your affec- 
tion and attachment to me and my family, 
that J rely, with the utmoft confidence, on 
your future conduét. I cannot doubt, that, 
during this recefs, you will, in your feveral 
ftations, ufe your utmoft endeavours to re- 
ftore and preferve the peace of the king- 
dom; to heal the wounds which this un- 
natural rebellion may have made}; and to 
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encourage and cultivate in my fubjedts that 
fpirit of loyalty and zeal for the prefent 
eftablifhment, which has fo remarkably ap- 
peared: the impreffions of it fhall ever 
remain upon my mind, and be demonftrated 
by the continuance of my vigilance and en- 
deavours to make them a happy people.” 

The French by the conqueft of Mons on 
the 13th paft, and of Charleroy on the 22d, 
became intire mafters of Flanders, Brabant, 
and Hainault, the moft confiderable pro- 
vinces of the Auftrian Low Countries. 

Auguft 14. Sir Fobn Douglas, bart, mem- 
ber for Dumfries, was brought to town in 
cuftody of a meffenger; Dr. Barry, who 
had been fome time in cuftody, was com- 
mitted to Newgate. It is faid that great 
fums of money colleéted in and about Lens 
don for carrying on the rebellion, but under 
pretence for the relief of a young gentleman 
in diftrefs, pafled chiefly through this gen- 
tleman’s hands. 

It was afferted that for fix years laft 
700,000/. had been collected for the fervice 
of the Pretender, of which 400,000/. fince 
the beginning of the rebellion, and of this 
170,000/. during the laft winter, in and 
about London; 1500 names of fubfcribers, 
feveral of them perfons of note, had been 
difcovered. ' 

Auguft 15. Simon Frafer, lord Lowvat, 
arrived at the Tower in an open landau, 
drawn with fix horfes, guarded by a party 
of Ligonier’s horfe, and accompanied in the 
landau by an officers As he paffed through. 
the ftreets he feemed very unconcerned 5 
but coming on the hill, he turned his eyes 
towards the fcaffolds ere€ting for beholding 


.the execution of the lords, and lifting up 


his hands, faid, ** A few days and it will 

be my unhappy fate.” 
4ug. 18. At fix o’clock a troop of lifee 
guards, one of the horfe-grenadiers, and 
1000 of the foot-guards (being fifteen mem 
out of each company) marched from the 
parade in St. Fames’s-park through the city 
to Tower-bill, to attend the execution of 
the earl of Kilmarnock and lord Balmerino, 
and being arrived there, were pofted in lines 
from the Tower to the feaffold, and all 
round it, About eight o’clock the therifts 
of London, with their under fheriffs and of 
ficers, viz. fix ferjeants at mace, fix yeo- 
men, andthe executioner, met at the Witre 
tavern in Fenchurch-ftreet, where they 
breakfafted, and went from thence tothe 
houfe, lately the tranfport-office, on Towers 
hill, near Catherine-court, hired by them 
for the reception of the faid lords before 
they 
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they fhould be conduéted to the feaffold, 
which was ereéted about thirty yards from 
the faid houfe. At ten o’clock the block 
was fixed on the ftage, and covered with 
black cloth, and feveral facks of faw-duft 
were brought up to ftrew on it: foon after 
their coffins were brought, covered with 
black cloth, ornamented with gilt nails, 
€Fc, Onthe earl of Kilmarnock’s was a plate 
with this infcription, Gulielmus Comes de 
Kilmarnock decollatus 18 Augufti, 1746, 
“Etat. fue 42, with an earl’s coronet over 
it, and fix coronets over the fix handles ; 
and on lord Balmerino’s was a plate with 
this infcription, Arthurus Dominus de Bal- 
merino decollatus 18 Augxfti, 1746, tat. 
fue 58, with a baron’s coronet over it, 
and fix coronets over the fix handles. At 
a quarter after ten the theriffs went in pro- 
ceffion to the outward gate of the Tower, 
and after knocking at it fome time, a war- 
der within afked, ‘* Who’s there?” the 
officer without replied, ‘* The fheriffs of 
London and Middlefex.”’ The warder then 
afked, ** What do they want ?”” The offi- 
cer anfwered, ‘¢ The bodies of William earl 
Kilmarnock, and Arthur lord Balmerino ;” 
wpon which the warder within faid, «I 
will go and inform the lieutenant of the 
‘Tower; and in about ten minutes the 
lieutenant of the Tower with the earl of 
Kilmarnock, and major White with lord Bal- 
merino, guarded by feveral of the warders, 
came to the gate; the prifoners were there 
delivered to thee fheriffs, who gave proper 
receipts for their bodies to the Lieutenant, 
who, as is ufual, faid, ** God blefs king 
George?” to which the earl of Kilmarnock 
affented with a bow, and lord Balmerino 
faid, ** God blefs king Sfames.”” On the 
earl of Kilmarnock’s meeting lord Ba/merino 
at the foot of the firft ftairs, he embraced 
him, who greatly (as Mr. Foffer obferved) 
faid to him, ‘* My Lord, 1 am heartily for- 
xy to have your company in this expedi- 
tion.” Soon after, the proceffion, moving 
in a flow and folemn manner, appeared in 
the following order: 1, The conftable of 
the Tower-hamlets. 2. The knight mar- 
fhal’s men and tip-ftaves. 3. The fheriff’s 
officers. 4. The fheriffs, the prifoners, 
and their chaplains: Mr. theriff Blachford 
walking with the earl of Kilmarnock, and 
Mr. fheriff Cockayne with lord Balmerino. 
5. The Tower warders. 6. A guard of 
mufqueteers. 
mourning coach. When the proceffion 
had pafled through the lines into the area 
of the circle formed by the guards, the 
paflage was clofed, and the troops of horfe,

who were in the rear of the foot on the 
lines, wheeled off, and drew up five deep 
behind the foot, on the fouth fide of the 
hill facing the feaftold. 

The lords were conducted into feparate 
apartments in the houfe, facing the fteps of 
the fcaffold ; their friends being. admitted 
to fee them. The earl of Kilmarnock was 
attended by the rev. Mr, Foffer, a diffenting 
minifter, and the rev. Mr. Hume, a near 
relation of the earl of Hume; and the cha» 
plain of the Tower, and another clergy 
man of the church of England, accompa- 
nied lord Balmerino, who, on entering the 
door of the houfe, hearing feveral of the 
fpeétators afk eagerly, ‘ Which is lord 
Balmerino ?” anfwered fmiling, <¢ I am 
lord Balmerino, gentlemen, at your fervice.” 
The parlour and paffage of the houfe, the 
rails enclofing the way from thence to the 
fcaffold, and the rails about it, were all 
hung with black, at the fheriffs expence. 

Lord Kilmarnock, in the apartments ale 
lotted to him, fpent about an hour in his 
devotions with Mr. Foffer, who affifted 
him with prayer and exhortation. 

After which, lord Balmerino, purfuant 
to his requeft, being admitted te confer 
with the Earl, firft thanked him for the 
favour, and then afked, “ If his LordMip 
knew of any order figned by the Prince, 
(meaning the Pretender’s fon) to give no 
quarter at the battle of Culloden ?” and the 
Earl anfwering ‘¢ No,” lord Balmerino ad 
ded, ‘* nor I neither, and therefore it 
feems to be an invention to juftify their 
own murders” The Earl replied, ‘* He 
did not think this a fair inference, becaufe 
he was informed, after he was prifoner at 
Invernefs, by feveral officers, that fuch an 
order, figned George Murray, was in the 
Duke’s cuftody.” George Murray! {aid 
lord Balmerino, then they fhould not charge 
it on the Prince.”? Then he took his 
leave, embracing lord Kilmarnock, with the 
fame kind of noble and generous compli- 
ments, as he had ufed before, ‘* My dear 
lord Kilmarnock, I am only forry I cannot 
pay this reckoning alone 3 once more fare 
wel forever!” and returned to his own room. 

The earl then, with the company kneel- 
ing down, joined in a prayer delivered by 
Mr. Foffer; after which having fat a few 
moments, and taken a fecond refrefhment 
of a bit of bread and a glafs of wine, he 
exprefled a defire that lord Balmerino might 
go firft to the fcaffold; but being informed 
that this could not be, as his Lordfhip was 
named firft in the warrant ; he appeared 
Jatisfied, faluted his friends, faying he 

Ggg2 fhould 
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fhould make no fpeech on the fcaffold, but 
defired the minifters to affift him in his laft 
moments, and they accordingly, with other 
friends, proceeded with him to the {caffold. 
The multitude who had been long expec- 
ting to fee him on fuch an awful occafion, 
on his firft appearing on the {caffold dreft 
in black, with- a countenance and demea- 
nor teftifying great contrition, fhewed the 
deepeft figns of commiferation and pity 5 
and his Lordfhip at the fame time, being 
ftruck with fuch a variety of dreadful ob- 
jets at once, the multitudes, the block, 
his coffin, the executioner, the inftrument 
of death, turned about to Mr. Hume and 
faid, « Hume! this.is terrible 3°? without 
changing his voice or countenance. 

' After putting up a fhort prayer, con- 


tluding with a petition for his majefty king | 


George, and the royal family, in verifica- 
tion of his declaration in his fpeech, his 
Lordihip embraced, and took his laft leave 
of his friends. The executioner, who be- 


fore had fomething adminiftered to keep | 


him from fainting, was fo affected with 
his Lordfhip’s diftrefs, and the awfulnefs 
ef the fcene, that on afking him forgive- 
“nefs, he burft into tears ; my Lord bid him 
take courage, giving him at the fame time 
a purfe with five guineas, and telling him 
that he would drop his handkerchief as a 
fignal for the ftroke. He proceeded, with 
the help of his gentleman, to make ready 
for the block, by taking off his coat, and 
the bag from his hair, which was then 
‘tucked up under a-napkin cap, but this 
being made up fo wide as not to keep up 
his long hair, the making it lefs occafion- 
eda little delay; his neck being laid bare, 
tucking down the collar of -his fhirt and 
waiftcoat, he kneeled down on a black 
cufhion’ at the block, and drew his cap 
over his eyes, in doing which, as well as 
jn putting up his hair, his hands were 
obferved to fhake; but either te fupport 
himfelf, or as a more convenient pofture 
for devotion, he happened to lay both his 
hands upon the block, which the execu- 
“tioner obferving, prayed his Lordfhip to 
let them fall, left they fhould be mangled, 
or break the blow. He was then told that 
the neck of his waiftcoat was in the way, 
upon which he rofe, and with the help of 
a friend took it off, andthe neck being 
made bare to the fhoulders, he kneeled 
down as before. In the mean time, when 
all things were ready for the execution, and 
the black bays which hung over the rails 
of the fcaffold having, by direétion of the 
colonel of the guard or the fheriffs, been

turned up, that the people might fee all the 
circumftances of the execution 3 in about 
two minutes (the time he before fixed) af- 
ter, he kneeled down, his Lordfhip drop- 
ping his handkerchief, the executioner at 
once fevered his head from his body, ex-, 
cept only a fmall part of the fkin, which 
was immediatly divided by a gentle ftroke 5 
the head was received ina piece of red bayss 


| and with the body immediately put into 


the cofin. The fcaffold was then cleared 
from the blood, frefh faw-duft ftrewed, and, 
that no appearance of a former execution 
might remain, the executioner changed 
fuch of his cloaths.as appeared bloody. 
While this was doing, lord Balmerina, 
after having folemnly recommended him- 
felf to the mercy of the Almighty, con- 
verfed chearfully with his friends, refrefhe 
ed himfelf twice with a bit of bread and a 
glafs of wine, and defired the company to 
drink to him-ain degrae ta baiven, acquaint 
ing them that he had prepared a fpeech, 
which he fhould read on the fcaffold, and 
therefore fhould fay nothing of its contents. 
The under fheriff coming into his Lord- 
fhip’s apartment to let him know the ftage 
was ready, he prevented him by imme- 
diately afking if the affair was over with 
lord Kilmarnock, and being anfwered, ‘* It 
is,” he enquired how the executioner per- 
formed his office, and upon receiving the 
account, faid, ** It was well done ;”’ then 
addreffing himfelf to the company, faid, 
“‘ Gentlemen, 1 fhall detain you no lon- 


ger,” and with an eafy and unaffected | 


chearfulnefs he faluted his friends, and 
haftened to the feaffold, which he mounted 
with fo eafy an air, as aftonifhed the fpec- 
tators; his Lordthip was dreffed in his 
regimentals, a blue coat turned up with 
red, trimmed with brafs buttons, (and a 
tie wig) the fame which he wore at the 
battle of Culloden 3 no circumftance in his 
whole deportment fhewed the leaft fign of 
fear or regret, and he frequently reproyed 
his friends for difcovering either, upon his 
account. He walked feveral times round 
the fcaffold, bowed to the people, went to 
his coffin, read the infcription, and with a 
nod, faid, “It is right 5; he then exa- 
mined the block, which he called his 
«© Pillow of reft.”” His Lordthip putting 
on his fpectacles, and taking a paper out 
of his pocket, read it with an audible voice, 
which, fo far from being filled with paf- 
fionate invective, mentioned his Majefty 
as a prince of the greateft magnanimity and 
mercy, at the fame time that, through er- 
roneous political principles, it denied him 

aright 
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Bright-to the allegiance of his people: 
having delivered this paper to the sheriff, 
he called for the executioner, who ap- 
pearing, and being about to afk his Lord- 
fhip’s pardon, he faid, ‘‘ Friend, you need 
not afk me forgivenefs, the execution of 
your duty is commendable ;” upon which 
his Lordfhip gave him three guineas, fay- 
ing, ‘¢ Friend, I never was rich, this is 
all the money I have now, I with it was 
more, and I am forry I can add nothing to 
it but my coat and waiftcoat,’’ which he 
then took off, together with his neck- 
cloth, and threw them on his coffin; put- 
ting on a flannel waiftcoaft, which had 
been provided for the purpofe, and then 
taking a plaid cap out of his pocket, he put 
it on his head, faying he died a Scotchman ; 
after kneeling down at the block, to adjuft 
his pofture, and fhew the executioner the 
fignal for the ftroke, which was dropping 
his arms, he once more turned to his 
friends, and took his laft farewel, and look- 
‘ing round on the crowd, faid, ‘¢ Perhaps 
fome may think my behaviour too bold, 
but remember, Sir, (faid he to a gentleman 
who ftood near him) that I now declare it 
is the effect of confidence in God, anda 
good confcience, and I fhould diffemble, if 
I fhould fhew any figns of fear,’ » 

Obferving the axe in the executioner’s 
hand as he pafied him, he took it from 
him, felt the edge, and returning it, clap- 
ped the executioner on the fhoulder to en- 
courage him 3 he tucked down the collar 
of his fhirt and waiftcoat, and fhewed him 
where to ftrike, defiring him to do it re- 
folutely, for in that, fays his Lordfhip, 
will confift your kindnefs,” 

He went to the fide of the ftage, and 
called up the warder, to whom he gave 
fome money, afked which was his hearfe, 
and ordered the man to drive near. 

Immediately, without trembling or 
changing countenance, he again knelt 
down at the block, and having with his 
arms ftretched out, faid,  O Lord reward 
my friends, forgive my enemies, and re 
ceive my foul,” he gave the fignal by let- 
ting them fall: but his uncommon firm- 
. nefs and intrepidity, and the unexpected 
fuddennefs of the fignal, fo furprifed the 
executioner, that though he firuck the 
part directed, the blow was not given with 
ftrength enough to wound him very deep; 
on which it feemed as if he made an effort 
to turn his head towards the executioner, 
and the under jaw fell and returned very 


quick, like anger and gnafhing the teeth ;

but it could not be otherwife, the part 
being convulfed. A fecond blow immes 
diately fucceeding the firft, rendered him, 
however, quite infenfible, and a third 
finithed the work. ; 

His head was received in a piece of red 
baize, and with his body put into the cof« 
fin, which, at his particular requeft, wae 
placed on that of the late marquis of Tu/li- 
bardine’s, in St. Peter’s church, in the 
Tower, all three lords lying in one graves, 

During the whole courfe of the folemnity, 
although -the hill, the feaffoldings, and 
houfes, were crowded full of {pectators, al} 
perfons attended with uncommon decency 
and evennefs of temper; which evinces 
how much the people entered into the rec= 
titude of the execution, though too hu« 
mane to rejoice at the cataftrophe. 

The earl of Cromartie was pardoned. 

Aug. 20. Twenty-fix Scotch rebels were 
brought up from Sheernefs and Tilbury fort, to 
be evidence for the King, under the care of 
two meffengers, and lodged at the Plaifter- 
er’s-arms in St. Margaret’ s-lane, W efi@tinflers 
and a ftrong guard of foldiers placed over 
them. A veflel, with above 130 rebel offi- 
cers, among them young Glenbucket, came 
up to Weolzvich. 

Among the Scotch rebels at Tilbury, was 
a diftemper which carried off feveral, and 
fome of the officers at the fort. 

The eight condemned rebels were re< 
prieved for three weeks longer. 

Placentia farrendered to the Spanifh troops. 
The Spaniards had by this defperate a€tion 
opened their way to Genoa, brought off.a 
great part of their troops, with fome of 
their artillery and baggage, and what was 
more material, the perfon of the Infant, 
which wasin great danger of being fur- 
rounded, and obliged to furrender with all 
the reft, prifoners at difcretion. There were 
found in Placentia g1 pieces of heavy cannon, 
32 mortars, 40,000 bombs charged, 300,000 
cannon bullets, 14,000 tents, 12,000 fu- 
fees, 6000 pair of piftols, 8000 fabres, 3000 
pieces of cloth, and 30,000 facks of corn. 
The two brave Auffrian generals, Palla- 
vicini and Serbelloni, died of their wounds,

fervice : qualities which have been fo con- 
fpicuous in your Grace’s regiment, that his 
Majefty, willing to retain as many as pof- 
fible of fuch foldiers in his fervice, has 
been pleafed to order a regiment of dragoons 
to be raifed at the fame time and place, 
when and where your Grace’s regiment 
fhall be difbanded, and to direét that as 
many of the officers and private men be- 
longing to your Grace’s regiment, as fhall 
be willing, may fervein the faid regiment 
of dragoons, of which, as a fignal mark 
of honour and diftinétion, his Royal High- 
nefs the Duke will himfelf be colonel. 

As this is a great and moft honourable 
proof of his Majefty’s royal approbation of 
your paft fervices, fo I doubt not but that 
your Grace, and the other officers of your 
regiment, will engage as many as may be 
of your men to enlift themfelves; and 
thereby fhew, that the fame zeal continues 
for their king and country, which they 
hqve already fo meritorioufly exerted in de-

0&.19- Prince Edward Stuart, and prince 
Henry his brother, arrived at Fontainbleau, 
and were received by his Majefty with 
great tokens of affection, Prince Edward 
had the fame day along conference with 
his Majefty in private. Mr. Lochiel, and 
the. reft of the Scotch chiefs, went alfo to 
Fontainbleau. The King ordered a prefent 
of $00,000 livres to prince Edward, to re- 
imburfe the lofs of his equipage, together 
with an annual penfion of 600,000 livres, 
and an apartment in the palace of St. Ger- 
maineen Laye. He was received at court as 
prince of Wales, the King having faluted 
him by the title of Royal Highnefs. The 
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court appeared greatly ifritated at the in4 
vafion of Brittany by the Englifb, and ore 
dered all the Engli/h, not provided with 
pafiports, to be taken into cuftody, among 
whom was the earl of Moreton, and his re- 
tinue, who were fent to the Baftile, for 
whofe releafe the officious Van Hoey inter- 
pofed. 

‘O&. 21- Were executed at Brampton 
near Carliffe, Peter Taylor, Michael Delaird, 
ames Forbess Richard Morrifon, Alexander 
Hutckinfon, FamesInnis, Donald M‘Donald, 
Peter Lindfey, and Thomas Parc, late in the 
rebel army. 

0%. 22, Thecourt martial met at Deprt- 
ford, when the prefident pronounced fenr- 
tence againft admiral Matthews, by which 
he was rendered incapable of ferving in his 
Majefty’s royal navy for the future. He 
defired a copy of the court’s minutes, but 
was referred to the lords of the Admiralty. 

O08. 29. William Benn, efq. Lord Mayor, 
went to Wefminfter with the ufual pomp, 
and having there taken the oaths as. Lord 
Mayor, returned to a fplendid entertain- 
ment at Guildhall. 

Lima, the capital of Pers, in the Spanifz 
Weft Indies, was this month, ruined by am 
earthquake, which lafted about three mi-~ 
nutes, fifteen hundred fouls were loft, fe- 
venty-four churches, fourteen monafteries, 
and fifteen hofpitals, befides fome thou- 
fands-of houfes were buried in the ruins, 
and the jewels and veffels of gold and filver 
loft, amounted, it was faid, tothree millions 
of piafters. The town of CalJao, a fea- 
port within two leagues of that city, was 
fwallowed up by the fea, and the hurricane 
was fo violent, that feveral veffels which 
rode at anchor were afterwards found om 
dry land feveral leagues up the country. 
The fea filled up the place where the town 
ftood, ‘which was the beft port in Peru, 
and all the inhabitants, between fix and 
feven thoufand, perifhed, except about two 
hundred failors and fifhermen, who were 
thrown upon land with their veffels.. The 
lofs of the king of Spain was irreparable, 
both in regard'to the fettlement, and the 
vaft treafure laid up'there during the war, 
which was ‘not to be brought to Europe till | 
after'a peace, . 

Lima had been twice before almoft de- 
Rroyed by earthquakes 5 firft ‘in'1586;' and 
alfo in O&ober 1687. The latter of thefe 
thocks wa§ fo dreadful, ‘that thofe ‘who 
felt it 450 leagues at fea, affirm, thatvit 
frightenéd the whole fhip’s@ompany,who | 
thought they had ftruck upon a rock, and

founding. The water was mixed with 
fand, though no bottom could be found ; 
and the fhips on the coaft were driven 
fome leagues over the land, as in this laft 
earthquake, 

Of. 29. This day the right honoura- 
ble William earl of Harrington, having re- 
figned the feals into his Majefty’s hands, 
his Majefty was pleafed to appoint the right 
honourable Pdilip earl of Cheflerfield, to 
be one of his Majefty’s principal fecretaries 
of ftate.

Scotland. 

Nov. 11. His Majefty, his Royal High- 
nefs the Duke, and the reft of the Royal 
Family. removed from Kenfington to St, 
Fames’s.

«¢ In the mean time the ftate of the 
war abroad has received a confiderable alte- 


rations Though France has made fome 
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farther progrefs in the Netherlands, yet the 
United Provinces, whofe interes are fo 
ftrictly connected with ours, have been 
preferved from that danger which threa- 
tened them at the opening of the campaign} 
and a confiderable army remains there for 
their defence. It has pleafed God to blefs 
the arms of my good allies, the emprefs 
queen of Hungary, and the king of Sardinia, 
with fignal fuccefs in Italy. ‘The acquifi- 
tions made there by our enemies have been 
recovered from them; their forces, broken 
and almoft ruined, have been obliged to 
evacuate that country; and an irruption is 
now actually making into France, whereby 
the diftrefles of that kingdom mutt be great- 
ly increafed, and a proportionable diverfion 
made in favour of the Low Countries. 

*¢ [ have often affured you, that my fole 
aim in carrying on this juftand neceffary war 
is a fafe and honourable peace. In this view 
I have fhewed a fincere difpofition towards 
a general pacification. I have confented to 
the holding of conferences at Breda, in or- 
der to try whether our enemies wij], inthe 
event, agree to fuch terms and conditions, 
as may be confiftent with the honour of my 
crown, the fecurity and true interefts of 
my kingdoms, and my engagements to my 
allies, whom it is my firm refolution not 
to abandon. 

¢¢ But whilft we are treating of peace, rea- 
fon and good policy demand, that we fhould 
be prepared for war. I am therefore actually 
concerting with my allies the proper mea- 
fures for vigoroufly purfuing the war in ano- 
ther campaign, in cafe the obftinacy of our 
enemies fhould render it peceflary. My de- 
fire is to adjuft thefe meafures as fpeedily 
as poffible, that our peparations may be 
early; that the confederate army in the 
Netherlands may be augmented in time; and 
the operations on the fide of Italy carried on 
with effect. It fhall alfo be my particular 
care to exert our ftrength at fea, inthe moft 
effectual manner, for the defence of my 
kingdoms and poffeffions, the protection of 
the trade of my fubjects, and the annoyance 
of our enemies.

‘ This bill was fent down the firft day 
from the upper houfe, where it was read 
three times fucceflively, and paffed ; but 
not “without notice taken, that the Habeas 
Corpus aét was the great and facred bulwark 
of our liberties, and ought not to be fuf= 
pended but for avery fhort time, and for 
very urgent reafons, 

In the lower houfe, the hurrying this. 
bill was warmly oppofed, objecting that 
there was no neceffity now for it, and on 
this point they divided the houfe, haying 
noes 35 to yeas 134. 

* Nov. 21. Charles Ratcliffe, efq. was 
brought under a ftrong guard in a coach 
from the Tower to the court of King’s- 
bench in Weftminfter-hall, to be arraigned. 
on his fentence in the year 1716, when he 
efcaped out of Newgate. He pleaded that 
he was a fubject to the king of France, in 
which country he-had refided about thirty 
years, and had his commiffion, and that 
he was not Charles Ratcliffe, meaning that 
he was eatl of Derwentwater : then a jury 
was ordered to be impannelled, proving 
him the identical perfon. 

‘Nov, 22. Mr. Ratcliffe being brought 
up to the bar of the court of King’s-bench, 
was again arraigned, but refufed to hold up 
his hand, or acknowledge any jurifdiction 
but that of the kipg of Jrance, infifting on 
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a tommiffion he had in his pocket from the 
French king, and ‘appealing to his Sicilian 
majefty’s minifter, who was prefent in 
court, for the authenticity of that com- 
miffion ; but on hearing his former in- 
didtment'and conviction, which were read 
to him in Englifb, he faid he was not the 
Charies Ratcliffe therein named; but that 
he was the earl of Derwentwater3; and 
his counfel informed the court, that this 


was the plea he relied on; to which the’ 


attorney-general replied, withan averment 
of his being the fame Charles Ratcliffe, and 
thereupon iffae was joined. Then the 
counfel for the prifoner moved to put off 
his trial, upon his own affidavit (to which 
he had fubfcribed himfelf The count de Der- 
zveniwater) thattwo of his material wit- 
nefles, naming them, were abroad, with- 
out whofe teftimony he could not fafely go 
to trial. “TYo which. affidavit the counfel for 


the crown objected,.as not being entitled as’ 


in the caufe before the court, nor the two 
‘witneffes fworn’to be material, in the iffue 
then joined between the King and the pri- 
foner 3 and alfo, ‘becaufe the prifoner had 
not fo much as undertaken to {wear for 
himfelf, thathe was not the perfon, which, 
as it wasa fact entirely in his own know- 
ledge, ought to be required of him, if he 
would entitle himfelf to this favour of the 
court, this being a proceeding very diffe- 
rent from the,trial upon a not-guilty, in an 
eriginal profecution on a charge of high- 
treafon ar other crime, the identity of the 
perfon being the fingle fa& to be enquired 
of, and a cafe in which the crown had a 
right by law to proceed in infanter. Upon 
this, the prifoner amended his affidavit as 
to the witneffes; but refufed to fupply it 
fo far as to {wear he was not the fame per- 
fon. And the court faid this was a new 


precedent, there being no inftance of any | 


application to put off the trial of a queftion 
of this fort before ; and that this was like 
an inqueft of office, in order to inform the 
confcience of the court, and what the 
public hada right to proceed in infanter. 
And therefore that the prifoner ought to 
give all ‘reafonable’ fatisfa€tion to induce 
them to grant fach a favour as the prifoner 
defired, for they could’ not in confcience 
and juftice to the public indulge him, with- 
outa teafonable fatisfaction that his plea 
was true. But the prifoner ftill refufing to

prifoner to the Tower, He was aboutfive:. 
feet ten inches high, upwards of fifty, ‘was. 
dreffed in fcarlet, faced with black velvety’ 
and gold buttons, a gold laced waiftcoat, bag 
wig, and had a hat with a white feather. 

His defign in ftiling himfelf earl of Der- 
wentwater was, that he might pafs for 
Francis, his younger brother, who went to 
France before 1715, but thought to be dead. 
He would not call the lord chief juftice, 
Lord, becaufe the title of earl was not given 
him. He refufed to hold up his hand at’ 
the bar, and being told that as a gentleman 
he ought to comply, and that his,own. 
counfel would fatisfy him, that it was only 
a form of the court, he faid, “ I know ma- 
ny things that I will not advife with my» 
counfel upon.”?

the approach of death.

Dec. 16. The articles of impeachment 
for high-treafon againft lord Lowat were de- 
livered to the Houle of Peers. One of 
them was founded ona letter fent by his 
Lordfhip to Mr. Murray, the young Pre- 
tender’s fecretary, (and feized with his pa- 
pers) containing profufe boafts of his great 
fervices, of large fums {pent for his inte- 
refts, and the entire difpofition of his clan, 
confifting of 1500 ftout men, to follow 
their chief. This letter, it feems, was not 
written by his Lordthip, but diftated to his 
fecretary, and figned only with his own 
hand. \ 

Dec. 18. His Lordthip was carried from 
the Tower tothe Houfe of Lords, where 
the articles of his impeachment by the 
Commons were read to him: after which 
he made a long fpeech at the bar, fignify- 
ing the great efteem he had for his Majefty 
and the royal family, and enumerated di- 
vers inftances of the great fervice he did 
the government in extinguifhing the rebel- 
lion in 1715, and for which he received fa- 
vours from the late King and his miniftry : 
he likewife took notice of his infirmities,

There 
were thirty wounded; feven officers, and 
forty-fix private men were made prifoners 3 
the remaining 350 capitulated, on condition 
not to bear arms for fix months, and dee 
livering up all their artillery, four colours, 
and two veffels, that carried their baggage. 
The French loft only two Indians, and five 
Canadians, and fourteen wounded. 

Feb, 12. Fobn Murray, efq. late fecre- 
tary to the young Pretender, was brought 
te the bar of the King’s-bench ; and the 

warrant 
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warrant of his commitment and detainure, 
and all the other procefs and proceedings 
being removed by certiorari, were read in 
court, and alfo the aét of attainder made in 
the laft feflion of Parliament; whereby the 
feveral perfons therein named (whereof Mr, 
Murray was one) were to ftand attainted 
of high treafon, unlefs they furrendered 
themfelves on or before Fuly 123 which 
being read, the Attorney General moved 
that Mr. Murray might be called upon, te 
know what he had to fay, why execution 
fhould not be awarded againft him upon 
that attainder; and thereupon Mr. Murray 
was atraigned; and on his arraignment 
(confefling that he was the fame Sohn 
Murray named: in the a& of parliament) 
he pleaded that he furrendered himfelf to 
the lord juftice Clerk on Fune 28, being a 
fortnight before the time limited was ex- 
pired; and that immediately upon his fur- 
render he was imprifoned in the caftle of 
Edinburgh, and had been ever fince in cuf- 
tody, and therefore was not liable to the 
penalty of that law. To this Mr. Attor- 
ney General replied, that he had his Ma- 
jefty’s orders to confefs this plez to be true. 
Hereupon the court diretted, that Mr. 
Murray’s plea, and the confeflion of the 
Attorney General thereto, fhould be recorded; 
and then remanded Mr. Murray to the 
‘Tower. 

Feb. 13¢ <A proclamation was iffued, 
that henceforward the pilots ferving on 
board all fhips and veffels of war in our 
_ pay, hall receive an equal fhare of all prizes 
with the lieutenants and quarter-matters of 
marines, and lieutenants, enfigns, and 
quarter-mafters of land forces, boat{wain, 
gunner, purfer, carpenter, furgeon, chap- 
lain, &c. on board fuch fhips. 

_ Feb. 15. Was a colleétion at the’ French 
churches in Threadneedle-fireet and Spittle- 
fields, for their poor; it amounted to juft 
r500/. 

Feb, 17. The furveyors of the city of 
London began at Aldgate to take a general 
furvey of all the windows in the city. 

Feb. 18. The lord Lowvat petitioned the 
honourable Houfe of Peers, that his trial 
might be put off for a few days, becaufe 
his witneffes could not arrive at the time 
prefixed, the 23d inftant, by the incle- 
mency of the weather; his trial was ac- 
cordingly put off to March 5. 

Feb. 20. Came on a hearing before the 
barons of the Exchequer, upon the queftion, 
Whether the commiffioners of the land- 
tax, at their general meetings for the city 
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and liberty of Weffminfer, have power to 
alter the quotas in their feveral parithes 5 
which was continued next day, when the 
barons declared, that they could not depart 
from the 4th of William and Mary, and the 
Parliament only could redrefs the aggrieved 
parifhes. 

A bill was brought into the Houfe of 
Peers, for taking away and abolithing the 
heretable jurifdictions in Scotland ; and for 
reftoring fuch jurifdi€tions to the crowns 
and for making more effectual provifion for 
the adminiftration of juftice throughout 
that part of the united kingdom, by the 
King’s courts and judges there, and for 
rendering the Union more complete. But 
as a reafonable equivalent was to be made 
for the faid jurifdictions, it became a 
money bil], and it was dropped in this 
Houfe, in order to be brought into the 
Houfe of Commons, 

March 2. Alexander Law, Patrick Cufh- 
ine, Duncan Gordon, fames Moody, Kenueth 
Mackenzie, and William Macgum, fix of the 
Scotch rebels, were difcharged from the 
New Goal, by order of the duke of Newe 
caftle. ‘ 

The lord Lowvat’s trial was, on his peti- 
tion to the Houfe of Peers, deferred to the 
gth inftant. 

March 9. Lord Lovat’s trial began im 
Weftminfter-hall, the right honourable the 
lord Hardwicke, lord high chancellor, being 
lord high fteward on the occafion. The 
managers for the Houfe of Commons were 
Sir William Yonge, Mr. Attorney General, 
Mr, Solicitor General, lord Barrington, lord 
Coke, Mr. Legg, Mr. Noel, Sir Fobn Strangey 
Sir Richard Lloyd, Mr. Yorke, Mr. Green= 
ville, and Mr. Littleton. 

A pardon paffed the great feal for a great 
number of rebels, which were concerned 
in the late rebellion, to be tranfported unto 
his Majefty’s colonies in America. 

March 11. This night there was a meete 
ing of the merchants of London, at the 
Crown tavern behind the Royal Exchange, 
when Thomas Godfrev, efq. was chofen 
chairman; and it was refolved to petition 
the honourable Houfe of Commons for the 
better protection of the trade; and a com- 
mittee was appointed to draw up a petition 
accordingly. 

The following rebels, under fentence 
of death in the New Gaol, Southwark, 
and who had been reprieved to the roth 
inftant, obtained a further reprieve during 
his Majefty’s pleafure, viz. ‘fobn Burnety

March 10.0. S. A courier arrived ,at 
Paris with the news of the death of the 
queen confort of king Staniflaus, mother 
to the queen of France. 

March 11. O. S. The tranfports, with 
the troops from England, as alfo thofe from 
Scotland, arrived at Williamftadt; where- 
upon the duke of Cumberland fet out next 
day from the Hague to review them, and 
returned on the 16th, to fettle every thing 
relating to the operations of the next cam- 
paign in Flanders, where were by compu- 
tation an army of 140,000 men. 

March 17. Captain Stafford, who had 
been confined in Newgate for feyeral 
months, on fufpicion of high treafon againit 
his Majefty’s perfon and government, was, 
by an order from the principal Secretary of 
State’s office, difcharged from that prifon. 

March 18. Lord Lovat’s trial being over, 
the lord high fteward put the question, 
Whether or no he was guilty of high 
treafon ? beginning with the junior lord, 
Arthur lord Herbert of Cherbury, who (ac- 
cording to cuftom) ftood up uncovered, and 
laying his right-hand upon his left breaft, 
faid, “ Guilty upon my honour;” as did 
all the reft of the lords. 

March 19. The lord Lowat had fentence 
of death pafied upon him in the ufual form: 
after which the lord high fteward ftood up 
and broke his ftaff, and diffolved his com- 
miffion, 

March 24. His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the royal affent

to hire, (except hackney coaches, and ftage

March 31. New commiffions were ordered 


{ to pafs for the receivers of the land-tax 


throughout England, as alfo to the furs 
veyors of windows, whofe number was 
augmented from g7 to 157, on account of 
the late window aét, The officers in Lone 
don and Weftminfter, had their falaries aug- 
mented from 4o to so/. 

A proclamation, with a reward of roo/. 
was iflued, for apprehending one /Villiam 
Leverland for undertaking to influence the 
burgefles of Ca/ne, at the next general elec- 
tion, by promifing them 15co/. to electa 
member, and for not attending the Houfe 
of Commons according to the Speaker's 
order. 

The earl of Zraguair, who it was faid 
was to be next tried, had been twice 
brought from the Tower to Whitehall, and 
examined before the Secretaries of State. 

A bill was ordered into Parliament for the 
relief of fuch of his Majetty’s fubjeéts in 
Scotland, whofe title deeds and writings 
were deftroyed or embezzled by the rebels. 

Another bill was ordered for the relief of 
infolvent debtors. 

Another for preventing unneceflary de- 
lays and expences in condemning of prizes. 

And another to permit diftillers to fell 
fpirituous liquors by retail. 

The Pretender lately publithed a manifeftte 
in the Highlands of Scotland, by his friends 
lately relanded there, in which, among 
many other things, he declared that his laft 
expedition was only on the invitation of a 
few private friends, but that the next time 
he fhould come with a powerful foreiga 
force. ; 

Aprilz. The Sheriffs of London received a 
warrant, ina letter fromthe duke of New- 
caftle, for the execution of lord Lovat on 
the oth, intimating that it was expected 
they would expofe the head at the four 
corners of the fcaffold, as ufual. The 
fherifts immediately returned an anfwer to 
his Grace, that, as it had not been prattifed 
lately, they defired it might be inferted in 
the body of the warrant. 

April 5, The court went into mourning 
for the late queen of Poland and dutchefs 
of Lorrain. 
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April 7. The coftee-room, and part of 
the futtling houfe at the Tilt Yard, White- 
hall, were blown up by the accidental firing 
fome gunpowder in anunder room 3 four or 
five foldiers were miferably burnt, and fent 
to the hofpital ; others drinking in the cof- 
fee room leaped out of the window, who 
with feveral paffing by were much hurt, 
but the fire was prevented from fpreading. 

April g. The day fixed for the execution 
of lord Lovat, he waked about three in the 
merning, and was heardto pray with great 
devotion 3 at five he rofe, called for a glafs 
ef wine and water as ufual, appeared chear- 
ful, fat andread till feven, and then drank 


another glafs of wine and water; at eight ° 


he defired his wig might be fent, that the 
barber might have time to comb it genteely, 
and provided himfelf with a purfe to hold 
the money which he intended for the exe- 
cutioner. 

At about half an hour after nine his 
lordfhip eat-very heartily of minced veal, 
ordering coffee and chocolate for his friends, 
whofe healths he drank in wine and water. 

About eleven the fheriffs fent to demand 
his body, upon which he defired the gen- 
tlemen to retire for a few moments, while 
he faid a prayer, and this being immediate- 
ly complied with, he prefently called for 
them again, faying ‘* I am ready.” 

At the bottom of the firft pair of ftairs 
general William{on invited him into his rooms 
to reft himfelf, which he accepted, and on 
his entrance paid his refpe€ts to the com- 
pany politely, and talked freely: he de- 
fired of the General, in French, that he might 
take leave of his lady, and thank her for 
her civilities : but the General told his Lord- 
fhip in the fame language, that fhe was too 
much affeéted with his Lordfhip’s misfor- 
tunes to bear the fhock of feeing him, and 
therefore hoped his Lordfhip would excufe 
her. He then took his leave, and proceed- 
ed; at the door he bowed to the fpectators, 
and was conveyed from thence to the out- 
ward gate, in the Governor’s coach, where 
he was delivered to the fheriffs, who con- 
duéted him in another coach to the houfe 
(hired for the two former lords) near the 

' feaffold, in which was a room lined with 
black cloth, and hung with feonces for his 
reception. 

Hig friends were at firft denied entrance, 
but upon application made by his Lordfhip 
to the fheriffs for their admittance, it was 

ranted. Soon after his Lordfhip addreffing 
himfelf to the fheriffs, thanked them for 
the favour, and taking a paper out of his 
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pocket delivered it to one of them, faying — 
he fhould make no fpeech, and that they 
might give the word of command when 
they pleafed. 

A gentleman prefent beginning to read a 
prayer to his Lordfhip while he was fitting, 
he called one of the warders to help him up, 
that he might kneel: he then prayed fi- 
lently a fhort time, and was afterwards fet 
again in his chair; being afked by one of 
the fherifts, if he would refreth himfelf with 
a glafsof wine, he declined it, becaufe no 
warm water could be had to mix with it, 
and took a little burnt brandy and bitters 
in its ftead. 

He defired that his cloaths might be de- 
livered to his friends with his corpfe, and 
faid that for that reafon he fhould give the 
executioner ten guineas. 

He alfo defired of the fheriffs that his 
head might be rectived in a cloth, and put 
into the coffin, which the fheriffs after con- 
ferring with fome gentlemen prefent, pro- 
mifed fhould be done 3 and that the holding 


-up the head at the corners of the feaffold 


fhould be difpenfed with, as it had been of 
late years at the execution of lords, as they 
had no written order to the contrary, in the 
warrant, and without it might be liable to 
cenfure. 

When his Lordfhip was going up the fteps 
to the fcaffold affifted by two warders, he 
looked round, and feeing fo great a concourfe 
of people, «* God fave us (fays he) why 
fhould there be fuch a buftle about taking 
off an old grey head, that cannot go up 
three fteps without three bodies to fupport 
ae , 

Turning about and obferving one of his 
friends much dejeéted, he clapped him on 
the fhoulder, faying, «* Chear up thy heart, 
man, I am not afraid, why fhould you ?” 

As foon as he came upon the fcaffold, he 
afked for the executioner, and prefented him 
with ten guineas in a purfe ; then defiring 
to fee the ax, he felt the edge, and faid he 
believed it would do. 

Soon after he rofe from the chair, which 
was placed for him, and looked at hit cof- 
fin, on which was written, Simon Dominus 
Frafer de Lovat, decollat. April 93 1747; 
fEtat fue 80. 

He then fat down again and repeated 
from Horace. 

Dulce et decorum pro patria mori. 
and afterwards from Owid, 

Nam genus et proavos, et que non fecimus ipfts 
Vix ea nofiro v0Co—— ; 
He then defired all the people to ftand off, 

; exceps

except his two warders, who fupported his 
Lordfhip while he faid a prayer; after 
which he called his folicitor and agent in 
Scotland, Mr. William Frafer, and prefent- 
ing his gold-headed cane, faid, «I deliver 
you this cane, in token of my fenfe of your 
faithful fervices, and of my committing 
to you all the power I have upon earth,” 
and then embraced him. He alfo called 
Mr. ames Frafer, and faid, ‘* My dear 
Sfames, 1am going to heaven, but you muft 
continue to crawl a little longer in this evil 
world.” And taking leave of both, he de- 
livered his hat, wigand cloaths to Mr. Wil- 
liam Frafer, and defired him to fee that the 
executioner did not touch them ; he order- 
ed his cap to be put on, and unloofing his 
neckcloth and the collar of his fhirt, he 
kneeled down at the block, and pulled the 
cloth which was to receive his, head clofe 
to him. 

But being placed too near the block, the 
executioner defired himto remove a little 
further back, which with the warders af- 
fiftance was immediately done, and his 
neck being properly placed, he told the exe- 
cutioner he would fay fa fhort prayer, and 
then give the fignal by dropping his hand- 
kerchief. In this pofture he remained 
about half a minute, and then, throwing 
his handkerchief on the floot, the execu- 
tioner at one blow fevered his head from his 
body, which was received in the cloth, and 
together with his body put into the coffin, 
and carried in a hearfe back to the Tower, 
where it remained till four o’clock, and 
was then taken away by an undertaker, 
in order to be fent to Scotland, and depofited 
in his own tomb in the church of Kirkill ; 
but leave not being given as was expected, it 
was again brought back to the Tower, and 
interred near the bodies of the other Jords, 

His Lordfhip profeffed himfelf a papift, 
and at his requeft was attended by Mr. 
Baker, belonging to the Sardinian ambafia- 
dor; and though he infifted much on the fer- 
vices he had done the prefent royal family, 
in 1715, yet he declared but a few days be- 
fore his death, that he had been concerned 
in all the fchemes formed for reftoring the 
houfe of Stvart, fince he was fifteen years 
old. 

Juft before he came from the Tower, a 
f{caffolding by the Ship alehoufe near Bark- 
ing Alley, built from that houfe in many 
ftories, with near 1000 perfons on it, fell 
down all at once, by which about eight or 
ten perfons were killed on the fpot, and 
many had their arms and legs broke. Ten 
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perfons died the next day of their bruifes, 
in the London Infirmary and St. Thomas's 
Hofpital, as did the mafter carpenter of the 
fcaflold, and his wife, who were felling 
beer underneath when it fell. 

Came an account of an engagement in 
the Eaft Indies, between capt. Peyton in the 
Medway; 60 guns, the Preffony 50 guns, 
lord NorthefR 5 the Harwich, 50 guns, capt. 
Carteret; the Winchelfea, 50 guns, lord 
Bertie; the Medway’s Prize, 40 guns, Capt. 
Griffith; and the Lively, 20 guns, capte 
Stevens, and the French {quadron under Mz 
Labourdines, in the <Acbilles, 7o guns and 
700 men, with eight merchant ‘hips fitted 
out as men of war, fix of them from 40 to 
60 guns, and two of 20 guns. The Freach 
put back to Pondicherry, having fuffered 
much in men and rigging. The Englifb 
men of war alfo were much damaged, and 
the Medway got into Crankanella to tefit, be 
ing very leaky. 

Admirals Anfon and Warren were joined 
by fome men of war at Plymouth, and pro- 
ceeded weftward. 

April 12. The men of war, floops and 
tran{ports, with forces from England, arrived 
at Flufbing in Holland. . 

Aprilg. This day the admirals Anfon and 
Warren, with eleven fail of men of wat 
from Spithead, were off Plymouth, and were 
joined by the fleet which lay in the Sound, 
and proceeded immediately to fea. 

April 14. A great body of the moft emi- 
nent merchants in London waited on the 
right honourable the lords of the Admiralty, 
with a petition, praying for a further pro- 
teCtion of their trade, é&c. Their lordthips 
received them in a moft obliging and polite 
manner, and affured them, that nothing 
fhould be wanting on their parts. 

About this time a French privateer fell 
in with the Lifoon fleet, and took fevetal of 
them. 

Count Tabernaci, a Spanifh nobleman, 
who refided here many years, arrived from 
Portugal, (where he had been for fome time 
to bring about an accommodation between 
us and Spain) and waited on his grace the 
duke of Newcaftle, with affairs of great ime 
portance to both nations. 

April 15. The bitth-day of his royal 
highnefs the duke of Cumberland was cele- 
brated with great rejoicings, when his Royal 
Highnefs entered into the twenty-feventh 
year of his age. 

April 16. This being the anniverfary of 
the glorious viGtory gained by his Majetty’s 
forces under the command of his royal high- 
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nefs the duke of Cumberland, over the rebels 
near Culloden-Houfe, in Scotland, the fame 
was obferved in London and Weftminfter, and 
all parts of the kingdom, with great demon- 
ftrations of joy. Andthere was a numerous 
and fplendid appearance of the nobility, 
gentry, and foreign minifters, at St. Fames’s, 
to compliment his Majefty on the joyful 
Occafion. 

The bill for naturalizing foreign prote- 
ftants was laid afide for this feflion of Par- 
liament. 

April 17. A dreadful fire happened at 
Bow near Stratford, oppofite to the church, 
which in a fhort time confumed feveral 
Houfes ; and, what is more melancholly, 
five perfons perifhed in the flames. 

April 20. The hon. the Eaft-India com- 
pany received advice of Fort St. George be- 
ing taken by the French. 

April 24. On the arrival of a meffenger at 
St. Sames’s, with the confirmation of the 
news of the prince of Orange being pro- 
claimed Stadtholder of all the Seven Pro- 
vinces, a grand council was held, at which 
were prefent the Lord High Chancellor, 
and other great officers of ftate, after which 
was a numerous and fplendid court, to con- 
gratulate his majefty on thé good news. 

April 26. This day there was a numerous 
and fplendid court at St. ames’s, to con- 
pratulate his Majefty on the confirmation 
of the news of his ferene highnefs the 
prince of Orange being proclaimed Stadthol- 
der of all the Seven United Provinces. + 

April 30. An exprefs from Flufbing ad- 
vifed, that the Dutch forces, and three Ex- 
glifh regiments under general Fuller, had 
made a fally from Au/f# upon the French, 
attacked and drove them back to Siuys, 
with the lofs of 3090 killed, and of 1000 
taken prifoners. The allies loft 1100 or 
1200 men, about half of them Englifh ; 
col. Abercromby being among the wounded. 

‘Lord vifcount Donerayle, was appointed 
a lord of the bedthamber to the Prince of 
Wales, in room of 

Lord Baltimore, —— cofferer and furveyor 
general to his Royal Highnefs, in room of 
lord Archibald Hamilton. 

Capt. Smith Callis, commander of the 
Oxford man of war. 

George Luxford of Suffex, efq, colle&tor 
of the cuftoms at Antigua. 

Robert Thompfon, efq. an auditor of excife 
in rootn of ‘fohn Temple, efq. deceafed. 


Mr. Lewis, general furveyor of windows 


for Wales. 
Mr. Underwood, general furveyor of wine 
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dows for Staffordfhirey and fome adjacent 
counties. 

The French compleated the conqueft of — 
Dutch Flanders, by taking Hulftand Axel ; 
the fort of Sandberg which covered Hulft 
was defended with great refolution, particu- 
larly by the royal Scotch regiment, who loft 
their major Sir Charles Erfkine, and many 
others. ‘This fort being loft, the Exglifb 
under lord fobn Murray, in the abfence of 
general Fuller, retreated to Welfboorden, 
where the next day they embarked, by order 
of the duke of Cumberland, who arrived too 
late to fuccour Hul/#, which ‘furrendered 
the fame day, the Governor being allowed 
to march out with three pieces of cannon, 
and 400 men, the reft remaining prifoners 
of war. The French then took poffeffion 
of Axeland Terneufe, and had got ready a 
vaft number of flat bottomed boats for a de- 
fcent on the iflands of Zealand; but the 
Prince Stadtholder having prepared for their 
reception, and commodore Mitchel with the 
Englifh {quadron being ‘ftationed to intercept 
them, their enterprize was fruftrated, and 
the forces defigned for it, and thofe under 
the duke de C/ermont, with part of the gare 
rifon of Antwerp, were ordered by count 
Saxe to the grand army, under his com- 
mand, for fear of an ‘attack from the duke 
of Cumberland, who was advanced between ~ 
the two Nethes and had made a general fo- 
rage quitetothe pickets of the Frenchcamp. 
The king of France arrived foon after to 
give battle. , 

Count Saxe having been pleafed to fay, — 
that he thought the duke of Cumberland the 
greateft general ofthe age 5 for that he had 
maintained 106,000 men ona fpot of ground 
where he fhould not have thought of feed- 
ing fo many rabbits; the Duke hearing 
of it, replied, that his men were well 
enough fed to fight the French on any 
ground, 

May 1. The foundation ftone for a 
chapel to the Foundling-hofpital in Lamb’s- 
Conduit-fields, was laid by Theodore Facobfon, 
efq. on which was a plate with the follow- 
ing infcription : 

«¢ The foundation of this chapel was laid 
the rft day of May, anno dom. 1747, and 
in the 20th year of the reign of his moft 
facred Majefty George I1.”, 

A great concourfe of the nobility and 
ladies of diftin@tion attended, and were at 
the breakfafting given by the governors ; 
after which a colle@tion was made, which 
amounted to upwards of 1000/. 

May 5. At the rehearfal of the mufic 
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for the feaft of the fons of the clergy, were 
prefent their royal highnefles prince George 
and prince Edward in a coach of ftate and 
fix horfes richly dreffed in orange coloured 
ribbons, efcorted by a party of horfe gre- 
nadiers and lifeeguards. ‘There was a grand 
appearance of nobility, and the collection 
amounted to 48o/. (120/. more than the laft 
year) of which roo/. in a bank note was 
given by the princes. The next day the 
ftewards waited on the prince of Wales with 
an addrefs of thanks for the honour done 
them. 

My. baron Reyaols and Mr. baron Clive, 
went tu the court-houfe at St. Margaret’s- 
bill, Southwark; Peter Theobald, and Henry 
Hall, efqrs. two others in the King’s com- 
miffion for the trial of the rebel prifoners, 
were alfo prefent, and the court adjourned 
to the 28th; when they met, and farther 
adjourned to Fuly 3. 

The fame day, Sir ‘fames Kinlock, batt. 
and his two brothers, Charles and Alexander, 
who were under“fentence of death in the 
New-goal, Southwark, for high treafon, 
were difcharged from that prifon by an 
order from his grace the duke of Newca/#le, 
and delivered into the cuftody of one of his 
Majefty’s meflengers. 

May 7. At the anniverfary feaft of the 
fons of the clergy, the collection at St. 
Paul’s and the hall amounted to 1050/. the 
greateft ever known. 

May 16. Came the news of taking the 
French fleet off Cape Finifeer, for which the 
Park and Tower guns were fired, and the 
evening concluded with bonfires, illumina- 
tions, ringing of bells, andall other demon- 
ftrations of joy. 

A perpetuity paffed the great feal about 
this time, incorporating the bifhop of Lon- 
don, the archdeacon of Effex, the arch- 
deacon of St. A/bans, and many others, into 
one body politic, for the relief of poor 
clergymen’s widows and children, within 
the diocefe of London, and to hold in mort- 
main lands of 15001. per ann. 

M. Boffon, lately made an extraordinary 
difcovery in France of a {peculum, which fet 
objeéts on fire at the diftance of one hundred 
and twenty yards, had alfo written a differ- 
tation, to prove, that there is nothing ei- 
ther falfe or abfurd in the account we have 
of the burning of the Roman fhips at the 
fiege of Syracufe, by Archimedes; which 
difcourfe of his was highly applauded in the 
academy of fciencese There were already 
at Paris feven mirrors efteemed the finett 


in Europe. Firft, That made by the Sieur 
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Villette at Lyons, which is kept at the Royal 
library, is of metal, and burns by reflexion. 
Second, Another by the fame hand,  forty- 
three inches in diameter. Third, That of 
the Sieur de la Garouffe, a gentleman of 
Quercy, fixty-one inches in diameter, and 
is kept at the Obfervatory. Fourth, The 
Saxon mirror, made by the famous M. 
Tfchernhaus, is of copper, and bigger than 
any of thofeabove-mentioned. Fifth, Ano- 
ther of glafs by the fame hand, which burns 
by refraétion. Sixth, The mirror of Or- 
leans, made for the late duke Regent, by 
the fame T/chernbaus, the focus of which 
is at twelve feet diftance, and has been 
hitherto efteemed inimitable. Seventh, That 
of the celebrated Haertfoeker, which is of 
glafs, and was made inthe year 1704. 

From New England we learnt, that 700 
of the North American troops who marched 
from Boffon in the winter, in order to awe 
the French inhabitants about AMenis, a fort 
between Annapolis Royal and Ganada, had 
been furprized by the French, and all killed 
or taken. 

One of the coalpits belonging to Sir 
Fames Lowther near Whitebaven in Cumber=- 
Jand, being fet on fire by the careleffnefs of 
a boy, burnt with great fury, and com- 
municating itfelf to fix pits, became a very 
fhocking fcene, prodigious quantities of . 
f{moak, earth, pieces of timber, and ma- 
terials ufed in the work, being continually 
thrown out, with an inconceivable noife, 
and fhaking of the earth, fo that the inha- 
bitants were in fear for their houfes, 

Admiral Anfon waited on the King, 
when his Majeity was pleafed to fay, “ Sir, 
you have done me great fervice; I thank 
you ; and defire you to thank, in my name, 
all the officers and private men, for their 
bravery and conduct, with which I am 
well pleafed.”’ His Majefty converfed with 
him in his clofet, and in public, a long 
time. 

May 21. Ata court of common-coun- 
cil held at Guildhall, an order was made 
for difcharging thofe gentlemen that had 
been hitherto named by former Lord Mayors 
to the office of fheriffs of this city and 
county of Middlefex, from being put up at 
the common-hall, by virtue of that nomi- 


nation. The prefent Lord Mayor nomi- 
nated none. 
May 23. The ftatue of Sir ohn Bare 


nard, knight and alderman, and one of the 
reprefentatives of the city of London, was 
fet up in the fouth-weft corner of the Royal 
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George Grenvile, efq. was appointed a 
lord of the treafury. 

Welbore Ellis, a lord of the Admiralty. 

Sir Francis Eyles, bart. a commiflioner 
of the victualling office. 

Fobm Selwyn, efq. fenicr paymafter of 
marines. 

Sir Philip Meadows, and lord Ilcheffer, 
comptrollers ef the accompts of the navy. 

May 25. The Pretender’s eldeft fon, 
accompanied by feveral Scotch lords and 
gentlemen, arrived at Rome. 

A fire happened in Rope-makers fields, 
Limeboufe, which confumed eleven houfes. 

A bill for taking away the tenure of 
ward-holding in Scotland, and for convert- 
ing the fame into blanch and feu holdings, 
and for regulating the cafualty of non-entry 
in certain cafes ; and for taking away the 
cafualties of fingle and Jife-rent efcheats 
incurred there by horning and denunciation 
for civil caufes; and for giving to heirs 
and fucceffors there a fummary procefs 
againft fuperiors; and for difcharging the 
attendance of vaffals at head courts there ; 
and for afcertaining the fervice of tenants 
there; and for allowing heirs of tailzie 
there to fell lands to the crown for ereéting 
buildings and making fettlements in the 
Highlands, paffed in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, and was fent to the Lords. 

May 26. The Vigilant and Modefte, 
French Eaft-India fhips, of twenty-two 
guns each, being part of the convoy (and 
the only Eaff-India thips) which efcaped 
from vice-admiral An/fon, during the engage- 
ment on the gd inftant, were taken by his 
Majefty’s thips the Monmouth, Nottingham, 
and Yarmouth, which were fent by the ad- 
miral tochafe them, and were brought into 
Portfmouth. The Monmouth had alfo taken 
the King Dawid from Bourdeaux, and the 
Charming Sufan from Rochelle, bound to 
Cayenne, with provifions and merchandize, 
and the Orient for Rochelle, bound to 
Martinico; the two former were brought 
into Plymouth. 

The French computed their lofs by this 
defeat, at a million and a half fterling. 
Four theufand men were made prifoners ; 
and by thisone blow of our brave admirals, 
we quite demolifhed two French expeditions, 
gne to the Eaf Indies, and the other to 
America; either of which, had it fucceeded, 
muft have been very prejudicial to this 
country. 

May 27. This day between one and two 
o’clock, the money taken on board the 
French fleet, by the admirals Anfon and 
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Warren, was brought through the city in 
twenty waggons, guarded by detachments 
from the feveral regiments of marines: on 
the firft waggon was hoifted vice admiral 
Anfon'’s blue flag; on the fixth was the 
French admiral’s flag; on the twelfth was 
aunion jack; and on the feverteenth was 
rear admiral «{Varren’s white flag. They 
pafied by the Royal-exchange, to Bi/hop/yate- 
firect, and came through Threadneedle-ftreet 
to the Bank, where the money was lodged. 

Princefs Amelia obtained a grant of the 
office of keeper and paler of the houfe and 
park at Hampton-Court. 

Fune 2. Aviolent ftorm of thander and 
lightning, attended with a fhower of rain, 
which lafted three hours, at Middleburft, 
in Suffex; it filled the river to fuch a de- 
gree, that it carried away the bridge, over- 
flowed the church and church yard fome 
feet deep; did incredible damage to the 
corn; drowned feveral fheep; and the 
lightning ftruck two men dead. 

June 6. Fames lord Tyrawley was ape 
pointed governor of Minorca, &c. 

_ Stratford Eyre, efq governor of Galway 
in Ireland. 

June 15. Being the anniverfary of the 
proclamation of his Majefty’s acceffion, it 
was obferved as a high feftival at Ken- 
Jington. 

Came an account that 555 Highlanders 
had furrendered with their arms to the 
governor of Fort William, and had volun- 
tarily taken the oaths to his Majefty. 

Sune 17. His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and made the following 
moft gracious {peech to both Houfes of Par 
liament: 

“¢ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

‘¢ Nothing could have been more ace 
ceptable to me, than the zeal and difpatch 
with which you have gone through the 
public bufinefs during the courfe of this 
feffion, The care and attention you have 
fhewn to extinguifh any remains of the late 
rebellion, and to ftrengthen the foundations 
of our future tranquility by new provifions, 
as well for reftoring the proper authority of 
the government in North-Britain, as for 
better fecuring the liberties of the people 
there, cannot fail to have the moft bene- 
cial confequences. 

«© The great efforts you have made for 
carrying on the war in a vigorous manner, 
have fhew you not to be lefs attentive to our 
foreign than to our domeftic interefts, 
They have given fpirit to my allies; and 
enabled me, in conjunction with them, to 

ort bring 
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bring a numerous and powerful army early 
into the field; and to maintain ftrong fqua- 
drons at fea, for the protection and defence 
of our trade and pofleffions, the annoyance 
of our enemies, and for fupporting and en- 
forcing the operations of my atiiés in Italy. 
The invafion made by France upon the 
territories of the States Genera] of the 
United Provinces, has had a different effeé& 
from what our enemies promifed themfelves 
from it. The voluntary and fpeedy fuccour 
which I fent on that occafion was received 
_ with the utmoft joy, and has been of great 
ufe; and the States have thereupon not 
only refolved on a great augmentation of 
their forces, whichis a¢tually making, but 
have taken fuch fteps as muft convince our 
enemies, how determined they are vigo- 
roufly to fupport their own independency, 
and the interefts of the common caufe, I 
have the peculiar fatisfa¢tion to acquaint 
you, that the union between Great-Britain 
and the republic, fo neceflary for both na- 
tions, was never more cordial, or better 
eftablifhed, than it is at prefent. 

“ The fignal fuccefs which, by the 
bleffing of God, has already attended my 
fleet, has happily difappointed fome very 
pernicious projects of our enemies; and 
given a confiderable blow to their naval 
ftrength, as well as to their commerce; 
which will be the moft probable means of 
reducing them to reafon, This is the 
great objeét which I have at heart; the 
fole view of all my meafures being to put an 
end to the calamities of war, by a fafe and 
honourable peace. 

‘© Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

«¢ I mutt acknowledge in a particular 
manner the zeal and application, with 
which you have raifed the neceflary fupplies 
for the fervice of the current year; and your 
readine(s in making good the deficiency of 
the civil lift’ funds, arifing from the una- 
woidable confequences of war, is a freth 
inftance of that regard and afte&tion, which 
I have always experienced from you. To 
be able to effe€tuate all this immediately, 
after the fuppreffing of an unnatural and 
expenfive rebellion, and under the burdens 
of war, muft fet the ftrength and credit of 
the nation in the higheft light; and fecure 
to the crown of Great Britain that weight 
and refpeét, both with its friends and ene- 
mies, which juftly belong to it, 

“¢ My Lords and Gentlemen, 

‘© After the examples of juftice, which 

have been found neceflary, I have with 


pleafure taken the very firft opportunity of. 
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doing what is more agreeable to my own ine 
clination, the paffing an a& of grace. The 
good effect I promife myfelf from hence is, 
to heal in fome meafure thofe wounds 
which have been made, and re-eftablith the 
quiet of the kingdom}; fince by this aét the 
generality of thofe who have been deluded 
from their duty, will find themfelves re- 
ftored to fecurity, and to the proteétion of 
thofe laws, which they had endeavoured 
to fubvert. A juft fenfe of this early mercy 
will, I hope, induce’ them to make fuch 
returns of loyalty and gratitude, as fo ftrong 
an obligation requires. 
sé As this Parliament would neceffarily 
determine in a fhort time, and as nothing 
will give fo much weight and credit to our 
affairs abroad in the prefent conjuncture, as 
to fhew the dependance I have upon the 
affections of my people; I have judged it 
expedient fpeedily to call a new Parliament. 
But I fhould think myfelf inexcufable, if I 
parted with this, without publicly re- 
turning you my thanks for the many emis 
nent inftances you have give me, of your 
inviolable fidelity and attachment to my 
perfon and government, and your unfhaken 
adherence to the true intereft of your coun- | 
try, and the Proteftant fucceflion in my 
family. By the Divine bleffing, and your 
vigorous affiftance, I have been enabled to 
crufh and defeat the moft audacious atttempt 
that ever has been made ‘to overturn the 
prefent eftablifhment ; and at the fame time 
to furnifh that fupport to our ancient and 
natural allies, which has already difap- 
pointed fome of the moft dangerous views 
of ambition, with which our enemies began 
the war. Such extraordinary merit, as it 
will always be gratefully remembered by 
me, muft endear the memory of this Par- 
liament to pofterity. From fuch demon- 
{trations of the loyalty and affetion of my 
faithful fubjeéts, I do with the utmoft fa~ 
tisfaction repofe myfelf uponthem: and do 
not in the leaft doubt of receiving new 
proofs of the fame good difpofition, in the 
choice of their reprefentatives. 
s¢ T have nothing fo much at heart as the 
prefervation of the civil and religious rights 
of my people, and the maintenance of the 
true greatnefs and profperity of this nation. 
From thefe principles I will never deviate, 
and in thefe principles every true Briton 
will concur, Let this appear by your con- 
duét in the prefent conjuncture ; and let no 
falfe arts or mifreprefentations take place, 
to interrupt or weaken that confidence and 
harmony between me and my people, which 
have 
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have been, and ever will be, productive of 
fuch happy effeéts”

I have feen every thing prepared 
for dinner at the time the eruption hap- 
pened, as bread, meal, wine, &c. all very 
freth; utenfils, earthen veffels, tools, fifh- 
ing nets of filk, not very different from 
thofe now in ufe, They have found there 
an entire theatre, with its ftatues in metal, 
and marble relicks of the fineft antiquity, 
with paintings in frefco, extremely well 
preferved, but with this fingularity, that 
they have only two colours. This will 
not appear very wonderful to thofe who are 


acquainted with the origin of painting, be« 
cafe it is agreed, that the firft painters ufed | 
in their works only a fingle colour, which 
was nothing but a fimple crayon’; after- 
wards they ufed two, ‘and by degrees they 
came to intermix all kind of colours, to 
make their pi€tures more agreeable, and to 
give the better exprefiion to their drapery, 
and to their carnation. This fhews how 
precious thofe picces are for ‘their anti~ 
quity.”

And for the bet- 
ter preventing the fpreading of the faid di 
ftemper, by the fale of lean cattle, under 
the pretence of their being fattedand ready 
for flaughter, his Majefty ordered that all 
butchers, or others, who bought the. faid 
cattle, fhould caufe them to be killed withia 
the {pace of ten days from their being fo 
bought. Which order was to continue in 
force for the {pace of three calendar months.

Sept. 16. Bergen-op-Zoom, after a clofe 
fiege of feveral weeks by the French troops,

Nov. 22 Archibald Stewart, efg. late 
lord provoit of Edinburgh, was, after a lang 
hearing of four days and four nights, 
unanimoufly acquitted by the jury, and 
difmiffed. 

His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and the Commons being 
fent for up, and attending, his Majefty’s 
pleafure was fignified to them by the lord 
chancellor, that they fhould return to their 
houfe, and chufe a Speaker. They ac- 
cordingly returned, and unanimoufly chofe 
the right honourable Arthur Onflow, efq. 
who had been Speaker to the three pre- 
ceding Parliaments, in all, twenty years. 

Nov. 12. His Majefty went to the Houfe 
of. -Peers, and opened the. feffion of Par— 
liament with the following fpeech. 

<¢ My Lords and Gentlemen, - 

« ‘As one of my principal views, in 
calling this Parliament, was, that I might 
receive the moft clear-and certain infor- 
mation of the fenfe of my people, on the 
pofture of affairs; I was defirous to meet 
you as early as your own convenience, as 
well as that-of the public, would admit, 
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“ By the advice: of my Parliament, I 


entered into the war againft Spain, in order 


to vindicate and fecure the trade and com- 
merce of my fubjeéts. By their advice 
alfo, and in conformity to my engagements, 
I undertook the fupport of the emprefs 
queen of Hungary, and of the juft rights of 
the houfe of Aupria. In refentment of this 
conduct, fo neceflary for the interefts of 
my own kingdoms and of the ancient allies 
of my crown, France not only declared war 
againft me, but fomented and fupported an 
unnatural rebellion within this kingdom. 
In carrying on this juft and neceffary war, I 
have found the moft chearful and vigorous 
fupport from my Parliament; and though 
the fuccefs has not been anfwerable to our 
wifhes, and juft expectations, in the Low 
Countries; yet it muit be allowed, to the 
honour of this nation, that no part of the 
misfortunes can be imputed to us. 

The fignal fuccefles, which it has pleafed 
God to grant us at fea, have made the 
enemy feel the weight of our naval ftrengths 
to their great lofs, and the real and folid 
advantage of this nation, This has ap 
peared moft remarkably in the operations of 
my fleet this laft year; which have tended 
nolefs to the honour of the Britifh flag, 
than to the reduétion of the maritime force 
and. commerce of France. The government 
of the United Proyinces has, once more, © 
refumed that confiftency, which will give 
great ftrength to the common caufe; ce- 
ment more firmly the friendfhip between 
this kingdom and that republic; and be 
a lating fecurity to our infeparable inte- 
refts. One great effeé& of this happy alte- 
ration in Holland has already appeared, in 
the vigorous declaration lately made by the 
States General tothe court or France; and 
the orders given by them, for committing 
hoftilities every. where againft the French 
king and his fubjeéts. | te 

‘© Some overtures for a general pacifica- 
tion haye lately been made to me, on the part 
of France; and though fome of the terms 
propofed were fuch as could notbe approved, 
yet.as Ihave: had no other aim, but to 
bring about a fafe and honourable peace, I 
have fhewn the utmoft inclination to faci- 
litateit,. in conjun@tion with my allies; 
and a.congrefs is a€tually agreed to be held 
at Aix la Chapelle, whither the feveral mi- 
nifters will foon repair. I hope all the 
powers concerned will bring with them the 
fame. difpofitions to. effetuate this great 
work, on juft and reafonable conditions, 
which I fincerely have. 
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“ In this fituation, I am confident you 
will agree in opinion with. me, that it is 
neceflary to be vigilant and attentive to 
every event; and that there can be no 
reafon to expect a good peace, but by being 
timely prepared to carry on a vigorous and 
effectual war. I therefore rely on your 
hearty and powerful fupport, to enable me 
to profecute the war, in cafe the obftinacy 
of our enemies, in not agreeing to jud& and 
and reafonable terms. of accommodation, 
fhould render jit unavoidable. . For this 
purpofe, I am now actually concerting the 
necefiary meafures with my allies; whofe 
interefts I am determined to adhere to and 
fupport. Let us be in readinefs, in. cafe
